The  quick  and  painless  ways  to  find  textbooks 


Get  a  list  of  what 
books  you  need 
ASAP  and  email 

your  professors 

Once  you  acquire  the 
list  of  textbooks  you 
need  for  your  class¬ 
es  from  MyAccess, 
you  should  email  your 
teachers  about  which 
books  you  will  use  and 


how  often  you  will  use 
them.  Most  profes¬ 
sors  will  give  you  an 
honest  estimation  of 
what  you  will  actual¬ 
ly  use  and  how  often. 

You  should  also  ask 
your  professor  if  you 
can  buy  an  older  edi¬ 
tion  without  any  loss  of 
information  in  the  text. 
For  many  general  educa¬ 
tion  classes,  like  english 


or  history,  you  can  eas¬ 
ily  swap  out  buying  the 
newest  edition  for  a  pre¬ 
vious  edition  and  save  a 
significant  amount  of 
money  without  cutting 
into  your  education. 

Buy,  rent  or 
borrow? 

Most  of  the  time  it’s 
not  necessary  to  buy  the 
book.  Unless  you  love 
writing  in  the  margins 
and  highlighting  the 
text  in  rainbow  colors, 
you  should  never  buy 
the  book.  The  only  oth¬ 
er  time  you  should  ever 
buy  the  book  is  when 
you  are  forced,  due  to 
the  previous  edition 
not  being  acceptable 
and  a  lack  of  rental 


copies  on  the  market. 

With  renting,  you 
have  multiple  options. 
You  can  rent  for  the 
entire  semester  at  the 
College  of  DuPage’s 
Follett  Bookstore,  but 
you  also  have  a  multi¬ 
tude  of  options  if  you 
like  shopping  online. 
There  are  websites, 
such  as  studentrate.com, 
where  you  can  compare 
websites  such  as  Ama¬ 
zon,  Chegg  and  Barnes 
and  Noble  for  pricing 
and  availability  on  new 
and  used  purchases  and 
rentals.  This  also  checks 
for  ebook  rentals  and 
purchases  if  you  like 
reading  on  your  tech  de¬ 
vice  and/or  not  lugging 
around  a  201bs  textbook. 

If  the  book  will  only  be 


used  maybe  three  weeks 
of  the  entire  semester, 
you  do  not  have  to  rent 
the  book  for  the  full 
16  weeks.  One  alterna¬ 
tive  is  the  COD  library, 
where  you  can  borrow 
the  in-library  copy  and 
use  the  textbook  free 
of  charge  inside  the  li¬ 
brary.  All  you  need  is  a 
library  card,  which  you 
can  activate  with  your 
COD  ID  card.  However, 
you  must  get  there  early 
because  there  are  only  a 
few  copies  of  each  text. 

If  you  aren’t  the  li¬ 
brary  type,  you  can  also 
rent  the  ebook  edition 
to  use  on  your  computer, 
phone  or  tablet  for  $5 
a  day  with  pack- 

backbooks.com.  That 
way,  if  you  only  need 


to  use  the  book  for  two 
tests,  you  can  rent  the 
book  one  day  for  each 
test,  write  down  what 
you  need  to  study  and 
only  pay  S10  for  the 
two  days  of  rentals  in¬ 
stead  of  $50  or  more 
for  the  entire  semester. 

Especially  if  you  are 
taking  a  class  with  static 
information  that  doesn’t 
change  often,  like  intro 
science,  math  or  english 
courses,  you  do  not  have 
to  acquire  the  required 
text.  Boundless.com  is  a 
website  with  free,  open 
source  textbooks  that 
provide  the  same  infor¬ 
mation  that  is  in  that 
textbook  you  have  to 
find  for  $50+.  With  26 
different  subjects,  it  is 
definitely  worth  a  visit. 


Choosing  a 
major

The  dreaded  question.  I've 
changed  mv  major  at  least  six  times 
over  these  past  two  and  a  halt  years 
of  attendance  at  the  College  of 
DuPage.  From  computer  science 
to  communications  to  biology  to 
journalism  to  political  science  and 
back  to  journalism,  I’m  a  smor¬ 
gasbord  of  too  mam  interests;  as 
are  a  lot  of  people  here  at  COD. 
Tins  institution  is  in  place  for  peo¬ 
ple  to  find  out  which  path  is  the 
one  they  truly  want  to  pursuit. 
Although  many  guides  online  as 
to  how  to  pick  a  major  are  some¬ 
what  helpful,  most  lack  the  com¬ 
munity  College  perspective.  With 
that  in  mind,  here  are  some  ideas  to 
keep  in  mind  while  attending  COD. 


Take  your  time  and 
explore 

There  should  be  little  to  no  ur¬ 
gency  for  you  to  pick  a  major  while 
starting  out  at  COD.  The  tuition 
is  extremely  cheap  for  the  caliber 
of  education  that’s  provided  here, 
with  more  actual  professors  than  in 
many  four-year  institutions.  Take 
your  time  and  explore  the  differ¬ 
ent  subjects  the  college  provides. 

Explore  the  honors  catalog 
as  well,  which  has  many  classes 
that  aren’t  available  for  any  stu¬ 
dent  who  has  below  a  3.2  GPA. 
They  make  your  transcript  look  a 
lot  more  appetizing  to  four-year 
institutions  across  the  country. 

I’ve  taken  the  entire  first  year  of 
introductory  biology  classes,  a  py¬ 
thon  class  and  even  Japanese  while 
growing  out  of  high  school  anime 
phase  in  my  first  semester.  Every 
class  I’ve  taken  here  has  shaped 


me  into  the  person  I  am  today. 

From  my  snarky  biology  professor 
showing  us  a  statistical  correlation 
between  how  much  homework  for¬ 
mer  students  completed  and  their 
success  in  his  class  to  my  coding 
professor’s  relentless  ambition  to  not 
only  teach  but  understand  the  needs 
of  his  students,  COD  is  a  place  for 
growth  and  exploration  of  ambitions. 

Get  an  associate’s  degree 
or  transfer  out? 

This  is  a  decision  to  make  soon¬ 
er  rather  than  later.  Many  of  the 
students  I’ve  talked  to  have  an  ur¬ 
gency  to  escape  COD  as  if  it’s  a 
prison  and  want  to  start  life  at  the 
four  year  college  of  their  dreams. 
Others  believe  the  two-year  de¬ 
gree  will  boost  their  resume  a  little 
further  and  make  their  candida¬ 
cy  more  appetizing  to  employers. 

Most  people  don’t  know  of  the 
third  option  quietly  rolling  out 


from  the  college’s  new  administra¬ 
tion.  The  college  now  holds  more 
advanced  transfer  agreements  with 
four-year -institutions  across  Illinois 
since  the  Ann  Rondeau  became 
COD’s  President  in  July  of  last  year. 

One  kind  of  transfer  agreement 
is  a  reverse  transfer  agreement, 
which  allows  you  to  earn  a  COD 
associates  degree  while  attending 
a  four-year  institution.  Once  you 
earn  all  the  necessary  credits  for  an 
associate’s  degree  at  a  select  uni¬ 
versity,  the  institution  will  transfer 
your  credits  back  to  COD  to  re¬ 
ward  you  with  the  two-year  degree. 

Although  this  may  seem  coun¬ 
terintuitive  to  many  people  due 
to  how  you’re  paying  more  mon¬ 
ey  for  the  same  degree,  this  gives 
students  who’ve  completed  at  least 
a  semester  at  COD  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  earn  more  certification 
rather  than  only  a  bachelor’s  de¬ 
gree  even  if  they  feel  the  need  to 
sprint  from  community  college  life.

Howto  Find  a  Parking  Spot 

Almost  all  parking  lots  are  going  to  be  packed  to  the  brim  from 
10:00  am  to  12:00  pm. 

>To  completely  avoid  the  hassle  of  trying  to  find  a  close  spot,  you  can  park  in 
Lot  6  by  the  Early  Childhood  Center  or  the  soccer  field.  There's  a  shuttle  that 
runs  about  every  10  minutes  in  the  morning  and  early  afternoon  from  lot  6  to 
the  main  campus,  however  it’s  definitely  a  long  walk  from  either  lot  to  your 
classroom. 

>To  get  a  good  spot,  we'd  recommend  arriving  a  half  hour  before  your  class  to 
scour  the  parking  lots  to  have  a  chance  at  finding  a  decent  spot. 

>Using  public  transportation  isn't  a  bad  idea,  however  you  need  to  check  the 
availability  of  the  714  and  715  Pace  bus  schedule  to  make  sure  you  aren't 
stranded  on  campus  without  a  ride  home. 

>Parking  will  get  better  as  the  pressure  from  classes  thins  the  herd  and  people 
drop  classes.  As  the  semester  crawls  forward,  more  and  more  spots  will  open

How  to  Get  a  Library  Card 


The  library  and  its  extensive  online  databases 
are  an  invaluable  resource. 

Getting  a  card  is  simple.  Head  down  to  the  Circulation  Services 
Desk  just  inside  the  main  entrance  to  the  library  and  they'll  set 
you  up.  You'll  need  a  photo  ID,  proof  of  present  address  and 
proof  of  current  enrollment.  If  you  got  your  Student  ID,  bring  it 
along  and  they  will  simply  activate  it  for  you.  Don't  have  an  ID? 
You  can  get  one  in  the  library  too. 


Caffeine  on  Campus 

On  campus,  we  have  both  a  Starbucks  in  the  SRC  and  an 
Einstein's  Bagels  in  the  McAnnich  Art  Center. 

The  best  times  to  go  to  either  place  is  early  in  the  morning 
or  mid-afternoon. 

>For  Starbucks,  get  the  app.  It  allows  you  to  have  free  refills  on 
brewed  coffee  and  tea,  and  gives  you  a  free  birthday  drink  or 
food  item. 

>For  Einstein's,  if  you  like  their  brewed  coffee,  purchase  one  of 
their  travel  mugs  for  discounted  prices  on  coffee. 

>You  can  also  get  coffee  in  the  cafeteria. 


How  to  Get  a  Student  ID 

Every  student  should  carry  a  student  ID. 

If  you  head  to  the  Office  of  Student  Life  in  SSC  1217,  the  PE  Center  or  the 
Library  you  can  fill  out  an  application  for  an  ID.  The  card  will  become  your 
method  through  attaining  all  that  COD  has  to  offer,  including  a  free  gym 
membership  for  full  time  students  and  a  library  card  which  allows  you  to 
access  online  databases  and  rent  books. 

As  well,  you're  able  to  use  the  card  to  get  discounts  on  food  and  entertainment 
across  DuPage  County.  You  can  get  discounts  at  restaurants  around  the  COD 
locale,  as  well  you  can  buy  cheaper  movie  tickets  from  Student  Life. 

The  card  is  valid  for  three  years. 


How  to  Join  the  Chaparral  Fitness  Center 

There's  a  modern  workout  area,  indoor  pool  and  fieldhouse 
which  contains  an  indoor  track  and  basketball  courts  during  cer¬ 
tain  times  of  the  week.  Access  to  this  is  completely  free  for 
full-time  students,  meaning  you  must  be  taking  12  credit 
hours  or  more.  Bring  you  student  ID  and  class  schedule  to  the 
Physical  Education  Center  and  they’ll  register  you  for  a 
semester-long  membership. 

Part-time  students  can  join  at  a  discounted  rate  of  $50  for 
the  semester,  or  $12  a  month.

Leaves  start  to  drop,  vibrant  colors 
of  red  leaves  in  the  backyard,  and  a 
time  to  get  ready  for  football.  These 
are  basic  cues  that  indicate  fall  is 
around.  But  for  students  familiar  with 
the  natural  areas  here  on  campus, 
they  are  enthralled  by  one  sign:  The 
yellow  flowers  of  goldenrods  along 
with  the  blue,  violet,  and  white  flowers 
of  asters  in  the  tall  prairie  grass.  Are 
you  just  hearing  about  COD'S  unique 
fall  signal?  Make  it  a  bullet  point  on 
your  "to-do"  list  this  fall  to  visit  the 
three  natural  areas  during  your  class 
break,  lunch  break  and  study  session. 


The  natural  area  here  at  the  College  of 
DuPage  is  now  a  home  to  honeybees. 
Thanks  to  the  Honeybee  Conservancy, 
a  grant  given  to  the  college  was  used 
to  set  up  a  beehive  just  east  of  cam¬ 
pus  in  the  natural  area.  As  a  part  of  the 
pack,  Kline  Creek  Farm,  a  farm  that  is 
a  part  of  Timber  Ridge  Forest  Reserve 
in  DuPage  County  trained  staff  about 
about  the  beehive's  maintenance.  This 
initiative  attests  to  Honeybee  Conser¬ 
vancy's  goal  to  "advance  science  and 
environmental  education."  COD  in¬ 
tends  to  use  the  beehive  as  a  learning 
lab  for  students  and  visitors.  "We  want 
to  be  able  to  teach  people  at  this  col¬ 
lege  and  involve  students  at  this  col¬ 
lege  in  the  process  of  beekeeping,  the 
importance  of  beekeeping,  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  keeping  alive  the  pollinators," 
said  Prairie  Manager  Remic  Ensweiler 
in  a  prior  interview  with  the  Courier.

COD  is  now 

the  "land  of  settlement" 


Once  referred  to  as  the“land  oflawsuits, ’’College  ofDuPage  is  now  the“land 
of  settlement. ’’The  board  of  trustees  voted  unanimously  on  June  22  to  settle  a 
wrongful  termination  lawsuit  brought  against  the  college  by  Thomas  Glaser 
and  Lynn  Sapyta,  two  former  senior  finance  officers  of  the  college.  Both  Gla¬ 
ser  and  Sapyta  were  let  go  from  the  college  during  the  tenure  of  interim-pres¬ 
ident  Joseph  Collins.  Details  about  the  settlement  were  not  made  public. 


Homeland  Security  Building 
gets  a  new  name 

It  has  been  two  years  since  the  board  of  trustees  acquiesced  to  void  an 
agreement  with  former  President  Robert  Breuder  to  have  the  Home¬ 
land  Security  Building  named  in  his  honor.  The  college  moved  to  name 
the  building  in  honor  of  Sgt.  Robert  James  Miller.  The  former  Whea¬ 
ton  resident  and  United  States  Army  Special  Forces  soldier  died  during 
combat  in  Afghanistan  in  Jan.  2008.  Miller  was  also  posthumous¬ 
ly  awarded  the  Medal  of  Honor  by  former  President  Barack  Obama.

Committee  recommends 
no  sanctions 

Months  away  from  hearing  what  the  Higher  Learning  Commission’s  verdict 
about  a  2-year  probation  placed  on  the  college  in  Dec.  2015,  a  review  team  recom¬ 
mended  no  additional  sanctions.  The  team’s  recommendation  is  a  major  contribut¬ 
ing  factor  before  a  scheduled  meeting  later  this  year  to  discuss  the  fate  of  the  state’s 
largest  community  college.  The  HLC’s  probation  has  since  prodded  the  college

New  agreement  between  COD  &  Glen  Ellyn 

The  paradigm  shift  of  the  relationship  between  the  Village  of  Glen  Ellyn 
and  the  COD  is  yielding  some  positive  results.  Both  parties  are  working 
towards  the  establishment  of  an  innovation  center  to  help  small  businesses 
with  resources  needed  for  growth.  The  college’s  board  of  trustees  approved 
an  agreement  to  pay  back  expenses  up  to  $24,000  for  preliminary  architec¬ 
tural  studies.  This  is  the  second  major  agreement  between  the  college  and 
the  village  after  years  of  a  strained  relationship.  The  college  consented  to 
have  the  Village  of  Glen  Ellyn  oversee  building  projects  earlier  this  year. 
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COD  President  Ann  Rondeau  sat  down  with  Courier  News  Editor  Vandy  Manyeh  to  talk  about  her  first  year  in  campus  and  her  plans  moving  forward.

To  mark  beginning 
of  Ann  Rondeaus 
second  year  as  Col¬ 
lege  of  DuPage president ,  the 
Courier  sat  down  to  discuss 
the  progress  the  college  has 
made:  from  academic  af¬ 
fairs,  adherence  to  the  High¬ 
er  Learning  Commissions 
recommendations  to  have 
COD’s  accreditation  status 
settled,  and  the  stability  the 
college  has  experienced  under 
the  Rondeau-led  leadership. 

Vandy  Manyeh:  What 
has  been  your  biggest 
accomplishment  since 
becoming  president  of 

COD? 

Ann  Rondeau:  In  the 

first  year,  we  had  a  couple 
of  things  to  do.  One  is  to 


keep  an  exquisite  focus  on 
HLC,  getting  off  of  proba¬ 
tion  and  maintaining  our 
accreditation  and  mov¬ 
ing  forward.  We  did  that. 
We  have  been  focused  on 
HLC.  No.  2  was  to  just 
get  things  settled  down, 
and  get  into  a  good  place 
so  that  people  were  feeling 
stabilized  and  the  environ¬ 
ment  was  stabilized.  The 
third  thing  was  to  laugh 
more;  just  to  enjoy  each 
other  more,  trust  each  oth¬ 
er  more,  have  a  sense  of 
each  other’s  confidence, 
have  people  breathe  more 
easily  and  to  have  a  sense 
that  we  are  moving  for¬ 
ward.  I  think  we’ve  done 
those  things,  and  now  I 
think  this  year  is  going  to 


be  about  students’  success, 
students’  success,  and  stu¬ 
dents’  success.  What  that 
means  is  we  will  continue 
with  the  HLC,  and  we 
have  some  improvements 
to  make.  They  identified 
some  areas  that  we  have  to 
do  further  improvements 
on;  we  have  to  do  that.  We 
have  some  areas  of  what  we 
learned  from  Noel-Levitz 
(“A  provider  of  technolo¬ 
gy-enabled  solutions  and 
services  for  enrollment.  ”) 
and  some  surveys  that  we 
can  improve  on.  And  then 
working  on  things  like  as¬ 
sessments  -  measuring  and 
understanding  what  the 
data  is  telling  us. 

VM:  How  do  you  feel 


being  president  of  COD, 
the  second  largest  provid¬ 
er  of  higher  education  in 
Illinois? 

AR :  You  cannot  imagine 
how  extraordinarily  priv¬ 
ileged  I  feel.  I  was  privi¬ 
leged  to  come  on  board. 
This  is  a  great  place.  It  is 
great  physically.  It  is  great 
with  our  students  and  fac¬ 
ulty.  Look  at  our  finances 
-  we  are  in  a  great  shape  fi¬ 
nancially.  We  are  not  in  the 
same  place  like  some  of  our 
peer  institutions.  This  is 
where  I  am  meant  to  be.  It 
was  a  calling  for  me  to  be 
here,  and  I  will  always  have 
this  as  a  very  special  place. 
I  think  this  was  a  place  I 
was  meant  to  come  to  after 
my  other  experiences.  This 


is  the  culmination,  not  the 
end  state  of  something. 
All  those  other  things  that 
came  before  prepared  me 
for  now  so  that  I  can  give 
the  best  I  can  to  all  of  you. 

VM:  What  is  the  cur¬ 
rent  relationship  like  be¬ 
tween  Dr.  Rondeau  and 
the  faculty? 

AR:  Excellent.  We  have 
a  brilliant  faculty,  and 
there’s  no  question  about 
that.  There  is  always  busi¬ 
ness  to  do,  and  there  is  al¬ 
ways  things  and  business 
to  attend.  There  will  be 
people  who  don’t  always 
agree  on  the  same  things, 
but  what  I’m  sure  of  is  the 
integrity,  the  confidence 
and  the  competence  of 


people  talking  to  each 
other  as  professionals  do. 
Where  we  don’t  agree  with 
each  other,  that’s  perfectly 
fine.  We  have  those  kinds 
of  discussions  and  come 
to  a  good  place,  and  where 
we  agree  with  each  oth¬ 
er  we  move  fast  and  well. 
I  don’t  know  whether  the 
students  know  that  this  is 
a  brilliant  faculty;  it  is  high 
end.  This  is  a  faculty  that’s 
dedicated  to  one  thing. 
And  that’s  happening  in 
the  classrooms.  There’s  not 
a  lot  of  distractions.  They 
love  their  discipline,  and 
they  are  excited  to  share 
it  with  you  all.  They  are 
focused  on  your  learning. 
This  is  a  great  treasure. 
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VM:  The  college  signed 
a  new  agreement  with  the 
village  of  Glen  Ellyn  in 
April  of  this  year.  What 
has  been  the  benefits  of 
that  agreement? 

AR:  Colleges  should  be 
able  to  get  along  with  the 
town  in  which  they  are, 
and  we  had  some  diffi¬ 
culties  with  the  Village  of 
Glen  Ellyn  that  went  on 
for  too  long.  That  is  just 
not  good  because  taxpay¬ 
ers  want  us  to  get  along 
with  each  other.  Taxpay¬ 
ers,  residents  and  voters 
intend  for  that  to  happen. 
Yes,  it  is  important  for 
the  town  in  which  we  are 
and  the  college.  And  also 
for  a  second  reason.  One, 
you  should.  Two,  it  brings 
great  financial  benefit  to 
us  and  to  them.  We  are 
now  doing  some  inno¬ 
vative  work  called  Inno¬ 
vation  DuPage  that  will 
be  looking  at  how  we  can 
help  the  entire  district 
and  county  with  business 
innovation.  And  this  is  all 
going  to  be  at  College  of 
DuPage  in  the  Village  of 
Glen  Ellyn.  Thirdly,  good 
governance.  The  village 
leaders  of  Glen  Ellyn  and 
the  board  of  trustees  of  the 
College  of  DuPage  can 
easily  talk  to  each  other 
and  come  to  some  agree¬ 
ments.  We  share  common 
roads.  We  have  common 
facilities.  We  have  those 
kinds  of  common  things. 
So  it  is  better  for  us  to  talk 
together. 

VM:  During  your  first 
year,  you  signed  two  trans¬ 


fer  agreements  -  one  with 
Northern  Illinois  Univer¬ 
sity  and  the  other  agree¬ 
ment  with  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Illinois-Chicago. 
What  are  you  going  to  do 
about  hating  more  trans¬ 
fer  agreements  between 
COD  and  other  universi¬ 
ties  in  Illinois? 

AR:  As  you  know,  we 
had  one  for  several  years 
with  the  UIC  engineer¬ 
ing  department.  It’s  the 
pathway  into  UIC’s  engi¬ 


neering  disciplines.  We’ve 
got  a  long-term  one  with 
Elmhurst  College  and 
Benedictine  University. 
We  have  a  reverse  transfer 
with  NIU;  that  is  if  you 
go  to  NIU  in  the  case  of 
the  former  editor-in-chief 
(Lucas  Koprowski)  of  the 
Courier  Newspaper.  If  you 
go  there,  even  if  you  ha¬ 
ven’t  gotten  your  degree 
out  of  here,  once  you  get 
enough  credit  hours,  we 
will  then  send  you  an  as¬ 
sociate’s  diploma  because 
you  have  earned  the  cred¬ 
its.  Frankly,  you  know  we 
have  this  cool  thing  going 
that  we  are  working  on  a 
transfer  agreement  with 


the  University  of  West 
London.  We  are  looking 
at  an  international  trans¬ 
fer  agreement  with  the 
University  of  West  Lon¬ 
don  that  began  with  Pro¬ 
fessor  Theodore  Darden 
who  worked  with  them 
in  Criminal  Justice  disci¬ 
plines.  They  look  a  lot  like 
us  in  some  ways  although 
they  are  a  four-year  school. 
It  will  be  terrific  if  we  can 
get  that  done  by  next  year. 


We  are  looking  at  this  year 
a  little  bit.  Some  things 
can  happen  as  to  how  long 
it  takes  to  get  things  done. 
We  are  very  excited  about 
that.  We  are  doing  well. 
We  are  doing  it  with  as 
many  schools  that  make 
sense  in  Illinois,  and  we  are 
doing  it  with  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  West  London  also. 

VM:  The  night  your 
contract  was  approved, 
former  Trustees  Dianne 
McGuire  and  Erin  Birt 
were  absent.  Trustee  Jo¬ 
seph  Wozniak  also  ab¬ 
stained  from  a  vote  to 
have  your  contract  ap¬ 
proved.  Now,  it  seems 


like  the  board  and  Ann 
Rondeau  are  on  the  same 
page.  What  have  you  done 
to  improve  the  relation¬ 
ship  between  the  board  of 
trustees  and  the  president? 

AR:  One  of  the  first 
things  I  did  was  to  have 
the  administrators  sep¬ 
arate  from  the  board  of 
trustees  at  board  meetings. 
It  happened  to  be  that  the 
president  was  sitting  with 
the  board  of  trustees.  The 
board  of  trustees  is  the 


legislature;  they  are  voted 
in  by  voters.  They  are  elect¬ 
ed  officials.  The  adminis¬ 
tration  is  like  the  executive 
branch.  So  when  you  begin 
making  that  distinction, 
you  begin  to  clarify  roles, 
and  so  that’s  really  import¬ 
ant  for  trust  and  transpar¬ 
ency.  Their  role  is  to  leg¬ 
islate,  oversee  and  give  us 
our  policies.  Our  role  is  to 
execute,  make  it  happen 
and  to  administer.  So  the 
first  thing  you  do  is  clari¬ 
fy  roles.  The  second  thing 
you  do  is  have  a  forth¬ 
right  conversation.  This  is 
a  board  where  I  can  have 
forthright  conversations,  it 


is  professionally  engaged 
and  we  talk  about  things. 
It  is  just  respect,  respect  for 
each  other,  respect  for  the 
voters  and  college,  respect 
for  the  students  and  know¬ 
ing  that  your  first  mission 
is  students’  success.  Ev¬ 
erything  else  is  secondary 
and  tertiary.  Once  you 
have  that  common  under¬ 
standing,  you  can  do  a  lot 
of  things.  But  trust  is  very 
important,  I  cannot  over¬ 


emphasize  that.  We  are 
not  there  entirely  with  the 
whole  school,  but  we  are 
better  than  we  were.  It’s 
fragile,  but  it  is  real. 

VM:  The  Board  of 
Trustees  in  June  approved 
a  2.6-percent  salary  in¬ 
crease  for  you.  Do  you  see 
that  as  a  pay  for  a  job  well 
done? 

AR:  I’m  not  kidding  you 
when  I  say  that  payment 
for  a  job  well  done  is  your 
success.  So  that’s  my  first 
reward;  it’s  making  sure 
that  we  have  people  leaving 
here  healthy  in  every  way 
and  better.  To  the  specific 


business  question:  it  is  the 
same  as  everybody  else  has 
gotten,  and  so  I  didn’t  want 
any  more  than  that,  and  I 
didn’t  even  ask  for  that.  It 
was  fair  for  the  board  to  do 
it.  It’s  a  business  question, 
and  the  answer  is  I  got 
what  everybody  else  got. 

VM:  Do  you  have  any¬ 
thing  else  to  say? 

AR:  How  much  I  ap¬ 
preciate  the  Courier.  There 
have  been  some  articles  in 
the  Courier  that  I’ve  had 
to  call  out.  I  showed  it  to 
my  faculty  and  asked  what 
are  we  doing  about  this, 
how  do  we  feel  about  it, 
but  I  want  to  be  able  to 
discuss.  So  what  the  Cou¬ 
rier  has  been  for  me  is,  it 
is  an  expression  of  the 
students’  voice.  At  times, 
I  agree  with  some  articles, 
at  times  I  don’t,  at  times 
it  has  been  substantive,  at 
times  stylistic,  whatever  it 
is;  the  Courier  has  been  a 
voice.  SLC  is  a  voice.  The 
student  trustee  is  a  voice. 
Now  you  have  a  student 
on  the  board.  Seeing  stu¬ 
dents  and  talking  to  you  all 
is  a  voice.  Your  clubs  are  a 
voice,  but  the  Courier  is  a 
written  voice  that  has  been 
formulated  and  thought 
about.  I  want  to  thank 
the  Courier.  I  truly  mean 
that.  You’ve  been  able  to 
help  me  be  better  because 
of  letting  me  see  some  of 
your  worlds  through  your 
eyes.  I  even  read  about  the 
music  you  write  about,  and 
some  of  the  movies  and 
the  artists.  Thanks.

Courtesy  of  a  contest 
themed  “COD  Academic 
Integrity  Slogan  Contest,” 
brainstormed  by  the  col¬ 
lege’s  academic  honesty 
committee.  The  contest 
is  open  to  COD  students 
above  the  age  of  18  or  with 
a  parental  consent.  The 
winner  will  receive  $1500. 
There  are  also  two  second 
place  prizes  valued  at  $500 
apiece. 

“With  the  COD  Ac¬ 
ademic  Integrity  Slogan 
Contest,  the  Committee  is 


looking  for  a  COD  student 
perspective  on  an  important 
facet  of  their  college  lives  - 
honesty  in  academic  work,” 
said  Jennifer  Kelley,  refer¬ 
ence  librarian  and  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  academic  hon¬ 
esty  committee.  “Whether 
writing  papers,  giving  pre¬ 
sentations,  performing  on 
the  field  or  the  stage,  COD 
students  are  expected  to 
demonstrate  qualities  of 
morality,  integrity,  honesty, 
civility,  honor,  and  respect” 
A  survey  carried  out  last 
semester  among  32  stu¬ 
dents  in  four  Accelerated 
Learning  Program  (ALP) 
English  classes  yielded  that 
75-percent  of  students  have 
been  tempted  to  cheat.  A 
total  of  65-percent  would 
cheat  once  they  knew 


they  wouldn’t  get  caught. 
And  84-percent  said  they 
wouldn’t  report  someone 
for  cheating. 

In  response  to  those 
survey  results  the  college 
wants  to  incorporate  stu¬ 
dents’  ideas  as  to  how  they 
feel  about  the  college’s  pol¬ 
icies  and  expectations  of 
students  when  it  comes  to 
remaining  honest. 

“We  hope  it  will  be  the 
rallying  cry  that  helps  the 
College  community  define 
and  discuss  the  value  of  ac¬ 
ademic  honesty  in  all  that 
we  do,”  added  Kelley.

As  a  professor  of 
astronomy,  Joe 
DalSanto  knew  a 
total  eclipse  would  have  a 
dramatic  visual  impact  on 
the  sky.  He  didn't  know  it 
would  have  an  equally  dra¬ 
matic  impact  on  him. 

DalSanto,  who  wit¬ 
nessed  the  event  that  day 
under  Carbondale’s  clear 
skies,  says  the  experience 
was  surprisingly  emotion¬ 
al.  “I  was  deeply  affected 
and  became  very  quiet 
while  others  were  cheer¬ 
ing  and  celebrating.  Some 
were  moved  to  tears.  We 
were  all  surprised  by  how 
much  we  were  affected 
emotionally.” 


“This  was  the  supreme 
natural  phenomenon  to 
witness,”  COD’s  own  Joe 
DalSanto  enthusiastically 
recounts  of  last  week’s  solar 
eclipse.  DalSanto,  COD’s 
own  Professor  of  Astron¬ 
omy,  traveled  to  Carbon- 
dale  to  witness  the  moon 
completely  eclipse  the  sun, 
the  moment  known  as 
totality,  along  with  thou¬ 
sands  of  so-called  'eclipse 
chasers’  across  the  nation 
who  wanted  to  revel  in  the 
ephemeral  moment  that 
some  people  can  only  ex¬ 
perience  once  in  their  life¬ 
time. 

Back  at  the  College, 
hundreds  of  students,  fac¬ 


ulty,  staff,  and  visitors  were 
visibly  moved  by  the  event 
as  everyone  came  together 
to  view  the  cosmic  align¬ 
ment  of  the  sun,  the  moon, 
and  our  planet. 

COD’s  Astronomy  De¬ 
partment  made  quite  the 
event  of  the  natural  phe¬ 
nomenon,  which  last  oc¬ 
curred  in  US  skies  in  1979. 
To  witness  the  spectacle, 
hundreds  of  people  set-up 
in  the  atrium  and  on  the 
COD  grounds,  wearing 
department  provided  solar 
safety  glasses  and  a  tele¬ 
scope  for  viewing. 

As  the  event  itself  start¬ 
ed,  the  group  stared  up 
at  the  sky  to  see  the  sun 


giving  off  a  breathtaking 
orange  glow.  An  audi¬ 
ble,  almost  serene  silence 
traversed  throughout  the 
campus  as  the  path  of  the 
moon  in  the  skies  above 
COD  covered  about  90 
percent  of  the  sun.  De¬ 
spite  the  sporadic  cloud 
cover  which  persisted  on 
throughout  the  event  and 
into  the  afternoon,  the 
sight  was  awe-inspiring. 

However,  arguably  more 
astounding  than  the  event 
itself  was  the  way  people 
watched  and  reacted  to  it. 
For  an  afternoon,  the  na¬ 
tion  set  aside  any  and  all 
of  its  superficial  divisions 
to  stare  up  at  the  sky  and 


witness  a  rare  and  natural 
beauty. 

And  even  for  those  who 
did  not  have  the  chance  to 
witness  the  event  firsthand 
or  did  not  care  to.  Dal  San¬ 
to  argues  that  it  still  holds 
great  importance. 

“This  was  the  supreme 
natural  phenomenon  to 
experience.  If  we  care 
about  the  other  natural 
experiences  here  on  Earth 
-  the  Grand  Canyon,  the 
giant  redwoods  of  Califor¬ 
nia,  volcanoes  of  Hawaii, 
glaciers,  rain  forests,  -  this 
one  exceeds  them  because 
it  is  larger  than  our  world. 
This  puts  a  human  into 
contact  with  the  motions 


of  [the]  Moon  and  Sun 
directly.” 

Do  not  fret,  however, 
because,  despite  the  rare 
nature  of  the  event,  the 
next  total  solar  eclipse  is 
scheduled  to  be  visible 
over  the  US  again.  Seven 
years  from  now,  the  path  of 
totality  will  cross  over  Car¬ 
bondale’s  skies  for  a  second 
time  —  a  very  impressive 
feat  which,  in  DalSan- 
to’s  words,  “gives  us  direct 
context  and  shows  us  how 
small  we  really  are.  It  is  a 
humbling  experience  that 
enriches  life  enormously.” 
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Nat  Wolff  stars  as  Light  Turner  in  Netflix's  remake  of  the  renowned  anime  and  manga  series,  Death  Note

Death  Note’s 
premise  is  sim¬ 
ple:  it’s  basically 
a  notebook  from  a  death 
god,  or  Shinigami,  that 
gives  whoever  wields  it  the 
power  to  kill  anyone  they 
please  as  long  as  they’ve 
seen  their  victim’s  face  and 
known  their  real  name. 
The  kicker  to  this  unho¬ 
ly  amount  of  power?  The 
owner  gets  to  choose  how 
the  victim  dies,  no  matter 
how  gory  it  could  be,  as 
long  as  it’s  in  the  realm  of 
possibility.  And  that  realm 
of  possibility  blew  my 
teenage  mind,  still  in  high 
school,  barely  17  years  old. 
I  could  still  remember  the 
days  of  bingeing  the  whole 
anime  in  a  span  of  a  school 
week,  pulling  an  all-night¬ 
er  to  watch  the  two  Jap¬ 
anese  live  action  films... 
leading  up  to  when  I  have 
finally  saved  up  enough 
money  to  buy  an  exact 
same  replica  of  the  note¬ 
book  Even  though  I  knew 
it  was  fake,  having  it  in  the 
palm  of  my  hands  felt  like 
I  had  been  given  a  tremen¬ 
dous  responsibility. 

Imagine  my  surprise 
and  immediate  skepticism 
when  Netflix  announced 
they  were  doing  a  live 
action  Death  Note  film. 


Cue  in  the  drawn-out  list 
of  disappointment  from 
westernizing  successful 
Asian  films  and  TV  shows 
for  the  past  few  years:  the 
most  recent  Ghost  in  the 
Shell  and  the  whitewash¬ 
ing  controversy  it  came 
with,  the  half-assed  re¬ 
make  of  the  South  Korean 
film  Old  Boy,  that  god-aw¬ 
ful  Dragonball  Evolution 
movie... .the  list  goes  on. 
That’s  why  I  had  a  small 
glimmer  of  hope  when  I 
found  out  Adam  Wingard 
would  be  directing  it,  the 
man  behind  some  of  my 
favorite  independent  hor¬ 
ror  flicks  like  You’re  Next 
and  The  Guest.  Wingard 
was  given  the  daunting 
task  of  compressing  37 
full  episodes  of  the  source 
material  into  less  than  two 
hours,  and  that  is  without 
taking  into  account  the  ex¬ 
tra  details  from  the  manga 
comics. 

Like  the  original,  Death 
Note  follows  Light  Turner 
(Nat  Wolff),  a  brilliant  but 
introverted  high  school 
student  who  accidentally 
finds  a  mysterious  note¬ 
book  that  grants  him  the 
power  to  mete  out  justice 
as  he  sees  fit.  Light  then 
meets  the  notebook’s  keep¬ 
er,  the  death  god  named 


Ryuk  (Willem  Dafoe),  in 
possibly  one  of  the  most 
embarrassing  scenes  in  any 
movie  I  have  ever  seen.  As 
Ryuk  manifests  for  the 
first  time,  he  manages  to 
scare  the  living  hell  out 
of  Light,  prompting  him 
to  run  and  scream  like  a 
literal  man-baby  scared  of 
out  of  his  wits.  Ryuk  intro¬ 
duces  Light  to  the  book’s 
many  rules  and  coaxes  him 
to  use  it. 

The  entirety  of  the  mov¬ 
ie  can  be  summed  up  by 
the  film’s  first  10  minutes, 
as  Light  eventually  gives  in 
to  Ryuk  and  picks  his  first 
target.  Hesitant  at  first, 
he  writes  the  name  down. 
The  victim  dies  from  a 
grisly  but  very  satisfying 
decapitation  a  few  mo¬ 
ments  later,  triggered  by  a 
twisted  series  of  domino 
effects,  reminiscent  of  the 
Final  Destination  films. 
This  rapid  and  unneces¬ 
sarily  gruesome  montage 
is  Death  Note  in  a  nut¬ 
shell,  and  the  rest  is  mostly 
just  cannon  fodder.  Chaos 
ensues  as  Light  goes  on  a 
killing  spree,  inventing  the 
persona  of  ‘Kira’  and  ba¬ 
sically  calls  himself  a  god 
of  justice  claiming  credit 
for  the  killings.  Kira’s  body 
count  eventually  attracts 


the  attention  of  law  en¬ 
forcement,  and  the  eccen¬ 
tric  detective  aliased  “L” 
(Lakeith  Stanfield)  who’s 
hell-bent  on  doing  what¬ 
ever  it  takes  to  stop  the 
mass  murder,  turning  the 
film  into  a  cat-and-mouse 
game. 

It’s  hard  not  to  compare 
the  quality  and  character 
development  of  the  orig¬ 
inal  with  the  remake.  Nat 
Wolff’s  performance  as 
Light  is  a  complete  miss. 
Light  in  the  remake  falls 
oddly  between  an  un¬ 
hinged  sadist  and  a  whiny 
teenager,  not  fully  decided 
on  what  his  motivations 
really  are.  The  movie  solves 
this  problem  by  giving 
him  a  half-baked  back 
story,  recounting  how  his 
mother  was  murdered  by 
a  criminal  who’s  still  at 
large.  This  fuels  his  very 
vague  sense  of  justice  and 
fills  him  with  the  desire 
to  kill  the  “bad  guys”-  but 
these  topics  weren’t  fully 
explored  on  any  significant 
level.  Light  manages  to 
avenge  his  mother’s  death 
not  even  halfway  through 
the  movie,  with  little  to  no 
catharsis  for  the  charac¬ 
ter’s  development.  Wolff’s 
portrayal  comes  off  as  an¬ 
other  troubled  teen  with 


raging  hormones  who  can 
not  make  his  mind  up  as 
his  character  speaks  with 
a  nonchalant,  almost  con¬ 
stipated  look  that  doesn’t 
fit  someone  who’s  contem¬ 
plating  the  complexities  of 
life,  death,  and  murder. 

Everyone  seems  to  lack 
any  basic  motivation, 
as  seen  from  Light’s  fa¬ 
ther,  James  Turner  (Shea 
Whigham)  who  heads 
the  Seattle  investigation 
behind  Kira’s  killings,  to 
Light’s  accomplice  girl¬ 
friend,  Mia  (Margaret 
Qualley).  Mia’s  character 
never  really  offers  any¬ 
thing  but  a  slight  nudge  to 
Light’s  already  question¬ 
able  morality.  Her  shal¬ 
low  character  never  really 
learns  anything.  Her  sud¬ 
den  desire  to  aide  Light 
with  murdering  people  is 
completely  perplexing,  and 
at  best,  her  character  seems 
to  be  like  another  bored 
teenager  with  some  unre¬ 
solved  anger  issues. 

The  plot  heavily  suf¬ 
fers  from  the  addition  of 
the  angsty,  coming-of-age 
teen  romance  between 
Light  and  Mia,  making 
the  story  more  convoluted. 
The  film  tries  its  hardest 
to  make  their  love  central 
to  the  plot,  and  yet  they 


fight  and  whine  relent¬ 
lessly  throughout  the  film, 
offering  no  real  romantic 
chemistry.  Some  might 
argue  that  the  original  had 
a  romance  between  these 
two  characters,  too,  but 
what  the  remake  fails  to 
capture  is  how  straight-up 
psychopath  Light  becomes 
once  he  started  killing  off 
people,  and  how  he  treat¬ 
ed  everyone  as  chess  pieces 
with  little  regard  to  their 
lives.  In  its  original  form, 
it  was  clear  from  the  get- 
go  that  he  was  only  using 
Mia’s  character  (Misa  in 
the  original  manga  com¬ 
ic)  as  a  pawn  to  further  his 
agenda. 

And  that’s  what  made 
the  original  highly  enter¬ 
taining:  seeing  Light,  a 
charismatic  and  popular 
student,  discover  his  dark 
side,  akin  to  Breaking 
Bad’s  Walter  White.  Light 
uses  this  charm  to  fuel  the 
strength  of  his  villainy;  he 
never  once  regretted  nor 
questioned  his  motives  as 
he  got  engulfed  in  the  de¬ 
lusion  of  becoming  man¬ 
kind’s  savior  by  ridding 
the  world  of  criminals  and 
bad  people.  He  becomes 
consumed  by  the  power  of 
the  notebook,  using  those 
closest  to  him  to  get  what 
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he  wants.  His  eventual 
downfall  felt  more  tragic 
as  it  didn’t  just  affect  him, 
but  everyone  who  knew 
and  loved  him.  Netflix’s 
Death  Note  failed  to  cap¬ 
ture  this  essence.  The  sto¬ 
ryline  is  alienated  by  the 
film’s  decision  of  making 
Nat  Wolff’s  version  of  the 
character  into  your  run  of 
the  mill,  average  loner. 

This  almost  hollowed 
out  adaptation  gets  to  the 
core  problem  of  Netflix’s 
Death  Note.  Wingard’s 
reimag-  ining  of 


disguise  from  surveillance, 
and  it  is  one  of  the  most 
absurd  but  brilliant  sce¬ 
narios  I  have  ever  seen  on 
TV.  Light’s  clever  evasion 
of  rules  without  getting 
caught  as  L  tries  to  wade 
his  way  through  a  game 
where  he  can’t  see  the 
field  makes  the  original  a 
highly  entertaining  watch 
with  each  episode.  This 
conflict  allowed  Light  and 
L  to  develop  a  dynamic 
relationship  between  them 
out  of  grudging  respect  for 
they  recognized  each  other 
as  worthy  adversaries.  The 
remake  never  left  room  for 
these  two  to  develop  the 
same  rapport.  Instead,  L’s 
character  hardly  posed 
any  threat  to  Light. 
This  made  every  en¬ 
counter  between 
them  an  anti- 
climactic  dead 
space.  The  two 
characters 
had  no  real 
tension  and 
even  the 
chase  scene 
at  the  end 


didn’t  offer  any  payoffs. 

Although  Willem  Da¬ 
foe  portrays  the  death  god 
Ryuk  with  pitch-perfect 
mania,  the  character  is  left 
with  little  sense  of  impor¬ 
tance  at  all,  too.  Their  deci¬ 
sion  of  making  Ryuk  more 
malicious  and  complicit 
was  a  great  idea  but  there 
weren’t  just  enough  of  his 
presence  to  make  him  im¬ 
portant  to  the  story,  except 
maybe  as  a  spectacle  for 
special  effect. 

The  verdict?  I’d  go  back 
in  time  and  write  this  re¬ 
make  in  my  Death  Note 
to  stop  it  from 
ever  hitting 
the  screens.

clas¬ 
sic  Japa¬ 
nese  series  is 
too  simplified  and 
disappointing.  Death 
Note,  in  its  original 
form,  is  a  game  of 
wits  between  Light 
and  L  and  that’s  what 
made  it  compelling  to 
watch.

The  Family  Educational  Rights  and  Privacy  Act  (FERPA)  affords  eligible  students  certain  rights 
with  respect  to  their  education  records.

A  student  should  submit  to  the  Office  of  Student  Records  written  requests  that  identify  the 
record(s)  the  student  wishes  to  inspect.  The  College  will  make  arrangements  for  access 
and  notify  the  student  of  the  time  and  place  where  the  records  may  be  inspected. 

2.  The  right  to  request  the  amendment  of  the  student's  education  records  that  the 
student  believes  are  inaccurate,  misleading,  or  otherwise  in  violation  of  the  student's 
privacy  rights  under  FERPA.  A  student  who  wishes  to  ask  College  of  DuPage  to  amend  a 
record  should  write  to  the  Office  of  Student  Records,  clearly  identify  the  part  of  the  record 
they  want  changed,  and  specify  why  it  is  inaccurate  or  misleading.  If  College  of  OuPage 
decides  not  to  amend  the  record  as  requested,  the  College  will  notify  the  student  in  writing 
of  the  decision  and  advise  the  student  of  his  or  her  right  to  a  hearing  regarding  the  request 
for  amendment.  Additional  information  regarding  the  hearing  procedures  will  be  provided  to 
the  student  when  notified  of  the  right  to  a  hearing. 

3.  The  right  to  consent  to  disclosures  of  personally  identifiable  information  or  Pll  (not 
“Directory  Information”)  contained  in  the  student’s  education  records,  except  to  the 
extent  that  FERPA  authorizes  disclosure  without  consent.  One  exception  which  permits 
disclosure  without  consent  is  disclosure  to  school  officials  with  legitimate  educational 
interests.  A  school  official  is  a  person  employed  by  the  College  in  an  administrative, 
supervisory,  academic  or  research,  or  support  staff  position  (including  law  enforcement  unit 
personnel  and  health  staff);  a  person  serving  on  the  board  of  trustees;  or  a  student  serving 
on  an  official  committee,  such  as  a  disciplinary  or  grievance  committee.  A  school  official 
may  also  include  a  volunteer  or  contractor  outside  of  College  of  DuPage  who  performs 

an  institutional  service  or  function  for  which  the  school  would  otherwise  use  its  own 
employees  and  who  is  under  the  direct  control  of  the  school  with  respect  to  the  use  and 
maintenance  of  Pll  from  education  records,  such  as  an  attorney,  auditor  or  collection  agent 
or  a  student  assisting  another  school  official  in  performing  his  or  her  tasks.  A  school  official 
has  a  legitimate  educational  interest  if  the  official  needs  to  review  an  education  record  in 
order  to  fulfill  his  or  her  professional  responsibilities  for  College  of  DuPage. 

4.  The  right  to  file  a  complaint  with  the  U.S.  Department  of  Education  concerning 
alleged  failures  by  College  of  DuPage  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  FERPA.

How  the  college's  probation  became  a  catalyst  for  change  and  reform

The  administration  and 
the  board  of  trustees  must 
be  commended  for  actions 
taken  to  settle  the  College 
of  DuPage's  accreditation 
problem. 

On  December  9,  2015, 
College  of  DuPage  was 
placed  on  probation  by  the 
Higher  Learning  Com¬ 
mission  Board  of  Trustees, 
a  controversy  that  put  the 
largest  community  college 
in  the  state  under  much 
scrutiny  from  the  public 
eye.  The  action  was  tak¬ 
en  after  the  college  failed 
to  operate  “with  integrity 
in  its  financial,  academic, 
personnel  and  auxiliary 
functions.” 

After  an  advisory  vis¬ 


it,  the  HLCn  identified 
problems  with  governance 
and  accountability,  from 
breaches  of  the  colleges 
investment  policies  to  du¬ 
bious  actions  regarding 
ethics,  demonstrating  “a 
lack  of  integrity  in  the  col¬ 
lege’s  operations  and  lack 
of  adherence  to  established 
policies  and  procedures.” 
Like  a  chicken  with  its 
head  cut  off,  the  adminis¬ 
tration  was  left  in  chaos  as 
the  violations  were  uncov¬ 
ered.  The  board  of  trustees 
was  criticized  for  its  lack 
of  effective  leadership  and 
collaboration  amongst 
each  other,  hindering  the 
institution’s  ability  to  ful¬ 
fill  its  mission.  Enrollment 


also  dwindled, which  heav¬ 
ily  affected  revenue  amid 
the  state’s  failure  to  make 
payments  to  the  college 
fueled  by  Illinois’  budget 
impasse. 

This  two-year  probation 
proved  to  be  a  near-death 
experience  for  the  col¬ 
lege.  Losing  accreditation 
would  automatically  undo 
50  years  of  progress  and 
achievements  that  made 
COD  the  institution  it  is 
today.  This  became  the  cat¬ 
alytic  force  that  pushed  the 
college’s  reform;  a  wake-up 
call  it  very  much  needed. 

The  college  cleaned  up 
its  act  by  hiring  Ann  Ron¬ 
deau  as  its  new  president. 
Her  call  for  transparency 


and  accountability  has  re¬ 
verberated  throughout  the 
campus.  Every  school  of¬ 
ficial  worked  tirelessly  to 
ensure  every  criterion  for 
accreditation  is  met,  not 
just  the  issues  that  caused 
the  sanction.  Taking  every 
criticism  into  account,  the 
college  has  since  then  up¬ 
dated  its  ethics  rules  and 
created  an  audit  committee 
to  make  sure  the  college’s 
budget  allocation  is  kept 
in  check.  Board  Chair¬ 
man  Deanne  Mazzochi 
had  called  for  a  unified 
Board  of  Trustees  at  the 
June  22nd  board  meeting, 
regarding  transactions  that 
involve  the  college  that  re¬ 
quire  board  approval. 


And  now  that  the  hear¬ 
ing  for  the  Higher  Learn¬ 
ing  Commission’s  verdict 
about  the  two-year  pro¬ 
bation  is  just  a  mere  few 
months  away,  a  review 
team  recommended  no 
additional  sanctions  after 
seeing  the  great  strides 
COD  has  made  in  this 
new,  more  transparent  ad¬ 
ministration. 

Despite  the  looming  loss 
of  accreditation,  COD  has 
still  been  a  great  place  to  be 
in.  The  chaos  the  probation 
brought  never  really  trick¬ 
led  down  into  classrooms. 
Although  enrollment  di¬ 
minished,  the  college’s 
student  body  wasn’t  that 
all  much  affected.  For  the 


most  part,  students  went 
about  the  business  of  being 
students.  Teachers  contin¬ 
ued  enriching  minds.  Life 
went  on  as  it  usually  does. 
And  that's  possibly  the 
greatest  accomplishment 
in  all  the  efforts  to  get  and 
keep  COD  on  track.  The 
college  never  lost  sight  of 
its  mission,  even  though 
it’s  one  of  the  reasons  why 
it  was  put  into  probation 
in  the  first  place. 

As  the  dark  days  at 
COD  slowly  fade  we  re¬ 
main  optimistic  that  the 
HLC  will  consider  the 
sincere  efforts  of  the  board 
of  trustees  and  the  admin¬ 
istration  when  our  fate  is 
decided  soon.

Inclusion  of  white 
players  in  anthem 
protests  a  good  sign

fe  for  many  people 

M.  symbolizes  many 
values  they  hold  true  in 
their  lives  such  as  freedom, 
liberty  and  justice.  How¬ 
ever,  some  people  value  the 
idea  of  freedom  and  justice 

*  for  all  rather  than  acting 
on  our  principles  as  a  na¬ 
tion.  Colin  Kaepernick, 
former  quarterback  of  the 
San  Francisco  49er’s,  has 
been  the  focal  point  of  ath¬ 
letes  taking  a  knee  during 
the  national  anthem  prior 


to  NFL  football  games  in 
protest  of  the  killings  of 
unarmed  African-Ameri¬ 
can  men  by  police  officers. 

After  a  year  of  back 
and  forth  by  both  sides 
of  the  spectrum,  one  glar¬ 
ing  thing  missing  from 
Kaepernick’s  protest  was 
that  not  a  single  white 
NFL  player  or  any  white 
athlete  for  that  matter 
had  joined  in  the  protests. 
One  of  the  retorts  to  the 
protests  of  these  athletes 
were  people’s  correlation 


between  the  anthem  and 
the  military. 

Like  wildfire  the  word 
spread  around  the  league, 
and  the  antithesis  reared 
its  head  to  reject  and 
shame  the  stance  taken  by 
the  veteran  quarterback. 
In  a  league  and  sport  like 
the  NFL,  where  there’s 
such  a  strong  correlation 
between  patriotism  and 
the  military,  the  backlash 
was  predictable.  But  it  was 
not  justified.  Black  athletes 
are  trying  to  parlay  a  mes¬ 


sage  that  is  just  not  willing 
to  be  heard  by  those  who 
have  a  false  emotional  con¬ 
nection  between  cloth  and 
the  military.  It  was  clear 
the  message  had  fallen  on 
deaf  ears. 

A  census  done  by  Statis- 
ta  in  2015  showed  77.7% 
of  the  military  was  white. 
Another  barrier  needed  to 
be  taken  down.  The  sup¬ 
port  well  respected  player 
in  Chris  Long  of  the  Ea¬ 
gles  who  embraced  team¬ 
mate  Mike  Jenkins  during 


the  national  anthem  of  one 
of  the  Eagles  preseason 
games.  The  ball  began  to 
role  as  Browns’  tight  end 
Seth  DeValve  took  a  knee 
with  his  African-Ameri¬ 
can  teammates  and  made 
it  clear  that  he  supported 
their  cause.  DeValve  want¬ 
ed  to  do  it  for  his  future 
children  who  would  be 
part  African  American. 

Perhaps  now  with  the 
voices  of  white  players,  we 
can  start  to  strive  for  the 
betterment  of  everyone  in 


this  country  and  acknowl¬ 
edge  the  idea  that  some 
people  just  aren’t  always 
treated  fairly  by  those  in 
power.  However,  wherever 
there’s  a  threat  to  change, 
there  will  be  push  back, 
and  it  will  be  there  every 
step  of  the  way  as  we  try 
for  better  things.  As  we 
see  more  players  taking  a 
stance,  white  and  black,  the 
message  will  grow  stronger 
and  create  a  greater  chance 
for  change.

COLUMN  /  Tropical  storm 
Harvey  ignites  the  climate 
change  debate

Polling  aggregation 
website  FiveThir- 
tyEight  estimates 
that  “Hurricane  Harvey 
dumped  an  estimated  27 
trillion  gallons  of  water  on 
Texas  and  Louisiana. ’’This 
is  by  far  one  of  the  worst 
natural  disasters  to  hit 
the  United  States.  Sadly, 
America’s  fourth  largest 
city,  Houston,  is  in  dire 
need  of  assistance  due  to 
incessant  rise  in  the  water 
level. 

This  city  hosted  thou¬ 
sands  of  homeless  people 
when  the  deadly  Hur¬ 
ricane  Katrina  struck  in 
2005.  Twelve  years  later, 
Houstonians  are  seeking 
refuge  as  they  face  equal¬ 
ly  devastating  damage  to 
their  homes,  families  and 


lives. 

Globally,  synonymous 
flooding  around  South 
Asia  has  resulted  in  the 
death  of  more  than  1,200 
people,  according  to  the 
Guardian,  and  abnormal 
downpour  of  rain  in  Free¬ 
town,  one  of  Africa’s  coast¬ 
al  cities  may  have  contrib¬ 
uted  to  a  mudslide  that 
killed  more  than  500  peo¬ 
ple,  according  to  experts. 

One  argument  keeps 
juggling  in  our  minds— 
climate  change.  Do  these 
events  prove  our  climate 
is  changing?  Is  climate 
change  a  hoax,  fiction  or 
natural  event?  What  can 
people  across  the  globe  do 
to  minimize  the  effects  of 
our  changing  climate? 

“When  discussing  cli¬ 


mate  ‘change’  it  is  vital  to 
understand  that  a  single 
event  (or  even  a  single 
year)  does  not  lead  one 
to  see  how  the  climate 
is  changing,”  said  Paul 
Sirvatka,  a  professor  of 
earth  science  at  College 
of  DuPage.  “Unfortunate¬ 
ly,  weather  events  such  as 
Harvey,  extreme  events,  are 
part  of  the  way  our  weath¬ 
er/climate  system  works. 

We  had  seen  a  record 
gap  in  major  hurricanes 
hitting  the  U.S.  after  one 
of  the  worst  years  on  re¬ 
cord.  And  it  was  just  a 
matter  of  time  before  we 
were  due  for  a  strong  hur¬ 
ricane.  That  this  is  so  dev¬ 
astating  is  a  result  of  a  lack 
of  steering  currents  co¬ 
inciding  with  warm  Gulf 


water  temperatures  result¬ 
ed  in  record  rainfall.  And  it 
affected  the  fourth  largest 
U.S.  city.  Pretty  amazing 
events  to  say  the  least.” 

This  scientific  perspec¬ 
tive  sides  with  the  many 
lingering  arguments  about 
how  Houston’s  urban  de¬ 
sign  severed  the  situation. 

Avoiding  the  outright 
conclusion  that  Harvey’s 
extreme  devastation  is  a 
result  of  climate  change 
seems  possible.  In  an  ex¬ 
tensive  article  written  by 
CNN’s  Thom  Patterson 
titled  “How  Houston’s 
layout  may  have  made  its 
flooding  worse,”  he  de¬ 
tailed  other  factors.  In 
that  article,  Sam  Brody,  a 
professor  and  expert  on 
urban  and  floodplain  man¬ 


agement  at  Texas  A&M 
University,  said:  “Houston 
is  not  designed  to  handle 
this  kind  of  rainfall.” 

To  a  believer  in  climate 
change  science,  these 
points  cannot  take  away 
the  fact  that  rainfall  was 
abnormal.  In  an  update 
about  the  flood  in  Hous¬ 
ton,  the  National  Weather 
Service  tweeted:  “So  much 
rain  has  fallen,  we’ve  had 
to  update  the  color  charts 
on  our  graphics  in  order  to 
effectively  map  it.” 

Whether  happenings 
in  Houston  were  natural, 
abnormal,  or  worsened  by 
an  unforeseen  effect,  this 
is  exactly  what  climate 
change  has  pointed  to— 
more  rainfall  than  ever.  As 
naive  one  may  be  to  the 


complex  science  behind 
our  changing  the  climate, 
it  is  only  expedient  that 
our  society  takes  tangible 
steps  toward  tackling  the 
issue  of  climate  change. 

It  is  not  a  time  for  pol¬ 
itics.  Rescinding  the  Aug. 
4  letter  to  the  United  Na¬ 
tions  seeking  America’s 
withdrawal  from  the  Paris 
climate  agreement  would 
be  a  positive  step  in  the 
right  direction.  If  econom¬ 
ic  bias  exasperated  this 
decision,  a  crippling  of  the 
economy  has  resulted  be¬ 
cause  of  Harvey. 

Society  cannot  spend 
its  time  arguing  about 
the  tragic  experiments  of 
a  theory  right  before  our 
eyes. 
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Chaudhry  holds  a  Ph.D.  in  Molecular  Biology  from  the  University  of  Manchester,  UK,  and  carried  out  his  postdoctoral  research  at  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Institute  of  Technology.  He  was  a  faculty  member  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  University  of  Vermont  and  Bowling  Green 
State  University  before  joining  COD. 


M.  Ahmad  Chaudhry  is 
the  new  dean  for  biology 
and  health  sciences  at  Col¬ 
lege  of  DuPage.  Chaudhry 
took  some  time  from  his 
schedule  last  week  to  talk 
about  his  new  role  and 
what  the  college  should  ex¬ 
pect.  Here  is  how  it  went: 

Vandy  Manych:  Who 
is  M.  Ahmad  Chaudhty? 

Ahmad  Chaudhry:  I’m 
the  new  dean  at  College 
of  DuPage  for  the  divi¬ 
sion  of  biology  and  health 
sciences.  I  have  training 
and  expertise  in  basic  sci¬ 
ences  like  biological  sci¬ 
ences,  health  sciences  and 
many  clinical  disciplines. 

VM:  How  do  you 
feci  being  the  person  in 
charge  of  the  biology  and 
health  sciences  division? 

AC  This  is  a  really  ex¬ 
citing  opportunity.  Many 
institutions  either  have  bi¬ 
ological  sciences  or  health 
sciences.  The  COD  divi¬ 
sion  is  unique  as  it  offers 
a  combination  of  both 
of  those  disciplines.  That 
carries  a  lot  of  excitement 
and  a  lot  of  opportunities. 
I  feel  great  in  the  position 
where  I  can  create  the  plat¬ 


form  to  promote  collabo¬ 
rations  across  disciplines. 

VM:  What  new  pro¬ 
grams  do  you  intend 
to  roll  out  at  COD? 

AC:  We  are  putting  to¬ 
gether  a  new  program  in 
neurodiagnostic  imaging. 
The  healthcare  industry 
is  changing,  and  there  are 
new  demands  and  areas 
that  require  more  man¬ 
power.  An  institution  like 
College  of  DuPage  should 
be  ready  to  provide  that 
workforce  to  the  emerging 
needs  for  health  care  ser¬ 
vices.  We  have  determined 
that  neurodiagnostic  im¬ 
aging  is  a  new  area  where 
there  is  a  demand.  So  we 
are  fulfilling  those  needs. 

VM:  For  a  person  who 
doesn’t  know  anything 
about  the  quality  of  the 
programs  we  have  here  at 
COD,  what  would  you  say 
about  the  programs  we 
have  under  the  biology  and 
health  sciences  division? 

AC :  We  have  a  large  va¬ 
riety  of  programs.  Some 
programs  like  nursing  are 
very  familiar.  We  have 
highly  specialized  pro¬ 
grams  like  nuclear  med¬ 


icine  technology,  proton 
therapy,  polysomnography 
and  others,  which  an  ordi¬ 
nary  person  may  not  have 
a  greater  insight  of.  There 
are  over  80  different  fields 
in  the  broader  umbrella  of 
health  sciences,  and  they 
are  expanding.  At  COD 
we  have  over  25  programs 
in  many  different  areas. 
We  have  state-of-the- 
art  facilities  that  are  not 
available  at  many  institu¬ 
tions.  We  have  simulation 
hospital  for  nursing,  sur¬ 
gical  technology,  respira¬ 
tory  care,  sonography  and 
other  programs.  We  are 
undergoing  a  renovation 
and  update  of  the  cadaver 
laboratory.  Other  mod¬ 
ern  laboratory  support 
phlebotomy,  biology,  mi¬ 
crobiology,  anatomy  and 
physiology,  physical  ther¬ 
apy  and  other  programs. 
The  availability  of  these 
facilities  indicates  the  high 
quality  of  our  programs. 

VM:  What  are  some 
of  vour  goals  as  the 
new  dean  for  biolo¬ 
gy  and  health  sciences? 

AC:  My  goals  are  stu- 
dents-centered.  I  want  to 


provide  experiences  to  our 
students  so  they  are  pre¬ 
pared  as  our  future  lead¬ 
ers.  We  want  to  make  sure 
they  have  all  the  skills  with 
them  once  they  graduate. 
We  have  seen  employers 
really  like  our  students 
because  we  have  prepared 
them  with  practical  knowl¬ 
edge  and  all  the  necessary 
skills.  They  are  ready  to 
start  a  job  once  they  leave 
COD.  Clinical  experiences 
are  embedded  in  almost  all 
of  our  programs.  The  stu¬ 
dents  are  no  stranger  to  the 
clinical  settings;  they  have 
already  seen  the  setup  and 
equipment.  They  under¬ 
stand  the  overall  operation 
of  a  medical  facility,  and 
they  walk  in  and  are  ready 
to  start  their  job.  We  want 
students  leaving  COD  to 
be  familiar  with  the  health 
care  delivery  standards 
in  the  industry.  My  other 
goal  is  to  support  our  fac¬ 
ulty.  They  are  really  making 
a  lot  of  difference  in  the 
overall  students’  experi¬ 
ences.  My  goal  is  to  bring 
them  to  the  level  where 
they  can  deliver  up-to-date 
cutting  edge  technologies 
experiences  to  students. 


Q+A/The  new 
dean  of  Biology  and 
Health  Sciences

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While  crypto¬ 
currency  gains 
more  recog¬ 
nition  everyday,  it  is  still 
relatively  unknown  to  the 
average  person.  But  recent 
explosive  movement  in  the 
value  of  cryptocurrency 
may  prove  to  be  the  gold 
rush  that  generates  the 
tech-sawy  multi-million¬ 
aires  of  this  generation. 
One  College  of  DuPage 
student  may  already  be  on 
his  way  to  the  virtual  bank. 

Cryptocurrency  by  defi¬ 
nition  is  “a  digital  currency 
in  which  encryption  tech¬ 
niques  are  used  to  regulate 
the  generation  of  units  of 
currency  and  verify  the 
transfer  of  funds,  operating 
independently  of  a  central 
bank.”  Cryptocurrency  in¬ 
vestor  and  COD  student 
Byron  Graf  said  that  this 
is  “the  first  decentralized 
capped  currency  that  has 
surpassed  the  price  of  gold, 
silver,  and  platinum.  They 
have  grown  at  a  better  rate 
than  any  stock  in  histo¬ 
ry.”  COD  Professor  Peter 
James  states  “the  greatest 


and  scariest  thing  about  it 
is  that  there  is  no  central¬ 
ized  bank  controlling  it.” 
And  believes  “the  currency 
will  continue  to  grow,  but 
it  will  also  be  interesting  to 
see  how  the  central  bank¬ 
ing  system  gets  involved.” 

James  also  sees  promise, 
stating  “By  September  of 
2017,  if  you  (as  a  serious 
investor)  are  not  paying 
attention  to  a  currency  (1 
bitcoin)  that  is  equivalent 
to  almost  $4,500,  then 
it’s  time  you  let  someone 
else  handle  your  portfo¬ 
lio  -  even  if  it  is  digital  in 
nature.” 

Bitcoin  (BTC)  peak¬ 
ed  to  its  highest  price  at 
$4,703.42,  a  6  percent  in¬ 
crease  for  the  month.  One 
of  its  main  competitors  in 
the  ever-developing  cryp¬ 
tocurrency  race,  Litecoin 
(LTC),  also  set  its  own  re¬ 
cord  at  $64— a  1,400  per¬ 
cent  jump  since  last  year. 
Ethereum  (ETC)  current¬ 
ly  sits  at  $388.37. 

Bitcoin  and  Litecoin  are 
only  two  out  of  countless 
numbers  of  different  cryp¬ 


tocurrencies  available  on 
the  web  right  now.  Max 
Keiser  of  the  Keiser  Re¬ 
port  noticed  the  increase 
and  tweeted  “#Bitcoin  will 
probably  break  $5,000  this 
week,  starting  a  new  media 
blitz,  creating  a  new  wave 
of  buyers  who’ll  power 
price  toward  $10,000.” 

Charlie  Lee,  former 
Google  employee  and 
CEO  of  Litecoin,  also 
tweeted  “Bitcoin  all  time 
high.  Litecoin  all  time 
high.  Life  is  good!”  She¬ 
ba  Jafari,  who  works  for 
Goldman  Sachs,  has  oth¬ 
er  ideas,  though.  Simply 
assuming  that  what  goes 
up  must  come  down,  Jafari 
estimates  Bitcoin  to  top 
at  around  $4,800  only  to 
plummet  to  approximately 
$2,200. 

Only  a  limited  quanti¬ 
ty  of  these  currencies  are 
actually  available  for  pur¬ 
chase.  So  the  chase  is  on. 
As  of  Aug.  29,  about  63 
percent  of  all  Litecoins 
have  been  redeemed,  while 
Bitcoin  is  quickly  reaching 
80  percent. 


“I’m  most  excited  to 
see  what  happens  when 
all  21  million  Bitcoins  are 
mined,”  Graf  said.  “Once 
that  number  is  reached,  the 
supply  and  demand  will 
play  a  huge  role  in  price.” 
Graf  anticipates  Bitcoin 
amounts  to  skyrocket 
above  all  expectations. 

Bitcoin-mining  is  the 
process  of  solving  algo¬ 
rithms  on  your  comput¬ 
er.  In  return  for  cracking 
said  code,  you  receive 
various  amounts  of  Bit- 
coins.  Mining  pools  have 
been  formed  as  algorithms 
become  more  complex, 
meaning  multiple  hackers 
will  join  together  and  dis¬ 
tribute  the  coins  after  their 
efforts  are  complete. 

Bitcoin-mining  has  also 
been  on  the  rise  in  Vene¬ 
zuela,  which  finds  itself  in 
one  of  the  worst  financial 
crises  ever.  Venezuelans 
are  learning  the  dangers 
of  mining  for  bitcoins  as 
authorities  crack  down  on 
what  is,  for  North  Amer¬ 
icans,  a  perfectly  legal 
hobby.  While  inflation 


and  debt  collapses  Vene¬ 
zuela’s  economy,  Bitcoin 
and  Ether— another  top 
cryptocurrency — remain 
unphased  due  to  their 
global  freedom.  The  people 
of  Venezuela  who  are  able 
to  secredy  mine  are  receiv¬ 
ing  hundreds  of  dollars  a 
month  in  these  curren¬ 
cies,  which  allow  them  to 
purchase  basic  amenities 
through  Purse.io  -  a  cryp¬ 
tocurrency  supported  app. 

Cryptocurrency  wallets 
such  as  Ledger  and  Trezor 
have  also  announced  the 
integration  of  SegWit 
(Segregated  Witness), 
which  adds  security  and 
faster  transaction  rates. 
Currendy,  Bitcoin  trans¬ 
action  fees  range  from  $1 
to  $5,  SegWit  will  help  cut 
that  by  35  percent,  mean¬ 
ing  users  will  not  only  be 
charged  less,  but  they  will 
also  receive  their  Bitcoins 
sooner.  Segwit  is  expected 
to  lower  the  two-minute 
transaction  period  of  Lite¬ 
coin,  and  the  43-minute 
period  of  Bitcoin.  .  A  pos¬ 
sible  software  “Lightning 


Network”  may  also  play  a 
big  role  in  the  future  by  al¬ 
lowing  owners  to  coincide 
their  Bit  and  Litecoins,  ex¬ 
changing  them  at  will. 

The  stability  of  Litecoin 
is  encouraging  buyers  as 
well.  Steady  inclines  and 
only  minor  drops  in  val¬ 
ue  may  cause  Litecoin  to 
surpass  Ethereum  by  this 
time  next  year.  Graf  sees 
its  worth,  stating  “Litecoin 
will  overtake  everything 
but  Bitcoin  in  the  next 
year.”  Confident  in  cryp- 
tocurrencies,  Graf  insists 
that  “huge  advancements 
are  taking  place,”  and 
called  this  cryptocurrency 
chaos  “the  gold  rush  of  our 
generation.”  While  other 
currencies  find  themselves 
dramatically  shifting  with¬ 
in  minutes,  Bitcoin  and  its 
crypto-counterpart  Lite¬ 
coin  maintain  a  relatively 
confident  movement  that 
only  looks  forward. 
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Anthropology  Professor 
Dale  Simpson  Jr.  hosts 
History  Channel's  'Found

Although  the  Histo¬ 
ry  Channel’s  new 
show  ‘Found’  has 
completed  its  first  season, 
all  10  episodes  are  avail¬ 
able  on  the  History  Chan¬ 
nel’s  website,  featuring 
COD  adjunct  anthropolo¬ 
gy  professor  Dale  Simpson 
Jr.  as  one  of  the  show’s  five 
hosts. 

The  ‘Found’  experts  in¬ 
vestigate  unusual  artifacts 
discovered  by  people  across 
America  and,  through 
carefully  detailed  study  and 
research,  deliver  answers 
surrounding  the  artifact’s 
origin  to  the  owner.  The 
first  season’s  discoveries 
range  from  medieval  scale 
armor  uncovered  in  Arizo¬ 


na  to  a  death  mask  found 
in  a  Kentucky  coal  mine — 
even  a  scarab  stone  which 
was  believed  to  have  been 
inscribed  with  a  secret 
message  in  ancient  Egypt. 

COD’s  Simpson  Jr.  was 
approached  about  hosting 
the  show  back  in  2015, 
following  the  completion 
of  a  six-month-long  field 
research  trip  on  Rapa 
Nui — colloquially  known 
as  Easter  Island — where 
he  has  been  working  and 
studying  since  2001.  His 
area  of  expertise  is  Pacific 
archaeology,  which  began 
at  University  of  Auckland 
in  2006,  and  he  is  current¬ 
ly  working  toward  a  Ph.D. 
by  publication  through  the 
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University  of  Queensland 
in  Brisbane,  Australia. 

Within  a  month  of  re¬ 
ceiving  an  email  from  a 
friend  including  a  de¬ 
scription  of  the  show, 
Simpson  was  filming  the 
pilot  episode  in  Florida. 
Five  months  later,  he  and 
the  four  other  hosts  had 
traveled  across  10  states 
as  they  worked  on  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  the  season. 

“The  goal  of  the  show  is 
to  protect  the  past,”  Simp¬ 
son  said.  “We  don’t  want 
to  encourage  looting;  it’s 
for  people  who  are  never 
going  to  sell  the  artifact 
and  want  to  know  more 
about  the  meaning  behind 
what  their  grandfather 


left  them  or  what  they 
are  leaving  to  their  kids.” 

Having  taught  over 
2,000  students  through 
online  anthropology 

courses  at  COD,  Simp¬ 
son  is  hopeful  ‘Found’ 
will  inspire  his  students 
to  follow  in  his  footsteps. 

“It’s  for  students  who  al¬ 
ways  want  to  know  more. 
It’s  a  way  to  be  critical 
about  people  and  their 
pieces,  learning  how  to 
turn  observations  into 
fact,”  Simpson  said.  “We 
study  history,  museum 
pieces,  we  use  geochemis¬ 
try  and  carbon-14  dating.” 

Simpson  found  himself 
interested  in  archaeolo¬ 
gy  and  anthropology  at

the  University  of  Mani¬ 
toba  in  1997,  but  he  also 
attributes  this  choice  to 
his  unique  experienc¬ 
es  during  his  childhood. 

“My  father  was  a  Viet¬ 
nam  veteran  and. ..always 
championed  cultural  rel¬ 
ativity  over  ethnocen- 
trism.  My  mother  had 
just  started  her  career  as  a 
genealogist,  endlessly  un¬ 
covering  the  trail  of  our 
ancestors,”  said  Simpson. 

It  was  in  Cub  Scouts 
and  Boy  Scouts  where 
his  passion  truly  grew. 
His  troop  spent  time  at 
Native  American  pow¬ 
wows  and  even  partici¬ 
pated  in  a  mammoth  dig. 

Reflecting  on  his  youth, 


Simpson  said,  “I  had  many 
friends  from  different  eth¬ 
nicities,  and  I  always  ques¬ 
tioned  where  their  families 
originated  and  why  they 
practiced  certain  cultural 
activities.  I  guess  this  is  my 
gift  of  cultural  curiosity.” 

By  hosting  ‘Found’, 
Simpson  hopes  to  share 
more  information  about 
Easter  Island  and  its  his¬ 
tory,  as  well  as  Pacific 
and  Polynesian  culture. 

While  ‘Found’  is  cur- 
rendy  under  deliberations 
concerning  the  possible 
filming  of  a  second  sea¬ 
son,  the  10-episode  first 
season  is  available  to 
stream  for  free  on  the  His¬ 
tory  Channel’s  website. 
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A  young  high 

schooler  stands  at 
the  edge  of  a  cliff, 
looking  out  at  the  sea.  The 
electricity  is  high  in  the 
air,  and  wind  and  water 
are  surrounding.  There  is  a 
massive  hurricane  brewing, 
and  it  is  coming  straight 
for  the  town.  No  one 
would  have  guessed  that 
a  single  high  school  girl 
would  have  caused  this. 
No  one  could  have  guessed 
that  these  chain  events 
would  lead  to  such  an  end. 

Life  is  Strange  is  a  game 
that'  stole  both  my  heart 
and  breath.  Playing  as  a 
misfit,  short-haired,  bru¬ 
nette  senior  in  high  school 
named  Max  Caufield  who 
suddenly  discovers  that 
she  has  the  power  to  re¬ 
wind  time.  A  power  very 
real  to  life,  since  we’ve  all 
had  moments  where  we 
wish  we  could  start  over. 
The  thrill  of  it  all  leaves 
you  on  edge  the  entire 
time  you’re  playing  as  you 
discover  that  each  one  of 


your  choices  impacts  ev¬ 
erything  and  everyone  else. 

Max,  the  main  charac¬ 
ter,  returns  from  Seattle 
to  her  once-upon-a-time 
hometown  named  Arcadia 
Bay,  little  town  that  hangs 
on  the  edge  of  a  raging 
ocean.  Returning  home 
meant  also  reuniting  with 
your  former  best  friend, 
Chloe  Price.  Now  blue¬ 
haired  and  full  of  punk 
rock,  the  dynamics  of  all 
the  characters  in  this  game 
connect  pieces  of  your  life 
to  them  all.  As  you  meet 
more  of  the  characters,  the 
storyline  takes  a  deep  and 
dark  twist. 

Nathan  Prescott  isa  bru¬ 
net,  prissy,  rich  kid  with 
a  deranged  and  damaged 
mental  state  that  everyone 
in  the  game  wishes  they 
could  tear  apart  like  sharks 
in  a  fish  frenzy.  Victoria 
Chase  is  the  high-class, 
sassy  character  insecure 
enough  to  flesh  out  as  one 
of  the  best  and  worst  mean 
girls  ever.  Kate  Marsh,  a 


young  church  girl  whose 
dark  depression  embodies 
the  very  being  of  bullies 
and  what  the  impact  of 
social  derailment  does  to 
you.  And  of  course,  sur¬ 
rounding  all  of  these  char¬ 
acters  is  the  beautiful  and 
mysterious  Rachel  Amber, 
who  throughout  the  entire 
game  is  missing  in  action. 
However,  every  single  one 
of  Rachel’s  missing  posters 
is  like  a  desperate  call  for 
help  that  cannot  be  deci¬ 
phered. 

Consisting  of  a  total  of 
five  episodes,  every  mo¬ 
ment  builds  the  tension 
expanding  into  a  vortex  of 
a  dark  and  deep  storyline 
that  fleshes  into  possibly 
one  of  the  greatest  of  all 
time.  It’s  beautifully  capti¬ 
vating  graphics,  dreamlike 
hypnotic  sounds  and  ever 
changing  characters,  this 
game  left  me  with  goose- 
bumps.  It  truly  dives  deep 
into  the  meaning  of  lost 
friendships,  the  rich  vs. 
the  poor,  the  utter  destruc¬ 


tion  of  lives  and  the  con¬ 
sequences  of  interrupting 
the  space  time  continuum. 

Life  is  Strange  gave 
new  meaning  to  the  word ' 
time  and  truly  determined 
the  fact  that  the  actions 
of  one  person  really  can 
change  the  impact  of  the 
universe.  It  fleshes  out 
the  psychopathy  and  de¬ 
railment  of  fragile  minds 
and  that  everything  done 
in  life  has  consequences, 
both  seen  and  unseen.  This 
was  a  game  that  wrenched 
my  heart  out  and  left  me 
wanting  more  of  all  of  the 
characters.  Luckily  for  us, 
Square  Enix,  collaborating 
with  Deck  Nine,  decided 
to  give  us  just  that. 

Life  Is  Strange:  Before 
The  Storm,  is  a  prequel  to 
the  original  story,  truly  try¬ 
ing  to  go  into  depth  of  how 
this  all  started  and  perhaps 
even  why.  The  release  of 
the  first  episode  left  my 
heart  in  shambles.  In  Be¬ 
fore  The  Storm,  you  play  as 
Max’s  old  time  best  friend, 


Chloe  Price,  but  before  all 
the  blue  hair  and  ultimate 
punk  style.  Chloe’s  all  out 
wrathfulness  and  destruc¬ 
tive  attitude  is  enough  to 
bring  out  the  punk  in  you. 

The  first  episode  intro¬ 
duces  us  to  a  raging  con¬ 
cert,  Chloe’s  epic  back 
talks,  and  an  all  encom¬ 
passing  environment.  This 
game  brought  back  many 
of  the  characters  you  meet 
in  the  original  but  reverted 
back  to  younger  versions 
of  themselves.  Of  course, 
none  of  these  games  would 
be  complete  without  the 
presence  of  the  beautiful¬ 
ly  perfect,  Rachel  Amber. 
Her  presence  in  the  first 
episode  of  this  game  per¬ 
haps  made  all  the  differ¬ 
ence,  and  your  actions  to¬ 
wards  her  change  much  of 
the  game  play. 

Bringing  back  similar 
graphics  to  the  old  game, 
the  insertion  of  new  rock¬ 
ing  music  and  a  few  new 
characters  are  enough  to 
leave  your  lungs  gasping 


for  oxygen.  It  truly  fleshes 
out  why  certain  characters 
acted  a  certain  way  in  the 
original  game.  Before  The 
Storm  also  brings  back  the 
ideology  of  how  a  single 
person’s  actions  can  change 
the  entire  system  of  time, 
influencing  everyone  else’s 
actions  as  well. 

Life  Is  Strange  is  a 
beautiful,  soulful  and  de¬ 
structive  storyline  that  re¬ 
ally  sucks  you  in.  It  is  an 
incredible  force  that  truly 
delves  into  much  of  your 
life.  It’s  an  enjoyable  game, 
with  rocking  attitude,  de¬ 
ranged  minds  and  an  ev¬ 
erlasting  impact  on  any¬ 
one  who  dares  dive  into  it. 
The  story  line  has  enough 
depth  to  leave  you  think¬ 
ing  about  it  long  after  you 
are  done.  And,  fair  warn¬ 
ing,  it  will  leave  you  in  a  lot 
of  tears.  Grab  a  few  boxes 
of  Kleenex  along  with  the 
game.

EDITORIAL  /  Famous 
televangelist  pastor  raises 
suspicion  during  the  crisis 
of  Hurricane  Harvey

Hurricane  Harvey 
has  quickly  be¬ 
come  one  of  the 
most  devastating  natural 
disasters  the  United  States 
has  ever  seen.  It  is  said  to 
have  brought  more  than 
SO  inches  of  rainfall  to  the 
state  of  Texas,  which  is 
more  than  some  places  in 
the  country  see  in  an  en¬ 
tire  year.  Countless  victims 
were  left  stranded  in  their 
flooded  homes,  and  up  to 
10,000  people  have  sought 
shelter  inside  the  Hous¬ 
ton  Convention  Center 
after  their  homes  were  de¬ 
stroyed.  As  of  August  31st, 
the  death  toll  from  the  di¬ 
saster  was  said  to  be  at  least 
37.  Naturally,  many  celeb¬ 
rities  have  reached  out  to 
help  the  victims  of  the  di¬ 
sastrous  storm.  Movie  stars 
such  as  Sandra  Bullock 
and  Leonardo  DiCaprio 
each  donated  $1  million 
to  the  Red  Cross  and  the 
United  Way  Harvey  Re¬ 
covery  Fund  respectively. 
Many  would  think  then 
that  it  would  come  as  no 
surprise  for  Houston  based 
“megapastor”  Joel  Osteen 
to  open  up  his  megachurch 
in  Lakewood  (which,  f.y.i, 
seats  up  to  16,800)  to  join 
in  the  efforts  to  aid  victims. 


For  those  who  might  not 
know  of  the  famous  pas¬ 
tor,  he  rose  to  prominence 
through  his  televised  ser¬ 
mons  preaching  the  word 
of  the  Lord.  Today,  his 
sermons  are  viewed  by 
people  all  over  the  world, 
but  Houston  is  where  it  all 
started  and  comes  back  to 
for  Osteen.  So  people  were 
notably  confused  when 
he  seemed  to  be  “M.I.A” 
during  Houston’s  time  of 
need. 

On  Monday  Aug.  8, 
three  days  after  Hurricane 
Harvey  made  landfall  on 
the  Texas  gulf  coast,  pas¬ 
tor  Joel  Osteen  posted  in 
a  statement  to  his  Face- 
book  page  that  Lakewood 
Church  was  “Inaccessible 
due  to  severe  flooding.”  He 
then  went  on  list  several 
other  safe  shelters  around 
Houston  where  victims 
could  take  refuge.  How¬ 
ever,  celebrity  news  web¬ 
site  TMZ  reported  soon 
after  that  the  church  was 
actually  completely  dry. 
This  led  to  extreme  back¬ 
lash  from  all  over  social 
media,  with  many  people 
criticising  the  pastor  on 
Twitter  for  not  opening 
his  doors  as  soon  as  the 
massive  flooding  ensued. 
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As  the  backlash  contin¬ 
ued  to  pile  up,  Osteen  ap¬ 
peared  on  a  slew  of  morn¬ 
ing  television  shows  in  an 
attempt  to  clear  his  and 
his  church’s  name.  In  an 
interview  aired  on  “CBS 
This  Morning”,  Osteen 
refuted  the  claims  made 
on  social  media  by  saying 
“Our  doors  have  always 
been  open.  We  received 
people  even  -  as  soon  as 
the  water  started  receding. 
We  worked  with  the  city 
constantly.  The  city  set  up 
a  shelter  about  four  miles 
from  here  that  can  house 
10,000  people,  showers, 
dormitories,  kitchens,  se¬ 
curity,  all  that.  They  didn’t 
need  us  as  a  shelter  at  that 
point.  They  wanted  us  to 
be  a  distribution  center.” 
He  went  on  to  inform 
viewers  that  as  soon  as 
Houston  officials  asked 
for  his  help,  he  opened  the 
church  doors  to  displaced 
evacuees.  It  has  been  con¬ 
firmed  that  Lakewood 
church  has  indeed  been 
sheltering  victims  of  the 
storm  as  of  August  30th. 

Nonetheless,  many  peo¬ 
ple  are  still  suspicious  of 
the  fact  that  Osteen  had 
to  be  “asked”  before  he 
turned  his  church  into  a 


shelter.  Pretty  much  all 
of  Twitter  thinks  he  only 
opened  the  church  when 
he  realised  how  much  bad 
publicity  he  was  getting. 
Now,  all  of  this  is  contro¬ 
versial  enough  on  its  own, 
but  this  isn’t  even  the  first 
time  Osteen  has  exhib¬ 
ited  some  questionable 
behavior  surrounding  his 
work.  He’s  been  accused 
many  times  in  the  past  of 
only  using  his  church  as  a 
money  making  machine 
and  a  way  to  advertise 
his  books,  which  have  all 
been  bestsellers  and  have 
given  him  a  net  worth  of 
$55  million,  as  of  2012. 

With  many  people  left 
homeless  by  this  cata¬ 
strophic  storm,  we’re  sure 
it  is  greatly  appreciated 
by  all  that  Osteen  even¬ 
tually  opened  his  doors  to 
people  who  desperately 
needed  a  shelter.  There’s  no 
doubt  that,  in  time,  he  and 
his  church  did  the  right 
thing.  What’s  doubtful  is 
how  long  it  took  Osteen 
to  do  it,  and  the  fact  that 
he  had  to  be  asked  to  do 
it.  He  owes  so  much  of 
his  success  to  the  people 
of  Houston.  At  the  very 
least,  it’s  not  a  good  look.

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COLUMN  /  Why  make  the  issue 
of  sexual  assault  a  political  debate?

5? 
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Sexual  assault  and  its 
many  forms— rape, 

stalking,  the  usage 
of  technology  to  hurt  oth¬ 
ers  and  much  more— must 
be  treated  as  what  it  is:  a 
nuisance  to  society.  It  can¬ 
not  be  tolerated  at  schools 
intending  to  mold  stu¬ 
dents  into  future  leaders. 

The  Rape,  Abuse  and 
Incest  National  Network 
(RAINN)  estimates  that, 
“Among  undergraduate 
students,  23.1 -percent  of 
females  and  5.4-percent 
of  males  experience  rape 
or  sexual  assault  through 
physical  force,  violence  or 
incapacitation.” 

These  statistics  highlight 
a  problem  at  our  universi¬ 
ties  for  both  boys  and  girls. 
It  is  a  wake-up  call  that 
colleges  and  universities 
must  protect  their  students 
from  one  of  the  worst  ex¬ 
periences  a  person  can  go 
through. 

The  Obama  administra¬ 
tion  was  alarmed  by  the 
way  colleges  handled  cases 
of  sexual  assault,  and  re¬ 
sponded  with  a  new  guide¬ 
line  labeled  the  “Dear  Col¬ 
league  Letter.”  That  letter 
relied  on  provisions  con¬ 
tained  in  Title  IX  of  the 
Education  Amendments 
of  1972  about  the  right  to 
receive  an  education  free 
from  discrimination. 

But  President  Donald 
Trumps  Education  Sec- 
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retary  Betsy  Devos  raised 
the  ire  of  advocates  against 
sexual  assaults  on  college 
campuses  nationwide  in 
a  recent  speech  that  has  . 
turned  political.  Speak¬ 
ing  on  Sept.  7  at  George 
Mason  University,  Devos 
hinted  at  a  revision,  if  not 
an  abrogation,  of  existing 
guidelines  mentioned  in 
the  “Dear  Colleague  Let¬ 
ter.” 

Devos  suggested 

Obama’s  regulation  cre¬ 
ates  another  kind  of  vic¬ 
tim — accused  students 
aren’t  given  due  process. 
The  legal  community  has 
feuded  over  the  argument 
of  a  perceived  “overreach” 
by  the  federal  government. 

Laudable  though,  De¬ 
vos  said,  “Every  survivor  of 
sexual  assault  must  be  tak¬ 
en  seriously.”  This  is  a  con¬ 
sensus  among  victims  and 
educators  who  are  working 
towards  making  campuses 
a  safe  place. 

On  the  other  hand,  we 
are  moved  to  side  with 
victims  of  sexual  assault 
when  Devos  stated,  “Any 
perceived  offense  can  be¬ 
come  a  full-blown  Title  IX 
investigation,  but  if  every¬ 
thing  is  harassment,  then 
nothing  is.” 

The  “Dear  Colleague 
Letter”  did  not  imply  ev¬ 
erything  constitutes  ha¬ 
rassment,  though;  it  pro¬ 
tects  students  and  ensures 


action  is  taken  to  curtail 
sexual  assault. 

At  College  of  DuP- 
age,  we  are  provided  with 
important  sexual  assault 
information  and  training. 
We  feel  safe.  We  don’t 
fear  harassment  because  of 
what  we  wear  or  who  walks 
next  to  us.  Those  feelings 
come  because  of  the  col¬ 
lege’s  implementation  of 
a  guideline  that  makes  us 
safe. 

There  is  a  Title  IX  co¬ 
ordinator  and  resources  to 
educate  students  are  often 
sent  through  the  school’s 
email  system. 

We  won’t  refuse  a  medi¬ 
cal  solution  simply  because 
we  dislike  the  founder  of 
the  company  that  makes 
a  medicine.  It  is  sound  to 
accept  an  alternative  that 
works  better  and  faster.  Re¬ 
defining  what  constitutes 
sexual  assaults  because  its 
definition  originated  from 
a  prior  administration 
doesn’t  serve  any  good. 

In  this  case,  it  would  be 
premature  and  egregious  to 
suggest  Devos  meant  “Let 
sexual  assault  occur”  since 
she  plans  to  work  with 
the  public  and  stakehold¬ 
ers.  Solutions  are  always 
welcomed,  but  a  rollback 
instills  fear  and  creates  un¬ 
necessary  political  logjams 
as  to  how  we  handle  sexual 
assault. 
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Why  colleges  need  DACA

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President  Donald 
Trump’s  recent 
announcement  to 
rescind  Obamas  2012 
DACA  (Deferred  Action 
for  Childhood  Arrivals) 
earlier  this  month  has  left 
most  of  the  community  ut¬ 
terly  confused.  Similarly  to 
our  country,  the  College  of 
DuPage  sustains  a  diverse 
population,  and  unfortu¬ 
nately  may  feel  the  im¬ 
pact  of  Trump’s  decision. 

The  Obama  adminis¬ 
tration  enforced  DACA 
in  2012,  aiming  for  it  to 
give  immigrants  of  the 
U.S.  the  ability  to  remain 
in  the  country  undocu¬ 
mented.  While  DACA 
provides  a  near  safe-ha¬ 
ven  for  Dreamers,  it  is 
important  to  note  that 
it  does  not  grant  lawful 
citizenship.  Currendy, 
DACA  is  reported  to  be 
protecting  some  800,000 
(while  plenty  more  are 
considered  “eligible”)  un¬ 
documented  youths,  all 
who  qualify  by  remain¬ 
ing  in  school,  receiving 
a  GED  or  an  honorable 


discharge  from  service. 

President  Trump  refers 
to  DACA  as  “illegal  am¬ 
nesty”  and  an  “overreach  of 
executive  power”  accord¬ 
ing  to  Fox  News.  Fourth 
District  Representative 
Steve  King  (R-IA)  advised 
DACA  members  to  turn 
their  parents  in  to  immi¬ 
gration  officers.  Attor¬ 
ney  General  Jeff  Sessions 
called  DACA  a  “disrespect 
to  the  legislative  process” 
and  later  stated  “Such  an 
open-ended  circumven¬ 
tion  of  immigration  laws 
was  an  unconstitution¬ 
al  exercise  of  authority 
by  the  executive  branch.” 
Trump  has  given  Con¬ 
gress  until  March  2018  to 
decide  the  Dreamers’  fate. 

Asked  how  committed 
COD  is  to  undocumented 
students,  President  Ann 
E.  Rondeau  responded, 
“I  want  to  assure  you  that 
the  College  of  DuPage 
is  committed  to  serving 
all  of  our  students  in  a 
manner  consistent  with 
what  the  law  permits”. 

In  a  recent  Facebook 


post,  the  College  of  DuP¬ 
age  Faculty  Association 
reached  out,  stating  “We 
believe  that  DACA  has  a 
positive  impact  on  our  in¬ 
stitution,  community  and 
economy.”  Reassuring  stu¬ 
dents  that  the  association 
believes  they  are  “valued 
members  of  the  College  of 
DuPage  community,”  and 
have  “much  to  contribute.” 

CODFA  President 
Richard  Jarman,  and  Vice 
President  Jackie  McGrath 
also  commented  say¬ 
ing  “CODFA  leadership 
maintains  that  changes 
to  the  DACA  program 
are  both  cruel  and  un¬ 
necessary.”  Jarman  says 
the  “real  issue”  is  how  the 
students  will  be  affect¬ 
ed  by  Trump’s  decision. 

He  cites  a  Morton 
College  statement  re¬ 
garding  the  same  issue, 
“DACA  beneficiaries  on 
our  campuses  have  been 
exemplary  student  schol¬ 
ars  and  student  leaders, 
working  across  campus 
and  in  the  community,” 

“They  have  gone  to 
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medical  school,  law  school, 
and  graduate  schools  in 
numerous  disciplines. 
They  are  actively  contrib¬ 
uting  to  their  local  com¬ 
munities  and  economies.” 

Columbia  Business 
School’s  Adam  Galin- 
sky  conducted  a  study 
whether  multicultur¬ 
al  experiences  enhanced 
creativity  or  not,  he  con¬ 
cluded  “extensiveness  of 
multicultural  experiences 
was  positively  related  to 
both  creative  performance 
(insight  learning,  remote 
association,  and  idea 
generation)  and  creativ¬ 
ity-supporting  cognitive 
processes  (retrieval  of  un¬ 
conventional  knowledge, 
recruitment  of  ideas  from 
unfamiliar  cultures  for 
creative  idea  expansion).” 

Aaron  Thompson,  au¬ 
thor  of  Diversity  and  the 
College  Experience  has 
identified  eight  benefits 
of  diversity  at  a  college 
campus:  Expansion  of 
worldliness,  enhancement 
of  social  development, 
preparation  for  future  suc¬ 


cess,  preparation  for  global 
society,  increasement  of 
knowledge  base,  promo¬ 
tion  of  creative  thinking, 
enhancement  of  self  aware¬ 
ness,  and  the  enrichment 
of  multiple  perspectives. 

According  to  USA  To¬ 
day  College,  Illinois  is  one 
of  five  states  with  the  larg¬ 
est  DACA  recipient  popu¬ 
lations,  behind  California, 
Texas,  and  Florida.  Uni¬ 
versity  of  California’s  Tom 
K.  Wong  surveyed  3,036 
DACA  members  through¬ 
out  46  states  and  found 
that  Dreamers  benefit 
this  country  far  more  than 
they  supposedly  hurt  it. 

Wong  concluded  that 
“at  least  72  percent  of  the 
top  25  Fortune  500  com¬ 
panies  employ  DACA 
recipients,”  and  that  “97 
percent  of  respondents 
are  currently  employed 
or  enrolled  in  school.” 

Wong  also  found  that 
DACA  members  were 
nearly  three  times  more 
likely  to  start  their  own 
business  at  25  years  or 
older  than  the  gener¬ 


al  American  population. 

Average  hourly  wage 
disclosed  by  participants 
rose  69  percent  after  be¬ 
ing  accepted  into  the 
DACA  program,  aver¬ 
age  salary  was  calculated 
at  836,232,  and  “65  per¬ 
cent,  reported  purchasing 
their  first  car.  The  average 
cost  paid  was  $16,469.” 

With  a  campus  so  di¬ 
verse,  including  clubs 
such  as  the  Black  Student 
Alliance,  Indian  Student 
Alliance,  and  the  Latino 
Ethnic  Awareness  Associ¬ 
ation,  it  is  evident  already 
that  COD  would  not  be 
the  same  without  DACA. 

Aaron  Thompson  refers 
to  college  campuses  as 
“opening  the  door  to  the 
entire  world  without  trav¬ 
eling  anywhere  else."  And 
the  same  door  is  looming 
to  be  closed  as  the  Trump 
administration  follows 
through  with  its  promise 
on  a  tighter  immigration 
policy  for  the  country. 
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The  Trump  admin¬ 
istration’s  recent 
decision  to  end 
DACA  (The  Deferred  Ac¬ 
tion  for  Childhood  Arriv¬ 
als)  may  stem  from  his  ob¬ 
session  with  undermining 
the  Obama  era  to  his  des¬ 
peration  to  deliver  on  his 
campaign  promises.  What¬ 
ever  his  reasoning  may 
be,  they  are  unjustifiable. 

President  Donald 

Trump  has  never  been  shy 
about  expressing  his  dis¬ 
dain  for  former  President 
Barack  Obama  and  many 
of  the  policies  he  imple¬ 
mented  during  his  tenure. 
Just  a  few  months  ago,  he 
attempted  to  fulfill  one  of 
his  most  popular  campaign 
promises  to  “repeal  and 
replace”  the  Affordable 
Care  Act,  more  commonly 
known  as  Obamacare,  only 
to  be  blocked  by  the  Senate. 


Even  before  he  took  of¬ 
fice,  Trump  tried  to  dele- 
gitimize  Obama’s  presi¬ 
dency.  Who  could  forget 
the  whole  birth  certifi¬ 
cate  propaganda  in  which 
Trump  claimed  repeatedly 
for  years  that  Obama  was 
born  in  Kenya?  Good  or 
bad,  Trump  seems  hell¬ 
bent  on  erasing  as  many 
of  the  laws  the  Obama 
administration  put  into 
place  as  he  possibly  can. 

This  could  serve  as  one 
explanation  as  to  why  At¬ 
torney  General  Jeff  Ses¬ 
sions  announced  the  end¬ 
ing  of  DACA  on  Sept. 
5  in  six  month’s  time,  a 
program  that  was  imple¬ 
mented  by  Obama  to  pro¬ 
tect  almost  800,000  young 
undocumented  immi¬ 
grants  from  deportation. 

The  decision  was  met 
with  people  all  over  the 


country  taking  to  the 
streets  in  protest.  Trump 
has  certainly  done  some 
questionable  things  since 
he  took  office,  but  why  end 
a  program  meant  to  pro¬ 
tect  young  people,  many  of 
them  children,  from  being 
forced  out  of  the  only  home 
they  have  ever  known? 

The  reason  may  be  sim¬ 
pler  than  one  might  think. 
In  an  article  posted  on 
Time’s  website  written 
by  Katie  Reilly,  “Trump 
campaigned  on  a  promise 
to  crack  down  on  illegal 
immigration,  saying  he 
would  ‘immediately  ter¬ 
minate’  DACA  if  elected.” 
As  Trump  has  been  strug¬ 
gling  to  keep  many  of  the 
“yugest”  promises  he  made 
on  his  campaign  trail,  (still 
no  sign  of  the  infamous 
“Wall”)  he  could  very  well 
be  feeling  the  pressure 


to  deliver  on  something, 
even  if  it  means  com¬ 
pletely  upending  thou¬ 
sands  of  people’s  fives. 

Many  have  tried  to  jus¬ 
tify  the  decision  by  spread¬ 
ing  a  narrative  that  DACA 
recipients,  (and  immi¬ 
grants  in  general)  are  tak¬ 
ing  benefits  away  from  cit¬ 
izens  as  well  as  putting  the 
country  in  danger  of  vio¬ 
lence  and  even  terrorism. 
This  is  simply  not  the  case. 
DACA  recipients  are  inel¬ 
igible  for  any  federal  bene¬ 
fits,  and  being  convicted  of 
any  type  of  felony  or  mis¬ 
demeanor  automatically 
disqualifies  them  from  the 
program.  By  all  accounts, 
most  DACA  recipients 
are  just  normal  people 
trying  to  five  their  fives 
and  contribute  to  society. 

BuzzFeed  news  recent¬ 
ly  spoke  with  Jesus  Con¬ 


treras,  a  paramedic  who 
risked  his  fife  to  help  res¬ 
cue  Hurricane  Harvey 
victims.  Contreras  just 
happens  to  a  DACA  re¬ 
cipient.  What  sort  of  na¬ 
tion  would  America  be 
if  it  kicks  out  good,  up¬ 
standing  people  like  Jesus? 

Chicago  Mayor  Rahm 
Emanuel  declared  the  city 
a  “Trump-Free  Zone”  in 
response  to  the  announce¬ 
ment,  and  assured  all 
DACA  recipients  they  had 
“nothing  to  worry  about.” 
Our  own  College  of 
DuPage  is  in  concurrence 
with  Emanuel,  as  a  notice 
was  put  on  the  college’s 
website  proclaiming  that 
“DACA  students  will  be 
able  to  continue  their  edu¬ 
cation  [at  the  institution].” 

At  the  end  of  the  day,  this 
move  reads  like  nothing 
more  than  Trump  playing 


politics  with  people’s  fives. 
Obama  helped  clarify  the 
stakes  in  a  Facebook  post. 

“Let’s  be  clear:  the  ac¬ 
tion  taken  today  isn’t  re¬ 
quired  legally.  It’s  a  polit¬ 
ical  decision,  and  a  moral 
question,”  Obama  wrote. 

“Whatever  concerns  or 
complaints  Americans  may 
have  about  immigration  in 
general ,  we  shouldn’t  threat¬ 
en  the  future  of  this  group  of 
young  people  who  are  here 
through  no  fault  of  their 
own,  who  pose  no  threat, 
who  are  not  taking  away 
anythingfrom  the  rest  of  us.  ” 

Yet  another  mic  drop 
moment  from  the  for¬ 
mer  president  with  which 
I  couldn’t  agree  more.

The  fate  of  COD: 
a  response  to  your 
August  30,  Editorial 

I  wish  I  were  as  con¬ 
fident  as  the  Couri¬ 
er  Editorial  Board  in 
concerning  the  fate  of 
our  college.  It  is  true 
that  the  administration 
and  board  have  taken 
actions  to  “Settle  the 
College  of  DuPage’s 
accreditation  problem” 
but  over  the  summer 
the  board  took  actions 
that  have  harmed  our 
college  and  could  well 
threaten  our  accredita¬ 
tion,  if  not  our  national 


reputation  as  one  of  the 
best  community  col¬ 
leges  in  the  country. 

Item  2.A  in  the 
HLC  final  report,  dat¬ 
ed  6/30/2017,  states 
that  “Hie  institution... 
establishes  and  follows 
policies  and  process¬ 
es  for  fair  and  ethical 
behavior  on  the  part 
of  its  governing  board, 
administration,  faculty 
and  staff.”  The  HLC 
then  rated  the  item  as 
“Met  With  Concerns”. 

Last  year  the  full 
time  faculty  was  given 
the  green  light  by  the 
board  to  hire  tenure 


track  faculty  After  a 
series  of  exhaustive  and 
rigorous  searches  we 
selected  many  worthy 
candidates  and  extend¬ 
ed  job  offers  to  them. 
After  accepting  the 
offers  and  signing  con¬ 
tracts,  pending  board 
approval,  as  is  the  cus¬ 
tom,  the  board  inexcpli- 
cably  chose  to  rescind 
two  of  those  offers.  I 
say  inexplicably  because 
our  board  members 
have  chosen  to  not  ex¬ 
plain  their  actions.  The 
closest  they’ve  come  is 
Chair  Mazzochi’s  letter 
to  the  faculty,  written 


almost  two  months  af¬ 
ter  the  fact,  which  ar¬ 
gues  that  the  board  has 
the  power  to  reject  the 
recommendations  of 
the  administration  and 
faculty. 

No  one  is  aguing  that 
the  board  does  not  have 
the  power  to  make  this 
decision:  it  does.  But 
the  board  has  neither 
the  academic  judgment, 
nor  the  academic  ex¬ 
perience  to  make  that 
decision.  No  one  on  the 
board  has  ever  taught 
in  a  higher  education 
setting.  No  one  on  the 
board  has  advanced 


degrees  in  the  areas 
the  rejected  applicants 
have.  Yes,  the  board 
has  this  power.  But  not 
once  in  the  50  years  of 
our  college’s  existence 
has  a  board  exerted  this 
power. 

Given  no  better  ex¬ 
planation  as  to  their 
motivations,  we  are  left 
without  the  explanation 
that  this  decision  was 
not  made  with  academ¬ 
ics  in  mind,  and  with¬ 
out  the  best  interests  of 
COD  in  mind. 

The  damage  this 
board  inflicted  on 
these  individuals  is 


incalculable  (one  had 
already  quit  her  job). 
The  long-term  damage 
to  our  college  is  equal¬ 
ly  incalculable.  Who 
will  want  to  waste  their 
time  applying  for  future 
positions  here  now  that 
they  know  what  could 
happen  to  them? 

This  is  not  how  an 
ethical  board  operates. 
This  is  how  a  board 
with  something  to  hide 
operates.

Bestselling  author 
Aaron  Ozee  found 
a  love  for  writing 
when  he  was  five  years  old. 
He  would  often  create  lit¬ 
tle  picture  books  to  share 
with  his  family.  From  ages 
seven  to  1 1 ,  he  would  bring 
spiral-bound  notebooks  to 
his  father’s  house  and  fill 
them  cover-to-cover  with 
short  stories.  As  he  grew 
up,  his  desire  to  com¬ 
municate  complex  ideas 
and  to  share  his  creativi¬ 
ty  with  the  world  turned 
his  passion  into  a  career. 

“[When  I  wrote  short 
stories,]  it  was  my  goal  to 
communicate  larger  ideas 
in  a  certain  num¬ 
ber  of  pages,” 

Ozee  said. 


“When  I  was  at  my  dad’s, 
I  was  never  outside;  I  was 
always  writing.  In  a  way, 
it  had  affected  my  rela¬ 
tionships  as  I  grew,  but 
if  I  hadn’t,  I  wouldn’t  be 


the  person  I  am  today.” 

Ozee  attended  Cath¬ 
olic  school  from  grades 
one  to  six,  when  he  then 
transferred  to  Indian 
Trail  Junior  High.  At  the 
age  of  10,  he  connected 
with  Cynthia  Oberman,  a 
teacher  who  encouraged 
him  to  pursue  writing. 

“She  could  tell  I  wasn’t 
always  paying  attention 
during  class — I’d  al¬ 
ways  be  writing  in 
my  notebook  or 
something — but 
she  invited  me  to 
come  in  and  share  my 
writing  with  her,  and  that’s 


what  I  did  after  school  ev¬ 
ery  other  day  until  the  end 
of  eighth  grade,”  Ozee 
said.  “She  had  said  I  had 
a  real  talent  for  writing, 
and  she  offered  me  feed¬ 
back  and  ways  to  further 
improve  my  writing.” 

At  the  age  of  15,  he 
published  his  first  poetry 
anthology,  tided  Celestial 
Inferno: 


followed  suit,  the  seventh 
of  which  earned  him 
bestseller  status,  and  by 
age  19,  he  had  broken  six 
world  records,  including 
'  “Most  Books  Published 
by  a  Teenager”,  “Most 
E-books  Published  by 
a  Teenager”,  and  more. 

However,  he  actively 
encourages  people  to  try 
to  break  those  records.

Regulus  follows  the 
story  of  a  mean  rat  king 
named  Regulus,  whose 
large  ego  and  selfish  per¬ 
sonality  cause  him  to  be 
betrayed  by  the  three  mice 
who  were  closest  to  him. 
Gluttonous  and  self-cen¬ 
tered,  Regulus  hoards  ev¬ 
ery  bit  of  cheese  within 
the  kingdom  in  the  wall 


for  himself,  refusing  to 
share  any  with  his  mouse 
subjects.  Later,  in  the 
dead  of  night,  the  three 
mice  sneak  into  his  cham¬ 
bers  and  steal  every  bit 
of  cheese  while  the  king 
slumbers.  The  following 
day,  Regulus  goes  on  a 
journey  of  self-discovery 
as  he  uncovers  the  mys¬ 
tery  of  the  missing  cheese. 

Ozee,  whose  11  pub¬ 
lished  works  include 
multiple  poetry  anthol¬ 
ogies  and  his  first  chil¬ 
dren’s  book,  My  Darling 
Child  Shiloh,  says  the 
concept  for  Regulus  had 
come  to  him  while  driv¬ 
ing,  and  he  immediately 
knew  he  had  to  write  it. 

“I  couldn’t  get  [the 
idea]  out  of  my  head,” 
Ozee  said.  “Whenever  I 
had  spare  time,  I  would 
write  notes  on  scraps  of 


paper  or  on  my  phone. 
I  ended  up  writing  the 
manuscript  in  one  day.” 

Working  with  Ukrainian 
illustrator  Mykyta  Harets, 
Ozee  brings  the  story  of 
King  Regulus  to  life  with 
vibrant  colors  and  rhyth¬ 
mic,  vivid  language.  Chil¬ 
dren  can  connect  with 
the  story  in  print  form 
and  ebook  form,  watch 
the  book’s  stop  motion 
movie — available  for  free 
on  YouTube — and  even 
buy  a  handmade  Regu¬ 
lus  stuffed  animal  from 
the  company  Budsies. 

“My  experience  with 
this  book  has  been  un¬ 
believably  special,”  Ozee 
said.  “I  consider  it  my 
masterpiece.  Looking 
back  to  where  I  start¬ 
ed  and  where  I  am 
now — it  blows  me  away.” 

Ozee  decided  to  write 


children’s  books  to  con¬ 
vert  his  poetry  to  a  young¬ 
er  audience,  seeking  to 
make  an  impact  with 
those  still  growing  up. 

“Regulus  focuses  on 
topics  of  pride,  humili¬ 
ty,  self-forgiveness  and 
self-discovery.  It’s  about 
the  relationship  King 
Regulus  has  with  his  sub¬ 
jects,  and  he  learns  the  val¬ 
ue  of  a  sincere  apology.  In 
many  ways,  it  represents 
the  inner  struggle  with 
negatives  of  the  past,  and 
the  importance  of  look¬ 
ing  at  the  light  at  the  end 
of  the  tunnel,”  Ozee  said.

A  fol¬ 
low  up  to  his  previous  hit 
special  “Thinky  Pain,”  Ma¬ 
ron  returns  in  “Too  Real” 
with  material  that  hits 
hilariously  close  to  home.

ball  in  the  box.  While  the 
attempts  made  by  KCC 
were  fruitless,  the  DuP¬ 
age  defense  started  to 
wear  down.  COD’s  Etabo 
Emena  punched  in  a  nice 
goal  on  a  volley  of  the 
goalkeeper,  but  the  team 
showed  sloppy  play  down 
the  stretch.  Coach  Kel¬ 
ly  expects  more  from  his 
team  in  the  second  half. 

“We  didn’t  do  much  of 
anything  well  in  the  sec¬ 
ond  half,”  Kelly  said.  “In 
the  first  half  we  pressed 
them  and  counterattacked 
well.  So  what  we  did  well 
in  the  first  half  didn’t  trans¬ 


late  to  the  second  half.” 

The  game  turned  physi¬ 
cal  over  the  final  30  min¬ 
utes.  Olivares  and  Kanka¬ 
kee’s  Michael  Bierdon  got 
into  a  bit  of  a  physical  ex¬ 
change  at  midfield  when 
battling  for  the  ball.The  ex¬ 
change  ultimately  diffused 
into  a  verbal  altercation 
broken  up  by  the  officials 
and  teammates.  Despite 
the  physical  play,  DuP¬ 
age  controlled  most  of  the 
game  with  their  ball  move¬ 
ment  and  aggressive  plays 
on  the  ball.  The  Chapar¬ 
rals  would  come  out  on 
top  3-0  over  Kankakee. 


The  Chaparrals 
took  the  field  this 
Saturday  against 
the  Kankakee  men’s  soccer 
team  and  started  the  game 
off  with  excellent  pace. 
Belgoni  Basunda  and  Lib¬ 
rado  Olivares  jump-started 
the  offensive  attack  with 
excellent  balls  up  the  pitch 
to  spring  teammates  for 
quality  attacks  on  goal.  The 
philosophy  from  the  start 
was  evident.  The  Chaps 
attached  at  will  until  the 
Kankakee  defense  broke. 
While  the  aggressive  style 
led  to  two  early  corners 
from  Krzis  Czapka,  the  of¬ 


fense  seemingly  could  not 
break  through.  The  Kanka¬ 
kee  keeper  did  an  excellent 
job  of  keeping  the  Chaps 
from  scoring.  COD  Head 
Coach  Jim  Kelly  was 
conflicted  about  the  out¬ 
put  of  his  team’s  attack. 

“We  do  a  good  job 
of  making  chances,  just 
don’t  do  a  very  good 
job  of  taking  them,” 
Kelly  said  of  his  team. 

While  the  attack  of  the 
Chaps  struggled  to  put  the 
ball  in  the  back  of  the  net, 
it  was  evident  the  Kanka¬ 
kee  defense  was  wearing 
down .  Midway  through  the 
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Chaps  rejoicing  over  imminent  win  after  scoring  a  goal

emotional 
catharsis

Sadness,  as  I  have 
come  to  accept,  has 
become  detrimental 
to  my  growth  as  a  person. 

Whenever  I  play  songs 
on  shuffle,  I  always  skip 
sad  songs.  I  have  grown 
tired  of  anything  associ¬ 
ated  with  sadness;  con¬ 
suming  anything  sad  ul¬ 
timately  makes  me  feel 
extremely  small  and  help¬ 
less,  duped  by  my  own 
empathy.  I  have  a  problem 
dealing  with  my  own  sad¬ 
ness,  and  I  try  not  to  add 
onto  it  as  much  as  I  can. 

Some  people  move  on 
with  their  lives  right  away 
after  listening  to  a  sad 
tune,  reading  a  sad  book,  or 
watching  a  sad  movie,  but 
it  doesn’t  work  for  me  that 
way.  I  tend  to  get  absorbed 
and  become  entrenched 
into  any  media  I  consume. 
Whenever  it’s  melanchol¬ 
ic,  tragic  or  both,  the  drea¬ 
ry,  heavy  feeling  stays  with 
me.  This  feeling  Ungers  un¬ 
til  it  engulfs  me,  kick-start¬ 
ing  an  endless  cycle  that’s 
really  hard  to  break. 

I  close  my  eyes  and 
my  mind  slowly  drifts 
away  into  the  middle  of 
a  sea  of  pitch  black  stu¬ 
por.  My  body  feels  heavy 
and  Ught  at  the  same 
time,  making  me  quea¬ 
sy.  A  knot  forms  in  my 
stomach  and  it’s  the  only 
thing  keeping  me  afloat. 

That’s  why  experienc¬ 
ing  Mount  Eerie’s  music 
Uve  for  the  first  time  felt 
like  a  beam  of  brightness 
from  a  Ughthouse —  a 
signal  of  hope  as  the  con¬ 
tours  of  a  nearby  shore 
becomes  more  visible. 
Phil  Elverum,  under 


the  pseudonym  Mount 
Eerie,  has  been  treading 
uncharted  waters,  too,  of 
grief,  despair  and  loss.  His 
wife,  Genevieve  Castree 
Elverum,  died  only  two 
months  after  being  diag¬ 
nosed  with  pancreatic  can¬ 
cer.  She  left  him  and  their 
newborn  daughter  behind. 
The  dread  and  sorrow  of 
having  to  see  the  woman 
he  promised  to  spend  the 
rest  of  his  life  with  wither 
into  a  hollow  and  Ufeless 
corpse  tore  apart  the  very 
fabric  of  his  existence.  And 
his  new  album  lays  it  out 
all  for  everyone  to  share. 

Genevieve’s  singing 
voice  flooded  the  halls 
of  their  home— crashing 
against  the  walls,  drown¬ 
ing  him  with  the  memories 
and  dreams  they  shared 
together.  Less  than  a  year 
after  her  death,  Phil  Elver¬ 
um  returns  with  A  Crow 
Looked  at  Me’,  an  autobi¬ 
ographical  chronichng  of 
the  months  after  her  pass¬ 
ing,  written  and  recorded 
using  her  instruments. 
The  looming  nostalgia 
and  longing  to  be  with  her 
again  became  the  vessel  for 
him  to  craft  a  haunting  ex¬ 
amination  of  personal  loss. 

“Death  is  real.”  These 
are  the  first  words  that 
came  out  of  Phil  Elverum’s 
mouth,  as  he  somberly 
strums  his  acoustic  guitar. 
Thalia  Hall  goes  numbing- 
ly  silent,  as  the  spotlight 
warms  the  musician’s  stat¬ 
ure  against  the  stark  cold 
blue  curtains  in  the  back¬ 
ground.  The  weight  of  the 
hall  kept  getting  heavier 
as  he  recounts  the  events 
that  transpired  during  that 
most  dreaded  day  of  his 
life.  Opening  with  his  first 
single,  ’Real  Death’,  he  re¬ 
peats  ‘My  knees  fail  /  My 
brain  fails  /  Words  fail’  in 
intervals  of  long  pauses  as 
the  tempo  of  the  song  tran¬ 
sitions  between  the  creases 
of  life  and  death.  Like  a 
beam  of  brightness,  he 
bares  his  soul,  unafraid  to 


be  seen  at  his  most  broken. 

During  this  moment  of 
clarity,  when  he  enunciates 
‘It’s  dumb  / 1  don’t  want  to 
learn  anything  from  this”,  I 
realize  that  sadness  makes 
us  human.  Grief,  despair, 
sorrow,  and  every  shade  in 
between  them  are  part  of 
living  and  I’ve  been  sup¬ 
pressing  myself  from  fully 
experiencing  the  complex¬ 
ities  of  life.  And  as  I  was 
reveling  in  this  newfound 
realization,  he  abruptly 
ends  the  song,  whisper¬ 
ing,  “I  love  you.”  Silence 
creeps  up  in  the  entire  hall 
once  again,  and  he  lets  out 
a  long  sigh. 

Reliving  the 
details  of  his 
wife’s  death 
every  time 
he  performs 
must  take  a 
toll,  but  he 
courageously 
treaded  on.  With  elo¬ 
quence  and  painful 
honesty,  he  con¬ 
fronted  him¬ 

self  and  the 
loneliness  that 
has  ingrained 
its  roots  deep 
inside  him. 

By  the  time 
he  performs  my 
favorite  track, 

‘When  I  Take 
out  the  Gar¬ 
bage  at  Night’, 
audible  sniffles 
and  collective 
sighs  started  to 
echo  in  the  room. 

The  song  tackles  the 
disassociation  people 
sometimes  feel  whenev¬ 
er  they  get  lost  doing  the 
most  menial  chores  in 
brutal  realism.  He  nar¬ 
rates  becoming  one  with 
the  universe  every  time 
he  takes  the  garbage  out 
at  night,  and  for  a  brief 
moment,  he  forgets  ev¬ 
erything-  the  death  of 
his  wife,  his  life,  his 
existence.  A  sense  of 
peace  resonates  in  his 
voice  but  the  moment 


is  fleeting  as  everything 
comes  running  back  as 
soon  as  he  walks  back  into 
the  house,  the  dark  win¬ 
dow  of  the  room  where  his 
wife  died  looming  in  his 
field  of  vision.  Mount  Ee¬ 
rie  shows  how  these  seem¬ 
ingly  mundane,  simple 
moments  of  routine  sud¬ 
denly  become  infused  with 
profundity  as  death  shat¬ 
ters  every  aspect  of  life, 
giving  them  new  meaning. 
This  willingness  to  bare  it 
all  makes  him  all  the 
more  relatable,  his 
vulnerability  of¬ 
fering  solace  to 


the  collective  human  ex¬ 
perience.  The  sad  and  trag¬ 
ic  nature  of  his  music  is  a 
reminder  that  suffering  is 
inevitable  in  our  fives,  and 
however  we  choose  to  deal 
with  it,  no  matter  the  out¬ 
come  changes  our  percep¬ 
tion  of  the  world  forever. 

By  performing  these 
songs  five  over  and  over 
again,  Elverum  has  man¬ 
aged  to  transform  his 
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music  into  a  meditative 
process  for  healing  not 
just  for  him,  but  for  peo¬ 
ple  who  are  going  through 
similar  situations  in  their 
own  fives.  He  has  been 
actively  doing  what  I’ve 
been  suppressing  my  en¬ 
tire  fife:  confronting  his 
fear  and  grief  head  on. 

This  is  what  makes  his 
five  performance  a  revela¬ 
tory  experience-  one  that 
has  given  me  a  newfound 
appreciation  for  fife,  a 
deeper  understanding 
of  sadness  as  I  grasp  the 
complexities  of  death 
and  what  it  truly  means 
to  five.  It’s  OK  to  be  sad 
as  long  as  you  don’t  let  it 
consume  you.  The  trag¬ 
edy  Phil  Elverum  had  to 
go  through  never  stopped 
him  from  noticing  the 
world;  if  anything,  it  seems 
to  have  pried  his 
eyes  open 
for  good.

Growing  up  in  a 
part  of  Chicago 
not  many  people 
make  it  out  of,  The  Legend 
of  Zelda  helped  salvage 
Neil  Sales-Griffin’s  future. 

The  game,  and  oth¬ 
ers  of  its  role-playing 
genre,  supplied  endless 
amounts  of  dialogue  that 
made  Sales-Griffin  want 
to  read  and  excel  at  it. 

“(Role-playing  games) 
helped  shape  how  I  saw 
things,”  Sales-Griffin  told 
a  College  of  DuPage  au¬ 
dience  last  Friday  night. 

The  way  Sales-Griffin 
came  to  see  things  would 
eventually  put  him  on  the 
path  to  creating  a  $5  bil¬ 
lion  business  known  as 
Outcome  Health.  But  as  a 
boy,  and  even  a  teenager,  he 
lived  off  of  fried  bologna 
sandwiches  and  peanut 
butter  and  jelly  quesadil- 
las.  All  the  while,  he  tried 
to  avoid  getting  sucked 
into  the  despair  of  his 
southside  neighborhood. 

“It  was  not  a  place  you 
could  just  simply  walk 
around,”  Sales-Griffin  said. 
Instead  of  walking,  he 


ran.  Excelling  at  football 
and  track  enough  to  earn 
a  chance  to  participate 
in  the  Junior  Olympics, 
only  to  lose  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  following  a  back 
injury.  Nonetheless  NSG 
persevered  and  was  able 
to  attend  Northwestern 
University  for  economics. 

“I  thought  money  was 
going  to  make  me  happy.” 
Sales-Griffin  told  his  au¬ 
dience  during  COD’s  first 
STEMinar.  As  a  college 
student,  he  started  busi¬ 
nesses  and  made  connec¬ 
tions  that  would  prove  vi¬ 
tal  in  his  future  career  path. 
After  school,  Sales-Griffin 
interned  at  UBS  Bank, 
making  more  in  the  three- 
month  period  than  his 
mother  made  in  a  year.  He 
also  worked  at  OCA  Ven¬ 
tures  and  Sandbox  Indus¬ 
tries  where  he  was  a  “En¬ 
trepreneur  in  Residence.” 

As  Sales-Griffin 

watched  the  app  craze  sky¬ 
rocket  in  the  late  2000’s,  he 
felt  it  was  his  calling  to  be  a 
part  of  it.  He  left  his  job  and 
decided  to  learn  coding. 

“With  no  experi¬ 


ence,  I  set  out  to  learn 
how  to  make  software,” 
recalled  Sales-Griffin 
Sales-Griffin’s  entrepre¬ 
neurial  path  earned  him 
an  invitation  to  COD’s 
brand  new  Science  and 
Math  seminar  sessions 
called  “STEMinar.”  He 
spoke  Sep.  15  in  a  Health 
and  Science  center  full  of 
people  eager  to  hear  from 
someone  who  could  in¬ 
spire  them  to  great  lengths. 
Sales-Griffin  started  his 
presentation  with  a  sim¬ 
ple  line:  “This’ll  be  fun.” 

With  a  dream  to  open 
the  general  popula¬ 
tion  to  the  possibility  to 
learn  computer  science 
Sales-Griffin  co-founded 
the  nation’s  (and  possibly 
the  world's)  first  “cod¬ 
ing  bootcamps.”  Initial¬ 
ly  called  Code  Academy, 
the  bootcamps  are  now 
known  as  Starter  League. 
After  selling  Starter 
League  to  Fullstack  Acad¬ 
emy,  Sales-Griffin  founded 
Code  Now,  which  focuses 
in  on  high  school  stu¬ 
dents  in  low  income  areas 
interested  in  coding,  de¬ 


sign  and  entrepreneurship. 

“I  don’t  believe  in  fail¬ 
ure,”  Sales-Griffin  said 
during  the  audience 
question  and  answer 
session.,  “I  only  believe 
in  expensive  mistakes.” 

NSG  is  no  strang¬ 
er  to  mistakes.  Because 
of  that, Code  Now  and 
Starter  League  don’t  fo¬ 
cus  on  “carrots  and  sticks”, 
but  encourage  failure  to 
learn  exacdy  what  the 
student  had  done  wrong. 

The  college’s  STEMnar 
series  will  focus  on  Science, 
Technology,  Engineering, 
and/or  Mathematics.  All 
STEMinar  events  are  free 
admission  and  only  require 
a  simple  review  short  after 
the  talk  is  over.  Located  in 
HSC  1234  at  7:00  at  night, 
guests  from  a  variety  of 
backgrounds  will  be  visit¬ 
ing  to  talk  throughout  the 
Fall  and  Spring  semester.

VM:  How  important  is 
public  relations  to  a  col¬ 
lege  like  COD?

VM:  What  are  current 
programs  across  the  public 
relations  department  here 
at  the  college? 

WP:  One  of  the  excit¬ 
ing  things  we  have  down 
the  road  is  the  5K  run.  We 
are  in  the  last  stretch  of 
that.  This  year  will  be  the 
largest  attendance  since  its 
inception.  We  are  going  to 
be  announcing  something 
very  excitirjg  that’s  going 
to  be  a  part  of  it. 

VM:  COD  enrollment 
declined  in  2016.  One  of 
the  reasons  why  that  hap¬ 
pened  was  because  of  the 
trouble  with  the  HLC. 
Students  weren’t  coming 
to  a  school  that  was  placed 
on  probation.  How  crucial 
is  your  role  to  the  entire 
rebranding  process  of  the 
college? 

WP:  Let  us  look  at  a 
wider  context.  If  you  look 
at  schools  across  the  coun¬ 
try,  you  will  see  that  enroll¬ 
ment  has  declined  some¬ 
what.  We  are  very  excited 
because  we  believe  that’s 
on  the  rise.  COD  has  a  lot 
of  exciting  programs.  Our 
executive  team  has  put  in 
place  a  strategy  to  increase 


enrollment.  And  when 
you  look  at  other  schools, 
particularly  the  other  com¬ 
munity  colleges,  we  are  not 
as  low  as  some  of  the  area 
schools  from  a  statistics 
standpoint. 

VM:  We  have  made  tre¬ 
mendous  progress  as  a  col¬ 
lege  under  our  new  presi¬ 
dent.  How  are  you  going 
to  pass  on  this  message 
that  COD  is  now  a  great 
place  to  be? 

WP:  When  you  look  at 
some  of  our  programs,  and 
some  of  the  hardworking 
faculty  and  some  of  the 
classes  that  they  are  ex¬ 
ecuting,  that’s  definitely 
going  to  get  the  word  out. 
Also,  the  work  that  we  are 
doing  in  the  community, 
we  have  COD  cares  pro¬ 
gram.  We  just  don’t  adhere 
to  the  needs  of  our  stu¬ 
dents,  we  want  to  ensure 
that  we  cater  to  the  needs 
of  the  community. 

VM:  COD  is  a  nice 
place  for  international 
students  in  terms  of  price 
and  the  quality'  of  educa¬ 
tion.

WP:  I  hope  people  will 
remember  that  I  had  a 
great  team  that  worked 
under  the  direction  of  Ann 
Rondeau,  and  that  I  car¬ 
ried  out  her  vision  to  make 
COD  the  best  community 
college  in  this  nation. 

VM:  Any  final  com¬ 
ments?

Wash  i  ng  to  n’s 
immigration 
crackdown  is  a 
thorn  in  the  flesh  for  anoth¬ 
er  group  of  people — survi¬ 
vors  of  human  trafficking. 

Harriet  is  a  human  traf¬ 
ficking  survivor  receiving 
assistance  from  Heartland 
Alliance,  a  Chicago-based 
anti-poverty  organization. 
She  moved  to  the  Unit¬ 
ed  States  from  a  war-torn 
country  after  a  guy  tricked 
her  into  believing  he  loved 
her. 

One  of  many  hearings 
scheduled  by  the  Illinois 
Human  Trafficking  Task 
Force  was  held  at  the  Col¬ 
lege  of  DuPage  on  Sept. 
14,  aimed  at  raising  aware¬ 
ness  about  what  people 
like  Harriet  go  through. 

Harriet  was  granted  a 
fiance  visa  to  live  what 
should  have  been  the 
“American  Dream.” 

Instead,  the  man  she 
trusted  forced  her  to  “slave, 
cook  and  clean”  and  have 
sex  with  him.  She  later 
became  pregnant  and  bore 
two  children.  Domestic 
violence  and  verbal  abuse 


kicked  in.  In  this  pande¬ 
monium,  Harriet  had  to 
do  whatever  her  trafficker 
wanted  her  to  do  or  lose 
her  legal  status  in  the  U.S. 

When  Harriet  reached 
her  breaking  point,  she 
escaped.  The  result  was  an 
expired  visa  and  no  access 
to  services  to  provide  for 
her  children.  In  immigra¬ 
tion  terms,  Harriet  became 
undocumented. 

Heartland  Alliance  be¬ 
came  a  source  of  relief. 

“The  scheme  to  bring 
her  to  the  U.S.  was  fraud¬ 
ulent;  a  potential  for  mar¬ 
riage  was  a  lie,  and  the  goal 
was  to  exploit  her  for  work 
in  the  home,”  recounts 
Heartland  Alliance’s  Asso¬ 
ciate  Director  -  Freedom 
from  Trafficking  Derci 
Flynn. 

Harriet  and  many  un¬ 
known  survivors  fear  being 
deported  and  separated 
from  their  children.  Harri¬ 
et  was  able  to  get  the  help 
she  needed  because  she 
was  brave  enough  to  seek 
help. 

“Sowing  fear  will  only 
keep  people  like  Harriet 


from  seeking  help  in  such 
situation,”  added  Flynn. 
“This  will  stop  people  who 
have  undergone  the  most 
horrible  abuse  from  com¬ 
ing  forward.” 

State  Rep.  Patricia  Bel¬ 
lock,  flanked  by  lawmak¬ 
ers,  attorneys  and  stake¬ 
holders  hosted  the  hearing 
at  COD  to  get  feedback 
and  engage  organizations 
working  to  fight  human 
trafficking  within  Illinois. 
In  August  of  2016,  Gov. 
Bruce  Rauner  signed  leg¬ 
islation  that  created  this 
task  force  to  seek  an  end  to 
human  trafficking. 

Last  year,  555  calls  were 
made  to  the  human  traf¬ 
ficking  hotline  in  Illinois. 
Also,  122  cases  were  re¬ 
ported  during  the  same 
period.  This  is  coupled 
with  Chicago  and  its  met¬ 
ropolitan  areas  being  a  hub 
for  human  trafficking  ac¬ 
cording  to  authorities. 

A  stakeholder  like  Fly¬ 
nn  wants  the  task  force 
to  shift  the  dialogue  and 
talk  about  other  issues  that 
facilitate  human  traffick¬ 
ing — race,  age  and  poverty. 


“We  know  that  human 
trafficking  exists  because 
poverty  exists,”  said  Flynn. 
“We  know  that  nearly  one- 
third  of  people  living  in  Il¬ 
linois  are  living  at  or  near 
the  poverty  line,  and  that 
extreme  poverty  reaches  all 
102  counties  of  the  State 
of  Illinois.” 

College  of  DuPage  isn’t 
new  to  this  type  of  conver¬ 
sation.  Last  year,  Phi  Theta 
Kappa  hosted  a  series  of 
events  to  create  an  aware¬ 
ness  about  Illinois’  battle 
with  human  trafficking. 
The  society  was  again  en¬ 
gaged  with  this  hearing. 

“Having  this  hearing  is 
important  to  raise  aware¬ 
ness  of  the  efforts  being 
done  to  eradicate  human 
trafficking  and  learning 
about  what  organizations 
are  doing  to  combat  it,” 
said  PTK’s  Vice  President 
Heather  Blaney. 

For  the  society’s  Honor 
in  Action  (HIA)  project, 
they  intend  to  help  sur¬ 
vivors  at  safe  houses  feel 
confident  and  provide  var¬ 
ious  cosmotology  services.

White  Supremacist-ish? 

ESPN  host  Jemele  Hill  had  a  point  when  she  recently  called 
President  Trump  a  "white  supremacist"  on  Twitter 


When  sports 
journalist  and 
ESPN  host 
Jemele  Hill  tweeted  in 
response  to  a  fan  on  Sept. 
11  that  President  Don¬ 
ald  Trump  “is  a  white  su¬ 
premacist  who  has  largely 
surrounded  himself  [with] 
other  white  supremacists,” 
she  catapulted  herself  into 
a  world  of  controversy. 

Since  the  tweets,  sev¬ 
eral  statements  have  been 
issued  in  an  attempt  to 
quell  the  scandal.  ESPN 
reprimanded  Hill  for  her 
tweets.  Then  Hill  issued 
somewhat  of  an  apolo¬ 
gy, to  ESPN-rather  than 
the  president,  saying  she 
regretted  her  “personal 
beliefs”  might  have  paint¬ 
ed  the  network  in  a  neg¬ 
ative  light.  To  this,  ESPN 
issued  a  final  statement 
saying  they  accepted  her 
apology.  Perhaps  the  most 
puzzling  part  of  this 


whole  controversy  came 
when  White  House  Press 
Secretary  Sarah  Hucka- 
bee  Sanders  called  Hill’s 
tweets  “a  fireable  offense” 
during  a  press  briefing. 

If  ESPN  should  fire 
Jemele  Hill  for  thinking 
Donald  Trump  is  a  white 
supremacist,  then  the  un¬ 
employment  line  should 
be  getting  a  lot  longer 
than  it  already  is.  Hill 
is  certainly  not  the  first 
person  to  call  Trump  out 
for  being  a  racist.  So  why

He  recently  defend¬ 
ed  his  initial  remarks 
‘again*  while  answering 
a  question  from  a  re¬ 
porter  aboard  Air  Force 
One.  “You  look  at  re¬ 
ally  what’s  happened 
since  Charlottesville,  a 
lot  of  people  are  saying, 
and*  people  have  actual¬ 
ly  written, 


‘Gee,  Trump  might  have 
a  point.’”  Which  people 
though,  Mr.  President? 

The  fact  is,  if  you  look 
at  what’s  happened  since 
Trump  announced  his 
run  for  the  White  House, 
Jemele  Hill  might  have 
an  even  better  point.

No  answer  from  the  BOT  over  faculty  employment  rejection

“What  went  wrong?” 
seems  to  be  a  question 
that  confounds  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  faculty  and 
students-at-large  at 

the  College  of  DuPage 

Faculty  members  pres¬ 
ent  at  the  Sept.  21  board 
of  trustees  meeting  were 
again  unable  to  get  answers 
from  the  Deanne  Mazzo- 
chi-led  board  of  trustees 
about  why  the  names  of 
two  history  and  humanities 
hires  were  removed  from 
the  board  packet  in  July. 

The  hires  were  to  re¬ 
place  Helen  Feng  and 
Kent  Huffman,  former 
history  and  humanities 
professors  who  retired 
from  COD.  Both  posi¬ 
tions  remain  unoccupied. 

Timothy  Clifford,  assis¬ 
tant  professor  of  human¬ 
ities;  and  Samuel  Mitrani, 
assistant  professor  of  histo¬ 
ry;  questioned  the  board’s 
decision  and  asked  for  clar¬ 
ification  to  avoid  a  reoc¬ 
currence  of  denial  from  the 
board  in  future  searches. 

“In  order  to  move  for¬ 


ward  with  any  future 
searches  in  good  faith  with 
any  potential  candidates, 
we  need  to  be  able  to  ex¬ 
plain  what  went  wrong 
with  our  last  searches  since 
this  is  totally  known  among 
historians  and  any  future 
applicant,”  said  Mitrani. 

In  his  delivery,  Mitra¬ 
ni  outlined  that  the  hir¬ 
ing  committee  met  basic 
requirements  during  the 
hiring  process,  including  a 
careful  evaluation  of  each 
candidates  qualifications. 

“We  have  reams  of  doc¬ 
umentation  about  our 
candidates,  students’  eval¬ 
uation  of  teaching  demon¬ 
strations,  scorecards  and 
two  interviews  each  by 
the  search  committees, 
notes  from  interviews 
with  the  deans  and  the 
vice  president  for  academ¬ 
ic  affairs,”  added  Mitrani. 

Board  Policy  No.  15- 
305  gives  the  board  of 
trustees  the  power  to  ap¬ 
prove  full-time  faculty 
after  a  recommendation 
from  “the  college  presi¬ 


dent,  with  the  assistance 
of  administrative  staff.” 
The  board  maintains  they 
acted  in  accordance  with 
the  power  given  to  them. 

For  Clifford,  it  is  a 
matter  of  transparen¬ 
cy,  the  very  hallmark  of 
COD’s  rebranding  efforts. 

“I  am  sure  that  you,  the 
board  members,  wouldn’t 
prefer  to  reject  candidates 
through  closed  sessions 
since  that  violates  the 
transparency  that  you  have 
so  frequently  pledged  to 
our  community,”  he  says. 

Both  comments  fol¬ 
lowed  asst.  English  Pro¬ 
fessor  Bob  Hazard’s  letter 
to  the  Courier  differing 
with  an  editorial  about 
the  stability  the  college 
has  experienced  so  far. 

The  board  did  not  re¬ 
spond  to  Clifford  and  Mi¬ 
trani ’s  queries  on  Thursday. 
Up  to  the  time  this  story 
was  written,  an  email  seek¬ 
ing  a  response  from  the 
board  didn’t  receive  a  reply. 


COD  Photography  Professor  Glenn  Hansen  to  retire  next  May

After  more  than  26 
years  of  service 
to  the  College  of 
DuPage,  Glenn  Hansen 
will  retire  on  May  31,2018. 

As  a  professor,  Hansen 
teaches  digital  photog¬ 
raphy  the  foundation  of 
film  photography,  color 
photography  and  much 
more.  Hansen  also  served 
as  president  of  the  COD 
faculty  association  from 
2007-2008  and  a  second 
term  from  2012-2016. 

Hansen  was  succeed¬ 
ed  by  chemistry  Pro¬ 


fessor  Richard  Jarman. 

“Well  done,  Glenn,” 
said  Jarman  when  he  read 
a  statement  at  Thurs¬ 
day’s  board  meeting. 

Hansen  was  an  out¬ 
spoken  voice  during  the 
college’s  “troubled  days” 
and  led  the  faculty  when 
the  ‘no  confidence’  vote 
was  handed  down  against 
former  President  Robert 
Breuder.  Henson  will  also 
be  remembered  for  his  role 
in  helping  the  college  set¬ 
tle  its  accreditation  crises. 


His  work  is  visible 
within  the  COD  com¬ 
munity  as  both  an  artist 
and  a  respected  professor. 

“He  is  an  important  and 
brave  leader  of  the  COD 
faculty,  and  he  modeled 
graceful  and  steady  re¬ 
silience  to  decisions  that 
transpired  at  our  school 
over  the  course  of  several 
awful  years,”  said  Professor 
of  English  Jackie  McGrath. 

Hansen  was  an  instru¬ 
mental  person  on  the 
presidential  search  com¬ 


mittee  that  recommended 
President  Ann  Rondeau 
to  the  board  of  trustees. 

“1  would  like  to  thank 
Glenn  not  only  for  hiring 
me  but  for  his  many  years 
of  service,”  Rondeau  said. 

In  honor  of  his  lega¬ 
cy,  the  COD  foundation 
established  the  “Glenn 
Hansen  Leadership 

Scholarship”  earlier  this 
year.  Board  Chairwoman 
Deanne  Mazzochi  donat¬ 
ed  $10,000  to  the  fund 
when  it  was  established.

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Ash  Tree  depletion 
spreads  nationwide

A  healthy  Ash  Tree  (Fraxinus)  stands  tall  and  sturdy 


Fraxinus,  otherwise 
known  as  the  Ash 
Tree,  is  facing  its  de¬ 
mise  as  a  bark-eating  beetle 
grows  hungrier  everyday. 
The  Emerald  Ash  Bor¬ 
er  (EAB)  was  mistakenly 
brought  to  the  U.S.  in  the 
early  2000’s  in  a  shipping 
container  coming  from 
its  native  northeast  Asia. 

On  Sep.  14,  2017  five 
of  six  species  of  Ash  Tree 
were  placed  on  the  Criti¬ 
cally  Endangered  (the  last 
category  before  Extinc¬ 
tion)  list.  Formed  by  the 
IUCN.with  the  trees  sixth 
species  barely  holding  onto 
remaining  endangered. 


Before  the  Borer’s  be¬ 
gan  their  feast,  Ash  Tree’s 
decorated  neighborhoods, 
parks  and  campuses  across 
the  midwest.  With  some 
species  living  up  to  260 
years,  and  quality  of  ma¬ 
terials  to  be  made  out  of 
the  wood,  experts  are  try¬ 
ing  to  figure  out  any  pos¬ 
sible  way  to  save  them. 

America’s  most  popular 
species  include  the  Green, 
White  and  Black  Ash,  cal¬ 
culated  to  have  once  made 
up  nine  billion  of  forested 
trees  according  to  Sci¬ 
ence  Daily  (SD).  Murphy 
Westwood,  IUCN  Global 
Tree  Specialist  Group  af¬ 


filiate  also  told  SD  “Ash 
trees  are  essential  to  plant 
communities  of  the  Unit¬ 
ed  States.”  and  that  an 
estimated  80  percent  or 
more  of  these  trees  will 
be  affected  in  some  way. 

Emerald  Ash  Borers 
were  identified  in  Dupage 
County  in  2007,  although 
already  being  spotted  in 
Illinois  a  year  earlier.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  the  Daily  Her¬ 
ald,  Arlington  Heights  has 
removed  some  10  thou¬ 
sand  Ash  Trees  in  the  last 
decade,  “At  the  end  of  this 
year,  village  officials  expect 
$8  million  will  have  been 
spent  to  remove,  replace 


and  treat  trees  since  2006.” 

After  close  to  15  years 
in  the  States,  EAB’s  have 
destroyed  an  estimated 
20  million  midwestern 
Ash  Trees  according  to 
the  Forest  Preserve  Dis¬ 
trict  of  Dupage  County. 
“Larvae  bore  through  an 
ash  tree’s  bark  and  feed 
extensively  on  the  tree’s 
inner  tissues,  destroying 
its  ability  to  move  food 
from  its  roots  to  its  leaves.” 

While  some  treat¬ 
ments— including  injec¬ 
tions— can  take  up  to  20 
years  to  be  effective,  EAB’s 
only  need  an  “unnoticed 
infestation”  to  last  three 


growing  seasons  before  the 
tree  is  completely  dead. 

With  EAB  popula¬ 
tions  reaching  uncontrol¬ 
lable  numbers,  scientists 
predict  the  total  number 
of  Ash  Trees  to  be  di¬ 
minished  could  possibly 
reach  the  billions.  Since 
their  arrival  EAB’s  have 
still  yet  to  develop  any 
kind  of  natural  predator 
as  well— letting  the  pop¬ 
ulation  thrive  under  any 
condition  and  ecosystem. 

Westwood  told  the 
Washington  Post  that 
EAB  populations  are  “ex¬ 
ploding”  and  have  been

The  Washington  Post 
also  quoted  Ohio  State 
University  entomologist 
Dan  Herms  as  he  calls 
the  borers  phenomenon 
as  “the  most  devastat¬ 
ing  insect  ever  to  invade 
North  American  forests.” 

With  a  future  so  unclear 
for  such  a  prominent  spe¬ 
cies  of  plant  that  has  grazed 
our  forests  and  pedestri¬ 
an  areas  for  centuries,  the 
Emerald  Ash  Borer  may 
bring  it  all  to  a  tragic  end.

The  thrilling  adap¬ 
tation  of  Alfred 
Hitchcock’s  1935 
movie  and  the  original 
1915  novel  by  John  Bu¬ 
chan,  “The  39  Steps”  play 
at  the  Mac  will  entertain 
guests  every  week  until 
Oct.  8, 2017.  According  to 
the  Mac’s  website,  this  ad¬ 
aptation  “spins  the  classic 
murder  mystery  into  a  fast- 
paced,  whodunit  farce”  and 
“[this]  Tony  Award-win¬ 
ning  hit  is  packed  with 
outrageous  characters, 
spinning  illusions  and 


a  death-defying  finale.” 

The  play  revolves  around 
Richard  Hannay  (Bryan 
Burke),  an  ordinary  En¬ 
glishman  leading  a  hum¬ 
drum  life.  When  his  night 
ends  in  a  woman’s  murder 
in  his  apartment,  he  finds 
himself  on  the  run  from 
the  authorities  in  a  desper¬ 
ate  effort  to  clear  his  name. 
Alongside  him  is  Ana- 
bella  Schmitt  (Rebecca 
Cox),  a  beautiful  German 
woman  Hannay  meets  at 
the  theater,  who  claims 


to  have  international  in¬ 
formation  that  can  halt 
the  march  of  the  Nazis. 

“[Hannay]  wakes  up  one 
morning — he’s  suffering 
a  sort  of  general  malaise 
about  life;  he’s  unhappy; 
he  doesn’t  know  what  to 
do.  He  tries  to  solve  it  by 
going  to  the  theater,”  said 
Kurt  Naebig,  the  show’s 
director,  in  the  Mac’s  be¬ 
hind-the-scenes  Back- 
stage  Buzz  interview. 

“While  he’s  at  the  the¬ 
ater,  he  runs  into  this 


mysteriously  charming, 
intriguing,  beautiful  wom¬ 
an  with  a  German  accent 
who  begs  him  for  help.” 

The  most  unusual — 
and  interesting — part  of 
this  play  is  that  it  is  only 
performed  by  four  actors, 
who  adapt  and  change 
into  every  character. 

"...  Many  years  ago,  a 
couple  actors  and  a  writer 
[came]  together  and  de¬ 
cided  ‘let’s  do  a  play  with 
four  characters,  in  which 
they  play  every  single 


character  in  the  movie.’ 
Thirty-three  scenes,  many, 
many,  many  characters — 
it’s  zany;  it’s  fun;  it’s  glo¬ 
betrotting.  It’s  just  a  really 
great  night  at  the  theater,” 
said  Naebig.  “Some  the¬ 
aters  have  said  [the  actors 
play]  150  [characters], 
some  theaters  say  50,  I 
say — lots.  Lots  and  lots.” 

International  travel  and 
espionage  isn’t  the  only 
thing  “The  39  Steps”  of¬ 
fers  audiences,  though. 

“We’ve  got  romance. 


We’ve  got  gunplay,  We’ve 
got  fog.  We’ve  got  dialects. 
We’ve  got  cross-dressing. 
We’ve  got  shadow-puppets 
...  an  evil  genius  and  a  hap¬ 
py  ending,”  said  Naebig. 
“Everything’s  working  to¬ 
gether  to  create  this  and 
.  .  .  make  a  piece  of  art.”

embers  of  the 
COD  faculty 
met  on  Thurs¬ 
day,  Sept.  2 1 ,  to  discuss  how 
the  constantly  evolving 
technology  of  the  twen¬ 
ty-first  century  is  changing 
the  way  people  now  com¬ 
municate,  specifically  on 
the  way  interactions  with 
technology  changes  the 
makeup  of  our  brains.  The 
discussion,  titled  “Com¬ 
munication:  Our  Rewired 
Minds”  featured  professors 
Eva  Maria  Rapple  (philos¬ 
ophy),  Alexander  Bolya- 
natz  (anthropology),  Car¬ 
olyn  England  (computer 
information),  Brandon 
Wood  (speech)  and  Jason 
Ertz  (library,  asst,  profes¬ 
sor),  and  was  moderated 
by  Prof.  Jennifer  Kelley. 

The  discussion  was  part 
of  the  year-long  Themat-

ic  Focus  “Technology  and 
Society”,  the  goal  of  which 
is  to  “[engage]  students 
to  develop  interdisciplin¬ 
ary  fluency  in  prepara¬ 
tion  for  a  future  which 
will  likely  require  them 
to  tackle  complex  prob¬ 
lems  through  diverse  sets 
of  methods  and  concepts.” 

At  the  discussion,  such 
questions  were  raised  as: 
What  influence  does  tech¬ 
nology  have  on  the  way  our 
brains  change  and  develop? 
Why  do  we  have  parts  of 
our  brains  which  allow  us 
to  read  and  write  when  lit¬ 
eracy  has  only  been  around 
for  a  few  thousand  years? 
Do  new  technologies  af¬ 
fect  our  focus,  and  will  we 
lose  our  in-brain  memory? 

“Students  should  attend 
the  discussion  because  it 
gives  [them]  a  broader  look

at  things  they  do  every  day,” 
said  Kelley.  “We  learn  to 
analyze  the  way  we  inter¬ 
act  with  technology — we 
think  about  it  as  a  tool,  but 
that’s  not  always  what  it  is.” 

Rapple  discussed  how 
language  is  a  unique 
technology  providing 
an  extension  of  thought. 
“Technologies  permit  hu¬ 
mans  to  extend  abilities 
into  possibilities,  but  also 
failures,”  her  slide  read. 

Asst.  Prof.  Ertz  exam¬ 
ined  the  way  in  which 
online  interactions  affect 
people’s  ability  to  deep 
read.  He  shared  that  dis¬ 
tractions  or  divided  atten¬ 
tion  found  abundantly  on¬ 
line  are  real  issues — time 
spent  online  weakens 
neural  networks,  and  the 
increased  cognitive  load 
makes  it  difficult  to  com-

prehend  and  retain  texts. 

“This  is  an  opening  of 
opportunity,”  said  Kelley. 
“We  hope  that  instruc¬ 
tors  pick  up  on  the  topics 
discussed  and  integrate 
them  into  their  classes,  so 
at  the  end  of  the  year,  stu¬ 
dents  can  look  back  and 
realize  how  [these  themes 
were]  interconnected.” 

Technology  affects 
the  way  in  which  peo¬ 
ple  interact,  both  with¬ 
in  and  across  genera¬ 
tions,  and  it  always  will.

Americans  in  Puerto  Rico 
need  our  donations  too

The  'apocalyptic'  destruction  inflicted  by  Hurricane  Maria  on  the  island  of  Puerto  Rico 


The  2017  Hurri¬ 
cane  season  has 
been  one  of  the 
most  destructive  in  re¬ 
cent  years.  In  the  U.S, 
Hurricane  Harvey  struck 
Texas  and  caused  mas¬ 
sive  amounts  of  flooding 
and  ruination,  and  Hurri¬ 
cane  Irma  caused  a  great 
amount  of  devastation  to 
Florida  just  a  few  weeks 
after  that.  Donations  were 
widely  encouraged  all 
throughout  the  media  for 
victims  of  both  hurricanes. 
The  celebrity-packed  relief 
benefit  “Hand  in  Hand” 
telethon  raised  more  than 
$44  million  to  help  vic¬ 
tims  rebuild  their  fives. 
However,  since  additional 
natural  disasters  landed  in 
other  countries  including 
Puerto  rico,  which  is  an 
unincorporated  U.S  terri¬ 


tory  and  is  home  to  mil¬ 
lions  of  American  citizens, 
coverage  emphasizing  the 
importance  of  donating 
seems  to  have  dwindled. 

Natural  disasters  con¬ 
tinue  to  cause  devastation 
with  hurricanes  ravaging 
many  countries  in  the  Ca¬ 
ribbean  and  several  high 
magnitude  earthquakes 
striking  Mexico.  Millions 
of  fives  in  these  places 
need  rebuilding  too,  yet 
donations  are  not  being 
as  strongly  promoted  for 
these  countries  in  the  me¬ 
dia.  They  are  already  at  a 
socioeconomic  disadvan¬ 
tage  and  do  not  have  the 
amount  of  resources  that 
we  do  to  help  themselves. 

Puerto  Rico  is  now  in  a 
state  of  extreme  emergen¬ 
cy.  They  were  hit  by  not 
one  but  two  hurricanes, 


Irma  and  Maria,  the  latter 
being  said  to  have  com¬ 
pletely  “destroyed”  the 
Caribbean  Island.  Both 
storms  have  caused  severe 
flooding  leaving  the  entire 
island  without  power  and 
running  water.  As  the  is¬ 
land’s  power  infrastructure 
has  been  severely  damaged, 
it  could  be  months  before 
they  are  able  to  get  regain 
electricity.  Over  95  percent 
of  the  wireless  cellular  sites 
on  the  island  are  out  of 
service,  which  has  made  it 
impossible  for  many  main¬ 
land  U.S  citizens  to  con¬ 
tact  their  family  members. 

An  article  posted  on 
Jezebel’s  website  states 
“The  loss  of  power  left 
residents  hunting  for  gas 
canisters  for  cooking, 
collecting  rainwater  or 
steeling  themselves  men¬ 


tally  for  the  hardships  to 
come  in  the  tropical  heat.” 
The  article  goes  on  to  say 
some  people  (who  can) 
are  even  thinking  about 
leaving  the  Island,  with 
Hector  Llanos,  a  78-year- 
old  retired  New  York  po¬ 
lice  officer  planning  to 
escape  to  the  U.S.  main¬ 
land  to  five  temporarily 
declaring  that  “you  cannot 
five  here  without  power.” 

The  media  continues 
to  cover  the  situation  on 
the  island,  and  several  ce¬ 
lebrities  with  a  relation 
to  the  Island,  including 
Marc  Anthony  and  Jen¬ 
nifer  Lopez,  have  reached 
out  to  their  fans  asking  for 
donations  to  aid  in  recov¬ 
ery.  Lopez  has  also  made 
a  much  needed  donation 
of  $1  million.  More  could 
still  be  done  by  the  media 


to  encourage  the  giving  of 
donations.  Especially  when 
one  considers  that  Puerto 
Rico’s  socioeconomic  state 
would  suggest  they  need 
the  donations  even  more 
than  states  in  the  U.S 
did.  An  article  on  forbes. 
com  states  that  the  coun¬ 
try  was  almost  $87  billion 
in  debt  as  of  2013.  Not  to 
say  that  all  the  donations 
made  to  Texas  and  Florida 
were  not  much  needed,  but 
people  of  Puerto  Rico  are 
in  fact  American  citizens. 
Imagine  the  panic  the  me¬ 
dia  would  be  in  today  if 
over  3  million  mainland 
Americans  were  in  the 
same  sort  of  peril  Puerto 
Ricans  are  currendy  facing. 

The  2017  hurricane  sea¬ 
son  has  been  a  year  of  cat¬ 
astrophic  natural  disasters 
not  just  for  the  U.S  but 


for  many  other  countries. 
Therefore  it  would  seem 
only  right  that  the  main¬ 
stream  media  should  be 
doing  all  that  can  be  done 
to  aid  in  getting  donations 
for  those  countries  too, 
as  they  are  in  desperate 
need  of  help.  Donations  to 
Puerto  Rico  can  be  made 
through  the  Red  Cross’s 
website  and  to  ‘United  for 
Puerto  Rico’,  a  website 
founded  by  the  county’s 
first  lady,  Beatriz  Rossello. 
You  can  also  donate  to  all 
other  Caribbean  countries 
affected  by  hurricane  Irma 
and  Maria  as  well  as  Mex¬ 
ico  by  visiting  UNICEF’s 
website.  Let  us  keep  these 
countries  in  our  thoughts 
and  prayers  and  not  for¬ 
get  that  they  too  need 
all  the  help  we  can  give.

The  American  col¬ 
legiate  athletic 
system  has  a  track 
record  of  doing  what’s  best 
for  their  school,  not  nec¬ 
essarily  what  is  right.  Five 
Wheaton  College  football 
players  are  facing  felony 
charges  after  allegations  of 
extreme  hazing  on  March 
16,  2016.  The  accuser 
himself  has  not  revealed 
his  identity.  However,  ev¬ 
idence  so  far  has  been  in 
favor  of  the  victim.  It  was 
alleged  that  the  five  play¬ 


ers —  James  Cooksey,  Ky¬ 
ler  Kregel,  Noah  Spielman, 
Benjamin  Pettway  and 
Samuel  TeBos  sodomized 
a  fellow  teammate  while 
tearing  both  of  the  victim’s 
shoulder  muscles  as  well 
as  sodomizing  occurring 
during  the  course  of  the 
hazing.  Wheaton  College 
condemned  thes  behavior 
as  unacceptable  and  said  it 
does  not 
align 


with  the  values  of  the  col¬ 
lege,  which  has  a  zero  tol¬ 
erance  policy  for  hazing. 

While  Wheaton  Col¬ 
lege  launched  an  internal 
investigation  and  suspend¬ 
ed  the  young  men  from 
school,  three  of  the  five 
players  took  the  field  last 
week  in  a  game  against 
Carthage  College.  The  col¬ 
lege’s  allowing  the  playing 
of  these  three  players  is  a 
pattern  in  a  line  of  inci¬ 
dents  where  the  actions  of 
athletes  are  not  properly 


dealt  with  in  criminal  cas¬ 
es.  Even  though  the  details 
of  the  case  are  being  dis¬ 
cussed,  there’s  no  denying 
unimpeded  harm  was  be¬ 
stowed  upon  the  victim. 
The  players  in  question 
turned  themselves  in  and 
have  since  posted  bond. 

Instances  such  as  the  one 
that  took  place  in  Whea¬ 
ton  are  opportunities  to 
teach  and  let  players  know 
this  is  absolutely  unaccept¬ 
able.  Wheaton  shamed 
this  behavior.  However, 


letting  the  players  continue 
to  represent  the  school  on 
the  football  field  has  given 
me  a  reason  to  believe  that 
this  was  simply  a  formality. 
The  college  has  no  serious 
intention  of  punishing 
th'ese  players.  Every  year  in 
colleges  across  the  coun¬ 
try  young  men  from  all 
around  are  subjected  to  the 
testosterone-induced  pow¬ 
er  trips  that  upperclass¬ 
men  forcibly  subject  un¬ 
derclassmen  to.  The  lack  of 
repercussions  tied  to  haz¬ 


ing  has  allowed  these  acts 
of  idiocy  to  become  OK. 

Wheaton  must  remove 
these  players  from  the  pro¬ 
gram  if  they  want  to  up¬ 
hold  the  integrity  of  their 
institution.  Failing  to  do 
so  will  result  in  the  dimin- 
ishment  of  the  credibility 
this  university  once  had.  In 
a  sport  that  is  predicated 
on  the  ability  of  11  players 
to  work  together  and  an 
overwhelming  message  of 
brotherhood  this  must  be 
come  down  on .  hard.

Aneesa  Mutha¬ 
na  is  no  stranger 
to  the  "school 
of  hard  knocks." 

"I  make  things,"  she 
says  of  herself.  But  work¬ 
ing  with  her  family-owned 
company  at  the  age  of  23 
came  with  many  surprises. 

At  one  point,  one  of 
her  brothers,  who  filled 
a  senior-level  position, 
became  sick.  Muthana 
filled  in,  but  soon  found 
a  male  intern  at  the  com¬ 
pany  resented  whatev¬ 
er  she  asked  him  to  do. 

"He  was  just  on  the  job 
for  one  week,  and  he  had 
a  problem  with  the  own¬ 
er's  daughter,"  she  says. 

To  her  surprise,  her 
father,  who  owned  the 
business,  supported  the 
intern  over  her.  While  her 
satisfaction  came  from 
working  with  her  fam¬ 
ily,  the  following  week, 
Muthana  left  the  business. 


"I  moved  on  and  es¬ 
tablished  a  business  with 
my  uncle  under  the  con¬ 
dition  he  become  a  silent 
partner,"  said  Muthana. 

Today,  she  owns  Pio¬ 
neer  Service  Inc.,  an  Ad¬ 
dison-based  company  that 
makes  parts  for  engineer¬ 
ing  firms,  including  NASA. 

Women  in  the  Chicago- 
land  area  like  Muthana 
who  are  breaking  bound¬ 
aries  led  a  recent  panel  at 
COD  to  provide  informa¬ 
tion  about  technology  and 
trade  jobs  that  are  available 
to  other  women  in  Illinois. 

Joined  by  Kina  McA¬ 
fee,  a  carpenter  for  over  30 
years;  and  Nicole  Everett, 
Mortensen's  only  female 
labor  foreman  in  Chicago, 
the  panelists  came  to  Col¬ 
lege  of  DuPage  on  Sept. 
29  to  share  their  stories. 

For  Everett,  it  was  a  day 
to  reminisce  her  four  years 
spent  pouring  concrete  at 


COD.  She  even  believes 
the  MAC  building  is  one 
of  the  coolest  buildings 
she  has  ever  worked  on. 

For  her,  success  in  this 
male-dominant  field 
comes  from  giving  her  best. 

"The  money  is  good; 
the  labor  pension  is 
probably  one  of  the  best 
out  there,”  said  Everett. 

But  success  also  comes 
with  many  challenges,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  panelists. 

McAfee,  for  her  part, 
referred  to  "institutional 
discrimination"  as  a  hin¬ 
drance  for  many  women 
who  want  to  work  in  the 
trades.  This  discrimination 
could  be  visible  from  the 
hiring  process  to  the  atti¬ 
tude  of  men  on  the  job  site. 

"Most  times,  the  peo¬ 
ple  who  own  the  company 
and  hire  aren't  women," 
said  McAfee.  "Women 
have  to  be  at  a  110-per¬ 
cent  all  of  the  time." 


For  organizers,  this 
event  was  a  matter  of 
priority  and  a  way  of  re¬ 
sponding  to  one  of  the 
growing  trends  within 
the  Chicagoland  area- 
the  need  for  more  skilled 
women  in  the  trades. 

In  DuPage  County,  the 
U.S.  Census  Bureau  in 
2015  put  the  average  medi¬ 
an  income  for  married  par¬ 
ents  at  $122,000.  Single 
dads  made  $67,000.  Sin¬ 
gle  moms  made  less  than 
half  that  total  -  $32,500. 

This  gap  can  be  bridged 
when  women  do  non-tra- 
ditional  jobs  that  are 
readily  available,  accord¬ 
ing  to  workNet  DuPage. 

The  event  ended  with  a 
tour  of  the  college’s  Tech¬ 
nical  Educational  Cen¬ 
ter,  a  building  that  hosts 
the  campus’  manufactur¬ 
ing  technology,  automo¬ 
tive  service  technology 
and  welding  programs. 
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Durbin  reintroduces 
bill  that  aims  to  cut 
costs  on  books  for 
college  students

Special  editions.  Fre¬ 
quent  revisions.  Re¬ 
strictive  access  codes. 
You  probably  got  one  of 
those  answers  when  you 
tried  to  use  a  textbook  this 
semester  for  the  same  class 
that  ended  last  semester. 

Illinois  Sen.  Dick 
Durbin  is  doing  something 
to  stop  this  from  happen¬ 
ing.  Joined  by  Senators  A1 
Franken  (D-MN)  and  An¬ 
gus  King  (I-ME),  he  rein¬ 


troduced  a  bill  tided  “Af¬ 
fordable  College  Textbook 
Act”  to  “expand  the  use  of 
open  college  textbooks.” 

Open  college  textbook 
is  a  “textbook  licensed 
under  an  open  copyright 
license,  and  made  available 
online  to  be  freely  used 
by  students,  teachers  and 
members  of  the  public.” 

Speaking  to  campus 
news  editors  via  telephone 
on  Sept.  27,  Durbin  said 


this  measure  would  be 
funded  through  a  federal 
grant  program.The  bill  is  an 
improved  version  from  the 
one  originally  introduced 
in  2015,  with  a  provision 
to  have  books  accessible 
to  people  with  disabilities. 

“We  have  come  to  re¬ 
alize  that  for  many  stu¬ 
dents,  the  textbook  cost 
is  the  most  overlooked,” 
said  Durbin.  “This  is  one 
of  the  drivers  of  debt.” 

Durbin’s  open  college 
textbook  proposal  has  been 
tested.  A  pilot  program 
started  with  the  Universi¬ 
ty  of  Illinois  school  system 
in  2012.  “Sustainability:  A 
Comprehensive  Founda¬ 
tion,”  was  made  accessible 
electronically  to  students 
and  teachers  free  of  charge 
everywhere.  This  “test”  was 
sponsored  through  a  grant 
from  the  U.S.  Department 
of  Education.  The  book 
is  still  accessible  to  stu¬ 
dents  in  and  out  of  Illinois. 


“That  is  a  direct  sav¬ 
ing  for  the  students  any¬ 
time  a  professor  assigns 
the  text,”  added  Durbin. 

Open-source  textbooks 
give  students  and  teach¬ 
ers  another  way  to  pack¬ 
age  information.  A  strat¬ 
egy  trying  to  copy  what 
has  been  done  in  Illinois 
is  ongoing  at  Minnesota 
State  University-Manka- 
to.  Franken,  a  co-spon- 
sor  of  the  ACT  Act  ex¬ 
plained  how  MSU-M 
gives  money  to  profes¬ 
sors  to  write  a  book.  The 
books,  in  turn,  become  an 
open-source  publication. 

“This  puts  pressure  on 
the  textbooks  creators,  pro¬ 
ducers  and  publishers  to  be 
competitive,”  said  Franken. 

The  University  of 
Minnesota,  under  the 
Open  Textbook  Network 
(OTN),  implemented  a 
similar  program  in  2015 
and  reported  college  stu¬ 
dents  from  nine  universi¬ 


ties  saved  an  estimated  $1.5 
million  in  textbook  costs. 

Adding  in  on  the  con¬ 
versation  was  Kaitlyn  Vi- 
tez,  a  higher  education  ad¬ 
vocate  from  the  U.S.  Public 
Interest  Research  Group 
(PIRG).  She  said  65  per¬ 
cent  of  students  have  had 
to  skip  buying  a  textbook 
at  some  point,  while  95 
percent  worried  that  not 
buying  the  textbook  was 
going  to  affect  their  grades. 

“We  know  we  have 
a  serious  problem  on 
hand  that  we  have  to 
handle,”  said  Vitez. 

Durbin  brought  in  a 
personal  feel  to  the  act’s 
conversation  after  visit¬ 
ing  schools  in  Illinois.  He 
mentioned  instructors  not 
knowing  the  cost  of  the 
books  they  want  for  their 
classes,  or  unnecessarily 
changing  the  book  for  ba¬ 
sic  introductory  classes.  At 
a  community  college,  it  is 
estimated  that  we  some¬ 


times  spend  40  percent  of 
our  tuition  fees  on  books. 

Over  the  last  decade,  the 
U.S.  Department  of  La¬ 
bor  Consumer  Price  Index 
shows  consumers’  textbook 
expenses  increased  90 
percent.  Also,  according 
to  College  Board,  “the  av¬ 
erage  student  budget  for 
college  books  and  supplies 
during  the  2015-2016  ac¬ 
ademic  year  was  $1,250.” 

Pressed  by  The  DePau- 
lia’s  Evelyn  Baker  as  to  why 
the  bill  hasn’t  been  passed 
since  its  introduction  in 
October  2015,  Durbin’s 
answer  hinged  on  the 
timetable  for  discussions 
about  the  Reauthorization 
of  Higher  Education  Act.

“With  this  event  we 
hope  to  introduce  chil¬ 
dren  to  the  A/E/C  indus¬ 
try  and  possibilities  for 
their  future;  build  interest 
and  highlight  that  it  is  a 
great  industry  for  women 
as  well,”  Agoranos  said. 


On  Saturday,  Oct.  28, 
COD  is  hosting  a  LEGO 
building  competition  for 
children  K-6.

“The  Architecture, 
Engineering,  and  Con¬ 
struction  industries  are 
largely  male  dominated 
industries,  but  very  viable 
career  choices  for  wom¬ 
en,”  Agoranos  said.  “If  we 
don’t  encourage  kids  to 
think  about  these  fields 
they  often  don’t  realize  the 
various  career  options.” 

During  the  competi¬ 
tion,  children  will  have 
one  hour  to  use  LEGO 
blocks,  a  small  rock,  string, 
foil  and  a  poster  board  to 
build  a  project  relating  to 
the  construction  industry. 


According  to  the  NAWIC 
Education  Foundation, 
since  the  block  building 
program  was  launched  in 
1990,  more  than  300,000 
children  have  participated.

TAKING 
A  KNEE 


EDITORIAL  / 

We  need  to  bring 
the  controversy  back 
to  where  it  needs  to  be 


With  all  of  de¬ 
bate  surround¬ 
ing  this  issue, 
the  real  reason  behind  the 
protests  have  consequent¬ 
ly  been  blurred.  Attention 
needs  to  be  brought  back 
to  the  fact  that  players 
are  protesting  police  bru¬ 
tality  and  social  injustice 
towards  black  people. 

“I  am  not  going  to  stand 
up  to  show  pride  in  a  flag 
for  a  country  that  oppress¬ 
es  black  people  and  peo¬ 
ple  of  color.  To  me,  this 
is  bigger  than  football, 
and  it  would  be  selfish  on 
my  part  to  look  the  other 
way.  There  are  bodies  in 
the  street  and  people  get¬ 
ting  paid  leave  and  get¬ 
ting  away  with  murder.” 

These  are  the  words  of 
Colin  Kaepernick,  last  year 
explaining  why  he  decided 


to  kneel  during  the  anthem 
before  a  game.  Kaepernick, 
a  former  quarterback  for 
the  San  Francisco  49ers 
started  the  “take  a  knee” 
movement,  which  has  been 
displayed  by  other  players 
in  the  league  ever  since 
and  has  garnered  its  larg¬ 
est  show  of  support  after 
President  Donald  Trump 
criticized  the  protest  and 
players  who  engage  in  it. 

Many  other  players  have 
spoken  on  the  legitimacy 
of  the  protests.  Seattle  Se- 
ahawks  wide  receiver  Doug 
Baldwin  was  quoted  saying 
“If  an  American  can’t  air 
their  grievances  to  the  re¬ 
public  for  which  it  stands, 
then  where  can  they  air 
their  grievances?  And  when 
you  have  the  president  of 
our  country  basically  say¬ 
ing,  ‘I  don’t  want  to  hear 


your  protest.  I  don’t  want 
to  hear  your  grievances,’ 
then  I  think  that’s  where 
we  have  the  challenge.” 

Green  Bay  Packers  head 
coach  Mike  McCarthy 
also  talked  about  why  he 
and  his  team  chose  to  lock 
arms  instead  of  kneeling. 

“I  was  proud  of  the 
players.  They’ve  put  a  lot 
of  time  and  energy  and 
thought  into  it.  They’ve 
met.  They’ve  had  a  chance 
to  discuss,  each  and  every 
guy,  to  express  his  opin¬ 
ions.  I  think,  like  any¬ 
thing  in  life,  you’re  never 
going  to  have  everybody 
feel  100%  the  same  way, 
but  it’s  just  something  we 
talk  about  a  lot  as  a  foot¬ 
ball  team.  I  always  want  to 
make  sure  that  the  why  - 
why  are  we  doing  this  -  is 
explained.  And  you  want 


them  to  have  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  disagree...  And 
I  think  this  is  an  example 
of  that.  So  the  process  that 
they’ve  gone  through,  I’m 
proud  of  them.  Their  ap¬ 
proach  is  one  of  a  positive 
nature,  and  that’s  definitely 
the  preference.  So,  locking 
arms  and  honoring  the  flag 
I  think  is  a  very  good  thing.” 

At  the  end  of  the  day, 
these  people  aren’t  just 
protesting  for  protesting’s 
sake,  they’re  doing  it  for 
a  cause.  That  is  where  our 
attention  should  be.  We 
should  be  careful  not  to 
drown  out  the  reasoning 
behind  all  this,  because 
the  first  step  to  fixing  the 
problems  being  protested 
is  acknowledging  them, 
and  that’s  all  these  pro¬ 
testers  are  trying  to  do.

Kevin  Durant  stole 
the  show  in  the 
2017  NBA  finals 
against  LeBron  James’ 
Cavaliers,  winning  its 
Most  Valuable  Player, 
leaving  the  remainder  of 
the  league  scrambling  to 
figure  out  how  it’ll  attack 
this  historical  power.  LeB¬ 
ron  has  been  in  the  unique 
position  of  being  the  voice 
of  the  league  for  almost  a 
decade  now  and  in  doing 
so  has  more  often  than  not 
controlled  the  narrative 
of  the  NBA  season.  With 
the  Warriors  becoming  the 
machine  they  are  and  the 
rest  of  the  league  treat¬ 
ing  this  as  an  arms  race, 
LeBron  will  have  to  push 
a  new  roster  to  champion¬ 
ship  heights  that  looks  to 
be  a  groups  of  misfit  toys.

decade  James  is  not  the 
talking  point  of  the  league. 
Many  prognosticators 
doubt  the  idea  of  James 
winning  another  champi¬ 
onship.  This  is  embarrass¬ 
ingly  disrespectful  to  the 
the  four-time  league  MVP, 
who  has  carried  the  rep¬ 
utation  of  the  NBA  for  a 
decade-plus.  The  additions 
made  by  OKC  -  adding 
both  Paul  George  and 
Carmelo  Anthony  -  along¬ 
side  reigning  MVP  Russell 
Westbrook  is  just  a  micro¬ 
cosm  of  what  the  NBA 
is  doing  to  dethrone  the 
machine  in  San  Francisco. 

Some  of  the  pressure  is 
now  off  of  LeBron,  which 
is  strange  to  say  consider¬ 
ing  the  scrutiny  his  career 
is  constantly  under.  The 
league  has  made  great 
strides  this  past  offsea¬ 
son,  creating  star-stud¬ 
ded  rosters  and  buzz 
among  fan  bases.  LeB¬ 
ron  however,  will  be  at 
his  best  as  he  always  is 
as  the  King  of  Akron.

Venson  didn’t  seem  to 
be  recognized  by  most  of 
the  crowd,  which  probably 
benefitted  both  parties.  As 


more  hooting  and  holler¬ 
ing  occurred  every  second. 

Venson  released 

her  latest  EP  titled 
Transcends  Sep.  29. 

Convinced  that  this  type 
of  setting  met  my  exact 
taste  and  style  for  live  mu¬ 
sic,  I  grew  more  and  more 
eager  to  see  Clarkrip  his  set. 
As  the  theatre  lights 
reemerged  with  Venson 
exiting,  fans  rushed  to 
bathrooms  and  bars 
in  anticipation  of 
an  awesome  show 
ahead  of  them.  A 
delightful  mixture 
of  teenagers,  young 
adults  and  retirees,  it 
is  clear  that  Clark  has 
the  formula  of  generat¬ 
ing  huge  and  exception- 


real  rock  star  swagger. 

My  eyes  lit  up  and  I 
could  barely  sit  still.  Clark 
looked  over  the  crowd  as 
if  he  was  surveying  who 
he’s  making  his  money 
off  of.  Taking  one  breath 
and  tuning  his  first  guitar 
slightly,  Clark  ripped  a 
chord  and  the  show  began. 

With  every  song  Clark 
increased  his  ability  to  light 
up  the  stage  with  a  variety 
of  blues,  rock,  and  R&B. 
Mixing  in  original  tunes 
from  his  debut  live  album 
with  his  latest  stuff,  the 
energy  in  the  Pabst  The¬ 
atre  was  absolutely  electric. 

My  cheeks  began  to 
hurt  after  every  solo 
from  smiling  too  much. 
The  coolness  of  Clark  Jr., 
the  roaring  of  the  crowd 
during  every  song,  the 
dancing  of  the  standing 
area  below  us  all  added  to 
the  ecstasy  of  the  show.

Clark  Jr.  with  some

2016.  After  playing  Our 
Love  and  Cold  Blooded 
Clark  leant  into  the  mic 
as  if  he  was  heartbroken 
and  said  “Alright,  alright,  I 
know  ya’ll  didn’t  come  here 
for  that  love  song  bullsT” 
Finally,  my  favorite  song 
was  about  to  be  played.  All 
the  YouTube  videos  and 
countless  plays  on  my  Gary 
Clark  Jr.  vinyl  have  paid  off 
as  he  starts  his  masterpiec 
When  My  Train  Pulls  In. 
Clearly  in  sync  with  each 
other,  the  chemistry  of  the 
band  punctured  the  crowd 
as  Clark  pounded  out  a 
five  minute  solo  that  left 


everyone  jaw-dropped. 

The  rising  and  falling 
notes  from  the  bass  and 
backup  guitar  as  if  they 
were  playing  for  a  hor¬ 
ror  movie  added  to  the 
pureness  of  Clark’s  abil¬ 
ity  to  absolutely  annihi¬ 
late  my  highest  expecta¬ 
tions  and  exceed  them. 

After  the  song  had 
complete  I  sat  back  in 
my  chair— relaxing  my 
muscles  similarly  to  the 
moment  of  rest  you  get 
sitting  in  a  dentist's  chair. 

I  looked  over  at  my  dad 
with  a  grin  that  met  both 
ears  only  to  see  him  do¬ 
ing  the  exact  same  thing. 
For  someone  who  has 
seen  the  Scorpions  de¬ 
molish  their  instruments 
during  a  five  finale  when 
he  was  younger,  to  see  his 
face  after  that  song  only 
added  to  my  experience. 

Clark  followed  his  origi¬ 
nal  tracks  with  a  shout  out 
to  “The  legends”  and  rea¬ 
son  why  he  was  standing 
before  us  that  night, 
with  his  version  of  the 
Beatles  classic  Come 
Together.

The  college  complied 
with  the  Jeanne  Clery  Dis¬ 
closure  of  Campus  Security 
Policy  and  Campus  Crime 


Statistics  Act  when  the 
2017  annual  security  re¬ 
port  was  released  last  week. 

The  act,  signed  into  law 
in  1990,  mandates  col¬ 
leges  and  universities  to 
give  out  information  about 
crimes  on  their  campuses. 

"The  annual  security  re¬ 
port  is  an  opportunity  for 
all  members  of  the  campus 
community  to  be  made 


aware  of  programs,  poli¬ 
cies  and  procedures  that 
are  in  place  to  make  their 
campus  as  safe  as  possi¬ 
ble,"  said  Campus  Po¬ 
lice  Chief  Joseph  Muhin. 

With  few  or  no  arrests 
at  area  campuses,  the  re¬ 
port  shows  11  arrests  were 
made  in  connection  with 
a  violation  of  the  college's 
drug  abuse  policy  on  the 


main  campus.  That  num¬ 
ber  is  three  more  than  the 
eight  arrests  made  in  2015. 

The  report  shows  one 
incident  of  robbery;  pre¬ 
sumably  the  Sept.  12, 
2016,  parking  lot  inci¬ 
dent.  Two  former  stu¬ 
dents  have  been  charged 
with  armed  robbery.  The 
college  responded  by  ap¬ 
proving  money  for  an  ex¬ 


terior  surveillance  system. 

The  report  shows  data 
within  a  three  year  period 
and  provides  safety  tips.  It 
goes  further  and  outlines 
guidelines  for  reporting  a 
violation  of  criminal  laws 
and  adopted  board  policies. 

"Perhaps  most  impor¬ 
tantly,  it  is  a  reminder  to  us 
all  that  we  share  responsi¬ 
bility  for  making  our  cam¬ 


pus  a  safe  environment, 
dedicated  to  teaching  and 
learning,"  added  Mullin.

Day  on  Oct.  7  hosted  by  the 
College  of  DuPage.  An¬ 
gel  Price  was  on  campus  to 
talk  to  young  high  school 
students,  but  her  insight  on 
how  to  get  more  females  into 
the  STEM  fields  are  note¬ 
worthy  for  college  students. 

Vandy  Manyeh: 

Who  is  Angel  Price? 

Angel  Price:  I  am  a  fe¬ 
male  who  happens  to  work 
in  a  STEM  field  at  Walt 
Disney  World  as  the  en¬ 
gineering  services  man¬ 
ager  for  "Pandora;  The 
World  of  Avatar,"  which 
is  based  on  a  movie  most 
people  are  familiar  with. 

VM:  What  is  like 
to  be  a  woman  in  this 
male-dominant  field? 

AP:  It's  a  challenge.  It 
is  a  challenge  every  day. 
A  lot  of  my  career  in  go¬ 
ing  through  everything  is 
a  lot  of  isolation  and  not 
understanding  where  I  fit 
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in  with  a  male-dominated 
field.  Some  of  the  things  I 
like  to  express  to  females 
is  that  you  might  go  into 
classrooms,  and  you  might 
be  the  only  female.  But  the 
best  way  to  think  about  it 
is  that  you,  are  the  star  of 
your  own  show,  and  this 
is  your  time  to  shine.  It 
is  great  to  be  different  in 
a  world  that  may  not  be 
familiar  or  ready  for  you. 

VM:  You  had  so  many 
options  as  a  young  per¬ 
son  growing  up  in  Amer¬ 
ica,  why  did  choose  to 
go  into  engineering? 

AP:  I've  always  loved 
problem-solving.  I've  al¬ 
ways  loved  taking  things 
apart  and  seeing  how 
things  work.  I  wanted  to 
get  into  a  field  where  I 
can  solve  problems  and 
make  a  difference;  just  sort 
of  changing  the  world.  I 
know  it  sounds  advan¬ 
tageous.  A  lot  of  kids  say 
they  want  to  come  in;  they 
want  to  change  the  world, 
but  I  wanted  to  go  into 
a  field  where  I  can  solve 


big  things.  This  just  goes 
back  to  the  fundamental 
of  making  people  happy. 

VM:  Did  you  have 
to  make  any  sacrifice  to 
become  an  engineer? 

AP:  I  learned  to  have  a 
different  style  of  social  life 
going  through  college.  I 
was  one  of  those  students 
who  tried  to  challenge 
that.  Engineering  is  very 
demanding  in  general.  I 
never  wanted  to  go  and 
hang  out  with  my  friends 
who  were  Psychology  ma¬ 
jors,  just  to  really  go  there. 
I  also  noticed  they  seemed 
to  have  more  of  the  social 
life.  I  had  to  find  that  bal¬ 
ance.  The  sacrifice  I  gave 
into  this  is  finding  the  bal¬ 
ance  in  between  being  out 
and  being  everywhere  and 
knowing  when  to  stop  and 
being  focused.  My  true  goal 
was  to  eventually  grad¬ 
uate  and  get  a  job  I  love. 

VM:  As  a  female  who 
did  engineering,  how  is  it 
like  to  succeed  in  college? 

AP:  Succeeding  in  col¬ 
lege  as  a  female  is  huge. 


It  is  huge  because  I  know 
that  the  majority  of  the 
people  that  are  around  me 
in  my  field  are  males.  I'm 
being  the  trendsetter  for 
females  who  would  even¬ 
tually  like  to  get  into  my 
field.  I  also  knew  I  was 
going  into  a  world  where 
people  are  not  comfortable 
with  somebody  that  looks 
like  me,  or  they  are  not 
comfortable  with  some¬ 
body  that  they  aren't  used 
to.  The  whole  goal  is  to  get 
them  more  comfortable  so 
that  the  idea  of  a  female 
being  in  a  male-dominant 
industry  becomes  a  norm. 

VM:  How  is  it  like  being 
the  "trendsetter"  or  just 
the  only  female  working 
in  an  engineering  office? 

AP:  I  love  it.  In  all  hon¬ 
esty,  I  spent  most  of  the 
years  in  school  or  work 
being  the  only  one.  Just 
think  about  it  as  you  are 
the  star  of  your  own  show. 
Me  being  there  is  bigger 
than  me.  I  am  trying  to 
make  a  difference  so  that 
the  next  person  that  comes 
up  can  do  the  same  thing. 


VM:  How  important  is 
it  to  share  your  story  with 
high  school  students  and 
even  college  students? 

AP:  It's  big.  I  honesdy 
wished  when  I  was  in  high 
school  I  saw  females  in 
technical  fields-  like  you  see 
today.  One,  I  didn't  know 
I  wanted  to  do  engineering 
until  two  years  after  I  was 
already  in  college.  Part  of 
that  was  that  I  never  saw 
somebody  that  looked  like 
me  in  this  type  of  field, 
even  though  I  like  some  of 
the  same  things  engineers 
like.  I  didn't  know  it  exist¬ 
ed  and  that  it  was  a  possi¬ 
bility.  The  reason  why  I  love 
reaching  out  and  speaking 
at  STEM  events  is  that  I 
want  people  to  see  some¬ 
body  that  looks  like  them. 

VM:  What  opportuni¬ 
ties  are  out  there  for  a  fe¬ 
male  who  pursue  a  degree 
in  a  STEM-related  field? 

AP:  The  sky  is  your  lim¬ 
it  at  this  point  in  time. 
Attending  programs  like 
this  give  females  the  ex¬ 
posure  to  network.  I  am 
excited  that  each  one  of 


these  little  girls  is  able  to 
see  somebody  and  some¬ 
thing  they  can  connect 
with.  They  now  have  the 
opportunity  to  figure  out 
what  they  want  to  do. 

VM:  What  do  you  think 
can  be  done  to  bridge  the 
gap  between  the  number  of 
males  pursuing  STEM  de¬ 
grees  and  female  who  do? 

AP:  I  think  exactly  what 
we  are  doing  now.  I  think 
the  more  females  are  aware 
of what  is  out  there  and  that 
they  can  be  a  part,  in  turn, 
you  are  going  to  have  fe¬ 
males  trying  to  change  the 
world.  If  you  don't  know 
what  to  pursue  in  college, 
that  is  fine.  I'm  even  rein¬ 
venting  myself  on  a  regu¬ 
lar  basis;  and  that  it's  ok. 

Price  holds  an  M.E. 
degree  from  Purdue  Uni¬ 
versity,  and  an  M.S.  in 
Professional  Engineer¬ 
ing  Management  from 
the  University  of  Cen¬ 
tral  Florida  and  works  on 
STEM  programs  in  Cen¬ 
tral  Florida. 
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Female  students  from  area  high  schools  were  at  College  of  DuPage 
on  Sept.  6for  a  Women  in  STEM  Career  Day.  Women  teaching  STEM 
courses  at  COD,  leaders  from  across  the  manufacturing  industries

"What  happens  now?" 

The  big  question  following 
the  Las  Vegas  shooting

From  Virginia  Tech 
to  Texas  Tech,  col¬ 
lege  campuses  have 
been  homes  to  some  of 
the  worst  mass  murders  in 
American  history.  Monday 
night’s  fatal  shooting  of  a 
police  officer  at  Texas  Tech 
University  is  no  different. 

Unfortunately,  the  ac¬ 
tions  of  Steven  Paddock 
have  also  left  the  country 
in  utter  disbelief.  Fol¬ 
lowing  the  Las  Vegas 
shooting  tragedy,  a  reac¬ 
tion  from  campuses  and 
other  public  institutes 
needs  to  happen,  and  fast. 

College  of  Dupage  Po¬ 
lice  Chief  Joseph  Mul- 
lin  is  confident  in  the 
departments  ability  in 
keeping  this  campus  safe, 
saying  “The  COD  Po¬ 
lice  participate  in  regular 
training  related  to  the  re¬ 
sponse  to  an  active  threat.” 
“The  COD  Police 


maintain  a  high  level  of 
vigilance  and  situational 
awareness  in  their  daily 
operations.  This  includes 
awareness,  and  recognition 
of,  pre-incident  behaviors 
associated  with  active  vi¬ 
olence.  The  COD  Police 
will  continue  to  work  with 
community  members  to 
prevent,  mitigate,  and  re¬ 
spond  to  active  violence.” 

“The  COD  Police  offer 
monthly  Active  Violence 
Preparedness  classes  to 
faculty  and  staff  members 
who  will  provide  leader¬ 
ship  in  the  event  of  a  crisis. 

Mullins  also  said  that 
CODPD  “intend  to 
make  Active  Violence 
Preparedness  class¬ 

es  available  to  students 
in  the  very  near  future.” 

Although  carrying  any 
kind  of  weapon  or  firearm 
on  campus  is  strictly  pro¬ 
hibited,  COD  currendy 


offers  a  “Concealed  Car¬ 
ry  with  Confidence”  class 
available  to  those  who  meet 
the  given  requirements. 

According  to  the  col¬ 
lege’s  policy  manual  sec¬ 
tion  15-41,  “The  posses¬ 
sion  and/or  use  of  weapons 
is  stricdy  prohibited  on 
College  of  DuPage  prem¬ 
ises  unless  possession  or 
use  is  by  an  authorized  cur¬ 
rent  or  retired  law  enforce¬ 
ment  officer  or  officers 
engaged  in  official  duties.” 

“Any  employee  or  stu¬ 
dent  not  authorized  by 
the  President  to  possess 
a  weapon  while  on  Col¬ 
lege  of  DuPage  premises 
may  face  disciplinary  ac¬ 
tion,  up  to  and  includ¬ 
ing  termination  or  ex¬ 
pulsion,  consistent  with 
College  policy  and  Col¬ 
lege  collective  bargaining 
agreement  obligations.” 

It  also  explains  that 


CODPD  “shall  be  respon¬ 
sible  for  the  development 
and  promulgation  of  pro¬ 
cedures  and  protocols  for 
storage  and  confiscation 
of  weapons  and  firearms.” 

Rest  assured,  Mullins 
further  stated  that  COD 
“has  a  comprehensive 
emergency  operations  plan 
specific  to  active  violence, 
which  includes  mutual 
aid  agreements  with  oth¬ 
er  local  law  enforcement 
and  medical  partners.” 

“This  plan  outlines  strat¬ 
egies  to  prevent,  mitigate, 
respond  to,  and  recover 
from  active  violence.  The 
COD  Police  are  repre¬ 
sented  and  serve  on  the 
College’s  BIT  (Behavior 
Intervention  Team).  One 
of  this  team’s  objectives 
is  to  mitigate  the  poten¬ 
tial  for  active  violence.” 

The  awakening  news  of 
Steven  Paddock’s  poten¬ 


tial  stay  at  the  Blackstone 
Hotel  during  Lollapa- 
looza  has  also'  shortened 
some  people’s  breath. 

It  is  still  unclear  why 
Steven  Paddock  hadn’t 
checked  in  to  his  hotel 
the  weekend  of  Aug.  3,  in 
Chicago.  A  frightening 
reality  most  concert-goers 
will  have  to  cope  with  for 
the  rest  of  their  lives.  With 
the  growing  in  popularity 
Kidzapalooza  and  esti¬ 
mated  population  of  five 
times  that  of  the  Route  91 
Harvest  Festival,  disaster 
would’ve  been  inevitable. 

COD  student  Nick 
Fancher,  22,  said,  “Many  of 
us  take  each  day  of  our  lives 
for  granted  not  realizing 
tomorrow  is  never  prom¬ 
ised.  Seeing  all  of  the  inno¬ 
cent  lives  injured  and  lost 
during  the  Las  Vegas  mas¬ 
sacre  strongly  highlights 
how  valuable  fife  truly  is.” 


“This  had  strong  impli¬ 
cations  on  myself,”  Fanch¬ 
er  said  after  hearing  Pad- 
dock  had  booked  a  room 
at  the  Blackstone  Hotel. 
“Being  a  part  of  the  mil¬ 
lions  of  people  and  com¬ 
prehending  that  I  could 
easily  have  been  a  victim 
along  with  the  others. 

“These  kinds  of  horrific 
experiences  allow  me  to  re¬ 
alize  the  importance  of  life 
and  how  this  can  happen 
to  anybody  at  anytime.  It  is 
sad  to  think  that  our  lives 
can  be  taken  in  such  an  un¬ 
fortunate  way  but  having 
a  positive  outlook  on  life 
can  help  us  move  forward 
from  these  circumstances.” 

According  to  Cam¬ 
pus  Safety,  since  2012 
there  have  been  142 
school  shootings  in  the 
United  States,  leav¬ 
ing  290  students  and  40 
faculty  members  dead.

This  fall,  students  can 
learn  to  stay  safe  while  op¬ 
erating  firearms  in  COD’s 
marksman  and  firearm 
safety  courses  at  the  HTC. 

The  Homeland  Secu¬ 
rity  Training  Institute 
currendy  offers  marks¬ 
man  training  and  firearms 
safety  to  students  over 
the  age  of  21  who  are  le¬ 
gally  capable  of  safely 
carrying  and  operating 
a  firearm.  Students  must 
also  possess  a  valid  Fire¬ 
arm  Owner  Identification 
card  and  driver's’  license. 

The  two-day  Concealed 
Carry  with  Confidence 
class  is  designed  to  pro¬ 
vide  knowledge  in  firearm 
safety,  principles  of  marks¬ 
manship,  decision-making 


scenarios,  care  and  load¬ 
ing  of  a  firearm  and  state 
and  federal  laws.  Upon 
completion  of  this  course, 
students  will  satisfy  the 
legal  requirements  of  the 
Concealed  Carry  Act. 
The  training  facility  also 
includes  a  concealed  car¬ 
ry  firearm  simulator  and 
the  Multiple  Integrated 
Laser  Engagement  Sys¬ 
tem  within  a  four-di¬ 
mensional  street  scene. 

COD  also  offers  a 
6-hour  basic  firearms  safe¬ 
ty  class,  which  is  a  prereq¬ 
uisite  for  the  Marksman 
Training  Course.  The  basic 
safety  class  provides  in¬ 
struction  on  skills  neces¬ 
sary  to  operate  a  semi-au¬ 
tomatic  pistol,  as  well  as 


its  parts  and  functions, 
basic  shooting  and  holster 
skills.  The  class  is  offered 
on  Oct.  28  from  8  a.m.  to 
2:30  p.m.  for  a  fee  of  S125. 

For  students  interest¬ 
ed  in  further  develop¬ 
ing  their  marksman  skill, 
the  HSTI  offers  a  six- 
week  marksman  training 
course  designed  to  im¬ 
prove  marksmanship  by 
perfecting  fundamentals; 
drawing  from  a  holster, 
shooting  one-handed  and 
increasing  precision.  The 
course  is  offered  on  Tues¬ 
day  evenings  from  Nov. 
7  to  Dec.  12  for  S450. 

Handguns  and  ammu¬ 
nition  are  not  allowed  on 
COD’s  campus  except 
for  use  in  the  marksman 


training  class,  after  being 
inspected  by  an  instructor. 
Board  Policy  15-41  Con¬ 
cealed  Carry  Exemptions 
states  that  firearms  may 
be  brought  on  campus  if 
“"the  weapon  or  firearm 
is  used  in  connection  with 
a  weapons  safety  course, 
weapons  education  course, 
military  science  or  law  en¬ 
forcement  training  course 
offered  by  the  College 
and/or  approved  and  au¬ 
thorized  by  the  College."

Stricter  gun  control 
laws  is  a  matter  of 
public  safety

On  Sunday  Oct. 

1st,  the  deadliest 
mass  shooting  in 
US  history  took  place.  A 
gunman  opened  fire  on  a 
crowd  attending  an  out¬ 
door  country  music  con¬ 
cert  from  the  32nd  floor  of 
the  Mandalay  Bay  hotel  in 
Las  Vegas.  More  than  500 
people  were  injured  and  at 
least  58  people  were  killed 
in  the  horrific  event.  This 
latest  tragedy  has  inevitably 
reopened  the  public  debate 
surrounding  stricter  gun 
control  laws,  but  there  are 
still  people  who  don’t  want 
to  discuss  the  harm  a  ma¬ 
niac  with  a  gun  can  inflict. 

“I  think  it’s  particularly 
inappropriate  to  politicize 
an  event  like  this.”  said 
Senate  Majority  Leader 


Mitch  McConnell  when 
the  topic  was  brought  up. 
When  asked  if  the  U.S.  has 
a  “gun  violence  problem”  by 
a  reporter  at  the  Universi¬ 
ty  Medical  Center  in  Las 
Vegas,  President  Donald 
Trump  responded  by  de¬ 
claring,  “We’re  not  going 
to  talk  about  that  today. 
We  won’t  talk  about  that.” 

Conversely,  Rep.  John 
Lewis  told  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  Congress  to  “have 
courage”  and  “bring  com¬ 
mon-sense  gun  control 
legislation  to  a  vote.”  He 
then  pleaded,  “How  many 
more  dead  bodies  will 
it  take  to  wake  up  this 
Congress?  This  must  stop, 
and  it  must  stop  now. 
We  were  elected  to  lead.” 

There’s  little  doubt  the 


injured  and  their  families, 
as  well  as  the  families  of 
the  deceased,  need  our 
thoughts  and  our  prayers 
now,  as  House  Majority 
Whip  Steve  Scalise  allud¬ 
ed  to  during  an  interview 
on  Fox  News.  However, 
unfortunately,  thoughts 
and  prayers  probably  won’t 
stop  this  from  happen¬ 
ing  again.  Stricter  gun 
control  laws  would,  at 
the  very  least,  be  a  proper 
start.  As  Rep.  Katherine 
Clark  said  in  an  interview 
with  ABC  News,  “The 
best  way  to  honor  victims 
of  gun  violence  in  our 
country  is  to  take  action.” 

America  has  never  tak¬ 
en  a  second  thought  about 
shielding  its  citizens  from 
outside  danger.  Travel 


bans  have  been  imple¬ 
mented,  border  walls  have 
been  proposed,  and  wars 
were  even  started  all  in 
the  name  of  keeping  those 
who  threatened  the  safety 
of  Americans  at  bay.  So 
how  is  it  that  when  Amer¬ 
icans  kill  other  Americans, 
by  way  of  mass  shootings, 
the  consensus  is  we’re 
at  a  loss  for  what  can  be 
done?  It  seems  nonsensi¬ 
cal  for  the  government  to 
continue  to  do  nothing  to 
stop  these  mass  shootings. 

Many  opposing  strict¬ 
er  gun  control  laws  have 
reiterated  that  such  laws 
would  not  necessarily 
stop  mass  shootings  from 
occurring,  but  an  article 
posted  on  Newsweek’s 
website  says  “nonpartisan 


fact-checking  organization 
PolitiFact  found  in  2015, 
‘States  with  laws  that  re¬ 
strict  guns  do  tend  to  have 
lower  death  rates.’”  Even  if 
criminals  can’t  be  stopped 
from  finding  a  way  to  per¬ 
petrate  criminal  acts,  that 
doesn’t  mean  we  should 
be  making  it  any  easier  for 
them  to  get  away  with  it. 

From  implementing  a 
gun  registry  to  mandatory 
training  and  updated  skills 
checks  for  all  gun  owners, 
there  are  several  measures 
that  can  be  taken  to  re¬ 
duce  these  kinds  of  trag¬ 
edies.  An  article  on  NBC 
News’  website  states  that 
a  bipartisan  bill  is  being 
worked  on  by  Rep.  Car¬ 
los  Curbelo  of  Florida  to 
ban  bomb  stocks,  "a  device 


used  to  rapidly  accelerate 
a  weapon's’  rate  of  fire."  A 
dozen  bomb  stocks  were 
said  to  have  been  found  in 
the  shooter’s  hotel  room. 

It’s  easy  for  us  to  shy 
away  from  the  conversa¬ 
tion  of  how  we’re  going  to 
stop  mass  shootings  from 
becoming  all  too  normal 
in  American  society.  How¬ 
ever  not  talking  about  it 
and  not  taking  any  action 
isn’t  going  to  help  find  a 
solution.  Something  must 
be  done  to  stop  these  hor¬ 
rendous  acts  from  happen¬ 
ing,  otherwise  they  will 
continue  to  happen.  In  the 
words  of  former  President 
Ronald  Reagan,  “I  know 
it’s  a  hell  of  a  challenge, 
but  ask  yourselves  if  not 
us,  who,  if  not  now,  when?” 
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7 his  week,  Opinion  Editor  Kimberly  Wilson ,  along  with  Photo  Editor  Hannah  Davis ,  went  around 
campus  to  ask  students  if  the  country  has  enough  gun  control  regulations  and  if  they  think  the  law  should  be  stricter.

Teaching  Older 
Students  Old  Tricks 

The  average  age  of  a 
student  at  College  of 
DuPage  (COD)  is  35 
years  old;  this  means  that 
for  most  students,  high 
school  was  approximate¬ 
ly  17  years  ago.  Math 
skills  decline  over  time, 
if  not  used  regularly.  That 
does  not  mean  these 
skills  have  been  com¬ 
pletely  forgotten;  they 
may  only  need  dusting 
off. 

At  this  time,  new  stu¬ 
dents  of  COD  who  have 
an  ACT  of  21  or  high¬ 
er  can  start  college  level 


math.  Older  incoming 
students,  and  anyone  else 
who  no  longer  has  an 
applicable  ACT  score, 
have  to  take  a  placement 
test  (ALEKS)  to  find 
out  if  they’re  qualified 
to  start  at  college-lev- 
el  math.  If  students  do 
not  test  into  a  college 
level  of  math,  they  cur¬ 
rently  have  two  choices; 
students  can  take  long, 
remedial,  non-credit 
and  cosdy  math  class¬ 
es,  or  they  can  attempt 
to  use  the  ALEKS  Prep 
and  Learning  Modules 
to  bring  up  their  scores. 
Older  students  would 
benefit  greatly  from  a 


third  choice:  math  re¬ 
fresher  workshops. 

ALEKS  is  a  web- 
based,  adaptive  question¬ 
ing  assessment  system 
making  it  quite  easy  for 
young,  tech-sawy  stu¬ 
dents  to  use.  After  test¬ 
ing,  ALEKS  will  cre¬ 
ate  Prep  and  Learning 
Modules  based  on  per¬ 
sonalized  results  that  will 
then  allow  for  study  in 
the  areas  that  need  atten¬ 
tion.  Prep  and  Learning 
Modules  require  time 
and  a  quiet  place  to  work. 
Older  students  tend  to 
be  very  short  on  time. 
Most  have  jobs,  and/or 
families  in  addition  to 


college.  Those  jobs  and 
families  can  also  make  it 
difficult  to  find  a  space 
free  of  distractions. 

Moreover,  if  stu¬ 
dents  choose  not  to  use 
ALEKS  to  bring  up  their 
testing  scores,  then  they 
must  take  non-cred¬ 
it  remedial  classes  until 
they  reach  college-level 
math.  These  remedial 
classes  can  be  as  long  as 
16  weeks  and  cost  up  to 
$1,610!  This  is  not  a  re¬ 
alistic  option  for  an  old¬ 
er  student.  It  can  be  too 
cosdy  in  both  time  and 
money. 

It  would  be  helpful  to 
offer  a  third  choice  for 


older  students,  or  any¬ 
one  needing  a  brushing 
up  on  their  faded  math 
skills.  Math  refresher 
workshops  would  be  the 
perfect  option!  For  ex¬ 
ample,  Triton  College 
offers  a  math  refresher 
class  once  a  month.  Each 
class  is  five  hours  long 
and  covers  math  topics 
starting  from  basic  math, 
at  the  beginning  of  the 
day,  and  progressing  to 
more  challenging  math 
each  hour.  Students  can 
come  for  all  or  part  of 
the  day,  and  it’s  free! 
Another  example  is  the 
Community  College  of 
Baltimore  County.hey 


help  students  prep  for  a 
placement  test  with  pre¬ 
test  workshops  and  even 
go  so  far  as  to  offer  prac¬ 
tice  exams. 

How  do  we  make 
this  happen?  Talk  it  up! 
Mention  it  to  your  coun¬ 
selor.  Mention  it  to  the 
staff  in  the  placement 
testing  center  or,  best 
of  all,  call  the  Math  8c 
Natural  Sciences  Divi¬ 
sion  (630)  942-3210  and 
ask  that  they  consider 
adding  Math  Refresher 
Workshops.

Trubisky  plagued 
by  offensive 
inconsistency  in 
first  start

The  future  is  here 
and  it  created  an 
excitement  that 
Chicago  hasn’t  felt  in  quite 
a  long  time.  This  past  Mon¬ 
day,  the  Chicago  Bears 
started  their  rookie  quar¬ 
terback  Mitchell  Trubisky 
for  the  first  time  this  sea- 
'  son.  In  an  attempt  to  spark 
their  stagnant  offense  John 
Fox,  the  quarterback  with 
only  13  career  starts  under 
his  belt  at  North  Caro¬ 
lina  surprisingly  played 
with  poise.  The  Chicago 
quarterback  situation  has 
been  well  documented,  not 
having  a  pro  bowl  selec¬ 
tion  at  the  position  since 


Jim  McMahon  in  1985, 
the  year  they  went  to  the 
super  bowl.  It’s  safe  to  say 
that  the  arrival  of  Mitchell 
Trubisky  created  a  buzz. 

Trubisky  started  off  the 
game  with  a  great  throw 
on  a  quick  out  to  his  re¬ 
ceiver  for  a  conversion  on 
third  down.  He  followed 
that  play  with  a  quick 
strike  over  the  middle  to 
Kendall  Wright  for  an 
early  first  down.  Momen¬ 
tum  was  starting  to  churn 
in  the  Bears  favor,  when 
Trubisky  threw  a  beautiful 
ball  towards  the  sideline 
to  his  receiver  only  to  be 
called  back  by  a  ques¬ 


tionable  holding  call  on 
the  pro  bowl  center  Cody 
Whitehair.  While  the  of¬ 
fense  showed  plenty  of  its 
issues  early  in  the  game,  it 
was  evident,  the  moment 
wasn’t  too  big  for  the  rook¬ 
ie  quarterback. 

In  the  ensuing  drives, 
the  Bears  would  continue 
to  struggle  to  put  togeth¬ 
er  anything  remotely  re¬ 
sembling  a  solid  offensive 
drive.  When  they  were 
able  to  have  their  pro 
bowl  running  back  Jordan 
Howard  break  free  for 
what  looked  like  their  first 
touchdown  of  the  game,  it 
was  called  back  for  holding 


on  Markus  Wheaton.  The 
offense  would  continue  to 
struggle  but  the  defense 
battered  the  Minnesota 
offense  holding  them  to 
only  three  points  in  the 
first  half  on  top  of  getting 
the  team  on  the  board  with 
two  after  Leonard  Floyd’s 
sack  of  Sam  Bradford  in 
the  end  zone.  Trubisky 
would  fumble  the  ball  on 
a  sack  by  Everson  Griffen 
to  set  up  the  Vikings  only 
points  of  the  half. 

The  Bears  would  open 
the  second  half  the  way 
they  ended  the  first  shoot¬ 
ing  themselves  in  the  foot 
on  offense.  It  would  take 


a  play  from  their  punt¬ 
er  to  spark  the  scoring 
for  their  team.  In  anoth¬ 
er  futile  drive  from  the 
Bears  offense,  punter  Pat 
O’Donnell  got  the  snap 
and  quickly  threw  to 
Bears  running  back  Ben¬ 
ny  Cunningham  for  the 
score.  Trubisky  was  able 
to  showcase  his  creativity 
with  a  touchdown  pass  to 
tight  end  Zach  Miller  on 
a  rollout.  The  pass  itself 
was  almost  intercepted  by 
Vikings  safety  Andrew 
Sendejo  but  luckily  the 
ball  was  tipped  into  the  air 
for  Miller  to  snag  it  for  a 
touchdown. 


The  game  was  setup  per- 
fecdy  for  Trubisky  to  win 
the  game  for  the  Bears 
with  just  over  two  minutes 
left  in  the  game.  On  the 
first  play  of  the  drive  he 
rolled  out  to  his  right  look¬ 
ing  for  Zach  Miller  only  to 
be  baited  for  an  intercep¬ 
tion  by  the  pro  bowl  safety 
Harrison  Smith.  The  Vi¬ 
kings  would  run  down  to 
clock  and  kick  a  field  goal 
for  a  20-17  win.  Trubisky 
has  a  lot  to  learn  however, 
he  showed  a  lot  of  promise 
on  a  team  that  hasn’t  had 
this  kind  of  hope  in  a  long 
time.

"The  Courier  Presents: 
Newsroom  Confidential' 
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Gossip,  Sleeping 
With  Sirens  lat¬ 
est  album  re¬ 
leased  on  September  23rd 
is  an  all-out  representation 
of  an  entirely  new  sound 
and  completely  revolu¬ 
tionary  of  the  band  in  the 
essence  of  their  lyrical  and 
melody  composition.  In 
the  eight  years  since  the 
band  got  together,  I've  lis¬ 
tened  to  a  vast  majority  of 
their  albums  starting  from 
With  Eyes  To  See  &  Ears 
To  See,  Let's  Cheers  To 
This,  Feel  and  Madness. 
It's  been  great  seeing  the 
band  change  and  grow 
with  their  music  especial¬ 
ly  when  they  released  Live 
&  Unplugged  last  year. 
Alongside  their  most  in¬ 
teresting  album  ever,  If  You 
Were  A  Movie  This  Would 
Be  Your  Soundtrack  EP, 
the  band  truly  has  grown 
in  terms  of  music  and  lyr¬ 
ically.  However,  this  album 
is  completely  different 
from  anything  I've  ever 
heard  by  them  before. 

Sleeping  with  Sirens 
has  been  on  an  incredible 
high  with  their  previous 
albums 


In  BEHIND  THE 
GOSSIP  -  Jack  Fowler, 
the  guitarist,  speaks  about 
the  different  sounds  and 
guitars  that  were  used. 
They  use  several  different 
sounds,  much  of  it  was  us¬ 
ing  pedals  and  electronic 
voices.  “You  need  to  make 
a  guitar  sound,  not  like  a 
guitar”,  which  is  why  much 
of  Gossip  sounds  incredi¬ 
bly  different  than  anything 
that  has  ever  been  done  by 
the  band  before.  However, 
the  electronic  cover-ups 
degrade  Kellin’s  already 
wide-ranging  graceful  vo¬ 
cals  making  the  first  half  of 
the  album  sound  like  they 
are  trying  to  derail  Kellin. 

In  BEHIND  THE 
GOSSIP  -  Kellin  Quinn 
speaks  about  his  experi¬ 
ence  making  the  album. 
He  references  that  “The 
first  record  is 


me  finding  my  voice.. "This 
is  incredibly  controversial 
considering  the  fact  that 
most  of  the  album  uses 
electronics  and  almost  au¬ 
totune  like  vocals  covering 
Kellin’s  actual  beautiful 
voice.  Trouble  is  a  perfect 
example  of  that,  combining 
tones  of  electronic  guitar, 
and  really  covering  Kellin’s 
voice  with  almost  patchy 
like  vocals.  Not  to  mention 
the  lyrics  of  the  song  itself 
speak  exclusively  about  a 
home  life.  It  revolves  en¬ 
tirely  around  the  idea  of 
building  yourself  a  pit. 

Empire  To  Ashes  also 
reflects  the  controversy, 
consisting  entirely  of  elec¬ 
tronic  vibes  mixed  with 
an  effort  at  raspier  vocals 
and  lazy  “woahs”.  How¬ 
ever,  Empire  To  Ashes 
definitely  reflects  a  certain 
state  of  mind 


with  current  events.  A 
rock  heavy  song  full  of 
power  and  heart  the  met¬ 
aphors  of  the  lyrics  truly 
encompasses  a  large  part 
of  our  current  state.  The 
prominence  of  the  drums 
and  guitar  drown  Kellin's 
voice,  making  the  song 
less  creative  than  it  should 
have  been  with  the  cou¬ 
rageousness  of  the  lyrics 
revolving  around  it.  This  is 
one  of  the  few  songs  rem¬ 
iniscing  to  when  the  band 
made  heavier  rock  sounds. 

Kellin  also  speaks  about 
how  the  album  is  different 
and  how  they  don’t  sound 
like  others.  He  speaks 
about  how  as  a  starting 
artists  you  take  bits  and 
pieces  of  artists  you  listen 
to  and  tend  to  incorporate 
that  into  your  music.  Kellin 
truly  felt  that  this  album 
was  different 


of  madness,  truly  domi¬ 
nating  warped  tour  this 
past  summer.  Their  new¬ 
est  album,  Gossip,  takes 
an  incredible  twist  for  the 
band  completely  separate 
from  their  other  albums. 
In  BEHIND  THE  GOS¬ 
SIP  -  Gabe  Barham,  the 
drummer,  talks  about  how 
there  are  a  few  songs  that 
are  “edgy”  and  how  there 
are  a  few  "old  rock  songs" 
for  the  older  fans  as  well. 
The  album  reflects  the  rev¬ 
olution  of  Sleeping  with 
Sirens  and  their  growth 
according  to  Barham.  The 
drums  aren’t  “flashy”  but 
they  compliment  Kellin’s 
vocals.  This  is  true  for  a 
large  majority  of  the  songs 
on  the  album.  However, 
the  guitars  are  a  complete¬ 
ly  different  story. 


and  a  true  representation 
of  their  voice.  This  is  also 
incredibly  false  as  much  of 
the  album  uses  Paramore 
vibes  like  on  The  Chase, 
and  PVRIS-esque  guitar 
like  on  I  Need  To  Know. 

The  album  as  a  whole  is 
truly  an  astounding  leap 
for  the  band,  their  compi¬ 
lation  of  songs  completely 
different  than  anything  the 
band  has  previously  done. 
Despite  the  controversies, 
the  overall  album  isn’t  too 
bad,  and  it’s  a  true  revolu¬ 
tion  on  their  part.  As  a  fan 
of  their  music,  this  album 
was  definitely  unexpected 
and  was  revolutionary  for 
the  band  in  terms  of  the 
melodic  rock  upbringing. 
Although  different,  the  al¬ 
bum  was  overall  enjoyable 
and  not  a  complete  disap¬ 
pointment.  It  was  definite¬ 
ly  the  most  political  the 
band  has  ever  been  with 
singles  like  Empire  To 
Ashes,  War  and  perhaps 
slight  lyrical  value  in 
Trouble.

College  of  DuPage 
astronomy  Pro¬ 
fessor  Joe  Dal 
Santo  spreads  his  passion 
for  the  stars  to  the  public 
through  various  discus¬ 
sions  and  his  own  You¬ 
Tube  channel.  On  Satur¬ 


day,  he  introduced  a  full 
room  of  students  and  com¬ 
munity  members  to  the 
wonders  of  NASA’s  “rev¬ 
olutionary  mission”  Dawn. 

Part  of  NASA’s  Discov¬ 
ery  Program— which  was 
described  as  a  series  of  “low 
cost  missions”  by  Dal  San¬ 
to,  Dawn  was  sent  to  pho¬ 
tograph  two  “bodies”inside 
the  asteroid  belt  between 
Mars  and  Jupiter,  later 
named  Vesta  and  Ceres. 

Vesta  and  Ceres  con¬ 
tain  each  of  their  own 
unique  traits.  The  aster¬ 
oid  Vesta  mysteriously 
uncovered  three  enor¬ 
mous  craters  nicknamed 
“Vesta’s  Snowman”  which 
range  approximately  60 
kilometers  in  diameter. 

While  Ceres,  which 


fits  the  qualifications  of  a 
dwarf  planet  contains  signs 
of  water  vapor  and  the  pos¬ 
sibility  of  an  atmosphere. 
Less  than  half  the  size  of 
Pluto,  astronomists  are  still 
intrigued,  in  a  report  on 
Dawn’s  findings,  NASA 
stated  “while  Ceres  might 
not  have  living  things  to¬ 
day,  there  could  be  signs  it 
harbored  life  in  the  past.” 

The  unmanned  aircraft 
left  in  Sep.  2007  to  observe 
Vesta  and  Ceres  through 
orbital  photography.  From 
Earth,  Vesta  and  Ceres 
only  appeared  to  be  specs 
light  and  left  a  millenia 
of  questions  for  astrono¬ 
mers  who  spotted  them. 

Dal  Santo  emphasized 
the  importance  of  the  two 
objects,  calling  them  “cru¬ 


cial  roles  in  understanding 
the  solar  system”  and  that 
the  discovery  and  obser¬ 
vations  made  because  of 
Dawn  have  “filled  in  a  gap” 
in  the  astronomy  world. 

Using  a  projection  pro¬ 
cess  called  “ion  propul¬ 
sion,”  Dawn  has  a  very  low 
propellant  rate.  Basically, 
“it’s  not  going  anywhere 
very  fast”  Dal  Santo  ex¬ 
plained  after  revealing 
that  the  spacecraft  arrived 
at  Vesta  in  July  2011. 

Dal  Santo  described 
the  mission  as  a  waiting 
game,  saying  that  “you 
have  to  be  patient,”  but 
the  results  have  certain¬ 
ly  made  up  for  the  wait. 

Astonishingly,  scien¬ 
tists  have  also  discovered  a 
broken  piece  of  meteorite 


that  matches  Vesta’s  make¬ 
up— meaning  that  we  can 
now  examine  the  physical 
structure  up  close,  not  lim¬ 
ited  only  to  photographs. 

After  a  year  of  photo¬ 
graphing  Vesta,  Dawn 
made  its  way  to  Ceres— the 
larger  of  the  two,  where 
it  continues  to  observe 
the  dwarf  planet  today. 

Dawn  has  c.ollected 
over  132  GB  of  data-in- 
eluding  69,000  imag¬ 
es— which  can  be  found 
through  the  Jet  Propul¬ 
sion  Laboratory’s  website, 
and  has  traveled  3.5  bil¬ 
lion  miles  in  the  10  years 
it  has  been  spacebound. 

According  to  the  Jet 
Propulsion  Laboratory’s 
article  “Dawn  Mission 
Celebrates  10  Years  in 


Space”  published  on  Sep. 
27,  2017,  the  Dawn  air¬ 
craft  “remains  healthy”  af¬ 
ter  all  these  years.  Mission 
engineer  and  chief  director 
Marc  Rayman  emphasized 
Dawn’s  impact  saying  it 
“continues  to  be  a  mission 
for  everyone  who  yearns 
for  new  knowledge.” 

Dal  Santo  captured  the 
entire  seminar  with  one 
sentence,  “That’s  why  we 
do  science— for  the  unex¬ 
pected  things.”  With  only 
4  percent  of  space  visible 
from  Earth,  Dawn  has  shed 
an  exceptionally  promising 
fight  on  the  future  of  the 
unknown  world  above  us.

A  popular  type  of 
identity  theft 
called  “email 

phishing”  attacked  doz¬ 
ens  of  the  College  of 
DuPage  accounts  over 
the  past  week.  Students 
may  have  received  emails 
from  what  looks  like  the 
college,  but  letters  are  ac¬ 
tually  scammers  replicat¬ 
ing  websites  to  gain  per¬ 
sonal  information  such  as 
user  IDs  and  passwords. 

Email  phishing  is  a 
play  on  words  that  simply 
means  a  hacker  is  trying  to 
bait  you  into  giving  them 
personal  information  for 
them  to  use.  Much  like 
identity  fraud,  these  hack¬ 
ers  will  be  able  to  pose  as 
you  to  request  information 
from  other  people  or  worse. 


Keith  Conlee,  COD’s 
chief  security  officer, 
of  IT  pointed  out  four 
different  ways  a  scam¬ 
mer  may  try  and  phish 
for  your  information: 
“A  trusted  party,  threats, 
emotions  or  curiosity.” 
Through  any  of  these  it  is 
easy  to  fall  for  an  attempt 
and  give  up  information. 

Conlee  estimated  12  to 
24  COD  students  were 
affected  by  the  phish¬ 
ing  attempts  since  they 
were  detected  last  week. 
He  stressed  the  college 
will  never  attach  a  link 
or  any  downloadable  at¬ 
tachment  in  an  email 
regarding  information. 

“Attachments  post  the 
highest  potential  risk,” 
Conlee  said  as  he  defined 


the  files  hackers  include 
as  “malicious.”  He  sug¬ 
gested  changing  your 
password  immediately  af¬ 
ter  you  suspect  someone 
may  be  trying  to  scam 
you,  as  the  phisher  will  at¬ 
tempt  to  collect  as  much 
information  as  possible. 

On  Sep.  1,  2017  FOX 
News  reported  MacEwan 
University  in  Edmonton, 
Canada  lost  $9.5  million 
to  an  email  phishing  scan¬ 
dal,  much  like  COD’s. 

Once  a  hacker  has  been 
given  a  password  through 
a  successful  phishing  at¬ 
tempt,  they  may  try  it  in 
different  accounts  such  as 
banks  and  healthcare  in¬ 
surance  websites.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  a  study  conducted 
by  Ofcom  (UK),  55  per¬ 


cent  of  internet  users  “use 
the  same  password  for 
most,  if  not  all,  websites.” 

Conlee  described  the 
motive  for  phishing  scams 
as  “lucrative”  and  said 
hackers  can  sell  informa¬ 
tion  for  different  prices. 
Conlee  noted  that  COD 
staff  also  participates  in 
“phishing  training”  to 
help  better  detect  when 
these  attempts  arrive,  and 
hopefully  not  fall  for  them. 

Conlee  assured  that 
COD’s  information  is  well 
protected  under  Office 
365  and  behind  the  col¬ 
leges  digital  castle  walls.

The  J-l 
visa  is  a  nonimmigrant  visa 
issued  to  research  scholars, 
professors  and  exchange 
visitors.  The  CCI  Program 
is  a  U.S.  State  Depart¬ 
ment-funded  program  that 
helps  students  from  other 
countries  build  their  tech¬ 
nical  skills  and  leadership 
capabilities  at  community 
colleges  across  America. 


Already  in  its  planning 
stage,  international  stu¬ 
dents  recently  established 
the  college's  inaugural  In¬ 
ternational  Student  Asso¬ 
ciation.  The  organization 
will  serve  as  a  platform  to 
integrate  students  from 
different  walks  of  life. 

"I  know  some  students 
might  not  have  the  op¬ 
portunity  to  travel  and 
learn  about  other  cul¬ 
tures.  This  is  a  great  way 
to  learn  and  hear  what 
we  have  to  say,"  said 
Mmabatho  Moshoeshoe 
from  South  Africa.

The  psychology  of  color

Color  Code,  the 
66’  color-shifting 
mural,  is  about 
more  than  just  looking 
pretty — it’s  an  attempt  to 
break  through  ideologi¬ 
cal  and  political  barriers. 

Petra  Bachmaier  and 
Sean  Gallero,  the  artis¬ 
tic  duo  behind  the  mural, 
manipulated  the  universal 
languages  of  color  theory 


and  Morse  code  to  high¬ 
light  the  very  real  chal¬ 
lenges  of  communication 
in  our  world  today.  In 
nine  boxes,  Luftwerk  has 
painted  three  dots,  three 
dashes,  and  three  dots — 
Morse  code  for  S.O.S. 

“It’s  a  universal  dis¬ 
tress  code.  We  wanted  to 
take  the  code  and  create  a 
unique  language  using  col¬ 


or  and  lighting;  so  the  cir¬ 
cle  and  the  square  and  the 
dashes  represent  sort  of 
the  contrasting  and  com¬ 
parative  colors  .  .  .  using 
the  additive  and  subtrac¬ 
tive  methods  of  the  actual 
paint,”  Gallero  said  in  a 
promotional  video  done 
by  the  Carney  Art  Gal¬ 
lery.  “[Using]  fluorescent 
paint  and  LED  lighting, 


it  completely  shifts  your 
perspective  of  each  color; 
of  each  square;  of  the  rela¬ 
tionships  of  color  and  how 
we  define  color  personally.” 

Luftwerk  employs  the 
ephemeral  and  shifting 
qualities  of  light  into  ev¬ 
ery  project,  focusing  on  its 
ability  to  change  the  per¬ 
ception  of  and  the  view¬ 
ers’  experience  with  color. 


“Looking  at  the  color- 
wheel,  we  chose  sort  of 
opposite  ends  of  the  spec¬ 
trum  for  color — so  certain 
colors  would  disappear  and 
ebb  and  flow  depending  on 
the  lighting,”  Gallero  said. 

“We  loved  .  .  .  how  it 
shifts  your  perception. 
We  are  all  visually-driven 
people;  we  see  the  world 
.  .  .  and  that  relationship 


was  really  astounding 
to  us,”  Bachmaier  said. 

Color  Code  runs  from 
Oct.  12  to  Nov.  18,  with 
an  opening  reception  on 
Saturday,  Oct.  21  from  6  to 
8  p.m.  The  gallery  is  open 
Monday  to  Thursday  from 
11  a.m.  to  7  p.m.  and  Satur¬ 
days  from  11  a.m.  to  3  p.m.

Abolishing  the  bounds  of 
intellectual  disabilities

When  peo¬ 
ple  think 
about  sur¬ 
geons,  they  envision  the 
embodiment  of  trust  and 
communication.  They 
think  of  someone  who 
can  relate  and  communi¬ 
cate  both  sympathy  and 
empathy  through  verbal 
and  nonverbal  commu¬ 
nication.  But  what  would 
happen  if  that  surgeon 
happened  to  be  autistic? 

In  the  general  public,  \Ve 
would  run  away  from  that 
diagnosis.  We  would  say 
an  autistic  surgeon  is  im¬ 
possible.  How  would  they 
be  able  to  communicate,  to 
relate  and  relay  sympathy? 
ABC's  "The  Good  Doc¬ 
tor"  breaks  through  the 
stereotypes  of  disabilities 
to  give  viewers  a  young, 
autistic  doctor  who  is  one 


of  the  most  brilliant  med¬ 
ical  minds  in  the  hospital. 
In  doing  so,  "The  Good 
Doctor"  attempts  to  re¬ 
write  the  public’s  view¬ 
point  of  autism,  a  view 
that  too  often  leaves  hu¬ 
man  beings  unable  to  meet 
society's  norms  cast  out. 
The  show  revolves  around 
the  true  traits  of  humanity 
and  what  it  really  means 
to  be  a  part  of  society. 

People  with  autism  have 
a  varying  range  of  social, 
behavioral  and  cognitive 
disabilities.  Many  are  seen 
as  lesser  in  society  because 
of  their  often  erratic  or 
sometimes  repetitive  ver¬ 
bal  or  nonverbal  behavior. 
Many  children  growing  up 
with  intellectual  disabili¬ 
ties  are  often  bullied  and 
beaten,  not  only  by  their 


peers  but  by  their  parents 
as  well.  This  aspect  of  au¬ 
tism  is  shown  very  well 
in  "The  Good  Doctor"  as 
you  learn  more  about  Dr. 
Shaun  Murphy's  child¬ 
hood  throughout  the  show. 
Unlike  many,  Murphy 
is  fortunate  to  find  help 
from  an  outside  source, 
a  man  who  provides  a 
true  father  role  in  the 
president  of  the  hospital. 

Murphy  also  has  some¬ 
thing  known  as  savant 
syndrome.  It  is  a  rare  con¬ 
dition  that  occurs  in  the 
intellectually  disabled  or 
those  with  central  nervous 
system  malfunction.  For 
Murphy,  it  manifests  it¬ 
self  in  genius-level  think¬ 
ing.  Savants  may  excel  in 
music,  arithmetics,  and 
time  calibration.  Many 


also  possess  a  photograph- 
ic-like  memory.  According 
to  the  National  Library  of 
Medicine,  only  about  one 
in  10  autistic  people  man¬ 
ifest  symptoms  of  savant 
syndrome.  What  people 
with  intellectual  disabili¬ 
ties  lack  in  social  settings 
they  make  up  for  through 
their  vast  array  of  skills. 
In  Murphy's  case,  he  has 
a  brilliant  medical  mind. 

Freddie  Highmore,  who 
plays  Dr.  Shaun  Murphy, 
represents  autism  very 
well.  But  it  is  important 
to  realize  he  does  not  rep¬ 
resent  all  autistic  beings. 
Many  people  with  autism 
are  unable  to  find  work, 
go  to  school,  or  even  go  to 
any  kind  of  social  gather¬ 
ing.  "The  Good  Doctor" 
shows  the  many  barriers 


to  for  people  with  autism 
to  fully  integrate  into  so¬ 
ciety.  Upon  hiring  Mur¬ 
phy,  there  were  several 
outcries.  But  Murphy's 
unique  support  system 
fights  in  every  episode  to 
push  back  against  the  de¬ 
tractors.  Even  without  the 
great  performances,  the 
hope  the  show  may  instill 
in  those  with  disabilities  is 
worth  the  weekly  airtime. 

The  health  field  is  a 
rough  place  even  for  those 
without  an  intellectual  dis¬ 
ability.  Hospitals  deal  in 
matters  of  life  or  death  ev¬ 
ery  day.  It  wasn't  long  ago 
that  people  with  disabili¬ 
ties  like  autism  where  in¬ 
stitutionalized.  "The  Good 
Doctor"  flips  that  script  on 
its  head  to  show  how  the 
mind  that  works  a  little 


differently  to  solve  those 
life  or  death  problems  can 
provide  a  profoundly  ben¬ 
eficial  and  unique  perspec¬ 
tive  -  one  that  can  save  fives. 

Freddie  Highmore  is 
not  autistic  in  real  fife.  But 
it  is  important  to  realize 
several  people  with  au¬ 
tism  and  disabilities  have 
begun  to  receive  attention 
and  roles  in  Hollywood. 
For  all  of  television's  di¬ 
versity  problems,  those 
with  disabilities  may  be 
the  largest  underrepre¬ 
sented  minority.  The  show 
brings  about  an  import¬ 
ant  leap  not  only  in  soci¬ 
ety  but  also  in  the  health 
field.  It  is  important  that 
we  give  people  a  chance 
regardless  of  their  intelli¬ 
gence  and  be  able  to  treat 
them  as  human  beings.

Once  one  of  the 
most  venerated 
men  in  Holly¬ 
wood,  the  credits  on  Har¬ 
vey  Weinstein's  career  have 
now  rolled. The  Hollywood 
powerhouse  film  producer 
rose  to  dominance  in  the 
industry  since  co-founding 
both  The  Weinstein  Com¬ 
pany  and  Miramax,  both 
of  which  have  produced 
several  popular  films  such 
as  1994’s  Pulp  Fiction  and 
Clerks.  Weinstein's  reign 
came  screeching  to  a  halt 
in  recent  days  when  several 
women  began  accusing  the 
film  producer  of  sexual  ha¬ 
rassment  and  assault.  Since 
then,  Weinstein  lost  his  job 
and  high  profile  actors  like 
Meryl  Streep  and  Mark 
Ruffalo  condemned  him. 
There’s  long  been  a  culture 


of  powerful  men  being  able 
to  sexually  harass  women 
in  the  workplace  and  get 
away  with  it,  and  not  just 
in  Hollywood.  Looking 
-  the  other  way  when  faced 
with  this  unacceptable  be¬ 
havior  has  been  the  norm 
for  too  long  and  we  must 
work  to  put  a  stop  to  it. 

After  a  New  York  Times 
piece  containing  allega¬ 
tions  from  multiple  wom¬ 
en  stirred  this  story,  it 
didn’t  take  long  for  several 
other  women,  including 
famous  actresses  Ange¬ 
lina  Jolie  and  Gwyneth 
Paltrow,  to  all  give  their 
damning  accounts.  With 
Weinstein's  fall  from  grace 
coming  so  swiftly  after 
the  flurry  of  allegations 
against  him  surfaced,  why 
did  it  take  years  for  these 


women  to  speak  out? 

In  a  Newsweek  article 
written  by  Marie  Solis, 
the  Equal  Employment 
Opportunity  Commis- 
ion  reported  it  “received 
28,000  sexual  harassment 
complaints  from  employ¬ 
ees  working  for  private  or 
government  employers  in 
2015.”  The  article  goes  on 
to  state  that  the  agency 
also  found  “roughly  three 
out  of  four  people  who  ex¬ 
perience  sexual  harassment 
fail  to  report  it,  largely  due 
to  fear  of  victim-blaming 
or  retaliation.”  Even  when 
cases  are  reported,  many 
of  the  times  no  solution 
is  ever  reached.  Solis’  ar¬ 
ticle  also  says  52  percent 
of  sexual  harassment  cas¬ 
es  reported  to  the  Equal 
Employment  Opportu¬ 


nity  Commission  were 
dismissed  because  there 
wasn’t  enough  “reason¬ 
able  cause  to  believe  that 
discrimination  occurred.” 

The  fact  is,  many  wom¬ 
en  don’t  come  forward 
because  they  don’t  think 
anything  good  will  hap¬ 
pen  if  they  do.  The  culture 
in  too  many  workplaces  is 
discreet  tolerance  of  bosses 
sexually  harassing  women. 
Everybody  knows  it  hap¬ 
pens,  but  know  one  does 
anything  to  stop  it.  Too 
many  women  are  afraid 
that  if  they  were  to  speak 
out,  their  reputations  and 
careers  would  be  ruined  by 
these  powerful  men  who 
have  the  means  to  make 
it  happen.  Not  to  men¬ 
tion,  no  one  would  believe 
them  anyway.  If  these  ab¬ 


horrent  cases  are  to  ever 
cease,  powerful  men  must 
be  held  accountable  for 
their  actions  in  the  work¬ 
place.  There  needs  to  be  a 
better  "processes  for  wom¬ 
en  to  come  forward.  They 
need  to  feel  their  com¬ 
plaints  will  not  be  dis¬ 
missed  or  ignored  with¬ 
out  proper  investigation. 

COD  has  made  it  clear 
that  any  type  of  harass¬ 
ment  in  the  workplace 
will  not  be  tolerated.  All 
employees  must  complete 
online  courses  in  discrim¬ 
ination  and  harassment 
and  ethics  and  code  of 
conduct  prevention.  That’s 
an  example  all  employ¬ 
ers  should  follow,  espe¬ 
cially  when  they  employ 
young  workers  who  may 
be  in  positions  of  authority 


some  day  or  benefit  from 
the  wisdom  of  knowing 
what  to  do  when  victim¬ 
ized  in  their  future  careers. 

Though  this  recent  con¬ 
troversy  surrounding  Har¬ 
vey  Weinstein  has  brought 
attention  to  the  plight  of 
what  many  women  endure 
in  the  workplace,  more 
must  be  done  to  prevent 
powerful  men  from  abus¬ 
ing  that  power.  The  onus  is 
on  companies  and  indus¬ 
tries  to  prioritize  providing 
all  their  employees  with 
a  safe  and  secure  work¬ 
ing  environment  by  doing 
away  with  the  culture  of 
silence.  After  all,  Wein¬ 
stein’s  fall  is  the  perfect 
example  that  it  only  takes 
one  spark  to  start  a  fire.

Quarterback  Asher 
O’Hara  utilized  his  mobil¬ 
ity  to  make  the  Warhawk 
defense  pay.  The  Chaps 
would  settle  for  a  field  goal 
attempt  that  was  missed 
slightly  to  the  left  by 
kicker  Kyle  Obsuszt.  The 
game’s  momentum  hung 
in  the  balance,  the  defense 


would  need  to  step  up  in  a 
big  way. 

The  defense  as  it  has  all 
season  continued  to  frus¬ 
trate  the  opposition’s  of¬ 
fense.  They  opened  the  sec¬ 
ond  quarter  by  forcing  the 
Warhawk’s  into  a  three - 
and-out  situation.  On  the 
ensuing  Chaparral  drive, 
it  came  down  to  a  fourth 
and  short  only  to  be  un¬ 
dermined  by  a  killer  false 
start  penalty.  Head  Coach 
Matt  Foster  would’ve  liked 
to  see  a  cleaner  game  but 
he  understood  the  circum¬ 
stances. 

“That’s  part  of  the  game. 
We  don’t  want  to  put  our¬ 
selves  in  that  position. 
We’re  better  at  executing 
than  that.” 

The  Chaps  would  be 
forced  to  punt  after  strug¬ 
gling  to  piece  together  a 
drive  without  mistakes. 
Whitewater  struggled 
against  the  physical  DuP- 
age  front,  being  stopped 
for  minimal  gains  in  their 
run  game.  It  seemed  like 
an  average  punting  situa¬ 
tion.  However,  in  the  most 


literal  sense  of  the  term, 
Whitewater  got  the  lucky 
bounces  for  a  79  yard  punt, 
downing  the  Chaps  at 
their  own  4  yard  line. 

Forced  to  punt  once 
again  after  getting  the  ball 
out  of  the  shadow  of  their 
own  end  zone,  Chaparral 
punter  Chase  Bruns  got  a 
bad  piece  of  the  ball  for  a 
short  kick,  setting  up  the 
Warhawk  offense  in  plus 
territory.  Another  stout 
defensive  performance  by 
the  Chaps  this  drive  had 
the  Whitewater  offense 
facing  a  4th  and  long.  The 
Whitewater  quarterback 
threw  an  incompletion 
in  the  end  zone  and  the 
Chaps  were  all  set  to  get 
the  ball  back.  But  a  cost¬ 
ly  flag  was  thrown  for  a 
roughing  the  passer  penal¬ 
ty  to  keep  the  Whitewater 
drive  alive. 

The  Warhawk’s  quarter¬ 
back  then  threw  a  touch¬ 
down  pass  to  put  them  up 
7-0.  Foster  was  impressed 
with  the  performance  early 
of  the  Warhawks. 

“Whitewater  deserves 


credit,”  Foster  said.  “They 
did  a  really  good  job  with 
some  of  the  things  they 
were  doing.  We  just  need 
to  do  a  better  job  of  exe¬ 
cuting.” 

After  another  defensive 
stop  following  a  turnover, 
the  Chaparral  offense  went 
on  the  attack.  Quarter¬ 
back  Asher  O’Hara  threw 
a  beautiful  pass  along  the 
sideline  to  receiver  Keith 
Dixon  to  set  them  up 
around  midfield.  A  couple 
of  O’Hara  runs  set  up  the 
offense  for  him  to  throw  a 
back  shoulder  fade  to  Dix¬ 
on  in  the  end  zone  to  tie 
the  game  up  at  seven.  Both 
teams  would  go  into  the 
half  with  things  to  work 
on. 

The  second  half  opened 
with  a  field  goal  for  the 
Chaparrals,  and  it  looked 
like  the  offense  was  head¬ 
ed  in  the  right  direction. 
Another  solid  drive  was 
spoiled  by  another  missed 
field  goal  and  the  score 
remained  10-7  with  DuP- 
age  ahead.  Even  though 
the  points  weren’t  there 


to  show  it,  the  offense  was 
starting  to  assert  itself. 

Led  by  the  quarterback 
O’Hara  settling  in  and 
getting  comfortable  they 
were  able  to  tack  on  anoth¬ 
er  field  goal.  A  spectacular 
touchdown  followed  with 
O’Hara  throwing  to  Keith 
Dixon  once  again  for  a  36- 
yard  score  to  give  them  a 
two  possession  lead  over 
Wisconsin-Whitewater. 

The  lead  looked  com¬ 
fortable  for  the  Chaparrals 
after  another  turnover  cre¬ 
ated  by  the  defense.  Run¬ 
ning  back  Jordan  Bena¬ 
vides  ran  in  for  a  two-yard 
score  to  put  the  Chaps  up 
28-7. 

Coach  Foster  felt  com¬ 
fortable  putting  in  back¬ 
up  Quarterback  Harlan 
Mitchell  to  finish  it  off.  It 
was  almost  a  game-chang¬ 
ing  mistake. 

The  Warhawks  would 
score  to  make  the  score 
28-14  late,  but  the  game 
looked  to  be  in  hand.  On 
the  first  play  of  the  next 
drive  Harlan  threw  an  out 
route  that  was  picked  by 


a  Whitewater  lineback¬ 
er  who  ran  it  all  the  way 
back  to  put  them  within  a 
touchdown  of  the  Chaps. 

Luckily,  O’Hara  was 
able  to  re-enter  the  game 
to  settle  the  offense  down 
and  run  down  the  clock  for 
a  28-21  win  for  the  Chap¬ 
arrals. 

The  win  wasn’t  perfect, 
but  the  team  was  able  to 
show  a  complete  perfor¬ 
mance,  picking  one  anoth¬ 
er  up  in  all  phases  of  the 
game.  Quarterback  Asher 
O’Hara  in  particular  stood 
out  in  his  ability  to  keep 
the  offense  on  track  with 
savvy  plays  despite  strug¬ 
gles  early  in  the  game. 

“He’s  been  getting  better 
every  game,”  Foster  said. 
“He’s  a  dynamite  kid.  Only 
being  a  true  freshman,  he’s 
done  a  really  nice  job.” 

Raising  their  record 
to  5-2  with  the  win,  the 
Chaps  look  to  improve  in 
their  next  game  against 
Lackawanna  on  Oct.  28 
after  their  bye  this  upcom¬ 
ing  week.

This  happened  in 
2010.  The  sounds 
of  the  vuvuzelas 
through  my  television 
speakers  still  ring  a  bell 
in  my  ears.  Landon  Don¬ 
ovan's  posture  as  he  took 
a  penalty  to  square  things 
up  won't  be  forgotten. 
The  jaw-dropping  display 
from  Bob  Bradley's  men 
was  fantastic  even  after 
Asamoah  Gyan's  early 
goal  in  extra  time.  Unfor¬ 
tunately,  U.S.A.  did  not 
progress  to  the  next  round; 
their  opponent,  Ghana, 
went  on  to  the  quarter¬ 
finals  after  a  2-1  win. 

I  yelled  after  the  refer¬ 
ee  blew  his  whistle  to  end 
the  match.  My  uncle  was 
asleep.  The  yell  pounced 
through  the  walls  of  the 
house;  he  ran  down  and 


asked:  "What  happened?" 
That  is  what  soccer  fans  do. 

Four  years  later,  I  wait¬ 
ed  for  another  memorable 
moment.  This  time,  it  was 
veteran-goalkeeper  Tim 
Howard’s  16  saves  against 
Belgium  that  had  me  kick¬ 
ing  the  cushions  off  the 
couch  in  my  living  room. 

I  get  it.  In  my  lifetime, 
this  is  the  single  best  in¬ 
dividual  performance  from 
a  goalkeeper.  The  guy  was 
on  point.  He  was  literally 
the  defense  against  Eden 
Hazard,  Divock  Origi 
and  Kevin  De  Bruyne. 
Soccer  statisticians  have 
this  on  record  as  the 
most  saves  by  a  goalkeep¬ 
er  since  record-keeping 
started  in  1966.  Again, 
team  U.S.A  went  out  af¬ 
ter  a  2-1  loss  to  Belgium. 


That  performance  was 
so  good  that  six  months 
later,  my  essay  on  brav¬ 
ery  when  I  took  the  SAT 
was  about  "Uncle  Tim." 

Sadly,  three  years  later,  I 
won't  be  able  to  relive  two 
outstanding  performances 
that  I  remember  to  this 
day.  This  time,  I  will  re¬ 
member  "Uncle  Tim"  for  a 
bad  game.  I  will  remember 
Jozy  Altidore  for  his  easy 
miss  early  in  the  first  half. 
Too  bad,  USMNT  was  de¬ 
feated  by  Trinidad  and  To¬ 
bago  2-1  in  a  crucial  qual¬ 
ifying  match.  No  World 
Cup  for  one  of  the  best  na¬ 
tional  teams  in  recent  years. 

What  went  wrong? 
Like  I  have  said  in  pre¬ 
vious  sports  columns, 
Major  League  Soccer  is 
a  joke,  and  this  is  the  lev¬ 


el  of  shock  you  expect. 
No  league  is  fit  to  groom 
players  for  the  national 
team  other  than  the  MLS. 
MLS  has  failed  to  produce 
quality  players.  The  MLS 
has  failed  to  bring  players 
to  international  standards. 
The  style  of  play  is  distaste¬ 
ful  surrounded  by  players 
who  don’t  have  the  stami¬ 
na  and  finesse  to  compete. 

Instead,  the  marketing 
strategy  of  MLS  is  to  re¬ 
cruit  fading  players  in  an 
attempt  to  have  us  glued 
to  Fox  Sports  or  ESPN 
during  games.  Our  own 
Chicago  Fire  touted  the 
signing  of  a  ready-to-retire 
Bastian  Schweinsteiger. 

Cristiano  Ronaldo  came 
from  Sporting  Clube  de 
Portugal  in  his  native  Por¬ 
tugal  before  his  stints  with 


Manchester  United  and 
Real  Madrid.  Neymar  Jr. 
played  for  Santos  in  his 
native  Brazil.  Domestic 
leagues  have  always  been 
the  catalyst  for  growth 
for  great  soccer  players. 

Over  90  percent  of 
players  on  the  national 
team  are  from  this  retire¬ 
ment  league.  As  crazy  as  it 
sounds,  they  don't  have  the 
psyche  to  compete.  They 
are  used  to  playing  with  less 
energy  since  their  35-year- 
old  stars  are  slow-paced. 

With  all  the  well-funded 
athletic  programs  in  high 
schools  and  universities, 
MLS  cannot  boast  of  any 
stand-out  recruited  ath¬ 
lete  who  is  on  par  with  the 
athleticism  of  Christian 
Pulisic.  He  is  the  lone  sol¬ 
dier  among  his  peers;  and 


with  retirement  around 
the  corner  for  most  play¬ 
ers  on  the  national  team,  I 
can  safely  predict  more  ab¬ 
surd  losses  from  USMNT. 

Leaving  a  little  room 
for  hope,  few  questions 
are  so  hard  to  answer: 
Can  USMNT  rely  on 
the  pampered  stars  in 
the  MLS?  Should  in¬ 
ternational  players  from 
more  athletic  leagues  start 
for  the  national  team 
ahead  of  MLS  players? 

Brazil's  7-1  loss  to  Ger¬ 
many  in  2014  was  a  wake- 
up  call;  now  they  are  a 
formidable  force  headed 
to  the  World  Cup.  Like 
Brazil,  I  hope  U.S.A  Soc¬ 
cer  will  put  this  loss  into 
perspective  and  make  a 
quick  u-turn  before  2022.

Board  approves  Mia  Igyarto  temporary  contract

The  College  of 
DuPage’s  Board 
of  Trustees  had 
no  queries  about  Presi¬ 
dent  Ann  Rondeau's  lat¬ 
est  request  to  tweak  her 
cabinet,  paving  the  way 
for  a  second  major  ini¬ 
tiative  aimed  at  the  lo¬ 
cal  business  community. 

Rondeau  requested  the 
board's  approval  to  have 
Mia  Igyarto  fill  a  tem¬ 
porary  role  as  associate 


vice  president  of  human 
resources  beginning  Oct. 
30.  Igyarto  is  currently  the 
college's  director  of  labor 
and  employees  relations. 

The  move  is  a  result  of 
the  president's  decision 
to  have  Linda  Sands- 
Vankerk,  vice  president  of 
human  resources  take  on 
additional  responsibilities 
as  the  focal  person  on  a  new 
COD-District  502  project. 
Sands-Vankerk  will  now 


focus  most  of  her  time  on 
this  project  while  perform¬ 
ing  her  human  resourc¬ 
es  duties  at  the  college. 

The  project  aims  to  cre¬ 
ate  a  partnership  between 
the  college  and  the  dis¬ 
trict  on  exploring  ways 
College  of  DuPage  can 
address  the  difficulties  as¬ 
sociated  with  employers 
seeking  qualified  individ¬ 
uals  to  fill  open  positions. 

"This  will  be  an  op¬ 


portunity  for  us  to  work 
together  to  prepare  the 
current  and  future  work¬ 
force,"  said  Rondeau  in  an 
email  to  the  college.  "We 
are  now  going  to  look  at 
it  from  a  bit  of  a  different 
angle— from  the  employer 
angle  and  perspective— and 
will  be  establishing  a  com¬ 
mittee  to  ensure  appro¬ 
priate  input  is  involved 
and  that  engagement 
is  vibrant  and  diverse." 


Legitimizing  her  case, 
the  board  acted  with¬ 
in  its  statutory  powers 
and  unanimously  went 
ahead  with  an  "aye"  vote. 
Trustee  Joseph  Wozniak 
was  the  only  trustee  ab¬ 
sent  from  Thursday's 
board  of  trustees  meeting. 

Igyarto  is  expected  to 
earn  a  prorated  amount 
of  $121,153.84  through 
June  30,  2018.  This  is 
in  compliance  with  ex¬ 


isting  board  salary  pol¬ 
icies  and  procedures  at 
an  annual  $180,000  rate. 

The  partnership  project 
is  the  second  major  exter¬ 
nal  project  between  the 
college  and  the  commu¬ 
nity.  The  college  is  collab¬ 
orating  with  DuPage  Im¬ 
pact  on  the  development 
of  a  new  business  incu¬ 
bator  that  will  foster  eco¬ 
nomic  development  and 
job  growth  in  the  region.

How  academic  dishonesty  affects  college  students  and  institutions

Presented  with 
several  common 
classroom  sce¬ 
narios  in  a  recent  survey, 
a  majority  of  College  of 
DuPage  students  said  ac¬ 
ademic  cheating  is  OK. 

At  the  College  of  DuP¬ 
age,  “cheating”  is  defined 
as  “Copying  another’s 
work,  use  of  unauthorized 
materials/  assistance,  such 
as  electronic  devices;  al¬ 
tering  graded  work  after 
it’s  returned,  then  submit¬ 
ting  it  to  be  re-graded.” 

The  college  handles  po¬ 
tential  academic  dishones¬ 
ty  cases  through  a  number 
of  different  ways  ranging 
from  learning  opportuni¬ 
ties  to  expulsion  or  com¬ 
munity  service.  There  are 
also  the  Eight  Cardinal 
Rules  For  Academic  In¬ 
tegrity,  which  map  out  your 
obligations  as  a  student  to 
avoid  cheating  entirely. 

COD  subtitles  academ¬ 
ic  honesty  with  the  phrase 
“It’s  everyone’s  responsi¬ 


bility”  and  looks  to  crack 
down  on  an  epidemic  that 
has  consumed  universities 
nationwide  for  decades. 

Not  only  did  COD 
host  their  own  academ¬ 
ic  honesty  slogan  con¬ 
test,  but  has  also  collect¬ 
ed  data  from  students 
on  their  views  towards 
the  cheating  problem. 

The  COD  Library  In¬ 
formation  Literacy  Pro¬ 
gram  asked  five  Acceler¬ 
ated  Learning  Program 
(ALP)  English  classes— a 
total  of  38  students,  to 
answer  a  poll  regarding 
academic  honesty  in  Sep. 
2017.  Results  showed  68% 
of  students  involved  have 
felt  “tempted  to  cheat  on 
school  work”  and  61% 
“would  cheat  if  they  knew 
they  wouldn’t  get  caught”. 

Almost  a  third  of  those 
participating  answered 
that  they  think  it  is  ac¬ 
ceptable  to  cheat  on  a  pop 
quiz,  while  almost  a  quar¬ 
ter  reported  it  acceptable 


to  cheat  if  the  student  has 
no  interest  in  the  topic. 

Even  professors  and  fac¬ 
ulty  members  of  several 
universities  have  opened 
up  and  admitted  to  their 
youthful  naivety.  COD 
Reference  Librarian  Jen¬ 
nifer  Kelley  included 
her  own  experience  say¬ 
ing,  “I  may  have  a  Ph.D., 
but  I’m  not  perfect.” 

Although  universities 
have  policies  and  guide¬ 
lines,  along  with  teach¬ 
er  syllabi  outlining  then- 
own  personal  rules  and 
regulations,  students  still 
seem  to  be  on  the  fence 
about  cheating  and  what 
they  should  get  away  with. 

In  the  same  ALP  class 
study,  63%  of  students 
said  that  copying  a  friend's 
homework  “counts”  as 
cheating,  but  only  24% 
think  that  handing  in 
a  paper  you  wrote  for  a 
different  class  falls  un¬ 
der  the  same  category. 

Coordinator,  Special¬ 


ized  Testing  Services  Jar- 
ret  Dyer  helped  kickstart 
COD’s  brand  new  Aca¬ 
demic  Integrity  Day,  which 
finalized  with  over  350  stu¬ 
dents  signing  COD’s  Aca¬ 
demic  Integrity  Pledge. 

“For  our  first  one,  it 
went  very  well.”  Dyer 
said  as  COD  was  one  of 
69  other  schools  nation¬ 
wide  to  participate  in  the 
Academic  Integrity  Day. 

Dyer  also  explained  what 
consequences  academic 
dishonesty  can  include  not 
only  with  a  student,  but 
an  institution  as  a  whole. 

“If  one  student  cheats  in 
a  particular  class,  it  gives 
them  an  unfair  advan¬ 
tage.  Other  students  may 
then  decide  it  is  to  their 
best  advantage  to  cheat  as 
well  in  order  to  also  ob¬ 
tain  a  favorable  outcome 
on  an  assignment  or  test,” 

“If  this  continues,  the 
reputation  ofthe  class  could 
be  called  into  question.” 

Dyer  emphasized  the 


potential  of  a  bigger  pic¬ 
ture,  saying  that  “Even¬ 
tually,  the  institution  as 
a  whole  can  have  its  rep¬ 
utation  devalued  if  it  is 
known  that  very  little 
rigor  is  required  to  get  a 
certificate  or  degree  from 
that  institution.”  And  as 
a  result  of  this  drop  in 
standards  “it  will  be  the 
graduates  that  suffer.” 

In  the  long  run,  cheat¬ 
ing  is  a  stepping  stone 
to  a  future  of  always  be¬ 
ing  one  step  behind.  Not 
only  while  a  student  is 
in  school,  but  his  or  her 
career  may  be  at  risk  as 
well,  Dyer  points  out. 

“If  a  graduate  presents 
their  degree/credential 
from  such  an  institution 
that  the  recruiter  believes 
has  little  value,  the  ap¬ 
plicant  could  be  placed 
at  a  disadvantage  com¬ 
pared  to  other  applicants.” 

Although  a  majority 
of  students  that  partici¬ 
pated  in  the  ALP  survey 


counted  obvious  plagia¬ 
rism  and  prior  knowl¬ 
edge  of  test  questions 
as  cheating,  that  doesn’t 
mean  they  may  not  do  it. 

New  software  such 
as  SafeAssign  has  giv¬ 
en  teachers  a  basic  tool 
to  easily  spot  plagiarism 
but  the  punishments  may 
not  fully  be  understood 
by  a  student  until  they 
are  actually  presented. 

Dyer  concluded  his 
statement  by  saying,  “As 
the  Academic  Integrity 
Implementation  Com¬ 
mittee  continues  to  raise 
awareness  of  the  conse¬ 
quences  of  academic  dis¬ 
honesty-  throughout  this 
academic  year,  it  is  our 
hope  that  more  students 
will  connect  the  ramifi¬ 
cations  of  cheating  with 
their  individual  actions.”

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Woodstock  is  one  of  those  cute 
small  towns  where  everyone  knows 
everyone.

She  had  her  sights  set 
on  a  future  in  the  acting  industry 
and  would  jump  at  any  chance  she 
got  to  be  onstage,  so  when  auditions 
for  a  local  production  opened  up, 
she  of  course  tried  out  for  the  part. 
When  the  casting  list  finally  came 
out,  and  Elvira  found  that  she  had 
not  made  the  cut,  she  was  devastat¬ 
ed  and  chose  to  throw  herself  off  of 
the  top  balcony  of  the  theatre,  ul¬ 
timately  killing  herself.  Since  that 
time,  throughout  the  years  there 
have  been  many  reports  of  the  ac¬ 


tress  making  an  appearance  on 
stage,  scoffing  at  whatever  produc¬ 
tion  was  being  showed  at  the  time, 
and  even  ‘sitting’  in  her  favorite  seat 
113  as  the  spring-loaded  chair  has 
been  reported  to  lower  on  its  own. 

Gaining  access  to  this  location 
was  very  easy,  I  simply  had  to  ask 
the  front  desk  if  I  could  peek  into 
the  theatre,  and  the  person  on  duty 
gladly  obliged.  Upon  opening  the 
door  to  the  theatre,  I  experienced 
an  unshakable  feeling  that  I  was 
intruding,  and  that  whoever  I  was 
disturbing  was  watching  me  in¬ 
tently.  The  air  felt  incredibly  tense, 
and  stuffy  and  seemed  to  act  as  a 
means  to  ward  people  off.  Now  this 
building  is  incredibly  old,  and  may¬ 
be  creepiness  is  part  of  the  package 
that  comes  with  a  building  like  this, 
but  the  whole  theatre  seemed  amped 
up  on  its  creepiness  factor.  I’m  still 
not  sure  if  this  building  is  actually 
haunted  or  not,  but  perhaps  another 
visit  is  in  order  to  determine  this. 


Bachelor’s  Grove  Cemetery 
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Woodstock  Opera  House 


Bachelor’s  Grove  is  a  cemetery 
which  is  now  located  in  the  Rubio 
Woods  Forest  Preserve  in  a  town 
called  Midlothian.  Seeing  as  that 
it  is  no  longer  in  use,  the  forest 
preserve  maintains  it,  in  order  to 
preserve  the  cemetery  which  was 
first  established  in  the  early  1800s. 
Many  of  the  tombstones  have  been 
defaced  either  by  a  combination  of 
time  and  weather,  or  by  those  who 
hope  to  disrespect  the  people  who 
were  put  to  rest  at  that  location. 
This  was  probably  the  most  diffi¬ 
cult  location  to  reach,  only  because 
there  are  no  clear  instructions  for 
how  to  get  there  -  it  is  literally 
tucked  away  along  a  service  road, 
while  still  being  open  to  the  public. 

When  I  came  upon  this  place,  the 
sun  was  setting,  which  set  the  mood 
for  a  classic  haunted  feeling.  Bach¬ 
elor’s  Grove  is  said  to  be  one  of  the 
most  haunted  locations  in  the  en¬ 
tire  midwest,  so  I  had  high  hopes 
that  I  might  be  able  to  experience 
something  here.  When  I  arrived 
there  were  already  a  few  other  peo¬ 


ple  present,  and  even  whole  fami¬ 
lies  -  which  was  no  surprise  when 
you  consider  how  famous  this  place 
is  in  the  ghost  hunter  communi¬ 
ty.  There  are  a  variety  of  different 
spirits  that  have  been  reported, 
some  of  the  most  popular  include 
a  woman  who  wanders  around  car¬ 
rying  her  infant  child,  a  young  boy 
who  has  lost  a  coin,  as  well  as  mul¬ 
titudes  of  orb  sightings  (orbs  are 
said  to  be  the  essence  of  a  spirit). 

While  there,  I  never  experi¬ 
enced  that  same  gut  feeling  which 
I  felt  when  I  stepped  into  the  op¬ 
era  house,  but  the  area  also  did 
not  have  that  same  peaceful  aura 
which  Graceland  held.  It  was 
somewhere  in-between,  like  an 
energy  or  buzz  that  blanketed  the 
location.  While  I  never  experi¬ 
enced  anything  outright,  to  me  this 
place  has  the  potential  for  ghost¬ 
ly  activity.  I  got  the  feeling  that 
maybe  the  spirits  who  dwell  there 
were  just  waiting  for  me  to  leave.

Graceland  Cemetery 


Graceland  Cemetery  is  located  in 
Evanston  Illinois,  right  along  Lake 
Shore  Drive.  This  neighborhood  is 
the  epitome  of  your  classic  yuppy, 
white  suburban  area,  which  doesn’t 
really  aid  in  convincing  me  that  they 
have  a  haunted  cemetery  in  their 
midst.  The  cemetery  was  first  erect¬ 
ed  in  1860,  so,  as  one  could  imagine, 
there  are  quite  a  few  dead  people 
lying  around. 

The  cemetery  is  a  public  place 
and,  unbeknownst  to  me,  a  total 
tourist  hotspot,  but  what  can  you  ex¬ 
pect  when  you  have  people  like  Ernie 
Banks  and  Marshall  Field  laid  to  rest 
there.  The  entire  location  is  an  in¬ 
credibly  peaceful  place  to  experience, 
unlike  my  initial  gut  reaction  follow¬ 
ing  the  opera  house.  But  that  may  have 
been  because  of  the  clement  weather. 

There  are  two  main  legends 
about  Graceland,  one  involving  Dex¬ 
ter  Graves,  and  the  other  surround¬ 
ing  the  story  of  Inez  Clarke.  Graves 
doesn’t  have  much  to  his  name,  ex¬ 
cept  for  the  ominous  statue  which 


stands  in  front  of  his  grave.  Titled 
“Eternal  Silence”,  if  one  stands  in 
front  of  the  statue  and  gazes  into  its 
eyes,  you’re  supposed  to  be  able  to  see 
your  death.  When  I  tried  it,  all  I  saw 
were  a  pair  of  bronze  eyes,  though  if 
someone  sees  a  bronze  statue  follow¬ 
ing  me  around,  kindly  let  me  know. 
Inez  Clarke  has  a  bit  more  of  a  story 
behind  her  death.  Apparently  when 
she  died  around  the  age  of  eight 
when  she  was  struck  by  lightning 
at  a  family  picnic.  At  her  gravesite 
there  is  a  life-sized  statue  of  the  girl, 
where  people  will  occasionally  leave 
toys.  Now,  whenever  it  storms  or 
rains,  her  statue  is  said  to  disappear. 
Other  reports  state  that  they  hear  the 
sounds  of  children  playing  when  they 
are  near  the  statue.  When  I  went,  I 
felt  no  uneasiness  at  all,  and  was  able 
to  pay  my  respects  to  the  girl’s  stat¬ 
ue.  I  experienced  no  sort  of  haunted 
occurrences  while  there,  so  my  vote 
is  that  the  previous  reports  made 
stem  from  nothing  but  local  lore.

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EDITORIAL /Cheating  could 
have  you  cheat  your  way  out 
of  the  full  college  experience 
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Picture  this.  You’re 
in  the  home  stretch 
of  the  semester,  as¬ 
signments  are  piling  up, 
projects  are  piling  up,  your 
last  test  grade  in  ’insert 
worst  subject  ever  here*  is 
threatening  to  ruin  your 
entire  life,  the  pressure  is 
on.  A  test  is  coming  up  that 
you  HAVE.  TO.  PASS, 
your  friend  in  another 
class  has  already  done  it 
and  is  like,  “Don’t  worry,  I 
can  tell  you  what’s  gonna 
be  on  that  test.  Word  for 
word.  You  know  I  have  a 
photographic  memory.  I 
got  YOU.”  So,  you  let  your 
friend  tell  you  everything. 
After  all,  they  offered.  It’s 
not  your  fault  Patricia  is 
just  really  nice.  It’s  totally 
not  cheating.  That’s  what 
66  percent  of  College  of 
DuPage  APL  English 
students  think,  according 
to  a  survey  on  students’ 
perception  of  cheating 


conducted  by  the  College 
of  DuPage  Library  Infor¬ 
mation  Literacy  Program. 

The  surprising  statistics 
don’t  stop  there.  About  68 
percent  of  students  have 
been  tempted  to  cheat  on 
school  work.  A  total  of  29 
percent  of  students  don’t 
think  it’s  cheating  if  a 
friend  gives  you  a  copy  of 
the  exam  answers.  Nearly 
one  in  four  students  think 
it’s  acceptable  to  cheat  if 
you  don’t  care  about  the 
topic.  And  61  percent 
would  cheat  if  they  knew 
they  wouldn’t  get  caught. 

Those  are  a  lot  of  ques¬ 
tionable  responses.  In  to¬ 
day’s  society,  cheating  in 
schools  is  an  unfortunate 
reality.  Many  students 
now  feel  school  has  be¬ 
come  less  about  learning 
new  information  and  more 
about  getting  that  A’  at  all 
costs.  This  has  led  to  cheat¬ 
ing  seeming  like  some¬ 


what  of  an  unavoidable 
reality  if  students  want 
to  keep  their  grades  up. 

An  article  posted  on 
ABCNews.com  spoke 
about  a  six-month  inves¬ 
tigation  they  recently  con¬ 
ducted,  in  which  the  focus 
was  to  find  out  how  and 
why  people  in  high  school 
and  college  are  cheating. 
The  responses  from  stu¬ 
dents,  who  opted  to  re¬ 
main  anonymous,  gave  in¬ 
sight  to  the  fact  that  many 
students  feel  cheating  at 
some  point  is  unavoidable. 

“Mary,  a  student  at  a 
large  university  in  the 
South,  said,  A  lot  of  peo¬ 
ple  think  it’s  like  you're 
not  really  there  to  learn 
anything.  You're  just  learn¬ 
ing  to  learn  the  system.’” 

Others  felt  like  cheat¬ 
ing  in  school  was  actually 
preparing  them  for  life  af¬ 
ter  graduation.  ‘“The  real 
world  is  terrible,  people 


will  take  other  people's 
materials  and  pass  it  on  as 
theirs.  I'm  numb  to  it  al¬ 
ready.  I'll  cheat  to  get  by.’" 

Many  students  also  feel 
their  peers  who  are  al¬ 
ready  cheating  will  enjoy 
an  unfair  advantage  if  they 
don’t  join  them.  This  is  also 
shown  in  the  ABC  News 
article.  "There's  other  peo¬ 
ple  getting  better  grades 
than  me  and  they're  cheat¬ 
ing.  Why  am  I  not  going 
to  cheat?  It's  kind  of  al¬ 
most  stupid  if  you  don't.’" 

So,  it’s  obvious  many 
students  feel  cheating 
is  completely  justifiable. 

We  all  know  school 
isn’t  easy,  but  it’s  actually 
not  supposed  to  be.  High 
school  and  especially  col¬ 
lege  is  supposed  to  chal¬ 
lenge  and  stretch  you. 
That’s  the  only  way  you’re 
going  to  become  a  more 
intelligent,  well-rounded 
individual  who  can  posi¬ 


tively  contribute  to  society. 
If  you  become  too  used 
to  taking  the  easy  route, 
what  happens  when  you 
graduate  from  college,  get 
a  job  and  realise  there’s 
no  way  to  cheat  your  way 
out  of  the  work?  You  just 
might  end  up  doing  some 
unscrupulous  things  to  get 
the  job  done.  They  may  be 
things  anybody  who  wants 
to  call  themselves  a  good 
person  shouldn’t  be  doing.

All  the  work  we  have  to 
put  in  at  school  can  defi¬ 
nitely  become  stressful, 
which  is  why  we  shouldn't 
knock  asking  for  assistance 
whenever  it  all  becomes 
too  overwhelming.

Takeaways  are  the 
lifeblood  of  an 
elite  NFL  de¬ 
fense,  something  the  Chi¬ 
cago  Bears  have  struggled 
to  do  under  Head  Coach 
John  Fox.  Ranking  in  the 
bottom  three  in  the  league 
in  takeaways,  the  Bears 
while  talented  defensive¬ 
ly,  haven’t  been  able  to 
create  opportunities  for 
their  offense.

Nicholas  Soderstrom,  Ph.D.  speaks  on  his  findings 
towards  new  ways  of  teaching  and  learning

While  some 
students  may 
find  them¬ 
selves  settling  for  short¬ 
term  performance  in  the 
classroom,  there  is  no 
shortcut  to  learning  in  the 
long  run.  Nicholas  Soder¬ 
strom,  Ph.D.  and  author 
who  recently  spoke  at  the 
College  of  DuPage  ex¬ 
plained  that  although  a 
student  may  ace  a  test  he  or 
she  studied  extremely  hard 
for,  that  doesn’t  prove  the 
information  was  learned 
Soderstrom,  who  is  also 
an  Assistant  of  Psycholo¬ 
gy  Professor  at  Dickinson 


College  specializes  in  Cog¬ 
nitive  Psychology— the 
study  of  “attention,  lan¬ 
guage  use,  memory,  per¬ 
ception,  problem  solving, 
creativity,  and  thinking.” 

“How  many  of 
you  remember  be¬ 
ing  taught  to  learn?” 

Beginning  his  pre¬ 
sentation  with  a  simple 
question,  Soderstrom  in¬ 
troduced  the  root  of  the 
problem  his  research  has 
been  tackling  for  years  now, 
calling  his  methods  “unin¬ 
tuitive  learning  strategies,” 
Soderstrom  aims  to  break 
current  classroom  norms 


and  prove  their  faults. 

Categorizing  his 
“methods”  into  four  dif¬ 
ferent  types— retrieval, 
spaced,  interleaved,  and 
variable,  he  refers  to 
these  as  “how  our  brains 
work  in  retaining  infor¬ 
mation.”  And  while  only 
one  professor  attributed 
his  time  at  grad  school 
to  being  “taught  how 
to  learn,”  the  rest  of 
the  room  could  not  re¬ 
call  similar  experiences. 

“Why  is  it  that  we 
don’t  know  how  learn¬ 
ing  works?”  Soderstrom 
asked  the  full  BIC 
classroom  which  re¬ 
sulted  in  an  unsurpris¬ 
ing  silence— a  question 
nobody  has  probably 
asked  themselves  in 
regards  to  school. 

Soderstrom  ex¬ 
plained,  “we  ex¬ 
pect  students 
to  learn,  but 
we  don’t 
teach  them 
how  to.” 

He  also 
told  us 
teachers  are 
given  an 
equally  short 
end  of  the 
stick.  Soderstrom 
stated  that  59  per¬ 
cent  of  teacher  textbooks 
do  not  mention  “funda¬ 
mental  teaching  strategies” 
once,  and  only  15  percent 


game,  while  learning  is 
stretched  out  for  an  entire 
season  of  well-performed 
games,  much  like  doing 
well  on  one  test  versus 
doing  well  on  all  of  them. 

“Performance  fluctu¬ 
ates,”  Soderstrom  point¬ 
ed  out,  also  saying  it 
“doesn’t  necessarily  lead 
to  long  term  production.” 

“Motivation  and  at¬ 
titude  are  important,” 
Soderstrom  reminded  the 
room  as  professors  and  stu¬ 
dents  alike  took  notes  on 
his  unorthodox  strategies. 
He  explained  that  while 
his  research  and  methods 
have  shown  success,  vari¬ 
ables  such  as  motivation 
and  attitude  are  import¬ 
ant  in  implementing  and 
carrying  out  his  teachings. 

His  presentation  was 
subtitled,  “Leveraging  de¬ 
sirable  difficulties  to 


include  one  page  or  more. 

“Becoming  maxi¬ 

mally  effective  teach¬ 
ers  and  students  require 
we  learn  how  to  learn.” 

One  of  the  psychology 
professor’s  biggest  points 
was  the  difference  between 
learning  and  performance. 

“Learning  is  the  goal 
of  production,”  he  said 
emphasizing  his  pre¬ 
vious  points,  “perfor¬ 
mance  is  what  we  see  in 
the  current  moment.” 

Soderstrom  exempli¬ 
fied  this  by  comparing  it 
to  basketball,  saying  that 
having  one  outstanding 
game  is  a  reference  to 
performance — it  is  how 
you  did  only  for  that 


enhance  learning:  when 
the  path  to  more  resis¬ 
tance  is  best”  and  he  cer¬ 
tainly  attributed  resistance 
to  successful  learning. 

“Difficulties  lead  to 
better  long-term  learn¬ 
ing,”  such  as  trying  to 
understand  concepts  and 
similar  struggles  students 
will  face  in  the  class¬ 
room,  but  Soderstrom 
insisted  these  difficulties 
“transfer  to  knowledge.” 

In  short,  he  empha¬ 
sized  that  “short-term 
pain  equals  long-term 
gain,”  continuing  with, 
“it’s  not  always  about 
the  product  but  the  pro¬ 
cess  of  getting  there.” 

Soderstrom’s  latest  book 
dives  deep  into  his  four 
strategies  of  how  students 
can  learn  better  and  dis¬ 
play  outstanding  amounts 
of  success  as  a 
result.

Q&A/  Former  COD  student  Colleen  Zavodny  on  taking  a  stand 
against  sexual  assault  and  violence

On  Oct.  30,  Col¬ 
leen  Zavodny,  a 
former  College 
of  DuPage  student  was  on 
campus  to  talk  about  issues 
surrounding  sexual  assault 
awareness  and  prevention. 
After  her  presentation  in  the 
Jack  H.  Turner  Conference 
Center,  I  had  a  brief  chat 
with  her,  here  is  how  it  went: 

Vandy  Manyeh:  How 
important  is  it  that  we  talk 
about  the  sexual  assaults  at 
colleges  and  universities? 

Colleen  Zavodny:  It  is 
very  important  right  now 
in  colleges  and  universities 
especially  considering  ev¬ 
erything  that  is  going  on 
on  the  national  level  with 
Title  IX.  One  of  the  things 
that  the  previous  adminis¬ 
tration  had  done  was  to  put 
the  onus  on  having  college 
campuses  talk  and  dialogup 
about  sexual  assault,  and 
that  has  to  be  the  kind  of 
conversation  that  contin¬ 
ues  because  we  have  seen 
Title  IX  violations  across 
all  50  states  on  college 
campuses. 

VM:  What  are  your  per* 
snnai  feeling"  about  recent 
actions  geared  towards 
tackling  sexual  assault  and 

Tide  IX? 

17.  I  feel  as  a  state, 
we've  done  really  well  to 
enhance  Title  IX  with  the 
new  Preventing  Sexual  Vi¬ 
olence  in  Higher  Educa¬ 
tion  Act.  On  the  national 
level,  I  think  Illinois  is  a 
well-protected  state  when 
it  comes  to  talking  about 
Title  IX  issues  at  college 
campuses.  This  act  man¬ 
dates  that  designated  em¬ 
ployees  have  training  on 
responding  to  disclosures 
so  that  they  feel  equipped. 
Former  COD  Student  Collen  Zavodny  goes  one-on-one  with  alsQ  a  provisi0n 

students  about  dealing  with  sexual  assault  and  v.olence  ^  continuing  education 


that  makes  sure  they  keep 
up  to  date  with  issues  of 
personnel  violence.  It  also 
mandates  that  there  be  a 
confidential  advisor  for  ev¬ 
ery  college  campus  so  that 
students  have  somebody 
confidential  that  they  can 
go  to,  that  will  help  them 
walk  through  any  process 
and  procedures  that  the 
college  has  in  place. 

VM:  What  is  the  status 
of  sexual  assault  at  univer 
sities  and  colleges  around 
the  DuPage  County  area? 

CZ  A  lot  of  people 
think  that  because  we  live 
in  DuPage  County,  assaults 
don't  happen.  But  the  real¬ 
ity  is  sexual  assault  doesn't 
have  any  discrimination.  It 
doesn't  care  what  gender 
you  are,  what  economic 
class  you  are  and  what  race 
.you  are.  Every  college  cam¬ 
pus  in  DuPage  County  has 
some  type  of  interpersonal 
violence  that  occur  on  it. 
One  of  the  great  things 
again  of  the  Preventing 
Sexual  Violence  in  Higher 
Education  Act  is  that  it  is 
bringing  more  awareness 
to  the  fact  that  this  is  real 
and  we  need  to  help  survi¬ 
vors. 

VM:  How  do  you  think 
society  can  do  hcttei  when 
it  comes  to  the  issue  ot  sex 
rial  assault? 

17  We  can  do  better  by 
engaging  in  positive  dia¬ 
logue  about  sexual  assault 
and  interpersonal  violence. 
We  need  to  start  having 
these  conversations  when 
children  are  younger  all  the 
way  through  adulthood.  I 
know  these  issues  are  hard 
to  talk  about,  but  it  does  a 
disservice  just  to  brush  it 
under  the  rug  and  pretend 
like  it  doesn't  happen.  It's 
happening  in  our  backyard, 


and  if  we  don't  do  some¬ 
thing  about  it  and  engage 
in  that  dialogue,  then  peo¬ 
ple  are  thought  to  just  be 
quiet  and  deal  with  it.  That 
is  an  injustice  to  survivors. 

VM:  Do  you  think  we 
are  making  any  progr  CSSf* 

C  /  I  do  think  we  are 
making  some  progress. 
There  are  a  lot  more  out¬ 
reach  and  educational  op¬ 
portunities  about  sexual 
assault  and  interpersonal 
violence.  I  really  do  think 
there  are  great  things  that 
are  going  to  come  into 
place;  new  legislation  for 
law  enforcement  that  helps 
all  of  them  have  additional 
training.  In  DuPage  Coun¬ 
ty,  for  example,  we  have  a 
committed  team  that  is 
committed  to  ending  in¬ 
terpersonal  violence  and  I 
think  that  will  continue  to 
get  stronger  year  by  year. 

VM:  Given  your  expert* 
nuc  as  a  person  who  works 
along  with  law  enforce¬ 
ment,  how  transparent  is 
the  process  when  it  comes 
to  allegations  of  sexual  as¬ 
sault? 

<  /  With  the  legislation 
that  Illinois  passed  on  Jan¬ 
uary  1,  there  is  definitely 
more  transparency  to  the 
criminal  justice  process  and 
you  have  multidisciplinary 
teams  that  are  working 
together  to  increase  that 
transparency. 

VM:  Eet  me  say  my 
(fiend  is  a  victim  ot  sexual 
assault,  what  can  1  do  us  a 
student  to  help? 

You  can  listen  to 
your  friend.  You  can  make 
sure  that  he/she  has  re¬ 
sources  within  the  county. 
I  think  the  biggest  thing 
is  to  allow  them  to  do 
things  at  their  own  pace. 


Sometimes  survivors  aren't 
ready  to  talk  about  what 
happened  to  them,  you  just 
have  to  give  them  space. 
Let  them  know  you  want 
to  support  them. 

VM:  During  your  pre¬ 
sentation,  you  mentioned 
that  there  is  a  relationship 
between  sexual  assault  and 
technology.  Why  is  that 
the  case? 

CZ  As  a  society,  we  are 
trying  to  hide  behind  me¬ 
dia  even  more  and  we  lack 
those  interpersonal  rela¬ 
tionships  and  connections 
with  people.  If  we  don't 
start  having  conversations 
about  what  authentic  re¬ 
lationships  look  like,  then 
I  think  digital  technology 
and  correlation  between 
somebody  going  on  Mes¬ 
senger  and  being  sexually 
harassed  and  leading  into 
another  situation  is  going 
to  become  higher.  A  lot  of 
people  who  are  trafficked 
are  trafficked  because  there 
is  an  initial  connection  be¬ 
hind  the  digital  media. 

Zavodny  has  been  pro¬ 
viding  victim-centered, 
comprehensive  and  compas¬ 
sionate  advocacy  services 
for  victims  of  sexual  assault 
through  the  YWCA  since 
2008.  She  is  a  well-respected 
informant  and  colleague  to 
professionals  in  the  various 
systems  that provide  services 
to  sexual  assault  survivors; 
she  provides  professional 
training  for  law  enforce¬ 
ment  agencies,  hospital 
staff  and  educators  as  well 
as  many  other  service  pro¬ 
viders.

The  21st  Cen¬ 
tury  calls  for 
its  own  defi¬ 
nition  of  diversity. 

Diversity  is  like  the 
Apple  lie  computer.  It 
is  good  to  have  around 
to  know  where  modern 
Apple  computers  came 
from.  But  it  serves  no 
good  in  our  age  of  ev¬ 
er-changing  technologies. 

Accepting  the  definition 
of  diversity  from  what  we 
were  told  it  is  from  our 
parents,  grandparents,  and 
society,  in  general,  won’t 
suffice  in  this  day  and  age. 

The  man  behind  this 
analogy  is  Eddie  Moore. 
Moore,  speaking  to  an 


interested  and  expectant 
crowd  on  Monday  at  the 
dawn  of  the  college's  cel¬ 
ebration  of  diversity  and 
inclusion  didn't  mince  his 
words  when  he  called  for  a 
revisit  to  some  of  the  con¬ 
versations  around  diversity. 

Moore  spoke  on 
the  theme:  "America 
is  Changing:  Are  You 
ready?  The  Challenges  of 
Diversity,  Power/Privi¬ 
lege,  and  Leadership  in  a 
21st  Century  America." 

"What  we  were  taught 
about  diversity  could 
be  completely  errone¬ 
ous  today,"  said  Moore. 

He  alluded  to  an  in¬ 
creasingly  diverse  Amer¬ 


ica  where  diversity  isn't 
just  limited  to  "black  and 
white  people,"  but  peo¬ 
ple  of  different  genders, 
socioeconomic  back¬ 
grounds  and  much  more. 

America  in  the  21st 
Century  must  deal  with 
the  issue  of  gender-neu¬ 
tral  bathrooms,  gender 
identities,  and  sexual  ori¬ 
entation.  Young  people 
must  have  some  skills  set 
around  these  issues  to  just 
go  about  their  business. 

This  is  what  he  called 
"cultural  competency." 
It  is  needed  by  employ¬ 
ers  in  the  21st  Century. 

Adapting  to  this  new 
wave  of  change  comes 


along  with  "toughness." 

"You  don't  solve  tough 
problems  if  you  don't  prac¬ 
tice  tough,"  said  Moore. 
"Often  times  with  diver¬ 
sity,  we  just  do  kumbaya 
stuff.  When  something 
goes  down  and  need  a  re¬ 
ally  tough  space  to  have 
a  conversation,  people 
are  freaking  out,  run¬ 
ning  into  their  segregat¬ 
ed  corners  and  we  never 
have  the  conversation." 

His  courageous  bingo 
game  is  one  way  to  prac¬ 
tice  toughness.  The  game 
asks  some  thought-pro¬ 
voking  questions:  "Are 
you  afraid  of  black  peo¬ 
ple?  Do  you  believe  ev¬ 


eryone  can  be  racist?" 

Moore  ended  his  con¬ 
versation  by  admonish¬ 
ing  everyone  present  to 
be  ready  for  this  change. 

Moore  currently  serves 
as  the  director  of  The  Priv¬ 
ilege  Institute  (TPI)  and 
The  National  White  Priv¬ 
ilege  Conference  (WPC). 
The  initiative  engages 
people  in  research,  educa¬ 
tion,  action,  and  leadership 
through  workshops,  con¬ 
ferences,  publications  and 
collaborative  partnerships 
and  relationships.  He  is 
also  the  co-editor  of  Ev¬ 
eryday  White  People  Con¬ 
front  Racial  and  Social  In¬ 
justice:  15  Stories  and,  The 


White  Women’s  Guide 
to  Teaching  Black  Males. 

This  event  was  organized 
by  the  College  of  DuP- 
age  Center  for  Student 
Diversity  and  Inclusion. 
The  CSDI  is  the  college's 
way  of  committing  itself 
to  improving  the  cultural 
environment  for  students.

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Gender:  Genetics  or  psychology?

How  many  gen¬ 
ders  truly  exist  in 
humans?  Some 
scientists  say  two — man 
or  woman — while  others 


claim  gender  is  a  non-bi¬ 
nary,  constantly-chang- 
ing  spectrum,  including 
identities  such  as  trans¬ 
gender,  cisgender  and 


gender  nonconforming. 

COD  will  host  a  fac¬ 
ulty  panel  discussion  ti¬ 
tled  “What  is  Gender?” 
on  Wednesday,  Nov.  8  in 
room  1234  of  the  Health 
and  Science  Center.  The 
discussion  will  begin 
at  6:30  p.m.  and  is  free 
to  students  and  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  community. 

Considering  how  di¬ 
verse  COD’s  student 
body  is,  Adjunct  Philos¬ 
ophy  Professor  Jonathan 
Parsons  is  optimistic  that 
the  event  will  be  engag¬ 
ing  and  eye-opening  to 
attendees  who  may  not 
have  had  to  deal  with 
gender  issues,  and  reward¬ 
ing  to  those  who  have. 

“Understanding  issues 


surrounding  gender  is  im¬ 
portant  in  general,  but  for 
COD  students  in  partic¬ 
ular,  it  may  be  especially 
important  given  the  diver¬ 
sity  of  our  campus  popula¬ 
tion,”  Parsons  said.  “Part  of 
COD's  commitment  to  be¬ 
ing  an  inclusive  communi¬ 
ty  involves  understanding 
other  people's  experiences, 
especially  the  experiences 
of  those  who  face  mar¬ 
ginalization  and  oppres¬ 
sion  in  today's  society.” 

The  panel  will  include 
faculty  from  the  philoso¬ 
phy,  psychology  and  hu¬ 
manities  departments,  in¬ 
cluding  Professor  Parsons. 
The  panelists  will  discuss 
what  it  means  to  identify  as 
another  gender,  to  be  trans¬ 


gender  and  to  be  non-gen- 
dered,  as  well  as  the  social 
constructs  surrounding 
typical  gender  roles. 

“We  have  ideas  about 
which  behaviors,  attitudes 
and  practices  associated 
with  gender  are  considered 
normal,  but  why  are  these 
behaviors,  attitudes  and 
practices  cemented  as  the 
status  quo  as  opposed  to 
something  else?  Are  these 
conditions  normal  because 
they  are  simply  what  we  are 
accustomed  to?  Are  these 
conditions  normal  because 
they  reflect  how  things 
should  be?”  Parsons  said. 

They  will  question  the 
nature  of  gender  and 
its  basis  in  both  biology 
and  psychology,  and  the 


definitions  of  ‘sex’  and 
‘gender’  as  they  are  ap¬ 
plied  to  this  discussion. 

“[Generally]  when  we 
are  talking  about  sex  we 
are  talking  about  biologi¬ 
cal  facts,  but  when  we  are 
talking  about  gender  we 
are  talking  about  social  or 
normative  facts,”  Parsons 
said.  “As  such,  gender  in¬ 
volves  social,  political,  eco¬ 
nomic,  and  psychological 
dimensions  and  it  isn't 
clear  how  facts  of  biology 
could  strictly  determine 
those  types  of  dimensions.” 

Following  the  discus¬ 
sion,  there  will  be  an  audi¬ 
ence  question-and-answer 
session — with  free  cookies.

Amazon  wants  you  to  give  them  a  spare  'Key'  to  your  house 

Forfeiting  privacy  for  convenience 


Online  shopping 
giant  Amazon 
recently  unveiled 
a  new  service  called  Ama¬ 
zon  Key,  which  will  essen¬ 
tially  give  delivery  drivers 
access  to  the  inside  of  cus¬ 
tomers’  homes  to  drop  off 
packages.  Amazon  claims 
this  new  feature  will  elim¬ 
inate  the  problem  of  cus¬ 
tomers  not  being  home 
when  their  orders  arrive. 

This  move  seems  like  an 
eventuality  as  customers 
always  want  their  online 
shopping  experience  to 
be  as  convenient  as  pos¬ 
sible.  The  line  between 
convenience  and  prac¬ 
ticality  has  to  be  drawn 
somewhere  though,  and 
giving  a  stranger  entrance 
to  your  house  just  doesn't 
really  seem  all  that  prac¬ 
tical,  to  say  the  least. 

The  new  feature,  which 
is  only  available  to  Ama¬ 


zon  Prime  members,  will 
include  the  Amazon  Key 
in-home  kit,  which  has  a 
starting  price  of  $249.99. 
Inside  the  kit  will  be  the 
Amazon  Cloud  Cam  (Key 
Edition)  indoor  security 
camera,  which  you  would 
mount  within  25  feet  of 
your  front  door.  It  will  also 
include  a  compatible  smart 
lock  from  Kwikset  or  Yale 
to  be  installed  on  the  out¬ 
side  of  your  front  door. 

According  to  Amazon, 
this  service  will  be  com¬ 
pletely  safe  and  secure  as 
delivery  drivers  will  be 
thoroughly  vetted  and 
have  to  undergo  “com¬ 
prehensive  background 
checks  and  motor  vehicle 
records  reviews.”  Custom¬ 
ers  will  be  able  to  watch 
the  delivery  live  from  the 
security  camera  or  watch 
a  playback  of  it  later. 

All  of  that  sounds  well 


and  good,  in  theory.  But 
are  we  really  going  to  give 
total  strangers  access  to 
our  house  when  we’re  not 
there?  Sure,  the  delivery 
drivers  are  being  record¬ 
ed,  but  when  has  being 
recorded  ever  stopped  a 
thief  from  taking  stuff? 
That’s  what  I  thought. 
Also,  a  background  check 
doesn’t  automatically  make 
somebody  trustworthy. 

Yes,  having  your  pack¬ 
ages  left  inside  your  house 
would  be  convenient.  You 
could  buy  a  new  camera 
and  not  have  to  worry 
about  someone  stealing  it 
off  your  porch,  or  having  to 
tweak  your  schedule  a  bit 
to  make  sure  you’re  home 
for  a  delivery.  The  question 
is,  are  we  willing  to  sacrifice 
privacy  for  convenience? 
Allowing  a  stranger  into 
my  house  when  I’m  not 
there  just  gives  me  a  weird 


“I  don’t  think  so”  vibe.  No 
matter  how  safe  Amazon 
says  it  will  be,  to  us  it’s 
just  not  worth  the  risk. 

There’s  no  doubt  Ama¬ 
zon  Key  could  bring  add¬ 
ed  convenience  to  online 
shopping.  Anyone  who 
has  ever  been  waiting  for¬ 
ever  for  that  special  deliv¬ 
ery  only  to  never  receive  it 
could  almost  certainly  see 
the  advantages  of  this  new 
service.  However  with  that 
being  said,  the  thought  of 
someone  we  don’t  know 
being  inside  our  house 
when  we’re  not  there  is 
something  we  just  can’t 
wrap  our  minds  around. 

It’s  really  up  to  each 
individual  customer  on 
whether  or  not  they  would 
feel  comfortable  with  giv¬ 
ing  Amazon  the  key  to 
their  front  door.  As  for 
us,  just  leave  the  box  out¬ 
side,  thank  you  very  much.

A  response  to 
Diana  Goulding’s 
letter  to  the  editor 
firom  Oct.  11. 

Diana  discussed  op¬ 
tions  for  older  students 
who  have  to  take  the 
Math  Placement  Test — 
the  ALEKS  PPL  test. 
Briefly,  she  said  stu¬ 
dents  who  do  not  test 
into  a  college-level  math 
course  have  two  options: 
take  the  lower-level 
math  course  they  placed 
into  (which  does  take 
time  and  money)  or  use 
the  Prep  &  Learning 
module  that  comes  em¬ 
bedded  in  the  ALEKS 
PPL  package.  Diana 
listed  two  main  reasons 
why  these  options  were 
not  good  for  older  stu¬ 
dents,  but  I  would  like 
to  revisit  those  reasons. 

First,  Diana  said, 
“ALEKS  is  a  web-based, 
adaptive  questioning 


assessment  system  mak¬ 
ing  it  quite  easy  for 
young,  tech-sawy  stu¬ 
dents  to  use.  After  test¬ 
ing,  ALEKS  will  create 
a  Prep  and  Learning 
[P&L]  Modules  based 
on  personalized  results 
that  will  then  allow  for 
study  in  the  areas  that 
need  attention.”  This  is 
correct,  except  one  does 
not  need  to  be  tech-sav¬ 
vy  to  use  the  P&L  mod¬ 
ule.  Yes,  the  module  is 
web-based,  but  so  is  the 
ALEKS  placement  test. 
The  student  takes  a  first 
attempt  of  the  test  from 
home  or  anywhere  with 
internet  access.  The  test 
is  not  proctored,  and  the 
score  does  not  get  en¬ 
tered  into  the  student’s 
COD  record.  Instead, 
the  first  attempt  is  used 
to  build  the  P&L  mod¬ 
ule,  as  Diana  mentioned, 
which  is  tailored  to  each 
student’s  needs.  This 
allows  students  to  not 


waste  time  reviewing 
topics  already  mastered 
but  presents  review  for 
topics  which  need  re¬ 
view.  ALEKS  sequences 
topics,  so  the  student  re¬ 
views  a  topic  only  when 
he  or  she  is  ready  to  learn 
it.  As  topics  are  mas¬ 
tered,  new  topics  become 
available  for  review. 

In  Math  Assistance, 
we  gladly  help  students 
who  are  new  to  ALEKS 
PPL  to  learn  how  to  use 
it.  We  make  sure  the 
process  is  understood 
before  the  student  leaves, 
and  ten-to-twenty  min¬ 
utes  is  all  that’s  required. 

Second,  Diana  said  the 
P&L  module  takes  time 
and  a  quiet  place  to  work. 
I  agree.  Relearning  math 
does  take  time — there’s 
no  quick  fix.  After  all,  it 
takes  two-to-three  years 
to  learn  algebra,  and 
much  of  it  is  forgotten 
over  the  years.  But,  as  I 
mentioned,  ALEKS  is 


efficient.  It  makes  the 
best  use  of  your  time 
since  it  targets  your 
personal  math-review 
needs.  If  you  can  use 
the  P&L  module  for 
several  hours,  and,  as  a 
result,  place  in  a  course 
above  where  your  first 
test  placed  you,  you’ve 
saved  yourself  a  semester 
and  hundreds  of  dollars, 
which  is  an  excellent  in¬ 
vestment  of  your  time. 

I’d  like  to  provide  one 
correction  to  Diana’s 
letter.  She  says  that  new 
students  with  an  ACT 
score  of  21  or  higher  can 
start  college  level  math, 
but  older  students  may 
no  longer  have  an  ap¬ 
plicable  ACT  score.  It 
was  true  that  students 
with  an  ACT  math 
sub-score  of  23  or  high¬ 
er  placed  direcdy  into 
Math  1218,  but  that  is 
no  longer  true.  The  ACT 
is  no  longer  accepted 
to  satisfy  the  prerequi¬ 


sites  for  a  math  course, 
except  to  satisfy  the  ge¬ 
ometry  requirement. 

Finally,  Diana  men¬ 
tioned  one  school  that  of¬ 
fered  students  a  practice 
exam.  Although  there 
is  no  “practice  exam,”  in 
ALEKS  PPL,  the  first 
test  does  not  count  on  a 
student’s  record,  but  it  is 
the  same  test  the  student 
takes  up  to  three  addi¬ 
tional  times  for  place¬ 
ment.  And  students  work 
in  the  P&L  module  be¬ 
tween  attempts,  so  they 
can  improve  their  place¬ 
ment  score.  The  P&L 
module  is  the  best  review 
vehicle  not  only  because 
it  is  tailored  to  each  stu¬ 
dent  personally,  but  it  is 
ALEKS  and  gives  stu¬ 
dents  practice  working 
in  the  same  platform 
as  the  placement  test. 

For  anyone  who  is 
uneasy  about  taking 
the  math  placement 
test  because  he  or  she  is 


afraid  of  not  remember¬ 
ing  how  to  do  the  math 
he  or  she  used  to  know, 
ALEKS  PPL  can  be 
your  best  friend.  Please 
come  to  the  Math  As¬ 
sistance  Area  in  the 
Learning  Commons  in 
SRC  2102  if  you  need 
help  getting  started.

Chaps  Men's  Soccer  Thoroughly  Dominated  in  Regional

he  COD  men’s 
soccer  team  had 
an  excellent  sea¬ 
son,  but  it  did  not  end 
the  way  they  would  have 
liked  it  to.  Against  a 
tough  Waubonsee  team 
the  Chaps  opened  up  the 
regional  semifinal  with  a 
nice  break  away  from  Saul 
Hernandez.  It  appeared  as 
though  the  Chaps  would 
have  a  relentless  attack  on 
the  opposition’s  goal,  but 
that  would  change  quickly. 
There  was  some  early  trou¬ 
ble  in  the  game  with  foot¬ 
ing  as  it  was  raining,  cre¬ 
ating  a  slick  playing  field 
on  the  DuPage  turf.  It  was 
a  sign  of  things  to  come. 

The  game  was  won  in 
the  midfield,  particularly 
by  the  Waubonsee  players. 
The  physicality  was  evi¬ 
dent  early,  and  the  Chaps 


did  not  respond  well.  Giv¬ 
ing  up  a  tough  goal  to 
Marcos  Carrasco  of  Wau¬ 
bonsee  just  13:50  into  the 
game,  COD  struggled  to 
stave  off  the  opposition’s 
attack  when  in  the  box, 
and  it  manifested  in  the 
opening  goal.  The  abili¬ 
ty  of  Waubonsee  to  as¬ 
sert  themselves  in  the  box 
looked  to  be  the  differ¬ 
ence  early,  however  there 
was  still  a  lot  of  ball  left 
to  be  played.  The  Chap’s 
defensive  performance 
would  have  to  improve. 

The  Chaps  would  con¬ 
tinually  have  chances  to 
create  scoring  opportu¬ 
nities,  however  missing 
teammates  and  lack  of  ball 
control  allowed  Waubon¬ 
see  to  take  over  the  game. 
Waubonsee  was  able  to 
create  chances  with  the 


over  pursuit  of  the  Chaps 
defensive  midfield.  In  an¬ 
other  scare  for  the  Chaps, 
Waubonsee  missed  an 
opportunity  when  they 
had  a  free  kick  44:53  into 
the  1st  half.  It  was  a  first 
half  to  be  built  upon, 
however  a  lot  was  left  to 
be  desired  as  the  Chaps 
were  outclassed  in  almost 
all  aspects  of  the  game. 

The  second  half  would 
open  up  with  a  lot  like  the 
first  half,  with  Waubonsee 
coming  out  playing  better 
ball.  The  day  was  misera¬ 
ble  as  well  as  the  game  for 
those  who  came  out  for  the 
Chaparrals.  The  Waubons¬ 
ee  pressure  was  getting  to 
the  Chaparrals  team  as  the 
midfield’s  constant  was 
giving  up  the  ball  to  the 
opposition.  Waubonsee 
did  what  was  needed  and 


created  opportunities  for 
big  scores  in  the  second 
half.  The  Chaps  defense 
appeared  to  be  in  con¬ 
stant  peril  giving  up  four 
comers  as  well  as  oppor¬ 
tunities  in  the  box.  Wau¬ 
bonsee  dominated  in  every 
aspect  of  the  game,  and 
there  wasn’t  much  that  the 
Chaps  could  do  about  it. 

The  game  would  be 
closed  out  with  a  pair  of 
goals  from  Waubonsee 
Alan  Camarena  and  Re- 
uel  Erastus-Obilo  which 
put  Waubonsee  up  3-0 
and  put  up  a  score  more 
indicative  of  the  domi¬ 
nance  that  was  on  display 
for  the  majority  of  the  af¬ 
ternoon.  The  Chaps  would 
salvage  an  offensive  rush 
with  a  goal  to  close  the 
game  at  the  89:55  mark. 
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The  Chicago  Bears 
traveled  down 
to  the  Mer¬ 
cedes-Benz  Superdome 
this  past  Sunday  to  play  one 
of  the  hottest  teams  in  the 
league  in  the  New  Orleans 
Saints.  Coming  into  this 
game  after  off  an  ugly  win 
against  the  Carolina  Pan¬ 
thers,  the  Bears  were  look¬ 
ing  to  do  damage  against  a 
New  Orleans  defense  that 
struggled  against  tougher 
competition.  While  the 
Bears  don’t  necessarily 
have  the  best  weapons  in 
the  league  they  had  some 
players  that  could  create 
some  mismatches.  The  op¬ 
portunity  to  create  com¬ 
fort  for  young  quarterback 
Mitchell  Trubisky  was  al¬ 
most  too  good  to  be  true. 

The  Bears  opened  the 
game  trying  to  establish 
the  running  game  with  Jor¬ 
dan  Howard  now  that  he’s 
taken  on  a  larger  workload 
after  recovering  from  his 
early  season  shoulder  trou¬ 
ble.  The  Bears  would  be 
forced  to  punt  after  their 
first  drive.  The  defense  that 
received  much  of  the  praise 
this  past  week  would  find 
its  toughest  challenge  of 
the  year  with  future  Hall 
of  Fame  quarterback  Drew 


Brees.  The  Saints  marched 
down  the  field  for  an  Al¬ 
vin  Kamara  touchdown 
on  a  bit  of  misdirection. 
Running  the  jet  motion  to 
the  near  side  of  the  field, 
Brees  quick  pitched  it  to 
Kamara  for  a  touchdown 
to  put  New  Orleans  up 
7-0  early  in  the  contest. 

Chicago  would  answer 
with  a  field  goal  drive  af¬ 
ter  a  beautiful  throw  from 
Mitchell  Trubisky  to  re¬ 
ceiver  Tre  McBride  that 
brought  the  offense  inside 
the  twenty  yard  line.  De¬ 
spite  some  of  the  things 
done  well  on  the  drive 
the  offense  would  have  to 
settle  for  a  field  goal  from 
Connor  Barth.  The  Bears 
would  have  an  opportuni¬ 
ty  once  again  to  score  af¬ 
ter  forcing  a  fumble  from 
Alvin  Kamara  but  could 
only  muster  a  missed 
field  from  Connor  Barth. 

With  that  quick  turn¬ 
around,  Brees  was  hitting 
quick  pass  after  quick 
pass  with  precision  to  his 
receivers  Michael  Thom¬ 
as  and  Ted  Ginn  Jr.  for  a 
nice  offensive  drive.  Mark 
Ingram  was  also  able  to 
contribute  as  he  his  phys¬ 
ical  running  inside  the  the 
tackles  punished  the  Bears 
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for  stretches  on  the  drive. 
Ingram  was  able  to  cap  off 
the  drive  with  a  two  yard 
touchdown  in  the  red  zone 
as  he  heroically  leaped  over 
the  Bears  defensive  line. 

The  Bears  would  con¬ 
tinue  to  show  flashes  on 
offense  but  like  any  Bears 
offense  there  was  a  lot  that 
could  have  been  done  bet¬ 
ter.  Understanding  limita¬ 
tions  is  expected  however 
Trubisky  took  a  couple  of 
unnecessary  sacks  in  the 
game  that  killed  a  lot  of 
momentum  and  field  po¬ 
sition.  One  of  the  shin¬ 
ing  offensive  plays  for  the 
Bears  was  the  long  Jor¬ 
dan  Howard  run  that  got 
them  out  of  the  shadow 
of  their  own  end  zone.  The 
over  pursuit  of  linebacker 
Manti  T’eo  created  a  large 
gap  allowing  Howard  to 
burst  through  the  line  for 
a  50  yard  gain.  The  Bears 
would  once  again  settle  for 
a  Connor  Barth  field  goal. 

Prior  to  the  Bears  field 
goal  however,  a  touchdown 
catch  was  called  back  after 
great  effort  by  Zach  Miller. 
It  was  clear  in  the  play  that 
Miller  maintained  posses¬ 
sion  of  the  ball  falling  to 
the  ground.  It  must  be  not¬ 
ed  however  that  Miller’s 


knee  was  dislocated  on  the 
play  and  clearly  was  a  part 
in  him  letting  go  of  the  ball 
to  clutch  his  knee.  It  would 
be  noted  that  he  was  done 
for  the  year  after  reports 
from  the  team  were  re¬ 
leased  following  the  game. 

The  fourth  quarter  was 
a  one  of  opportunity  for 
the  Bears  to  say  the  least, 
two  Mark  Ingram  fum¬ 
bles  set  up  the  Bears  for 
a  chance  to  let  Trubisky 
win  the  game  for  them 
however  penalties  and  the 
young  quarterback  taking 
unnecessary  sacks  played 
a  part  in  the  demise  of  the 
Bears  effort  this  week.  The 
offense  clearly  has  plen¬ 
ty  of  work  to  do  but  with 
a  bye  week  coming  this 
week  and  Aaron  Rodgers 
out  for  what  looks  like  the 
year  this  could  be  a  chance 
for  the  Bears  to  showcase 
the  ability  of  Trubisky  and 
his  new  weapon  acquired 
from  San  Diego  this  week, 
Dontrelle  Inman.  The 
Bears  fell  to  3-5  on  the 
year  after  faltering  to  the 
Saints  20-12  but  with  the 
defense  playing  at  the  lev¬ 
el  that  they  have  been  and 
the  evident  talent  from  the 
quarterback,  the  playoffs 
are  not  out  of  the  question.

The  questions 

bombarding 
Lisa  Porep’s 
mind  just  kept  get¬ 
ting  bigger  and  scarier. 

“I  started  to  think  about 
the  point  of  my  life,” 
Porep  said.  “What  am  I 
going  to  do  after  college? 
What  am  I  going  to  do 
when  the  money  runs 
out  that’s  allowing  me  to 
come  to  college?  What  if 
financial  aid  doesn’t  cov¬ 
er  everything  and  books 
prices  keep  going  up?” 

She  refers  to  this  cy¬ 
cle  as  “existential  dread,” 
and  the  anxiety  and  pan¬ 
ic  attacks  became  the 
genesis  of  her  seeking 
some  help  from  a  men¬ 
tal  health  counselor. 

Many  students  at  Col¬ 
lege  of  DuPage  are  going 
through  the  same  circle 
Porep  did  go  through; 
the  number  of  stu¬ 
dents  seeking  person¬ 
al  counseling  at  COD 
has  nearly  doubled  over 
the  past  three  semesters. 

Within  the  first  six 
weeks  of  fall  2015  and 
2016,  one  counselor  met 
with  53  students  in  both 


semesters.  This  fall,  that 
number  rose  to  75.  COD 
doesn’t  have  the  technol¬ 
ogy  in  place  to  track  the 
total  number  of  students 
seeking  counseling  ser¬ 
vices  for  a  specific  psy¬ 
chological  problem,  but 
college  staff  said  the  in¬ 
crease  in  students  seek¬ 
ing  help  is  undeniable. 

“College  students  are 


coming  with  more  men¬ 
tal  illness;  it  is  just  the 
fact,”  said  Mental  Health 
Counselor  Dennis  Emano. 

This  increase  could  be 
a  result  of  recent  public¬ 
ity  efforts  by  the  college 
to  create  some  awareness 
of  mental  health  coun¬ 
seling  services.  Emano 
also  averred  this  could  be 
a  result  of  students  react¬ 


ing  to  recent  happenings 
in  the  country:  from  mass 
shootings  in  Vegas  to  a 
recent  vehicle-ramming 
incident  in  New  York. 

Porep  believes  the  col¬ 
lege  has  made  some  strides 
since  her  first  stint  as  a 
student  in  2007.  She  says 
for  her  condition,  stepping 
out  of  class  is  something 
she  has  to  do  at  times. 


“When  you  talk  to  the 
teachers  now  before  class  or 
before  the  semester  starts, 
they  will  make  allowanc¬ 
es  for  you.  I  used  to  come 
here  in  2007,  and  there 
wasn’t  so  much  acceptance 
back  then.  Teachers  didn’t 
recognize  it  as  an  actual 
problem,”  added  Porep. 

The  status  of  students’ 
mental  health  is  not  just 


a  problem  at  COD.  Na¬ 
tionally,  the  National  Al¬ 
liance  on  Mental  Illness 
(NAMI)  says:  “One  in 
four  students  have  a  di- 
agnosable  illness;  40  per¬ 
cent  do  not  seek  help;  80 
percent  feel  overwhelmed 
by  their  responsibilities; 

50  percent  have  be¬ 
come  so  anxious  that 
they  struggled  in  school.” 


Nationally  and  at  COD, 
with  this  rise  in  the  num¬ 
ber  of  students  seeking 
counseling  services  for 
mental  health  issues,  col¬ 
leges  have  not  been  able 
to  catch  up  with  students’ 
needs.  COD  has  two 
mental  health  counselors 
for  over  28,000  students. 

“This  is  a  problem,” 
said  Amy  Holm,  pres¬ 


ident  of  the  Mental 
Health  Awareness  Team 
(M.H.A.T)  at  COD. 
“There  is  a  50  percent  in¬ 
crease  to  people  going  in 
for  mental  illness  support.” 

At  counseling  ser¬ 
vices,  Emano,  who  is  the 
lead  mental  health  coun¬ 
selor,  has  had  to  create 
a  wait  list  for  students 
who  need  counseling. 


“That  is  not  even  for  me,” 
added  Emano.  “I  also  had 
to  start  a  group  because  I 
thought  I  was  not  able  to 
see  everyone  individually; 
less  time  and  more  people.” 

However,  Holm  be¬ 
lieves  the  college  has 
done  well  with  access 
and  accommodation  as 
it  relates  to  helping  stu¬ 
dents  with  a  disclosed

mental  health  problem. 

“People  with  mental 
illnesses  go  to  access  and 
accommodation  to  ask 
for  more  time  with  a  test, 
and  they  are  allowed  to 
bring  recording  devic¬ 
es  to  help,”  added  Holm. 

Holm’s  team  is  work¬ 
ing  towards  demystifying 
commonly  held  beliefs 
about  mental  illness.  The 
group  wants  the  college 
community  to  come  to 
a  conclusion  that  any¬ 
one  could  be  triggered 
into  a  mental  illness. 

“M.H.A.T.  is  team¬ 
ing  up  with  the  Student 
Leadership  Council  to 
conduct  a  survey  to  in¬ 
vestigate  why  there  was  a 
50  percent  increase  in  stu¬ 
dents  going  to  counseling 
services,  and  the  results 
from  that  might  speci¬ 
fy  more  into  the  general 
problems,  but  you  can’t  say 
there  is  one  specific  rea¬ 
son  of  why,”  added  Holm. 

The  group  also  serves  as 
a  support  group  for  stu¬ 
dents  and  promotes  men¬ 
tal  wellness  on  campus. 
They  meet  every  Wednes¬ 
day  at  11:30  in  BIC  3461.

Carjackings  in 
Chicago  surge  to 
an  all  time  high

As  the  seasons 
change,  day¬ 
light  dwindles 
by  the  minute  leaving  a 
concerning  darkness  over 
Chicago  residents  walk¬ 
ing  to  their  cars  at  night. 

A  spike  in  violent  car¬ 
jackings  in  Chicago  shows 
nearly  a  100  percent  in¬ 
crease  in  the  number  of  re¬ 
ported  attempts  from  last 
year.  But  it  isn’t  just  the 
historically  crime  infested 
neighborhoods  experienc¬ 
ing  these  acts.  “Trendy” 
areas  and  suburbs  are  be¬ 
coming  victims  as  well. 

Only  10  months  into 
our  calendar  year,  au¬ 
thorities  reported  661 
carjackings,  compared  to 
last  year’s  663  reported 
attempts  for  the  entire 
year.  That  number  is  also 
nearly  twice  the  339  total 


reports  that  came  in  2015 

When  it  comes  to  vi¬ 
olent  crime,  DuPage 
County  is  rated  a  24  on 
a  one  (lowest)  to  100 
(highest)  scale  by  Sper¬ 
ling’s  Best  Places,  com¬ 
pared  to  Cook  County’s 
49  and  the  nations  31.1. 

Chicago  gang  mem¬ 
bers  and  affiliates  have 
remained  at  the  top  of 
the  list  of  suspects,  in¬ 
cluding  numerous  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Traveling  Vice 
Lords  being  arrested  for 
multiple  carjackings  this 
last  summer.  Police  also 
add  juveniles  to  the  list 
of  perpetrators  involved 
in  these  violent  crimes. 

Luckily,  DuPage  Coun¬ 
ty  is  not  known  for  its  gang 
numbers,  ranking  a  7.6  on 
the  Estimated  Gang  Risk 
Index  with  an  average  of 


7.0.  But  the  increasing 
trend  of  gangs  and  the  es¬ 
timated  56  active  gangs  in 
the  area— involving  slight¬ 
ly  under  2.5  million  mem¬ 
bers— shows  the  poten¬ 
tial  for  heightened  gang 
activity  in  the  suburbs.. 

The  Chicago  Sun 
Times  reported  a  car¬ 
jacking  in  Wheaton  on 
Sep.  9,  involving  two 
armed  Chicago  residents 
who  followed  a  couple 
home  and  held  them  at 
gunpoint  in  their  drive¬ 
way  at  around  10:00  pm. 

These  carjackings 

are  considered  violent, 
meaning  there  is  some 
kind  of  weapon  in¬ 
volved  in  the  attempt, 
which  are  primarily  fire¬ 
arms  but  can  also  include 
knives  and  other  objects. 

When  we  think  of  vehi¬ 
cle  theft,  the  most  common 
strategy  is  someone  follow¬ 


ing  you  to  your  vehicle,  but 
that  isn’t  always  the  case. 

According  to  Chicago 
police,  a  frequent  meth¬ 
od  of  these  carjackings  is 
coined  “bump-and-runs.” 
That’s  the  name  for  a  tech¬ 
nique  where  perpetrators 
will  purposely  bump  into 
your  car,  expecting  you  to 
get  out  and  check  for  dam¬ 
ages  and  take  your  vehi¬ 
cle  while  you  are  outside. 

While  college  cam¬ 
puses  aren’t  primary  lo¬ 
cations  for  such  offens¬ 
es,  students  taking  night 
classes  is  no  anomaly. 

COD  crime  reports 
illustrate  the  diligence 
CODPD  demonstrates  to 
keep  its  campus  crime  free. 
The  colleges  annual  crim¬ 
inal  report  showed  only 
one  on-campus  report 
of  robbery  in  2016  and 
zero  motor  vehicle  thefts.

A  sweeping  tale  of 
love,  revenge,  jus¬ 
tice  and  deceit, 
COD’s  student  play  “Cap¬ 
tain  Blood”promises  to  be  a 
performance  to  remember. 

After  being  wrongly 
convicted  as  a  traitor,  Dr. 
Peter  Blood  is  sentenced 
to  life  in  slavery  on  a  Ca¬ 
ribbean  Island,  but  falls 
for  the  beautiful  niece  of 


the  island’s  cruel  military 
leader.  When  he  escapes 
and  takes  up  a  pirate’s  life, 
Dr.  Blood  tries  everything 
to  return  to  his  love,  Ara¬ 
bella.  The  play  is  based  on 
the  1922  novel  by  Rafael 
Sabatini,  and  this  edi¬ 
tion  was  adapted  for  the 
stage  by  Vidas  Barzdukas 
in  2015.  The  COD  stu¬ 
dent  theater  production 


is  being  directed  by  Con¬ 
nie  Canaday  Howard. 

“Blood  is  an  honorable 
man  wronged  and  mis¬ 
understood,  even  by  the 
woman  he  loves.  Against 
all  odds,  Blood  strives  to 
maintain  that  honor — 
even  as  a  prisoner,  and 
later  as  a  privateer — until 
he  is  vindicated,”  How¬ 
ard  said.  “[It’s  a  story  of] 
soulmates  finding  one 
another,  despite  the  ex¬ 
treme  and  harsh  situa¬ 
tions  in  which  the  char¬ 
acters  find  themselves.” 

‘Captain  Blood’is  an  en¬ 
gaging,  action-driven  plot, 
filled  with  sword  fights, 
piracy  and  high  energy. 

“I  love  working  with 
students.  And  this  play 
is  so  big  and  sweeping  .  . 

.  it  demands  a  lot  of  cast 
and  crew,”  Howard  said. 


“It’s  a  fun  piece,  a  great 
way  to  spend  an  evening 
or  a  Sunday  afternoon,  and 
you  are  supporting  fellow 
students  as  they  train.” 

Nathan  Dittemore  plays 
the  main  antagonist,  Col¬ 
onel  Bishop,  who  is  Ar¬ 
abella’s  uncle.  “It’s  such 
a  big,  sweeping  story,” 
Dittemore  said.  “There’s  a 
lot  of  sword  fighting  and 
running  up  and  down  the 
aisles.  [At  some  points,] 
we  have  people  staged  in 
the  audience.  There’s  so 
much  focused  and  con¬ 
centrated  energy  among 


the  cast,  it’s  a  lot  of  fun.” 

While  a  work  of  fiction, 
‘Captain  Blood’  is  based 
on  historical  events  such  as 
the  Monmouth  Rebellion 
and  the  story  of  Dr.  Henry 
Bittman,  who  had  attend¬ 
ed  soldiers  during  the  Bat¬ 
tle  of  Sedgemoor  in  1685 
England.  Bittman  had 
been  charged  for  treason 
and  sentenced  to  slavery  in 
the  Caribbean,  much  like 
Dr.  Blood.  The  pirating 
life  of  Dr.  Blood  is  based 
on  the  Welsh  privateer 
Henry  Morgan.  This  play 
highlights  the  importance 


of  justice  and  honor,  espe¬ 
cially  in  the  face  of  adver¬ 
sity  and  misunderstanding. 

'Captain  Blood'  will 
show  in  MAC  140Thurs- 
day  through  Sunday 
from  Nov.  9  to  Nov. 
19.  Student  tickets  are

EDITORIAL 

Pharmaceutical  companies  have  played  a  large  part 
in  the  opioid  crisis  sweeping  the  country 


A  recently  held  cer¬ 
emony  in  the 
East  Room  of 
the  White  House  saw 
President  Donald  Trump 
address  the  widespread 
opioid  crisis  that  has 
continued  to  ravage  the 
country. 

The  National  Institute 
on  Drug  Abuse’s  web¬ 
site  states  that  more 
than  90  Ameri¬ 
cans  die  everyday 
from  overdosing 
on  opioids  such 
as  prescription 
pain  relievers, 
heroin  and  syn¬ 
thetic  opioids 
like  fentanyl.  It’s 
been  reported 
that  more  than 
59,000  people  lost 
their  lives  to  this 
epidemic  in  2016 
alone.  Opioid  drugs 
have  become  a  perpetu¬ 
al  issue  in  our  society  and 
it  cannot  be  ignored  that 
pharmaceutical  companies 
may  be  heavily  to  blame. 

The  state  of  Ohio  has 
the  most  deaths  due  to 
drug  overdose  in  the  coun¬ 
try  and  a  lawsuit  was  filed 
earlier  in  the  year  by  its 
Attorney  General  Mike 
DeWine  against  phar¬ 
maceutical  companies  in¬ 
cluding  Purdue  Pharma, 
Teva  Pharmaceuticals,  and 
Johnson  8t  Johnson. 

An  article  posted  on 
the  Atlantic.com  by  Alana 
Semuels  states  that  “The 


lawsuit  accuses  the  compa¬ 
nies  of  spending  millions 
on  marketing  campaigns 
that  ‘“trivialize  the  risks  of 
opioids  while  overstating 
the  benefits  of  using 


them 
for  chronic 
pain.’”  The  com¬ 
panies,  the  lawsuit  alleges, 
lobbied  doctors  to  influ¬ 
ence  their  opinions  about 
the  safety  of  opioids.” 

It’s  unfortunately  quite 
apparent  that  these  com¬ 
pany's  primary  concern 
seems  to  he  that  of  mak¬ 
ing  money.  In  turn,  they 
seem  to  show  indifference 
when  it  comes  to  creating 
and  distributing  painkill¬ 
ing  medication  which  do 


not  have  the  adverse  side 
effects  that  opioids  do. 

The  aforementioned 
Atlantic.com  article  also 
states  that  “A  Los  Ange¬ 
les  Times  investigation 
into  Purdue  Pharma,  for 
instance,  found  that  the 


drug  maker, 
which  mar¬ 
keted  Oxy- 
Contin  as  relieving  pain 
for  12  hours,  knew  that 
the  drug  wore  off  before 
that  time  period.  Since  the 
drug  didn’t  last  as  long  as 
promised,  some  patients 
suffered  withdrawal,  which 


led  them  to  become  ad¬ 
dicted.” 

The  President  an¬ 
nounced  several  initiatives 
to  combat  this  issue  at  the 
ceremony  he  held,  one 
of  these  were  instigating 
an  elaborate  advertising 


to  start  using  drugs. 

However,  this  and  oth¬ 
er  plans  he  mentioned 
may  unfortunately  not  be 
enough  to  stop  this  crisis 
from  getting  even  worse. 

President  Trump  ne¬ 
glected  to  declare  the  cri¬ 
sis  a  national  emergency, 


which  would  have  allowed 
for  the  pooling  of  federal 
funding  specifically  geared 
at  tackling  the  issue — 
something  he  said  he  was 
going  to  do  in  August  of 
this  year. 

An  article  by 


Time’s 
website 
states  that 
Senator 
Edward 
J.  Mar- 
key,  a 
demo¬ 
crat  of 
Massa¬ 
chusetts,  said 
“Instead  of  a  commitment 
to  emergency  funding  for 
our  states  and  commu¬ 
nities,  President  Trump 
offered  empty  words  and 
half-measures.  America  is 
hemorrhaging  lives  by  the 


day  because  of  the  opioid 
epidemic,  but  President 
Trump  offered  the  country 
a  Band-Aid  when  we  need 
a  tourniquet.” 

There  is  no  doubt  that 
the  President  has  made  a 
step  in  the  right  direction 
by  bringing  much  need¬ 
ed  attention  to  this 
issue  plaguing  the 
country.  Many  of 
the  directives  he 
plans  to  imple¬ 
ment  may  very 
well  go  a  long  way 
in  helping  to  solve  thi^ 
problem.  Nevertheless, 
if  the  country  is  to  have 
any  substantial  hope  of 
fully  dealing  with  this,  the 
main  focus  needs  to  be  on> 
dedicating  a  considerable 
amount  of  funds  and  re¬ 
sources  to  finding  ways  to 
resolve  it,  and  pharmaceu¬ 
tical  companies  should  be 
at  the  head  of  that  charge. 

These  companies  must 
be  held  accountable  foi* 
their  undeniable  role  in 
this  drug  overdose  epi¬ 
demic  as  hundreds  of  thou¬ 
sands  of  lives  have  been  cut 
short  as  a  consequence  of 
the  drugs  they  have  cre¬ 
ated.  It  is  important  they 
realize  this  and  aid  in  the 
efforts  to  put  a  stop  to  it. 
The  onus  is  on  them  to 
contribute  in  funding  re¬ 
search  to  create  painkilling 
medication  which  will  not 
end  up  causing  more  harm 
than  good.

Florida  AD  Stricklin  is  right,  "It's  about  more  than  football"

The  University  of 
Florida  is  a  place 
that  athletic  suc¬ 
cess  is  no  stranger  to,  in 
fact  it  has  a  permanent 
residence  in  the  athlet¬ 
ic  department  there  in 
Gainesville.  However,  as  of 
pretty  recently  their  cash 
cow,  the  football  program, 
has  become  devoid  of  that 
success  that  they  are  so  ac¬ 
customed  to  having.  With 


the  likes  of  Steve  Spurrier 
and  Urban  Meyer  leading 
the  charge  in  the  past  30 
years,  winning  a  combined 
3  national  tides  and  8  SEC 
tides,  it’s  easy  to  see  why 
the  fan  base’s  frustration 
is  growing  with  each  year 
post  Meyer.  The  forcing 
out  of  now  former  Florida 
Head  Coach  Jim  McEl- 
wain  runs  a  little  deep¬ 
er  than  wins  and  losses. 


At  the  end  of  the  2014 
season  Jim  McElwain  was 
brought  in  as  Head  Coach 
to  resurrect  a  stagnant 
Florida  offense  that  had 
ranked  in  the  hundreds 
of  offensive  rankings  of 
college  football  ever  since 
Urban  Meyer  left.  Being 
coined  the  quarterback 
whisperer,  McElwain  had 
brought  back  Colorado 
State  from  the  college 
football  graveyard  as  well 
as  winning  two  national 
championships  as  the  of¬ 
fensive  coordinator  at  Ala¬ 
bama.  It  was  easy  to  be  op¬ 
timistic  as  a  Gator  fan,  to 
finally  have  the  offensive 
football  that  the  Gators 
had  become  accustomed 
created  a  collective  sigh 
of  relief  from  the  fanbase. 

That  offseason  held  a 
lot  of  questions  but  the 
main  one  was  the  ques¬ 
tion  that  had  surrounded 
most  of  the  Florida  off¬ 
seasons  post  Urban  Mey¬ 
er,  “Who  would  be  the 
starting  quarterback?”  The 
quarterback  battle  would 
pit  two  freshman  quarter¬ 


backs  against  one  another 
in  4-Star  quarterback  Will 
Grier  and  dual  threat  Tre- 
on  Harris.  After  Grier  had 
separated  himself  as  the 
clear  best  quarterback  on 
the  roster,  the  Gators  went 
into  the  fall  with  some  di¬ 
rection  under  a  new  coach. 
Racing  to  a  6-0  start  in  the 
first  year  of  the  McElwain 
era,  Will  Grier  looked  to 
be  the  guy  to  finally  evis¬ 
cerate  the  ghost  of  Tim 
Tebow.  At  the  height  of 
it  all  seems  to  be  the  time 
of  the  most  gut  wrenching 
blow  for  an  uplifting  story. 
On  October  12,2015  news 
had  broken  that  Will  Grier 
was  suspended  for  the  rest 
of  the  year  and  through 
some  of  next  year  for  us¬ 
ing  an  unapproved  PED. 

This  was  the  first  domi¬ 
no  in  the  ultimate  demise 
of  Jim  McElwain  as  the 
Head  Coach  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Florida.  As  the 
season  began  to  progress 
and  the  Gators  were  win¬ 
ning,  albeit  not  pretty  it 
was  made  clear  by  those 
that  were  covering  the 


team  that  Grier  would 
not  be  welcomed  back 
and  that  McElwain  was 
the  number  proponent  in 
this  ordeal.  Grier  showed 
promise  during  his  stint  at 
Florida  and  now  with  his 
success  at  West  Virginia 
this  season  the  resentment 
from  the  Florida  fans  for 
McElwain  began  to  grow. 

The  other  thing  that 
brought  about  the  demise 
of  McElwain  at  Florida 
was  his  distant  relation¬ 
ship  with  the  administra¬ 
tion  and  throwing  subtle 
jabs  was  something  that 
reportedly  cause  former 
AD  Jeremy  Foley  to  have 
“buyer’s  remorse.”  The 
complaining  by  McEl¬ 
wain  of  facilities  that  were 
in  the  works  to  be  reno¬ 
vated  were  just  planting 
the  seeds  for  a  program 
doomed  to  fail.  The  last 
straw  was  the  alleged  death 
threats  that  McElwain 
claimed  were  received  by 
himself  and  some  of  his 
players  but  wouldn’t  give 
any  further  information 
to  the  police  or  school 


officials.  At  that  point 
the  coffin  had  been  shut. 

McElwain  had  his  highs 
and  lows  at  the  University 
of  Florida  and  while  he  did 
win  some  football  games 
and  a  couple  of  SEC  East 
titles,  current  Florida  AD 
said  it  best,  “It’s  about  more 
than  football.”  Stricklin  is 
completely  right  on  this. 
As  a  college  head  coach 
there’s  a  level  of  politics 
that  need  to  be  played  in 
order  to  please  people  on 
things  such  as  the  admin¬ 
istration,  large  boosters/ 
donors,  as  well  as  the  Ath¬ 
letic  Director.  McElwain 
simply  was  unwilling  to 
set  aside  his  ego  to  cre¬ 
ate  a  comfortable  work¬ 
ing  environment  around 
the  football  program  and 
it  showed.  McElwain  is  a 
good  football  coach  and 
will  most  likely  win  some¬ 
where  that  fits  his  style. 
It  just  simply  won’t  be  at 
the  University  of  Florida.

The  Higher  Learn¬ 
ing  Commis¬ 
sion  (HLC),  in 
a  decision  reached  on 
Nov.  2,  2017,  has  decid¬ 
ed  to  lift  its  probation  on 
the  College  of  DuPage. 

"HLC  took  this  action 
based  on  the  college’s  abil¬ 
ity  to  demonstrate  that  it 
meets  HLC’s  Criteria  for 
Accreditation,"  the  com¬ 
mission  said  in  a  statement. 

The  HLC  "is  an  inde¬ 
pendent  corporation  that 
was  founded  in  1895  as 
one  of  six  regional  in¬ 
stitutional  accreditors 
in  the  United  States." 

In  December  of  2015, 
the  commission  placed  the 


college  on  a  two-year  pro¬ 
bation  for  concerns  about 
integrity  and  governance. 

A  peer  review  team  vis¬ 
ited  the  college  in  July  and 
recommended  no  sanc¬ 
tions.  The  review  was  in 
line  with  the  HLC's  man¬ 
date  to  see  whether  con¬ 
cerns  raised  were  resolved. 

"We  are  grateful  -  to 
HLC  for  their  walk  along¬ 
side  this  journey  to  making 
us  stronger  and  better,"  said 
COD  President  Ann  Ron¬ 
deau.  "We  are  also  grateful 
for  the  extraordinary  work 
done  by  the  entire  Col¬ 
lege  community  -  trust¬ 
ees,  faculty,  staff,  students 
and  the  college  family."

Despite  reiterating 
claims  of  Rus¬ 
sians’  support  for 
then-candidate  Donald 
Trump,  a  Russian  profes¬ 
sor,  Victoria  Zhuravleva, 
believes  the  Kremlin  did 
not  meddle  in  America's 
2017  presidential  election. 

This  comes  after  U.S. 
intelligence  agencies  con¬ 
cluded  that  Russia  med¬ 
dled  in  the  2016  election. 

"This  is  a  result  of  the 
domestic  situation  in 
America,"  Zhuravleva  said. 

This  was  the  tone  of 
Zhuravleva's  exhaustive 
presentation  on  U.S.-Rus- 
sian  relations  during  a  visit 
to  the  College  of  DuPage 
last  Wednesday.  She  con¬ 
siders  November's  elec¬ 
tion  as  an  opportunity 
for  the  U.S.  to  strength¬ 
en  its  cybersecurity. 

The  support  for  Trump's 
campaign  was  fueled  by 
a  belief  that  President 
Trump  would  end  sanc¬ 
tions  imposed  by  former 
President  Barack  Obama. 
The  United  States  under 
Obama  imposed  sanctions 


on  Russia  following  the  an¬ 
nexation  of  Crimea.  Russia 
was  also  ousted  from  the 
G8  -  a  group  of  leading 
industrialized  nations. 

The  Russian  me¬ 
dia  also  played  a  role. 

"Ninety  percent  of  the 
Russian  population  re¬ 
ceive  their  information 
through  state-controlled 
media.  People  experience 
foreign  policies  via  mass 
media,"  Zhuravleva  said. 

The  Russian  media 
portrayed  Trump  as  a 
friendly  ally.  They  also 
sought  to  find  a  correla¬ 
tion  between  his  cam¬ 
paign  and  the  "Russian 
conservative  discourse." 

"This  created  a  space 
for  some  cooperation," 
Zhuravleva  said.  "Putin 
was  playing  his  American 
card  without  any  doubt." 

Zhuravleva  said  thus  al¬ 
lowed  Putin  to  enhance 
his  anti-globalist  agenda. 
The  movement  is  a  "so¬ 
cio-political  movement 
whose  activities  are  aimed 
against  certain  aspects  of 
the  globalization  process 


in  its  present  form,  in  par¬ 
ticular  against  the  global 
dominance  of  transna¬ 
tional  corporations  and 
supranational  trade  and 
financial  institutions." 

Unfortunately,  for  many 
Russians,  the  strained  re¬ 
lationship  between  the 
two  countries  didn't  end 
with  Trump  winning 
last  November's  con¬ 

test.  Trump  was  expect¬ 
ed  to  make  bilateral  re¬ 
lations  more  pragmatic. 

A  bill  that  contained 
sanctions  against  Rus¬ 

sia  was  signed  into  law 
although  Trump  con¬ 

sidered  it  flawed.  This 
has  seen  a  major  twist 
in  the  relationship  be¬ 
tween  the  two  countries 
according  to  Zhuravleva. 

"In  Russia,  we  have 
had  so  many  illusions 
about  Trump.  Now  it's 
clear  that  he  acts  with 
the  ideology  of  hatred, 
violence  and  aggression," 
said  Veronika  Krashen- 
innikova,  a  member  of 
Russia's  Civic  Chamber. 

As  an  expert  on  Rus¬ 


sia-U.S.  relations,  she  also 
believes  the  relationship 
between  the  two  countries 
is  at  its  worst  point  since 
the  end  of  the  cold  war; 
something  she  considers  as 
a  function  of  propaganda. 

She,  however,  believes 
the  two  countries  can  work 
towards  new  areas  of  coop¬ 
eration  that  include;  secu¬ 
rity,  the  nonproliferation  of 
nuclear  weapons,  et  cetera. 

Zhuravleva  is  a  professor 
of  History  and  Interna¬ 
tional  Relations,  director 
of  the  program  on  Amer¬ 
ican  Studies  and  Vice- 
Dean  of  the  faculty  of  In¬ 
ternational  Relations  and 
area  studies  at  the  Russian 
State  University  for  the 
Humanities  in  Moscow. 

Zhuravleva  was  on 
campus  at  the  invita¬ 
tion  of  History  Profes¬ 
sor  Ben  Whisenhunt. 

"Zhuravleva  brought  a 
fresh  perspective  on  a  hot 
topic,  Russian-American 
Relations,  at  a  time  when 
Americans  are  wonder¬ 
ing  about  what  the  future 
holds,"  Whisenhunt  said. 
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Could  paying  for  college  get  any 
worse ?

Discussions  in 
Washington 
have  potential 
to  ensue  panic  over  mil¬ 
lions  of  college  students, 
who  may  watch  their 
loan  deductions  vanish  if 
the  latest  tax  bill  passes. 

"The  deductions  are  ap¬ 
plicable  to  anyone  who 
pays  interest  on  their 
loans— since  a  student  can¬ 
not  request  a  deduction 
for  the  sum  loan — abe- 
ling  them  to  save  up  to 
$2,500  a  year.  The  Internal 
Revenue  Service  calcu¬ 
lated  roughly  12  million 
people  took  advantage  of 
the  deductions  in  2015. 

From  1994  to  2004,  col¬ 
lege  enrollment  increased 
21  percent,  and  another 
17  percent  in  the  follow¬ 
ing  10  years.  And  while 
more  people  are  attending 
college,  tuition  has  par¬ 
allelled,  skyrocketing  157 
percent  and  inevitably  ac¬ 
cumulating  over  $1.3  tril¬ 
lion  in  educational  debt. 

The  epidemic  of  student 
loan  debt  has  had  a  subtle 
relief  due  to  the  deduc¬ 
tions,  without  them,  total 


debt  from  such  loans  is  es¬ 
timated  to  exceed  $20  mil¬ 
lion  in  the  next  10  years. 

Federal  Student  Aid’s 
standard  payment  plan 
calculates  borrowers  to 
conclude  their  debt  in  less 
than  a  decade  after  grad¬ 
uating,  but  studies  show 
60  percent  of  graduates 
in  debt  won’t  expect  to  be 
debt  free  until  they  reach 
their  40’s,  reports  CNBC. 

OneWisconsin  Insti¬ 
tute’s  2013  study  involving 
61,762  debt  owners  con¬ 
cluded  it  takes  an  aver¬ 
age  of  19.7  years  before  a 
graduate  with  a  Bachelor’s 
degree  repays  their  entire 
debt,  almost  twice  as  long  as 
the  estimated  expectation. 

The  Institute  of  College 
Access  and  Success— a 
nonprofit  organization 
directed  towards  mak¬ 
ing  “higher  education 
more  available  and  af¬ 
fordable”— calculated  an 
average  of  nearly  $30,000 
of  debt  for  Illinois  stu¬ 
dents  who  graduated  in 
2016,  ranking  23rd  across 
the  nation.  The  study  also 
noted  61  percent  of  stu¬ 


dents  receive  loans  which 
put  the  Prairie  State 
at  13th  out  of  the  50. 

Tuitions  aren’t  seeing 
any  sign  of  decrease  ei¬ 
ther,  in  fact,  trends  show 
the  exact  opposite.  USA 
Today  reported  that  pri¬ 
vate  university  tuition  in¬ 
creased  an  average  of  3.6 
percent  in  the  last  year. 

Low-income  students 
are  eligible  for  Pell  Grants 
that  don’t  have  to  be  paid 
back,  unlike  loans.  The 
highest  grant  provided  for 
the  2016-2017  school  year 
accumulated  to  $5,815,  a 
definite  assist  to  anyone 
paying  for  college.  But  even 
these  services  have  been 
drastically  cut  for  2018  by 
the  Trump  administration. 

Although  the  Pell  Grant 
service  was  not  included  in 
the  long  list  of  62  programs 
Trump  plans  on  diminish¬ 
ing— including  the  Federal 
Supplemental  Educa¬ 
tional  Opportunity  Grant 
program  and  Support¬ 
ing  Effective  Instruction 
State  Grants  program— its 
funding  was  cut  by  al¬ 
most  $4  billion  in  March.

Bad  news  for  student 
loan  borrowers: 

GOP  tax  reform  puts 
students  in  more  debt

The  recent  tax  plan 
announced  by  the 
GOP  would,  if 
passed,  have  some  serious 
drawbacks  for  students  try¬ 
ing  to  pay  for  higher  edu¬ 
cation.  The  new  bill  would 
get  rid  of  the  student  loan 
interest  deduction,  which 
allows  qualified  borrowers 
to  deduct  up  to  S2,500  of 
student  loan  interest  paid 
in  a  year.  As  it  was  report¬ 
ed  in  an  article  on  huffing- 
tonpost.com  that  in  2016 
more  than  70  percent  of 
college  graduates  finance 
their  education  by  way  of 
student  loans,  this  would 


inevitably  make  it  even 
harder  for  many  students 
to  afford  college,  a  move 
that,  as  college  students, 
we  have  to  disagree  with. 

If  this  new  bill  is  passed, 
more  people  could  end  up 
dropping  out  of  college  or 
choosing  not  to  attend  at 
all  because  they  just  would 
not  have  a  viable  way  of  fi¬ 
nancing  it.  We  would  end 
up  having  less  people  be¬ 
ing  educated  at  the  tertiary 
level,  which  could  lead  to 
further  limitations  on  eco¬ 
nomic  mobility  for  many. 

Along  with  the  elim¬ 
ination  of  the  student 
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loan  interest  deduction, 
according  to  Kim  Dancy 
for  CNN.com,  the  plan 
would  also  include  “major 
reductions  in  tax  credit  for 
tuition  that  help  students 
and  their  families  offset 
college  costs,  moves  to 
treat  employer-provided 
tuition  payments  as  tax¬ 
able  income,  and  [would 
propose]  taxing  endow¬ 
ment  income  at  presti¬ 
gious  private  universities.” 

An  article  posted  on 
Time.com  by  Kaitlin 
Mulhere  states  “Overall, 
Republicans  say  this  plan 
will  ‘“streamline”’  educa¬ 


tion  benefits  for  families, 
and  that’s  a  net  positive. 
The  current  benefits  are  ‘so 
complicated  that  they  are 
ineffective  because  many 
taxpayers  cannot  deter¬ 
mine  the  tax  benefits  for 
which  they  are  eligible,’” 
These  proposed  cuts 
would  certainly  mean 
more  funding  for  the  gov¬ 
ernment,  as  Republicans 
estimate  the  new  regula¬ 
tions  would  bring  in  up  to 
$47.5  billion  over  10  years. 
However,  even  though  the 
funding  is  much  need¬ 
ed,  it  shouldn't  be  gained 
at  the  expense— figura¬ 


tively  and  literally — of 
people  who  want  to  at¬ 
tain  a  higher  education. 

The  American  Asso¬ 
ciation  of  State  Colleges 
said,  “We  are  disappoint¬ 
ed  that  the  proposal  un¬ 
veiled  undermines  public 
higher  education  through 
its  elimination  of  deduct¬ 
ibility  of  state  and  local 
income  and  sales  taxes, 
important  tax  advantages 
for  students  and  families, 
and  critical  tax  benefits  for 
institutions.  These  chang¬ 
es  together  would  make 
college  less  affordable  for 
the  vast  majority  of  stu¬ 


dents  who  access  higher 
education  through  public 
colleges  and  universities.” 

Not  everybody  needs 
college  to  become  success¬ 
ful,  but  those  who  wish  to 
gain  a  college  degree  tjo 
better  their  lives  should 
not  be  stopped  because 
their  government  made  the 
life-changing  experience 
too  far  out  of  reach.  Amer¬ 
ica  is  supposed  to  be  the 
land  of  opportunity,  and 
the  opportunity  to  become 
a  college  graduate  should 
be  accessible  and  afford¬ 
able  to  all  who  desire  to.

Memes  and  satire  have 
permeated  into  our  men¬ 
tally  vulnerable  culture.  I 
constantly  ask  myself  how 
did  we  reach  a  place  of 
such  deep  desensitization, 
where  we  worship  every¬ 
thing  and  value  nothing? 
I’m  no  saint  myself.  I  log 
on  to  Facebook  or  Twitter 
daily  looking  to  be  enter¬ 
tained  in  the  most  insensi¬ 
tive  way  possible.  Memes 
mocking  things  such  as 
mass  shootings  and  the 


joys  of  socialism  are  just 
some  of  the  things  that  can 
be  found  on  the  internet. 

After  doing  some  dig¬ 
ging,  I  found  a  rebuttal  to 
an  article  called  “Why  are 
you  laughing?”  by  Seth 
Stephens-Davidowitz. 
Now  without  delving  too 
deeply  into  the  first  article, 
Stephens  discusses  why  we 
reach  for  humor  in  many 
different  situations  wheth¬ 
er  we  are  happy  or  are  sad. 

The  rebuttal  was  ti¬ 
tled,  “Addicted  to  Meme 
Culture.”  The  young  lady 
from  Nashville  went  into 
detail  about  how  while 
memes  were  a  great  way 
for  people  to  laugh  or 
be  happy,  the  No.  1  rea¬ 
son  people  reach  for  me¬ 
mes  is  because  it  gives 
them  a  way  to  connect. 

I  found  myself  ponder¬ 
ing  what  she  had  said  and 
really  examined  my  habit¬ 
ual  need  to  search  for  me¬ 
mes  on  social  media  on  a 
daily  basis.  I  came  to  the 
conclusion  that  this  young 
lady  was  correct,  and  we 
find  comfort  in  knowing 
others  find  enjoyment 
in  viewing  these  memes. 
Whether  these  memes  are 


a  little  goofy  and  ridicu¬ 
lous  or  just  downright  sa¬ 
distic,  our  ability  to  share 
our  efforts  at  humor  and 
other  topics  creates  a  cul¬ 
ture  that  intoxicates  a 
generation  of  people  feel¬ 
ing  the  need  to  belong. 

Instead  of  talking  about 
our  problems,  we  take  an¬ 
ti-depressants.  If  we  don’t  _ 
feel  OK,  we’re  told  to  suck 
it  up.  Everyone  has  their 
problems.  With  the  online 
medium  expanding,  it’s 
giving  us  a  solace  in  know¬ 
ing  we  aren’t  alone,  that 
these  silos  of  insensitivity 
and  humor  are  helping  us 
reliverelieve  the  feeling  of 
hopelessness  and  despair. 

Now  I  find  humor  in 
mocking  people  through 
memes  but  this  expand¬ 
ing  culture  is  creating  a 
collective  relief  through 
desensitization.  When 
I  see  memes  about  the 
Texas  shooting  or  Ve¬ 
gas  murders  just  hours 
after  the  news  breaks  I 
know  something  is  wrong. 

The  definition  of  de¬ 
sensitization  is  “the  di¬ 
minished  emotional  re¬ 
sponsiveness  to  negative, 
aversive  or  positive  stim¬ 


ulus  after  repeated  ex¬ 
posure.”  I  found  myself 
treating  this  situation  as  a 
chicken-or-the-egg  sce¬ 
nario.  Is  it  the  media’s  fault 
for  exposing  the  masses  to 
things  such  as  the  carnage 
in  Charlottesville  or  the 
videos  of  unarmed  people 
of  color  being  shot  in  the 
street?  Or  is  it  the  fault 
of  the  consumer  for  mak¬ 
ing  things  so  insensitive? 

Maybe  this  has  just  be¬ 
come  the  norm,  where 
the  moment  we  hear  of 
tragedy  we  reach  for  our 
smartphones  or  laptops 
to  see  what  the  latest  joke 
attached  to  a  picture  is. 

Perhaps  I’m  just  being 
cynical,  or  maybe  we  have 
a  cultural  issue  on  our 
hands  where  the  paradigm 
has  shifted  from  under¬ 
standing  the  plight  of  oth¬ 
ers  through  understanding 
to  humor  and  mocking. 
I’m  not  sure  there  is  a  sci¬ 
ence  to  this,  but  I  know 
that  a  collective  sense 
of  relief  through  com¬ 
munity  isn’t  something 
we  should  discourage.

1  man  into  a  person  who  was 
I  driven  by  the  need  to  report 
the  truth.  This  book  was 
]  the  single  most  influential 
book  that  I’ve  ever  read. 

Andrew  Breitbart,  the 
former  CEO  and  founder 
of  Breitbart  news,  brings  a 


feeling  of  defiance  and  jus¬ 
tification  in  his  book.  From 
his  affluent  upbringing  in 
Brentwood,  California,  the 
base  values  that  his  parents 
created  for  himhis  value 
base  household  that  his 
parents  created  wasn’t  the 
reality  he  was  creating  for 
himself.  His  college  search 
which  was  solely  fueled 
by  where  he  could  party 
the  most,  enlightened  the 
masses  to  how  a  coming  of 
age  moment  comes  about. 
Breitbart’s  battle  with 
things  such  as  addiction 
and  shame  brings  light 
to  many  feelings  that  the 
average  american  college 
student.  In  his  delirium 
infused  need  to  gradu¬ 
ate,  Breitbart  embarked 
on  a  willful  display  of 
studying  and  application. 

Despite  all  his  efforts,  his 
compulsive  need  to  gradu¬ 
ate  on  time  came  down  to 
a  pre-calculus  final  that 


he  knew  litde  to  nothing 
about.  In  his  fruitless  at¬ 
tempt  to  will  himself  to 
knowledge,  he  realized  he 
was  screwed.  Each  ques¬ 
tion  being  more  difficult 
than  the  previous  one.  He 
finally  came  to  the  conclu¬ 
sion,  that  the  only  way  to 
get  what  he  wanted  was  to 
be  straightforward.  Telling 
his  timid  adjunct  professor 
that  he  didn’t  plan  on  hav¬ 
ing  a  career  in  the  field  of 
science  or  anything  that  re¬ 
quired  arithmetic  for  that 
matter  and  could  he  find 
that  for  his  advancement 
as  an  adult  could  he  pass 
him.  Breitbart  finished 
with  a  C-  in  pre-calculus. 

Andrew’s  immediate 
post-college  experience 
was  the  most  eye  opening 
and  influential  piece  of 
writing  that  I've  ever  come 
across.  His  candid  and  vul¬ 
nerable  description  of  buy¬ 
ing  shoes  for  his  job  with 


his  own  money  gave  me  a 
moment  of  self  reflection 
that  I’ve  never  experienced 
to  that  depth.  His  feeling 
of  anguish  and  existential 
re-birth  was  something 
that  he  says  was  born  about 
through  realizing  that  how 
“full  of  shit”  he  was  in  his 
belief  system,  that  his  up¬ 
per  middle  class  upbring¬ 
ing  gave  him  the  luxury 
to  have  his  leftist  beliefs. 
Now  his  arrow  was  point¬ 
ed  in  different  direction. 

When  he  talks  about  his 
time  in  Los  Angeles  work¬ 
ing  as  an  intern  for  E!  En¬ 
tertainment  News  helped 
illuminate  just  exactly  how 
pretentious  and  insensi¬ 
tive  the  glamorous  lifestyle 
of  Hollywood  really  was. 
Paying  for  a  car  he  could 
hardly  afford  and  shoes 
that  were  the  envy  of  those 
he  hung  around  were  all 
what  he  needed  to  impress 
his  shallow  superiors  on 


the  Hollywood  scene.  This 
was  just  planting  the  seeds 
in  his  political  epiphany. 

I  found  the  birth  of  talk 
radio  in  particular  was 
a  well  setup  moment  in 
Breitbart’s  narrative  of  his 
ideological  shift,  that  he 
running  a  marathon  was 
born  about  running  as 
an  excuse  to  feed  his  ad¬ 
diction  to  talk  radio.  Ar¬ 
guments  with  his  father 
in-law  to  be,  Orson  Bean, 
cemented  the  need  to 
question  the  mainstream 
leftist  way  of  thinking  by 
listening  to  Rush  Lim- 
baugh,  a  pioneer  in  the 
conservative  talk  agenda 
and  someone  Breitbart 
had  become  accustomed 
to  hate  by  default.  His 
willingness  to  listen  crys¬ 
tallized  his  paradigm  shift, 
conservatism  was  deeply 
imbedded  into  his  values. 

People  such  as  Matt 
Drudge  and  Arianna 


Huffington  are  just  one  of 
the  many  people  Breitbart 
name  drops  in  his  quest 
for  the  truth  in  American 
journalism.  The  shame¬ 
ful  cover  up  and  finger 
pointing  of  the  Leftist 
media  during  the  Lewin¬ 
sky  scandal  was  given  an 
inside  scoop  through  the 
relationship  between  Bre¬ 
itbart  and  Drudge  creating 
a  great  picture  of  the  cor¬ 
ruption  that  ran  rampant. 

Breitbart  finally  clos¬ 
es  on  his  narrative  with 
talking  about  the  upstart 
of  his  now  cult  level  fol¬ 
lowing  in  Breitbart.com. 
Despite  his  unfortunate 
death  in  February  of  2012 
his  message  of  self  reliance 
and  to  hold  the  words  of 
the  powerful  accountable 
is  something  that  still 
resonates  with  me  to¬ 
day.  If  you  have  a  chance 
to  read  this  book,  your 
life  will  be  better  for  it.

Peace  and  the  Chaps  stand  up  well  to  pressure

Looking  for  their 
first  win  of  the  sea¬ 
son,  the  Chapar¬ 
rals  men’s  basketball  team 
iaced  a  tough  Kishwaukee 
ream,  looking  to  pester  the 
DuPage  guards.  Full-court 
Dress  right  out  of  the  gate  is 
i  very  unorthodox  tactic  in 
Dasketball.  However,  Kish- 
•vaukee  came  out  look- 
ng  to  create  havoc  in  the 
DuPage  backcourt.  While 
:he  Chaps  responded  well 
;arly  against  the  press, 
rhere  was  collective  sense 
Df  uneasiness  that  the  pres¬ 
sure  would  be  turned  up 
md  create  more  problems. 
Once  the  Chaps  were  able 
:o  get  into  their  half  court 
sets  they  were  able  to  cre- 
ite  good  scoring  opportu- 
lities.  Off  the  ball  action 
:o  Tyree  Spencer  was  very 
;ffective  in  the  first  half. 

The  Chaps  were  able  to 
start  fast  and  open  with 
i  9-point  lead  and  assert 
rhemselves  offensively. 
Chaps  power  forward  Ja¬ 
son  Peace,  in  particular,  was 
ible  to  find  his  niche  down 
ow  early  in  the  game  and 
:reate  stress  for  the  interi¬ 
or  defense  of  Kishwaukee. 
There  was  an  substitution 


issue  early  in  the  game 
where  the  DuPage  coach¬ 
ing  staff  was  displeased  by 
the  indecision  of  the  ref¬ 
eree  crew  when  they  tried 
to  sub  Darren  Eiland.  The 
issue  was  fixed  after  seam¬ 
lessly  waiting  for  what 
felt  like  an  eternity.  The 
momentum  of  the  game 
came  to  a  screeching  halt. 

Both  teams  came  out  of 
the  referee  debacle  play¬ 
ing  intense  defense,  and  it 
created  a  lot  of  transition 
buckets.  Guard  Michael 
Stewart  created  a  lot  of 
opportunities  in  the  tran¬ 
sition  game,  tallying  5  as¬ 
sists  in  the  game  and  mak¬ 
ing  the  extra  pass  helped 
make  a  smooth  offensive 
attack  even  more  lethal. 
While  the  Chaps  were 
doing  a  great  job  in  get¬ 
ting  out  in  transition,  there 
were  quite  a  few  missed 
shots.  Despite  shooting 
42%  from  the  field  in  the 
first  half,  the  Chaps  were 
able  to  get  buckets  in 
transition  because  of  the 
relentless  efforts  on  the 
boards  from  players  like  DJ 
Spell  and  Michael  Stew¬ 
art,  who  always  seemed 
to  be  around  the  ball.  "The 


duo  combined  for  15  to¬ 
tal  rebounds  in  the  game. 

Even  though  the  transi¬ 
tion  game  created  a  healthy 
influx  of  offense,  a  lack  of 
spacing  from  the  Chaps 
and  created  turnovers 
for  the  Kishwaukee  side. 
Eighteen  total  turnovers 
seemed  to  plague  the  half 
court  sets  of  the  Chaps,  but 
defensively  they  were  able 
to  get  back  suffocate  Kish- 
waukee’s  transition  game. 

Late  in  the  first  half 
the,  the  Chaps  were  able 
to  settle  down  and  cre¬ 
ate  some  great  off-ball 
movement  for  easy  bas¬ 
kets.  Peace  created  stress 
for  the  Kishwaukee  de¬ 
fense  by  torturing  them 
with  pick  and  pop  action, 
hitting  2  three-point 
shots.  The  Chaps  would 
go  into  the  half  up  36-34. 

Kishwaukee  opened  the 
second  half  all  systems  go, 
scoring  four  of  the  first  six 
points  and  creating  stress 
on  the  DuPage  defense. 
Coach  Earl  Reed  respond¬ 
ed  by  implementing  a  full- 
court  press  of  his  own.  The 
strategy  proved  fruitful  as 
the  Chaps  created  27  turn¬ 
overs  for  the  game,  10  for 


the  backcourt  alone.  Peace 
provided  the  Chaps’  of¬ 
fense,  scoring  inside  as  well 
as  getting  to  the  line  and 
hitting  7  of  8  free  throws. 

“I  was  just  telling  them 
to  get  me  the  ball,  and 
I  was  able  to  attack  the 
weakness  inside,”  Peace 
said  “I  just  wanna  give 
credit  to  my  teammates. 
They  were  unselfish  and 
got  me  the  ball.”  That  they 
did,  as  Peace  finished  the 
game  with  a  game-high  23 
total  points  and  the  only 
Chap  in  double  figures. 

The  game  was  close 
down  the  stretch  as  the 
Chaps  had  to  stave  off  a 
Kishwaukee  run  with  just 
over  two  minutes  to  go 
in  the  game.  With  a  lead 
of  only  a  couple  baskets 
the  main  strategy  was  to 
protect  the  basketball.  “I 
was  just  hoping  and  pray¬ 
ing  they  don’t  hit  the  next 
shot,”  Peace  set  of  the  late- 
game  defensive  mindset. 

The  Chaparrals  would 
hold  on  to  win  by  the 
score  of  74-71  after  a 
tense  final  minute  of  the 
game,  improving  their  re¬ 
cord  to  1-1  on  the  season.

More  tech,  less  security

The  advancement 
of  technology  is 
an  ongoing  ad¬ 
venture  through  the  minds 
of  geniuses  and  business¬ 
men,  but  unfortunately 
the  security  surrounding 
these  inventions  doesn’t 
parallel.  At  a  recent  cyber 
security  forum  organized 
by  the  Chicago  Chapter 
of  the  Fulbright  Asso¬ 
ciation,  the  expert  pan¬ 
el  discussed  issues  and 
concerns  regarding  the 
technological  innovations 
that  are  part  of  our  ev¬ 
ery-day  life  through  the 
internet  of  things  and  the 
security  shortcomings 
of  those  technologies. 

The  discussion,  “Shed¬ 
ding  Light  on  the  Dark 
Net”  was  the  first  annu¬ 
al  event  at  the  College  of 
DuPage  sponsored  by  the 
Fulbright  Association. 
The  event,  as  part  of  the 
International  Education 
Week  activities,  aimed 
to  inform,  educate  and 
start  a  discussion  about 
internet  advancements,

security  threats,  and  the 
need  for  data  protection. 

Journalism  Professor 
Mary  Mares,  the  President 
of  the  Chicago  Chapter  of 
the  Fulbright  Association, 
in  her  opening  speech  cit¬ 
ed  a  conference  presen¬ 
tation  on  cybersecurity 
in  Washington  D.C.  she 
recently  attended  quot¬ 
ing  a  cyber  expert  -  that 
when  it  comes  to  cyber¬ 
security  “There  are  two 
types  of  people  -  -  those 
who  have  been  hacked, 
and  those  who  don’t  know 
they’ve  been  hacked.” 

Yilmaz  Plalac,  a  security 
expert  who  was  in  charge 
of  security  during  the  2012 
NATO  Summit  in  Chi¬ 
cago  led  the  discussion. 
Halac  delved  deep  into  the 
world  of  technology  today 
and  where  it  is  predict¬ 
ed  to  move  in  the  future. 

Halac  explained  the 
growing  topic  of  IoT’s 
(Internet  of  Things)  which 
include  anything  from 
your  toaster  to  automo¬ 
biles,  stating  that  “any¬ 


thing  that  can  be  con¬ 
nected,  will  be  connected.” 

The  2020  market  for 
IoT’s  is  estimated  to  reach 
8.4  billion  connected  de¬ 
vices,  a  31  percent  increase 
from  2016  totalling  up  ap¬ 
proximately  4  billion  peo¬ 
ple  connected  worldwide. 

Not  only  will  appliances 
and  devices  be  considered 
IoT’s,  but  advancements  in 
police  and  first  responder 
uniforms  will  also  see  an 
upgrade.  Full  body  sensors 
detecting  heart  rates,  blood 
pressures  and  oxygen  levels 
will  soon  be  standard  issue. 

Autonomous  dispatch¬ 
ers  known  as  K5  have 
already  started  to  canvas 
airports  and  parking  lots, 
acting  as  a  real  life  Siri 
for  those  who  may  be  lost 
or  in  need  of  assistance. 

Also,  over  25  million 
apps  will  be  available 
through  IoT’s,  accumu¬ 
lating  47  billion  tera¬ 
bytes  of  data,  ultimate¬ 
ly  profiting  $19  trillion 
in  the  next  three  years. 

It  isn’t  just  your  everyday 


household  items  becoming 
smart  either,  entire  cities 
have  progressed  into  the 
technological  era  as  well. 
Advanced  metropolitan 
areas  such  as  Barcelona, 
Los  Angeles,  Copenhagen 
and  Singapore  are  all  in¬ 
tegrating  technology  into 
residents  everyday  lives. 

City-wide  transit,  en¬ 
ergy  consumption,  data 
collection  and  even  in¬ 
frastructure  mapping  is 
becoming  more  and  more 
autonomous  by  the  year. 
Halac  noted  the  pros¬ 
perity  of  these  advance¬ 
ments  stating  “For  every 
dollar  spent  on  Govern¬ 
ment  tech,  approxi¬ 
mately  $3.50  is  saved.” 

In  2025  there  will 
be  an  estimated  88 
smart  cities  worldwide. 

Yet  Halac  knows  the 
drawbacks,  “A  smart 
city,  is  not  a  safe  city.” 

Advancements  in  tech¬ 
nology  are  inevitable  and 
rapidly  progressing  every 
day,  but  unfortunately  se¬ 
curity  of  these  advance¬ 


ments  isn’t  moving  so  as 
quickly.  Each  year,  millions 
of  online  account  are  be¬ 
ing  hacked  and  people’s 
personal  information  ends 
up  being  sold  on  the  Dark 
Web.  One  such  recent  at¬ 
tack  involved  stolen  data 
from  Equifax  credit  rating 
company.  Stolen  personal 
information  is  costing  indi¬ 
viduals,  institutions,  busi¬ 
nesses,  and  governments 
billions  of  dollars,  and  the 
numbers  keep  growing. 

According  to  Halac  only 
one  percent  of  the  350 
million  security  cameras 
in  the  world  are  regularly 
being  monitored,  resulting 
in  about  95  percent  of  all 
incidents  recorded  to  be 
missed  after  20  minutes. 

Halac  explained  tech¬ 
nology’s  significance,  say¬ 
ing  more  than  1  billion 
homes  across  the  world 
have  some  kind  of  access 
to  the  internet,  and  while 
that  makes  up  roughly 
14  percent  of  the  world’s 
population,  the  panel 
stated  that  only  4  percent 


of  the  entire  internet  is 
accessible  to  the  public. 

This  ominous  96  per¬ 
cent  is  called  the  Dark 
Web,  a  massive  worm- 
hole  Google  will  not 
be  able  to  take  you  to. 

FBI  Cybercrime  agent 
Corey  Baaken  noted  his 
experience  cracking  down 
the  Dark  Web,  describ¬ 
ing  ways  people  use  it  to 
steal  identities  and  sell 
mass  quantities  of  credit 
cards  through  its  system. 

Scammers  on  the  dark 
web  usually  start  by  email 
phishing,  the  panel  said- 
-which  COD  even  ex¬ 
perienced  a  few  weeks 
ago.  About  80-90  per¬ 
cent  start  with  some  sort 
of  phishing,  whether  it 
be  a  phone  call  or  email.

Despite  a  pro¬ 
posal  from 

Glen  Ellyn  El¬ 
ementary  District  41  to 
use  the  old  Glen  Ellyn 
police  station  for  ad¬ 
ditional  services,  village 
trustees  moved  to  agree  on 
a  license  agreement  with 
the  College  of  DuPage. 

The  board’s  decision 
was  approved  by  a  4-2 
vote.  Trustees  Pete  La- 
desic  and  Gary  Fasules 
voted  against  the  proposal. 

School  District  41  want¬ 
ed  trustees  to  postpone  the 


vote  to  allow  time  for  them 
to  submit  a  formal  propos¬ 
al  to  take  over  the  center. 

With  this  vote,  the  col¬ 
lege  will  proceed  with 
its  plan  to  renovate  the 
Civic  center  at  a  cost 
of  $1.5  to  $1.8  million. 

“We  can  celebrate  our 
colleagues,  our  taxpay¬ 
ers  and  the  Village  of 
Glen  Ellyn  for  the  vote 
trustees  took  on  Mon¬ 
day  night  to  be  a  partner¬ 
ship  with  us,”  said  COD 
President  Ann  Rondeau. 

College  of  DuPage 


trustees  in  July  agreed  to 
a  reimbursement  agree¬ 
ment  with  the  village 
to  determine  whether 
space  was  a  viable  option 
for  Innovation  DuPage. 

Innovation  DuPage  is 
a  new  business  incubator 
and  accelerator  developed 
by  College  of  DuPage 
that  will  connect  small 
businesses  with  the  nec¬ 
essary  resources  to  thrive 
and  stimulate  job  growth. 
COD  has  since  registered 
Innovation  DuPage  as  a 
nonprofit  organization.

In  Austria 
was  a  crown  land  ruled 
by  a  duke.  Aurora  was 
his  daughter.  Child  of  a 
duchess  mysterious.  Be¬ 
loved  by  her  father.  He 
raised  the  girl  alone.  They 
were  rarely  apart.  ‘Til 
the  duke  felt  lonely.  And 
misplaced  his  heart.  It 
was  the  Great  Friday.  Be¬ 
fore  Easter  1895.  Players 
performed  for  the  duke. 
His  new  bride  at  his  side. 
That  night  Aurora  went 
to  sleep.  The  fire  burned 
down  low.  She  caught  a 
chill  that  spread.  Her  skin 
was  cold  as  snow.  At  dawn 


they  found  her,  vacant 
Aurora’s  light  had  gone 
out.

With  beautifying  graphics 


by  Ubisoft  Montreal,  the 
scenes  revolving  aspects 
of  nature  and  fairy  tales 
truly  enhance  one's  expe¬ 
rience  revolving  the  game. 

Playing  as  Aurora,  you 
start  off  with  her  in  her 
childhood  state,  one  that 
is  lost  and  confused.  It  re¬ 
minds  you  often  of  when 
you  perhaps  got  lost  in  a 
grocery  store  as  a  child.  It 
really  delves  into  how  crazy 
and  frightening  the  world 
is  without  having  someone 
there  to  guide  you,  espe¬ 
cially  without  your  par¬ 
ents.  Aurora  is  braver  than 
most  children  considering 
the  way  she  handles  herself 
throughout  the  dark  parts 
of  the  forest  in  the  game. 
The  early  gameplay  delves 
deep  into  the  idea  of  what 


it  means  to  really  be  lost, 
not  just  as  a  child,  but  as 
a  whole.  It  brings  it  to  a 
level  that  all  can  relate  to. 

Aurora  eventually  finds 
friends  to  aid  her  on  her 
journey.  As  all  the  light 
that  was  in  the  kingdom 
of  Lemuria  has  been  tak¬ 
en  away.  As  she  is  guid¬ 
ed  through  Lemuria,  she 
embarks  on  a  quest  to  re¬ 
trieve  the  sun,  the  moon, 
and  the  stars.  The  quest 
begins  with  the  story  of 
Umbra,  the  dark  queen. 
She  rules  the  night  and 
banished  all  the  light  away. 
As  the  game  continues, 
Aurora  learns  to  leave  be¬ 
hind  her  childish  ways  in 
order  to  establish  balance 
and  bring  back  the  light. 

While  the  game  revolves 


around  a  childish  fairytale, 
it  only  allows  the  game  to 
be  far  more  enjoyable.  The 
story  itself  becomes  more 
about  coming  of  age  and 
facing  fears.  It  brings  to  life 
the  ideas  behind  being  able 
to  grow  up  and  take  on  the 
world  by  yourself.  It  also 
becomes  a  true  reminder  of 
what  it  means  to  be  family.

Moving  forward 
with  accountability 
and  transparency 


College  of  DuPage 
was  placed  into  the 
spotlight  for  the 
wrong  reasons.  The  board 
of  trustees  was  "dysfunc¬ 
tional,"  according  to  a  re¬ 
port  from  its  accreditation 
agency.  There  were  visible 
problems  associated  with 
integrity  and  governance. 

These  were  signals  that 
the  state's  second-largest 
provider  of  higher  edu¬ 
cation  was  running  into 


trouble.  Months  later,  the 
Higher  Learning  Com¬ 
mission  handed  down  a 
"gut-wrenching"  deci¬ 
sion  —  probation  for  two 
years.  This  scathing  ver¬ 
dict  sent  everyone  to  work. 

This  is  now  history. 

"Fix  the  problem  that  led 
us  here,  and  don’t  allow  the 
mistakes  to  be  repeated." 

This  was  a  caveat  that 
came  from  retiring  faculty 
member,  Glenn  Hansen  on 


the  night  Ann  Rondeau's 
contract  was  approved. 

Two  years  later,  COD 
is  a  place  where  transpar¬ 
ency  has  been  the  hall¬ 
mark  of  a  series  of  ad¬ 
ministrative  reforms.  The 
HLC's  "go  and  sin  no 
more"  letter  last  week  is 
a  testimony  to  this  fact. 

"HLC  took  this  ac¬ 
tion  based  on  the  col¬ 
lege’s  ability  to  demon¬ 
strate  that  it  meets 
HLC’s  criteria  for  accred¬ 
itation,"  said  the  letter. 

This  doesn't  mean 
COD  is  off  the  HLC's 
radar  when  it  comes  to 
monitoring.  The  college 
is  also  expected  to  ad¬ 
dress  some  key  academic 
issues  by  May  15,  2018. 

Fortunately,  Rondeau 
has  committed  herself  to 
transparency  from  the  first 
day  she  came  to  campus. 
At  last  Thursday's  board  of 
trustees  meeting,  Rondeau 


said  she  wants  to  contin¬ 
ue  her  constructive  dia¬ 
logue  with  stakeholders. 

Although  Rondeau 
wasn't  our  clear-cut  pick 
during  the  presidential 
search  period,  the  Cou¬ 
rier  wrote  in  its  endorse¬ 
ment  editorial:  "She  has 
a  plan  for  COD,  and  she 
intends  to  see  it  through." 
Our  assertion  was  true. 
Her  desire  to  have  our 
accreditation  status  set- 
ded  was  unwavering,  and 
she  must  be  commended. 

As  a  leader,  she  has 
demonstrated  through 
words  and  deeds  that 
she  is  transparent. 

This  effort  was  noticeable 
from  the  board  of  trustees. 

"I  want  to  thank  the 
entire  college  community 
for  their  hard  work  espe¬ 
cially  the  great  leadership 
of  Ann  Rondeau,"  said 
Trustee  Frank  Napolitano. 

Exercising  their  over¬ 


sight  responsibility,  the 
board  of  trustees  is  on  the 
same  page  with  Rondeau. 
Chairwoman  Deanne 
Mazzochi,  who  described 
the  December  2015  let¬ 
ter  as  an  "institutional 
shock,"  is  dedicated  to 
improving  board  policies. 

“The  HLC  accredi¬ 
tation  is  about  meeting 
basic  foundational  re¬ 
quirements,"  said  Maz¬ 
zochi.  "We  still  have  crit¬ 
ical  work  to  do  in  that 
regard.  And  we  can't  shy 
away  from  that  work." 

On  the  other  side  of 
the  aisle  is  the  faculty  as¬ 
sociation.  Although  ex¬ 
cited  that  probation  has 
been  lifted,  they  remain 
committed  to  addressing 
future  challenges  and  con¬ 
cerns  raised  by  the  HLC. 

“Tonight  it  seems  worth 
pointing  out  that  the  HLC 
response  team  was  a  very 
multidisciplinary  group  of 


education  professionals," 
said  Jacqueline  McGrath. 
“It  was,  in  fact,  a  good 
model  of  collaboration  be¬ 
tween  faculty  and  adminis¬ 
tration,  and  one  we  should 
look  to  as  we  are  mov¬ 
ing  forward  in  taking  on 
new  challenges  at  COD.” 

With  this  level  of  com¬ 
mitment,  we  are  sure  that 
when  the  HLC  visits  the 
college  by  September 
2019,  COD  will  again 
meet  their  criteria  for 
ethical  behavior  and  in¬ 
stitutional  performance. 

Work  needs  to  be  done. 
This  is  a  fact  Rondeau  al¬ 
luded  to  in  her  email  no¬ 
tifying  the  college  that 
probation  was  lifted.  Ev¬ 
eryone  on  the  board  wants 
to  see  this  college  succeed. 
Board  meetings  are  no 
longer  a  place  for  con¬ 
frontation.  The  future  is 
definitely  bright  for  COD.

The  Chaps  can't  hold 
off  Prairie  State  runs

The  Chaparrals 
(1-3)  entered 
the  game  on 
Saturday  looking  to  get 
within  one  game  of  .500 
against  the  Prairie  State 
Pioneers  (2-4).  Despite 
some  tough  losses  ear¬ 
ly  in  the  campaign,  they 
were  determined  to  get 
on  track.  Sometimes  de¬ 
termination  isn’t  enough. 

The  player  the  Chaps 
had  to  keep  their  eyes  on 
was  sophomore  guard 
Dwayne  McNutt,  who 
is  fourth  in  the  nation 
in  points  and  points  per 
game.  A  young  Chapar¬ 
ral  team  would  have  to 
"bring  their  best  game  de¬ 
fensively  in  order  to  win. 
The  Chaps  did,  however, 
bring  a  spark  at  guard  as 
well  in  freshman  Tyree 
Spencer,  who  finished  the 
previous  game  against  Ol- 
ive-Harvey  with  22  points. 

The  Pioneers  won  the 
opening  tip  but  werent 
able  to  get  into  their  half 
court  set  as  the  Chaps 


challenged  their  pass¬ 
es  defensively  and  were 
able  to  create  a  steal  on 
the  opening  possession. 
Spencer  was  like  a  blur 
down  the  court  finding 
Darren  Eiland  for  the 
first  basket  of  the  game. 

It  appeared  the  de¬ 
fense  had  come  to  play 
on  Saturday  as  they  stole 
yet  another  Pioneer  pass. 
This  time  around,  how¬ 
ever,  Spencer  dazzled  the 
fans  with  a  great  no-look 
pass  to  Jason  Peace  for  an 
easy  layup.  Getting  back 
on  defense  was  some¬ 
thing  that  became  a  strug¬ 
gle  early  in  the  game  as 
they  gave  up  an  and-1  in 
transition  to  have  the  Pi¬ 
oneers  open  up  scoring. 

Spencer’s  aggressiveness 
to  get  inside  would  lead  to 
two  early  fouls  on  the  Pio¬ 
neers  and  four  easy  points 
at  the  free  throw  line.  Free 
throw  shooting  was  a 
strong  point  early.  The  ag¬ 
gressive  approach  earned 
Spencer  six  points  in  the 


first  six  and  a  half  min¬ 
utes  of  the  game.  Some 
indecision  from  Peace  led 
to  an  unnecessary  turn¬ 
over  when  Coach  William 
Anderson  was  telling  him 
to  be  aggressive  and  take 
shots  that  the  defense  is 
allowing.  That  was  quick¬ 
ly  erased  with  a  Spencer 
three.  He  was  white  hot 
in  the  first  half.  The  team 
used  ball  movement  to 
create  opportunities  for 
Spencer  at  the  top  of  the 
key  as  a  shooter  and  slasher. 

The  Chaps  laxed  on  de¬ 
fense  towards  the  end  of 
the  half,  allowing  McNutt 
to  hit  every  jump  shot  and 
perpetuate  a  huge  Pio¬ 
neer  run  to  end  the  half. 
The  Chaps  seemed  to  be 
reeling,  and  the  only  way 
to  get  under  control  was 
to  survive  until  halftime. 
The  Pioneers  closed  the 
first  half  on  a  22-13  run, 
and  the  Chaps  would  go 
into  the  half  down  34  to35. 

The  Chaps  opened  the 
second  half  determined  to 


right  the  defensive  lapses 
in  the  first  half.  They  came 
out  missing  their  shots,  but 
Darren  Eiland  did  a  good 
job  of  attacking  the  boards 
with  relentless  effort,  cre¬ 
ating  second  chance  op¬ 
portunities  for  his  team¬ 
mates.  The  defense  forced 
more  turnovers  to  start 
the  half  but  were  unable 
to  capitalize  in  transition. 

On  the  other  end, 
McNutt  made  them  pay, 
going  9-16  from  the  floor 
and  3-4  from  the  free 
throw  line.  However,  the 
emergence  of  forward 
Travis  Easerly  created  an¬ 
other  thorn  in  the  side  of 
a  young  Chaparral  team. 
Easerly  began  to  heat  up 
in  the  second  half,  hit¬ 
ting  5  of  8  from  three. 

Coach  William  An¬ 
derson  was  impressed 
with  their  performanc¬ 
es  as  well  as  the  team’s. 

“It  was  a  collective  ef¬ 
fort.  They  did  a  great  job. 
Everybody  made  a  contri¬ 
bution.  We’re  still  a  very 


young  team  but  we’re  look¬ 
ing  to  improve,”  said  An¬ 
derson  of  the  performance 
of  McNutt  and  Easerly  as 
well  as  his  team’s  response. 

Spencer  continued  to  be 
a  problem  for  the  Pioneers 
late  in  the  game,  getting 
to  the  line  and  attacking 
the  Prairie  State  defense, 
totalling  10  free  throws 
and  making  six.  It  wasn’t 
enough  to  slow  down  an 
offensive  onslaught  from 
Prairie  State.  Coach  An¬ 
derson  responded  with 
inserting  Kyle  Singleton 
as  a  defensive  stopper  to 
engage  both  McNutt  and 
Easerly.  The  late  move 
worked  as  Singleton 
frustrated  the  two  wing 
players,  and  the  Chaps 
were  able  scrap  their  way 
back  within  six  with  just 
over  two  minutes  to  go. 

A  key  play  down  the 
stretch  seemed  to  break 
the  Chaps.  With  the  game 
within  two  and  the  Chaps 
poised  to  get  the  stop  they 
needed  to  tie  it  up  or  make 


the  go-ahead  basket,  the 
Pioneers  kicked  it  out  to 
the  top  of  the  key  to  Easer¬ 
ly,  where  he  hit  the  dagger 
three.  The  Chaps  would 
go  on  to  fall  76-73  after 
creating  some  offense  late. 

This  was  a  tough 
game  to  lose,  but  Ander¬ 
son  remained  hopeful. 

“We’re  gonna  stay  en¬ 
couraged,”  He  said  It’s 
not  the  end  of  the  world. 
It’s  a  long  season,  and  we 
have  a  game  on  Tuesday. 
“I  just  hope  that  these 
are  gonna  be  growing 
pains  for  awhile.  There  are 
three  season  conference, 
regionals  and  nationals. 
We  have  a  ways  to  go.” 

The  Chaps  dropped  to 
1-4  on  the  season  with 
the  loss  to  Prairie  State. 
Despite  some  struggles 
in  this  game,  the  team 
showed  promise  in  be¬ 
ing  able  to  create  on  both 
ends  of  the  floor.  The 
next  game  is  against  El¬ 
gin  at  home  on  Nov.  28.

Basketball  players 
caught  shoplifiting 
in  China

Three  basket¬ 
ball  players  from 
UCLA  were  em¬ 
broiled  in  controversy 
when  they  were  caught 
shoplifting  while  in  Chi¬ 
na  with  their  teammates 
for  a  competition.  The 
players  were  taken  to 
a  police  station  Hang¬ 
zhou  for  questioning 
after  authorities  found 
stolen  designer  sunglass¬ 
es  from  a  Louis  Vuitton 
store  in  their  hotel  rooms. 

LiAngelo  Ball,  Cody 
Riley  and  Jalen  Hill  were 
facing  up  to  10  years,  if 
convicted,  before  President 
Donald  Trump  intervened 
on  their  behalf  after  ar¬ 
riving  in  Beijing  as  part 
of  his  Asia  trip.  Upon  be¬ 
ing  released,  after  a  week 
of  being  detained  in  their 
hotel  rooms,  the  players 
flew  back  home  to  Los 
Angeles  and  were  subse¬ 
quently  “suspended  indef¬ 
initely”  from  their  team, 
which  was  announced  by 
their  head  coach  Steve  Al¬ 
ford  in  a  news  conference 
following  the  incident. 

“They’re  going  to  have 
to  regain  the  trust  of  this 


athletic  department,  this 
university,  and,  because 
this  was  such  a  high-pro¬ 
file  international  matter, 
the  trust  of  the  general 
public.”  Alford  said  during 
the  news  conference. 

What  the  players  did 
was  obviously  “stupid,”  as 
Jalen  Hill  said  himself  in 
a  press  conference  address¬ 
ing  the  controversy  with 
the  two  other  players.  So 
why  do  it?  They  probably 
didn’t  think  there  were 
going  to  be  any  serious 
consequences.  They  prob¬ 
ably  thought  they  weren’t 
going  to  get  caught.  Or,  if 
they  did  get  caught,  they 
probably  expected  to  get 
a  slap  on  the  wrist,  sim¬ 
ilar  to  what  might  have 
happened  in  the  U.S. 

As  it  turns  out,  10  years 
in  prison  is  hardly  a  slap  on 
the  wrist.  Getting  off  the 
hook  without  any  signifi¬ 
cant  repercussions  is  more 
than  likely  what  would’ve 
happened  if  they  had  got¬ 
ten  caught  shoplifting  in 
this  country,  but  different 
countries  have  different 
cultures  and  laws.  It’s  a 
lesson  those  players  were 


very  nearly  about  to  learn 
the  hard  way,  and  some¬ 
thing  that  should  be  kept 
in  the  forefront  of  every 
student’s  mind  if  traveling 
abroad  with  their  school. 

It’s  safe  to  say  most  stu¬ 
dents  wouldn’t  shoplift 
in  a  foreign  country,  but 
not  being  mindful  of  the 
dos  and  -don’ts  in  anoth¬ 
er  country  can  still  have 
negative  repercussions. 
Something  as  small  as  a 
certain  hand  gesture  that’s 
perfectly  fine  in  America 
can  be  taken  the  wrong 
way  in  the  right  place. 

With  the  Global  Edu¬ 
cation  Fair  recently  hap¬ 
pening  at  COD,  it’s  a  fit¬ 
ting  time  to  impress  upon 
students  that  they  should 
always  remember  to  put 
their  best  foot  forward 
when  traveling  to  foreign 
countries.  One  of  the  best 
things  about  getting  to 
travel  abroad  is  being  im¬ 
mersed  in  a  different  cul¬ 
ture.  Being  aware  of  those 
differences  and  staying  on 
one’s  best  behavior  will 
go  a  long  way  in  keep¬ 
ing  oneself  out  of  trouble. 

In  any  case,  stealing  is 


obviously  something  you 
don’t  want  to  be  doing. 
President  Donald  Trump 
said  as  much  when  he  later 
criticised  LaVar  Ball— the 
father  of  one  of  the  play¬ 
ers  who  shoplifted— in  a 
tweet  for  not  being  “grate¬ 
ful”  for  his  help.  In  another 
tweet  he  also  talked  about 
how  serious  of  a  charge 
shoplifting  is  in  China. 
In  America  it  generally 
results  in  a  misdemean¬ 
or  charge,  which  carries 
penalties  of  a  fine  or  less 
than  a  year  of  jail  time. 

In  certain  countries 
though,  as  the  President 
said  while  speaking  to  re¬ 
porters,  “They  do  not  play 
games.”  The  players  have 
hopefully  learned  their  les¬ 
son  from  this  debacle,  and 
it’s  a  lesson  to  us  all  to  be 
aware  of  our  surroundings 
at  all  times  and  refrain 
from  doing  anything  il¬ 
legal,  especially  while  in 
a  foreign  country.  Or  you 
might  just  end  up  facing 
10  years  in  the  slammer, 
or  something  like  that. 
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The  Chicago  Bears 
came  into  the 
2017  campaign 
expecting  to  build  upon 
their  horrid  2016  season. 
Now  with  their  guy  under 
center  in  Mitchell  Tru- 
bisky,  the  Bears  have  some¬ 
thing  they  haven’t  had  in  a 
long  time,  hope.  This  how¬ 
ever  is  not  to  praise  the 
play  of  the  Bears  young 
signal  caller  but  to  criticize 
the  lethargic  coaching  of 
John  Fox,  the  lame  duck 
head  coach  of  the  Bears. 


Sunday  against  the  Lions 
looked  like  an  opportu¬ 
nity  to  win  a  very  winna- 
ble  game  however  John 
Fox  happened  co-starring 
kicker  Connor  Barth.  This 
game  should  be  a  message 
to  General  Manager  Ryan 
Pace  how  important  it  is 
to  get  this  next  hire  right. 

John  Fox  was  hired  in 
January  of  2015  to  bring 
stability  to  a  historically 
dysfunctional  franchise. 
Ryan  Pace  was  adamant 
in  his  hiring  that  Fox  had 


a  history  of  showing  im¬ 
provement  quickly  with 
teams  that  he  has  coached. 
That  trend  hasn’t  come  into 
fruition  during  Fox’s  time 
in  Chicago.  Facing  yet  an¬ 
other  season  with  double 
digits  in  the  loss  column 
and  a  last  place  finish,  it’s 
easy  to  ask,  “where  do  we 
go  from  here?”  After  a 
lackluster  showing  from 
most  of  the  team  on  Sun¬ 
day,  it  was  clear  that  this 
was  just  a  microcosm  of  the 
John  Fox  Era  in  Chicago. 


The  Bears  losing  the 
football  game  is  frustrat¬ 
ing  however  the  thing 
that  is  the  most  nagging 
is  the  simple  fact  that  the 
Bears  are  seemingly  out 
coached  in  every  facet  of 
the  game.  Dowell  Log- 
gains  was  able  to  put  to¬ 
gether  a  great  package  of 
scripted  plays  for  the  of¬ 
fense  on  the  game’s  first 
and  second  drives.  Follow¬ 
ing  these  drives  the  play 
calling  as  it  had  all  season 
had  become  predictable 


and  uninspiring.  Trubisky 
attributed  some  of  the 
playcalling  to  what  “Coach 
Fox  allows  us  to  do”  when 
asked  about  it  in  the  post 
game  press  conference. 

If  Ryan  Pace  wants  to 
build  a  winner  here  in 
Chicago,  then  John  Fox 
needs  to  be  fired  to  hire  a 
coach  that  brings  the  abil¬ 
ity  to  nurture  the  talent 
of  a  young  quarterback 
like  Trubisky.  No  one  can 
dispute  the  fact  that  John 
Fox  has  done  some  great 


things  in  the  NFL  howev¬ 
er  the  style  is  outdated  and 
working  as  a  detriment  to 
the  Bears  long  term  plans. 
Winning  cures  all  ales  and 
NFL  history  has  shown 
that  if  you  get  the  quar¬ 
terback  correct  then  the 
rest  usually  takes  care  of 
itself.  Fox  simply  is  not  the 
man  to  be  intrusted  with 
the  future  of  this  fran¬ 
chise,  Mitchell  Trubisky.

Josie  Suter  talks  to  the 
Courier  about  the  Engineeri 
&  Technology  Club  and  her 
love  for  STEM

You  are  going  to  fail  at  some  point. 
The  people  who  get  through  are  the 
people  who  are  able  to  overcome  those 
struggles  and  keep  moving  forward. 


Last  week,  in  between 
getting  ready  for  finals, 
classes  and  tutoring, 
Josie  Suter,  the  president 
of  the  Engineering  Sc 
Technology  Club  had  a 
one-on-one  conversation 
with  the  Courier  about 
issues  pertinent  to  her 
club.  Suter  also  had  some 
tips  for  students  strug¬ 
gling  with  their  grades 
but  would  like  to  pursue 
a  degree  in  a  STEM-re- 
lated  field. 

Vandy  Manyeh:  What 
is  your  major? 

Josie  Suter:  I’m  ma¬ 
joring  in  Mechanical 


Engineering.  I  wasn’t  set 
on  what  engineering  field 
I  wanted  to  pursue  when 
I  started  college,  and  that’s 
a  large  reason  I  chose  Col¬ 
lege  of  DuPage. 

VM:  What  led  you 
to  pursue  a  degree  in  a 
STEM-related  field? 

JS:  First  off,  I’m  a  gigan¬ 
tic  nerd.  I  love  Math.  Cal¬ 
culus  was  the  first  course 
that  really  interested  me, 
and  I  had  heard  that  you 
could  use  it  in  Physics 
and  in  other  applications. 
I  specifically  like  engi¬ 
neering  because  it  is  a  very 
creative,  problem-solving 


heavy  field  compared  to 
other  STEM  fields. 

VM:  Last  summer,  you 
had  the  opportunity  to  in¬ 
tern  at  Argonne  National 
Laboratory.  How  exciting 
was  that? 

JS:  I  loved  it!  My  in¬ 
ternship  was  more  geared 
toward  research  than  it 
was  to  engineering.  My 
full-time  work  over  the 
summer  was  preparing  a 
lecture  about  my  research 
to  be  given  at  the  end 
of  the  summer.  I  got  to 
network  and  learn  about 
many  different  fields  of 
research  during  my  time 


at  Argonne.  I’m  so  grateful 
to  have  been  hired  on  as  a 
co-op. 

VM:  Where  do  you  see 
yourself  years  from  now 
after  school? 

JS:  Some  of  the  goals 
aren’t  engineering-related 
at  all.  I  want  to  be  fluent 
in  Spanish  and  move  to  a 
different  country.  I  also  see 
myself  as  the  leader  of  a 
company  or  an  organiza¬ 
tion.  I  am  also  extremely 
interested  in  communica¬ 
tion  and  teamwork. 

VM:  What’s  happening 
at  the  Engineering  and 
Technology  club? 

JS:  A  very  big  part  of 
the  club  is  the  robotics 
competitions.  We  compete 
in  two  competitions:  the 
Midwestern  Robotics  De¬ 
sign  Competition  and  the 
NASA  Robotics  Mining 
competition.  We  also  do  a 
lot  of  STEM-related  out- 
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reach  targeting  elementary 
and  high  schoolers  in  our 
community.  In  particular, 
we  organize  Engineering 
Olympics  with  COD’s 
STEM  coordinator,  and 
we  are  beginning  STEM 
outreach  events  of  our  own 
because  we  have  the  re¬ 
sources  to  do  so.  This  year 
we  are  designing  several 
all-new  outreach  events 
for  homeschoolers.  On  top 
of  that,  we  began  monthly 
speaker  nights,  increased 
our  professional  network¬ 
ing  opportunities,  and 
created  a  team  to  compete 
at  a  Rube  Goldberg  com¬ 
petition.  One  of  the  offi¬ 
cers  really  enjoyed  doing 
them  in  high  school.  So  he 
took  the  lead  and  brought 
together  a  team.  The  goal 
of  the  competition  is  to 
make  a  complicated  ma¬ 
chine  that  accomplishes  a 
simple  task.  It’s  more  of  a 
fun  anti-engineering  com¬ 
petition.  The  purpose  of 


engineering  is  to  increase 
efficiency  and  decrease 
complexity,  but  for  compe¬ 
titions  like  Rube,  you  may 
have  to  open  an  umbrella 
or  squeeze  a  tube  of  tooth¬ 
paste  with  a  series  of  sim¬ 
ple  machines.  We  have  an 
awesome  group  this  year 
and  are  accomplishing  a 
ton! 

VM:  What  are  some 
tips  for  success  as  an  aspir¬ 
ing  engineer? 

JS:  A  huge  tip  is  to  go 
outside  of  your  bubble  and 
talk  to  other  students.  We 
are  all  going  through  the 
same  classes,  and  they  are 
difficult,  even  impossible 
to  get  through  by  yourself. 
If  you  reach  out  and  col¬ 
laborate,  you  have  the  op¬ 
portunity  to  network  and 
learn  more  than  you  would 
have  otherwise. 

VM:  What  oppor¬ 
tunities  are  available  to 


students  enrolled  in  a 
STEM-related  program  at 
COD? 

JS:  There  are  a  handful 
of  STEM  clubs  so  I  don’t 
know  why  you  won’t  join  if 
you  were  in  a  STEM  pro¬ 
gram.  We  have  the  Bio¬ 
technology  club,  the  En¬ 
gineering  8c  Technology 
Club,  Society  of  Women  in 
Engineering,  Physics  Club 
and  the  Astronomy  Club. 
Joining  those  is  a  great  way 
to  network  and  get  experi¬ 
ence  on  your  resume  that 
will  help  you  in  the  future. 
On  top  of  all  that,  you  have 
amazing  teachers  who  care 
about  your  success  in  and 
out  of  their  class.  They  re¬ 
ally  care  that  you  are  get¬ 
ting  the  subject  material 
and  the  smaller  class  sizes 
aid  in  their  ability  to  do  so. 
Getting  to  know  them  give 
you  an  advantage  because 
they  have  the  valuable 
connections  that  you  don’t 
and  can  help  you  start  your 


career. 

VM:  I  would  like  to 
pursue  a  degree  in  a 
STEM-related  field.  At 
the  same  time,  I  am  strug¬ 
gling  with  my  grades. 
What  can  I  do? 

JS:  You  are  going  to  fail 
at  some  point.  The  people 
who  get  through  are  the 
people  who  are  able  to 
overcome  those  struggles 
and  keep  moving  forward. 
It’s  not  going  to  be  easy. 
If  you  get  through,  that’s 
showing  people  that  you 
can  do  it  even  if  you  don’t 
pursue  a  STEM  field. 
Even  if  you  fail  a  class  or 
two,  just  keep  going. 

VM:  We  have  a  huge 
STEM  gap  nationally  and 
at  COD.  As  a  student, 
what  are  ways  in  which 
you  think  we  can  bridge 
that  gap? 

JS:  It  is  a  cycle  difficult 
to  break.  I  didn’t  really  see 


people  that  I  could  look 
up  to  that  were  female  in 
engineering.  Without  see¬ 
ing  my  dad  as  a  role  mod¬ 
el,  pursuing  engineering 
probably  wouldn't  have 
ever  occurred  to  me.  I  don’t 
think  it  should  be  easier 
for  people  to  get  into  en¬ 
gineering  based  on  their 
gender.  You  still  need  the 
same  academic  rigor  and 
work  ethic  to  get  through 
school  no  matter  what 
gender  you  are.  However, 
1  think  there  should  be 
a  better  way  for  female 
students  to  get  connected 
and  interested  in  the  field. 
If  I  hadn’t  joined  SWE,  I 
wouldn’t  have  met  some  of 
the  amazing  people  that  I 
know.  It  is  really  helpful 
to  have  that  kind  of  sup¬ 
port  group  to  talk  to  each 
other,  study  together,  and 
network. 

VM:  Any  final  words? 

JS:  It  is  nice  to  work 


and  do  activities  outside  of 
school.  Even  as  a  STEM 
student  with  school  be¬ 
ing  so  difficult,  sometimes 
you  need  to  just  have  fun 
doing  what  you  love  even 
if  it’s  extra  work.  It  is  im¬ 
portant  to  make  choices 
that  will  make  you  happy 
in  the  long  term.  A  lot  of 
people  choose  STEM  be¬ 
cause  they  think  they  will 
make  a  lot  of  money,  but 
you  won’t  get  through  if 
you  aren’t  super  passion¬ 
ate.  I’ll  exhaust  myself  by 
staying  up  all  night  doing 
problems,  studying  for  a 
test,  or  planning  some¬ 
thing  for  Engineering 
Club,  but  I  do  it  because  I 
truly  love  it.  I  wouldn’t  be 
able  to  handle  my  schedule 
if  I  wasn’t  passionate  about 
everything  that  I  do.

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The  fight  is  far 
from  over  with  recent 
allegations  of  sexu¬ 
al  misconduct  car¬ 
ried  out  by  members 
of  the  political  class. 

These  are  the  same 
men  who  trumpet  the 
cry  for  accountabili¬ 
ty.  Although  many  of 
these  allegations  ha¬ 
ven’t  been  tried  in  a 
court  of  law,  recent 
happenings  suggest 
a  gross  level  of  pref¬ 
erential  treatment 

that  undermines  the 
fight  against  sex¬ 
ual  misconduct. 

Americans  nation¬ 
wide  are  still  try¬ 
ing  to  process  recent 
revelations  of  sexual 
misconduct  carried 
out  by  men  in  po¬ 
sitions  of  authority. 


From  media  moguls  to 
some  of  Hollywood’s 
greats,  the  price  for 
inappropriate  actions 
has  been  paid  —  ter¬ 
mination  of  service. 

Bill  O’Reilly  was 
forced  out  of  his  role 
as  Fox  News  Network 
analyst  when  allega¬ 
tions  of  harassment,  a 
non  consensual  sexual 
relationship  and  the 
sending  of  gay  por¬ 
nography  surfaced. 

Gretchen  Carlson’s 
sexual  harassment 

lawsuit  was  the  end 
of  former  Fox  News 
CEO  Roger  Ailes’  ca¬ 
reer  as  a  respected 
television  executive 
and  media  consultant. 
Current  NBC  “Today” 
host  Megyn  Kelly  also 
openly  criticized  the 
network’s  lackluster 


approach  to  her  claims 
of  harassment  when 
they  were  reported. 

The  allegations  were 
authentic;  the  O’Reil¬ 
ly  and  Ailes’  drama 
showed  the  network 
millions  of  Americans 
tuned  to  for  reliable 
news  had  a  problem. 
The  network  reacted 
by  terminating  their 
services  as  a  way  to 
end  a  barrage  of  crit¬ 
icisms  from  rival  en¬ 
tities  and  the  public. 

On  the  other  side  is  a 
plethora  of  allegations 
against  venerated  men 
within  the  entertain¬ 
ment  industry.  Harvey 
Weinstein  is  no  longer 
in  the  mix  as  a  Hol¬ 
lywood  producer  after 
women  from  within 
the  industry  accused 


him  of  inappropriate 
conduct.  Reports  even 
suggest  he  tried  to  hire 
a  gossip  writer  to  in¬ 
vestigate  his  accusers. 

A  bombshell  allega¬ 
tion  against  the  Today 
Show’s  Matt  Lauer 
will  cost  him  millions 
of  dollars.  One  unsa¬ 
vory  account  details 
actions  that  could  lead 
to  a  future  prosecution 
of  Lauer.  He  ordered 
a  woman  to  undress 
and  locked  the  doors 
of  his  office  with  a  re¬ 
mote  he  had  under  his 
desk.  Lauer  has  since 
been  axed  from  NBC. 

Charlie  Rose,  Glenn 
Thrush,  Steve  Jurvet- 
son,  Louis  C.K.  Jef¬ 
frey  Tambor,  Ed  West 
and  Brett  Ratner  are  a 
few  of  the  many  indi¬ 


viduals  who  have  had 
to  leave  their  posi¬ 
tions  after  allegations 
of  improper  conduct. 
The  list  is  ^endless. 

But  the  irony  exists 
when  society  is  ex¬ 
pected  to  support  pol¬ 
iticians  who  admit  to 
inappropriate  conduct. 

A1  Franken  (D-Mn) 
groped  and  forcibly 
kissed  two  women.  He 
has  since  apologized 
to  Leeann  Tweeden 
for  groping  her  in  a 
photo  that  has  gone 
viral  since  she  made 
her  claims  public.  He 
admits  that  his  con¬ 
duct  was  inappropri¬ 
ate,  but  he  won’t  re¬ 
sign.  Franken  is  still 
believed  to  be  the 
“Giant  of  the  Senate.” 


Jeff  Hoover  (R-KY) 
admits  to  banter  that 
was  consensual  de¬ 
spite  claims  that  it 
was  inappropriate.  He 
is  still  a  member  of 
the  Kentucky  House 
of  Representatives. 

And  Roy  Moore 
won’t  back  off  from 
Alabama’s  Senate 

race  despite  stories 
of  sexual  misconduct 
with  five  teenagers. 

Until  we  hold  politi¬ 
cians  accountable  and 
do  not  support  them 
regardless  of  their  po¬ 
litical  affiliation,  so¬ 
ciety’s  effort  to  bring 
an  end  to  harassment 
appears  to  be  doubtful.

Net  Neutrality  Repeal: The 
internet  as  we  know  it 
may  be  coming  to  an  end

Break  out  the  Eggos 
'because  Netflix’s  uber 
popular  hit  ‘Stranger 
Things’  has  been  re¬ 
newed  for  a  third  sea¬ 
son!  The  excitement  is 
palpable  as  you  count 
down  the  months  un¬ 
til  you  can  return  to 
Hawkins.  That  is,  until 
find  out  your  internet 
service  provider  just 
launched  their  own 
^streaming  service  and 
slowed  the  speed  on 
Netflix  down  so  much, 
everything  on  it  is  ba¬ 
sically  unwatchable. 
That  could  be  our  new 
reality  if  and  when 
the  Federal  Commu¬ 
nications  Commision 
(FCC)  votes  to  re¬ 
move  net  neutrality. 
The  Federal  Com¬ 
munications  Com¬ 
mission  (FCC)  vote 
in  opposition  of  net 
Neutrality.  The  move 


could  very  well  turn 
the  internet  we  know 
and  love  upside  down. 

In  perhaps  the  sim¬ 
plest  of  terms,  net  neu¬ 
trality  is  described  by 
Allison  Shapiro  in  an 
article  posted  on  the 
Daily-Journal’s  web¬ 
site  as  “the  idea  that 
internet  service  pro¬ 
viders  —  the  largest 
are  Comcast,  AT&T, 
Verizon  and  Char¬ 
ter  —  must  treat  all 
websites  equally.  It’s 
a  cliche  at  this  point 
to  imagine  the  inter¬ 
net  as  a  highway,  but 
think  of  net  neutral¬ 
ity  in  practice  as  en¬ 
forcing  a  speed  limit, 
preventing  ISPs  from 
fast  tracking  certain 
websites  and  slow¬ 
ing  speeds  on  others.” 

It’s  easy  to  see  how 


ending  net  neutrality 
could  have  a  negative 
effect  on  the  way  we 
use  the  internet.  ISPs 
would  control  the  in¬ 
formation  presented 
online.  Without  net 
neutrality,  small  busi¬ 
nesses  could  suffer, 
and  freedom  of  speech 
could  be  threatened. 
If  businesses  and/or 
websites  interests  don’t 
align  with  that  of  large 
ISPs,  they  could  re¬ 
strict  or  even  outright 
block  users  from  ac¬ 
cessing  their  content. 

Ajit  Pai,  the  chair¬ 
man  of  the  FCC,  has 
hit  back  against  com¬ 
plaints  of  the  repeal. 

“The  FCC  would 
still  require  trans¬ 
parency,”  Pai  said,  in 
an  article  on  npr.org. 
“Any  business  prac¬ 


tice  that  would  af¬ 
fect  the  offering  of  a 
service  has  to  be  dis¬ 
closed  to  the  consum¬ 
ers,  and  entrepreneurs 
can  understand  ex¬ 
actly  how  these  busi¬ 
nesses  are  operated.” 

That  statement 

doesn’t  address  one  of 
the  biggest  problems 
with  letting  Comcast 
and  others  become  the 
gatekeepers  to  the  in¬ 
ternet.  Pai  is  implying 
that  if  consumers  know 
which  companies  won’t 
offer  certain  services, 
they  can  simply  sign 
up  with  another  ISP 
that  has  all  the  services 
they  desire.  However, 
all  the  internet  service 
providers  in  America 
aren’t  available  in  ev¬ 
ery  single  communi¬ 
ty.  Many  people  only 
have  one  option  to 


access  the  internet. 

That  explanation 
also  doesn’t  cut  it  for 
businesses.  Just  be¬ 
cause  a  business  might 
know  which  ISPs  they 
would  have  a  hard  time 
growing  with,  doesn’t 
mean  it  automatically 
wouldn’t  or  couldn’t 
affect  their  company. 

Right  now  we  have 
the  ability  to  access 
whatever  we  want  on 
the  internet  with¬ 
out  much  restriction. 
Why  make  it  so  that 
only  certain  ISPs  can 
give  us  certain  in¬ 
formation?  It  just 
doesn’t  make  sense. 

Despite  heavy  con¬ 
sumer  backlash,,  it 
appears  the  FCC  may 
vote  to  end  net  neu¬ 
trality.  In  that  case,  we 


believe  there  should  at 
least  be  places  where 
we  can  access  unbiased 
internet  like  public  li¬ 
braries  and  schools. 

The  internet  is 
known  today  as  a  pri¬ 
mary  destination  to 
attain  an  endless  sup¬ 
ply  of  information. 
Getting  rid  of  net 
neutrality  could  ul¬ 
timately  mean  limit¬ 
ing  the  information 
you  can  receive  on 
the  internet.  Making 
it  more  difficult  to 
find  unfiltered,  unbi¬ 
ased  information  ap¬ 
pears  to  be  a  move  that 
would  benefit  large 
ISPs  and  the  govern¬ 
ment  a  lot  more  that 
it  would  consumers.

There  was  a  buzz 
Saturday  afternoon  in 
Glen  Ellyn  where  Col¬ 
lege  of  DuPage  was 
host  to  the  annual  Red 
•cGrange  Bowl,  a  game 
dedicated  to  Harold 
Edward  “Red”  Grange, 
a  Wheaton  native,  who 
is  a  former  Illini  leg¬ 
end.  The  community 
came  out  in  full  force 
bringing  in  the  larg¬ 
est  crowd  of  the  year 
as  the  Chaps  took  on 
Mesabi  Range  for  the 
much  anticipated  event 
for  the  community. 

Quarterback  Ash¬ 
er  O’Hara  understood 
the  mindset  needed 
for  a  game  like  that. 

“Going  into  the 
game  I  knew  this  was 
huge  for  my  team¬ 
mates,  especially  the 
sophomores,  who  are 
moving  on  after  this 
year,”  O’Hara  said.  “I 
knew  I  had  to  play  all 
Jout  to  win  this  game.” 
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Although  the  at¬ 
mosphere  in  the  sta¬ 
dium  was  hot,  the  of¬ 
fense’s  start  was  not. 
The  Chaps  opened  the 
game  with  a  three- 
and-out.  Jaylan  Wilk- 
erson  of  Mesabi  Range 
knocked  down  the 
first  pass  from  scrim¬ 
mage.  The  lack  of  exe¬ 
cution  continued  over 
the  next  two  plays. 

While  the  offense 
couldn’t  get  anything 
going,  the  defense  dug 
its  heels  in  and  got 
after  it.  A  fierce  pass 
rush  came  to  play  as 
the  Mesabi  quarter¬ 
back  had  very  little 
time  to  throw.  The 
Chaps’  Joseph  Mar¬ 
shall  had  an  easy  in¬ 
terception  dropped 
created  by  immedi¬ 
ate  pressure  on  the 
Mesabi  quarterback. 

Once  the  Chaps  of¬ 
fense  was  able  to  get 
the  ball  back,  they

took  full  advantage, 
getting  consecutive 
first  downs  for  the 
first  time  in  the  game. 
A  play  that  seemed 
lost  to  a  sack  ended 
in  spectacular  fash¬ 
ion  as  quarterback 
Asher  O’Hara  broke 
from  a  muddy  pocket 
to  deliver  a  rainbow 
pass  down  the  side¬ 
line.  A  circus  play  was 
made  by  receiver  Alex 
Daubon,  as  he  chan¬ 
neled  his  inner  Mario 
Manningham  for  a 
spectacular  over-the- 
shoulder  grab.  The  of¬ 
fense  was  able  to  put 
an  exclamation  point 
on  the  drive  with  a 
touchdown  run  from 
O’Hara  on  a  broken 
play,  putting  the  Chaps 
up  7-0  with  3:51  left 
in  the  first  quarter. 

As  the  offense  was 
able  to  get  its  footing, 
the  defense  continued 
to  assert  its  domi¬ 


nance.  Shannon  Hall 
was  a  mainstay  in  the 
Mesabi  backfield  tal¬ 
lying  two  tackles  for 
losses  in  the  first  quar¬ 
ter.  Mesabi  was  grasp¬ 
ing  for  anything  to 
jump  start  their  stag¬ 
nant  offense,  but  the 
Chaparral  defense  was 
playing  as  ferociously 
as  they  had  all  season. 
The  Chaps  closed  out 
the  first  quarter  with  a 
touchdown  pass  from 
O’Hara  to  Ray  Vo- 
hasek  in  a  nicely  de¬ 
signed  bootleg  that 
put  the  Chaps  up  14-0. 

The  Mesabi  offense 
finally  found  some 
production  by  allow¬ 
ing  their  quarterback 
to  scramble  and  cre¬ 
ate  some  plays.  De¬ 
spite  the  frustration  of 
not  being  able  to  keep 
the  opposing  quarter¬ 
back  in  the  pocket,  the 
DuPage  defense  kept 
the  offense  from  cre¬ 


ating  any  real  threat. 
The  culmination  of 
it  all  came  when  the 
defense  was  able  to 
get  pressure  and  the 
Mesabi  quarterback 
fumbled  the  ball  as  he 
threw  The  defense  fell 
on  the  ball  and  creat¬ 
ed  great  field  position. 

O’Hara  led  an  at¬ 
tack  that  was  hum¬ 
ming.  Alex  Daubon 
then  bested  his  previ¬ 
ous  catch  of  the  year 
with  an  outstanding 
one-handed  touch¬ 
down  catch  over  a 
Mesabi  corner  that 
excited  an  already 
emotional  crowd. 

The  next  drive  was 
much  of  the  same. 
O’Hara  hit  Xavier 
Johnson  with  a  26- 
yard  quick  screen  fol¬ 
lowed  by  O’Hara’s 
second  rushing  touch¬ 
down  of  the  game. 
O’Hara  was  impressed 
with  the  production. 


“As  the  plays  kept 
rolling,  I  just  didn’t 
think  that  we  could  be 
stopped,”  he  said.  “We 
had  too  many  weapons 
on  offense. The  line  got 
going,  and  we  just  had 
everything  rolling.” 

The  Chaparrals 
capped  off  an  unbe¬ 
lievable  2017  cam¬ 
paign  with  a  35-0 
whopping  of  Mesabi 
Range.  After  so  much 
hype  going  into  the 
game  the  Chaps  cap¬ 
tured  the  Red  Grange 
trophy  for  the  sec¬ 
ond  consecutive  year. 
With  Head  Coach 
Matt  Foster  leading 
the  team,  the  Chaps 
closed  out  the  sea¬ 
son  with  a  7-3  record.

Your  guide  to  the  best  buys 

The  quick  and  painless  ways  to  find  textbooks 


Get  a  list  of  what 
books  you  need 
ASAP  and  email 
your  professors 

Once  you  acquire  the 
list  of  textbooks  you 
need  for  your  classes 
from  MyAccess,  you 
should  email  your 
teachers  about  which 
books  you  will  use  and 
how  often  you  will  use 
them.  Most  professors 


will  give  you  an  honest 
estimation  of  what  you 
will  actually  use  and 
how  often. 

You  should  also  ask 
your  professor  if  you 
can  buy  an  older  edi¬ 
tion  without  any  loss 
of  information  in  the 
text.  For  many  gener¬ 
al  education  classes, 
like  english  or  history, 
you  can  easily  swap 
out  buying  the  newest 


edition  for  a  previous 
edition  and  save  a 
significant  amount  of 
money  without  cutting 
into  your  education. 

Buy,  rent  or 
borrow? 

Most  of  the  time 
it’s  not  necessary  to 
buy  the  book.  Unless 
you  love  writing  in  the 
margins  and  highlight¬ 
ing  the  text  in  rainbow 
colors,  you  should 
never  buy  the  book. 
The  only  other  time 
you  should  ever  buy 
the  book  is  when  you 
are  forced,  due  to  the 
previous  edition  not 
being  acceptable  and  a 
lack  of  rental  copies  on 
the  market. 

With  renting,  you 


have  multiple  options. 
You  can  rent  for  the 
entire  semester  at  the 
College  of  DuPage’s 
Follett  Bookstore,  but 
you  also  have  a  multi¬ 
tude  of  options  if  you 
like  shopping  online. 
There  are  websites, 
such  as  studentrate. 
com,  where  you  can 
compare  websites  such 
as  Amazon,  Chegg  and 
Barnes  and  Noble  for 
pricing  and  availability 
on  new  and  used  pur¬ 
chases  and  rentals.  This 
also  checks  for  ebook 
rentals  and  purchases 
if  you  like  reading  on 
your  tech  device  and/ 
or  not  lugging  around  a 
201bs  textbook. 

If  the  book  will  only 
be  used  maybe  three 
weeks  of  the  entire  se¬ 


mester,  you  do  not  have 
to  rent  the  book  for 
the  full  16  weeks.  One 
alternative  is  the  COD 
library,  where  you 
can  borrow  the  in-li- 
brary  copy  and  use  the 
textbook  free  of  charge 
inside  the  library.  All 
you  need  is  a  library 
card,  which  you  can  ac¬ 
tivate  with  your  COD 
ID  card.  However,  you 
must  get  there  early 
because  there  are  only  a 
few  copies  of  each  text. 

If  you  aren’t  the 
library  type,  you  can 
also  rent  the  ebook 
edition  to  use  on  your 
computer,  phone  or 
tablet  for  $5  a  day  with 
packbackbooks.com. 
That  way,  if  you  only 
need  to  use  the  book 
for  two  tests,  you  can 


rent  the  book  one  day 
for  each  test,  write 
down  what  you  need 
to  study  and  only  pay 
$10  for  the  two  days  of 
rentals  instead  of  $50 
or  more  for  the  entire 
semester. 

Especially  if  you 
are  taking  a  class  with 
static  information  that 
doesn’t  change  often, 
like  intro  science,  math 
or  english  courses, 
you  do  not  have  to 
acquire  the  required 
text.  Boundless.com 
is  a  website  with  free, 
open  source  textbooks 
that  provide  the  same 
information  that  is  in 
that  textbook  you  have 
to  find  for  $50+.  With 
26  different  subjects, 
it  is  definitely  worth  a 
visit.

Although  many  guides  online  as 
to  how  to  pick  a  major  are  somewhat 
helpful,  most  lack  the  community 
college  perspective.  With  that  in 
mind,  here  are  some  ideas  to  keep  in 
mind  while  attending  COD. 


Take  your  time  and 
explore 

There  should  be  little  to  no  ur¬ 
gency  for  you  to  pick  a  major  while 
starting  out  at  COD.  The  tuition 
is  extremely  cheap  for  the  caliber 
of  education  that’s  provided  here, 
with  more  actual  professors  than  in 
many  four-year  institutions.  Take 
your  time  and  explore  the  different 
subjects  the  college  provides. 

Explore  the  honors  catalog  as 
well,  which  has  many  classes  that 
aren’t  available  for  any  student  who 
has  below  a  3.2  GPA.  They  make 
your  transcript  look  a  lot  more 
appetizing  to  four-year  institutions 
across  the  country. 

I’ve  taken  the  entire  first  year  of 
introductory  biology  classes,  a  py¬ 
thon  class  and  even  Japanese  while 
growing  out  of  high  school  anime 
phase  in  my  first  semester.  Every 
class  I’ve  taken  here  has  shaped  me 
into  the  person  I  am  today. 


From  my  snarky  biology  professor 
showing  us  a  statistical  correlation 
between  how  much  homework  for¬ 
mer  students  completed  and  their  . 
success  in  his  class  to  my  coding 
professor’s  relentless  ambition  to 
not  only  teach  but  understand  the 
needs  of  his  students,  COD  is  a 
place  for  growth  and  exploration  of 
ambitions. 

Get  an  associate’s  degree 
or  transfer  out? 

This  is  a  decision  to  make  sooner 
rather  than  later.  Many  of  the  stu¬ 
dents  I’ve  talked  to  have  an  urgency 
to  escape  COD  as  if  it’s  a  prison 
and  want  to  start  life  at  the  four 
year  college  of  their  dreams.  Others 
believe  the  two-year  degree  will 
boost  their  resume  a  little  further 
and  make  their  candidacy  more 
appetizing  to  employers. 

Most  people  don’t  know  of  the 
third  option  quietly  rolling  out 


from  the  college’s  new  administra¬ 
tion.  The  college  now  holds  more 
advanced  transfer  agreements  with 
four-year  institutions  across  Illinois 
since  the  Ann  Rondeau  became 
COD’s  President  in  2016. 

One  kind  of  transfer  agreement 
is  a  reverse  transfer  agreement, 
which  allows  you  to  earn  a  COD 
associates  degree  while  attending  a 
four-year  institution.  Once  you  earn 
all  the  necessary  credits  for  an  asso¬ 
ciate’s  degree  at  a  select  university, 
the  institution  will  transfer  your 
credits  back  to  COD  to  reward  you 
with  the  two-year  degree. 

Although  this  may  seem  coun¬ 
terintuitive  to  many  people  due  to 
how  you’re  paying  more  money  for 
the  same  degree,  this  gives  students 
who’ve  completed  at  least  a  semes¬ 
ter  at  COD  the  opportunity  to  earn 
more  certification  rather  than  only 
a  bachelor’s  degree  even  if  they  feel 
the  need  to  sprint  from  community 
college  life.

With  a  new  school  comes  a  thousand  new  things  to  learn.  Whether  you're  fresh  from  high  school  or  returning  to  college for 
the  second  time,  new  students  at  College  of  DuPage  usually  have  to  figure  things  out for  themselves.  Lucky  for  you,  we 
have  created  a  tip  list.  From  getting  an  ID  to  finding  a  parking  spot,  this  guide  gives  important  tips  and  tricks  that  will 
help  you  fit  in  at  COD  in  no  time. 


How  to  Find  a  Parking  Spot 

Almost  all  parking  lots  are  going  to  be  packed  to  the  brim  from 
9:00  am  to  12:00  pm. 

>To  completely  avoid  the  hassle  of  trying  to  find  a  close  spot,  you  can  park  in 
Lot  6  by  the  Early  Childhood  Center  or  the  soccer  field.  There's  a  shuttle  that 
runs  about  every  10  minutes  in  the  morning  and  early  afternoon  from  lot  6  to 
the  main  campus,  however  it's  definitely  a  long  walk  from  either  lot  to  your 
classroom. 

>To  get  a  good  spot,  we'd  recommend  arriving  a  half  hour  before  your  class  to 
scour  the  parking  lots  to  have  a  chance  at  finding  a  decent  spot. 

>Using  public  transportation  isn't  a  bad  idea,  however  you  need  to  check  the 
availability  of  the  714  and  715  Pace  bus  schedule  to  make  sure  you  aren't 
stranded  on  campus  without  a  ride  home. 

>Parking  will  get  better  as  the  pressure  from  classes  thins  the  herd  and  people 
drop  classes.  As  the  semester  crawls  forward,  more  and  more  spots  will  open. 


How  to  Get  a  Library  Card 

The  library  and  its  extensive  online  databases 
are  an  invaluable  resource. 


Getting  a  card  is  simple.  Head  down  to  the  Circulation  Services 
Desk  just  inside  the  main  entrance  to  the  library  and  they'll  set 
you  up.  You'll  need  a  photo  ID,  proof  of  present  address  and 
proof  of  current  enrollment.  If  you  got  your  Student  ID,  bring  it 
along  and  they  will  simply  activate  it  for  you.  Don't  have  an  ID? 

You  can  get  one  in  the  library  too. 


Caffeine  on  Campus 

On  campus,  we  have  both  a  Starbucks  in  the  SRC  and  an 
Einstein's  Bagels  in  the  McAnnich  Art  Center. 

The  best  times  to  goto  either  place  is  early  in  the  morning 
or  mid-afternoon. 

>For  Starbucks,  get  the  app.  It  allows  you  to  have  free  refills  on 
brewed  coffee  and  tea,  and  gives  you  a  free  birthday  drink  or 
food  item. 

>For  Einstein's,  if  you  like  their  brewed  coffee,  purchase  one  of 
their  travel  mugs  for  discounted  prices  on  coffee. 

>You  can  also  get  coffee  in  the  cafeteria. 

>  There's  also  the  new  Tapingo  App,  which  means  no  more  wait¬ 
ing  in  line  for  anything  from  food  to  coffee. 


How  to  Get  a  Student  ID 

Every  student  should  carry  a  student  ID. 

If  you  head  to  the  Office  of  Student  Life  in  SSC  1217,  the  PE  Center  or  the 
Library  you  can  fill  out  an  application  for  an  ID.  The  card  will  become  your 
method  through  attaining  all  that  COD  has  to  offer,  including  a  free  gym 
membership  for  full  time  students  and  a  library  card  which  allows  you  to 
access  online  databases  and  rent  books. 

As  well,  you're  able  to  use  the  card  to  get  discounts  on  food  and  entertainment 
across  DuPage  County.  You  can  get  discounts  at  restaurants  around  the  COD 
locale,  as  well  you  can  buy  cheaper  movie  tickets  from  Student  Life. 

The  card  is  valid  for  three  years. 


How  to  Join  the  Chaparral  Fitness  Center 

There's  a  modern  workout  area,  indoor  pool  and  fieldhouse 
which  contains  an  indoor  track  and  basketball  courts  during  cer¬ 
tain  times  of  the  week.  Access  to  this  is  completely  free  for 
full-time  students,  meaning  you  must  be  taking  12  credit 
hours  or  more.  Bring  you  student  ID  and  class  schedule  to  the 
Physical  Education  Center  and  they'll  register  you  for  a 
semester-long  membership. 

Part-time  students  can  join  at  a  discounted  rate  of  $50  for 
the  semester,  or  $1 2  a  month.

"Stop  complaining  and  get  involved''  warns  BSA  president

TBe  president  of 
the  Black  Stu¬ 
dent  Association 
(BSA)  believes  black  stu¬ 
dents  can  defy  stereotypes 
by  “getting  involved.” 

“Getting  involved” 
means  curbing  the  big  dip 
in  the  number  of  blacks  who 
turnout  to  vote.  For  stu¬ 
dents  at  College  of  DuPage 
(COD),  it  means  taking 
advantage  of  the  oppor¬ 
tunities  provided  by  an 
organization  like  the  BSA. 


This  is  Veronica  Wil¬ 
liams’  remedy  to  rebrand 
the  way  America  as  a 
whole  views  black  people. 

illiams,  spoke  to  a  diverse 
audience  on  Feb.  1  to  kick- 
start  her  organization’s  first 
of  three  events  planned 
for  Black  History  Month. 

“The  black  voter  turn¬ 
out  rate  declined  for  the 
first  time  in  20  years  in  a 
presidential  election,  fall¬ 
ing  to  59.6  percent  in 
2016,  after  reaching  a 


record-high  66.6  percent 
in  2012,”  according  to  a 
Pew  Research  Center  study. 

Williams  believes 
voting  in  elections  is  a 
way  to  address  socio-eco- 
nomic  issues  within 
black  communities. 


and  women  in  the  U.S. 
House  of  Representatives, 
46  are  blacks.  Three  out  of 
100  men  and  women  in 
the  U.S.  Senate  are  blacks. 

Williams  also  wants 
students  and  members  of 
her  organization  to  push

“Stop  complaining  and 
get  involved,”  said  Wil¬ 
liams.  “With  our  history, 
they  have  created  an  image 
of  black  people  that  see 
us  being  like  savages.  I 
advocate  for  black  people 
to  get  involved  in  your 
local  government  system, 
since  we  fought  so  hard 
to  receive  these  rights.” 

Out  of  the  435  men 


towards  “black  unity.”  Col¬ 
lege  of  DuPage  has  a  black 
student  population  of  about 
1,800  students;  that’s  about 
7-percent  of  COD’s  pop¬ 
ulation.  DuPage  County, 
on  the  other  hand,  has  a 
5. 2-percent  black  popu¬ 
lation.  Although  blacks 
make  up  a  higher  per¬ 
centage  of  the  population 
at  COD  than  DuPage 


County  overall,  very  few  get 
involved  with  the  BSA  and 
their  activities  on  campus. 

“We  want  a  change  to 
happen,  but  when  we  are 
trying  to  make  things  to 
happen,  people  don’t  show 
up,”  said  Williams.  “There 
are  a  number  of  reasons  why 
students  don’t  get  involved, 
but  the  biggest  issue  of 
them  all  is  that  the  black 
students  at  COD  just  don’t 
care  about  certain  issues.” 

America’s  current 
political  climate  requires 
blacks  to  be  more  engaged, 
according  to  Williams. 

“Roughly  four-in-10 
black  adults  say  work¬ 
ing  to  get  more  black 
people  elected  to  office 
would  be  a  very  effective 
tactic  for  groups  striv¬ 
ing  to  help  blacks  achieve 
equality,”  concluded 
another  Pew  Research 
Center  report  in  2016. 


The  BSA  meets 
every  Thursday  from 
noon  to  2:00  pm  in 
the  SSC  1225.

Walker  sat  down 
with  the  Courier’s  news  ed¬

Anthony  Walker:  I 
would  describe  it  as  very 
informative.

Definitely,  you  don’t 
know  what  you  are  get¬ 
ting  in  to.  You  just  know 
it’s  a  good  experience,  and 
you  have  those  feelings 
and  thoughts.  I  wouldn’t 


regret  doing  anything.

VM:  Students’ involve¬ 
ment  is  a  problem  here 
at  COD  and  other  com¬ 
munity  colleges.  What 
have  you  done  to  bridge 
that  gap  between  stu¬ 
dents  and  the  SLC? 

AW:  I  don’t  necessarily 
look  at  that  as  a  gap.  SLC 
does  a  lot  and  gets  over¬ 
looked.  SLC  does  a  lot  to 
boost  students’  involve¬ 
ment  and  to  get  the  word 
out  there.  With  Stu¬ 
dent  Life,  they  do  a  lot 
of  events  throughout  the 
semester  that  increase  stu¬ 
dents’  involvement.  We 


students’  involvement.  At 
the  end  of  the  day,  it  is  up 
to  students  to  take  part 
in  those  opportunities. 

VM:  You  voted  against  a 
decision  to  close  down  the 
Early  Childhood  Center. 
Although  the  board  decided 
to  close  the  center  down, 
do  you  think  it  is  import¬ 
ant  for  the  college  to  go 
back  to  the  drawing  board 
and  listen  to  the  con¬ 
cerns  raised  by  students 
and  community  members? 

AW:  When  you  are  run¬ 
ning  a  business,  you  have  to 
be  mindful  of  things.  You 
are  going  to  face  tough 


decisions.  You  have  to  make 
sacrifices.  I  don’t  think  it 
was  a  poor  decision.  I  think 
the  decision  was  made 
because  the  center  wasn’t 
making  any  money.  It  was  in 
a  deficit  for  multiple  years.  I 
do  think  that  there  could’ve 
been  improved  communica¬ 
tion  on  that  topic,  and  that’s 
the  reason  I  voted  that  way. 

VM:  The  college  is 
celebrating  Black  His¬ 
tory  Month.  How  do  you 
feel  about  the  month? 

AW:  I  love  Black  His¬ 
tory  Month.  It’s  always  a 
great  experience.  It  is  always 
good  to  continue  expanding 
my  knowledge  and  learning 
about  black  history.  Some¬ 
times,  you  think  you  know  a 
lot.  But  when  you  hear  new 
things,  it  challenges  you  to 
keep  diving  into  it,  like  this 
is  a  part  of  my  culture.  That 
puts  me  in  a  position  to  be 
knowledgeable  about  it,  so 
I  can  spread  the  gospel  to 
my  siblings  and  families. 
I’m  excited  about  the  pro¬ 
grams  that  we  have  ongoing 
about  Black  History 
Month.  It’s  always  a  great 
environment  to  be  a  part  of.

"Time  Stands  Still"

Life  is  full  of  trag¬ 
edy  that  can  occur 
at  any  moment. 
Despite  the  harsh  reality 
that  is  the  human  expe¬ 
rience,  tragedy  does  not 
have  to  be  something  that 
tears  a  person  down,  but 
rather  it  can  be  some¬ 
thing  that  allows  people 
to  learn  and  grow  into  a 
better  person  for  them¬ 
selves.  “Time  Stands  Still,” 
the  new  production  by  the 
Buffalo  Theater  Ensemble 
(BTE)  hopes  to  instill  that 
message  to  every  viewer 
that  enters  the  theater. 

A  new  year  at  the  Col¬ 
lege  of  DuPage  means 
a  new  season  of  theatri¬ 


cal  productions  from  the 
(BTE),  one  of  the  resident 
theatre  companies  here 
at  the  College  of  Dupage 
(COD).  “Time  Stands 
Still,”  the  new  production 
being  performed  by  BTE 
is  currently  taking  place  in 
the  Mcaninch  Arts  Center. 

BTE  has  been  part 
of  the  COD  commu¬ 
nity  for  over  30  years, 
having  begun  in  1986, 
and  providing  countless 
opportunities  for  students 
and  community  mem¬ 
bers  from  the  beginning. 

“Time  Stands  Still”, 
written  by  Donald  Margu- 
lies  and  directed  by  Connie 
Canaday  Howard,  direc¬ 


tor  of  theater  at  COD, 
tells  the  story  of  a  real-life 
couple  Sarah  and  James 
after  Sarah  is  involved  in 
an  explosion  in  Iraq.  The 
couple  must  come  to  terms 
with  the  growing  changes 
that  occur  after  some¬ 
thing  so  life-changing. 

“It’s  a  really  beauti¬ 
ful  story  about  what  we 
do  for  the  people  we  love, 
moving  forward  in  life,  and 
being  true  to  ourselves  and 
what  we  ultimately  feel  is 
right  in  order  to  make  a 
difference  in  the  world,” 
says  Lisa  Dawn  Curran 
who  plays  Sarah,  the  pho¬ 
tojournalist  who  has  just 
returned  home  to  Amer¬ 


ica  after  being  injured 
while  covering  a  story  on 
war  in  the  Middle  East. 

The  story  is  about  the 
hardships  of  war  and  trag¬ 
edy  and  how  they  can  affect 
a  person,  but  according  to 
Curran,  “there  is  a  world 
of  emotions  going  on  under 
the  surface.”  The  tragedy 
that  the  play  surrounds  is 
just  one  of  the  many  issues 
Sarah  will  face,  with  many 
more  internal  issues  hap¬ 
pening  behind  the  scenes. 

Curran  has  performed 
in  several  other  BTE  pro¬ 
ductions,  including  “Blithe 
Spirit”  and  “Shining  City,” 
but  says  that  “Time  Stands 
Still”  has  been  different 


from  any  other  produc¬ 
tion  she  has  performed  in. 

“There’s  a  lot  of  research 
that  I’ve  done  in  order  to 
really  try  to  grasp  the  real¬ 
ity  of  what  is  happening 
overseas  through  the  eyes 
of  the  many  photojour¬ 
nalists  risking  their  lives 
to  tell  these  stories  to  the 
world,”  says  Curran,  “You 
have  to  know  their  stories 
in  order  to  tell  their  stories.” 

One  goal  of  the  pro¬ 
duction  is  to  showcase  the 
ways  people  can  affect  each 
other.  Being  a  production 
about  tragedy,  relation¬ 
ships  and  inevitable  change, 
Curran  hopes  the  audi¬ 
ence  uses  it  as  inspiration 


to  work  on  becoming  a 
better,  more  intuitive  person 
for  themselves  to  follow 
the  paths  they  believe  in.

A  truth,  it  was  the 
M*adio  that  did  it.  I  was 
■  so  sick  of  the  same 
five  songs,  and  realizing  I 
was  singing  along  to  pop 
tunes  I  loathed  was  the  last 
straw.  So,  it  was  definitely 
the  radio  that  convinced 
me  to  reluctantly  jump  on 
the  podcast  bandwagon.  I 
had  been  stubbornly  avoid¬ 
ing  them.  I  was  convinced 
it  was  the  dying  gasp  of 
talkback  radio,  a  medium 
I  had  never  enjoyed.  Like 
the  Kindle,  and  audiobooks, 
my  love  of  the  traditional 
had  been  keeping  me  from 
trying  new  things.  Not 
wanting  to  let  technol¬ 
ogy  taint  the  romance  of 
the  tangible,  I  preferred 
the  weight  and  smell  of  a 
paperback  even  if  it  was 
inconvenient.  Podcasts  had 
a  different  lure  however, 
with  increased  commute 
times  and  long  road  trips 
coming  up.  Also,  I  had 
heard  about  the  podcast 
“Serial”  and  my  curiosity 


was  peaked.  I  grew  up  on 
Patricia  Cornwell  books, 
weekly  CSI  episodes  and 
48  Hours  reruns.  Like 
many  of  my  ilk,  I  jumped 
from  “Serial”,  to  “Crimi¬ 
nal”,  to  the  wonder  that  is 
the  “My  Favorite  Murder” 
podcast.  When  I  stumbled 
upon  “S-Town”  a  pod¬ 
cast  from  the  makers  of 
“Serial”  and  “This  Ameri¬ 
can  Life”,  I  thought  I  had 
found  just  another  murder 
miniseries.  I  was  wrong. 

This  is  a  podcast  that 
truly  affected  me.  Like  a 
book  you  can’t  put  down, 
or  a  gut  wrenching  song, 
“S-Town”  captured  me 
from  beginning  to  end, 
and  it  ended  far  too  soon. 
In  December  of  last  year, 
I  was  forced  to  endure  a 
two-day  drive  from  North 
Carolina  to  Illinois.  I 
simply  needed  something 
to  occupy  my  time.  Instead, 
I  found  myself  being  trans¬ 
ported,  both  literally  and 
figuratively.  Crying  alone 


in  my  car  by  episode  two 
convinced  me  this  was 
something  I  needed  to  share. 

The  hardest  part  of 
reviewing  this  is  not  giving 
away  too  much.  Countless 
reviews  are  out  there,  and 
all  of  them  are  dotted  with 
spoilers  and  pictures  that 


show  you  what  your  imag¬ 
ination  should  have  had  a 
chance  to  create  all  on  its 
own.  The  beauty  of  the  story 
is  the  characters  who  are 
entirely  fleshed  out  through 
their  own  distinctive 
accents,  verbal  mannerisms 
and  the  narrator’s  descrip¬ 
tive  asides.  “S-Town”  is  set 


up  to  tell  the  story  of  a  small 
town  in  Bibb  County,  Ala. 
where  an  alleged  murder 
cover-up  has  taken  place. 
Alleged  being  the  operative 
word.  John  B.  McLemore 
sought  out  Brian  Reed,  the 
producer  of  “This  Amer¬ 
ican  Life”,  through  a  fan 


email  account.  The  subject 
line  “John  B.  McLemore 
lives  in  shit  town  Alabama” 
caught  Reed’s  attention,  and 
when  McLemore  went  on 
to  describe  a  hometown 
that  he  loathes,  but  never 
leaves,  and  a  murder  he 
believes  has  been  ignored, 
Reed  was  drawn  in  as  we 


all  eventually  would  be. 

This  story  was  not  what 
it  seemed  though,  hence 
my  reluctance  to  say  too 
much.  By  episode  two  we 
are  almost  disappointed  by 
the  pace  of  the  story.  Solv¬ 
ing  the  mystery  seems  to 
be  taking  less  time  than 
anticipated.  This  pod¬ 
cast  however,  is  filled  with 
hidden  treasures,  and  is  a 
journey  more  than  a  series 
of  unanswered  questions. 
A  story  about  a  mysterious 
murder  is  suddenly  a  story 
about  a  mysterious  town,  a 
mysterious  man  and  ulti¬ 
mately  a  mysterious  life. 

I  did  sign  up  for  a  true 
crime  podcast,  a  la  “Serial”, 
but  what  I  got  was  some¬ 
thing  more  akin  to  an 
extended  episode  of  “This 
American  Life.”  I  was  not 
upset  about  it.  That  said, 
I  do  want  to  let  potential 
listeners  know  this  pod¬ 
cast  is  not  what  it  originally 
seems.  John  B.  McLem¬ 
ore  wants  Brian  Reed  to 


tell  the  story  of  his  home 
town,  and  to  uncover  cor¬ 
ruption  to  reveal  the  secrets 
he  believes  his  ‘shitty’  town 
keeps.  Instead  we  get  a  story 
largely  shaped  by  McLem¬ 
ore  himself,  his  peculiarities, 
mannerisms  and  contra¬ 
dictions.  Reed  discovers 
the  secrets  in  McLemore ’s 
life  are  the  ones  that  really 
need  to  be  told.  We  get  to 
know  McLemore  partly 
through  the  people  in  his 
town,  a  bizarre  assortment 
of  characters.  I  am  quickly 
reminded  of  George  R.  R. 
Martin’s  gift  for  creating 
characters  of  such  com¬ 
plexity  that  we  can  love 
them,  loathe  them,  respect 
them  and  relate  to  them, 
for  all  their  flaws,  justi¬ 
fications  and  intentions. 
“S-town”  does  not  need 
to  invent  such  complex¬ 
ity,  and  instead  just  reveals 
what  is  already  there.  Char¬ 
acters  that  we  judge  one 
minute  and  defend  in  the 
next.  The  humanity  and

depth  within  the  show 
is  all  a  part  of  its  allure. 

We  also  get  to  know 
McLemore  through  his 
long  monologues,  which 
should  really  be  boring,  and 
yet  aren’t.  His  digressions 
and  quips.  His  anec¬ 
dotes  and  vulgarisms.  He 
is  revealed  to  be  a  charac¬ 
ter  no  one  could  possibly 
dream  up.  McLemore  is 
an  antiquarian  horologist, 
an  antique  clock  repairer 
and  a  student  of  time,  a 
genius  who  is  one  of  the 
best  in  the  world  at  what 
he  does.  Tucked  away  in 
rural  Alabama,  he  has  a 
large  property  on  which 
he  built  a  giant  maze  out 
of  hedges  and  gates  that 
move  to  create  64  differ¬ 
ent  variations,  one  of  which 
has  no  solution.  In  an  inter¬ 
view  with  Jimmy  Fallon, 
Reed  described  McLem¬ 
ore ’s  life  as  “metaphorically 
convenient. ’’The  introduc¬ 
tion  to  the  podcast  goes 
into  great  depth  describing 


the  intricacies  and  difficul¬ 
ties  of  clock  restoration. 

“To  make  the  job  even 
trickier,”  Reed  says  “you 
often  can’t  tell  what’s  been 
done  to  a  clock  over  hun¬ 
dreds  of  years.  Maybe 
there’s  damage  that  was 
never  fixed  or  fixed  badly. 
Sometimes  entire  portions 
of  the  original  clockwork 
are  missing,  but  you  can’t 
tell  for  sure. ..a  clock  that 
old  doesn’t  come  with  a 
manual.  So  instead,  the 
few  people  left  in  the 
world  who  know  how  to 
do  this  kind  of  thing  rely  on 
what  are  often  called  ‘wit¬ 
ness  marks’  to  guide  their 
way....  actual  impressions 
and  outlines  and  discol¬ 
orations  left  inside  the 
clock,  of  pieces  that  might 
have  once  been  there.” 

The  less-than-subtle 
symbolism  is  a  brilliant, 
despite  cliched,  intro¬ 
duction  to  what  Reed 
spends  the  next  seven  epi¬ 
sodes  embarking  on.  A 


restoration  of  his  own. 
Recreating  the  story  of  a 
life  from  all  the  scattered 
clues  that  are  left  behind. 
Some  that  belong,  and 
some  that  don’t.  A  puzzle 
with  too  many  pieces,  of  a 
picture  we  cannot  deduce. 

Reed  continues,  “I’m 
told  that  fixing  an  old 
clock  can  be  maddening. 
You’re  constantly  wonder¬ 
ing  if  you  have  just  spent 
hours  going  down  a  path 
that  will  likely  take  you 
nowhere...  So,  at  every 
moment  along  the  way  you 
have  to  decide  if  you  are 
wasting  your  time,  or  not.” 

Brian  Reed  spent  3  years 
of  his  life  exploring  the 
mysteries  of ‘S-Town’  and 
John  B.  McLemore,  and  it 
is  clear  from  his  own  asides 
he  wondered  whether  it  was 
worth  all  the  time  he  put 
into  it.  What  was  he  find¬ 
ing?  What  story  was  he 
telling?  Who  would  care  to 
listen?  With  over  40  mil¬ 
lion  downloads  in  the  first 


month,  the  answer  was  clear. 
Though  it  is  no  antique 
clock,  the  story  told  is 
beautiful  and  timeless,  and 
listening  to  it  was  an  expe¬ 
rience  I  will  never  forget.

President  Donald 
Trump’s  first 
State  of  the 
Union  address  attempted 
to  strike  an  overall  tone 
of  bipartisanship  and 
optimism  for  the  coun¬ 
try’s  future.  He  failed. 

The  speech  largely 
focussed  on  immigra¬ 
tion  reform  as  he  further 
touted  the  four-part  deal 
his  administration  released 
a  week  prior.  The  deal 
included  a  path  to  citi¬ 
zenship  for  the  millions 
of  Deferred  Action 
for  Childhood  Arriv¬ 
als  (DACA)  recipients.  It 
also  included  a  $25  billion 
dollar  trust  fund  to  build 
a  Mexican  border  wall. 

The  Trump  adminis¬ 
tration.  has  put  this  into 
negotiations  as  a  way  for  the 


1.8  million  of  DACA  recip¬ 
ients  to  be  allowed  to  stay 
in  this  country.  The  United 
States  is  the  only  country 
many  of  them  have  ever 
really  known.  Yet,  during 
his  State  of  the  Union 
address,  Trump  might  have 
extinguished  any  hopes 
of  Democrats  accept¬ 
ing  said  deal.  We  believe 
they’d  be  smart  not  to. 

For  much  of  his  address, 
Trump  continued  to  push 
his  agenda  to  criminalize 
immigrants.  This  left  sev¬ 
eral  Democrats  in  the  crowd 
irritated.

Trump  getting  his 
border  wall  would  also 
mean  he  will  have  delivered 
on  his  biggest  campaign 
promise.  This  would  put 
him  and  the  rest  of  the 
Republicans  in  an  advan¬ 
tageous  position  moving 
forward.  This  is  especially 
true  for  the  upcoming  mid¬ 
term  elections  in  November. 
An  article  by  Alaina  Plott 
on  theatlantic.com  said  it 
best.  “[Republicans  are] 
banking  on  immigra¬ 
tion  reform  to  help  them 
coast  into  November.” 

One  of  President 
Trump’s  obvious  goals 
for  his  first  State  of  the 
Union  address  was  to 
strike  a  tone  of  unity. 
His  continued  assault  on 
immigrants  ultimately 
undermined  that  goal. 


D  emocrats  accept¬ 
ing  this  deal  could  give 
Trump  more  ammunition 
to  spew  hate.

Defiantly  trying 
lo  turn  around 
their  lackadaisi¬ 
cal  season  (4-15)  and  end 
their  final  games  with  a 
momentum  to  build  into 
the  next  year,  the  Chap¬ 
arrals  at  home  faced  the 
seemingly  hapless  cross- 
county-line  rival  Harper 
(3-20)  Hawks  in  a  fast 
paced  yet  defensive-dom¬ 
inated  competition.  The 
Chaparrals  utilized  a  high 
tempo  start  to  overwhelm 
their  opponents’  dreary  lack 
of  energy.  Surging  to  an 
early  lead  behind  a  string 
of  3-pointers,  the  Chaps 
set  out  an  early  pattern  of 
staying  outside,  trying  to 
avoid  risking  penetration 
into  the  Hawks  imperme¬ 
able  man-on-man  defense. 


Displays  of  high  per¬ 
centage  field  goals  from 
the  start,  and  when  off  the 
mark,  strong  rebounding 
by  the  determined  pair  of 
DJ  Spell  and  Jason  Peace, 


with  3  offensive  rebounds 
each,  reinforced  the  Chaps’ 
early  domination.  Tear¬ 
ing  asunder  the  Hawk’s 
defensive  persistence 
with  cutting  passes,  Spell 
provided  an  early  high¬ 
light  assertively  throwing 
down  a  dunk,  contribut¬ 
ing  to  his  10-point  game. 

Marcus  Pugh  Embrey 
prolonged  the  Chap’s  early 
frenetic  start,  diving  for  a 
loose  ball,  laying  his  body 
out  on  the  line  for  his 
team.  A  high  agility  surge 
by  Tyler  Scott  (13  pts) 
resulted  in  a  quick  drain 
from  the  post,  followed 
shortly  by  a  3-point  buzz¬ 
er-beater  by  Jason  Peace, 
enhancing  the  Chap’s  lead. 

However,  the  resil¬ 
ient  Hawks  hung  around 
lead  by  Joe  Gatziolis’ 
24-point  game  and  Corin 
Daniel’s  19  point  perfor¬ 
mance.  The  lead  at  half  was 
diminished  to  only  a  four- 
point,  32-28  advantage. 


Early  turnovers  in  the 
second  half  presented  a 
harbinger  of  the  Chap’s 
undoing.  The  intensity  of 
the  Hawk’s  defense  began 
to  strain  the  Chap’s  scor¬ 
ing.  Constantly  unable  to 
solve  the  Hawk’s  stingy 
fortitude,  Harper  grabbed 
one  of  their  first  leads  with 
only  5  minutes  remaining. 

The  pivotal  pinnacle 
of  excitement  came  with 
1:50  remaining  and  the 
Chaps  down  by  2,  when 
the  ball  freely  sprawled 
across  mid-court.  Using 
Isaac  Newton’s  gravita¬ 
tional  calculations  the  ball 
should  have  bounced  and 
parabolically  fallen  at  9.8 
m/s  squared  as  it  traversed 
the  court,  however  players 
launched  and  dove  as  the 
ball  continued  to  implau¬ 
sibly  float  and  evade  their 
grasp.  In  a  tapestry  of  tan¬ 
gled  torsos  and  outstretched 
arms,  the  ball  eventually 
fell  to  the  possession  of 


Harper  who  went  on  to 
cap  the  dazzling  excite¬ 
ment  with  a  quick  bucket. 

The  play  grew  to  be  sym¬ 
bolic  of  the  team’s  entire 
season.  Stridendy  effusing 
passion  and  enthusiasm, 
yet  ultimately  remaining 
tantalizingly  out  of  reach. 
The  Chaps  went  on  to 
fall  to  the  Hawks  66-58, 
crumbling  late  down  the 
stretch,  continuing  their 
string  of  recent  unfortu¬ 
nate  outcomes.  Statistically 
matching  Harper  in  most 
aspects,  the  Hawks’  edge 
came  in  their  superior  steal 
count  and  forced  turnovers. 

The  continuing  saga 
of  costly  turnovers  dic¬ 
tating  their  outcome  has 
proven  to  be  the  team’s 
collective  Achilles’  heel. 
Combined  with  a  lack 
of  scoring  impetus  late 
in  the  second-half,  the 
Chaps  struggle  to  find  the 
answers  needed  for  the  win.

(21-5)  Golden  Eagles 
visiting  from  Rock¬ 
ford  on  Wed.  Feb  7th 
at  7:00pm  (visit  CoD's 
men’s  basketball 
NJCAA.org  for  further 
details).  In  o,ne  of  the 
few  remaining  trials  to 
end  the  season  with 
a  flourish,  the  Chap¬ 
arrals  look  to  shock 
their  fans  and  upset 
Rock  Valley  in  what 
is  sure  to  be  one  of 
the  most  physical 
games  of  the  year. 
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Tffe  wounds  of  cul¬ 
tural  genocide  are 
not  easily  healed. 
Luckily,  as  the  writers  of 
history,  the  dominant  cul¬ 
ture,  we  have  the  privilege 
to  bestow  upon  our  victims 
our  greatest  honour,  naming 
our  athletic  teams  and  aca¬ 
demic  institutions  in  the 
reverence  of  a  caricature  of 
their  brutal  savagery.  Forget 
the  Trail  of  Tears,  forget 
Wounded  Knee,  and  forget 
centuries  of  forced  cultural 
assimilation.  To  the  people 
with  the  sun-stained  faces 
goes  the  cheers  and  adula¬ 
tion  because  the  Redskins 
triumphed  over  the  Patri¬ 
ots  in  a  game  of  football. 

Recently  after  intense 
deliberation,  team  owner 
Paul  Dolan  and  base¬ 
ball  commissioner  Rob 
Manfred  have  come  to  an 
agreement.  The  Cleveland 
Indians  will  drop  their 
Chief  Wahoo  mascot  from 
team  uniforms  beginning 
with  the  2019  season.  The 
cartoonishly  racist  symbol 
has  been  used  since  1947, 
prompting  Native  Amer¬ 
ican  groups  to  protest 
outside  of  annual  home 


openers  in  aspirations  of 
getting  both  the  mascot  and 
the  team  name  abolished. 

Groups  such  as  the 
National  Congress  of 
American  Indians  (NCAI), 
the  nation’s  oldest,  largest 
and  most  representative 
indigenous  people’s  orga¬ 
nization,  has  long  opposed 
derogatory  and  harmful 
stereotypes  of  their  people 
represented  in  sports,  media 
and  popular  culture.  Advo¬ 
cating  civil  rights  equity, 
the  denigrating  depictions 
dehumanize  and  belittle 
their  people  perpetuating 
a  psychologically  damag¬ 


ing  image  of  an  inferior  and 
savage  people.  Illustrating 
a  correlation  between  the 
derogatory  mascots  and 
the  alarmingly  high  rate  of 
violence  and  hate  crimes 
directed  towards  Native 
Americans,  the  NCAI 


emphasizes  how  negative 
stereotypes  can  perme¬ 
ate  culture  emboldening 
miseducated  feelings  of 
superiority  by  the  domi¬ 
nant  culture,  and  feelings 
of  subservient  victimization 
and  alienation  by  Native 
Americans,  especially  dan¬ 
gerous  to  the  malleable 
impressions  of  the  highly 
populous  indigenous  youth. 

In  accordance  with 
NCAI’s  depicted  correla¬ 
tion,  College  of  DuPage 
student  Sam  Thomp¬ 
son,  proudly  effusing 
Potawatomi,  Ojibwa,  and 
Ottawa  lineage,  and  a  par¬ 


ticipant  of  the  college’s 
Native  American  Studies 
Committee,  corroborates 
when  the  image  of  Native 
Americans  is  dehumanized, 
it  fosters  an  environment 
ripe  for  acts  of  violence 
and  discrimination  per¬ 


petrated  by  the  dominant 
cultural  aggressors.  She  goes 
on  to  preach  the  words  of 
Native  American  activist 
and  proud  member  of  the 
Cheyenne  people,  Suzan 
Harjo,  who  argued,  “you 
strip  the  person  of  human¬ 
ity  and  they’re  just  an  object, 
and  you  can  do  anything.” 
Such  discrimination  rein¬ 
forces  the  second-class 
citizenry  Native  Ameri¬ 
cans  have  endured  over  the 
centuries  of  settlers  rule, 
from  being  denied  citi¬ 
zenship  until  the  Indian 
Citizenship  Act  of  1924 
(over  half  a  century  after 
the  Fourteenth  Amend¬ 
ment  granted  citizenship 
to  African  Americans), 
to  the  prolongation  of 
states  denying  suffrage 
in  various  ways  until  the 
Voting  Rights  Act  of  1965. 

Many  academic  and  ath¬ 
letic  institutions  created 
their  offensive  mascots  in 
an  era  when  bigotry  was 
more  tolerated  by  the  dom¬ 
inant  culture.  In  exploring 
the  level  of  derogatori¬ 
ness  derived  from  disparate 
mascots,  Thompson  elab¬ 
orates  how  besides  squaw, 


“Redskin”  is  the  most  hate 
filled  slur  directed  towards 
Native  Americans.  Paral¬ 
leling  NCAI’s  view  that 
for  much  of  the  20th  cen¬ 
tury  the  term  “Redsk*n” 
was  used  interchange¬ 
ably  in  culture  with  the 
word  “savage”  to  portray  a 
misleading  and  denigrat¬ 
ing  image  of  the  Native 
American.  Thompson 
along  with  multiple  Native 
American  and  civil  rights 
organizations  advocate  for 
the  complete  removal  of 
the  Washington  Redsk*ns 
name  and  emblem. 

Thompson  further  advo¬ 
cates  for  the  removal  of  the 
Cleveland  Indians  team 
name  and  mascot,  and 
the  removal  of  any  other 
academic  or  athletic  insti¬ 
tutions  taking  advantage 
of  and  offensively  misrepre¬ 
senting  Native  Americans. 
Where  the  lines  of  dis¬ 
tinction  become  murkier 
is  when  profiteering  teams 
try  to  rectify  their  caus¬ 
tic  depictions  by  issuing 
in  policies  to  honour  the 
stereotyped  they’ve  been 
taking  advantage  of.  Cur¬ 
rent  examples  include 


Florida  State  University 
honouring  and  incorpo¬ 
rating  indigenous  people 
and  their  traditions  to  the 
athletic  festivities,  and  the 
Chicago  Blackhawks  hon¬ 
ouring  respected  individuals 
of  the  Native  community 
alongside  military  members 
during  the  national  anthem. 

However  the  problem 
that  is  not  eradicated  with 
this  strategy  of  appeasement 
is  the  gross  level  of  cultural 
misappropriation  exhib¬ 
ited  by  the  fans.  Sometimes 
subtlety  offensive  such  as 
beating  on  tom-toms,  or  a 
little  less  subde  war  chant 
or  tomahawk  chop,  or  the 
egregious  dressing  in  Native 
American  attire  or  face- 
paint.  Until  serious  steps 
addressing  the  education 
needed  to  combat  deni¬ 
grating  natives  by  depicting 
cultural  stereotypes  are 
implemented,  fans  will 
habitually  and  instinctively 
fall  into  the  caricatured 
depictions  of  natives  that 
have  been  driven  into  their 
subconscious  by  means 
of  a  bigoted  and  com¬ 
bative  dominant  culture. 

According  to  the  NCAI, 


r  it  - 

"When  the  image  of  Native 
Americans  is  dehumanized,  it 
fosters  an  environment  ripe  for 
acts  of  violence" 
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through  the  struggle  of 
advocacy  groups,  more 
than  two-thirds  of  over 
2,000  “Indian”  references 
in  sports  have  been  elimi¬ 
nated  over  the  past  35  years. 
In  2005,  the  NCAA  adju¬ 
dicated  an  extensive  policy 
to  remove  harmful  “Indian” 


they  lead,  have  contributed 
to  the  strident  backlash 
against  the  civil  movement. 
Arguing  the  mascots  have 
interwoven  themselves  to 
become  a  fabric  of  their 
daily  lives  and  the  lives  of 
their  family  and  ancestors, 
change  has  met  ardent  resis-

nascots.  Amongst  the  Civil 
Rights  wave  in  the  late  60’s 
tnd  early  70s,  Stanford  and 
Dartmouth  established  the 
orecedent  for  changing 
their  mascots  to  less  offen¬ 
sive  entities.  More  recendy, 
Illinois  removed  their  Chief 
llliniwek  official  mascot  in 
2007,  and  North  Dakota 
removed  their  Fight¬ 
ing  Sioux  mascot  in  2012. 

Opposition  from  nostal¬ 
gic  conservatives  and  fans 
who  see  their  mascots  as 
a  cultural  embodiment  of 
their  cities  and  the  very  lives 


tance  every  step  of  the  way. 

Further  opposition 
comes  from  the  profiteer¬ 
ing  owners  who  worry 
about  the  monetary  impacts 
of  such  change.  Even  after 
the  Cleveland  Indians 
retire  their  offensive  Chief 
Wahoo  mascot,  the  team 
will  continue  ownership  of 
the  trademark  and  still  sell 
merchandize  featuring  its 
depiction  across  the  city. 
In  1999  and  2014  the  U.S. 
Patent  Office  decreed  the 
term  “Redskin”  is  dispar¬ 
aging  to  Native  Americans 


and  is  therefore  not  enti¬ 
tled  to  taxpayer-financed 
copyright  protection.  How¬ 
ever,  last  year  the  Supreme 
Court  in  a  case  ostensibly 
about  an  American-Asian 
band  named  The  Slants 
adjudicated  that  entities 
formed  around  slurs  (such 
as  “Redskins”)  cannot 
be  revoked  trademark 
protection  just  because 
some  find  it  offensive. 

As  the  battle  wages  on, 
proper  steps  in  educating 
our  youth  to  understand  our 
past  racial  transgressions 
must  be  implemented  to 
liberate  cultural  equity  into 
our  society.  Absolving  our 
history  and  the  implications 
of  our  believed  racial  supe¬ 
riority  cannot  be  ignored. 
Proper  education  free  from 
stereotypical  or  caricatured 
depictions  of  our  nation’s 
first  people  and  their  history 
must  be  embraced  across 
our  schooling  systems.  Edu¬ 
cation  and  understanding 
are  the  only  ways  to  appease 
the  wounds  of  our  past  and 
transform  us  into  a  new 
society  of  symbiotic  equality' 
to  better  our  diverse  nation 
and  its  many  citizens.

i  a  m 
a  former 
lege  of 
DuPage  student,  has  been 
living  with  a  spinal  cord 
injury  ever  since  she  became 
a  victim  of  gun  violence  22 
years  ago.  She  described 
the  struggle  of  living  at 
the  poverty  level,  in  Sec¬ 
tion  8  housing,  surviving 
on  financial  aid  and  rely¬ 
ing  on  Medicaid.  During 
her  time  as  a  student  at 
COD  she  had  to  prioritize 
completing  her  educa¬ 
tion  while  balancing  trying 
to  meet  her  basic  needs. 

“My  goal  was  to 
make  something  out 
of  my  life. ..I  want  to 
change  my  situation.” 

Pare  could  not  imagine 
what  it  would  be  like  to 
manage  all  those  respon¬ 
sibilities,  without  the  vital 
support  of  the  government 
programs  that  may  be  in 
line  for  deep  budget  cuts. 

In  December  of  2017, 
Congress  passed  sweeping 
tax  cuts  on  a  mostly  party 
line  vote  and  heavy  sup¬ 


port  from  Republicans.  At 
that  time  the  Congressional 
Budget  Office,  a  biparti¬ 
san  group,  estimated  the 
new  tax  cuts  would  raise 
deficits  by  $1.5  trillion. 
After  the  GOP  tax  cuts 
passed,  Paul  Ryan  (R-Wis) 
immediately  refocused  on 
the  need  for  entitlement 
reform,  citing  the  deficit. 
A  part  of  this  effort  is  a 
plan  to  further  cut  Medic¬ 
aid.  Despite  the  anticipated 
deficits  resulting  from  the 
tax  plan,  The  Hill  reports 
that  Ryan  believes  “health¬ 
care  entitlements  such  as 
Medicare  and  Medicaid 
are  the  big  drivers  of  debt.” 

It  is  not  only  Medicaid 
that  sees  potential  cuts.  In 
June  of  2017,  CBS  News 
spoke  to  Mick  Mulvaney, 
the  Trump  administra¬ 
tion  Budget  Director,  who 
“promised  to  slice  $72 
billion  from  Social  Secu¬ 
rity  Disability  Insurance 
(SSDI)  and  Supplemental 
Security  Insurance  (SSI) 
over  the  next  10  years.”  He 
cited  fraud  as  justification 


for  the  cuts.  He  stressed  his 
priority  was  “to  make  sure 
that  everybody  on  SSDI  is 
really  disabled,”  and  that 
his  goal  was  to  “test  new 
approaches  to  increase 
labor  force  participation.” 

The  Trump  adminis¬ 
tration’s  focus  on  pushing 
Americans  with  disabilities 
back  into  the  workforce  was 

rCC  - 


reemphasized  earlier  this 
year  when  a  guidance  was 
issued  to  all  state  Medic¬ 
aid  directors,  announcing 
changes  to  the  work 
requirement  policy.  Individ¬ 
ual  states  can  now  choose  to 
implement  their  own  work 
requirement  standards,  time 
limits  and  lockout  periods. 
These  can  be  used,  as  the 
Trump  administration  put  it 
in  their  directive,  to  incen- 


tivize  families  to  “rise  out  of 
poverty  and  attain  indepen¬ 
dence.”  The  added  burden 
of  work  requirements  could 
affect  those  with  disabilities 
who  were  unable  to  meet 
the  conditions  required 
to  receive  SSDI  benefits. 
Only  those  with  SSDI 
benefits  would  be  exempt. 
According  to  the  Center 


for  American  Progress,  a 
left-leaning  not-for-profit 
policy  advocacy  organiza¬ 
tion,  those  impacted  may 
include  cancer  survivors, 
substance  abuse  survi¬ 
vors,  people  with  mental 
health  disorders  and  some 
with  chronic  conditions. 

Mariam  Pare  does  not 
receive  SSDI  benefits, 
despite  her  disability.  Pare  is 
unable  to  walk  and  has  lim¬ 


ited  function  in  her  hands. 
After  extensive  rehabili¬ 
tation,  coupled  with  a  lot 
of  determination,  Pare  has 
been  able  to  make  a  living  as 
a  mouth  painter.  This  jour¬ 
ney  was  a  long  one,  however, 
and  Pare  was  grateful  to 
have  the  support  of  Med¬ 
icaid,  and  the  protections 
of  the  Americans  with 
Disabilities  Act  (ADA).  In 
March  of  2017,  Pare  wrote 
an  open  letter  to  Trump, 
asking  him  to  remember 
his  promise  to  represent  all 
Americans.  She  called  for 
Trump  to  protect  Medic¬ 
aid,  the  ADA  and  other 
programs  that  allow  Amer- 
icans  with  disabilities 
to  “be  [a]  social,  eco¬ 
nomic  and  cultural  part  of 
[their]  communities.”  She 
informed  President  Trump: 

“...this  changing  of  the 
presidential  guard  is  an 
uncertain  time  for  many 
Americans  with  disabili¬ 
ties.  For  those  of  us  who 
have  valued  and  relied  on 
the  policies  of  the  last  eight 
years  under  the  last  admin¬ 


istration,  we  are  especially 
nervous  about  what’s  going 
to  happen  to  the  critically 
important  policies  that 
affect  our  lives...  I  pray  that 
when  you  take  office,  you 
will  keep  a  high  regard  for 
our  civil  rights,  our  safety 
nets,  and  our  inclusion.” 

During  Trump’s 
recent  State  of  the  Union 
address,  he  repeated  his 
promise  to  protect  the 
American  dream,  for  all 
who  strive  to  obtain  it. 

“If  you  work  hard,  if 
you  believe  in  yourself, 
if  you  believe  in  Amer¬ 
ica,  then  you  can  dream 
anything,  you  can  be  any¬ 
thing,  and  together  we 
can  achieve  absolutely 
anything,”  Trump  said. 

Pare  disagreed,  asking, 
“where’s  the  American 
dream. .  .when  you  are  hold¬ 
ing  people  down.”  She  felt 
the  threats  to  programs 
that  allowed  her  to  follow 
her  dreams  were  contrary 
to  the  promise  Trump  had 
made.  “Hard  work  isn’t 
good  enough  anymore,” 


"My  goal  was  to  make 
something  out  of  my  life. ..I  want 
to  change  my  situation." 
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Pare  said.  Without  the 
assistance  that  personal 
aids  and  subsidized  health¬ 
care  provided,  she  would  be 
unable  to  work  and  main¬ 
tain  her  independence. 
Without  Medicaid  or  the 
protections  of  the  ACA,  “I 
will  never  be  able  to  afford 
my  own  healthcare,”  she 
said.  “I  may  never  be  able 
to  transition  off  of  welfare.” 

Both  the  Department 
of  Justice  and  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Education  have 
altered  regulatory  guide¬ 
lines  that  lay  out  what 
rights  people  with  disabil¬ 
ities  have  in  the  workplace 
and  at  school.  These  guide¬ 
lines  show  businesses  and 
schools  how  these  rights 


should  be  protected,  and 
how  laws  should  be  imple- 
mented.  The  agencies 
deleted  82  of  the  guidelines. 


Here  at  College  of 
DuPage,  Mike  Duggan, 
the  head  counselor  for  stu¬ 
dents  with  disabilities,  has 
watched  the  changes  with  a 
wary  eye.  No  matter  what, 
Duggan  said,  the  College 
of  DuPage  will  continue  to 
uphold  the  same  standards 
and  would  continue  to 
strive  for  the  best  possible 
outcome  for  all  of  its  stu¬ 
dents,  equally.  “In  the  past, 
the  way  we’ve  addressed 
needs  for  students  with  dis¬ 
abilities  has  worked  well, 
and  I  hope  it  will  con¬ 
tinue.”  Duggan  said  there 
are  a  lot  of  unknowns  asso¬ 
ciated  with  how  the  Trump 
administration’s  policy 
changes  may  affect  choices 


made  by  other  schools,  or 
the  rights  of  students  else¬ 
where  across  the  country. 
“We  don’t  know,  it’s  too 


early.  We’ll  probably  know 
more  in  a  few  years.  We  can 
just  hope,”  Duggan  said. 
“No  matter  the  laws  we’ll 
do  everything  we  can  to 
help  people  with  disabilities 
as  we  would  anyone  else.” 

When  questioned  on 
how  other  policy  changes 
may  impact  the  lives  of  stu¬ 
dents  with  disabilities,  both 
on  and  off  campus,  Duggan 
was  concerned  about  the 
possibility  that  cuts  to  fund¬ 
ing  would  threaten  access  to 
the  personal  care  assistants 
many  students  need  in  order 
to  participate  at  COD. 

They  “literally  need  that 
to  live,”  he  stated.  Students 
with  personal  care  assistants 
rely  on  them  so  they  can 
eat,  go  to  the  bathroom  and 
sleep.  Without  their  sup¬ 
port,  some  students  would 
be  unable  to  remain  at 
school.  Duggan  stressed  this 
access  should  be  protected. 

“People  should  have 
a  chance  to  blossom  and 
go  on  and  contribute 
back  to  society,”  he  said. 

Work  requirements  for 


those  on  Medicaid  may 
also  impede  access  to  edu¬ 
cation  for  students  with 
disabilities.  At  the  Col¬ 
lege  of  DuPage,  as  at  many 
schools  across  America, 
there  are  students  with  a 
broad  range  of  disabilities. 
If  Medicaid  recipients  with 
disabilities  were  required 
to  work  approximately  20 
hours  in  to  maintain  their 
benefits,  as  they  now  do  in 
Kentucky,  Duggan  said  it 
could  be  a  burden  some  stu¬ 
dents  could  not  bear.  Some 
students  only  take  a  couple 
of  classes  per  semester,  and 
that  alone  can  be  taxing. 

“If  you  were  required  to 
go  to  school  and  work  and 
had  a  significantly  disabling 
condition,  it  could  set  you 
up  for  failure,”  Duggan  said. 

Of  all  the  changes  the 
Trump  administration  has 
made,  or  has  threatened  to 
make,  Duggan  is  most  con¬ 
cerned  about  changes  to  the 
American  Disabilities  Act. 
The  most  important  pro¬ 
vision  for  COD  students, 
Duggan  said,  is  the  equal 


access  to  transportation 
the  ADA  ensures.  Acces¬ 
sible  public  transportation, 
including  van  transporta¬ 
tion  services,  are  a  lifeline 
to  both  students  and  the 
disability  community.  It  is 
“critical  that  that  contin¬ 
ues,"  Duggan  said.  “Even 
just  a  deduction  in  access 
could  have  a  drastic  effect.” 

Changes  to  the  Ameri¬ 
cans  with  Disabilities  Act 
are  already  underway.  The 
Trump  administration’s 
proposed  ADA  Education 
and  Reform  Act  of  2017 
already  has  108  cospon¬ 
sors  in  the  house.  If  passed 
it  would  make  it  harder  for 
individuals  with  disabili¬ 
ties  to  respond  to  businesses 
that  fail  to  comply  with 
ADA  guidelines  on  access 
and  accommodation.  This  is 
part  of  the  Trump  admin¬ 
istration’s  goal  to  “cut  the 
red  tape”  and  end  over- reg¬ 
ulation  of  businesses. 

Pare  and  Duggan 
both  felt  the  protec¬ 
tions  of  the  ADA  should 
not  be  infringed  upon. 


In  her  open  letter 
to  Trump,  Mariam 
states: 

"We  have  only 
had  the  ADA  for  26 
years  and  are  still  a 
long  way  from  equal¬ 
ity.  Mr.  Trump,  I  hope 
you  will  be  our  ally 
and  oppose  bills  or 
legislation  that  may 
obstruct  the  hard- 
won  protections 
afforded  to  people 
with  disabilities 
under  the  ADA. 

"  President  Truinhp, 
in  your  victory 
speech,  you  pledged 
to  every  citizen  of 
our  land  that  you  will 
be  a  president  for 
all  Americans,"  Pare 
continued.  "Will  you 
be  the  voice  for  Dis¬ 
abled  Americans?"

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Paralegal  professor  creates  an 
endowed  scholarship 


TRching  is  a  noble 
profession  to  many. 
For  College  of 
DuPage  (COD)  Adjunct 
Professor  Linda  Jenkins,  it 
means  giving  students  the 
tools  they  need  to  succeed. 

The  tools  to  succeed 
aren’t  restricted  to  teach¬ 
ing  her  paralegal  students 
to  become  better  writers 
--  Jenkins  is  supporting 
them  financially.  Along 
with  her  husband,  Robert, 
they  were  inspired  to  create 
an  endowed  scholarship. 

Named  the  “Linda  and 
Robert  Jenkins  Endowed 
Paralegal  Studies  Schol¬ 
arship,”  it  encourages 
academic  excellence  in  the 
paralegal  program  at  COD. 

“My  husband  Robert 
and  I  believe  strongly  in 
the  value  of  higher  educa¬ 


tion,”  Jenkins  said.  “Quite 
simply,  it  changes  lives.” 

Students  who  wish  to 
apply  for  this  scholarship 
must  be  enrolled  in  the 
college’s  paralegal  studies 
program  and  seek  either 
an  associate’s  degree  or  a 
certificate.  Applicants  pur¬ 
suing  an  associate  degree 
in  paralegal  studies  must 
have  a  cumulative  GPA 
of  3.25  or  higher.  Appli¬ 
cants  pursuing  a  paralegal 
studies  certificate  must 
have  a  paralegal  stud¬ 
ies  GPA  of  3.6  or  higher. 

To  be  considered  for 
this  endowed  scholarship, 
students  must  submit  a 
750-word  essay  describ¬ 
ing  their  career  goals  and 
involvement  in  extra-cur¬ 
ricular  and  legal-related 
activities.  Students  must 


demonstrate  leadership 
or  active  involvement  in 
COD’s  paralegal  club,  or 
be  actively  involved  with 
another  volunteer  orga¬ 
nization  in  the  legal  field. 

A  review  committee 
made  of  members  of  the 
paralegal  studies  faculty 
and  alumni  of  the  pro¬ 
gram  will  select  finalists. 
Two  students  have  a  chance 
to  win  $500  annually. 

“I  consider  it  a  great 
privilege  to  be  part  of  such 
an  outstanding  parale¬ 
gal  faculty,  led  by  Sally  N. 
Fairbank,”  added  Jenkins. 
“Our  (American  Bar  Asso- 
ciation)-approved  program 
produces  excellent  para¬ 
legals.  This  merit-based 
scholarship  is  meant  to 
give  back  to  outstand¬ 
ing  students  who  work  so 


hard  to  make  the  parale¬ 
gal  club  get  better  all  the 
time,  or  who  are  active  in 
another  volunteer  organi¬ 
zation  in  the  legal  field.” 

The  Jenkins’  also  cre¬ 
ated  the  “Linda  and  Robert 
Jenkins  Equipment  Man¬ 
ager  Student  Aides.”  This 
annual  scholarship  will 
support  the  student  aides 
of  COD’s  Assistant  Ath¬ 
letic  Director,  Internal 
Operations,  Danielle  Cline. 

Their  donation  to  the 
college  is  a  part  of  the  2017 
Employee  Giving  Cam¬ 
paign — It  Starts  With  Me. 
The  campaign’s  goal  was 
to  raise  money  to  have  a 
direct  impact  on  COD 
students.  The  campaign 
raised  a  record-break¬ 
ing  $83,000.  The  generous 
donors  who  contributed  to 


the  campaign  have  a  deep 
connection  to  the  col¬ 
lege  as  employees.  Each 
donor  specified  what  area 
they  wanted  their  dona¬ 
tion  to  go  to.  Members 
of  the  board  of  trustee, 
administration  and  faculty 
participated  in  the  campaign. 

“I  believe  as  leaders 
and  employees,  it  is  our 
responsibility  to  step  for¬ 
ward  and  be  the  first  to 
give  and  support  our  own 
institution  and  students,” 
said  Diana  Martinez,  vol¬ 
unteer  co-chair  Employee 
Giving  Campaign.  “The 
best  investment  we  can 
make  is  in  our  students.” 

The  donation  is  man¬ 
aged  by  the  COD 
foundation,  a  501(c)3 
not-for-profit  charitable 
organization  that  raises 


monetary  and  in-kind  gifts 
to  increase  access  to  educa¬ 
tion.  According  to  a  2017 
audited  financial  statement, 
the  foundation  had  a  net 
$17.3  million  in  total  assets.

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Lisa  Stock  joins  College  of  DuPage  as 
associate  vice  president  for  academic  affairs 


s  a  Higher 
Learning  Com¬ 
mission  (HLC) 
peer  reviewer,  Lisa  Stock, 
College  of  DuPage’s  new 
vice  president  For  aca¬ 
demic  affairs,  sees  meeting 
the  current  and  future 
accreditation  needs  of 
the  college  as  a  priority. 

Stock’s  appointment  to 


the  position  comes  after  a 
Nov.  2017  decision  by  the 
HLC,  a  regional  accred¬ 
iting  agency,  to  remove  a 
2-year  probation  placed 
on  the  college  for  issues 
related  to  governance. 

Under  Stock’s  watch, 
COD  must  file  a  report  by 
May  15  on  topics  includ¬ 
ing  processes  related  to 


course  outcomes  as  well 
as  documentation  of  cred¬ 
it-hour  calculation  for 
all  delivery  methods. 

“My  role  is  to  facilitate 
the  work  of  the  faculty  in 
shaping  curriculum  and 
academic  programs,”  Sock 
said.  “I  will  be  working  on 
building  relationships  with 
other  schools,  employ¬ 
ers  and  the  community.” 

With  a  recent  focus 
on  implementing  Guided 
Pathways  at  COD,  Stock 
plans  to  collaborate  with 
other  departments  in  pro¬ 
viding  the  best  possible 
environment  for  student 
learning  and  success.  The 
Guided  Pathways  model 
is  based  on  coherent  and 
easy-to-follow  college-level 
programs  of  study  that  are 
aligned  with  requirements 


for  success  in  employ¬ 
ment  and  at  the  next  stage 
of  education,  accord¬ 
ing  to  college  officials. 

“Pathways  is  a  crucial 
initiative,”  Stock  added.  “It 
builds  on  great  work  that 
the  college  has  been  doing 
for  years  to  help  students 
be  successful,  but  is  more 
intentional  in  clarifying 
pathways  and  providing 
support  for  students  in 
choosing  a  pathway,  stay¬ 
ing  on  the  pathway  and 
succeeding  on  the  pathway.” 

Stock  will  work  closely 
with  a  variety  of  assess¬ 
ment  activities,  the  honors 
program,  the  Learning 
Commons,  Perkins  over¬ 
sight  and  support  of  COD’s 
academic  partnerships 
with  transfer  institutions. 

Stock  was  selected  from 


a  pool  of  three  candidates 
who  were  identified  by  a 
search  committee.  Shannon 
Toler,  a  longtime  professor 
at  COD,  and  Stephanie 
DeCicco,  dean  of  instruc¬ 
tion  at  City  Colleges  of 
Chicago,  were  also  con¬ 
sidered  for  the  job.  Stock’s 
contract  ends  on  June  30. 
Trustees  in  January  agreed 
to  a  S130,000  annual  con¬ 
tract  with  Stock.  She  will 
make  a  pro-rated  amount  of 
$53,500  during  this  period. 

Stock’s  credentials 
includes  a  bachelor’s  degree 
in  child  development,  a 
master’s  degree  in  library 
and  information  science  and 
a  doctorate  degree  in  higher 
education  leadership  and 
policy  studies.

en  it  comes 
rto  discussing 
the  humanities, 
one  of  the  most  common 
responses  includes  con¬ 
fusion:  What  are  the 
humanities?  What  can 
be  done  with  the  human¬ 
ities?  Why  should  I  care 
about  the  humanities? 

The  humanities,  in  short, 
are  areas  of  academic  disci¬ 
plines  focusing  on  exploring 


human  culture  and  the  act 
of  processing  the  human 
experience.  Humanities 
include  but  are  not  lim¬ 
ited  to:  language,  literature, 
political  science,  religion, 
philosophy  and  the  arts. 

“People  aren’t  quite 
sure  what  the  humanities 
are,”  says  Julie  diLiberti, 
humanities  professor  and 
festival  coordinator,”  We 
are  hoping  students  can 
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see  they  are  infused  in  just 
about  every  other  discipline. 
We  want  to  break  down 
those  discipline  barriers.” 

From  Feb.  12  to  18, 
College  of  Dupage  fac¬ 
ulty  talent  and  members 
of  the  surrounding  com¬ 
munity  will  host  various 
presentations  and  inter¬ 
active  activities  in  this 
year’s  humanities  festival, 
“The  Noise  of  Culture.” 

The  festival  begins  on 
Mon.  Feb.  12  at  noon.  Pre¬ 
sentations  will  follow  every 
day  of  the  week  from  around 
10  a.m.  to  4  p.m.  Events 
include:  “Fake  News:  Con¬ 
sider  the  Source”;  “The 
Sounds  of  Culture”;  “Busi¬ 
ness  Without  Humanities 
is  Inhumane”;  “Freud 
and  YOU,”  as  well  as  a 
tour  at  Fermilab  show¬ 


casing  the  connections 
between  art  and  science. 

Having  begun  last  year 
in  2017  under  the  theme 
“Transformations,”  the  fes¬ 
tival  will  return  to  campus 
to  bring  the  humanities 
aspects  from  every  aca¬ 
demic  discipline  to  light  for 
students,  faculty  and  com¬ 
munity  members  to  reflect 
upon.  This  year’s  festival 
will  also  incorporate  the 
sciences,  business,  archi¬ 
tecture,  mathematics  and 
seemingly  every  other  con¬ 
tent  area  offered  at  COD.

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President  Trump  makes  problematic 
remarks  about  community  college.

recent  congres¬ 
sional  retreat 
saw  President 
Donald  Trump  pass  some 
questionable  remarks 
about  community  college 
and  vocational  schools. 
We  think  these  remarks 
highlight  the  misconcep¬ 
tions  surrounding  both. 

The  president  told  a 
story  about  a  classmate  of 
his  while  in  high  school 
who  “wasn’t  like  the  greatest 
student,”  and  had  learned 
to  “fix  a  car  engine  blind¬ 
folded”  some  years  later. 
Presumably  the  classmate 
learned  this  skill  by  attend¬ 
ing  a  vocational  school. 

He  then  went  on  to  say, 
“You  learn  mechanical, 
you  learn  bricklaying  and 
carpentry  and  all  of  these 
things.  We  don’t  have  that 


very  much  anymore.  And 
I  think  the  word  “voca¬ 
tional”  is  a  much  better 
word  than  in  many  cases 
a  community  college.  A 
lot  of  people  don’t  know 
what  a  community  col¬ 
lege  means  or  represents.” 

In  fact,  a  lot  of  people  do 
know  what  community  col¬ 
lege  means  and  represents. 
It’s  simply  not  the  same 
thing  as  a  vocational  school. 
That  makes  it  impossible 
to  interchange  the  names. 
Vocational  schools  exclu¬ 
sively  offer  programs  geared 
towards  technical  skills. 
Community  colleges  offer 
a  wide  variety  of  programs 
and  general  education 
classes,  including  vocational 
courses.  Especially  here  at 
the  College  of  DuPage, 
the  programs  and  classes 


are  on  par  with  academics 
one  would  be  doing  at  most 
other  four  year  colleges. 

Equating  commu¬ 
nity  college  to  vocational 

ft  - 


schools  seemingly  means 
the  president  thinks  people 
only  go  to  community  col¬ 
lege  to  learn  technical 
skills.  We  can  all  unequiv¬ 
ocally  say  that  is  fake  news. 
Many  students  who  attend 
community  colleges  trans¬ 
fer  to  four-year  colleges 
and  graduate.  They  even¬ 
tually  become  successful 
in  fields  not  limited  to 


carpentry  and  the  like. 

Many  societies,  includ¬ 
ing  ours,  have  adopted  quite 
an  elitist  perspective  on  ter¬ 
tiary  institutions.  Most  of  us 


can  relate  to  being  looked 
down  on  when  we  told  our 
friends  who’ve  gone  to  four- 
year  colleges  we’d  be  going 
to  College  of  DuPage. 

Contrary  to  popular 
belief,  community  college 
isn’t  just  for  people  who  are 
poised  to  become  “bricklay¬ 
ers. ’’There’s  nothing  wrong 
with  such  careers,  and  a  sep¬ 
arate  conversation  should 


certainly  be  had  about  the 
stignaa  surrounding  them. 

The  fact  still  remains, 
there’s  a  lot  of  reasons 
people  may  choose  to  begin 
their  tertiary  education  at  a 
community  college.  Saving 
money  is  the  most  obvious. 

The  affordability  of  com¬ 
munity  college  is  especially 
a  good  thing  when  you 
consider  many  high  school 
graduates  have  difficulty 
deciding  what  career  path 
to  take.  Community  col¬ 
lege  is  an  inexpensive  way 
to  get  ‘gen  ed’  classes  you 
need  while  still  trying  to 
figure  out  your  passion. 

What’s  more,  College  of 
DuPage  happens  to  have 
excellent  facilities  compa¬ 
rable  to  many  four-year 
colleges.  Our  professors  are 
dedicated  professionals  in 


their  respective  fields.  Many 
of  the  people  standing  at 
the  front  of  our  classes 
have  taught  at  and  are  still 
teaching  at  four-year  col¬ 
leges  across  the  country.

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Is  North  Korea's  participation  in  the 
Olympics  a  positive  step  for  diplomacy?

Precariously  travers¬ 
ing  a  diplomatic 
duality,  autocratic 
North  Korean  leader  Kim 
Jong-un  has  extended  an 
“olive  branch”  of  reconcili¬ 
ation  towards  South  Korea 
while  simultaneously  dis¬ 
playing  the  pomp  of  his 
military  might.  Trium¬ 
phantly  standing  sentinel 
as  synchronized  soldiers, 
tanks  and  ballistic  missiles 
parade  past  in  his  honour. 
Kim  has  ostentatiously 
moved  up  his  regime’s 
April  parade  to  celebrate 
the  70th  anniversary  of  the 
Korean  People’s  Army  to  a 
day  before  the  opening  cer¬ 
emony  of  the  2018  Winter 
Olympics  hosted  in  Pyeo- 
ngchang,  South  Korea. 

In  a  shocking  rap¬ 
prochement,  the  North 
accepted  South  Korea’s 
amicable  overtures  and 
agreed  to  send  a  delegation 
to  participate  in  the  global 
festivities.  In  negotiations 
lasting  only  over  a  week, 


the  two  nations  along  with 
the  International  Olympic 
Committee  (IOC)  per¬ 
mitted  22  athletes  from 
the  North  to  compete. 

In  discussing  the  impli¬ 
cations  of  hypocritically 
implying  a  desire  for  diplo¬ 
macy  yet  holding  a  parade 
demonstrating  their  mil¬ 
itary  might.  College  of 
DuPage  political  science 
professor  David  Goldberg 
underscores,  “the  more 
Kim  starts  from  a  posi¬ 
tion  of  strength,  the  more 
he  is  able  to  give  with¬ 
out  creating  a  perception 
of  weakness  or  vulnerabil¬ 
ity. ’’This  strength  reinforces 
the  domestic  authority  of 
Kim’s  rule,  and  enables 
him  to  leverage  his  way 
into  diplomatically  seeking 
legitimacy  for  his  regime. 

Beneath  the  cacoph¬ 
onous  flag,  the  North’s 
athletes  traveled  with  a  del¬ 
egation  of  coaches,  trainers, 
a  vivacious  cheer  team  and 
the  potential  geopolitically 


dynamic  duo  of  ceremonial 
head  of  state  Kim  Yong- 
nam  and  sister  of  Kim 
Jong-un,  the  US  blacklisted 


Kim  Yo-jong.  Yo-jong  rep¬ 
resents  the  first  visit  to  the 
South  by  a  member  of  the 
authoritative  ruling  family 
since  the  peninsula’s  par¬ 
tition  following  cessation 
of  the  1950-53  Korean 
War,  to  which  a  peace 
accord  was  never  signed. 

The  sending  of  the  head 
of  state  and  Kim  Jong-un’s 
sister  signify  a  significant 
effort  towards  a  detente 
with  the  South.  This  neces- 
sitation  comes  after  a 
strikingly  hostile  2017,  in 
which  North  Korea  con¬ 
ducted  its  6th  nuclear  test 


and  launched  several  bal¬ 
listic  missiles,  striking 
fear  into  regional  nations 
and  drawing  a  heated  and 


imbecilic  rebuke  from  our 
Commander-in-chief. 
With  fears  North  Korea’s 
arsenal  can  now  reach 
mainland  America,  the 
urgency  of  diplomacy  has 
never  been  more  important. 

In  a  symbolic  ges¬ 
ture,  both  Korean  nations 
marched  under  a  single 
“unification  flag”  in  the 
game’s  opening  ceremo¬ 
nies  and  had  a  citizen  of 
each  symbiotically  deliver 
the  Olympic  torch  to 
the  cauldron  igniter.  The 
harmonious  gestures  con¬ 
tinue  with  both  nations 


playing  with  a  unified 
women’s  ice  hockey  team 
comprised  of  12  North 
Koreans  and  23  South 
Koreans,  in  the  first  ever 
combined  team  to  be  fea¬ 
tured  at  an  Olympic  event. 

Professor  Goldberg 
iterates  the  games  provide 
a  platform  for  diplomacy, 
stating,  “people  tend  to  link 
the  bond  between  sports 
and  politics  as  superficial, 
but  it  presents  an  opportu¬ 
nity  for  real  conversations 
to  take  place.”  Utilizing  this 
great  opportunity,  South 
Korea’s  new  audacious  lib¬ 
eral  President  Moon  Jae-in 
expressed  a  hope  this  Olym¬ 
pics  would  be  remembered 
as  the  “day  peace  began”. 

Echoing  Moon’s  senti¬ 
ments  during  his  new-years 
speech,  Kim  Jong-un 
expressed  support  for  the 
games  and  a  wish  to  “melt 
the  frozen  North-South 
relations”.  This  revelation 
foreshadowed  the  reopen¬ 
ing  of  diplomatic  channels 


between  the  two  nations 
after  a  hostile  two-year 
hiatus.  In  a  calculated  move, 
Kim’s  actions  as  the  appar¬ 
ent  peacemaker  play  into 
the  domestically  fed  narra¬ 
tive  of  North  Korea  being 
a  victim  of  international 
aggression  and  intimida¬ 
tion.  Kim  wants  to  display 
to  the  world  that  despite 
international  sanctions  his 
nation  is  still  powerful  and 
thriving.  However,  skepti¬ 
cism  over  Kim’s  intentions 
have  been  levied  by  those 
such  as  Japan’s  Minister  for 
Foreign  Affairs  Taro  Kono, 
who  inferred  the  North 
was  utilizing  the  games 
as  a  platform  to  improve 
its  image,  while  progress¬ 
ing  its  missile  and  nuclear 
programs  surreptitiously. 

In  concordance,  US 
Vice  President  Mike  Pence 
accused  North  Korea  of 
“using  the  games  to  paper 
over  the  truth  about  their 
regime.”  He  acknowl¬ 
edged  the  US  would  soon 
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Kim  wants  to  display  to  the 
world  that  despite  international 
sanctions  his  nation  is  still 
powerful  and  thriving. 
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levy  “the  toughest  and 
most  aggressive  round  of 
economic  sanctions  on 
North  Korea  ever.”  Hin¬ 
dering  peaceful  diplomacy, 
Pence  has  refused  to  meet 
North  Korean  officials 
(now  paralleled  by  North 
Korea  saying  they  have  no 
intentions  of  meeting  US 
officials)  until  they,  “once 
and  for  all  abandon  their 
nuclear  and  ballistic  mis¬ 
sile  ambition.”  Pence  has 
further  stoked  tensions  by 
traveling  with  the  father  of 
Otto  Warmbier,  who  died 
after  being  imprisoned  in 
North  Korea,  and  walking 
out  of  a  diplomatic  dinner 
organized  by  Moon  Jae-in 
featuring  Japan  Prime 
Minister  Shinzo  Abe  and 
the  North’s  head  of  state. 

Pushing  Pence’s  stub¬ 
born  antics  aside,  Professor 
Goldberg  theorizes  the 
American  reaction  should 
be  to,  “work  behind  the 
scenes,  talk  to  Beijing  and 
Moscow,  and  talk  to  the 


UN  Security  Council  about 
passing  dialogue  that  goes 
in  the  right  direction.” 
International  coopera¬ 
tion  must  be  required  to 
pacify  the  peninsula. 

Exhibiting  this  coopera¬ 
tion,  Moon’s  liberal  audacity 
in  seeking  the  pacification 
of  tensions  can  be  seen 
as  a  divergence  from  past 
hostilities  featuring  inter¬ 
national  sporting  events 
held  in  South  Korea.  North 
Korea  boycotted  both  the 

r(( - 


1986  Asian  Games  and  the 
1988  Olympics.  As  prepa¬ 
rations  commenced  for  the 
1988  games,  two  North 
Korean  agents  planted  a 
bomb  on  Korean  Air  Flight 
858  detonating  it  over  the 


Andaman  Sea,  killing  all 
115  people  on  board.  Fur¬ 
ther  aggressions  transpired 
during  the  2002  FIFA 
World  Cup  co-hosted  by 
South  Korea  and  Japan, 
when  North  Korean  patrol 
boats  opened  fire  on  a 
South  Korean  naval  ship 
who  they  perceived  as  cross¬ 
ing  the  maritime  border 
separating  the  nations 
in  the  Yellow  Sea,  kill¬ 
ing  6  South  Koreans  and 
severely  injuring  9  more. 


The  potential  for  such 
violence  or  acts  of  terrorism 
significandy  decreases  with 
the  North’s  participation 
in  the  games.  Evidential  of 
tangible  diplomatic  reper¬ 
cussions,  the  2014  Asian 


Games  hosted  in  South 
Korea  provided  the  foes 
a  platform  to  reinitiate  a 
program  providing  brief 
reunions  for  families  torn 
asunder  by  the  separated 
peninsula  during  the  war. 
Such  familial  reunions  have 
not  taken  place  since  2015. 

A  significant  step 
towards  peace  was  taken 
when  Kim  Yo-jong  pre¬ 
sented  a  letter  from  her 
brother  to  President  Moon 
with  an  invitation  to  par¬ 
take  in  a  diplomatic  summit 
in  the  North,  poten¬ 
tially  the  first  summit 
in  more  than  a  decade 
between  the  two  nations. 
Moon  has  expressed  inter¬ 
est,  but  has  demanded 
the  North  re-open  dia¬ 
logue  with  the  US. 

However,  critics  will 
point  to  the  North’s  resis¬ 
tance  in  abating  their 
nuclear  program,  and  the 
fact  the  Olympics  pro¬ 
vide  a  propaganda  stage 
for  Kim  Jong-un  to  further 


construct  a  false  narrative 
and  feed  it  to  his  people. 
The  games  will  be  broad¬ 
cast  in  the  North,  but  they 
will  be  heavily  censored  for 
maximum  political  gain. 
The  opening  ceremony 
was  not  broadcast  due  to 
it  depicting  South  Korea 
in  a  powerful  and  positive 
light.  Instead  the  regime 
broadcasted  patriotic  songs 
and  slogans  celebrating 
industry  and  the  armed 
forces.  Given  the  North 
has  only  won  two  medals 
in  the  Winter  Olympics 
(both  in  speed  skating), 
the  strength  Kim  is  look¬ 
ing  to  display  will  be  in 
his  diplomatic  skills  while 
maintaining  the  leverage 
of  his  nuclear  program. 

Seeing  the  potential 
hypocrisy  Professor  Gold¬ 
berg  exclaims,  “if  it  turns 
out  this  is  all  a  subterfuge 
and  Kim’s  allowing  these 
conversations  to  take  place 
publicly  while  privately  still 
ramping  up  nuclear  capabil¬ 


ities,  then  that’s  a  problem  , 
for  US  policy.”  However, 
Goldberg  sees  the  will  of 
the  people  on  the  penin¬ 
sula  and  Korean  public 
sentiment  advocating  for 
better  relations  catalyz¬ 
ing  diplomacy  between 
the  two  nations  regardless  t 
of  rhetorical  sabre  rattling. 

Separated  by  only  50 
miles  from  the  most  mil¬ 
itarized  border  on  the 
planet,  the  Pyeongc- 
hang  games  have  already 
changed  the  dynamic  in 
Korean  diplomacy.  The 
question  remains,  will  these 
games  be  remembered  as 
the  “day  peace  began,”  or 
will  caustic  hostilities  once 
again  destroy  reconcilia¬ 
tion  for  the  Korean  people?  > 


The  potential  for  such  violence 
or  acts  of  terrorism  significantly 
decreases  with  the  North's 
participation  in  the  games.

Confessions  of  a  Millennial  shopaholic.

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They’re  very  skep¬ 
tical,  and  they’re 
very  cautious.” 
That  was  Mary  Carl¬ 
son’s  answer  when  I  asked 
how  brands  characterize 
the  Millennial  consumers. 
As  a  millennial  myself,  I 
couldn’t  have  put  it  better. 

Mary  Carlson  teaches 
marketing  classes  here  at 
COD,  and  described  how 
this  consumer  group  was 
different  from  previous 
generations. 

With  the  recession  fresh 
in  their  mind,  an  econo¬ 
my  that  is  not  working  for 
everyone,  and  mounting 
student  loan  debts,  “mil- 
lennials  in  particular  are 
affected  a  lot,”  Carlson 
said.  “There’s  a  lot  of  pres¬ 
sure  on  them.  Times  have 
changed  a  lot  more  for 
them  than  they  had  [for 
previous  generations].”  As 
a  result,  the  way  young 
people  value  their  money 
and  think  about  how  they 
spend  it  has  changed. 

“I’ve  been  teaching  for 


13  years,”  she  said,  “more 
and  more  of  the  students 
come  to  me  and  question 
whether  they  need  the 
book  or  not,  and  I  don’t 
blame  them  because  they 
want  to  make  sure  they 
spend  their  money  where 
it’s  the  most  valuable.” 

For  a  lot  of  us,  this  cer¬ 
tainly  rings  true.  It’s  not 
that  we  young  people  don’t 
have  money  to  spend  or  a 
desire  to  spend  it.  Some¬ 
times  I  shop  like  I  have 
money  to  burn,  and  my 
closet  is  exhibit  A.  The  im¬ 
portant  question  for  mil- 
lennials,  is  how  and  where 
we  spend  our  money. 

In  the  era  of  ever-pres¬ 
ent  technology  and 
constant  social  media 
use,  marketing,  too,  has 
changed.  Brands  have  at¬ 
tempted  to  build  their  own 
social  media  presence  with 
Facebook  and  Twitter  ac¬ 
counts.  They  have  also  used 
it  to  interact  directly  with 
their  customers  by  encour¬ 
aging  consumer  partici¬ 


pation  through  hashtags 
and  online  competitions. 
Ultimately,  Carlson  states, 
“as  far  as  advertising,  [mil- 
lennials]  don’t  trust  what 
advertisers  say;  they  trust 
what  other  people  say. 

“I’ve  always  told  stu- 
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dents,  when  you  look  at 
marketing  60  percent  of  it 
is  word  of  mouth,”  Carlson 
said.  “So  basically  over  half 
of  your  marketing  dollars 
are  going  to  waste  because 
only  half  of  [your  target 
market]  are  hearing  it.  You 
have  to  find  your  opinion 
leaders.” 

Today,  those  opinion 
leaders  are  bloggers,  vlog- 
gers  and  influencers.  Word 
of  mouth  advertising  has 
traditionally  been  infor¬ 
mation  about  products 


that  was  shared  amongst 
family  and  friends.  With 
daily  vlogs  and  interactive 
content,  many  young  peo¬ 
ple  see  these  online  stars 
as  another  friend  they  can 
trust.  Looking  at  my  own 
recent  purchases,  I  was 


shocked  to  realize  how 
much  of  what  I  bought 
was  recommended  by  You- 
Tubers  who  I  subscribe 
to.  In  fact,  I  am  unlikely 
to  buy  a  product  without 
looking  to  see  what  online 
reviewers  and  content  cre¬ 
ators  have  to  say  about  it 
first.  Most  of  the  people  I 
follow  online  have  similar 
tastes  to  me  and  share  my 
interests  and  values.  Their 
input  is  invaluable,  and  I 
believe  it  to  be  authentic 
and  reliable.  I  am  not  alone. 


Forbes  reports  “71  percent 
of  people  are  more  likely 
to  make  a  purchase  on¬ 
line  if  the  product  or  ser¬ 
vice  comes  recommended 
by  others.”  Gartner.com, 
found  that  “84  percent  of 
millennial  are  likely  to 
be  influenced  to  make  a 
purchase  based  upon  user 
generated  content  that  is 
created  by  strangers.”  This 
sway  has  given  influencers 
a  lot  of  power  over  how 
their  fans  shop,  and  big 
brands  are  noticing. 

Brands  are  increasingly 
collaborating  with  young 
online  personalities,  and, 
according  to  Forbes,  it’s 
working  for  them.  Just  as 
word  of  mouth  advertis¬ 
ing  has  always  been  a  suc¬ 
cessful  tool  for  marketing 
products,  online  person¬ 
alities  provide  a  similar 
sense  of  authenticity.  Most 
young  people  follow  spe¬ 
cific  personalities  on  Ins- 
tagram,  Facebook,  Twitter 
and  YouTube.  We  are  in¬ 
vited  into  their  homes  and 


lives,  but  we  are  also  being 
invited  into  their  closets 
and  kitchens.  The  way  we 
dress,  eat,  work  out  and 
think  is  shaped  by  these 
strangers  in  ways  I  never 
anticipated.  The  success  of 
these  online  stars  is  so  in¬ 
trinsically  tied  to  their  fans 
and  followers  and  the  sense 
of  trust  and  accountability 
that  entails.  Many  of  these 
stars  have  capitalized  on 
this,  and  Forbes  describes 
how  influencers  now  make 
money  by  “establishing  ex¬ 
pertise  or  other  influence 
in  a  very  specific  niche,” 
and  working  with  related 
big  name  brands. 

While  some  online 
stars  are  creating  their 
own  products  lines,  or  re¬ 
lying  on  sites  like  Patreon 
to  raise  money,  others  are 
turning  to  paid  sponsor¬ 
ships.  Some  bigger  name 
social  media  stars  have  be¬ 
come  brand  ambassadors, 
like  Patrick  Starr  for  MAC 
and  James  Charles  for 
Covergirl.  Many  business-

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es  are  aware  of  the  need 
to  work  with  bloggers  and 
vloggers,  as  they  have  be¬ 
come  “the  gatekeepers  to 
[a  brand’s]  audience”  as 
Forbes  puts  it.  All  of  this 
success  and  influence  has 
been  built  on  the  foun¬ 
dation  of  trust  that  these 
stars  earned  over  time. 
Unfortunately,  what  is 
built  can  always  be  broken, 
and  when  a  star’s  sincer¬ 
ity  is  questioned,  or  their 
behavior  tarnishes  their 
image,  even  ardent  fans 
will  unsubscribe.  When 
social  media  stars  are  tied 
to  brands,  scandals  can 


have  major  consequenc¬ 
es.  Recendy,  beauty  blog¬ 
ger  Amena  Khan  stepped 
down  as  a  representative 


for  a  L’Oreal  beauty  cam¬ 
paign  because  of  con¬ 
troversial  comments  she 
previously  made  on  Twit¬ 
ter.  With  “unpolished” 
and  inexperienced  young 
stars  increasingly  being 
scouted  to  head  up  major 
campaigns,  scandals  like 
this  will  continue  to  occur. 
Which  begs  the  question, 
will  big  brands  start  seeing 
these  partnerships  as  too 
much  of  a  risk? 

“There  has  to  be  this 
balance,  even  with  celeb¬ 
rities,”  Carlson  answered, 
“You  have  to  be  cautious 
about  who  you’re  going 


to  tie  your  brand  to,  and 
what’s  their  background.” 

Carlson  also  said  it  is  far 
easier  for  a  large  brand  to 


recover  in  the  public  eye 
than  a  personality.  A  brand 
can  repackage  itself,  put  a 
new  face  to  the  name  and 
create  distance  from  the 
scandal.  Celebrities,  in¬ 
cluding  these  online  influ¬ 
ences,  find  it  much  harder 
to  repackage  their  brand 
because  they  are  the  brand. 
A  new  look,  a  new  stance 
or  a  new  marketing  strate¬ 
gy  does  little  to  erase  major 
errors  in  judgment.  Stars 
become  tied  to  their  words 
and  actions.  YouTuber  Lo¬ 
gan  Paul  is  an  excellent  ex¬ 
ample  of  a  situation  where, 
in  the  eyes  of  the  public, 
an  apology  and  a  promise 
to  change  was  not  enough. 
YouTube  is  slowly  recog¬ 
nizing  that  remaining  tied 
to  Paul,  is  threatening  then- 
own  brand  and,  more  im¬ 
portantly,  their  profits. 

As  online  creators  con¬ 
tinue  to  explore  new  ways 
to  increase  revenue,  and 
with  paid  sponsorships 
increasing,  another  is¬ 
sue  arises  for  these  stars. 


When  their  marketability 
was  derived  from  their  au¬ 
thenticity,  how  will  they  be 
able  to  separate  themselves 
from  the  paid  celebrities 
of  traditional  advertising 
campaigns?  As  a  skepti¬ 
cal  millennial,  it  is  hard 
not  to  question  whether 
these  reviews  will  continue 
to  be  genuine.  Will  oth¬ 
er  fans  and  followers  see 
stronger  ties  to  big  busi¬ 
ness  as  an  implication  of 
conflicted  interest?  When 
the  appearance  of  sincerity 
is  so  lucrative,  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  remaining  genu¬ 
ine  is  crucial.  Elle  Darby, 
a  British  fitness  blogger 
and  influence^  came  un¬ 
der  fire  recendy  when  she 
was  exposed  for  offering 
to  review  a  luxury  hotel  in 
exchange  for  free  accom¬ 
modation.  Many  of  her 
fans  accused  her  of  “selling 
out,”  but  what  Elle  point¬ 
ed  out,  is  brands  frequendy 
offer  freebies  to  influences 
in  exchange  for  reviews. 
Although  this  is  not  con¬ 


tingent  on  the  reviews  be¬ 
ing  positive,  viewers  still 
question  whether  the  re¬ 
views  remain  honest,  and 
motivated  by  serving  the 
best  interests  of  the  audi¬ 
ence. 

For  now,  the  power  so¬ 
cial  media  stars  have  to 
influence  shopping  hab¬ 
its  is  not  in  question,  and 
likely  it  will  continue  to 
grow.  Despite  the  scandals, 
most  online  creators  have 
been  able  to  maintain  loyal 
followers,  and  some  have 
grown  their  brands  into 
businesses.  As  Carlson 
said,  millennials  do  not 
consume  media  the  way 
previous  generations  did, 
and  we  certainly  are  less 
trusting  of  it.  Big  name 
brands  know  we  are  savvy 
to  the  attempts  that  adver¬ 
tising  makes  to  permeate 
our  lives.  We  stream  TV 
to  avoid  ads.  We  install  ad 
blockers.  We  skip  ads  on 
YouTube,  and  attempt  to 
filter  out  ads  on  social  me¬ 
dia  sites.  As  a  consumer,  I

want  to  choose  the  kind 
of  products  I  am  exposed 
to,  and  I  feel  far  more 
empowered  by  the  ability 
to  reach  out  and  connect 
with  other  consumers  who 
I  feel  I  can  trust.  Young 
influencers  have  been  able 
to  capitalize  on  this,  but 
whether  this  lasts,  with 
the  lines  between  genuine 
content  and  paid  sponsor¬ 
ships  being  blurred,  will  be 
another  question.  As  Carl¬ 
son  reminds  us,  “I  think  it’s 
a  matter  of  the  consumer 
educating  themselves.” 

They  say  two  things  are 
certain,  but  today  I  dis¬ 
agree.  I  think  three  things 
are  inescapable.  Death, 
taxes  and  advertising.

SLC  President  Safia  Khan 
had  a  chat  with  the  Cou¬ 
rier. 

Vandy  Manyeh:  What 
is  the  SLC  all  about? 

Shafia  Khan:  The  SLC 
plays  a  leading  role  in  stu¬ 
dents’ involvement  and  civ¬ 
ic  engagement  on  campus. 
We  try  getting  students 
involved  cross-culturally, 
through  service  events  and 


through  clubs  on  campus. 

VM:  There  has  been  a 
plan  to  open  a  multicultur¬ 
al  center  on  campus.  Do 
you  have  any  update  on 
that  plan? 

SK:  We  proposed  that 
to  the  shared  governance 
council  and  we  got  a  “yes.” 
So  it  is  actually  moving 
forward. 

VM:  Let’s  talk  about  the 
SLC’s  upcoming  elections. 
What  positions  are  up  for 
grabs? 

SK:  In  the  first  round, 
we  are  going  to  be  filling 
president,  vice  president 
and  student  trustee.  The 
student  trustee  plays  a  very 
special  role.  Not  only  are 
they  are  part  of  the  SLC, 
but  they  do  sit  on  the 
board  of  trustees.  When 
we  have  elected  the  new 


leaders,  the  SLC  will  then 
fill  the  civic  engagement 
officer,  outreach  officer, 
service  officer  and  opera¬ 
tions  officer  positions. 

VM:  There  was  a  sharp 
increase  in  the  number  of 
students  who  voted  in  the 
SLC’s  elections  last  year. 
What  are  the  plans  to  have 
more  students  to  partici¬ 
pate  in  the  upcoming  elec¬ 
tions? 

SK:  We  are  going  to 
be  tabling  at  ‘Popcorn 
Wednesday.’  We  will  have 
flyers  on  the  popcorn  bags. 
Also,  we  are  going  to  be 
tabling  all  around  the 
campus  with  laptops  for 
students  to  vote.  We  have 
a  marketing  plan  in  place, 
and  flyers  will  be  posted 
around  campus. 

VM:  How  involved  is 


the  SLC  with  the  ongoing 
celebration  of  Black  His¬ 
tory  Month? 

SK:  The  diversity  and 
inclusion  office  reached 
out  to  us  and  told  us  about 
events  that  are  planned  for 
this  month.  We  are  doing 
our  best  to  not  just  attend 
the  events.  We  advertised 
flyers  on  the  SLC’s  win¬ 
dow,  and  we  tabled  during 
the  opening  ceremony.  It 
is  just  to  have  students  to 
participate  and  partake  in 
these  events. 

VM:  The  SLC  is  hosting 
the  Pulsera  Project  once 
again.  How  is  it  going? 

SK:  The  SLC  takes  huge 
pride  in  this.  We  do  this 
every  year.  In  the  past  cou¬ 
ple  of  years,  we  raised  up 
to  $10,000  for  artists  that 
make  pulseras  or  hand-wo¬ 


ven  bracelets.  Nicaraguan 
artists  send  in  pulseras  that 
are  handmade.  We  sell  the 
bracelets,  and  all  the  pro¬ 
ceeds  go  back  to  them. 


The  money  is  used  to  fund 
their  education,  and  to 
support  a  livable  lifestyle 
in  Nicaragua.

The  past,  present,  and  future: 

Glenn  Hansen  reflects  as  he  heads  toward  retirement

During  his  life, 
Glenn  Hansen, 
photography 
professor  at  the  College 
of  DuPage  (COD),  has 
devoted  time  to  capturing 
the  everyday.  As  he  pre¬ 
pares  to  leave  the  college 
and  head  into  retirement, 
a  recent  gallery  showed  al¬ 
lowed  the  audience  to  take 
a  look  into  his  life  through 
his  art. 

In  January,  Hansen’s 
works  appeared  in  the 
Cleve  Carney  Gallery, 
where  the  audience  viewed 
60  of  Hansen’s  photos.  The 
gallery  included  images 
from  an  array  of  various 
places  and  objects,  each 
with  a  different  feel.  Many 
of  the  images  were  taken 
while  in  the  car,  occasion¬ 


ally  stopping  to  capture 
the  things  seen  along  the 
way. 

For  example,  there  were 
4  taken  in  2017  on  the  side 
of  a  highway  on  a  road  trip. 
One  of  the  photos  is  of  an 
old,  beat  up  mailbox  right 
next  to  a  large  plain.  In  the 
back,  a  large  billboard  can 
be  seen,  and  it  appear  that 
those  are  some  of  the  only 
things  in  the  immediate 
area,  illustrating  a  plain, 
but  natural  type  of  beauty. 

Where  the  exhibit  was 
only  open  for  a  short  time, 
it  took  Hansen  over  a 
month  of  preparation  and 
planning  to  create  an  ex¬ 
hibit  he  felt  was  ready  for 
an  audience.  “A  handful  of 
images  were  already  fin¬ 
ished,  but  I  made  probably 


50  new  images  for  con¬ 
sideration,”  said  Hansen. 
“I  began  planning  after 
Thanksgiving  but  didn’t 
begin  final  production 
until  winter  break.  I  spent 
almost  every  day  of  break 
printing  and  editing.” 

Where  his  passion  for 
photography  played  into 
his  role  as  an  educator,  his 
other  passion  of  teaching 
reflects  into  his  photogra¬ 
phy.  “Critical  thinking  and 
critiques  are  a  large  part 
of  teaching,”  Hansen  said. 
“This  has  led  me  to  always 
be  critical  of  my  own  work 
and  never  be  complacent.’’ 

Hansen  was  a  student 
at  COD  himself  before  he 
went  off  to  earn  a  degree  in 
biology  and  chemistry  at 
Northern  Illinois  Univer¬ 


sity.  He  later  earned  a  mas¬ 
ters  degree  in  photography 
from  the  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology.  After  some 
time,  he  was  influenced  by 
the  professors  that  he  had 
while  a  student  at  COD 
and  made  the  return  to 
campus,  but  this  time  as  an 
educator  of  photography. 

Hansen  was  also  the 
COD  president  of  the 
faculty  association  from 
2007-2008  with  a  second 
term  from  2012-2016. 
He  has  become  a  beloved 
member  of  the  COD 
community  and  will  be 
remembered  as  such  when 
he  heads  into  retirement 
at  the  end  of  the  spring 
semester.  “Such  leadership 
is  difficult  to  replace  and  of 
course  he  will  be  missed  in 


both  the  photography  de¬ 
partment  and  the  faculty 
as  a  whole,”  says  Richard 
Jarman,  professor  of  chem¬ 
istry  and 

Despite  retiring  from 
teaching,  he  will  not  be  re¬ 
tiring  from  his  art.  When 
asked  where  he  believed 
his  life  was  headed  after 
he  moves  on  from  teach¬ 
ing,  he  says,  “More  photo¬ 
graphic  adventures,  there 
are  so  many  places  to  ex¬ 
plore  and  photographs  to 
make.” 

Hansen’s  impact  on  the 
college  will  be  remem¬ 
bered  going  forward.  A 
scholarship  in  his  name, 
the  Glenn  Hansen  Lead¬ 
ership  Scholarship,  will 
continue  to  be  rewarded 
to  students,  continuing 


to  make  an  impact  on  the 
lives  of  COD  students. 

The  scholarship  initially 
consists  of  two  $500  schol¬ 
arships,  with  one  awarded 
each  semester.  Applicants 
must  be  enrolled  of  admit¬ 
ted  to  COD,  have  com¬ 
pleted  the  FAFSA  for  the 
corresponding  academic 
year  and  provide  a  person¬ 
al  response  sharing  their 
experience  with  communi¬ 
ty  leadership  and  involve¬ 
ment.

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Art  and  architecture: 

two  new  exhibits  open  on  campus

There  is  often  a 
divide  between 
people  and  their 
communities.  With  many 
having  increasingly  busy 
and  hectic  lives,  it  becomes 
hard  to  make  connections 
between  how  community 
can  impact  individuality. 
Two  new  galleries  at  the 
College  of  Dupage  (COD) 
main  campus  are  setting 
out  to  combine  aspects  of 
the  everyday  life  in  order 
to  bring  up  new  per¬ 
spectives  of  community. 

Architecture  stu¬ 
dents  are  making  home 
in  the  Techcetera  Gal¬ 
lery,  with  outside  artist 
Faheem  Majeed  showcasing 
UNITE,  his  new  exhibit  at 
the  Cleve  Carney  Gallery. 

With  the  galleries  being 
a  collaboration  between 
Majeed  and  architecture 
students,  the  galleries  are 
related  to  one  another  in 
certain  aspects.  UNITE 


showcases  artworks  that 
incorporate  materials  from 
Majeed’s  immediate  com¬ 
munity  in  the  South  Shore 
neighborhood  of  Chicago 
to  address  the  larger  issues 
of  community  activism 
and  institutional  racism. 

For  several  pieces  in 
the  gallery,  Majeed  uti¬ 
lizes  items  like  particle 
board,  recycled  lumber  and 
steel,  spray  paint  and  vari¬ 
ous  Kool-Aid  flavors.  The 
combination  of  the  recy¬ 
cled  materials  creates  a 
unique  composition  of 
color  on  something  that  is 
typically  dull  and  boring. 

With  this,  the  architec¬ 
ture  students  were  asked  to 
create  something  different 
from  their  everyday  tasks, 
emphasizing  on  greater 
unity  between  COD  and 
its  community  members. 

Architecture  students 
met  with  Majeed  in  Jan¬ 
uary,  where  he  discussed 


and  demonstrated  his  skills. 
Following  the  meeting, 
the  architecture  students 
accepted  the  task  of  find¬ 
ing  dull,  unused  areas  of 
the  campus  and  then  cre¬ 
ating  something  new  and 
unique  to  put  in  its  place. 

“I  knew  what  was  lack¬ 
ing,  so  it  was  easy  to  choose 
the  space  and  design  it,”  said 
Daniel  Garczek,  an  archi¬ 
tecture  student  at  COD. 

Working  in  groups  of 
four,  the  students  began 
to  work  on  finding  ideas 
for  their  designs.  For  this 
project,  they  were  asked 
to  explore  campus,  create 
a  “blueprint”  of  the  design 
and  build  a  miniature  model 
of  the  final  project  to  phys¬ 
ically  show  off  their  design. 

“The  hardest  part  of  the 
group  was  trying  to  incor¬ 
porate  everyone’s  design 
ideas  into  one  cohesive 
project,”  said  Garczek. 
“There  were  groups  with 


various  great  ideas,  but 
unfortunately  they  had 
to  be  scrapped  to  get  one 
cohesive  final  project.” 

Garczek  and  his  group 
created  an  idea  for  a 
“Honeycomb  Plaza”  at 
the  Technical  Education 
Center  (TEC)  building. 
“Our  group  choose  that 
particular  space  because 
we  are  in  that  building 
everyday  and  we  don’t  see 
anyone  using  the  space,” 
says  Garczek.  “With  the 
new  cafe  in  the  build¬ 
ing  having  direct  access  to 
the  courtyard,  we  wanted 
to  activate  the  space.” 

They  chose  the  concept 
of  a  “Honeycomb  Plaza”  to 
replicate  the  idea  of  how 
bees  swarm  in  a  hive.  The 
group  focused  on  build¬ 
ing  a  hexagonal  canopy 
to  shade  the  courtyard  of 
the  TEC  building.  Por¬ 
tions  of  the  canopy  protect 
against  the  rain  and  pro¬ 


vide  shade.  Below  the 
canopy  would  host  seating 
areas  and  several  semi-pri¬ 
vate  rooms  to  allow  for 
gathering  in  the  courtyard. 

When  the  Techcetera 
gallery  opened  on  Jan.  25 th 
it  was  a  bit  of  a  mystery  for 
the  audience.  The  gallery 
did  not  include  any  indi¬ 
vidual  works  by  students, 
but  rather  acted  as  way  to 
receive  information  about 
what  was  to  come  from 
the  architecture  students. 

What  can  be  found  in 
the  gallery  now  includes  the 
plan  views  and  the  cut-out 
plans  of  the  students,  mod¬ 
eling  the  ideas  that  they  had 
to  make  campus  a  more 
interesting  and  inviting 
place.  There  is  a  possibil¬ 
ity  of  these  projects  being 
implemented  on  campus, 
though  the  costs  would 
be  high  and  would  require 
an  large  amount  of  work.

atching  mov¬ 
ies  was  prob¬ 
ably  my  fa¬ 
vorite  pastime  as  a  kid. 
Though  finding  someone 
who  not  only  represented 
my  physical  features,  but 
the  positive,  realistic  attri¬ 
butes  of  not  just  my,  but 
my  black  friends’  and  fam¬ 
ily’s  personalities  on  the 
big  screen  wasn’t  always 
the  easiest  task. 

For  an  article  for  The 
Washington  Post  by  Da¬ 
vid  Betancourt,  Ryan 
Coogler  talked  about  how 
as  a  young  comic  book  fan, 
he  was  in  search  of  repre¬ 
sentation  in  the  books  he 
loved  to  read.“I  went  to  the 
comic  book  shop  that  was 
by  my  school  and  asked  if 
they  had  any  black  charac¬ 
ters.”  He  found  his  answer 


in  the  marvel  comic  “Black 
Panther,”  and  little  did  he 
know  that  some  years  later, 
he’d  be  directing  the  first 
film  adaptation  of  this  sto¬ 
ry  that  uplifts  black  people. 

“Black  Panther”  is  the 
latest  blockbuster  addition 
to  the  Marvel  Cinematic 
Universe,  and  it  features 
an  ensemble  black  cast. 
Something  that’s  evident¬ 
ly  going  over  very  well 
with  audiences  all  over  the 
country  as  according  to 
money.cnn.com,  the  mov¬ 
ie  earned  a  record  break¬ 
ing  $192  million  in  its 
three-day  weekend  debut 
in  North  America  alone. 
So  much  for  that  whole 
“black  actors  can’t  draw 
big  crowds”  preconception 
that’s  been  commonplace 
in  Hollywood  for  years. 


his  father  as  king  of  the 
isolated,  technologically 
advanced  fictional  African 
country  Wakanda.  After 
his  coronation,  his  first 
order  of  business  as  his 
alter  ego  Black  Panther  is 
to  capture  the  villainous 
Klaue,  the  man  responsi¬ 
ble  for  his  father’s  death. 
He  enlists  the  help  of  his 


protectors  the  Dora  Mi- 
laje  to  bring  Klaue  back  to 
Wakanda  to  face  prosecu¬ 
tion. 

As  they  arrive  in  South 
Korea  to  find  Klaue,  visu¬ 
ally  stunning  and  enthrall¬ 
ing  fight  scenes  mixed  in 
with  a  elaborate  car  chase 
like  you’ve  never  seen  en¬ 
sue,  making  for  a  thrilling 


spectacle.  As.  the  movie 
progresses,  Erik  Killmon- 
ger  (Michael  B.  Jordan) 
who  was  first  introduced 
as  working  with  Klaue  to 
steal  an  ancient  Wakan- 
dan  relic  is  revealed  to  be 
an  even  more  imposing 
threat. 

Up  until  now,  most 
superhero  movies— and 
movies  in  general— on¬ 
ly  saw  black  characters  as 
comic  relief  or  sidekicks 
to  white  leads.  “Black 
Panther”  quite  literally 
flips  the  script.  This  film 
sees  black  characters  and 
black  culture  as  a  central 
theme,  and  black  people 
are  finally  shown  as  strong, 
resourceful  and  intelligent 
lead  characters.  Decades 
overdue,  this  change  in 
the  film  industry  coincides 


brilliandy  with  Black  His¬ 
tory  Month. 

Media  portrayal  of  black 
people  in  a  negative  light 
has  largely  contributed  to 
the  negative  stereotypes 
black  people  face  every¬ 
day.  A  movie  of  this  scale 
celebrating  all  the  positive 
aspects  of  black  people  and 
black  culture  certainly  isn’t 
going  to  solve  racism,  but 
representation  matters.

Direc¬ 
tor  Ryan  Coogler  said  it 
best  in  an  interview:  “The 
Black  Panther  is  a  man; 
he’s  a  king;  he’s  a  ruler;  he’s 
a  leader,  and  he  answers  to 
no  one.” 
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Southpaw  Album  Review:  White  Lighter  Myth

Seeing  South¬ 
paw  live  was  an 
experience  of 
a  lifetime  that  I  have  not 
stopped  thinking  about. 
So  when  I  heard  they  re¬ 
leased  their  new  album, 
I  had  to  check  it  out.  Be¬ 
ing  such  a  small  band,  it 
is  an  accomplishment  to 
see  how  far  they’ve  come. 
“White  Lighter  Myth”  is 
their  fourth  full  album. 
Their  style  is  something  I 
had  never  seen  before. 

The  first  question  that 
popped  into  my  head 
was  why  the  band  chose 
this  name  for  their  al¬ 
bum.  Turns  out,  the  white 
lighter  myth  is  actually  a 
thing.  Any  smoker,  wheth¬ 
er  its  herbs,  cigarettes  or 
something  else,  knows  the 
myth.  When  lighters  first 
came  out,  they  only  came 
in  two  colors  -  black  or 
white.  White  lighters  were 
bad  luck.  When  smok¬ 
ers  packed  down  bowls 
with  their  lighters  the  ash 
would  stick  at  the  bottom. 
So,  when  investigated  by 
the  police  they  would  be 
caught. 

But  that  isn’t  the  greatest 
mystery  behind  the  white 


lighter.  According  to  high- 
DEAS,  another  reason  re¬ 
volves  around  four  famous 
musicians.  Jim  Morrison, 
Jimi  Hendrix,  Janis  Joplin 
and  Kurt  Cobain  are  some 
of  the  most  well-known 
musicians.  All  four  of  them 
were  left-handed,  and  they 
all  died  at  the  age  of  27. 
All  four  of  their  autopsies 
showed  they  had  white  Bic 
Lighters  in  their  pockets.

Maybe 
we  ll  be  here  tomorrow, 
but  maybe  not.

“Lately”  follows  with  a 
beautiful  chorus.  This  was 
by  far  my  favorite  song  on 
the  album.  It  almost  made 
me  feel  like  this  was  a  fam¬ 
ily  song.  Much  like  “Free 
Now”  by  Sleeping  With 
Sirens,  it  echoes  that  tune 
of  leaving  and  being  free. 
At  the  same  time,  it  almost 
gives  off  the  vibe  of  how 
they’re  there,  somewhere 
in  the  back  of  your  mind. 


This  song  was  just  set  up 
in  a  strange  way  though. 
While  the  beat  of  the  gui¬ 
tar  and  drums  was  abso¬ 
lutely  amazing,  the  lyrics 
were  a  little  off  in  some 
parts.  While  I  adored  the 
chorus,  the  intro,  “Lately 
I’d  rather  drop  a  line/my 
feathers  ruffle  all  the  time,” 
was  just  so  strange  because 
of  the  way  it  was  set  up. 

“Caved”  is  that  pure 
rock  song  that  drags  your 
mind  right  into  that  mosh 


pit  mood.  The  lyrics  are  a 
dark  reminder  of  failures 
and  caving  under  pres¬ 
sure.  I  found  myself  relat¬ 
ing  the  idea  of  becoming 
a  failure.  The  line,  “Now 
all  you  do  is  work  to  keep 
afloat  now,”  was  a  true  de¬ 
scription  of  how  so  many 
of  us  live  every  day  of  our 
lives.  The  lyrics  almost  re¬ 
mind  me  of  Fall  Out  Boy’s 
“Heaven’s  Gate,”  regarding 


the  idea  of  how  you  won’t 
get  into  heaven.  In  the 
end,  sometimes  you  can’t 
handle  the  pressure,  and 
all  your  failures  just  pile  up 
on  top  of  you. 

Many  of  the  rest  of  the 
songs  on  the  album  have 
a  similar  sort  of  vibe  to 
them  lyrically.  Much  of 
it  is  about  the  world  tir¬ 
ing  you  out  and  the  lies  of 
childhood.  It  reminded  me 
of  All  Time  Low’s  “Some¬ 
where  In  Neverland.”  All 
Time  Low’s  “say  goodbye 
to  the  halls  and  the  classes/ 
say  hello  to  a  job  and  the 
taxes,”  is  super  peppy.  In 
contrast,  Southpaw’s  “Get 
a  job  that  you  hate  after 
you  graduate/Miss  your 
friends  have  some  kids,”  is 
dark.  There  was  also  that 
Mayday  Parade-esque  that 
echoed  throughout  the  al¬ 
bum.  It  was  as  if  they  took 
something  that  sounded 
much  like  what  Mayday 
Parade  might  have  written 
and  gave  it  a  more  rock 
tune. 

All  in  all,  the  band  did  a 
good  job  with  this  album. 
My  personal  pet  peeve  was 
its  lyrics.  Tracks  like  “So¬ 
cial  Behavior”  were  poorly 


set  up.  There  is  also  an  odd 
rhyming  scheme  to  sev¬ 
eral  of  the  songs.  It’s  as  if 
they  took  a  poem  and  put 
a  rocker  spin  on  it.  Maybe 
it’s  me,  but  it  just  didn’t 
work.  Some  of  the  songs 
seemed  like  they  would 
have  been  better  served  as 
a  spoken  word  piece. 

While  their  lyrics  were 
very  well  written,  their 
execution  seemed  rath¬ 
er  strange.  It  felt  like  the 
band  was  trying  too  hard. 
If  the  song  meant  a  lot  to 
the  vocalist,  their  voice 
would  draw  you  in  com¬ 
bined  with  the  beat  of 
the  music.  But  for  much 
of  this  album,  they  failed 
in  that  aspect.  While  the 
band’s  overall  sound  was 
absolutely  spot  on,  the  lyr¬ 
ics  are  something  that  they 
definitely  need  to  work 
on.

arcia  An¬ 
derson  is  a 
brave  Af¬ 
rican-American  woman 
who  history  took  the  sa¬ 
cred  oath  to  defend  and 
protect  the  United  States 
of  America.  The  sacrific¬ 
es  she  made  defending 
America’s  values  paved  the 
way  for  the  freedom  that 
we  enjoy. 

Bom  in  Beloit,  Wis., 
Anderson  will  go  on  to 
become  the  first  Afri¬ 
can-American  woman 
to  achieve  the  federally 
recognized  rank  of  ma¬ 
jor  general  in  the  United 


States  Army. 

“There  were  a  lot  of  Af¬ 
rican-American  in  this 
country  who  were  opposed 
to  what  Martin  Luther 
King  and  freedom  fight¬ 
ers  were  doing;  they  felt 
that  was  un-American  and 
wrong,”  said  Anderson. 
“We  have  the  freedom  in 
this  country  to  challenge 
the  status  quo,  to  ask  ques¬ 
tions,  to  protest,  and  I’m 
very  proud  to  be  a  part  of 
allowing  us  to  do  that.” 

Anderson  spoke  when 
College  of  DuPage 
(COD)  hosted  an  inter¬ 
active  faculty,  staff  and 


student  discussion  on  the 
trials  and  triumphs  of  Af¬ 
rican-American  service 
men  and  women  and  the 
impacts  on  their  culture 
during  times  of  war  on 
Feb.  19. 

The  Army  isn’t  just  a 
fighting  force  defending 
America,  but  it  has  been  a 
trendsetter  when  it  comes 
to  addressing  social  and 
economic  issues,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Anderson.  Com¬ 
plying  to  the  Equal  Pay 
Act  of  1963  that  demands 
equal  pay  for  equal  work 
has  been  a  hallmark  of  the 
military.  According  to  her, 


the  Army  has  been  one  of 
the  first  places  people  of 
color  get  the  same  benefits 
for  performing  the  same 
tasks. 

“You  can’t  say  that  for  a 
lot  of  occupations  in  this 
country,”  added  Anderson. 
“The  Army  has  helped  a 
lot  of  people  to  enter  the 
middle  class.” 

Anderson  has  served  the 
U.S.  Army  for  over  three 
decades.  She  was  the  first 
African-American  Brig¬ 
adier  General  to  serve  as 
the  Deputy  Command¬ 
ing  General  of  the  Army’s 
Human  Resources  Com¬ 


mand.  While  serving  in 
the  U.S.  Army  Human 
Resources  Command, 
she  was  promoted  to  the 
rank  of  major  general.  As 
a  citizen  soldier,  Anderson 
has  been  employed  by  the 
United  States  courts  for 
more  than  25  years,  and 
currendy  serves  as  Clerk  of 
United  States  Bankrupt¬ 
cy  Court  for  the  Western 
District  of  Wisconsin, 
where  she  is  responsible 
for  two  offices  that  manage 
and  administer  bankruptcy 
cases  for  44  counties. 

The  panel  discussion 
was  a  part  of  a  series  of

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Making  a  $12  million  bridge  out  of  a  molehill

he  Board  of 
Trustees  and 
College  of  Dup¬ 
age  administration  pro¬ 
posed  the  construction  of 
a  pedestrian  bridge  that 
would  connect  the  second 
floor  of  the  Health  and 
Science  Center  (HSC) 
and  the  Technical  Educa¬ 
tion  Center  (TEC).  The 
bridge,  which  would  be 
enclosed  and  climate  con- 
troled,  would  run  across 
Lambert  Road. 

This  new  undertaking  is 
being  put  forward  in  order 
to  increase  safety  for  stu¬ 
dents  and  to  create  a  “one 
campus  feel.”  It  is  esti¬ 


mated  to  cost  $12  million. 
Sure  it  would  be  nice  not 
to  have  to  brave  the  often¬ 
times  inclement  weather  to 
go  from  building  to  build¬ 
ing,  but  -  especially  for  the 
money-we  don’t  feel  this 
project  is  necessary. 

If  crossing  Lambert 
Road  is  really  a  safety 
concern  for  students,  rules 
prohibiting  jaywalking 
could  be  implemented.  A 
fine  could  be  imposed  on 
anyone  who  is  caught  do¬ 
ing  the  careless  act.  This 
would  be  a  much  more  in¬ 
expensive  way  to  improve 
safety  and  ensure  people 
are  paying  attention  when 


they  are  crossing  the  road. 

Furthermore,  several 
other  universities  in  Chi¬ 
cago  such  as  University  of 
Illinois  at  Chicago,  Illi-

nois  Institute  ofTechnol- 
ogy-Chicago  and  DePaul 
University  all  have  build¬ 
ings  that  are  on  the  op¬ 
posite  side  of  major  roads. 
Students  there  manage  to 
make  the  trek,  sans  an  ex¬ 


travagant  bridge. 

Another  thing  to  con¬ 
sider  is  that  construction 
on  a  project  this  big  would 
likely  take  months.  This 


could  potentially  be  a  huge 
hassle  to  drivers  and  resi¬ 
dents  in  the  surrounding 
community.

The  Korean  Club  (Seoul  of  COD) 
discusses  Olympics'  impact  on  tensions

Capitulating  to  a 
more  amicable 
diplomatic  posi¬ 
tion,  U.S.  Vice  President 
Mike  Pence  transitioned 
from  his  hard-line  iso¬ 
lation  policy  against  nu- 
clear-ambitioned  North 
Korea  to  being  open  to 
diplomatic  meetings  and 
dialogue  without  any  pre¬ 
conditioned  stipulations. 
Bemused  by  the  Zeitgeist 
of  the  2018  Winter  Olym¬ 
pics  in  PyeongChang, 
South  Korea,  labeled  by 
South  Korean  President 
Moon  Jae-in  as  “the  day 
peace  began,”  Pence’s 
evolution  represents  the 
cross-cultural  power  in 
sports  transcending  poli¬ 
tics. 

Discussing  political 
ramifications  and  explor¬ 
ing  the  unique  and  fas¬ 
cinating  Korean  culture, 
the  Korean  Club  (Seoul  of 
College  of  DuPage)  con¬ 
gregates  to  immerse  them¬ 
selves  in  the  depths  of  Ko¬ 
rean  perspectives,  language 


and  its  flourishing  culture. 

At  their  latest  meeting, 
the  repercussions  and  ob¬ 
stacles  to  a  united  Korean 
peninsula  were  discussed, 
and  the  difficulties  in 
bringing  people  of  dis¬ 
parate  mindsets  together. 
By  participating  in  a  fun 
debate  activity  we  hu¬ 
manized  the  immovable 
opinions  of  both  the  citi¬ 
zens  of  North  and  South 
Korea,  and  illustrated  just 
how  difficult  it  is  to  come 
together  when  contrasting 
ideologies  have  been  solid¬ 
ified. 

The  first  step  in  breaking 
down  cultural  misunder¬ 
standings  is  to  gain  a  sym¬ 
pathetic  perspective.  To 
further  gain  insight  into 
Korean  culture  I  sat  down 
with  Korean  Club  Presi¬ 
dent  Cheyenne  Johnson 
and  member  Lollia  Hamel 
to  elaborate  on  the  clubs 
perspective. 

In  addressing  whether 
the  Olympics  has  created 
a  platform  for  peace  or 


just  serves  as  a  propagan¬ 
da  tool  for  the  North’s  re¬ 
gime,  Johnson  begins  how 
she  perceives,  “The  Olym¬ 
pics  provide  great  publicity 
for  both  countries  and  it 
does  bring  people  together. 
However,  this  isn’t  the  first 
time  they  have  come  to¬ 
gether  for  an  international 
sporting  event.”  She  con¬ 


separate  countries  who 
might  not  necessarily  in¬ 
terfere  with  each  other  on 
a  political  level,  but  still 
have  a  shared  regional  and 
cultural  destiny.” 

We  go  on  to  discuss  the 
generational  ideological 
divide  between  the  youth 
and  elders,  where  the  youth 
are  angered  by  Moon’s  dip¬

tinues,  “They  are  almost 
like  two  feuding  siblings 
in  the  same  family.  There 
is  a  shared  familial  history, 
but  they  are  both  certain¬ 
ly  separate  nations.  I  hope 
the  Olympics  bring  a  more 
peaceful  communication 
between  the  two  countries, 
but  unless  something  ma¬ 
jor  diplomatically  happens, 
they  are  just  going  to  stay 
in  the  uneasy  parallel  of 


lomatic  gestures  towards 
North  Korea  because  they 
are  too  young  to  see  the 
peninsula  as  one  homog¬ 
enous  culture.  Johnson 
elaborates,  “In  Korean  so¬ 
ciety  there  is  a  respect  for 
elder  hierarchy.  Age  is  a 
part  of  your  societal  status 
and  level  of  respect.  Many 
of  the  older  generations 
are  happy  with  President 
Moon  reaching  out  to  the 


North  because  their  fam¬ 
ilies  were  affected  by  the 
(Korean)  War  and  the  sep¬ 
aration  across  the  peninsu¬ 
la.  The  division  across  the 
country  for  them  is  still 
felt,  whereas  the  younger 
generation  isn’t  affected 
as  much.  They  are  almost 
getting  their  information 
in  a  second-hand  way.  The 
younger  generation  is  more 
likely  to  see  the  Northern 
regime’s  crimes  against 
humanity  as  unforgivable. 
However,  because  of  the 
respect  hierarchy,  the  older 
generation  is  heard  more 
than  the  younger  genera- 

•  n 

tion. 

She  goes  on  to  explain 
how  the  current  diplomat¬ 
ic  endeavours  don’t  nec¬ 
essarily  represent  public 
sentiment  saying,  “Social 
media  certainly  plays  an 
effect  on  the  news  that 
gets  spread,  but  as  far  as 
official  opinions,  the  older 
generation  certainly  im¬ 
poses  their  point-of-view 
deemphasizing  the  young¬ 


er  generation’s  voice.” 

In  discussing  the  cul¬ 
tural  divide  between  the 
two,  Hamel  (who  plans  on 
furthering  her  COD  based 
education  in  a  school  in 
South  Korea)  explains 
how  North  Koreans  have 
different  linguistic  dialects 
than  the  South.  Genera¬ 
tions  of  evolution  after  the 
war  have  further  exacer¬ 
bated  the  cultural  divide. 
Explaining  the  youth’s 
discriminatory  disposi¬ 
tion  against  citizens  of 
the  North,  she  states,  “The 
South’s  youth  hold  clas- 
sist  superiority  over  the 
North’s  citizens.  There  is  a 
reluctance  to  take  care  of 
defectors  in  the  South.  It 
is  comparable  to  the  back¬ 
lash  against  refugees  in 
America.  They  don’t  want 
to  see  these  people  suffer, 
however  they  also  dont 
want  the  responsibility  of 
taking  care  of  them  and 
having  to  integrate  them 
into  their  society.” 

However,  such  animos- 


mm 
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ities  have  been  placat¬ 
ed  over  as  can  be  seen  in 
this  year’s  Olympics  with 
South  Korean  citizens 
cheering  for  North  Korean 
athletes,  particularly  their 
figure  skating  pair. 

“It’s  a  shock  to  people 
who  aren’t  familiar  with 
Korean  culture,  but  there 
is  too  much  of  a  familial 
bonding  to  prevent  respect 
between  the  athletes  and 
the  South  Korean  fans,” 
Johnson  said.  “Because 
of  their  strong  sense  of 
unity  and  family,  even 
though  there  might  be  a 
political  divide,  the  ath¬ 
letes  of  North  Korea  are 
still  viewed  by  the  South 
as  just  Korean.  Their  suc¬ 
cess  during  the  Olym¬ 
pics  therefore  translates 
to  South  Korea’s  success.” 
Hamel  further  elaborat¬ 
ed,  “South  Korean  skiers 
trained  at  a  North  Kore¬ 
an  facility,  and  the  North’s 
coaches  were  seen  cheer¬ 
ing  for  the  South’s  skiers 
during  the  games.”  John¬ 


son  finishes  the  thought, 
“It’s  more  in  reverence  and 
memory  than  a  reflection 
of  current  political  or  so¬ 
cial  unity.” 

Ruminating  upon  what 
direction  she  would  like 
American  international 
relations  to  take,  Hamel 
suggested  lesser  sanctions 
to  remedy  the  sufferings  of 

r  St  - 


the  North  Korean  citizens. 

“Try  to  find  a  way  to  help 
their  people  without  con¬ 
tributing  power  to  the  op¬ 
pressive  regime.  We  must 
try  to  bring  some  form  of 
aid  and  relief  to  their  peo¬ 
ple,”  she  said.  She  further 
describes  a  recent  defector 
having  tapeworms  and  tu¬ 
berculosis.  “We  must  try 


to  bring  modern  medicine 
in  a  greater  capacity  across 
the  border.”  However,  a 
porous  border  would  have 
to  be,  “heavily  moderated 
to  prevent  weapons  and 
black-money  reaching  the 
regime.” 

Johnson  said  there  must 
be  attention  paid  to  pos¬ 
sible  unintended  conse¬ 


quences  of  improved  re¬ 
lations  between  the  two 
nations,  “Because  there  is 
so  much  we  don’t  know 
about  the  North,  we  don’t 
know  the  repercussions  of 
economically  opening  up 
the  border  more.  There¬ 
fore,  we  need  more  fines  of 
communication  to  better 
understand  their  culture 


and  the  daily  fives  of  their 
citizens.” 

Education  can  break 
down  cultural  stereotypes 
that  prohibit  the  further 
development  of  sympa¬ 
thetic  understanding  and 
peace.  Johnson  elaborates 
on  the  benefits  of  COD’s 
Korean  Club  iterating, 
“Our  goal  is  to  educate  you 
about  the  culture  because 
there  is  so  much  more  to 
Korean  culture  and  history 
than  what  our  American 
public  perceives.  We  want 
to  teach  you  more  than  just 
the  romanticized  parts  of 
Korea;  we  want  to  discuss 
their  realities.” 

In  discussing  what 
makes  COD  a  good  place 
for  students  interested  in 
taking  their  Korean  stud¬ 
ies  to  the  next  level,  Hamel 
proclaims,  “Both  of  our 
professors  are  from  Korea, 
and  they  provide  insight 
into  Korean  culture  in¬ 
stead  of  just  an  American 
perspective.  Having  grown 
up  there,  they  teach  about 


the  culture,  the  history  and 
the  richness  of  their  tra¬ 
ditions.”  They  encourage 
their  students  to  go  out  to 
cultural  events,  and  make 
learning  about  the  culture 
extremely  fun. 

The  Korean  Club 
gathers  weekly  4:00  on 
Wednesdays  in  BIC  2575, 
and  will  conduct  a  bake- 
sale  on  March  14th  to  cel¬ 
ebrate  the  Korean  Holiday 
White  Day.  On  Valentine’s 
Day  in  Korea  men  give 
chocolates  to  the  women, 
and  on  White  Day  the 
gendered  roles  in  the  cou¬ 
ples  are  reversed.  They  will 
also  celebrate  Black  Day 
on  April  14th.  Contrast¬ 
ingly,  on  Black  Day  gather 
with  other  single  friends 
and  eat  jajangmyeon,  made 
of  black  beans  and  noo¬ 
dles.  If  they  are  of  single 
age  they  drink  soju,  a  tra¬ 
ditional  Korean  alcohol. 

Johnson  encouraged  all 
students  interested  in  Ko¬ 
rean  culture  to  engage  with 
the  language. 


“For  anyone  trying  to 
learn  the  language,  it  was 
designed  to  be  phonet¬ 
ically  and  scientifically 
easy  for  you  to  learn.  The 
grammatical  consonants 
are  natural  sounds  that 
make  the  syllables  easy  to  * 
pronounce.  The  alphabet  is 
easy  to  decipher,  and  once 
you  understand  it  every¬ 
thing  else  falls  into  place.” 

I  ask  her  how  to  say 
“peace”  in  Korean. 

She  replies,  in  both 
North  and  South  Korea 
it’s,  “Pyeong-hwa.”

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Post-Game  interview  with  Coach  Tyrrell 
after  loss  to  Madison

Elemplifying  the 
lack  of  mental 
concentration 
which  has  dodged  them 
all  season,  the  Chaparrals 
won  the  opening  tip-off 
against  the  visiting  Mad¬ 
ison  College  Wolf  Pack 
(16-9)  only  to  immediately 
lose  the  ball  on  a  backcourt 
violation  pass.  Strong 
early  perimeter  shoot¬ 
ing  doomed  the  Chap’s 
stingy  man-on-man  de¬ 
fense.  Staying  competitive 
through  utilizing  precise 
passes  to  penetrate  the  key, 
the  Chaps  still  found  it 
difficult  to  breakdown  the 
frenetic  and  austere  Wolf 
Pack  zone  defense. 

Aggressive  steals  en¬ 
abled  the  Wolf  Pack  to 
quickly  gain  a  scoring 
edge,  and  perpetual  pres¬ 
sure  coerced  the  Chaps 
into  frequent  turnovers 
and  mental  mistakes.  The 
Chaps  lost  the  turnover 
battle  24  to  11,  and  were 
dominated  in  the  steal 
game,  losing  out  14  to  1. 
A  key  factor  in  applying 
the  pressure  was  Madi¬ 
son’s  hostile  and  extreme¬ 
ly  successful  full-court 


press.  Unable  to  solve  this 
defensive  onslaught  and 
their  opponent’s  perimeter 
shooting,  the  Chaps  fell  to 
Madison  with  a  final  score 
of  72-56. 

A  21 -point  performance 
by  Michael  Stewart  and  a 
terrific  defensive  rebound¬ 
ing  game  by  the  whole 
team  wasn’t  enough  to  pre¬ 
vent  the  Chaps  from  slid¬ 
ing  to  (4-19)  for  the  sea¬ 
son,  with  only  one  game 
remaining. 

Afterwards  I  caught  up 
with  Coach  Kevin  Tyrrell 
to  discuss  the  team’s  en¬ 
deavours. 

Joey  Weslo:  Madison 
exemplified  the  potency 
of  an  energetic  full-court 
press,  what  strategies  do 
you  teach  your  players  to 
dismande  such  an  attack? 

Coach  Tyrrell:  “The 
first  thing  we  teach  them 
is  to  move  without  the  ball. 
In  Madison’s  case  they 
were  attacking  with  a  2-2- 
1.  So  we  counter  with  an 
odd-front,  the  point  per¬ 
son  splits  the  two  players 
at  the  free  throw  line,  and 
we  try  to  maintain  equilat¬ 
eral  triangles  throughout 


the  floor  against  the  press. 
Madison  did  a  decent  job 
putting  us  under  duress, 
but  part  of  that  was  con¬ 
tributed  to  us  not  cutting 
hard  to  the  basketball  and 
moving  the  ball  quickly 
against  the  press.” 

JW:  Does  your  team 
ever  attack  with  the  full- 
court  press,  and  what  do 
you  need  to  see  in  the  op¬ 
ponent  to  utilize  it? 

CT:  “Early  part  of  the 
year  we  did  when  we  had 
more  players  to  replace  the 
ones  that  got  tired  because 
it  takes  maximum  effort. 
When  we  see  an  opponent 
lacking  in  ball-handling 
skills  we  look  to  create 
turnovers.  In  the  early  part 
of  the  season  we  were  do¬ 
ing  that,  but  because  our 
personnel  is  very  limited, 
it  takes  a  lot  of  our  kids 
to  actually  do  a  full-court 
press.” 

JW:  When  an  opponent 
is  as  strong  around  the  pe¬ 
rimeter  as  Madison  was 
today,  what  type  of  defense 
could  you  use  to  combat 
their  shooting? 

CT:  “What  we  try  to 
teach  our  kids  is  when  an 


opponent  catches  the  ball, 
there’s  not  any  air-space, 
which  means  you  are  close 
enough  they  have  to  put 
the  ball  on  the  floor.  To¬ 
night  we  were  over-help¬ 
ing  and  not  closing  out, 
and  as  a  result  they  were 
catching  the  ball  and  just 
happened  to  make  a  lot  of 
perimeter  shots.” 

JW:  What  type  of 
growth  have  you  seen 
demonstrated  by  your 
players  throughout  the 
season? 

CT:  “We  are  immature 
and  inconsistent  in  our 
play  across  the  board.  To 
acquire  this  maturity  they 
need  to  humble  themselves 
and  try  to  learn  to  transi¬ 
tion  from  a  fixed  mindset 
to  a  growth  mindset.  I  be¬ 
lieve  some  kids  are  afraid 
to  fail,  and  it’s  okay  to 
fall  down  and  get  back  up 
quickly;  it’s  okay  to  fail  so 
you  can  learn.  Some  kids 
need  to  break  out  of  their 
own  way,  believing  they  are 
better  than  they  are.  That 
becomes  an  enabler,  pro¬ 
hibiting  the  growth  pro¬ 
cess  and  the  development 
to  become  a  better  player. 


“The  players  do  a  lot  of 
bonding  and  have  the  op¬ 
portunity  to  come  togeth¬ 
er  collectively.  However, 
what  happens  is  during 
the  course  of  the  basket¬ 
ball  game  they  revert  back 
to  bad  habits,  which  means 
they  start  to  lack  and  doubt 
the  teachings  they  need  to 
be  applying.” 

JW:  What  are  some  of 
the  big  improvements  you 
want  to  see  with  the  play¬ 
ers  continuing  into  the 
next  season? 

CT:  “Maturity  as  an 
athlete  and  improvement 
on  their  skillset.  These  kids 
are  pretty  good  academ¬ 
ically,  and  I’m  proud  of 
them  as  students.  Howev¬ 
er,  there  is  a  lot  of  growth 
needed.  Some  kids  come 
in  with  a  fixed  mindset. 
And  when  there  are  expec¬ 
tations  and  accountability, 
a  lot  of  them  do  not  ma¬ 
ture  and  they  are  fighting 
themselves  to  get  better 
because  of  the  expectations 
and  demands  required  to 
compete  at  this  level.” 

JW:  To  prospects  look¬ 
ing  at  the  team  for  next 
season,  why  is  COD  the 


proper  place  for  them  to 
develop  their  talents? 

CT:  “They  have  the  op¬ 
portunity  to  develop  as  a 
student  given  the  com¬ 
munity  college  allowing 
them  to  mature  academi¬ 
cally.

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Q+A:  A  chat  about  safety  at  COD  with  Police  Chief  Joseph  Mullin

Safety  on  college 
and  high  school 
campuses  is  a 
major  discussion  among 
politicians,  educators  and 
stakeholders  after  a  mass 
shooting  at  a  school  in 
Florida.  Police  Chief  Jo¬ 
seph  Mullin  talks  about 
safety  at  College  of  DuP- 
age: 

Vandy  Manyeh:  What 
are  the  best  strategies  to 
keep  a  large  community 
college  like  COD  prepared 
and  protected? 

Joseph  Mullin:  The  best 
strategies  involve  having 
everyone  participate  in  cre¬ 
ating  a  safe  environment 
by  understanding  what  to 
do  in  an  emergency  and 
what  we  can  look  for  as 
signs  of  trouble  prior  to 
such  an  event.  We  all  have 
a  role  to  play,  whether  it  is 
creating  emergency  plans 
or  training  to  respond 
in  accordance  with  best 
practices.  We  all  can  ob¬ 
serve  what  goes  on  around 
us  and  report  things  that 
seem  out  of  place.  We  all 
should  know  what  to  do  in 
an  emergency. 

VM:  What  programs 
are  in  place  at  COD  to 


have  students  and  faculty 
ready  for  an  unforeseen  vi¬ 
olent  event? 

JM:  The  College  of 
DuPage  Police  Depart¬ 
ment,  in  conjunction  with 
the  Teaching  and  Learn¬ 
ing  Center,  regularly  offers 
a  series  of  active  violence 
preparedness  classes  de¬ 
signed  to  enhance  the  sur¬ 
vivability  of  a  violent  event. 
In  addition,  the  police  de¬ 
partment  has  developed 


a  student  active  violence 
preparedness  class  and  will 
soon  be  offering  a  wom¬ 
en’s  self-defense  class.  The 
college  is  in  the  process  of 
rewriting  our  Emergen¬ 
cy  Operation  Plan,  which 
creates  a  guideline  and 
provides  direction  in  order 
to  mitigate  and  manage 
possible  causes  of  disrup¬ 
tion  to  the  college. 

VM:  Do  you  think  it  is 


a  great  idea  to  require  stu¬ 
dents  to  have  a  college  ID 
while  on  campus?  How 
safe  are  students  when 
they  are  seated  in  a  class¬ 
room? 

JM:  Although  the  col¬ 
lege  is  a  safe  place,  the 
police  department  relies 
heavily  on  the  college’s 
employees,  students  and 
community  members  to 
be  the  eyes  and  ears  of 
the  community.  If  you  see 


or  hear  something  that 
is  alarming,  concerning 
or  threatening,  say  some¬ 
thing. 

VM:  How  responsive 
is  the  student  body  to  the 
police  department’s  cur¬ 
rent  safety  measures? 

JM:  Increasing  student 
awareness  and  participa¬ 
tion  in  violence  prevention 
is  the  single  most  effective 
action  that  the  college  can 


take.  The  overall  respon¬ 
siveness  of  the  student 
body  is  contingent  upon 
the  level  of  preparedness. 
Students  should  become 
familiar  with  emergen¬ 
cy  procedures  by  review¬ 
ing  emergency  procedure 
flip  charts  located  in  each 
classroom,  attending  pre¬ 
paredness  classes  offered 
by  the  police  department, 
and  by  watching  the  Col¬ 
lege’s  safety  video  at  http:// 
www.cod.edu/  multimedia/ 
safety/. 

VM:  We  have  a  safety 
app  for  students  and  fac¬ 
ulty  here  at  COD.  How 
many  persons  actually  use 
the  app? 

JM:  All  College  em¬ 
ployees  and  students  are 
automatically  registered 
to  receive  COD  Alerts  - 
emergency  notification 
text  messages.  The  Rave 
Guardian  app  is  also  avail¬ 
able  to  all  students  and 
employees,  offering  a  safe¬ 
ty  timer,  the  ability  to  send 
a  tip  or  text  message  di¬ 
rectly  to  the  police  depart¬ 
ment,  and  the  ability  to 
call  the  College  of  DuPage 
Police  Department.  The 
app  is  available  for  both 
Apple  and  Android  devic¬ 
es.  The  police  department 
offers  training  related  to 
the  Rave  Guardian  app  at 
New  Student  Orientation. 
The  Rave  Guardian  app  is 
highly  encouraged.  A  user 
can  load  it  themselves  eas¬ 
ily  by  going  to  the  Apple 
Store  or  Android  Google 
Play  and  searching  for  it  by 
name.  You  must  know  your 
COD  email  to  subscribe. 

VM:  How  many  police 
officers  are  deployed  on 
campus  at  any  time  of  the 
day? 


JM:  The  number  can 
vary  from  two  patrol  of¬ 
ficers  to  as  many  as  10  or 
more,  depending  on  the 
day’s  events. 

VM:  What  is  the  sta¬ 
tus  of  the  escort  service 
on  campus?  How  can  a 
student  request  an  escort 
service? 

JM:  The  police  depart¬ 
ment  has  and  will  continue 
to  offer  escorts  to  students 
and  employees.  Escorts  can 
be  requested  by  contacting 
the  College  of  DuPage 
Police  Department  by  call¬ 
ing  630  942-2000,  or  by 
visiting  either  of  the  police 
department’s  locations  in 
the  SRC  (SRC  2100),  or 
in  the  HEC  (HEC  1040). 

VM:  How  functional  are 
the  blue  fight  emergency 
phone  stations  and  camer¬ 
as  around  campus? 

JM:  Although  very  rarely 
utilized  the  call-box  emer¬ 
gency  stations  are  func¬ 
tional  and  reliable.  How¬ 
ever,  like  any  electronic 
system,  they  do  experience 
malfunctions.  They  are 
checked  monthly  and  re¬ 
pairs  addressed.  There  are  a 
few  that  have  experienced 
long-term  failures  due  to 
complications,  but  the  sys¬ 
tem  remains  as  a  backup 
for  users  who  need  a  com¬ 
munication  method  other 
than  cell  phones. 

VM:  Do  you  think  it  is 
necessary  for  students  to 
bring  self-defense  materi¬ 
als  with  them  like  a  pepper 
spray  to  campus?  What 
does  the  law  say  about 
that? 

JM:  Bringing  self-de¬ 
fense  tools  to  the  college 
may  not  be  necessary,  but 
the  police  department 
would  never  discourage  a 


member  of  the  community 
from  attempting  to  pre¬ 
pare  themselves  by  carry¬ 
ing  a  self-defense  tool,  as 
long  as  the  tool  does  not 
violate  state  statutes  or 
college  policy.

Rodney  Walker  lectures  about  entrepreneurship

These  are  words  that 
stand  out  when  stories 
from  Englewood,  one 
of  Chicago’s  toughest 
neighborhoods,  are  told. 

But  for  Englewood 
native  Rodney  Walker, 
it  has  always  been 
about  beating  the  odds. 

“Everyone  has  that  story 
of  adversity,  and  every¬ 
one  will  have  a  turnaround 
point,”  Walker  said.  “I’m 
on  a  campaign  to  restore 
hope  and  build  lives.” 

People  from  all  walks 
of  life  and  the  College 
of  DuPage  community 
gathered  in  the  Jack  H. 


Turner  Conference  Room 
on  Feb.  21,  to  hear  Walk¬ 
er’s  “from  grass  to  grace 
story”  as  a  guest  speaker 
during  National  Entrepre¬ 
neurship  Week.  Walker’s 
story  is  one  that  connects 
entrepreneurship  educa¬ 
tion  with  the  narrative  of 
being  able  to  grow  and  be 
successful;  how  to  break 
life’s  barriers  and  become 
a  successful  entrepreneur. 

His  mom,  a  byproduct 
of  Chicago’s  public  hous¬ 
ing,  gave  birth  to  her  first 
child  at  age  13.  That  child 
died  in  a  house  fire.  Walk¬ 
er’s  mother  was  later  abused 
by  her  father.  This  became 
a  breaking  point  in  her  life. 

Walker’s  mom  turned 
to  substance  abuse  and 
addiction  as  a  way  to 
escape  from  her  trauma. 


His  dad,  a  Vietnam  war 
veteran,  returned  home 
with  a  heroin  addiction; 
his  siblings  were  usu¬ 
ally  arrested  for  gang  and 
drug-related  offenses. 

Walker’s  parents  lost 
custody  of  him  when  he 
was  only  five.  At  11,  he  had 
already  lived  in  12  foster 
homes  where  he  was  abused. 
It  is  no  surprise  that  in  his 
first  year  of  high  school, 
he  tallied  a  1.3  GPA;  1.6 
GPA  in  his  sophomore  year. 

Poverty  and  social  fail¬ 
ures  didn’t  define  the  person 
Walker  would  turn  out 
to  be.  Amid  these  rough 
patches,  he  never  lost  sight 
of  what  life  should  be  like. 

“The  way  you  act  is  a 
byproduct  of  the  way  you 
think,”  Walker  said.  “I 
stopped  trying  to  fix  what 


was  broken  and  tried  to 
create  something  new  so 
that  the  past  can  never  be 
allowed  to  happen  again.” 

Walker  received  help 
from  teachers  to  boost 
his  grades.  This  came 
along  with  him  enroll¬ 
ing  in  an  entrepreneurship 
program  organized  by 
the  Network  for  Teach¬ 
ing  Entrepreneurship. 
He  became  business-ori¬ 
ented  and  started  Forever 
Life  Productions,  a  media 
production  company, 
while  in  high  school. 

“I  became  an  answer  to 
a  problem  that  has  been 
built  for  decades,”  Walker 
said.  “I  learned  about  the 
principles  of  entrepreneur- 
ship;  I  learned  about  the 
principles  of  the  owner¬ 
ship  mentality  and  what 


that  means,  and  I  began 
to  further  that  mentality.” 

His  parents  attended 
their  first  graduation 
the  year  he  got  out  of 
high  school.  His  Final 
grades  reflected  a  better 
effort  and  As  and  Bs. 

Walker’s  life  has  been 
about  ideology  and  real¬ 
ity.  As  an  entrepreneur, 
he  is  able  to  own  what 
he  built.  He  also  received 
help  from  people  who 
didn’t  let  him  fail.  This  is 
the  reason  why  mentoring 
is  so  important  for  young 
entrepreneurs,  Walker  said. 

Walker  has  a  model 
for  entrepreneurs  who  are 
trying  to  own  their  future 
and  create  something  new. 
It  involves  embracing  your 
past,  forgiving  others  who 
created  hurdles  along  the 


way,  creating  a  vision  and 
using  it  to  validate  your 
forward  movement,  find¬ 
ing  mentors,  and  when  you 
have  succeeded,  go  back 
and  help  someone  else. 

Walker  is  a  2012  gradu¬ 
ate  of  Morehouse  College. 
He  graduated  from  Yale 
Divinity  School  in  2014 
with  a  master’s  degree 
in  ethics.  He  is  a  candi¬ 
date  for  a  doctoral  degree 
from  Harvard  University’s 
school  of  education.  He  is 
the  author  of  “A  New  Day 
One:  Trauma,  Grace  and 
a  Young  Man’s  Journey 
from  Foster  Care  to  Yale.”

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College  theater  students  put  on  Shakespearean 
classic  "Much  Ado  About  Nothing"

melia  Barrett, 
professor  of 
theater  and  di¬ 
rector  of  the  production, 
knew  right  away  that  she 
wanted  to  the  piece  to  be 
centered  around  the  here- 
and-now  rather  than  mid¬ 
dle-aged  Italy.  It  is  not  the 
simple  task. 

In  the  eyes  of  an  average 
college  student,  the  works 
of  Shakespeare  get  a  bad 
reputation  for  being  in¬ 
timidating.  His  works  are 
viewed  as  long  and  tedious 
with  language  that  is  no 
longer  readily  available. 
No  matter  the  perspective 
one  holds  on  the  matter, 
the  college  student  theater 
will  be  able  to  transport 
anyone  into  the  world  of 
Shakespeare. 


From  March  1-18, 
the  College  of  DuPage 
(COD)  student  theater 
will  be  performing  “Much 
Ado  About  Nothing,”  the 
Shakespeare  comedy,  in 
the  Studio  Theater  in  the 
McAninch  Arts  Center. 

Despite  being  a  comedy, 
“Much  Ado  About  Noth¬ 
ing”  is  the  story  of  miscon¬ 
ception,  infidelity  and  de¬ 
ceit.  Though  it  is  estimated 
the  play  was  written  at  the 
turn  of  the  16th  century,  it 
is  a  story  that  seems  to  fit 
into  any  modern  setting. 

“Originally,  we  were 
going  to  set  it  in  the  re¬ 
naissance,”  said  Barrett. 
“I  feel  like  we  need  to  set 
it  in  contemporary  times 
because  the  play  feels  so 
timely  to  what  is  going  on 


now.  It  is  amazing,  the  play 
was  written  [around]  1599, 
and  it  feels  so  alive.” 

Three  or  four  months 
before  auditions  even  take 
place,  Barrett  spent  time 
researching  the  history  of 
the  play.  She  learned  the 
issues  of  the  era  and  how 
to  make  the  story  accessi¬ 
ble  in  modern  times.  She 
also  had  to  take  a  produc¬ 
tion  that  is  typically  three 
to  four  hours  long  and 
condense  it  to  90-minutes 
in  a  language  that  makes 
sense  to  everyone. 

“People  feel  the  lan¬ 
guage  sets  them  apart  from 
the  experience,”  said  Bar¬ 
rett,  “but  the  language  is 
not  a  barrier,  but  an  avenue 
into  the  experience.” 

The  studio  theatre,  one 


of  the  three  theaters  on 
campus,  is  arguably  the 
most  immersive.  With 
each  production,  a  com¬ 
pletely  new  stage  design 
is  created.  That  includes 
building,  painting  and 
decorating  a  new  set  from 
scratch. 

A  unique  stage  design 
also  sets  this  production 
apart  from  other  adapta¬ 
tions.  A  normal  stage  is 
usually  front  and  center, 
but  for  “Much  Ado  About 
Nothing,”  a  portion  of  the 
audience  is  seated  in  the 
middle,  allowing  for  total 
immersion  into  the  pro¬ 
duction. 

“You  feel  like  you  are 
part  of  it,  which  I  think 
is  really  important  for 
Shakespeare  and  also  for 


this  particular  story,”  said 
Barrett. 

With  the  many  talent¬ 
ed  people  involved  in  this 
production,  though,  it 
would  be  hard  to  not  feel 
involved  in  the  perfor¬ 
mance.  The  cast  and  crew 
are  made  up  entirely  of 
COD  students,  each  play¬ 
ing  an  important  role  in 
putting  on  the  production. 

“They  are  creating  it,  and 
I  am  helping  them  focus 
it,”  said  Barrett.  “It’s  like  a 
balloon  we’re  passing;  ev¬ 
eryone  works  together.” 

For  this  production 
alone,  Barrett  says  the  stu¬ 
dents  easily  put  in  over  100 
hours  of  work.  On  top  of 
school  and  jobs,  the  ded¬ 
ication  the  students  put 
into  their  art  is  nothing 


short  of  astounding. 

From  the  1st  to  the  18th, 
Much  Ado  About  Noth¬ 
ing  can  be  seen  Thurs¬ 
day- Sunday  weekly  in  the 
Studio  Theater.

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Punishing  students  for  participating  in  'walkout' 
protests  makes  light  of  life  or  death  situation

Following  the 
tragic  school 
shooting  in  Park¬ 
land,  Fla.,  students  all  over 
the  country  have  been  par¬ 
ticipating  in  school  “walk¬ 
outs”  to  protest  current  gun 
control  laws.  In  response 
to  this,  the  Needville  Inde¬ 
pendent  School  District  in 
Texas  promised  to  suspend 
students  for  three  days  if 
they  participated  in  the 
walkouts  or  any  kind  of 
political  protest. 

An  article  by  David 
Williams  posted  to  CNN’s 
website  talked  about  the 
statement  Superintendent 
Curtis  Rhodes  posted  to 


the  Needville  High  School 
facebook  page. 

“Life  is  all  about  choic¬ 
es,  and  every  choice  has  a 
consequence,  whether  it 
be  positive  or  negative.  We 
will  discipline  no  matter 
if  it  is  one,  50,  or  500  stu¬ 
dents  involved.  All  will  be 
suspended  for  three  days 
and  parent  notes  will  not 
alleviate  the  discipline,’ 
Rhodes  said  the  Hous- 
ton-area  district  would 
not  tolerate  any  protests 
or  demonstrations  during 
school  hours.  ‘A  school  is 
a  place  to  learn  and  grow 
educationally,  emotionally 
and  morally.  A  disruption 


of  the  school  will  not  be 
tolerated.’” 

We  think  Rhodes’  state¬ 
ment  reads  as  a  little  ironic 
in  several  ways,  especial¬ 
ly  considering  these  stu¬ 
dents  will  be  speaking  out 
against  a  far  more  deadly 
kind  of  “school  disrup¬ 
tion.” 

Punishing  students  for 
what  should  only  be  con¬ 
sidered  their  brave  activ¬ 
ism  de-legitimizes  their 
very  real  concerns.  Receiv¬ 
ing  punishment  signifies 
you  have  done  something 
wrong.  We  should  be  very 
concerned  with  what  is 
implicit  in  telling  young 


people  who  are  taking  a 
stand  the  only  way  they 
know  how  they  are  wrong 
for  doing  so. 

Being  gunned  down  isn’t 
something  students  should 
worry  about  while  they  are 
trying  to  learn.  Whether 
or  not  one  agrees  with  the 
student  protesters’  stance 
on  gun  control,  the  epi¬ 
demic  of  mass  shootings 
is  costing  more  and  more 
people  their  fives.  Students 
are  right  to  be  worried  for 
their  safety  at  this  point. 
For  this  literal  fife  or  death 
cause,  any  reasonable  per¬ 
son  should  realize  missing 
class  for  a  day  is  more  than 


worth  it. 

It  should  be  common 
sense  that  we  shouldn’t 
allow  people  who  are  not 
mentally  stable  to  get  their 
hands  on  a  weapon  specif¬ 
ically  designed  to  seriously 
harm  or  kill  someone.  Not 
adjusting  gun  regulations 
is  completely  irresponsible. 
Too  many  people  are  pay¬ 
ing  for  the  government’s 
lack  of  judgement  with 
their  fives. 

Technically,  high 

schools  are  within  their 
right  to  punish  students 
who  engage  in  truancy, 
no  matter  the  reason.  In 
this  instance,  however,  it 


seems  nonsensical  that  all 
schools  wouldn’t  make  an 
exception.  These  protests 
could  always  be  held  on 
the  weekend,  but  part  of 
what  makes  this  move¬ 
ment  so  impactful  is  stu¬ 
dents  physically  walking 
out  of  school. 

The  symbolism  of  stu¬ 
dents  refusing  to  stay  in 
a  place  someone  can  too 
easily  walk  in  and  mur¬ 
der  them  in  is  a  powerful 
concept  meant  to  convey 
a  very  strong  message.  All 
schools  should  be  proud  of 
their  students  for  this,  not 
want  to  punish  them  for  it.

Overkill:  America's 
Deafening  Inaction 


disturbed  indi¬ 
vidual  opened 
fire  on  unarmed 
students  last  Wednesday, 
Willing  17.  To  be  frank,  it’s 
not  so  much  news  anymore 
as  it  is  the  next  chapter  in 
the  inactivity  of  the  Amer¬ 
ican  political  landscape. 
Too  often  in  the  event  of 
an  active  shooter  taking 
the  lives  of  those  that  are 
unarmed,  we  retreat  to  our 
political  silos  in  order  to 
further  our  misunderstood 
agenda  and,  in  the  process, 
lose  our  humanity.  A  coun¬ 
try  craving  simple  answers 
will  continually  be  held 


prisoner  to  the  moment  of 
complex  issues.  If  someone 
is  saying  the  issue  is  a  cer¬ 
tain  way  and  another  per¬ 
son  says  it’s  another  issue, 
I  find  myself  thinking  it’s 
somewhere  in  between. 

In  the  days  following  the 
tragic  shooting  in  Park¬ 
land,  Fla.,  the  American 
media  created  a  frenzy  af¬ 
firming  the  beliefs  of  their 
respective  bases.  Whether 
it’s  unhelpful  generalities 
like  “gun  control”  or  the 
downright  stupid  idea  to 
arm  teachers,  it  has  not 
disappointed.  An  easy  tar¬ 
get  for  those  screaming  the 


generality  of  “gun  control” 
is  to  refer  to  the  amounts 
of  money  allocated  to  pol¬ 
iticians  via  the  National 
Rifle  Association,  a  pow¬ 
erful  lobbyist  organization 
that  intends  on  protecting 
the  Second  Amendment. 
While  it  is  a  relevant  ar¬ 
gument  in  this  search  for 
a  solution  to  protect  our 
youth,  it  simply  is  a  branch 
in  the  problem  tree  of  mass 
shootings. 

The  many  calling  for 
“gun  control”  to  remove 
firearms  from  the  general 
public  is  a  misunderstand¬ 
ing  of  mass  shootings.  In 


many  instances,  these  are 
cases  of  abnormal  behavior 
being  unreported  or  treat¬ 
ed,  and  once  these  indi¬ 
viduals  go  to  obtain  these 
firearms  nothing  is  done. 

The  mass  shooting  in 
Texas  was  a  case  of  an 
individual  with  a  known 
violent  criminal  history 
who  was  not  entered  into 
the  national  database.  This 
would  have  prevented  him 
from  purchasing  a  firearm, 
thus  preventing  the  Texas 
shooting.  If  we  have  pol¬ 
icies  in  place  for  the  gov¬ 
ernment  to  act  on,  what 
would  more  regulation  do 


for  a  government  that  has 
already  struggled  to  do  the 
work  already  in  place  for 
them? 

In  the  case  of  the  most 
recent  shooting  in  Park¬ 
land,  Fla.,  the  shooter 
was  reported  to  the  FBI 
on  several  occasions  for 
repeated  threats  to  shoot 
innocent  students.  One  of 
the  tools  used  to  investi¬ 
gate  this  deranged  indi¬ 
vidual  was  his  Instagram 
account  where  he  posts 
photos  of  him  holding  a 
gun  as  well  as  several  he 
had  on  his  bed.  Cruz  was 
expelled  from  school  for 


several  behavioral  issues 
as  well  as  having  a  broken 
home  life.  The  FBI  said 
no  action  could  be  taken 
because  nothing  illegal 
had  been  done.  How  do 
we  find  a  healthy  balance 
between  infringing  upon 
the  rights  of  American 
citizens  and  protecting  the 
well-being  of  the  whole? 

At  some  point,  we  must 
decide  what  we’re  willing 
to  allow  in  order  to  feel 
safe,  and  some  common 
ground  must  be  found.

Led  by  second-year 
Head  Coach  Bob  Cer- 
venka,  and  guided  by  As¬ 
sistant  Coaches  Mike  Pri- 
zy  (Distance)  and  Brent 
Graham  (Throws),  the 
Chaparrals  look  to  further 
establish  their  accredited 
program  on  the  national 
stage.  Our  qualified  ath¬ 
letes  will  compete  against 
the  best  junior  college  ath¬ 
letes  in  the  country,  with 
a  tremendous  opportuni¬ 
ty  to  display  their  talents 
to  the  recruiting  staffs 
and  coaches  of  four-year 
schools.  Nationals  provide 
a  stepping-stone  to  the 
next  exciting  chapter  in 
their  academic  and  athletic 
careers. 

Qualifying  two  more 
athletes  than  last  season, 
COD’s  locally-grown 


talent  includes,  Torrain 
Haughton  of  Maine  East 
HS,  competing  in  800m 
and  4x4  relays,  Rachael 
Ramon  of  Nequa  Valley 
HS  (Triple  Jump),  Ken¬ 
neth  Brown  of  Plainfield 
South  HS  (4x4  relays), 
Justin  Rivers  of  Boling¬ 
brook  HS  (High  Jump, 
4x4  relays),  Emma  Fox  of 
West  Chicago  HS  (Triple 
Jump),  Eric  Ellefson  of 
Conant  HS  (Pole  Vault), 
Daniel  Ferenc  of  Down¬ 
ers  Grove  North  HS  (Pole 
Vault),  Peyton  Chap¬ 
men  of  Bollingbrook  HS 
(800m,  1000m,  4x4  relays), 
and  NickTegtmeier  of  Ly¬ 
ons  Township  HS  (Shot 
Put). 

Speaking  on  what  makes 
COD’s  program  so  special 
and  why  his  program  is 
the  right  place  for  students 
to  develop  their  talents, 
Cervenka  explained,  “Our 
school  is  affordable  and 
you  get  a  great  education. 
It  prepares  you  to  continue 
at  a  four-year  institution 
with  money  in  your  pocket 
versus  being  disadvantaged 
by  student  debt.” 

Explaining  the  nature 
of  their  competition,  Cer¬ 


venka  said  COD  track 
and  field  athletes  compete 
against  a  wide  variety  of 
high-level  schools. 

“We  compete  against 
Division  I,  Division  II  and 
Division  III  schools;  we 
hardly  compete  against 
other  Junior  Colleges,”  he 
said.  “Every  time  we  go  to 
a  competition  it  is  almost 
like  an  audition  because 
you  have  the  opportunity 
to  go  there  and  show  off 
your  talents  to  the  oth¬ 
er  head  coaches  and  their 
programs.” 

Cervenka  effuses  with 
pride  in  his  team’s  aca¬ 
demic  accomplishments, 
pointing  out  the  strength 
of  his  entire  squad.  Two 
All-American  athletes 
from  last  season  went  on 
to  four-year  institutions 
on  athletic  scholarships. 
Cervenka  imbeds  the 
mentality  in  his  athletes, 
if  you  maintain  yourself 
academically  then  nothing 
can  impede  your  progress. 

Coach  Prizy  further 
elaborated  why  COD  fa¬ 
cilitates  the  growth  nec¬ 
essary  for  athletes  to  prog¬ 
ress  onto  the  next  level. 

“Our  school  has  a  great 


reputation,”  Prizy  said.  “If 
our  athletes  compete  well, 
and  perform  academically, 
they  set  themselves  up  nice 
to  go  to  a  great  four-year 
school.” 

One  of  the  team’s  stand¬ 
out  athletes  is  Torrain 
Haughton  who  placed  3rd 
in  the  800m  in  last  sea¬ 
son’s  nationals.  Through 
coaches’  persistence  and 
his  determination,  more 
mileage  and  morning  run¬ 
ning  have  helped  Haugh¬ 
ton  maintain  and  improve 
upon  his  stellar  athletic 
performances.  Haughton 
is  confident  he  can  beat 
the  times  that  placed  him 
on  the  podium  last  year. 
He  also  dispelled  the  no¬ 
tion  there  is  a  difficulty  or 
stigma  getting  recruited 
as  a  student  from  a  junior 
college. 

“As  a  junior  college, 
who  we  compete  against  is 
pretty  impressive,”  Haugh¬ 
ton  said.  “I  have  coaches 
from  all  types  of  programs 
reaching  out  to  me,  who 
have  gotten  a  chance  to  see 
me  compete.”  Haughton 
believes  a  strong  showing 
at  nationals  will  enhance 
his  recruiting  appeal. 


With  similar  ambitious 
aspirations,  Triple  Jump¬ 
er  Rachael  Ramon  hopes 
nationals  will  provide  her 
the  motivation  to  take  her 
jumping  to  new  lengths. 

“The  scenery  and  ener¬ 
gy  of  Texas  Tech  will  help 
motivate  me  to  compete 
better  than  I  ever  have,” 
she  said. 

Inspired  to  play  track 
by  her  mother’s  wishes, 
and  majoring  in  engineer¬ 
ing,  Ramon  spoke  about 
the  commitment  it  takes 
to  maintain  a  professional 
balance  between  academ¬ 
ics  and  her  athletics. 

“Coach  is  always  on  us 
to  go  to  class  and  get  good 
grades,”  she  said.  “He  helps 
us  grow  into  a  maturity 
that  the  junior  college  fur¬ 
ther  develops.” 

Ramon  went  on  to  de¬ 
scribe  the  difficult  acclima¬ 
tion  from  being  a  standout 
high  school  athlete,  to 
competing  at  COD.  She 
said  she  was  shocked  at  the 
high  level  of  competition 
COD  competes  against. 
To  be  successful,  Ramon 
uses  an  incredibly  intense 
training  regime  to  tran¬ 
sition  and  develop  into  a 


dynamic  force  in  the  sport. 
However,  she  does  see 
COD’s  lack  of  an  indoor 
jumping  pit  as  an  imped^, 
iment  to  her  success. 

Nonetheless,  Ramon  is 
able  to  prepare  by  working 
arduously  on  her  strides, 
speed  and  timing. 

“For  Triple  Triple  Jump, 
if  I  change  the  speed  of 
my  run  then  the  timing 
needs  to  be  adjusted,”  she’ 
said.  “My  Coach  and  I 
try  to  work  on  my  speed 
to  find  the  right  board¬ 
ing.  It’s  about  hitting  the 
right  speed  and  timing  so 
the  momentum  carries  me 
through  the  jump.” 

Ramon,  Haughton  and 
all  the  other  qualified  ath¬ 
letes  go  into  nationals  with 
the  motivation  of  their  en¬ 
tire  season’s  efforts  and  a 
passionate  determination 
to  bring  their  dreams  on^ 
stride,  one  jump  or  one 
throw  closer  to  fruition.

How 
is  the  club  creating  an  in¬ 
clusive  environment  in 
engineering  disciplines? 
SWE  President  Nicole 
Amon  had  a  chat  with  the 
Courier: 

Vandy  Manyeh:  What 
inspired  you  to  study  engi¬ 
neering  at  COD? 

Nicole  Amon:  I  was 
inspired  to  study  engi¬ 
neering  when  I  was  in  8th 
grade.  I  attended  an  event 
called  “Introduce  a  Girl  to 
Engineering  Day”  at  Ar- 
gonne  National  Laborato¬ 
ry  (ANL).  I  really  enjoyed 
the  hands-on  building 
activides  we  did,  and  this 
encouraged  me  to  study 
engineering.  I  had  known 
about  COD  from  a  few 
friends  who  were  attending 
for  engineering,  and  my 


sister  encouraged  me  to  go 
to  COD  instead  of  Pur¬ 
due  University,  the  school 
I  was  going  to  attend.  Af¬ 
ter  I  graduated  from  high 
school,  I  made  the  quick 
decision  to  study  engineer¬ 
ing  at  COD.  and  this  may 
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have  been  my  best  decision 
so  far. 

VM:  What  is  SWE  at 
COD  all  about? 

NA:  SWE  at  COD  is 
a  group  where  we  share 
ideas,  work  together  on 
projects  and  expand  our 
knowledge  of  engineer¬ 
ing.  Our  activities  include 
STEM  outreach  and  tech¬ 
nical  projects  we  pick  up 
to  develop  our  skills  as 


engineers.  We  are  a  very 
supportive  group  here  to 
help  each  other  out  and 
encourage  individual  aca¬ 
demic  and  career  growth. 

VM:  Why  should  I  join 
SWE? 

NA:  All  students  are 


welcome  to  join  SWE. 
Although  the  title  says 
“Society  of  Women  Engi¬ 
neers,”  we  are  an  inclusive 
group  and  have  both  male 
and  female  members.  For 
women  who  join,  there 
are  added  benefits  be¬ 
cause  you  have  the  ability 
to  join  SWE  globally.  This 
is  a  membership  that  you 
pay  for  which  gives  you 
connections  to  go  to  the

SWE  regional  conference 
and  meet  several  engi¬ 
neers  and  speakers.  It  is 
also  very  beneficial  to  join 
because  there  are  several 
scholarships  you  become 
eligible  for.  Also,  I  think 
SWE  is  great  because  we 
try  to  work  on  things  that 
different  people  are  inter¬ 
ested  in.  While  we  have 
our  main  projects  and 
events  we  do  every  year, 
we  are  always  picking  up 
small  newer  projects  every 
semester.  Because  SWE  is 
a  smaller  group,  students 
also  have  the  opportuni¬ 
ty  to  gain  leadership  roles 
fairly  quickly  in  their  time 
at  COD  if  they  are  inter¬ 
ested.  In  my  experience,  I 
was  treasurer  my  first  se¬ 
mester  at  COD,  and  this  is 
now  my  third  semester  as 
president.  This  is  a  great 
chance  for  students  to  gain 
leadership  experience. 

VM:  What  are  some  of 
SWE’s  ongoing  initiatives/ 
projects? 

NA:  SWE  has  been 
working  on  a  QuarkNet 
Radio  Telescope  project 
with  Fermilab.  We  have 
been  working  on  pro¬ 
gramming  a  Raspberry  Pi 
to  track  voltage  over  time 
with  a  car  battery  and  in¬ 
tend  to  later  be  able  to 
hook  this  up  to  the  actual 
radio  telescope.  We  are 
working  on  integrating  a 
solar  panel  and  a  battery. 
The  solar  panel  will  charge 
the  battery.  In  addition,  we 
are  also  building  a  volt¬ 
age  monitor  that  will  keep 
track  of  the  battery  voltage 
and  ensure  dtat  charging  is 
taking  place.  SWE  is  also 


working  on  a  Girl  Scouts 
Badge  Day  with  a  couple 
local  troops.  This  day  will 
include  si 6  third  grade 
girls  and  one  first  grade 
girl.  We  will  be  helping 
these  girls  learn  about  pro¬ 
gramming  and  program 
a  robot  to  complete  their 
Programming  a  Robot 
Badge.  SWE  held  its  first 
Networking  Night  last 
April,  and  we  will  be  host¬ 
ing  another  one  this  April. 
This  night  gives  students 
the  opportunity  to  talk  to 
professionals,  ask  questions 
and  get  career  advice.  We 
will  be  inviting  scientists 
and  engineers  from  Ar¬ 
gonne  National  Labora¬ 
tory,  Fermilab  and  several 
local  industries.  This  helps 
students  develop  their  net¬ 
working  skills  and  gives 
them  the  opportunity  to 
even  possibly  get  an  intern¬ 
ship.  At  STEMcon,  SWE 
has  a  booth,  and  this  year 
we  are  making  flashlights. 
We  always  use  STEM¬ 
con  as  an  opportunity  for 
kids  to  make  something  of 
their  own  and  learn  a  little 
bit  about  engineering.  It  is 
always  awesome  to  see  kids 
amazed  at  what  they  are 
able  to  do  with  just  a  few 
materials. 

VM:  What  opportuni¬ 
ties  are  available  to  stu¬ 
dents  pursuing  a  degree 
in  a  STEM-related  field  at 
COD? 

NA:  Students  pursuing  a 
degree  in  a  STEM-related 
held  at  COD  have  oppor¬ 
tunities  such  as  SWE  and 
other  STEM-related  clubs 
to  gain  more  experience 
in  engineering.  Also,  the 


internship  opportunities 
are  great  because  two  na¬ 
tional  labs,  Argonne  and 
Fermilab,  are  right  near 
COD,  and  the  professors 
here  work  very  hard  to 
get  students  opportunities 
for  internships.  Students 
have  the  opportunity  to 
get  internships  through 
the  Community  College 
Internship,  Summer  Un¬ 
dergraduate  Laboratory 
Internship  and  applying 
directly  to  the  labs  for  dif¬ 
ferent  research  internships. 
I  think  COD  does  a  great 
job  for  internship  opportu¬ 
nities  for  its  students. 

VM:  What  are  your 
long-term  goals  as  an  as¬ 
piring  engineer? 

NA:  Long-term,  I  know 
I  would  like  to  continue 
my  education  and  even¬ 
tually  get  my  Ph.D.  I  cur¬ 
rently  have  an  internship 
at  Argonne,  and  this  had 
made  me  interested  in  re¬ 
search  as  I  advance  in  my 
career.  The  research  done 
at  Argonne  is  amazing, 
and  I  would  love  to  be  a 
part  of  it  once  I  graduate.

he  large,  open 
area  of  tables 
and  chairs  out¬ 
side  Starbucks  has  a  his¬ 
tory  of  noise  complaints, 
according  to  College  of 
DuPage  Police  Chief  Jo¬ 
seph  Mulhn.  Now  COD 
administration  has  to  fig¬ 
ure  out  the  best  way  to 
handle  the  situation. 

The  involvement  of  the 
administration  comes  after 
a  litany  of  “demeaning” 
and  “degrading”  verbal 
warnings  from  officers  to 
black  students  who  use  the 
space  during  breaks  from 
classes. 

On  Mar.  1,  the  Black 
Student  Alliance  (BSA)  re¬ 
quested  a  public  meeting 
with  the  police  department 
to  find  a  way  forward. 

“This  is  a  space  that’s 
not  well  defined,”  said 
Mullin.  “The  first  thing 
that  we  all  need  to  do  is 
to  figure  out  what  it  is  for. 
In  that  way,  we  share  the 
same  expectations.” 


COD  Police  Depart¬ 
ment  must  respond  to  calls 
at  any  time  of  the  day; 
complaints  about  noise  are 
no  exception. 

The  SSC  atrium  is  one 
of  the  busiest  and  noisiest 
places  on  campus.  There  is 
a  Campus  Central,  a  one- 
stop  shop  where  students 
and  community  members 
receive  assistance  from 
knowledgeable  staff.  On 
both  sides  of  the  atrium 
are  offices  for  key  depart¬ 
ments  under  Student  Life. 

But  the  presence  of 
students  within  the  same 
space  where  seats  and  ta¬ 
bles  are  set  up  appears  to 
be  a  problem. 

“The  officers  are  inter¬ 
acting  with  us  like  we  are 
threats  and  not  students,” 
said  Lenier  Gayton,  a  stu¬ 
dent  who  had  a  recent  in¬ 
teraction  about  noise  com¬ 
plaints  with  an  officer. 

Speaking  about  his  re¬ 
cent  interaction  with  a 
campus  police  officer, 


Gayton  said  he  cannot  un¬ 
derstand  why  the  officer 
who  showed  up  sounded 
so  frustrated  that  he  even 
referred  to  his  group  as 
“high  school  students.” 
According  to  him,  officers 
aren’t  telling  the  same 
group  of  students  to  keep 
quiet  every  time  since  they 
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all  have  different  class 
schedules  and  leisure  time. 

Another  student,  Mike 
Carmona,  corroborated 
Gayton’s  account. 

“We  felt  the  officer 
who  showed  up  was  ag¬ 
gressive,”  said  Carmona. 
“When  we  get  out  of  class, 
we  want  to  sit  down  with 
our  friends  and  families;  to 
be  honest,  our  volume  was 
reasonable.” 


In  another  incident  in¬ 
volving  Tanika  Moore,  an 
officer  threatened  her  with 
trespassing  charges  simply 
because  she  did  not  have 
her  COD  identification 
card  with  her. 

“The  officer  referred 
to  me  as  a  ‘dude,’”  said 
Moore.  “I  walked  out  of 


it  because  I  never  wanted 
any  confrontation  with  a 
police  officer.” 

This  was  all  happening 
when  her  friend  was  expe¬ 
riencing  a  panic  attack. 

“The  officers  were  too 
focused  on  us  and  nev¬ 
er  saw  that  she  was  hav¬ 
ing  a  breakdown,”  added 
Moore. 

The  students  didn’t 
mince  words,  and  when 


it  was  time  for  the  police 
department  to  explain  its 
actions,  Mullin  offered  an 
apology  and  lauded  the 
students  for  organizing  the 
discussion. 

“I  don’t  want  to  say  we 
did  everything  right,”  said 
Mullin.  “We  screw  up;  we 
are  people.  If  we  didn’t  do 
our  best  work  that  day,  and 
it  affected  you,  I  do  apolo¬ 
gize  for  it.” 

At  COD,  officers  receiv¬ 
ing  a  noise  complaint  will 
respond  to  the  area  and 
attempt  to  determine  what 
is  occurring  and  then  seek 
to  address  the  complaint 
by  working  with  individu¬ 
als  to  set  the  volume  to  the 
expected,  acceptable  level. 
As  the  source  of  the  noise 
and  environmental  expec¬ 
tations  vary,  so  does  the 
approach  of  officers,  but 
the  goal  is  always  to  obtain 
voluntary  compliance  with 
the  rules,  according  to  the 
police  department. 

Finding  a  common 


ground  was  the  purpose  of 
the  discussion  that  includ¬ 
ed  members  of  the  BSA, 
the  office  for  diversity  and 
inclusion  and  the  police 
department. 

“The  genesis  of  this 
conversation  may  have  its 
place  in  the  atrium,  but  I 
wanted  to  get  everyone  to¬ 
gether  so  that  we  can  have 
a  realistic  understanding 
of  who  we  all  are  and  not 
make  a  determination  on 
an  incident  and  a  place,” 
said  David  Swope,  manag¬ 
er  of  the  center  for  diversi¬ 
ty  and  inclusion. 

All  parties  agreed  to 
bring  together  policy  mak¬ 
ers  and  other  users  of  the 
space  to  set  some  expecta¬ 
tions  about  the  atrium.

The  American  Bar  Association  visits  the  COD 
Paralegal  Program  for  reaccreditation.

For  the  second 
rime  in  the  ex¬ 
istence  of  the 
paralegal  program  at  Col¬ 
lege  of  DuPage  (COD), 
it’s  on  the  hot  seat.  Every 
seven  years  the  program 
faces  the  re-approval  pro¬ 
cess  required  to  maintain 
American  Bar  Association 
(ABA)  approved  status. 
Without  this  status,  the 
program  loses  its  credibil¬ 
ity.  Students  at  COD  who 
participate  in  the  paralegal 
program  all  know  how  vi¬ 


tal  this  is,  not  only  for  the 
school,  but  for  their  own 
future.  Today,  graduating 
from  an  ABA-approved 
program  is  a  standard  re¬ 
quirement  for  most  em¬ 
ployers. 

Professor  Linda  Jenkins 
teaches  in  the  paralegal 
program.  She  explained 
why  this  was  so  important. 

“Our  program  is  top 
flight;  it  complies  with  all 
the  rules  and  regulations,” 
she  said.  “The  students  are 
subject  to  the  best  of  the 


best  as  far  as  the  quality, 
and  the  expectations  are  so 
high  because  the  ABA  has 
to  approve  all  of  that. 

“It’s  much  tougher  for 
a  student  going  through  a 
non-ABA  approved  pro¬ 
gram  to  find  a  job,”  Jen¬ 
kins  continued.  “COD  be¬ 
ing  such  a  superior  school, 
and  having  ABA  approval 
on  top  of  that. . .  it’s  invalu¬ 
able  when  you’re  looking 
for  a  job.” 

Professor  Sally  Fair¬ 
banks,  the  program  co¬ 


ordinator,  reiterated  this, 
saying  “It  gives  students 
confidence  that  it’s  a  good 
program,  that  they  can 
take  pride  in  the  excellence 
of  the  education,  and  they 
can  feel  that  this  is  the  gold 
standard.” 

Not  long  after  the  para¬ 
legal  program  at  College 
of  DuPage  began  in  2006, 
Fairbanks  and  a  team  of 
co-advisers  began  the  pro¬ 
cess  of  applying  and  pre¬ 
paring  for  initial  approval 
status  with  the  ABA.  This 


included  having  the  right 
number  of  general  edu¬ 
cation  and  legal  specialty 
classes,  a  two-tiered  pro¬ 
gram,  and  an  internship. 

“I  wanted  to  have  an  in¬ 
ternship  that  was  designed 
so  that  practical  paralegal 
skills  were  taught,  because 
that’s  where  the  focus  is  on 
practical  skills  and  ethics,” 
Fairbanks  said.  “So  as  long 
as  I  had  those  two  compo¬ 
nents  built  in,  I  felt  that  we 
were  on  track  for  ABA  ap¬ 
proval.” 

The  program  first 
achieved  ABA  approval 
in  2010,  and,  since  then, 
the  professors  involved  in 
the  program  have  worked 
to  maintain  the  standards 
required  to  keep  that  ap¬ 
proval,  including  filing 
interim  reports  every  two 
and  a  half  years.  * 

On  Feb.  19,  the  ABA 
site  team  toured  the  school 
with  Fairbanks  and  met 
with  COD  President  Ann 
Rondeau.  This  visit  also  in¬ 
cluded  a  tour  of  the  library, 
meetings  with  students  and 
professors  and  a  sit  in  on 
one  of  the  paralegal  stud¬ 
ies  classes.  The  process  of 
preparing  for  this  visit  is  no 
small  feat.  The  application 
process  began  in  2016.  In- 
depth  reports  were  put  to¬ 
gether  with  details  on  the 
program,  the  courses  and 
materials  available  and 
information  on  opportuni¬ 
ties  and  resources  available 
for  students  participating 
in  the  program. 

Every  professor  in  the 
program  prepared  detailed 
resumes  and  information 
about  all  of  their  classes. 


The  ABA  wants  to  know 
what  experience  each  pro¬ 
fessor  had  with  paralegals 
while  practicing  law.  Port¬ 
folios  from  each  class  in¬ 
cluded  syllabi,  assignments 
and  examples  of  graded 
student  work.  The  ABA 
site  team  checks  to  see 
if  the  syllabus  meets  the 
standards  required,  such 
as  the  number  of  writ¬ 
ing  assignments  assigned. 
Every  paralegal  studies 
class  must  include  an  eth¬ 
ics  assignment  to  ensure 
students  understand  how 
crucial  ethical  behavior  is 
in  the  legal  field. 

During  the  visit,  the 
ABA  site  team  spoke  to 
faculty  members,  students 
and  alumni  of  the  pro¬ 
gram.  Students  were  asked 
whether  they  were  provid¬ 
ed  with  adequate  infor¬ 
mation  during  orientation 
on,  not  only  the  program, 
but  also  the  many  national 
organizations  available  for 
paralegals  to  join.  Students 
received  a  chance  to  share 
their  thoughts  on  the  qual¬ 
ity  of  the  program  and 
professors  as  well. 

At  COD,  the  Paralegal 
Program  offers  plenty  of 
opportunities  for  students 
to  immerse  themselves  in 
the  subject  and  supple¬ 
ment  their  learning,  both 
in  and  outside  of  the  class¬ 
room.  This  includes  the 
opportunity  to  apply  for 
the  LEX  honor  program 
and  to  be  involved  with 
the  Paralegal  Club  here 
on  campus.  The  Parale¬ 
gal  Club  hosts  seminars, 
speakers  and  events  on  a 
weekly  basis.  While  there  is 
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a  social  aspect  to  the  club, 
it  is  also  a  great  chance  for 
students  to  network  and 
hear  from  other  profes¬ 
sionals  in  the  area.  There 
are  also  competitions  and 
scholarship  programs.  In 
2017  two  students  from 
COD  received  S500  LEX 
scholarships. 

Lori  Swanson  is  the  cur¬ 
rent  president  of  the  Para¬ 
legal  Club.  She  attended 
the  student  meeting  with 
the  ABA  on  Feb.  19  to 
share  her  thoughts  on  the 
extracurricular  opportuni¬ 
ties. 

“I  have  truly  enjoyed 
getting  to  know  other  stu¬ 
dents  that  share  the  same 
passion  in  learning  about 
the  paralegal  profession,” 
she  said.  “These  friends 
will  be  the  people  I  net¬ 
work  with  throughout  my 
paralegal  career. 

“I  am  proud  of  winning 
a  merit  scholarship  and 
being  inducted  into  the 
LEX  National  Paralegal 
Honor  Society,”  she  con¬ 


tinued.  “These  are  accom¬ 
plishments  that  I  am  able 
to  include  on  my  resume. 
They  will  help  me  stand 
out  above  the  competi¬ 
tion.” 

Christine  Kickels,  a 
professor  and  reference  li¬ 
brarian  at  COD,  also  met 
with  the  ABA  site  team.  In 
order  to  maintain  the  ABA 
approval  status  there  are 
minimum  requirements 
the  library  must  also  meet. 
This  includes  access  to 
state  statutes,  encyclope¬ 
dias  and  citation  manuals. 
There  are  also  materials 
that  are  not  required,  but 
must  be  included  in  the  re¬ 
port  for  the  ABA  members 
to  review.  These  include 
class  textbooks  and  peri¬ 
odicals.  Westlaw,  in  partic¬ 
ular,  is  a  vital  resource  for 
students  in  the  Paralegal 
program.  The  site  provides 
access  to  innumerable  cas¬ 
es,  statutes  and  other  legal 
documents. 

“It’s  expensive,”  Kickels 
said  of  the  $20,000-a-year 


asset,  “but  good  informa¬ 
tion,  well  organized  infor¬ 
mation,  vetted  information 
is  going  to  cost  you.  We  see 
it  as  an  investment  in  our 
students  and  our  commu¬ 
nity.” 

The  College  of  DuP- 
age  library  goes  above  and 
beyond  what  is  required 
by  the  ABA,  but  Kickels 
stressed  that  providing 
these  up-to-date  materials 
and  resources  is  part  of 
what  makes  the  program 
so  successful.  The  ABA 
also  wants  to  know  what 
kind  of  instruction  the  li¬ 
brary  provides,  especially 
on  the  use  of  legal  sites, 
law  books  and  journals. 

Kickels  said  the  job  of 
staying  up  to  date,  is  not 
something  done  in  prepa¬ 
ration  for  the  ABA  visit.  It 
is  a  consistent  process. 

“It’s  a  marathon,”  she 
said.  “It  is  a  constant  thing. 
Every  year  I  keep  tabs  on 
things  and  meet  with  Sally, 
and  I  serve  on  the  advisory 
council.  It’s  not  a  one-shot 


thing. 

“I  would  put  up  our 
collection  against  any 
paralegal  program,”  she 
continued.  “Having  ABA 
approval  is  a  good  thing, 
but  we  work  hard  to  keep 
that.  We  knew  it  would  be 
necessary  for  our  gradu¬ 
ates  to  be  distinguished 
in  the  workforce.  So  it’s 
worth  it.” 

Achieving  ABA  approv¬ 
al  is  not  something  every 
school  can  do,  but  having 
ABA  standards  benefit  the 
students  and  the  school  as 
a  whole. 

“Anytime  you  have  an 
accreditation  team  coming 
to  campus  you  have  more 
exposure  in  the  country 
about  your  program,” 
Kickels  said.  “The  more 
activity  we  have  on  cam¬ 
pus,  the  more  notoriety, 
it  brings  attention  to  the 
campus  in  general.” 

“There  are  stellar  facul¬ 
ty  here  that  are  committed, 
that  have  not  settled  for 
just  the  status  quo.  They 


look  for  ways  to  make  our 
programs  distinguished 
amongst  others.” 

Fairbanks  also  com¬ 
mented  on  the  caliber  of 
the  program  at  COD. 

“Employers  have  said 
to  me  that  they  will  only 
hire  from  our  program  be¬ 
cause  they  really  feel  that 
the  education  is  so  sound,” 
she  said.  “I’ve  had  students 
jump  over  district  lines  to 
take  our  program  over 
our  competitor’s  program, 
even  if  they  live  closer  to 
the  competitor.” 

Swanson  echoed  this 
idea. 

“I  have  been  nothing 
but  impressed  with  COD's 
paralegal  program,”  she 
said.  “The  faculty  have 
been  amazing,  and  I  truly 
felt  like  they  cared  about 
helping  their  students  suc¬ 
ceed.  The  educational  ex¬ 
perience  of  COD’s  para¬ 
legal  program  is  unrivaled, 
in  my  opinion.”

Adapting  Pillars  tells  the  story  of  human  and  nature 
relationships

ntil  last  semes¬ 
ter,  College  of 
DuPage  art 
student  Karolina  Szumilas 
had  never  before  worked 
with  sculptures.  Fast  for¬ 
ward  a  few  months,  and 
she  has  her  own  solo  ex¬ 
hibit. 

‘Adapting  Pillars”  takes 
synthetic  materials  and 
turns  them  into  nature-in- 
spired  sculptures.  Each 
piece  in  the  gallery  is 
meant  to  represent  a  spe¬ 
cific  stage  within  nature. 
The  structures  are  meant 


to  show  nature  adapting  to 
new  man-made  environ¬ 
ments. 

Szumilas  said  she  found 
her  muse  in  a  3D  media 
class,  where  she  received 
the  opportunity  to  express 
her  creativity  in  a  new  way. 

“It  was  the  first  time  I 
did  sculpture  work,”  said 
Szumilas.  “It  is  kind  of  a 
theme  with  my  artwork. 
I  started  with  photogra¬ 
phy...  then  went  on  to 
painting. . .  and  now  sculp¬ 
tures.” 

Crocheted  poly  rope, 


bubble  wrap,  spray  paint 
and  large  stones  are  some 
of  the  materials  used  with¬ 
in  the  sculptures,  different 
from  anything  that  Szumi¬ 
las  used  before. 

Szumilas  crocheted  the 
rope  and  spray-painted  it 
with  bright  colors  to  mim¬ 
ic  ideas  within  nature  and 
filled  the  rope  “cocoons” 
with  plastic  materials  to 
represent  the  human  pres¬ 
ence  in  within  the  environ¬ 
ment. 

Two  of  the  cocoons  are 
placed  on  the  floor,  meant 


to  represent  a  specific 
stage  in  nature,  whether  it 
be  life  or  death.  The  oth¬ 
er  cocoons  are  hanging 
throughout  the  gallery  to 
represent  life  and  creation. 

Over  the  past  hundred 
years,  humans  and  nature 
have  not  had  the  best  rela¬ 
tionship.  Areas  that  were 
once  free  from  the  touch 
of  human  civilization  have 
become  molded  to  fit  their 
needs.  The  world,  in  short, 
has  been  changed  almost 
entirely. 

“One  person  came  up  to 


me  and  told  me  [the  sculp¬ 
tures]  reminded  me  of  the 
ocean,”  said  Szumilas.  “It 
is  really  sad,  but  that  is 
kind  of  the  point  of  it.” 

In  her  third  year  at 
COD,  Szumilas  prefers 
painting  over  other  forms 
of  media,  though  she  is 
open  to  trying  different 
ways  of  creating  art.  She 
has  applied  to  various 
schools  to  continue  her  ed¬ 
ucation  in  art,  potentially 
attending  Oregon  College 
of  Art  and  Craft  to  pursue 
a  degree  in  painting.

Goldberg  Machine

/magine  a  cardboard 
structure  with  a  kit¬ 
ten  stuffed  animal 
on  top,  a  few  plastic  pipes 
and  a  lime  green  balloon. 
Now  imagine  that  same 
contraption  being  used  to 
pour  a  bowl  of  cereal. 

Rube  Goldberg,  though 
being  an  inventor,  was 
also  known  for  being  a 
cartoonist.  With  that  in 
mind,  it’s  no  surprise  that 
his  famous  “Rube  Gold¬ 
berg  Machines”  look  like 
something  straight  out  of  a 


cartoon.  The  machines  are 
creative,  impractical  and 
often  made  out  of  a  pile  of 
junk. 

Rube  Goldberg  ma¬ 
chines  have  become  so 
popular  since  their  debut 
in  1928  that  competitions 
are  frequently  hosted  in 
their  honor.  At  Purdue 
University  in  Indiana,  the 
National  Rube  Goldberg 
Machine  Competition  has 
been  hosted  annually  since 
1988. 

To  celebrate  the  30th 


anniversary  of  the  com¬ 
petitions,  the  competition 
presented  the  “Pour  a 
Bowl  of  Cereal”  challenge. 
The  machine  is  supposed 
to  complete  the  task  of 
pouring  a  bowl  of  cereal  in 
a  unique  fashion.  Previous 
contest  themes  included: 
Apply  a  Band-aid,  Open 
an  Umbrella  and  Erase  a 
Chalkboard. 

The  College  of  DuP- 
age  (COD)  Engineering 
and  Technology  Club  ac¬ 
cepted  the  task,  built  their 


very  own  Rube  Goldberg 
machine  and  entered  it  in 
the  national  competition. 
That  very  machine  has 
been  brought  back  to  cam¬ 
pus  and  can  now  be  seen 
in  the  Techcetera  Gallery. 

“The  machine  was  com¬ 
pleted  in  3  weeks  with 
some  2  months  of  plan¬ 
ning,”  said  Remzo  Vega, 
team  leader  for  the  com¬ 
petition.  “Originally  and 
ideally,  the  construction 
had  started  3  months  in 
advance.  However,  the 


complexity  and  scale  of 
the  machine  had  to  be  cut 
down  to  meet  the  deadline. 
This  resulted  in  a  restart  of 
the  build.” 

The  Engineering  and 
Technology  Club  pre¬ 
sented  their  machine  to 
the  Engineering  Student 
Council  Line  Division  III 
on  Feb  17,  2018.  They 
were  the  only  community 
college  to  enter  a  machine 
into  the  contest. 

“Everyone  on  board 
works  together  extremely 


hard  as  showtime  quickly 
approaches  and  the  feeling 
of  competing  against  insti¬ 
tutions  much  larger  than 
ours  resonates  throughout 
the  team,”  said  Vega. 

Their  Rube  Goldberg 
machine  will  be  held  in  the 
Techcetera  Gallery  now 
until  March  23  in  Stu¬ 
dent  Service  Center  (SSC) 
2211.  The  gallery  is 
open  Monday  through 
Friday  from  1 1  a.m.  to 
3  p.m.

mericans  love 
to  throw  things 
away.  In  fact, 
America  is  among  the  top 
in  food  waste  production 
in  the  world.  According 
to  the  United  States  De¬ 


partment  of  Agriculture, 
an  estimated  133  billion 
pounds  of  food  is  thrown 
away  every  year  in  Ameri¬ 
ca  alone:  and  that’s  not  the 
only  environmental  issue 
that  current  generations 


need  to  worry  about. 

Returning  for  a  fourth 
semester,  the  College  of 
DuPage  (COD)  will  host 
the  Sustainability  Film  and 
Discussion  Series,  shar¬ 
ing  a  total  of  four  envi¬ 
ronmental  documentaries 
and  movies.  Each  film  is 
free  and  shown  in  Health 
and  Science  Center  (HSC) 
1234  at  7  p.m. 

The  goal  is  to  use  film 
as  an  educational  tool  to 
inform  the  audience  of 
the  pressing  issues  facing 
the  planet,  including  the 
impacts  of  oil  spills,  the 
consequences  of  a  fashion 
industry  that  doesn’t  prior¬ 
itize  sustainability  and  the 
depleting  bee  population. 

“We  don’t  have  a  choice; 
we  must  become  actors 
in  change,”  said  Deborah 
Adelman,  professor  of 
english  and  co-director  of 
the  Community  Education 
Farm. 

The  first  of  the  four  doc¬ 


umentaries  being  shown 
is  Wasted!  The  Story  of 
Food  Waste  on  March  6. 
This  documentary  aims  to 
touch  on  the  issue  of  food 
waste  and  how  it  contrib¬ 
utes  to  climate  change. 
This  film  is  partnered  with 
the  One  Earth  Film  Fes¬ 
tival,  a  Chicagoland  film 
festival  that  shows  environ¬ 
mental  documentaries  in 
several  venues  in  the  area. 

After  the  Spill  on  March 
8  is  also  partnered  with  the 
One  Earth  Film  Festival 
along  with  the  Glen  Ellyn 
Environmental  Commis¬ 
sion.  The  remaining  titles 
include  The  True  Cost  on 
April  18  and  Bee  People 
on  April  30. 

The  discussion  to  fol¬ 
low  each  documentary 
will  allow  the  audience  to 
interact  with  one  another 
and  talk  about  important 
aspects  of  creating  a  sus¬ 
tainable  future.  Faculty 
and  experts  on  the  topic 


can  typically  be  found  at 
the  film  screenings  to  help 
guide  discussions  and  an¬ 
swer  questions. 

“More  than  anything, 
I  hope  that  the  films  raise 


questions,”  said  Adelman. 
“It  is  not  enough  to  at¬ 
tend  a  film  screening,  it  is 
a  start.” 

The  film  series  takes 
place  every  spring  and  fall 
semester.  Some  of  the  past 
titles  shown  include:  Death 
by  Design,  the  story  of  the 
massive  technology  indus¬ 
try,  Switch,  highlighting 
the  shift  from  fossil  fuels 
to  renewable  energy  and 
even  Erin  Brockovich,  the 


story  of  a  woman  who  de¬ 
cides  to  pursue  a  legal  bat¬ 
tle  on  a  large  corporation. 

All  students,  faculty  and 
community  members  are 
encouraged  to  attend  the 


film  series.  Sustainability  is 
not  tied  to  one  discipline, 
but  rather  all  disciplines 
equally.  It  is  a  topic  that 
will  impact  generations  for 
years  to  come.

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We  need  to  change  our  approach  to  mental  health, 
not  give  our  teachers  guns

rhe  government 
has  been  under 
growing  pressure 
to  come  up  with  a  solution 
to  stop  mass  shootings, 
and  after  the  most  recent 
school  shooting  in  Florida 
in  which  17  people  were 
killed,  President  Donald 
Trump  proposed  arming 
teachers  with  guns  of  their 
own  so  they’d  be  able  to 
retaliate  in  the  event  of 
an  active  shooter.  Unfor¬ 
tunately,  what  happened 
in  Georgia  on  Feb.  28  per¬ 
fectly  illustrates  why  that’s 
a  bad  idea. 

Another  school  shooting 
scare  unfolded  in  north 
Georgia  as  reports  came 
in  about  a  high  school 
teacher  who’d  fired  a  gun 
after  barricading  himself 
in  a  classroom.  The  school 
went  into  lockdown  and, 
this  time,  no  one  was  hurt 
except  a  female  student 
who  injured  her  ankle 
while  running.  Police  even¬ 


tually  arrived  and  arrested 
the  teacher. 

The  job  of  a  teacher  is 
stressful  and  involves  facil¬ 
itating  students’  learning 
and  preparing  them  to  be 
productive  members  of 
society.  Adding  the  task  of 
carrying  a  gun  to  that  list 
could,  as  many  critics  have 
already  pointed  out,  have 
too  many  negative  conse¬ 
quences. 

For  starters,  there’s  a 
strong  possibility  of  unruly 
students  stealing  the  weap¬ 
on  from  teachers.  Then 
there’s  the  hard-to-ignore 
implications  it  would  have 
for  students  of  color.  As  a 
result  of  the  racism  that 
still  permeates  Ameri¬ 
can  society,  many  people 
of  color  are  made  to  be 
anxious  when  interacting 
with  armed  police  officers. 
Risking  bringing  that  ap¬ 
prehension  into  classrooms 
by  arming  teachers  would 
undoubtedly  taint  their 


learning  experience. 

There  are  simply  far 
too  many  ways  this  idea 
could  go  horribly  wrong. 
Many  schools  already  have 
armed  security  guards— 
people  whose  job  it  is  to 
respond  to  these  types  of 
situations— and  that  hasn’t 
managed  to  stop  these 
tragedies.  By  now,  we’ve 

rlfi - 


all  heard  about  the  armed 
school  resource  officer  who 
merely  stood  by  during  the 
Parkland  shooting. 

We  need  a  much  more 
foolproof  way  to  curb  the 
occurrence  of  these  kinds 
of  tragedies.  It’s  starts  with 
the  actual  schools.  Build 
schools  designed  to  safe¬ 
guard  against  active  shoot¬ 


ers.  Beyond  that,  more 
focus  needs  to  be  put  on 
improving  mental  health 
counseling  so  any  signs  of 
students— and  people  in 
general— in  distress  can  be 
caught  early. 

Physical  education  class¬ 
es  are  mandatory  for  the 
maintenance  of  student’s 
physical  health.  Once 


you  leave  school,  eating 
healthily  and  getting  regu¬ 
lar  exercise  is  strongly  en¬ 
couraged.  We  need  to  start 
placing  the  same  impor¬ 
tance  on  mental  health,  as 
it  is  just  as  integral  to  our 
overall  well  being. 

For  students,  meeting 
with  a  mental  health  coun¬ 
selor  should  be  manda¬ 


tory.  Not  only  would  this 
help  students  deal  with 
their  feelings  in  a  safe  and 
healthy  way,  but  it  would 
also  help  them  realize  the 
importance  of  taking  care 
of  their  mental  health  as 
they  get  older.  Increas¬ 
ing  the  number  of  men¬ 
tal  health  counselors  and 
enforcing  student  check¬ 
ins  with  the  counselors 
is  something  College  of 
DuPage  could  do  well 
to  implement.  Especial¬ 
ly  considering  we  have 
an  open  campus  where  it 
would  be  easy  for  anyone 
to  enter  with  a  gun. 

More  emphasis  should 
also  be  put  on  students 
getting  involved  in  extra¬ 
curricular  activities.  Con¬ 
necting  with  other  students 
who  have  similar  interests 
can  provide  a  sense  of  be¬ 
longing  for  students  who 
may  be  feeling  isolated, 
and  can  be  a  cathartic  ex¬ 
perience. 


At  a  town  hall  meeting 
hosted  by  CNN  where 
students  of  the  Parkland 
shootings  confronted  pol¬ 
iticians  about  gun  control 
laws,  National  Rifle  As¬ 
sociation  Spokeswoman 
Dana  Loesch  said  people 
who  are  mentally  ill  should 
not  have  access  to  guns. 

But  if  we  got  rid  of  the 
stigma  surrounding  mental 
health  and  started  taking  it 
more  seriously,  we  could 
make  strides  to  preventing 
people  from  spiralling  so 
out  of  control  they  would 
think  to  do  something  so 
heinous.  We  believe  that 
would  go  a  much  longer 
way  in  preventing  mass 
shootings  than  arming 
school  teachers  with  the 
same  type  of  weapons 
used  by  people  trained  in 
combat.

Power  is  a  finite 
entity  in  this 
country.

;  Jones’  openness  about  his 
disdain  for  NFL  Commis¬ 
sioner  Roger  Goodell  as 
well  as  the  unwarranted 


six-game  suspension  of 
Ezekiel  Elliott,  the  league 
is  suing  him  for  the  legal 
fees  needed  for  the  appeal 
process  of  Elliott’s  suspen¬ 
sion.  A  line  must  be  drawn. 
Goodell  should  not  be  al¬ 
lowed  to  be  continually 
incompetent  in  the  inter¬ 
disciplinary  action  of  the 
league.  Jones  is  completely 
validated  in  the  criticism 
of  Goodell. 

The  Dallas  Cowboys, 
the  poster  child  of  dys¬ 
function,  have  been  the 
target  of  yet  another 
Goodell  power  trip.  Elliott 


was  wrongly  suspended  for 
a  domestic  violence  case 
where  he  was  not  criminal¬ 
ly  charged  and  was  found 
to  not  have  substantial  case 
to  proceed.  The  NFL  had 
even  come  to  the  conclu¬ 
sion  that  the  woman  in 
question  was  in  fact  lying.

Goodell  has  done  some 
great  things  as  commis¬ 
sioner.

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Changes  to  COD's  Athletic  Training  Program?

/ntegral  to  being  a 
Chaparral  is  the  de¬ 
manding  of  excel¬ 
lence  and  the  innate  drive 
to  always  push  yourself 
forward  beyond  the  limits 
of  expectations.  They  are 
asked  to  push  through  ev¬ 
ery  barrier  of  resistance 
and  motivate  themselves  to 
exceed  into  an  ever-evolv¬ 
ing  pattern  of  self-im¬ 
provement. 

Sometimes  this  zealous 
drive  pushes  their  bodies 
to  the  extremes  of  their 
physicality.  They  strain. 
They  tear.  They  pull. 
They  cut.  They  bruise. 
They  bleed.  Sometimes,  in 
their  eager  efforts,  they  fall 
down  -  hard.  That’s  when 
College  of  DuPage’s  ath¬ 


letic  training  team  steps  in 
to  help  them  back  up  and 
heal  them  into  action. 

Whenever  Chaps  are 
in  dire  straits,  the  athletic 
training  team  is  there  to 
aid  their  physical  maladies 
and  help  them  recuperate 
to  get  back  to  competing  as 
soon  as  possible.  Contract¬ 
ed  by  the  school,  the  staff 
currendy  comprises  out¬ 
side  athletic  trainers  Na¬ 
than  Smith  and  Anne  Hin- 
ley,  who  are  both  employed 
by  the  independent  Athlet- 
ico.  Under  their  tutelage, 
five  students  (four  Chaps, 
and  one  athletic  training 
student  from  North  Cen¬ 
tral  College  working  on 
her  curriculum-mandat¬ 
ed  clinical  hours),  aid  in 


maintaining  the  health  of 
COD  athletes  and  ensure 
their  utmost  physical  po¬ 
tential. 

Currendy  in  her  fifth 
year  contracted  to  COD, 
Hinley’s  tenure  has  seen 
the  ambitious  construction 
of  a  new  athletic  training 
facility  and  the  installa¬ 
tion  of  new  rehab  equip¬ 
ment.  The  trainers  and 
students  keep  a  watchful 
eye  at  home  competitions 
and  aid  in  any  athlete’s  du¬ 
ress.  Often  for  further  care 
or  rehabilitation,  athletes 
must  visit  the  rehab  facility 
strategically  placed  in  the 
Field  House. 

Hinley  said  there  are 
many  factors  that  inspire 
students  to  pursue  a  career 


as  an  athletic  trainer. 

“It’s  really  been  a  mix 
of  everything,”  she  said. 
“Some  students  do  it  just 
because  it  is  a  job  that 
pays.  Others  are  interested 
in  the  profession.  We  had 
a  former  student  worker 
who  is  now  in  the  athletic 
training  program  at  North 
Central.  Some  other  stu¬ 
dents  were  interested  in 
the  other  healthcare  pro¬ 
fessions  such  as  physical 
therapy  or  occupational 
therapy.  We  even  had  a 
former  student  who  is  now 
at  a  nursing  program.” 

Student  worker  Sam 
Naughton  expressed  her 
passion,  “I  love  sports,  and 
my  entire  life  has  been 
centered  around  sports. 


I  have  often  gotten  hurt 
while  running  track  and 
playing  tennis,  so  I  have 
been  on  the  athletic  side 
of  having  to  go  through 
treatment.  I  also  really  like 
helping  people.  I  feel  this 
job  is  a  good  way  for  me  to 
still  be  working  with  sports 
and  athletes,  while  helping 
those  in  need  get  back  to 
playing  as  quick  as  possi¬ 
ble.  I  truly  can  understand 
the  frustrations  of  wanting 
to  get  back  to  playing  as 
quick  as  possible.” 

Naughton  intends  to 
continue  her  passion  at  the 
athletic  training  program 
at  Illinois  State  University. 
She  said  her  job  as  a  stu¬ 
dent  trainer  progresses  her 
in  her  academic  endeav¬ 


ours  and  provides  her  a  leg 
up  on  the  competition. 

“I  have  already  learned 
how  to  tape  a  bunch,”  she 
said.  Anne  will  quiz  me 
on  what  specific  stretches 
are  for,  what  to  do  in  cer¬ 
tain  situations,  and  what 
to  ask  when  hurt  athletes 
need  evaluation.  There  are 
certain  things  you  will  not 
learn  in  class  until  you  are 
out  there  experiencing  the 
job.  So  I  get  a  head  start 
because  I  get  to  learn  some 
of  the  things  the  classqs 
won’t  teach  you.” 

Hinley  elaborated,  “A 
lot  of  the  high-level  Di¬ 
vision  I  schools  do  not  let 
you  work  on  the  athletes 
until  you  are  a  senior.”  She 
further  explained,  there  is 
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a  new  athletic  training  cur¬ 
riculum  coming  into  effect 
next  year  which  is  based 
around  a  more  hands-on 
experience  instead  of  stu¬ 
dents  just  observing. 

The  collegiate  Athletic 
Training  program  certified 
through  the  Commission 
on  Accreditation  of  Ath¬ 
letic  Training  Education 
(CAATE)  is  having  the 
Curriculum  restructured. 
Before,  students  only 
needed  to  get  a  bache¬ 
lor’s  degree.  You  would  go 
through  the  athletic  train¬ 
ing  curriculum,  take  a  cer¬ 
tification  exam,  and  pass  it 
to  become  a  certified  ath¬ 
letic  trainer.  However,  in 
an  effort  to  eliminate  the 
turnover  of  some  students 


changing  their  profession, 
athletic  training  is  turning 
into  an  entry-level  master’s 
program. 

Hinley  believes  COD 
cannot  institute  a  CAATE 
accredited  athletic  training 
curriculum  because  there 
are  requirements  schools 
must  make,  and  being  a 
four-year  institution  is  one 
of  them. 

This  raises  the  question 
as  to  why  the  central  prem¬ 
ises  is  being  undermined 
of  community  colleges 
being  institutions  where 
students  can  affordably 
receive  transferable  credits 
into  their  profession-struc¬ 
tured  academic  careers  at 
accredited  four-year  col¬ 
leges? 


Hinley  believes,  “The 
required  courses  need  to 
be  through  their  athletic 
trainers  because  a  lot  of 
the  staff  athletic  trainers 
are  also  the  professors  of 
the  courses.  The  courses 
you  take  are  like  injury 
assessment,  modalities,  re¬ 
hab,  administration,  anat¬ 
omy,  and  kinesiology.” 

To  circumnavigate  this 
inconvenience,  Naughton 
has  taken  a  transferrable 
anatomy  class  along  with 
gen-eds  required  for  her 
degree  at  Illinois  State. 

When  further  discussing 
classes  students  can  take 
to  enhance  their  academ¬ 
ic  endeavours  in  athletic 
training,  Hinley  explained 
there  used  to  be  more 


classes  available.  They 
were  removed  from  the 
curriculum  because  for¬ 
mer  athletic  trainers  who 
worked  here  did  not  want 
to  teach  them. 

“However,  last  year  the 
athletic  director  at  the  time 
asked  Nate  and  I  if  we 
were  interested  in  teaching 
them,”  said  Hinley. 

“The  three  classes  that 
were  actually  in  the  cata¬ 
logue  were  Intro  to  Ath¬ 
letic  Training,  a  taping 
course  and  a  clinical  appli¬ 
cation  course,”  she  stated. 

Because  Hinley  has  a 
master’s  degree  she  can 
teach  athletic  training 
courses  here,  and  she  ex¬ 
pressed  her  interest  in 
teaching  a  course  over  the 


summer  term. 

Part  of  the  excitement 
of  athletic  training  is  it  is 
always  on  the  cutting  edge 
of  medical  breakthroughs. 
Trainers  are  constantly 
looking  for  ways  to  move 
their  field  forward  and 
improve  their  capacity  to 
offer  exceptional  medical 
care.  Hinley  would  love  to 
see  the  addition  to  COD’s 
facilities  of  a  treadmill,  an 
upper-arm  bike  and  the 
initiation  of  more  aquatic 
therapy  in  the  pool  to  fur¬ 
ther  the  effectiveness  of 
the  team’s  rehabilitation 
care.  Taking  care  of  the 
student-athlete’s  well-be¬ 
ing  is  of  utmost  impor¬ 
tance. 

Hinley  explained  why 


students  interested  in 
sports  and  medicine 
should  consider  athletic 
training  as  a  career  path, 
“We  do  this  job  because 
we  love  what  we  do;  it’s  not 
for  the  money.  It’s  all  about 
the  great  people  you  get  to 
work  with.  You  build  great 
relationships  with  the  ath¬ 
letes  and  the  coaches.  We 
also  gel  the  opportunity  to 
help  others.  It’s  a  really  re¬ 
warding  experience  getting 
athletes  back  to  health.”

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BSA,  Police  working  toward  solutions  to 
noise  complaints  in  atrium

he  College  of 
DuPage  Police 
Department  and 
the  Black  Student  Alliance 
(BSA)  are  working  towards 
finding  a  solution  to  com¬ 
plaints  about  noise  result¬ 
ing  in  campus  police  calls 
to  the  atrium. 

During  a  meeting  be¬ 
tween  members  of  the  al¬ 
liance  and  campus  police 
on  March  1,  students  said 
they  wanted  to  create  a 
better  relationship  with 
police.  Police  Chief  Joseph 
Mullin  agreed.  His  depart¬ 
ment  met  with  students  for 
the  second  time  on  March 
8. 

“It’s  very  important  that 
we  have  a  good  relation¬ 
ship  with  students  on  cam¬ 
pus,”  Mulhn  said,  at  the 
initial  meeting.  “There  is 
not  a  police  officer  on  our 
force  that  says  I  want  to  go 
out  there  and  tell  people 
to  keep  quiet.  We  would 
much  rather  be  making 
sure  you’re  safe.” 


Muhin  did  not  respond 
to  multiple  interview  re¬ 
quests  for  this  article. 
However,  he  co-authored 
a  letter  to  the  editor  of  the 
Courier  that  expresses  the 
intention  to  find  perma¬ 
nent  solutions  for  a  space 
that  doesn’t  have  a  clear 
purpose  or  rules  for  its  use. 

The  SSC  atrium,  out¬ 
side  of  Starbucks,  hosts 
Campus  Central,  a  one- 
stop  shop  where  students 
and  community  members 
receive  help  from  knowl¬ 
edgeable  staff.  On  both 
sides  of  the  atrium  are  of¬ 
fices  for  key  departments 
under  Student  Affairs. 
But,  a  large  number  of  ta¬ 
bles  and  chairs  are  set  up 
for  students;  many  use  it  as 
a  space  to  socialize.  Cam¬ 
pus  police  had  a  series  of 
interactions  with  students 
in  the  atrium  a  few  weeks 
ago,  in  response  to  noise 
complaints,  that  left  some 
members  of  the  Black  Stu¬ 
dent  Alliance  feeling  like 


they  were  not  treated  with 
proper  respect. 

In  response,  the  affiance 
hosted  a  conversation  with 
campus  police  about  the 
atrium  to  find  a  way  to 
make  the  space  a  comfort¬ 
able  area  for  all  users. 

“We  met  about  the  atri¬ 
um,  and  in  this  meeting, 
we  were  able  to  speak  our 
opinions  and  talk  about 
how  we  felt  about  the  sit¬ 
uation  and  came  up  with 
positive  solutions,”  said 
Taranese  Lewis,  a  member 
of  the  BSA. 

As  a  cultural  and  ethnic 
club  on  campus,  the  group 
sees  the  opportunity  to 
engage  the  police  depart¬ 
ment  and  other  stakehold¬ 
ers  as  a  way  BSA  members 
can  impact  change.  The 
meeting  also  placed  an 
emphasis  on  better  com¬ 
munication  and  interac¬ 
tion  between  the  students 
and  the  police  department. 

“The  police  department 
wants  us  to  work  in  a  joint 


effort  to  find  out  what  the 
atrium  should  be  used  for 
and  ways  to  work  together 
as  a  club,”  said  DeWayne 
Holloway,  another  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  BSA. 

From  his  perspective, 
BSA  adviser  David  Swope 
believes  the  students’  en¬ 
gagement  with  the  police 
department  was  the  start 
of  a  healthy  conversation 
that  seeks  to  get  the  col¬ 
lege  administration  and 
other  policymakers  to  set 
some  expectations  about 
the  atrium.  Swope  said 
students  see  the  atrium 
used  for  large  events,  some 
including  bands,  and  are 
confused  when  noise  com¬ 
plaints  arise  from  group 
conversations  that  have  a 
much  lower  noise  volume 
in  comparison. 

“This  is  not  about  black 
people  and  police,”  Swope 
said.  “Faculty,  staff  and 
students  are  trying  to  fig¬ 
ure  out  how  to  make  the 
atrium  a  fair  space  for  its 


users.  You  have  employees 
who  use  the  space,  and 
we  are  trying  to  figure  out 
how  to  have  a  respectful 
atmosphere.” 

The  next  step  of  the 
conversation  will  bring  in 
faculty,  staff  and  students 
to  share  their  opinions 
about  ways  the  atrium  can 
work  for  everyone.  He  also 
said  ongoing  efforts  to  cel¬ 
ebrate  diversity  on  campus 
and  educate  students,  fac¬ 
ulty  and  staff  about  other 
cultures  will  help  improve 
communication  for  all  fu¬ 
ture  interactions. 

“I  see  a  lot  of  positive 
things  coming  from  these 
funire  exchanges,”  added 
Swope.  “This  is  all  about 
working  towards  a  fair 
solution  for  everyone  who 
uses  the  space.”

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Immigration  activist  talks  about  DACA  at  COD

Juan  Garcia,  a  lo¬ 
cal  immigration 
activist,  is  fear¬ 
lessly  debunking  myths 
about  undocumented  im¬ 
migrants. 

“Never  be  afraid  to  talk 
about  the  issues  whether 
people  agree  with  you  or 
not,”  said  Garcia.  “Many 
people  don’t  understand 
the  hurdles  undocument¬ 
ed  immigrants  have  to  go 
through.” 

And  this  is  the  reason  he 
wants  College  of  DuPage 
(COD)  students  to  support 
efforts  aimed  at  resolving 
the  legal  limbo  for  De¬ 
ferred  Action  for  Child¬ 
hood  Arrivals  (DACA)  re¬ 
cipients. 

Garcia  spoke  to  a  small 
but  appreciative  group 
of  students  and  faculty 


at  an  event  organized  by 
the  Human  Services  Net¬ 
work  (HSN)  club  at  COD. 
Garcia  is  a  member  of 
the  board  of  directors  for 
Aurora  Hispanic  Heritage 
Board.  He  also  serves  as 
the  president  of  the  Immi- 

it  - 


grant  Liberation  Alliance, 
an  Aurora-based  organi¬ 
zation  working  with  com¬ 
munity  leaders  on  orga¬ 
nizing,  education  and  civic 
engagement  to  empower 
immigrants. 

In  Sept.  2017,  President 
Donald  Trump  gave  Con¬ 


gress  six  months  to  pass 
immigration  reform  leg¬ 
islation  with  a  clause  that 
provides  a  path  to  citizen¬ 
ship  for  DACA  recipients. 
Trump’s  six-month  ultima¬ 
tum  ended  on  March  5. 

Federal  courts  in  Califor¬ 


nia  and  New  York  issued 
injunctions  that  prevented 
the  Trump  administration 
from  ending  DACA.  The 
Supreme  Court  then  re¬ 
fused  to  hear  a  DACA-re- 
lated  case  pending  a  re¬ 
view  by  an  appeals  court. 

“The  rhetoric  now  is: 


why  do  we  want  crim¬ 
inals?”  Asked  Garcia. 
“DACA  recipients  had  to 
go  through  a  hard  vetting 
process  in  order  to  get  ac¬ 
cepted.  They  can’t  have 
any  criminal  record  at  till. 
They  had  to  be  the  best  of 
the  best  in  order  to  get  ac¬ 
cepted.” 

For  Garcia,  DACA  is  a 
temporary  reprieve.  The 
legal  status  of  over  700,000 
young  people  is  still  murky, 
although  they  are  protect¬ 
ed  from  deportation.  For 
him,  this  is  the  reason  why 
students  should  support 
the  DREAM  Pevelop- 
ment,  Relief  and  Educa¬ 
tion  for  Alien  Minors)  Act. 

“We  can’t  be  happy  with 
just  having  DACA,”  Gar¬ 
cia  said.  “We  need  some¬ 
thing  more  permanent, 


and  that’s  \yhy  Congress 
must  act  now.” 

The  DREAM  Act  has 
seen  stiff  resistance  since 
it  was  introduced  in  2001. 
In  2010,  Democrats  in 
the  Senate  didn’t  get  the 
required  number  of  votes 
to  advance  the  act  after  it 
was  passed  by  the  House 
of  Representatives. 

A  recent  bipartisan 
version  of  the  act  was  in¬ 
troduced  in  June  2017  by 
Senators  Lindsey  Graham 
(R-SC),  Dick  Durbin  (D- 
IL),  Jeff  Flake  (R-AZ)  and 
Chuck  Schumer  (D-NY). 
Unlike  the  2010  version 
of  the  act,  the  2017  ver¬ 
sion  would  give  permanent 
resident  status  to  DACA 
recipients  if  they  meet 
prescribed  employment 
requirements. 


The  passage  of  the  act 
is  still  an  uphill  battle  for 
immigration  activists, 
DREAMers  and  members 
of  Congress.  The  White 
House  has  said  any  bill 
seeking  to  give  a  pathway 
to  citizenship  for  DACA 
recipients  must  include 
funding  for  a  $25  billion 
wall  along  the  southern 
border,  bring  an  end  to 
“chain  migration,”  and 
end  the  diversity  visa  pro¬ 
gram.  However,  the  White 
House  has  a  plan  that  will 
provide  a  pathway  to  cit¬ 
izenship  for  an  estimat¬ 
ed  1.8  million  people  to 
include  people  on  Tem¬ 
porary  Protected  Status 
(TPS)  in  the  United  States.

Astrophysicists  can 
use  our  current  accepted 
models  of  mathematics 
to  conquer  the  linearity 
of  time  and  peer  back  to 
a  miniscule-fraction  of  a 
second  after  the  Big  Bang. 
However,  then  we  collide 
into  the  seemingly  impen¬ 
etrable  static  noise  where 
our  equations  break  down, 
leaving  us  with  a  complete 
lack  of  understanding  of 


what  happened  at  time-ze¬ 
ro.  We  travel  13.82  billion 
years  only  to  be  stopped 
tantalizingly  close. 

General  relativity  and 
the  incompatible  mathe¬ 
matics  of  quantum  me¬ 
chanics,  in  all  their  bril¬ 
liance,  have  constrained 
the  ambitions  of  modern 
human  achievement  and 
trapped  our  theoretical 
imagining  into  complacen¬ 
cy.  Only  a  unified  theory 
of  everything  will  reveal 
the  ultimate  mysteries  of 
the  cosmos  to  our  inquis¬ 
itive  and  desirous  endeav¬ 
ouring. 

Stephen  Hawking  has 
with  his  greatest  efforts 
failed.

trying,  and  Isaac  Newton 
was  too  busy  having  apples 
fall  on  his  head.  However, 
what  if  the  entire  study 
of  astrophysics  is  founded 
upon  a  false  predicate? 

Exploring  this  notion, 
theoretical  physicist,  ac¬ 
claimed  mathematician 
and  Columbia  University 
Professor  Brian  Greene 
spoke  before  a  before  a 
sold-out  lecture  presented 
by  the  College  of  DuPage 
Department  of  Physics  on 
March  4. 

Greene  proposed  the 
metaphysics  of  reality  and 
existence  broken  down  to 
its  smallest  particle,  is  not 
in-fact  point-like  as  the 
antiquated  sciences  postu¬ 
late,  but  is  in-fact  made  of 
one-dimensional  vibrating 
objects  closely  resembling 
strings. 

Greene  is  a  String  The¬ 
orist  and  believes  in  a  the¬ 
oretical  framework  that  at¬ 
tempts  to  solve  the  theory 
of  everything  by  using  the 
mathematics  inherent  in 
the  vibration  of  impossi- 
bly-tiny  strings  embedded 
inside  the  quarks  which 
are  embedded  inside  of 
atoms.  The  corresponding 
strings  resemble  small  seg¬ 
ments  or  loops  of  ordinary 
strings  (open  and  closed 
strings). 

The  theory  describes 
how  the  strings  propagate 
through  space  and  inter¬ 
act  with  each  other.  The 
mathematics  predict  the 
splitting  and  recombina¬ 
tion  of  strings,  which  cor¬ 
relate  to  particle  emission 
and  absorption.  These 
interactions  give  rise  to 
the  interactions  between 


particles  which  dictate  the 
nature  of  reality.  The  mass 
charge  and  properties  of 
particles  are  determined 
by  the  vibrational  state  of 
the  sub-quarkian  strings. 

Greene  doesn’t  dismiss 
general  relativity  which  is 
the  physics  of  large  astro¬ 
nomical  objects,  or  quan¬ 
tum  mechanics,  which  is 
the  physics  of  subatomic 
particles.  Instead  Greene 
shifts  those  theories  to  ac¬ 
commodate  this  burgeon¬ 
ing  theoretical  field. 

To  demonstrate  the  dis¬ 
parity  in  his  theory,  Greene 
displayed  Einstein’s  ho¬ 
mogeneous  space-time  as 


a  blanketing  dimension 
pervasive  throughout  exis¬ 
tence.  However,  the  mys¬ 
tery  materializes  when 
this  dimension  is  inspect¬ 
ed  upon  a  microscopic 
level.  “Every  atom  should 
self-destruct  within  a  frac¬ 
tion  of  a  second  using  Ein¬ 
stein’s  equations,”  Greene 
said. 

Greene  points  out  using 
Heisenberg’s  Uncertainty 
Principle,  “On  a  micro¬ 
scopic  realm,  uncertainty 
reigns  supreme.  There  is 
a  fundamental  uncertainty 


built  into  the  structure  of 
reality.” 

Almost  unobservable 
on  large  scale,  the  theory 
postulates  the  degree  of 
uncertainty  increases  as 
you  become  more  micro¬ 
scopic.  “The  micro-world 
has  a  fundamental  jittery 
quality,  frenetic  and  tur¬ 
bulent  quality.  Therefore, 
there  are  features  of  the 
micro-world  which  we  can 
never  observe  with  com¬ 
plete  certainty.”  He  de¬ 
scribes  this  mathematical 
uncertainty  as  “the  wild 
undulations  of  space.” 

However,  Greene  be¬ 
lieves  the  tiny  filaments  of 


vibrating  strings  pacify  the 
jitters  of  reality  and  make 
their  undulations  more 
mathematically  constant 
to  be  observed. 

“When  you  spread  ev¬ 
erything  out  it  dilutes 
its  properties,”  he  said. 
“When  you  apply  string 
theory  to  point-particle 
physics,  the  wild  undulat¬ 
ing  jittery  properties  are 
diluted  and  calmed,  al¬ 
lowing  the  math  to  come 
together  and  work.  ” 

Accurately  observing 
these  uncertain  undula¬ 


tions  would,  “create  one 
working  package  solving 
the  puzzle  of  relativity  and 
the  quantum  world.” 

The  problem  is,  these 
proposed  strings  vibrate 
in  countless  mathematical 
deviations  and  are  too  tiny 
even  for  the  most  powerful 
microscope  ever  built,  the 
Large  Hadron  Collider  in 
Switzerland.  Current  pre¬ 
dictions  depict  the  strings 
at  10A-35  meters  across. 

According  to  Greene, 
“If  you  were  to  take  an 
atom  and  magnify  it  to 
as  large  as  the  observable 
Universe,  under  that  scale 
of  magnification,  a  string 
would  be  roughly  the  size 
of  a  tree.  A  tree  to  the  en¬ 
tire  observable  Universe,  is 
as  a  string  is  to  the  atom. 
This  is  why  string  theory 
remains  hypothetical.” 

Because  of  its  current¬ 
ly  unobservable  nature, 
string  theory  has  many 
critics.  However,  because 
string  theory  unifies  gravi¬ 
ty  and  particle  physics  un¬ 
der  a  self-contained  math¬ 
ematical  model  describing 
all  fundamental  forces  and 
forms  of  matter,  Greene 
believes  in  the  necessity  of 
continued  exploration  into 
the  theory. 

The  mathematics  of  one 
of  the  many  vibrational 
states  of  string  theory  cor¬ 
responds  to  the  graviton, 
a  quantum  mechanical 
particle  that  carries  gravi¬ 
tational  force. 

The  theory  also  requires 
the  existence  of  extra-di¬ 
mensions  of  space-time  to 
uphold  its  mathematical 
consistency. 

The  current  accepted

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model  of  physics  describes 
the  three  familiar  dimen¬ 
sions  of  up/down,  left/ 
right,  forward/backward, 
and  the  extra  temporal  di¬ 
mension  of  earlier/later. 
Thus,  one  would  current¬ 
ly  describe  space-rime  as 
four-dimensional. 

However,  in  superstring 
theory,  the  version  of  string 
theory  that  incorporates 
a  theoretical  idea  called 
supersymmetry,  the  math 
postulates  six  extra-dimen¬ 
sions  of  space-time  in  ad¬ 
dition  to  the  current  four. 

Greene  has  spent  an 
extensive  amount  of  his 
mathematical  career  work¬ 
ing  on  mirror  symmetry 
to  explain  the  wild  predic¬ 
tions  of  supersymmetry. 
Mirror  symmetry  estab¬ 
lishes  the  situation  where 
two  Calabi-Yau  manifolds 
(the  craziest  shapes  you 
will  ever  see)  appear  differ¬ 
ent  geometrically  but  are 
equivalent  when  utilized  as 
the  extra-dimensions  pre¬ 
dicted  by  string  theory. 

“These  higher-dimen¬ 
sional  shapes  are  richly 
intertwined  and  folded  in 
on  themselves,  “Greene 


said.  “If  the  calculations 
are  correct,  this  is  what  the 
microscopic  fibers  of  space 
should  like.” 

Greene  believes  dimen¬ 
sions  come  in  two  “fla- 

it  - 


vours.”  There  are  easy  to 
see,  big  dimensions  and 
curled-up,  hidden  dimen¬ 
sions.  His  math  predicts 
tiny  dimensions  all  around 
us  that  are  so  small  we  do 
not  perceive  them.  The 
math  shows  these  extra-di¬ 
mensions  hidden  as  high¬ 
er-dimensional  geometric 
manifolds. 

Greene  demonstrated 
this  by  rolling  up  a  piece 
of  paper  so  tight  that 
from  a  distance  it  appears 
a  one-dimensional  plane. 
However,  when  closely  ob¬ 
served  you  can  in  fact  see 
the  tiny  geometric  curve  of 
the  paper. 


The  shapes  of  these  ex¬ 
tra-dimensions  capture  the 
vibrations  of  the  strings 
and  resonate  in  particular 
ways  defining  the  string’s 
properties.  Greene  likens  it 


to  an  instrument  such  as  a 
French  Horn  being  shaped 
to  perfecdy  resonate  and 
manipulate  sound  waves. 
These  vibrational  proper¬ 
ties  determine  the  qualities 
of  the  measurable  Uni¬ 
verse. 

The  current  obstacle  is 
our  mathematics  do  not 
show  the  exact  shape  of 
these  higher-dimensions. 
Greene  suggests  this  is  be¬ 
cause  there  isn’t  one  cor¬ 
rect  shape. 

“Maybe  there  are  in¬ 
finite  universes  with  in¬ 
finitely  different  shapes 
to  their  extra-dimensions, 
and  we  just  happen  to  be 


in  the  Universe  with  the 
shape  that  gives  rise  to  the 
physical  parameters  that 
allow  stars  to  shine,  planets 
to  form,  and  life  to  exist,” 
Greene  said. 

These  hidden  dimen¬ 
sions  could  be  all  around 
us,  we  just  don’t  have  the 
technical  proficiency  to 
observe  them  yet. 

However,  Greene  point¬ 
ed  out  the  burden  of 
observational  proof  has 
never  prohibited  the  theo¬ 
retical  imagining  of  phys¬ 
icists  dreaming  of  solving 
the  Universe’s  deepest 
mysteries.  When  Newton’s 
universal  law  of  gravita¬ 
tion  was  revealed  in  his 
revolutionary  1687  Prin- 
cipia,  Einstein  didn’t  hes¬ 
itate  to  use  the  math,  not 
observational  evidence,  to 
formulate  his  1915  general 
theory  of  relativity  solving 
how  gravity  works. 

Instead,  Einstein  waited 
for  a  solar  eclipse  to  ob¬ 
serve  how  the  light  waves 
emitted  by  distant  stars  are 
warped  by  the  gravity  of 
our  sun.  Einstein  further 
predicted  in  1916  grav¬ 
itational  waves  rippling 


through  the  fabric  of  the 
Universe,  which  comes  in 
contact  with  everything 
in  its  wake  stretching  and 
compressing  their  geomet¬ 
ric  form. 

Predicting  these  waves 
would  stretch  and  com¬ 
press  Earth  less  than  the 
width  of  an  atomic  nucle¬ 
us.  “Einstein  himself  be¬ 
lieved  gravitational  waves 
could  never  be  measured,” 
Greene  stated. 

Einstein’s  theory  had  to 
wait  about  a  century  be¬ 
fore  an  experimental  team 
called  LIGO  detected  a 
gravitational  wave  emitted 
by  two  distant  black-holes 
colliding  1.3  billion  years 
ago. 

“The  collision  created  a 
tidal  wave  through  space, 
so  immense  the  energy 
released  was  50  times  die 
combined  output  of  every 
star  in  every  galaxy  in  the 
observable  Universe.” 

The  team  won  this 
year’s  Nobel  Prize  in  phys¬ 
ics  for  their  efforts  and 
proved  that,  with  patience, 
advancing  technology  will 
eventually  prove  Greene’s 
theories  testable. 


Greene  remains  resil¬ 
ient  in  his  hopes  one  day 
his  theories  will  find  their 
validity  and  open  up  the 
fundamental  secrets  to  the 
nature  of  the  Universe 
and  reality,  redefining  the 
capacity  of  humanity’s  in¬ 
finite  imagination. 

“If  we  were  to  estab¬ 
lish  any  of  these  features 
of  reality,  from  finding 
evidence  of  extra-dimen¬ 
sions,  to  proving  string  the¬ 
ory,  it  would  be  among  the 
greatest  achievements  of 
our  species,”  Greene  pro¬ 
nounced.  “That  to  me  is 
what  makes  string  theory  a 
risk  worth  taking.”

Ghouta  in  ruins 


For  over  six  years, 
war  has  torn 
apart  the  coun¬ 
try  of  Syria,  growing  ex¬ 
ceptionally  worse  with 
each  passing  day.  Citizens 
of  Syria  are  left  with  two 
options:  they  can  either 
stay  in  Syria  and  live  in  a 
warzone,  or  they  can  flee 
to  nearby  countries  in  at¬ 
tempt  to  find  shelter,  safety 
and  the  necessities  to  live.

of  America.  The  Zakat 
Foundation  is  a  Muslim 
humanitarian  organiza¬ 
tion  providing  assistance 
to  underdeveloped  coun¬ 
tries  to  provide  continuous 
growth. 


During  the  ninth  month 
of  the  Muslim  year,  people 
across  the  world  partake  in 
month-long  fasting  for  the 
celebration  of  Ramadan. 


Followers  of  Islam  restrain 
from  food  and  from  sun¬ 
rise  to  sunset  throughout 
the  month  as  a  medium 
for  spiritual  reflection  and 
self-improvement. 

“The  concept  of  a  Fast- 
A-Thon  was  originally 
created  for  colleges  and 
universities  across  North 
America  to  raise  awareness 
about  how  Muslims  fast 
during  the  month  of  Ra¬ 
madan  as  well  as  for  peo¬ 
ple  to  realize  the  issue  of 
hunger  and  others  around 
the  world  who  are  less  for¬ 
tunate,”  said  Feryaal  Tahir, 
co-president  of  the  COD 
MSA. 

A  “Fast-A-Thon”  hosts 
a  dinner  celebration  in  the 
evening  as  a  way  to  raise 
awareness  and  funding  for 


a  specific  issue  the  organi¬ 
zation  selects. 

“With  this  event,  we 
hope  to  bring  awareness  to 
the  situation  that  is  going 
on,”  said  Tahir.  “Innocent 
people  are  being  killed, 
and,  frankly,  the  world  is  si¬ 
lent.  We  never  hear  about 
it  on  the  news,  and  nobody 
here  realizes  how  severe 
the  situation  really  is.” 

The  conflict  is  seeming¬ 
ly  at  its  worst  in  Ghouta. 
Syria. 

“In  just  18  days,  1,700 
bombs  have  landed  on 
Ghouta,  killing  about 
800  people  and  trapping 
400,000  people,”  said  Ta¬ 
hir.  “Food  and  water  are 
running  out.  The  situation 
is  dire  and  inhuman.” 

Raising  money  for  the 


Zakat  Foundation  of 
America  allows  the  group 
to  provide  support  for  ci¬ 
vilians  and  internally  dis¬ 
placed  people  of  Syria. 
Funds  will  also  go  toward 
food,  water  and  medical 
care  for  Syrians,  particu¬ 
larly  in  the  Ghouta  region. 

Two  members  of  the 
Zakat  Foundation,  Br. 
Maaz  Fitter  and  Br.  Ab- 
delhamid,  will  host  a  dis¬ 
cussion  at  the  dinner  to 
inform  the  audience  of 
the  Syrian  conflict  and  the 
ways  the  Zakat  Foundation 
is  involved  in  providing  as¬ 
sistance.

Election  season 
is  a  trying  one. 
Listening  to  the 
opinion  of  candidates 
you’re  not  sure  of  brings 
about  feebngs  of  the  un¬ 
known.

semester.  Stejskal  has  since 
echoed  this  sentiment  in 
his  recent  blurb  for  the 
College  of  DuPage  candi¬ 
date  website.  He,  as  presi¬ 


dent,  should  look  to  create 
an  outreach  throughout 
the  semester.  This  publica¬ 
tion  in  previous  issues  has 
talked  about  the  strenuous 
nature  of  college  and  how 


many  students  feel  as  they 
are  put  to  the  wayside. 

One  way  to  implement 
these  ideas  would  be  to 
have  communal  activities 
to  create  inclusion  amongst 
the  COD  constituents. 
Not  only  that  but  Stejskal, 
as  well  as  I,  agree  that  the 
club  involvement  at  the 
school  is  underwhelm¬ 
ing  to  say  the  least.  Using 
campus  central  as  an  av¬ 
enue  for  clubs  to  recruit 
more  involvement  would 
be  a  way  for  students  to 
entrench  their  pride  in  a 
school  that  has  historically 
been  viewed  as  a  stop  gap 
to  larger  goals.  I  can  attest 
to  the  fact  that  this  school 


can  provide  so  much  more 
if  you  just  look. 

Stejskal’s  organizational 
involvement  prior  to  and 
outside  of  COD  is  an  im¬ 
pressive  mark  for  voters 
to  look  to  when  trying  to 
make  a  voting  decision.  He 
makes  a  valid  point  when 
saying  this  voting  season 
isn’t  about  the  candidates 
but  rather  the  concerns 
of  the  students.  Stejskal  is 
the  person  to  create  that 
platform  for  students  and 
should  be  our  student 
body  president  this  coming 
week.

“No,  I’m  not  willing 
to  devote  more  money  to 
higher  education  at  this 
time,”  Ives  said.  “There’s 
been  administrative  bloat 
from  the  get-go.”  Speaking 
on  the  College  of  DuPage 
reform  that  she  proposed 
in  2015,  Jeanne  Ives  con¬ 
tinued,  “In  a  bipartisan 
way  the  democrats  large¬ 
ly  supported  my  [College 
of  DuPage]  reform  effort, 
and  they  came  out  with  an 
incredible  report...  and  it 
talks  about  administrative 
bloat  at  the  college  level. 
The  truth  is,  when  you 
look  across  the  United 
States,  at  higher  education, 
Illinois  is  number  three 
in  our  level  of  support  to 
our  universities  on  a  full 
time  equivalent  basis.

We  have  a  lot  of  work  to 
do  in  higher-ed,  but  it’s  not 
any  more  money  there.”

We  would  like  to  point  out  that  the  cover  photo  and  quote  along 
with  the  article  misrepresents  the  nature,  tone  and  positive  outcome  of  the  meeting. 

When  members  of  BSA  and  the  COD  Police  department  met  on  Thursday  March  1,  2018,  we  had  a  healthy  discussion  about  the  Stu¬ 
dent  Services  Center  Atrium  and  interactions  in  that  area.  We  acknowledged  challenges  that  exist  in  the  space  and  even  discussed  incidents 
to  establish  the  appropriate  perspective  of  interactions  between  students  and  COD  Police. 

Everyone  in  the  meeting  was  respectful  and  cordial  in  dialogue  and  tone.  Both  parties  acknowledged  that  there  were  opportunities  to 
improve  relations  and  establish  a  shared  interest  in  addressing  questions  about  how  the  space  is  utilized.  After  the  initial  dialogue,  the  discus¬ 
sion  moved  to  unite  the  team  to  examine  ways  to  work  together  and  define  next  steps  to  engage  in  dialogue  with  the  college  administration 
about  the  Atrium. 

Unfortunately,  the  Courier  seemed  to  stop  listening  at  the  point  the  conversation  turned  from  past  incidents  to  future  prospects  and  choose 
to  represent  the  meeting  in  a  stereotypical  fashion  that  makes  inferences  about  African  American  students  and  police  officers. 

On  behalf  of  those  present  at  the  meeting  we  feel  the  cover  of  the  paper  was  inflammatory  to  members  of  the  BSA  and  it  casts  an  unfair 
perspective  from  the  meeting  for  both  BSA  and  members  of  the  COD  police  department.  No  one  denies  what  was  said  in  the  article  itself. 
However,  it  is  perplexing  to  us  that  the  Courier  did  not  tell  the  complete  story  and  sensationalized  aspects  of  a  conversation  that  misrepresents 
the  whole  of  the  meeting. 

We  feel  the  overall  presentation  from  the  Courier  in  this  edition,  the  cover  along  with  how  the  article  was  structured  misconstrues  a  very 
positive  first  step  by  students  to  engage  the  college  in  conversation  about  appropriate  use  of  an  open  space  and  the  student’s  sense  of  place 
and  belonging.  The  attached  photo  from  the  same  meeting,  in  our  opinion  better  represents  what  the  meeting  was  about  in  regards  to  collab¬ 
oration  and  positive  outcomes. 

In  this  instant,  the  Courier  has  to  consider  the  entire  story  and  the  appropriate  representation  of  a  positive  dialogue  and  what  is  the  start 
of  a  good  working  relationship  for  College  of  DuPage.

Exploring  the  transcendent  nature  of  sports 
in  American  political  culture

■  Mk  M hy  don’t  we

their  whole  country.” 

The  disdainful  echo  of 
my  eye-roll  at  this  casual 
mention  of  genocide  falls 
on  deaf  ears.  “Man  this 
kid  has  a  hell  of  an  arm,” 
he  says  transitioning,  as  I 
gather  my  thoughts  and 
nod  my  head  in  silent  com- 
pfence. 

We  disparate  voices  of 
America,  we  poor  and 
huddled  masses  congregat¬ 
ed  in  worship  beneath  the 
altar  of  our  ever-pervasive 
cultural  lobotomy. 

Transcending  barriers, 
exacerbating  tensions, 
sports  have  the  power  to 
permeate  the  fabric  of  our 


social-consciousness  and 
impassion  us  into  fanati¬ 
cism. 

Somehow  bipartisan  yet 
partisan  at  the  same  time, 
sports  have  the  impetus  to 
unite  polar  opposites  while 
also  further  fueling  the 
fires  of  division.

Should  NBA  superstar 
LeBron  James’  political 
voice  be  diminished  be¬ 
cause  his  education  doesn’t 
exceed  a  high-school  level? 
Or  is  he  representative  of 


a  global  brand  with  the 
admiration  of  millions, 
whose  power  mimics  and 
supersedes  that  of  many 
influential  corporations? 

Should  NFL  quarter¬ 
back  Colin  Kaepernick 
be  viewed  as  a  pioneering 
modern  civil-rights  leader 
fighting  against  racial  op¬ 
pression  and  police  brutal¬ 
ity?  Or  does  the  hypocrisy 
of  his  refusal  to  vote  in  the 
2016  election  highlight  the 
arrogance  and  ignorance 
of  his  character?  I’m  sure 
Georgia  Congressman 
John  Lewis  and  the  other 
protesters  who  brought 
racial  America  across  the 
Edmund  Pettus  Bridge 
might  have  something  to 
say  about  Kaepernick’s 
self-disenfranchisement, 


however,  the  spotlight  falls 
upon  the  player  because 
he  knows  how  to  avoid  the 
blitz. 

Ambiguity  reigns  su¬ 
preme.  A  kneeling  athlete 
expresses  his  sympathy  to¬ 
wards  the  Black  Lives  Mat¬ 
ter  Movement,  and  liberals 
fall  in  line.  Unless  it’s  done 
by  a  Florida  demigod,  and 
then  it’s  done  to  bring  fans 
closer  to  a  bearded  man  in 
sandals,  and  Christians  fall 
in  line. 

Gathering  acolytes, 
spreading  disciples,  fight¬ 
ing  against  the  status-quo, 
reinforcing  the  status-quo; 
athletes  are  personified 
ideologies  competing  to 
permeate  our  social  un¬ 
derstandings  of  the  world 
we  live  in. 


Neither  good  nor  bad, 
benevolent  nor  malicious, 
the  athletes’  opinions  are 
nothing  more  than  ath¬ 
letes’  opinions.  Their  re¬ 
ality  is  subjective,  and  they 
become  what  the  public 
defines  them  as. 

However,  to  the  pow¬ 
er-hungry  Machiavellian 
optimist,  sports  represent 
a  malleable  apparatus  by 
which  to  craft  a  false-nar¬ 
rative  delegitimizing  their 
opponents  while  simul¬ 
taneously  feeding  their 
political  agendas  to  an 
all-too-susceptible  public. 

The  public  loses  their 
power  to  define  the  ath¬ 
letes’  messages  when  out¬ 
side  partisan  groups  utilize 
their  influential  platforms 
to  steal  the  athletes’  in¬ 


tentions  and  contort  them 
into  a  deceptive  rhetorical 
device. 

Kneeling  during  the 
national  anthem  becomes 
either  a  glorified  protest 
against  systemic  racism 
and  police  brutality,  or  a 
disrespectful,  treasonous 
action,  all  based  upon  who 
is  controlling  the  narrative. 

Perspective  is  just  an  il¬ 
lusion.  The  messages  have 
been  crafted  down  to  their 
metaphysical  level  to  en¬ 
sure  ignorant  compliance 
and  willful  subjugation  of 
individuality. 

Fox  News,  MSNBC, 
Breitbart,  CNN  and  Moth¬ 
er  Jones  all  use  sports  as  an 
instrument  to  open  up  the 
social-consciousness  of  lo- 
botomized  America.  They 
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want  followers,  not  inde¬ 
pendent  rational-thinking 
individuals. 

They  want  you  to  believe 
an  athlete  has  the  same 
right  to  influence  their 
impressionable  fan-base 
politically  as  a  narcissistic 
real-estate  mogul  has  in 
running  the  most  powerful 
nation  on  the  planet. 

So  do  we  completely 
reject  the  masquerading 
swindle,  the  propaganda 
machine,  and  delegitimize 
the  mouthpiece  of  athlete 
activists?  Or  do  we  recog¬ 
nize  their  protesting  and 
political  ideologies  repre¬ 
sent  the  extent  of  greater 
social  movements  surging 
across  all  facets  of  society? 
Do  they  therefore  repre¬ 
sent  the  un-represented? 


Do  they  give  a  voice  to  the 
voiceless  and  a  podium  to 
the  uncelebrated  upheav¬ 
ing  tensions  of  society?  Are 
athletes  representative  of 
the  fluctuations  of  Amer¬ 
ican  culture  itself,  or  have 
they  become  the  self-serv¬ 
ing  testimonials  of  narcis¬ 
sistic  individuals? 

I  realize  the  hypocrisy  in 
cheering  next  to  an  indi¬ 
vidual  who  politically  dis¬ 
gusts  me.  I  also  realize  the 
hypocrisy  in  cheering  for 
an  athlete  or  the  team  of 
an  owner  who  politically 
disgusts  me.  However,  we 
have  been  socially-condi¬ 
tioned  to  follow  the  herd. 
There  is  a  pack-like  men¬ 
tality,  an  overpowering 
urge  to  unite  with  our  dif¬ 
fering  brothers  and  sisters, 


preaching  an  “us  against 
them”  mentality;  our  team 
against  yours. 

But  take  notice.  The 
“us”  and  “them”  have  be¬ 
come  so  loosely  defined 
and  intermingled  with 
other  groups  of  “us”  and 
other  groups  of  “them,” 
our  culture  has  become 
tangled  in  a  tapestry  of  in¬ 
terconnectivity,  redefining 
and  transcending  stereo¬ 
typical  barriers  of  division 
and  opposition. 

The  question  pervasive 
through  sports  and  our 
culture  remains,  does  this 
transcendence  lead  to  a 
progression  of  social  im¬ 
provement,  or  rather  fur¬ 
ther  lead  to  an  increasingly 
lobotomized  nation?

COD  students  elect  new  officers  for  the  2018-2019  school  year 


rhe  campuswide 
election  for  stu¬ 
dent  body  pres¬ 
ident,  vice  president  and 
the  student  representative 
on  the  college’s  board  of 
trustees  had  one  of  the 
lowest  voter  turnouts  in 
years. 

Only  287  students  par¬ 
ticipated  in  this  year’s  SLC 
election.  That’s  down  from 
the  525  students  who  vot¬ 
ed  in  20 1 6  and  a  record  of 
706  students  who  voted  in 
last  year’s  election. 

Sonia  Paul,  Yasmin-Ha- 
jara  Isa  and  Alex  Car- 
bonell  were  elected  as  stu¬ 
dent  trustee,  president  and 
vice  president  respectively. 


Paul  ran  as  the  lone  can¬ 
didate  for  the  student  trust¬ 
ee  position  and  won  with 
272  votes.  Isa  received 
122  votes,  edging  out  her 
closest  rival,  Brody  Ste- 
jskal,  with  76  votes.  A  total 
of  150  students  voted  for 
Carbonell.  His  opponent, 
Dannae  Alonso,  received 
1 1 8  votes. 

Paul  will  replace  Antho¬ 
ny  Walker  on  the  board 
and  vowed  throughout  her 
campaign  to  be  attentive, 
efficient  and  more  than 
willing  to  collaborate  with 
all  members  of  the  com¬ 
munity. 

“This  is  a  position  that 
requires  public  under¬ 


standing,  communication 
skills  and  willingness  to 
participate,  which  I  believe 
I  possess,  especially  due  to 
my  involvement  on  cam¬ 
pus,”  said  Paul  in  a  profile 
on  COD’s  website. 

Paul  will  be  inducted 
into  office  at  the  April 
regular  board  of  trustees 
meetings.  Isa  and  Car¬ 
bonell  will  take  office  at  the 
start  of  the  fall  2018  term. 


Bridge  survey  results  didn't  favor  STEM  students 


/magine  trying  to  get 
multiple  100-pound 
robots  from  the 
Berg  Instructional  Cen¬ 
ter  (BIC)  to  the  Technical 
Education  Center  (TEC) 
as  temperatures  plummet 
during  the  day. 

This  is  what  many  stu¬ 
dents  enrolled  in  Science, 
Technology,  Engineering 
and  Mathematics  (STEM) 
programs  at  College  of 
DuPage  (COD)  were  try¬ 
ing  to  avoid  when  they 
supported  an  idea  to  con¬ 
struct  a  bridge  between  the 
Health  and  Science  Cen¬ 
ter  (HSC)  and  the  TEC. 

But  the  results  of  a 
bridge  survey  carried  out 
from  Feb.  14-21  didn’t  fa¬ 


vor  the  project. 

“My  demographic  of 
students,  that  is  students 
who  mix  engineering 
with  a  technical  hands- 
on  aspect,  will  appreciate 
the  construction  of  the 
bridge,”  said  Engineer¬ 
ing  and  Technology  Club 
President  Josie  Suter. 

A  total  of  1 ,965  students 
and  employees  of  the  col¬ 
lege  participated  in  the 
survey  On  a  seven-point 
Likert  scale,  431  respon¬ 
dents  reported  “6”  or  “7,” 
meaning  they  are  in  agree¬ 
ment  with  a  proposal  to 
construct  a  bridge.  On  the 
same  scale,  861  reported 
“1”  or  “2,”  which  meant 
a  strong  opposition  to  the 


construction  of  a  bridge. 
Respondents  reporting 
“3”,  “4”,  or  “5”  do  not 
have  a  strong  feeling  to¬ 
wards  the  construction  of 
the  bridge. 

The  College  will  soon 
embark  on  developing  a 
multi-year  Facilities  Mas¬ 
ter  Plan,  according  to  an 
email  from  COD  Presi¬ 
dent  Ann  Rondeau. 

“Based  on  the  survey 
data,  for  the  time  being, 
and  until  we  get  indicators 
or  opportunities  otherwise, 
we  will  not  be  including  a 
structural  bridge,”  Ron¬ 
deau  said. 
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COD  takes  a  huge  step  towards  hiring  a  provost 


he  board  of 
trustees  voted 
unanimously  to 
ink  a  deal  with  Academ¬ 
ic  Search,  a  Washington 
D.C.-based  search  firm, 
to  select  potential  candi¬ 
dates  for  the  Provost  posi¬ 
tion  at  College  of  DuPage 
(COD). 

The  contract  between 
both  parties  will  not  ex¬ 
ceed  $64,500. 

The  firm  was  selected 
from  a  pool  of  seven  pro¬ 
posals  that  were  submitted 
to  the  college  after  a  legal 
notice  for  a  Request  for 


Proposal  (RFP)  was  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  Jan.  30  edition 
of  the  Daily  Herald. 

Academic  Search  was 
selected  after  scoring  the 
highest  evaluation  mark 
ahead  of  the  Association 
of  Governing  Boards  of 
Universities  and  Colleges 
(AGB),  Buffkin/Baker, 
DHR  International  Inc. 
(Chicago),  DHR  Interna¬ 
tional  Inc.  (NY),  Harvard 
Group  International  and 
the  Association  of  Com¬ 
munity  College  Trustees. 

The  college  in  February 
announced  the  vacancy  of 


the  Provost’s  position.  The 
move  is  a  result  of  a  ma¬ 
jor  cabinet  reorganization 
that  will  occur  over  the 
next  few  months  at  COD. 
This  senior  management 
position  is  a  merger  of  the 
positions  of  vice  president 
of  student  affairs  and  vice 
president  for  academic  af¬ 
fairs.

rustees  at  the 
College  of  DuP- 
age  (COD)  vot¬ 
ed  5-3  to  approve  a  $1 
per  credit  hour  increase 
in  tuition  for  the  fall  2018 
semester  at  the  March  15 
regular  board  of  trustees 
meeting. 

The  vote  raises  tuition 
to  SI  36  for  In-District 
students,  S323  for  Out-of- 
District  students  and  $393 
for  Out-of-State  and  Inter¬ 
national  students. 

Trustees  Charles  Ber¬ 
nstein  (Wheaton),  Chris¬ 
tine  M.  Fenne  (Wheaton), 
Alan  L.  Bennett  (Lom¬ 
bard),  Frank  Napolitano 
(Bloomingdale),  and 

Deanne  Mazzochi  (Elm¬ 
hurst)  voted  for  the  pro¬ 
posed  increase  to  avoid  a 
“structural  imbalance.” 

Although  his  vote  was 
nonbinding,  Student 

Trustee  Anthony  Walker 
(Bensenville)  voted  against 
the  proposal  along  with 
Trustees  Dan  Markwell 
(Lombard)  and  Joseph  C. 
Wozniak  (Naperville). 

The  college’s  financial 
position  is  strong  because 
of  plentiful  “rainy  day” 
reserves  but  COD  is  ex¬ 


pected  to  spend  big  mon¬ 
ey  on  earmarked  Guided 
Pathways  projects  and 
other  construction  projects 
in  the  near  future.  College 
employee  salaries  are  also 
expected  to  increase  over 
the  next  fiscal  period. 

COD  didn’t  increase  its 
tuition  rates  for  three  years 
in  a  row.  For  FY  2016- 
2018,  trustees  used  funds 
from  the  college’s  reserves 
to  close  an  expected  bud¬ 
get  gap. 

Even  with  the  S 1  in¬ 
crease,  students  will  still 
pay  less  next  year  than  they 
paid  in  2014.  The  college 
in  2014  increased  tuition 

rii  - 


by  S4  and  In-District  stu¬ 
dents  paid  $144  per  credit 
hour.  For  the  Fiscal  Year 
2016,  the  college  reduced 
tuition  by  $9  to  $135  per 
credit  for  District  502  stu¬ 
dents. 

“Tuition  rates  going 
down,  costs  going  up  and 


drawing  down  funds  bal¬ 
ances,  this  kind  of  situa¬ 
tion  can’t  continue  indefi¬ 
nitely,”  said  Brian  Caputo, 
vice  president  for  admin¬ 
istration  and  treasurer  at 
COD.  “This  is  an  overall 
step  for  the  financial  stabil¬ 
ity  of  the  college.” 

As  the  college’s  chief  fi¬ 
nancial  officer,  Caputo  be¬ 
lieves  a  “gradual”  tuition 
increase  is  a  way  COD  can 
offset  what  it  spends  on  op¬ 
erating  expenses  that  ben¬ 
efit  students  at  the  college. 

“If  something  isn’t  done 
with  tuition  gradually  and 
going  forward,  the  college 
is  looking  at  substantial 


increases  as  we  drawdown 
for  various  capital  projects 
and  other  initiatives  that 
the  college  is  planning  on 
carrying  out,”  added  Ca¬ 
puto. 

The  college  expects 
the  $1  increase  to  bring 
in  an  estimated  $500,000 


in  revenue  over  the  next 
fiscal  period.  Despite  this 
increase,  the  college  is  ex¬ 
pected  to  receive  $78.6 
million  from  tuition  and 
fees;  this  is  about  $4  mil¬ 
lion  less  than  the  total  rev¬ 
enue  from  tuition  and  fees 
in  the  current  budgetary 
period.  The  drop  is  fore¬ 
seeable  given  a  two-year, 
4-percent  decrease  in  en¬ 
rollment.  COD  generates 
about  24  percent  of  its  rev¬ 
enue  from  tuition. 

Trustees  who  voted 
against  the  proposal  to 
increase  tuition  took  into 
account  the  cost  of  tuition 
as  the  main  reason  many 
students  attend  COD. 

“While  I  understand 
that  it  is  only  a  $  1  per  cred¬ 
it  hour  increase,  the  cost  of 
college  is  the  most  import¬ 
ant  factor  to  our  students 
at  the  college,”  said  Mark- 
well. 

Stating  his  reason  for  re¬ 
jecting  the  tuition  propos¬ 
al,  Student  Trustee  Walker 
argued  the  student  body 
wasn’t  aware  of  any  tuition 
increase  before  Thursday’s 
meeting. 

“The  fact  that  there  was 
limited  to  no  prior  commu¬ 


nication  on  this  proposed 
increase,  I  will  also  be  in¬ 
clined  to  vote  no  on  this 
item,”  said  Walker.  “We 
are  shown  what  happens 
when  tuition  goes  up  by 
a  dollar;  we  aren’t  shown 
what  is  going  to  happen  if 
we  go  back  to  the  drawing 
board  and  explore  more 
options.” 

Like  Walked  Trust¬ 
ee  Wozniak  felt  relevant 
stakeholders  didn’t  have 
enough  time  to  peruse 
the  tuition  proposal.  This 
point  was  brushed  off 
when  he  made  a  statement 
about  the  “clean  slate” 
about  what  he  termed  as 
“extra  spending.” 

“I  happen  to  note  that 
since  the  ‘clean  slate’  took 
place,  they  have  done  a  lot 
of  things  that  have  cost  the 
college  a  lot  of  money,” 
said  Wozniak.  “Now  are 
talking  about  $500,000; 
this  should  not  be  on  the 
back  of  the  students.” 

Trustees  Mazzochi,  Na¬ 
politano  and  Bernstein 
campaigned  and  won  seats 
on  the  board  of  trustees 
in  2015  as  a  “clean  slate.” 
The  trio  promised  voters 
to  institute  sound  financial 


policies  at  COD. 

Prior  to  2015,  Wozniak 
voted  for  two  tuition 
hikes.  Wozniak  then  voted 
against  tuition  reductions 
in  2016  and  2017. 

“I  want  to  understand 
the  thought  process  there,” 
said  Vice  Chairman  Na¬ 
politano,  referencing 
Wozniak’s  voting  history. 

On  the  flip  side,  the 
president  of  the  faculty  as¬ 
sociation,  Richard  Jarman, 
who  frowned  against  last 
year’s  attempt  to  increase 
tuition,  was  on  board  with 
the  $  1  increase. 

“The  modest  $1  in¬ 
crease  seems  reasonable,” 
said  Jarman. 

The  decision  to  increase 
tuition  comes  days  after 
Standard  and  Poor’s,  a 
leading  provider  of  cred¬ 
it  ratings,  revised  COD’s 
bond  rating  from  “AA”  to 
“AA+”  and  cited  positive 
financial  operations  at 
the  college.  This  means 
COD  can  borrow  money 
at  a  lower  interest  rate  and 
lower  overall  cost.

Ann  Rondeau  reflects  upon 
Women's  History  Month

here  is  no  short¬ 
age  of  outstand¬ 
ing  women  at 
the  College  of  DuPage 
(COD),  each  one  worth 
celebrating. 

In  1987.  after  roughly 
seven  years  of  lobbying, 
Congress  named  March  as 
National  Women’s  Month. 
In  20 1 8,  the  celebration  of 
women  is  still  strong,  with 
this  year’s  theme  being 
“Nevertheless,  She  Persist¬ 
ed.” 

Persistence  is  trait  Ann 
Rondeau  knows  something 
about.  She  became  COD’s 
sixth  president  on  July  1, 
2016  and  finds  inspiration 
daily  in  the  students  and 
people  she  encounters  on 
campus. 

“The  people  in  front  of 
me  are  what  makes  this 
place  great,”  said  Ron¬ 
deau. 

Rondeau  is  the  first  fe¬ 
male  president  in  the  50- 
year  history  the  college 
and  the  first  president  to 
have  served  in  the  military. 

Rondeau  signed  up  for 
the  U.S.  Navy  after  grad¬ 


uating  college  because  she 
could  not  afford  to  attend 
graduate  school.  Her  sister 
was  involved  in  the  Navy 
and  inspired  her  to  enlist. 
She  also  saw  her  service  as 
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a  means  to  pay  to  continue 
her  education.  She  served 
from  1974  to  2012  and 
reached  a  ranking  of  vice 
admiral. 

“The  fact  that  I  had  a 
person  who  challenged 
me  to  lead,  that  was  good 
enough  for  me  [to  enlist], 
and  I  didn’t  look  back.” 
said  Rondeau. 

Her  time  in  the  military 
gave  her  an  abundance 
of  inspiration  and  intelli¬ 
gence  that  she  uses  every 
day  as  president  of  the  col¬ 
lege.  Of  the  many  lessons 
she  learned  during  her 


service,  she  is  thankful  for 
learning  the  ability  to  be¬ 
come  a  leader. 

“The  military  is  a  lead¬ 
ership  laboratory,”  said 
Rondeau.  “Everyday,  I  saw 


different  kinds  of  leaders, 
and  I  became  a  student  of 
leadership.” 

Learning  to  become  a 
leader  while  in  the  military 
reflects  in  her  presidential 
status  every  day.  In  her 
eyes,  the  Navy  and  leading 
the  college  aren’t  so  differ¬ 
ent. 

“You  have  a  public  ac¬ 
countability  in  the  mil¬ 
itary  for  how  you  treat 
people,  and  we  have  that 
at  COD,”  said  Rondeau. 
“You  have  a  sense  of  valu¬ 
ing  core  ethics:  honesty, 
integrity,  transparency  and 


accountability,  and  we  do 
that  at  COD.” 

To  Rondeau,  Women’s 
History  Month  is  an  im¬ 
portant  time  not  just  for 
women  but  for  the  entire 
country. 

“Women’s  History 
Month  is  a  time  to  cele¬ 
brate  all  of  our  extraor¬ 
dinary  achievements  of 
women  in  America,  and 
there  are  many,”  said  Ron¬ 
deau.  “We  celebrate  wom¬ 
en,  and  that  is  a  marvelous 
thing  to  do.  and  it  is  part 
of  who  we  are  as  a  coun¬ 
try.” 

COD  is  celebrat¬ 
ing  Women’s  Histo¬ 
ry  Month  for  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  March.  A 
Women’s  Leadership 
Summit  will  take  place 
March  21  from  6  p.m. 
to  7  p.m.  to  celebrate.

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COD  Forensics  Club  wins  big  at  tournaments,  but  the 
rewards  of  participating  are  more  than  tangible

hen  Marjory 
Stoneman 
Douglas 
High  School  became  the 
site  of  another  school 
shooting,  the  students  had 
already  been  long  pre¬ 
pared  to  be  something 
other  than  victims.  Now 
those  students,  and  their 
preparation,  have  become 
an  inspirational  model  for 
young  people  at  the  Col¬ 
lege  of  DuPage  and  across 
the  nation  who  envision 
themselves  as  potential  ac¬ 


tivists  or  who  just  want  to 
be  able  to  speak  with  con¬ 
fidence  when  the  occasion 
arises. 

The  Parkland  students’ 
ability  to  clearly  communi¬ 
cate  well-researched  ideas 
has  sparked  a  torrent  of 
conspiracy  theories  online, 
with  some  accusing  them 
of  being  crisis  actors  with 
scripted  speeches.  All  of 
these  theories  have  been 
debunked.  The  secret  of 
their  eloquence  traces 
back  to  a  countywide  de¬ 


bate  program. 

The  Broward  Coun¬ 
ty  Public  Schools  Debate 
Initiative,  began  in  2012 
with  15  high  schools,  and 
is  now  active  in  elementa¬ 
ry,  middle  and  high  schools 
across  the  county,  with 
about  1 2,000  students  par¬ 
ticipating.  Students  who 
participate  increase  their 
GPAs  and  literacy  scores, 
and  are  more  likely  to 
graduate  high  school  and 
attend  a  four-year  college. 
The  Parkland  students  ap¬ 


pearing  on  TV  and  radio 
stations  across  the  country 
are  examples  of  what  stu- 
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tunity.  Prior  to  the  shoot¬ 
ing,  the  Parkland  students 
debated  gun  control  in

dents  can  achieve  when 
preparation  meets  oppor- 


class  last  November.

Another  COD  Foren¬ 
sics  Club  member,  Amy 
Ayyad,  reiterated  this. 

“I  feel  like  most  people 
see  Millennials  as  help¬ 
less,”  she  said.  “So  when 
they  see  young  people  talk 
about  issues  like  gun  con¬ 
trol,  they  are  shocked  to 
hear  us  speak  up  on  things 
we  are  passionate  about  or 
that  are  important  or  con¬ 
troversial.” 

Like  the  Parkland  stu¬ 
dents,  the  COD  Forensics 
Club  students  have  worked 
tirelessly  to  develop  the 
skills  necessary  to  speak 
with  confidence  on  com¬ 
plex  issues.  Max  Camp¬ 
bell,  another  COD  Fo¬ 
rensics  Club  member,  was 
inspired  by  one  Parkland 
student,  Emma  Gonzalez, 
as  she  spoke  with  convic¬ 
tion  at  a  recent  rally. 

“Seeing  her  speak 
in  front  of  this  massive 
crowd,  this  plethora  of  re¬ 
porters  shoving  their  mics 
down  her  throat,  would 
normally  be  terrifying 
for  someone  her  age,  but 
she  carried  on  with  such 
strength  and  passion  in  her 
words  about  this  violent 
act,  and  through  that  start¬ 
ed...  a  revolution,”  Camp¬ 
bell  said. 

Kacy  Stevens  is  the  di¬ 
rector  of  debate  for  the 
COD  Forensics  Club,  and 
she  explained  further  why 
the  public  speeches  and 
political  engagement  of 
the  Parkland  students  had 
been  seen  as  so  impressive 
and  why  the  students  have 
been  seen  as  skilled  beyond 
their  years. 

“Forensics  students 
learn  information  literacy 
at  a  really  high  rate,”  she 
said.  “They  have  to  re¬ 
search  all  of  what  they  are 
talking  about.  They  have 
the  ability  to  look  at  infor¬ 
mation,  and  know  which  is 


credible  and  which  is  not. 
That’s  what  we  are  seeing 
in  the  national  gun  debate. 
The  students  are  armed 
with  information  literacy 
in  a  way  that  we  are  not 
used  to  seeing  from  young 
people.” 

Stevens  made  clear  that 
this  was  not  a  skill  that  was 
unique  to  the  students  of 
Marjory  Douglas  High, 
but  rather  a  skill  that  Fo¬ 
rensics  students  have.  Fo¬ 
rensics  students  are  just 
not  usually  given  a  chance 
to  showcase  this  on  a  na¬ 
tional  stage  and  in  connec¬ 
tion  to  such  a  controversial 
and  topical  issue. 

“The  Forensics  com¬ 
munity  nationwide  is 
watching  them,  because 
we  know  what  they’re  do¬ 
ing,”  Stevens  said.  “It  is 
the  same  thing  we  have 
always  known  our  stu¬ 
dents  are  capable  of.  This 
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is  just  the  first  time  the  rest 
of  the  country  is  seeing 
it.  They’re  questioning  it, 
because  they  feel  it’s  not 
possible  that  these  students 
aren’t  being  coached  to 
speak  this  way,  but  I  know 
it  is  possible.  They  learned 
it.  They  studied  it.  And 
they’re  proficient  at  it.” 

Marjory  Stoneman 
Douglas  High  is  not  the 
only  school  with  success¬ 
ful  orators  making  waves 
in  the  world  of  competi¬ 
tive  Forensics.  COD’s  own 
Forensics  Club  has  been 
sweeping  competitions 
here  in  Illinois  and  across 
America.  Over  the  last 
three  weeks,  the  Forensics 
Club  has  been  recognized 
for  months  of  hard  work. 


The  COD  team  received 
a  windfall  of  awards,  at 
both  the  Illinois  State  Fo¬ 
rensics  Tournament  that 
took  place  March  1  to  4 
and  the  Novice  Nationals 
that  took  place  in  Boston 
from  March  9  to  1 1 .  At  the 
Illinois  State  Tournament, 
the  COD  team  took  first 
place  out  of  all  the  com¬ 
munity  college  teams.  A 
total  of  29  awards  were 
won  by  15  students.  The 
COD  alumni  who  were 
competing  as  part  of  four- 
year  College  teams  also 
did  exceptionally  well. 

“If  you  look  at  the  top 
awards  in  debate,  COD 
students  or  COD  alum¬ 
ni,  won  every  single  top 
award,”  said  Stevens. 

The  students  also  did 
well  at  the  Novice  Na¬ 
tionals,  where  first-year 
debaters  compete.  The 
COD  team  came  in  sec¬ 


ond  overall  when  compet¬ 
ing  against  both  commu¬ 
nity  college  and  university 
teams.  They  came  away 
with  1 1  awards  combined. 

All  of  this  recogni¬ 
tion  was  a  culmination  of 
months  of  grueling  work. 
Starting  in  the  fall  of  2017, 
the  students  have  been 
putting  in  a  minimum  of 
five  hours  of  practice  ev¬ 
ery  week.  They  work  with 
coaches  and  spend  even 
more  time  practicing  on 
their  own  or  with  team 
members.  She  equated  it 
to  how  a  sports  team  would 
train.  There  are  scheduled 
practices,  but  students  also 
need  to  constantly  work 
on  their  craft  on  their  own 
time. 


All  of  this  commitment 
does  not  include  the  time 
spent  travelling  to  and 
from  events.  As  Illinois  is 
one  of  the  most  competi¬ 
tive  Forensics  states,  in  the 
spring  alone  they  traveled 
almost  every  weekend 
and  between  October  and 
April.  There  were  15  ma¬ 
jor  tournaments. 

Ayyad  joined  the  Fo¬ 
rensics  Club  last  year  and 
started  competing  in  the 
fall.  Like  her  teammates, 
she  finds  herself  in  the  of¬ 
fice  until  9  or  10  o’clock 
at  night.  As  an  education 
major,  she  knew  the  skills 
developed  while  debating 
and  speaking  would  be 
vital  for  her,  and  saw  the 
work  she  put  in,  as  an  in¬ 
vestment  in  herself. 

“I  knew  it  would  be 
very  time  consuming  but 
I  knew  in  the  end  it  was 
going  to  be  worth  it,”  she 
said.  “I  knew  it  was  going 
to  benefit  me  in  the  long 
run  for  my  career.” 

Campbell  also  felt  the 
time  put  into  Forensics  was 
worth  it  for  his  desired  fu¬ 
ture  career  in  film. 

“I’m  a  lot  more  confi¬ 
dent,”  Campbell  said.  “Be¬ 
fore  I  was  loud  and  brash, 
but  I  didn’t  have  confi¬ 
dence  behind  my  words. 
[Forensics]  taught  me  to 
be  a  lot  more  focused  and 
precise  with  the  words  I 
wanted  to  say.” 

Addemir,  also  has  seen 
the  positive  effects  that  Fo¬ 
rensics  Club  has  had  in  his 
life. 

“I  feel  more  empow¬ 
ered,”  he  said.  “Knowing 
how  to  handle  yourself, 
knowing  how  to  talk  and 
manage  conflict.  In  Fo¬ 
rensics  we  go  out  to  get 
judged.  It  helps  when  peo¬ 
ple  are  critiquing  you  be¬ 
cause  you  learn  to  take  it 
easier.” 

Stevens  spends  a  lot  of 


time  coaching  and  work¬ 
ing  with  the  students  as 
they  prepare  for  compe¬ 
titions.  As  a  former  COD 
student  and  Forensics 
Club  member  herself,  she 
had  seen  a  lot  of  these 
strengths  develop  into  real 
world  benefits  for  many  of 
the  students  in  the  club. 

“By  and  large,  Forensics 
students  are  more  employ¬ 
able,  because  they  learn 
things  like  self-presenta¬ 
tion  cues  and  how  to  man¬ 
age  their  image,”  Stevens 
said.  '• 

Stevens  said  employers 
want  people  who  know 
how  to  dress  appropriate¬ 
ly,  how  to  walk  and  talk 
and  compose  themselves. 
Forensics  students  learn  to 
demonstrate  these  crucial 
characteristics.  They  also 
learn  about  team  dynam¬ 
ics,  group  communication 
skills  and  how  to  manage 
professional  and  social  re¬ 
lationships.  One  thing  all 
the  team  members  and 
Stevens  focused  on  was  the 
importance  of  time  man¬ 
agement  skills. 

“[In  high  school]  they 
didn’t  give  you  a  step-by- 
step  process  on  how  to 
organize  your  life  or  your 
day  on  a  piece  of  paper, 
“Campbell  said.  He 
learned  those  skills  from 
his  coaches. 

The  skills  developed  in 
Forensics  Club  also  reap 


benefits  that  go  beyond 
the  workforce.  At  a  time 
of  such  significant  politi¬ 
cal  division  young  people 
participate  in  Forensics 
as  a  way  to  bridge  divides 
and  learn  to  communicate 
effectively  and  respectful¬ 
ly.  In  debate,  whether  you 
agree  or  disagree  with  an 
idea,  you  must  prepare  for 
and  understand  both  sides 
of  an  argument. 

“It  teaches  empathy,” 
Stevens  said.  “When  you 
have  to  stand  in  someone 
else’s  shoes  and  argue  for 
their  side... you  walk  out 
of  a  debate  and  say,  ‘I  nev¬ 
er  thought  about  it  that 
way  before.’  It  also  enables 
them  to  argue  against  [a 
topic  they  believe  in]  even 
stronger,  because  now  they 
understand  where  it’s  com¬ 
ing  from. 

“When  you  five  in  a 
vacuum  and  you  don’t  get 
exposed  to  different  ideas, 
you  are  not  effectively 
prepared  to  interact  with 
those  ideas  when  you  are 
confronted  with  them,” 
Stevens  continued.  “The 
first  part  of  civic  engage¬ 
ment  is  knowledge.” 


The  term  Forensics  means  "used  for  formal 
debate  or  discussion"  or  "related  to  or  used 
in  courts  of  law'.'  Forensics  Club  students 
participate  in  competitions,  where  individuals 
or  teams  compete  by  debating  or  speaking  in 
various  events. 


Students  in  Forensics  are  set 
up  for  success  in  any  field."

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Pitchfork  Music  Festival  announces  full  lineup

Living  near  Chica¬ 
go,  we  are  lucky 
enough  to  be  close 
to  some  of  the  best  music 
festivals  in  the  world.  Lol- 
lapalooza,  Riot  Fest  and. 
Pitchfork  are  just  some  of 
the  few  festivals  Illinoisans 
have  to  look  forward  to  ev¬ 
ery  year. 

Last  week,  Pitchfork  an¬ 
nounced  the  highly  antic¬ 
ipated  full  lineup  for  this 
year’s  Pitchfork  Music  Fes¬ 
tival.  The  festival  will  take 
place  in  Union  Park,  Chi¬ 
cago,  from  July  20  to  22. 

The  publication  began 
announcing  the  acts  on 
Feb.  27  by  painting  each 
act  individually  on  a  wall 
in  Wicker  Park.  Yes,  indi¬ 
vidually.  It’s  safe  to  say  fans 
were  not  too  happy  about 
the  way  the  announce¬ 
ment  was  executed. 

The  festival  showed  a 
livestream  of  the  lineup 
announcements  and  some 
comments  showed  a  lack 
of  enthusiasm.  “When 


people  think  Pitchfork  they 
think  this:  self-important, 
obnoxious,  and  boring,” 
said  one  fan. 

“Has  it  ever  occurred 
to  you  guys  that  this  is  un¬ 
equivocally  the  worst  way 
to  release  a  lineup  in  the 
world?”  said  another. 

Finally,  when  the  music 
festival  released  the  full 
lineup,  opting  out  of  the 
painting,  fans  were  expect¬ 
ing  something  extraordi¬ 
nary.  Instead,  some  fans 
feel  they  were  given  some¬ 
thing  less. 

“Such  a  disappointment 
overall  aside  from  a  select 
few.  Worst  line  up  in  the 
past  5  years,  hands  down,” 
said  a  fan  on  festival  face- 
book  page. 

This  year’s  festival  hosts 
some  big  names,  like  the 
fan-favorite  Tame  Impala, 
Fleet  Foxes  and  Ms.  Lau- 
ryn  Hill,  who  will  be  play¬ 
ing  a  20-year  anniversary 
of  The  Miseducation  of 
I>auryn  Hill. 


As  far  as  headliners  go, 
I  can  only  say  I  am  in¬ 
terested  in  seeing  Fleet 
Foxes,  the  chamber  folk 
group  from  Seattle.  The 
group  gained  some  criti¬ 
cal  success  after  releasing 
their  third  studio  album, 
“Crack-Up,”  in  2017. 

Many  fans  are  very  ex¬ 
cited  for  Tame  Impala, 
which  is  easily  the  most 
well-known  of  the  three 
headliners.  They  are  not 
a  group  I  am  overly  inter¬ 
ested  in,  but  hopefully  they 
will  be  able  to  put  on  a 
good  show. 

“Tame  Impala  is  worth 
every  penny  alone!  Every¬ 
thing  else  is  just  extra,” 
said  another  fan.

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Stephen  Hawking's  eternal  light  (1942-2018)

Stephen  Hawk¬ 
ing’s  life  proved 
even  the  darkest 
places  in  the  universe  radi¬ 
ate  forth  with  light. 

Hawking’s  radiation 
emanated  from  the  mag¬ 
netism  of  his  charisma  and 


the  gravity  of  his  position 
as  the  planet’s  most  recog¬ 
nizable  scientific  celebrity. 

He  possessed  an  innate 
capability  to  conceptual¬ 
ize  the  abstract.  He  could 
translate  the  esoteric  na¬ 
ture  of  cosmology  and 


theoretical  physics  down 
to  bite-size  understand¬ 
ings  everyday  people  could 
grasp. 

Hawking  inspired  de¬ 
cades  of  scientists  and 
dreamers  to  look  upwards 
towards  the  night  sky  and 


wonder. 

Setting  him  apart  from 
perhaps  more  accom¬ 
plished  physicists,  Hawk¬ 
ing’s  perpetual  determina¬ 
tion  captured  the  public’s 
attention.  Unlike  others 
in  his  field,  Hawking  had 


the  talents  to  punctuate 
the  mundanity  of  the  aca¬ 
demic  world  and  shake  the 
public’s  imaginations. 

Hawking  used  his  ce¬ 
lebrity  status  to  reach  the 
masses  and  infuse  our  lives 
with  wonder  and  bewil¬ 


derment.  I  remember  the 
awe-inspiring  moment  he 
taught  me  through  one  of 
his  many  televised  science 
specials,  that  as  an  apple 
falls  down  due  to  Earth’s 
gravity,  on  a  infinitesimally 
small  scale,  the  Earth  and 
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everything  on  it  gravitates 
upwards  towards  the  fall¬ 
ing  apple.  Gravity  con- 
standy  has  a  tug-and-pull 
effect  on  my  body  with 
every  step  I  take.  Simulta¬ 
neously  I  am  stretched  and 
pulled  in  every  direction. 
The  Earth’s  massiveness  is 
the  only  thing  keeping  me 
grounded. 

Mirroring  his  physical 
struggles,  Hawking  once 
quipped,  “One  of  the  ba¬ 
sic  rules  of  the  universe 
is  that  nothing  is  perfect. 
Perfection  simply  doesn’t 
exist. .  .Without  imper¬ 
fection,  neither  you  nor  I 
would  exist.” 

Hawking  and  a  group 
of  scientists  in  1982  cal¬ 
culated  this  irregularity  in 
the  early  universe.  He  then 
set  out  to  demonstrate  how 
imperfections  are  built  into 
the  laws  of  our  universe 
by  setting  up  an  experi¬ 
ment  accessible  to  average 
minds. 

Hawking  explained, 
right  after  the  Big  Bang, 
the  universe  was  just  gas, 
almost  perfecdy  spread  out 
throughout  space.  To  show 
this,  he  spaced  tiny  met¬ 
al  balls  in  precisely  lined 
rows  down  and  across  a 
flat  wooden  floor. 

“If  they  are  all  the 
same  distance  apart, 
gravity  pulls  each  ball  the 
same  amount  in  all  direc¬ 
tions.  They  stay  perfectly 
aligned,  and  nothing  at  all 
happens,”  Hawking  said. 
However,  a  few  metal  balls 
were  removed  to  symbol¬ 
ize  the  incredibly  tiny  un¬ 
evenness  in  the  early  uni¬ 
verse.  Gravity  now  pulls 
more  strongly  on  one  side 
of  the  metal  balls,  causing 
them  to  gravitate  towards 
clumping  with  others. 

“This  is  exactly  what 
happened  in  the  young 
universe.  Parts  of  the  sea 
of  early  gas  were  ever  so 


slightly  thinner  than  oth¬ 
ers.  The  denser  parts  be¬ 
gan  to  clump  together.  It 
was  in  these  denser  areas 
that  all  the  stars  and  galax¬ 
ies  would  form,”  Hawing 
explained. 

“If  it  weren’t  for  this 
stroke  of  cosmic  luck, 
there  would  be  no  you,  no 
me,  no  stars  or  planets  or 
anything  at  all,”  he  said. 

Inspired  by  his  aptitude 
to  bring  the  complexities 


of  science  to  the  masses, 
scientific  cultural  icons 
such  as  Carl  Sagan  and 
Neil  deGrasse  Tyson  con¬ 
tinued  to  enlighten  the 
minds  of  imaginations  ev¬ 
erywhere. 

However,  the  warmth 
of  his  radiance  was  tested 
and  formed  through  years 
of  adversity. 

Darkness  crept  into  his 
life  when  he  was  diagnosed 
in  1963,  at  the  young  age 
of  21,  with  amyotrophic 
lateral  sclerosis  (ALS). 
Doctors  gave  Hawking  two 
years  left  to  live.  However, 
55  triumphant  years  later, 
we  say  goodbye  to  the  pio¬ 
neering  spirit  whose  tenac¬ 
ity  redefined  the  capabili¬ 
ties  of  human  achievement 
and  imagination. 

While  his  muscles  suc¬ 
cumbed  to  disease,  his 
mind  rebelled,  remaining 
pristine  throughout  the 
years.  Hawking  was  nei¬ 
ther  defined  by  his  phys¬ 
ical  limitations,  nor  the 
barriers  his  imagination 
powered  through. 

His  career  first  came 


to  light  when  his  doctoral 
work  deduced  that  the  im¬ 
mense  universe  emanates 
from  a  tiny  singularity. 
Tracing  Albert  Einstein’s 
Theory  of  General  Rela¬ 
tivity  back  before  the  Big 
Bang,  Hawking  proposed 
all  energy  and  matter  in 
the  universe  was  first  con¬ 
centrated  in  a  single-point. 
This  single-point  was  of 
zero-size  and  infinite  den¬ 
sity,  and  its  rapid  inflation 


is  what  gave  birth  to  all 
of  creation.  The  stars,  the 
planets,  galaxies  and  life  it¬ 
self  all  emanate  from  this 
singularity. 

Hawking  breathed  life 
into  the  world  of  physics, 
which  had  become  com¬ 
placent  with  the  laws  of 
general  relativity.  Hawking 
endeavoured  to  dive  deep¬ 
er  into  the  nature  of  reali¬ 
ty,  pushing  the  frontier  of 
science  to  new  discoveries. 

Hawking  demonstrated 
that  accurately  observing 
this  singularity  and  even 
understanding  its  concep¬ 
tion,  becomes  impossible 
when  the  laws  dictating 
general  relativity  start  to 
break  down.  This  hap¬ 
pens  when  trying  to  ap¬ 
ply  the  gravitational  laws 
that  dictate  larger  objects 
to  the  subatomic  world. 
Hawking  and  other  scien¬ 
tists  realized  the  laws  of 
general  relativity  and  the 
laws  comprising  the  tiny, 
subatomic  world  behave 
like  feuding  cats  and  dogs. 

This  discovery  inspired 
a  new  wave  of  energy'  in 


the  world  of  physics  that 
still  resonates. 

Fuelling  the  fire  of  curi¬ 
osity,  Hawking  embarked 
on  a  pioneering  journey 
to  study  the  places  in  the 
universe  where  general  rel¬ 
ativity  and  space-time  be¬ 
came  wibbly-wobbly.  He 
dedicated  most  of  his  ca¬ 
reer  studying  black  holes; 
where  the  mechanics  of 
mathematics  seemingly 
broke  down.  Hawking  be¬ 
lieved  understanding  their 
perplexities  would  shed 
light  on  the  birth  of  the 
universe. 

Hawking  studied  the 
paradoxical  nature  of  en¬ 
tropy  and  its  relationship 
with  black  holes.  One  of 
the  fundamental  principles 
of  physics  is  all  matter  in 
the  universe  linearly  shifts 
from  order  to  disorder. 

Symbolically  mirroring 
his  mind’s  incredible  per¬ 
sistence  during  his  pro¬ 
gressive  physical  deteriora¬ 
tion,  somehow  black  holes 
defied  the  logic  of  entropy. 
Falling  matter  into  a  black 
hole  seemed  to  decrease 
disorder.  Being  trapped 
into  the  crushing  dark 
abyss  actually  fosters  the 
necessitation  for  light. 

Hawking  and  his  team 
deduced  black  holes  have 
a  temperature.  Anything 
with  temperature  radiates 
with  energy.  That  meant 
even  the  darkest  places  in 
the  universe  radiate  light. 

In  a  spark  of  genius. 
Hawking  tangled  the 
mathematics  of  general 
relativity  and  quantum 
mechanics  together  to  pro¬ 
pose  all  black  holes  radiate 
energy.  The  movement  of 
this  energy  and  light  is  now 
known  as  Hawking  Radia¬ 
tion. 

His  theory  leads  to  the 
proposition  that  as  light 
is  radiated  and  energy  is 
lost,  a  black  hole  devours

itself.  Hawking  proved 
light  dominates  the  dark¬ 
ness  until  the  darkness  is 
no  more. 

Due  to  his  scientific 
breakthrough  with  Hawk¬ 
ing  Radiation,  Hawking 
was  named  the  Lucasian 
Professor  of  Mathematics 
at  Cambridge  University, 
the  same  post  held  by  Isaac 
Newton. 

From  this  mantle-piece, 
Hawking  transformed  his 
imagination  into  a  lumi¬ 
nary  for  the  world  of  sci¬ 
ence.  His  celebrity-status 
was  solidified  with  the 
1988  release  of  “A  Brief 
History  of  Time.”  The 
best-seller  was  purchased 
over  10  million  times  and 
made  the  wonders  and 
fascinations  of  cosmology 
ascertainable  to  the  aver¬ 
age  individual.  He  sparked 
a  wave  of  curiosity  across 
decades  and  generations. 
The  fight  of  his  knowl¬ 
edge  ignited  the  torches 
of  imagination  across  the 
planet. 

Hawking  became  the 
most  recognizable  celeb¬ 
rity  in  the  scientific  world. 
His  teachings  showed  sci¬ 
ence  was  part  of  our  ev¬ 
eryday  fives.  Science  be¬ 
came  cool.  The  scope  of 
his  achievements  became 
secondary  to  the  immense 
interest  in  science  he  in¬ 
spired. 

Hawking’s  fife  even  be¬ 
came  the  subject  of  the 
Academy  Award-nominat¬ 
ed  “The  Theory  of  Every¬ 
thing”  (2014).  His  quest 
for  finding  a  unified  theory 
finking  general  relativity 
and  quantum  mechanics 
became  a  romanticized 
metaphor  for  mankind’s 
endless  audacity  against 
impossible  odds. 

When  you  put  a  face 
and  a  story  as  inspirational 
as  Hawking’s  behind  a  sci¬ 
entific  movement,  it  quick¬ 


ly  gains  momentum  in 
society’s  imagination.  His 
endeavouring  became  the 
forefront  of  human  aspira¬ 
tions.  His  struggle  became 
symbolic  for  our  struggle 
to  enhance  the  progression 
of  our  species. 

We  were  not  born  to 
stay  confined  to  our  debil¬ 
itations.  Infinite  wonders 
and  achievements  lie  at  the 
precipice  of  our  imagina¬ 
tion.  We  look  up  towards 
the  night  sky  and  see  eter¬ 
nity  within  our  grasp.  At 
the  helm  of  the  universe 
we  tentatively  take  our  first 
steps. 

As  we  voyage  out  into 
the  vast  unknown,  Stephen 
Hawking’s  eternal  radi¬ 
ance,  and  the  pioneering 
luminaries  who  follow  in 
his  footsteps,  will  provide 
the  fight  that  guides  us 
through  the  darkness.

School  Walk¬ 
out  on  March 
14  saw  thousands  of  high 
school  and  college  stu¬ 
dents  across  the  country 
advocate  for  stricter  gun 
control  laws.

There  just 
isn’t  enough  of  a  commu¬ 
nity  atmosphere  here  for 
students  to  have  taken  ac¬ 
tion. 

With  COD  being  a  com¬ 
muter  college,  the  strong 
bonds  formed  by  students 
at  other  colleges  and  high 
schools  aren’t  found  with 
students  here.  Most  COD 
students  are  only  think¬ 
ing  about  their  next  class. 
Many  are  reluctant  to  even 
join  the  more  than  90  clubs 
the  school  offers.  Asking 
them  to  get  involved  in  a 
movement  as  enormous  as 


this  one  would  have  been  a 
tough  sell. 

It  also  would  not  have 
been  the  best  timing  for 
students  to  “walk  out”  of 

r  ft  - 


class  as  many  were  taking 
midterm  exams  during 
that  time.  Many  teachers 
would  have  potentially 
been  frustrated  as  well, 
as  missing  a  day  of  class 


would  have  meant  they’d 
fall  behind  in  the  syllabus, 
and  it  can  be  difficult  to 
catch  up  when  that  hap¬ 
pens. 


Then  there’s  the  fact 
that  even  if  a  protest  was 
organized  by  school  ad¬ 
ministration  or  student 
leaders  or  both,  there’s  no 
guarantee  the  effort  would 


have  resulted  in  much 
student  participation.  For 
many  students  here,  it  just 
might  not  have  been  a  pri¬ 
ority. 

Still,  we  are  one  of  the 
largest  educational  insti¬ 
tutions  in  the  state.  Even 
10  percent  of  our  student 
body  standing  in  solidarity 
could  have  made  an  im¬ 
pact.  That’s  especially  true 
considering  these  protests 
pushed  Illinois  senators  to 
introduce  a  bill  that  would 
raise  the  legal  age  to  buy 
an  assault  weapon  to  21, 
though  that  bill  was  lat¬ 
er  vetoed  by  Gov.  Bruce 
Rauner. 

Walking  out  with  oth¬ 
er  students  would  have 


demonstrated  our  sup¬ 
port  for  the  movement.  It 
would  have  showed  we’re 
aware  something  like  this 
could  happen  here  as  well. 
Gun  control  reform  is 
something  everyone  of  us 
should  be  concerned  about 
here  at  COD.  We  do,  after 
all.  attend  an  open  campus 
institution. 

Everyone  involved  in  the 
planning  and  execution 
of  the  National  Walkout 
should  be  commended 
for  their  exceptional  ded¬ 
ication  to  bringing  about 
change.  The  fact  that  there 
was  no  push  to  be  a  part  of 
that  here  only  exemplifies 
the  lack  of  a  community  at 
our  community  college.

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Exploring  the  transcendent  nature  of  sports

Smothered  in  a 
sea  of  testoster¬ 
one,  somewhere 
between  salaciously,  sultry, 
half-clothed,  stereotypical 
women  selling  everything 
from  GoDaddy  to  beer 
to  Hardees  burgers  came 
an  estrogenic  emanated 
epiphany  tearing  through 
the  hyper-masculinized 
tradition  of  Super  Bowl 
commercials. 

In  2015,  the  brand  Al¬ 
ways,  producer  of  fem¬ 
inine  hygiene  products, 
launched  an  advertising 
campaign  to  challenge  the 
misogynistic  social  condi¬ 
tioning  that  is  debilitating 
confidence  in  adolescent 
girls  and  giving  them 
a  warped  value  of  self- 
worth. 


They  explored  this  sub- 
de  sexism  by  asking  teen¬ 
age  girls  and  boys  of  vary¬ 
ing  ages  to  act  out  their 
interpretation  of  both 
“running  like  a  girl”  and 
“throwing  like  a  girl.”  The 
participants  depicted  hu¬ 
morous  feminine  actions 

rfifi  - 


of  clumsiness,  weakness 
and  worrying  about  their 
hair  and  outfits. 

Then  they  asked  pre- 
teen  girls  to  do  the  same, 
and  they  displayed  actions 
of  maximum  effort  and  ex¬ 


treme  confidence. 

The  advertisement  ques¬ 
tioned,  “When  did  doing 
something  “like  a  girl”  be¬ 
come  an  insult?” 

It  followed,  “a  girl’s  con¬ 
fidence  plummets  during 
puberty.”  Always’  cam¬ 
paign  explained,  girls  are 


especially  vulnerable  to 
the  harm  of  negative  cul¬ 
tural  conditioning  between 
the  ages  of  10-12.  When 
young  impressionable  girls 
hear  the  negative  connota¬ 
tion  of,  “like  a  girl,”  they, 


“internalize  the  phrase  to 
mean  weakness  and  vani¬ 
ty” 

Always  finished  with 
the  challenge,  “Let’s  make 
#LIKEAGIRL  mean 
amazing  things.”  The  ad¬ 
vertisement’s  legacy  lives 
on  to  change  the  derogato¬ 
ry  nature  of  the  every-day 
phrase,  and  transform  the 
insult  into  a  positive  state¬ 
ment  of  female  empower¬ 
ment. 

Always’  campaign 
brings  to  life  the  misogy¬ 
ny  inherent  in  the  social 
conditioning  embedded 
in  our  colloquial  phrases 
and  every-day  language. 
Whether  intentional  or 
unintentional,  the  hierar- 
chal-constructed  patriar¬ 
chy  weaponizes  such  lan¬ 


guage  to  effeminate  the 
weaker  sex  and  maintain 
the  hierarchy’s  power  sta¬ 
tus-quo. 

A  common  turn  of 
phrase,  “like  a  girl,”  evokes 
connotations  to  previously 
conditioned  minds  of  fee¬ 
ble,  delicate  and  clumsy 
mannerisms. 

Similar  harmful  lan¬ 
guage  such  as  telling  a  girl 
to  smile  or  not  to  worry 
her  pretty  little  head,  trains 
her  impressionable  mind 
to  believe  her  physical  ap¬ 
pearance  is  the  most  valu¬ 
able  asset  she  possess.  The 
power  of  her  intellect  and 
individuality  comes  second 
to  her  beauty. 

Telling  girls  to,  “quit 
acting  bossy,”  conditions 
them  to  believe  they  are 


not  to  be  taken  seriously 
and  power  is  reserved  for 
the  stronger  male  sex. 

Telling  a  girl  to  “sit  like  a 
lady,”  or  calling  her  a  tom¬ 
boy  or  butch,  conditions 
her  to  suppress  her  indi¬ 
viduality  and  conform  to  a 
stereotypical  male-driven 
image  of  the  ideal  wom¬ 
an.  Dictating  the  way  she 
dresses,  the  makeup  she 
wears,  how  she  behaves 
and  talks  -  all  behaviour  is 
socially  constructed  to  sup¬ 
port  the  dominating  male- 
gaze. 

Older  girls  also  become 
complicit  in  further  debil¬ 
itating  young  girls’  self-im¬ 
pressions  by  saying  things 
such  as,  “I’m  not  like  the 
other  girls,”  and  “girls  are 
so  much  drama.”  By  de- 


Let's  make  #LIKEAGIRL  mean 
amazing  things." 
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fining  in  solidity  the  expec¬ 
tations  of  their  gender,  no 
fluidity  is  allowed  to  foster 
the  growth  of  the  individ¬ 
ual. 

The  malicious  intent  of¬ 
ten  unknowingly  displayed 
through  such  language, 
serves  to  degrade  women 
into  inferiority  and  enforce 
a  position  of  subservience 
to  man. 

Such  language  can  be 
observed  in  the  way  older 
people  address  and  greet 
younger  children.  For 
boys  it’s  always  questions 
pertaining  to  sports,  and 
muscles,  and  toughness  to 
celebrate  the  strength  in 
masculinity.  For  girls,  the 
conversation  always  gravi¬ 
tates  towards  compliments 
of  the  prettiness  of  their 


appearance  or  their  outfit. 

Unknowingly,  we  rein¬ 
force  the  cultural  gendered 
stereotypes  teaching  chil¬ 
dren  that  deviance  from 
the  expected  gendered 
norms  shall  not  be  toler- 

it  - 


ated.  These  children  con¬ 
form  and  change  their 
ambitions  to  fit  in,  further 
propagating  a  polarity  and 
division  of  equality  be¬ 
tween  the  sexes. 

Harmful  to  both  gen¬ 


ders,  a  polarization  is  driv¬ 
en  between  the  sexes  by 
training  boys  to  always  act 
tough  and  training  girls  to 
always  look  pretty.  Pres¬ 
sure  from  the  influence  of 
elders  subjugate  the  ado¬ 


lescents’  individuality  into 
shallow  molds  of  confor¬ 
mity. 

Both  lead  to  a  grotesque 
distortion  of  humanity. 

Without  recognition, 
girls’  self-expectations  of 


how  to  think  or  what  they 
are  capable  of  achieving, 
become  defined  by  the  op¬ 
posite  sex.  And  boys  suc¬ 
cumb  to  a  hyper-masculin¬ 
ized  reality  devoid  of  the 
weaker  feminine  emotions 
of  empathy  and  compas¬ 
sion.  Boys  are  socially-con¬ 
ditioned  to  persecute 
weakness  at  all  costs.  How¬ 
ever,  without  empathy  and 
compassion,  they  grow  up 
lacking  respect  for  the  oth¬ 
er  half  of  society. 

Manhood  and  woman¬ 
hood  become  distorted 
leading  to  a  dysfunction 
of  human  progression  and 
compatibility.  It  leads  to  a 
complacency  of  the  spe¬ 
cies,  and  the  inevitability 
of  one  gender  claiming 
superiority  over  the  other. 


The  constant  fear  of  be¬ 
ing  ostracized  for  deviation 
of  the  socially  conditioned 
gendered  norms  becomes 
the  primary'  motive  for 
human  action.  When  the 
harmful  oppression  in¬ 
herent  in  such  derogatory 
language  becomes  seen  as 
commonplace,  a  danger¬ 
ous  indifference  washes 
over  the  sexes. 

Such  indifference  fosters 
further  complacency  and 
deforms  and  prohibits  the 
growth  of  the  individual. 

The  only  way  to  defeat 
the  prohibition  of  healthy 
maturing  is  to  dismantle 
the  hidden  mechanisms 
propagating  the  illusion  of 
superiority. 

These  actions  will  en¬ 
gender  the  freedom  and 


benevolent  symbiosis  im¬ 
bued  in  the  doctrine  of 
gender  equality. 

In  changing  the  danger¬ 
ous  connotations  behind 
such  caustic  language,  we 
can  drive  the  fear  and  un¬ 
natural  imbalance  out  of 
the  minds  of  adolescents 
and  instead  teach  them  to 
celebrate  individuality. 

We  can  take  the  very 
weapons  used  to  cripple 
their  growth  and  trans¬ 
form  them  into  celebra¬ 
tions  of  gender  and  indi¬ 
vidual  empowerment.

/t’s  Thursday  morn¬ 
ing  in  Physics  Pro¬ 
fessor  Tom  Carter’s 
Physics  2111  class,  and  stu¬ 
dents  are  excited  to  learn 
about  rotational  kinetic 
energy. 

The  class  started  with  a 
typical  icebreaker  for  phys¬ 


ics  students:  Which  letter 
are  we  clicking  today? 

Several  students  shouted 
“E.” 

Carter  agrees  and  gives 
everyone  enough  time  to 
click  “E”  on  their  iClickers 
for  attendance.  The  de¬ 
vice  makes  taking  accurate 


attendance  as  simple  as 
clicking  a  button. 

Carter  then  wants  his 
students  to  compare  the 
magnitudes  of  the  acceler¬ 
ations  of  objects.  So  there 
is  set  of  multiple  choice 
questions  students  in  the 
class  must  answer.  Again, 


they  had  to  click.  When 
Carter  saw  their  responses, 
he  decided  to  take  another 
approach. 

“Let’s  do  my  favorite 
thing  in  the  world,”  Carter 
said.  “I’ll  draw  a  free-body 
diagram.”  The  diagram 
helps  students  to  see  the 
relative  magnitude  and  di¬ 
rection  of  all  forces  acting 
upon  an  object. 

After  drawing  and  ex¬ 
plaining  the  diagram,  Car¬ 
ter  asked  his  students  to 
give  the  questions  another 
shot.  He  wants  students  to 
rethink  their  assumptions. 
This  time,  he’s  satisfied 
with  their  responses. 

This  is  the  purpose  of 
the  iClicker.  The  polling 
device  helps  instructors 
and  students  dynamically 
interact  through  questions 
and  answers  in  retd  time. 
The  instructor  and  stu¬ 
dents  get  immediate  feed¬ 
back  about  learning  in  the 
classroom. 

For  pioneering  the  use 
of  this  electronic  student 
response  system,  Carter 
has  distinguished  himself. 
On  April  2,  College  of 
DuPage  (COD)  named 
Carter  the  2018  Col¬ 
lege-wide  Outstanding 
Full-time  Faculty  Member. 

“The  first  two  things 
that  pop  into  my  head 
about  my  feelings  are 
‘humbled’  and  ‘there  must 
be  some  mistake,”’  Carter 
said.  “Past  recipients  of 
this  award  have  included 
some  of  my  role  models. 
The  first  year  I  taught 
here,  Chris  Petersen  from 
biology  won  this  award 
and  I  remember  thinking 


that  I  would  never  be  able 
to  have  the  same  positive 
effect  on  my  students  that 
Chris  did.” 

Over  the  years,  Carter 
has  implemented  Fliplt 
Physics,  a  low-cost,  on- 
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line  tutoring  system  for 
physics  students.  The  sys¬ 
tem  allows  students  to 
watch  “prelectures”  that 
are  narrated  with  embed¬ 
ded  questions.  There  is  a 
“checkpoint”  assessment 
students  complete  before 
class.  The  feedback  from 
the  “checkpoint”  gives  in¬ 
structors  the  information 
they  need  to  target  in  their 
lectures. 

Carter  isn’t  just  inter¬ 
ested  in  what  happens  in 
the  classroom.  He  helps 
arrange  summer  intern¬ 
ships  for  students  at  Ar- 
gonne  National  Laborato¬ 
ry  (ANL).  And  he  supports 
the  COD  Robotics  Team 
and  the  Society  of  Women 
Engineers. 

“I’d  also  like  to  thank  all 
the  great  students  I’ve  had 
over  the  years  that  have 
made  this  so  rewarding 
and  fun,”  added  Carter. 
“I  can  easily  think  of  two 
dozen  names  and  faces  of 
students  that  meant  a  lot, 
from  the  guy  who  seemed 
so  angry  and  bored  sitting 
in  the  back,  right-hand 
corner  of  my  first  physics 


class  to  the  officers  of  this 
year’s  robotics  team.  If  I 
tried  to  list  all  their  names, 
I’d  miss  a  few.  So  I  won’t 
try.” 

Carter  received  his  doc¬ 
torate  degree  in  physics 


from  Duke  University,  a 
bachelor’s  degree  in  civil 
engineering  from  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Missouri-Rolla 
and  a  bachelor’s  in  math¬ 
ematics  from  Drury  Col¬ 
lege. 

Every  year,  students 
have  the  opportunity  to 
nominate  a  full-  or  part- 
time  instructor,  or  librari¬ 
an  who  made  an  impact  on 
their  academic  endeavors. 
The  recipient  of  the  Out¬ 
standing  Faculty  Member 
award  is  then  selected  by 
a  committee  (faculty,  ad¬ 
ministration,  students  and 
a  trustee)  from  a  pool  of 
faculty  who  were  nominat¬ 
ed  by  the  college  at  large.

A  recent 
College  of  DuPage  reve¬ 
nue  projection  shows  of¬ 
ficials  expect  a  4  percent 
decline  in  enrollment  at 
the  start  of  the  fall  2018 
semester. 

Scott  Friedman  knows 
this.  And  that’s  why  he 
sees  Strategic  Enrollment 
Management  (SEM)  as  a 
priority. 

SEM  is  a  strategy  that 
allows  colleges  to  identify 
enrollment  issues.  It  also 
helps  colleges  focus  on 
what  is  best  for  students’ 
success. 

Friedman  is  a  candidate 
for  the  newly-minted  as¬ 
sociate  vice  president  for 
student  affairs  position 
at  COD.  He  spoke  at  an 
open  interview  on  April  4. 

“SEM  is  critical  for  ev¬ 
ery  community  college,” 


Friedman  said.  “We  have 
the  opportunity  to  get  out 
there  at  a  time  that  enroll¬ 
ment  is  fluctuating  and 
somehow  unpredictable. 
Managing  enrollment  but 
doing  it  in  a  way  that  en¬ 
gages  everyone  is  a  huge 
opportunity.  It  is  a  great 
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way  to  build  trust  in  the 
community.” 

Friedman  also  believes  a 
nationwide  decline  in  state 
funding  for  community 
college  education  should 
force  college  officials  to  be 
more  conscientious  about 
the  way  dollars  are  spent. 

“We  live  in  a  time  when 


states’  investment  in  high¬ 
er  education  continues  to 
dwindle,”  Friedman  said. 
“It  doesn’t  matter  how 
many  students  you  bring 
in  to  serve,  the  state  is  giv¬ 
ing  you  nothing.  We  need 
to  be  extremely  conscien¬ 
tious  about  the  dollars  that 


we  spend.”  Spending  con¬ 
scientiously  would  mean 
focusing  COD  on  the 
success  outcomes  of  com¬ 
munity  college  students 
and  preparing  students 
for  what  employers  in  the 
district  need,  according  to 
Friedman. 

“We  need  to  make  sure 


that  our  graduates  are 
ready  to  walk  on  jobs  and 
have  more  than  technical 
knowledge;  they  need  to 
work  on  teams,”  Friedman 
said.  “We  have  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  be  a  huge  eco¬ 
nomic  engine,  which  COD 
already  is,  and  even  more 
so  for  the  long-term.” 

Due  to  a  recent  budget 
impasse,  Illinois  failed  to 
make  payments  to  the  col¬ 
lege  in  the  absence  of  a 
state  budget.  The  Illinois 
Community  College  Act 
of  1965  prescribed  that 
the  state  government  is 
responsible  for  one-third 
of  instructional  cost  at 
community  colleges.  For 
the  next  fiscal  year,  COD 
expects  to  get  6  percent  of 
its  total  revenue  from  the 
state  government. 

“Six  percent  doesn’t 
look  like  33  percent,”  said 
Tmstee  Alan  L.  Bennett 


during  a  recent  vote  to  in¬ 
crease  tuition. 

Scott  Friedman  current¬ 
ly  serves  as  dean  of  stu¬ 
dent  engagement  at  Mo¬ 
raine  Valley  Community 
College.  He  oversees  aca¬ 
demic  advising,  counseling 
and  career  development, 
disability  services,  new  stu¬ 
dent  orientation,  transfer 
center,  articulation  initia¬ 
tives,  human  development 
courses  and  study  abroad. 

Friedman  has  a  doc¬ 
torate  in  disability  studies 
from  the  University  of  II- 
linois-Chicago,  a  master’s 
degree  in  adult  education 
form  Northern  Illinois 
University,  a  bachelor’s  of 
arts  degree  from  Elmhurst 
College  and  an  associate 
of  arts  degree  from  Elgin 
Community  College. 

He  spent  years  working 
with  students  with  dis¬ 
abilities  and  provided  col¬ 


laborative  leadership  on 
physical,  electronic  and 
programmatic  campus  ac¬ 
cessibility. 

“This  experience  has  al¬ 
lowed  me  to  be  analytical; 
it  has  allowed  me  to  read 
federal  regulations  and 
apply  them  to  my  work,” 
added  Friedman. 

The  college  will  host  two 
other  open  interviews  for 
the  associate  vice  president 
for  student  affairs  position. 
Mia  Hardy  will  visit  cam¬ 
pus  on  April  12.  The  last 
candidate,  Countance  An¬ 
derson,  will  visit  COD  on 
April  13.  Both  events  will 
occur  in  SSC  2201  from  2 
p.m.  to  3  p.m.

The  convention  hours 
are  6  p.m.-ll  p.m.  on  Fri¬ 
day,  9  a.m.  to  1 1  p.m.  on 
Saturday  and  9  a.m.  to  6 
p.m.  on  Sunday. 

Each  day  will  host 
unique  events  for  conven¬ 
tion-goers,  giving  people  a 
chance  to  dress  up  as  their 
favorite  fictional  charac¬ 
ters,  get  a  look  at  brand 
new  games  and  meet  an 
array  of  new  people. 

One  of  the  main  attrac¬ 
tions  at  the  convention  is 
the  annual  “dungeon”  that 
gives  people  the  chance  to 
five  out  their  sword-fight¬ 
ing  dreams. 

“It  it  a  live-action  role 


play  that  turns  the  student 
lounge  into  a  dungeon, 
and  you  go  in  and  have  to 
live-action  fight  people,” 
said  Joel  Bahena,  the  club’s 
social  media  coordinator.

Compared  to  some 
of  the  other  conventions  in 
the  area  like  C2E2  or  An- 
ime  Central,  CODCON 
is  a  weekend  of  fun  for  a 
fraction  of  the  price. 

The  convention  costs 
attendees  $5  for  one  day, 
$7  for  two  days  or  $10  for 
the  whole  weekend,  where 
other  conventions  can  run 
up  to  $70  per  day. 

“We  want  to  make  it 
smaller,  intimate  and 
cheaper  for  most  people,” 
said  Bahena. 

When  the  convention 
debuted  23  years  ago,  only 


seven  people  were  in  at¬ 
tendance  of  the  one-day 
convention.  The  conven¬ 
tion  has  gained  popularity 
since,  increasing  in  num¬ 
bers  each  year.  Last  year’s 
convention  brought  in 
about  450  people. 

The  convention  is  run 
almost  entirely  by  club 
members,  who  staff  the 
registration  and  mer¬ 
chandise  tables,  organize 
tournaments  and  set  up 
activity  rooms.

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Fermilab  scientist  Wes  Ketchum  discusses 
the  mysteries  of  neutrinos

/f  you  hold  up  your 
hand  towards  the 
light  of  the  sun, 
every  second,  65  billion 
subatomic  particles  called 
neutrinos  pass  through  the 
fingernail  on  your  thumb 
and  continue  on  their 
near-speed  of  light  voyage 
across  the  universe. 

These  mysterious  par¬ 
ticles  behave  unlike  any 
others  known  to  physics 
and  may  hold  the  answers 
to  the  questions  perplexing 
scientists  about  the  funda¬ 
mental  nature  of  our  uni¬ 
verse. 

In  an  attempt  to  discern 
their  complexities,  scien¬ 
tists  have  burrowed  into 
the  South  Pole  distributing 
sensors  in  Antarctica’s  pur¬ 


est  ice  at  depths  between 
1,450  to  2,450  meters  (the 
Eiffel  Tower  is  324  m  tall), 
with  the  apdy  named  Ice- 
Cube  Neutrino  Observa¬ 
tory.  IceCube’s  neutrino 
detector  is  made  of  1 .5-2.5 
cubic  kilometers  of  pure 
ice.  That  would  be  enough 
water  to  fill  one  million 
Olympic-sized  swimming 
pools. 

Scientists  have  also  tun¬ 
neled  3,300  feet  into  tut 
abandoned  mine  drilled 
beneath  Japan’s  Mount 
Ikeno.  The  Super-Kamio- 
kande  Neutrino  Detec¬ 
tion  Experiment  placed  a 
cylindrical  tank  131  feet 
in  height,  holding  50,000 
tons  of  ultrapure  water 
with  13,000  hand-blown 


glass  light  detectors  in  an 
attempt  to  capture  these 
tricky  particles  that  hard¬ 
ly  interact  with  normal 
matter  and  usually  pass 
straight  through  anything 
in  its  path. 

To  discuss  their  perplex¬ 
ities  and  the  fascinating  se¬ 
crets  their  mysteries  might 
hold,  College  of  DuPage 
hosted  a  free  Steminar 
on  April  6th  open  to  the 
public,  featuring  speaker 
Wes  Ketchum.  He  is  an 
associate  scientist  at  Fermi 
National  Accelerator  Lab¬ 
oratory  (Fermilab)  in  Bata¬ 
via  and  a  member  of  the 
MicroBooNE  collaborate 
at  Fermilab  researching 
neutrinos.  He  has  spent 
the  last  year  working  at 


the  European  Organiza¬ 
tion  for  Nuclear  Research 
(CERN)  in  Switzerland. 

Fermilab  has  operated 
neutrino-producing  facili¬ 
ties  for  more  than  30  years. 

Neutrinos  are  elementa¬ 
ry  particles  in  the  Standard 
Model  of  physics,  mean¬ 
ing  they  cannot  be  broken 
down  into  smaller  parts. 
They  are  created  through 
the  process  of  radioactive 
decay;  whether  it’s  the 
beta  decay  of  atomic  nu¬ 
clei  or  hadrons,  nuclear  re¬ 
actions  such  as  those  that 
take  place  in  the  core  of  a 
star,  or  in  artificial  nuclear 
reactors,  including  nuclear 
bombs  and  particle  accel¬ 
erators.  Some  supernovae 
lose  more  than  99%  of 
their  energy  through  neu¬ 
trino  release. 

The  majority  of  neu¬ 
trinos  in  and  around  the 
Earth,  are  as  a  result  of 
nuclear  reactions  from  our 
Sun.  The  Sun  produces  70 
billion  electron  neutrinos 
per  cm2  per  second.  Next 
to  photons,  neutrinos  are 
the  second  most  abundant 
particle  in  the  universe. 
However,  this  abundance 
hasn’t  made  neutrinos  any 
easier  to  detect. 

Unlike  other  known 
particles,  neutrinos  do  not 
participate  in  the  strong 
interaction  (fundamental 
force  binding  matter  to¬ 
gether)  and  therefore  trav¬ 
el  through  most  matter  un¬ 
impeded  at  a  little  less  than 
the  speed  of  light.  They 
can  even  travel  direcdy 
through  black  holes.  They 
only  interact  via  the  weak 
subatomic  force  (governs 


particle  decay).  Unlike 
other  leptons  such  as  the 
electron,  they  are  consid¬ 
ered  neutral  particles  be¬ 
cause  they  don’t  possess  an 
electrical  charge. 

Due  to  their  nature  of 
passing  straight  through 
most  matter  without  any 
reactions,  neutrinos  are 
incredibly  hard  to  observe. 
This  is  why  scientists  must 
build  enormous  and  out¬ 
landish  detectors  just  to 
observe  a  few  interactions. 

Ketchum  explained, 
“The  typical  neutrino 
would  travel  through  more 
than  a  light-year  of  lead 
before  interacting.”  Lead 
is  incredibly  dense  and  is 
used  in  x-ray  imaging  to 
protect  us  from  radiation. 
From  here  to  the  sun  is 
only  a  distance  of  eight 
light  minutes.  This  has  in¬ 
spired  scientists  to  come  up 
with  ambitious  solutions 
and  undertake  audacious 
engineering  projects. 

Ketchum  describes 
the  humorous  story  how 
in  1951  scientists  Fred¬ 
erick  Reines  and  Clyde 
Cowan  spurred  on  by  the 
atomic  weapon  studies  in 
the  Manhattan  Project 
schemed  up  direct  detec¬ 
tion  of  neutrinos.  They 
planned  to  set  off  nucle¬ 
ar  bombs  with  detectors 
nearby  to  observe  neutri¬ 
nos.  When  the  lunacy  of 
their  plan  was  pointed  out, 
they  compromised,  placing 
detectors  near  the  Savan¬ 
nah  River  nuclear  reactor 
successfully  observing  neu¬ 
trinos  in  1956. 

Further  outlandish  at¬ 
tempts  were  undertaken 


by  Ray  Davis  in  1 966,  who 
placed  over  100,000  gal¬ 
lons  of  dry-cleaner  fluid  a 
mile  beneath  ground  at  the 
Savannah  River  nuclear 
reactor  collecting  only  one 
neutrino  detection  every 
two  days.  This  was  consid¬ 
ered  a  resounding  success. 

Their  overly-ambitious 
engineering  was  worth  the 
efforts  because  the  Stan¬ 
dard  Model  leaves  some 
physical  phenomenon  un¬ 
explained.  It  fails  to  de¬ 
scribe  a  complete  theory 
of  fundamental  interac¬ 
tions. 

Ketchum  explained 
how  the  Standard  Model 
fails  to  accommodate  for 
neutrino  oscillation,  a  phe¬ 
nomenon  where  a  neutri¬ 
no  created  with  a  distinct 
lepton  flavour  (electron, 
muon,  or  tau)  can  later  be 
observed  to  possess  a  dif¬ 
ferent  flavour.  Neutrinos 
can  change  their  flavours 
in  flight,  each  maintaining 
a  different  mass. 

For  example,  an  elec¬ 
tron  neutrino  produced 
in  a  beta  decay  reaction 
may  interact  in  a  distant 
detector  as  a  muon  or  tau 
neutrino.  When  they  inter¬ 
act  with  atoms  in  detectors 
they  produce  different  end 
products  that  correlate  to 
their  flavour  name. 

For  the  longest  time, 
neutrinos  were  predicted 
erroneously  by  the  Stan¬ 
dard  Model  to  contain  no 
mass.  However,  oscillation 
requires  mass  to  differen¬ 
tiate  between  them.  This 
discovery  led  to  the  2015 
Nobel  Prize  for  physics  for 
the  Sudbury  Neutrino  Ob- 
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servatory. 

Neutrinos  have  an  infin¬ 
itesimally  small  mass  com¬ 
pared  to  other  known  par¬ 
ticles.  They  weigh  at  least 
a  million  times  less  than  an 
electron,  the  lightest  other 
known  particle. 

However,  keeping  with 
their  mysterious  nature, 
each  flavour  does  not  have 
a  direcdy  corresponding 
mass,  but  rather  a  unique 
mix  of  the  possible  masses. 
Ketchum  explained  this 
is  because  quantum  me¬ 
chanics  tells  us  particles 
are  not  definite  entities  but 
uncertain  bundles  of  prob¬ 
ability. 

Ketchum  propositions, 
since  the  Standard  Model 
predicts  neutrinos  should 
be  massless,  what  new  phe¬ 
nomenon  gives  them  mass. 
They  don’t  acquire  mass 
the  way  other  particles  do, 
interacting  with  the  Higgs 


Field. 

As  far  as  physicists  know, 
neutrinos  are  the  only 
particles  that  undergo  os¬ 
cillation.  Including  these 
three  flavours,  for  each 
neutrino  there  also  exists  a 
corresponding  antiparticle 
called  an  antineutrino. 

Theories  for  how  neutri¬ 
nos  possess  mass  state  they 
could  either  be  their  own 
antiparticles,  or  perhaps 
they  are  interacting  with 
a  new,  undiscovered  field 
that  gives  them  mass.  This 
would  require  the  discov¬ 
ery  of  new  neutrinos,  and 
leads  to  the  question  of 
whether  this  new  field  af¬ 
fects  all  other  known  par¬ 
ticles  as  well. 

Ketchum  explained  to 
test  these  theories  and  bet¬ 
ter  understand  neutrino 
oscillation,  Fermilab  is  cre¬ 
ating  the  SI .5  billion  Deep 
Underground  Neutrino 
Experiment  (DUNE). 


A  new  accelerator  at 
Fermilab  will  accelerate 
protons  into  graphite  cre¬ 
ating  beams  of  neutrinos. 
These  neutrinos  will  then 
travel  through  1,300  ki¬ 
lometers  of  earth’s  soil 
from  Batavia  to  a  massive 
underground  detector  at 
Lead,  S.D.  The  detector 
will  be  placed  in  an  aban¬ 
doned  underground  mine, 
shielding  their  observa¬ 
tions  from  the  polluting 
cosmic  rays. 

This  extremely  long  dis¬ 
tance  gives  scientists  the 
greatest  possibility  to  ob¬ 
serve  neutrino  oscillation 
in  all  of  its  forms. 

DUNE  is  the  most  am¬ 
bitious  particle  physics  ex¬ 
periment  to  be  attempted 
in  the  US  since  the  failed 
Superconducting  Super 
Collider  in  the  90’s.  The 
project  involves  1,000  re¬ 
searchers  from  over  30 
countries. 


The  far  detector  in  S.D. 
has  four  modules,  each 
containing  17,000  metric 
tons  of  liquid  argon.  If  a 
neutrino  strikes  an  argon 
atom,  it  produces  particles 
such  as  electrons  and  pho¬ 
tons  that  the  detector  can 
observe.  For  the  projects 
immensity,  they  are  still  ex¬ 
pecting  to  only  observe  10 
to  20  neutrinos  per  day. 

Ketchum  hopes  the  ex¬ 
periment  will  distinguish 
whether  the  three  flavours 
come  in  a  normal  hierar¬ 
chy  (2  lightweight  and  1 
heavy  flavour)  or  inverted 
hierarchy  (2  heavy  and  1 
lightweight  flavour). 

Ketchum  explained 
what  particularly  excites 
him  saying,  ’’Modern 
physics  does  not  contain 
an  explanation  of  the  im¬ 
balance  between  matter 
and  antimatter,  answering 
questions  such  as  why  does 
life  even  exist.  Now  with 


this  new  window  of  neutri¬ 
no  oscillations,  this  asym¬ 
metry  could  be  accommo¬ 
dated  for.” 

Cosmologists  predict  af¬ 
ter  the  Big  Bang,  both  an¬ 
timatter  and  matter  should 
have  existed  in  equal 
shares,  annihilating  each 
other.  However,  what  gave 
rise  to  the  imbalance? 

To  account  for  this 
asymmetry,  scientists  are 
looking  for  a  type  of  par¬ 
ticle  that  behaves  differ- 
ently  from  its  antimatter 
counterpart.  The  question 
becomes  do  antineutrinos 
oscillate  from  flavour  to 
flavour  at  different  rates 
than  neutrinos? 

Ketchum  strives  on 
searching  for  other  kinds 
of  neutrinos,  using  Fermi- 
lab’s  Short  Baseline  Neu¬ 
trino  Oscillation  experi¬ 
ment. 

He  hopes  his  endeav¬ 
ours  will  one-day  shed 


light  upon  the  mysteries 
perplexing  the  Standard 
Model  and  why  we  live 
in  a  universe  of  matter, 
where  galaxies  formed, 
stars  shine,  and  life  has  the 
opportunity  to  flourish.

Prior  to  becoming  edi¬ 
tor-in-chief,  Peterson  was 
the  Courier’s  sports  editor. 
He  is  headed  to  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Kansas  this  fall 
to  study  broadcast  journal¬ 
ism. 

In  the  news  catego¬ 
ry,  News  Editor  Vandy 
Manyeh  won  the  news 
story  of  the  year  award  for 
his  story  tided:  “Big  jump 
in  the  number  of  students 
seeking  personal  counsel¬ 
ing  at  COD.”  Manyeh  also 
won  first  place  news  story 
(open),  and  the  reporter  of 
the  year  awards.

Why  more  college  students  aren't 
considering  entrepreneurship

he  exciting  and 
dynamic  chal¬ 
lenges  and  over¬ 
all  freedom  that  come  with 
entrepreneurship  are  only 
a  few  of  its  many  benefits. 
Owning  one’s  own  busi¬ 
ness  comes  with  several 
perks  difficult  to  come  by 
when  working  for  some¬ 
one  else.  Yet  the  majority 
of  college  students  don’t 
see  it  as  a  viable  option. 
Achieving  a  successful  and 
fulfilling  career  is  going  to 
be  difficult  regardless  of 
how  you  go  about  doing  it. 
In  reality  entrepreneurship 
might  not  be  as  daunting 
as  we  may  think. 

An  article  by  Scott 
Shane  from  Small  Business 
Trends’  website  stated  that 
“According  to  the  Higher 
Education  Research  In¬ 


stitute  (HERI)  at  UCLA, 
which,  surveys  incoming 
college  freshmen  annual¬ 
ly,  only  0.7  percent  of  the 
193,0OO  students  at  283 
U.S.  colleges  and  universi¬ 
ties  who  responded  to  the 
y  20 1 2  survey  said  they  in¬ 
tend  to  major  in  entrepre¬ 
neurship.” 

The  inaugural  Maker 
Market  being  held  on  April 
1 1  at  College  of  DuPage 
shows  there’s  clearly  an 
interest  in  entrepreneur- 
ship  among  students  here. 
COD  also  boasts  a  Cen¬ 
ter  for  Entrepreneurship 
where  students  can  receive 
assistance  with  their  busi¬ 
nesses  in  the  Continuing 
Education  Division.  Still, 
the  numbers  show  entre¬ 
preneurship  isn’t  the  most 
favored  choice  among 


most  millennials. 

Some  of  the  world’s 
most  successful  business 
men  and  women  achieved 
their  status  by  starting 
their  own  businesses.

ship  may  be  a  lot  of  things, 
but  straightforward  isn’t 
one  of  them.  It  could  just 
be  that  the  two  don’t  mix. 
Or,  it  could  be  that  we’re 
making  college  out  to  be 


more  straightforward  than 
it  really  is. 

After  all,  many  college 
students  end  up  either 
dropping  out,  or  having 
difficulty  finding  a  suitable 
job  in  their  chosen  field.

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Post-game  interview  with  softball  coach  Ryan  Connell

midst  silver-dol- 
lar  sized  snow¬ 
flakes  pummel- 
ing  in  a  relentless  sideways 
howl,  the  resounding  echo 
of  singing  players  rang 
out  across  the  College  of 
DuPage’s  chilled  softball 
stadium.  As  winter’s  lin¬ 
gering  grasp  scowled,  the 
Chaparrals’  (2-4  in-con- 
ference)  effervescent  spirit 
signaled  that  once  again 
spring  is  awakening.  Tak¬ 
ing  on  Harper  College  (3-3 
in-conference),  the  athletes 
braved  plummeting  tem¬ 
peratures  and  worsening 
conditions  until  players’ 
safety  took  precedence, 
prompting  an  end  to  the 
competition  in  the  bottom 
of  the  5th  inning. 

After  the  called-game, 
I  caught  up  with  Coach 
Ryan  Connell  to  discuss 
the  program’s  direction 
and  his  team’s  ambitions 
for  the  season. 

Since  1997,  the  College 
of  DuPage  softball  team 
has  gone  to  nationals  16 
times.  They  have  been  in 
the  national  championship 
8  times  in  that  span,  win¬ 
ning  half  of  those  champi¬ 
onships. 


Joey  Weslo:  Consid¬ 
ering  your  program’s  past 
successes,  what  are  the 
goals  for  this  team  in  meet¬ 
ing  this  season’s  expecta¬ 
tions? 

Ryan  Connell:  At  our 

level,  we  are  one  of  the 
best,  most  winning  softball 
teams  in  the  country.  Every 
year  our  goal  is  to  win  the 
national  championship. 
We  are  in  the  toughest  re¬ 
gion  in  the  country.  We’ve 
won  the  national  champi¬ 
onship  four  times,  and  our 
local  rival  Rock  Valley  has 
also  won  it  four  times.  We 
have  to  win  regionals  to 
qualify  for  nationals,  and 
I  believe  our  team  has  a 
great  chance  to  challenge 
Rock  Valley  and  achieve 
that  this  year. 

JW:  As  the  season  pro¬ 
gresses,  what  areas  do  you 
want  to  see  improvement 
in  as  a  team? 

RC:  If  we  can  build  our 
confidence,  we  will  get  bet¬ 
ter  every  time  we  play. 

JW:  What  sets  COD’s 
softball  program  apart 
from  other  competitor’s 
programs  to  consistently 
maintain  that  success? 

RC:  Constant  support 


and  the  ability  to  dedicate 
the  time  required  to  make 
the  program  successful. 
We  also  have  had  consis¬ 
tency  in  coaches.  Espe¬ 
cially  in  a  two-year  school 
with  a  constant  turnover 
of  students,  consistency  in 
coaching  helps  develop  a 
cohesiveness  between  the 
players  and  the  program. 

JW:  What  things  can 
you  do  as  a  coach  to  de¬ 
velop  a  bond  and  a  further 
cohesiveness  between  the 
players? 

RC:  I  make  sure  that 
we  focus  on  the  mental  as¬ 
pect.  We  work  on  combin¬ 
ing  the  physical  part  with 
the  mental.  We  try  to  get 
our  players  to  believe  and 
gain  the  confidence  it  takes 
to  come  together  as  one 
group.  They  bond  further 
as  the  season  progresses. 
We  also  do  fundraising 
where  the  girls  work  vol¬ 
leyball  tournaments  here 
at  the  college.  That  allows 
us  to  earn  money  to  take 
a  trip  to  Cocoa  Beach, 
Fla.  where  we  play  over 
10  games  to  enhance  our 
team  bonding. 

JW:  What  makes  COD 
a  good  place  for  academic 


students  to  also  participate 
in  the  athletic  program? 

RC:  COD  has  the  fa¬ 
cilities,  and  the  support  is 
second-to-none.  I’ve  been 
here  for  13  years,  and  I’ve 
seen  many  student-athletes 
come  in  and  say  COD  is 
better  than  a  lot  of  Divi¬ 
sion  I  schools  they  have 
visited  and  considered. 
The  funding  and  sup¬ 
port  we  have  is  absolutely 
phenomenal.  However,  I 
would  like  to  see  more  in¬ 
volvement  of  the  student 
body  in  what  we  do,  and 
further  support  for  the 
team,  especially  given  our 
consistent  success. 

JW:  Are  there  any  in¬ 
centives  for  the  teammates 
to  work  together  ensuring 
academic  success? 

RC:  We  maintain  a  very 
good  team  GPA.  I  recruit 
girls  who  can  excel  both  in 
the  classroom  and  on  the 
field.  This  commitment  is 
why  our  teams  have  been 
so  successful  athletically  as 
well  as  academically. 

JW:  How  does  being  a 
teammate  here  prepare 
student-athletes  for  the 
next  step? 

RC:  What  we  try  to  do 


is  get  our  athletes  to  under¬ 
stand  the  overall  responsi¬ 
bilities  it  takes  to  be  a  suc¬ 
cessful  college  athlete.  It’s 
a  lot  of  balance  between 
work,  life,  school  and  ath¬ 
letic  commitments.  Our 
girls  are  taught  how  to  do 
a  good  job  balancing  these 
successfully. 

JW:  What  type  of  a 
turn-over  do  you  see  as  far 
as  athletes  continuing  to 
play  softball  after  COD? 

RC:  If  the  student 
has  the  intention  to  play 
somewhere,  we  will  help 
find  a  place  for  them.  Last 
year’s  team  had  4  girls 
that  continued,  ranging 
from  NCAA  Division  I 
to  NIAA  Division  III.  All 
in  that  spectrum,  the  op¬ 
portunity  is  there  for  our 
players  to  keep  playing. 
Our  program  is  a  great 
place  for  four-year  schools 
to  contact  us  recruiting 
specific  positions.  At  four- 
year  schools,  a  lot  of  the 
freshman  and  sophmores 
don’t  get  to  see  a  lot  of 
playing  time,  but  here  our 
girls  gain  immediate  and 
persistent  experience  that 
makes  them  attractive  to 
recruiters. 


JW:  Do  you  have  to 
groom  them  whether  it’s 
maturity  or  athletically  to 
prepare  them  for  the  next 
level?  , 

RC:  Completely.  The 
way  we  practice  and  the 
way  we  conduct  ourselves 
is  always  with  the  intention 
of  being  prepared  for  a 
four-year  school.  Respon¬ 
sibility  and  respect  is  huge 
for  our  program. 

JW:  What  type  of 
“pitch”  would  you  make 
to  current  students  who 
should  consider  the  soft- 
ball  program?  Why  is  your 
softball  program  the  right 
place  to  fulfill  themselves? 

RC:  Our  athletic  de¬ 
partment  is  phenomenal. 

If  anybody  is  interested  in 
our  softball  program,  con¬ 
tact  me.  We  consistently 
have  a  lot  of  fun  and  suc¬ 
cess.

More  student 
counselors 
and  great¬ 
er  attention  to  the  needs 
of  students  of  color  could 
be  the  hallmarks  of  Mia 
Hardy’s  tenure  if  she  be¬ 
comes  College  of  DuP- 
age’s  (COD)  new  associate 


vice  president  of  student 
affairs. 

Last  week,  COD  host¬ 
ed  their  first  of  three  open 
interviews  for  the  position. 
On  Thursday,  April  1 1 , 
Mia  Hardy  got  her  chance 
to  answer  questions  and 
communicate  her  vision 


for  the  role. 

Hardy  began  her  career 
as  an  admissions  counsel¬ 
or,  and  over  the  20  years 
of  her  career  as  a  higher 
education  professional  has 
worked  in  various  roles, 
including  as  the  director 
of  Student  Success  and 


Retention,  the  director  of 
Student  Leadership  Devel¬ 
opment,  the  associate  vice 
president  of  Student  Life, 
and  the  dean  of  Student 
Services.  Central  to  Har¬ 
dy’s  career  has  been  her 
drive  to  support  student 
success.  She  described  her¬ 
self  as  results-orientated 
and  repeatedly  stated  she 
“loves  getting  results  for 
the  win  for  the  student.” 

Hardy,  with  a  doctorate 
in  Sociology  from  Geor¬ 
gia  State,  was  asked  about 
student  diversity  programs 
and  counseling  services 
here  at  COD.  Through 
her  work  at  other  com¬ 
munity  colleges,  she  had 
experience  working  with 
student  wellness  centers 
and,  in  her  view,  they  were 
frequently  highly  under¬ 
staffed. 

“In  community  colleges 
we  are  helping  students 
navigate  a  myriad  of  issues 
that  are  not  necessarily 
as  prevalent  at  four-year 
institutions,  “Hardy  said, 
“In  my  experience,  the 
counselling  staff  and  the 
counselling  wellness  areas 
have  not  been  adequate¬ 
ly  staffed  to  best  serve  the 
needs  of  students.” 

Hardy  included  looking 
into  the  counselling  staff 
structure  as  one  of  her 
priorities  if  hired  here  at 
COD.  She  also  discussed 
the  importance  of  address¬ 
ing  the  needs  of  diverse 
students. 

“Much  of  my  work 
within  my  career  has  been 
geared  towards  serving 
underserved  populations,” 


Hardy  said.  That  includes 
not  only  students  of  color, 
but  also  students  of  di¬ 
verse  sexualities,  religions 
and  abilities.  Hardy  also 
has  focused  on  serving 
first-generation  students 
and  low-income  students. 

“I  think  that’s  a  part  of 
diversity  as  well,”  she  said.

“Most  people  think  about 
race,  but  when  we  take  a 
deeper  dive  into  the  Col¬ 
lege  of  DuPage,  we  can 
find  all  kinds  of  diversity.” 

Hardy  supports  the  idea 
of  implementing  a  mul¬ 
ticultural  center  at  COD, 
but  added  the  school 
should  not  be  singular  in 
its  focus. 

“We  want  to  have  a 
campus  climate,  a  cam¬ 
pus  culture  that  values 
diversity  and  inclusion,” 
she  continued.  “It  should 
be  infused  throughout  the 
campus  so  that  a  center  is 
not  just  something  that  we 
are  doing  to  address  diver¬ 
sity,  because  sometimes 
those  initiatives  are  just 
‘service’.” 

Hardy  works  at  Elgin 
Community  College,  but 
she  did  not  divulge  any  in¬ 
formation  about  her  work 
and  experience  there.  Her 
work  with  the  Pathways 
program  at  City  Colleges 
of  Chicago  was  highlight¬ 


ed  and  discussed,  however, 
as  COD  is  about  halfway 
through  the  Pathways  im¬ 
plementation  process.  Her 
experience  working  with 
the  program  was  of  partic¬ 
ular  interest  to  those  ques¬ 
tioning  what  Hardy  could 
specifically  bring  to  COD. 
Hardy  focused  on  the  utili¬ 


zation  of  data  dives  as  a  re¬ 
source  for  not  only  under¬ 
standing  where  the  school 
was  falling  short  in  serving 
students,  but  also  as  a  step¬ 
ping  stone  for  understand¬ 
ing  why.

Countance  An¬ 
derson  made  it 
clear  her  experi¬ 
ences  as  a  former  student 
are  a  huge  part  of  why  she 
is  driven  to  work  at  Col¬ 
lege  of  DuPage  (COD). 
She  spoke  candidly  about 
receiving  Pell  grants,  and 
completing  her  masters 
and  doctorate  as  a  new 
mother.  Helping  students 
just  like  her  is  a  major  goal. 

“I  look  forward  to  being 
here,”  concluded  Ander¬ 
son,  as  she  wrapped  up 
her  open  interview  for  the 
associate  vice  president  of 
student  affairs  position  last 


Friday.  “Where  the  rubber 
meets  the  road  is  where  I 
work  best,”  she  said. 

Anderson  was  the  third 
of  three  candidates  partic¬ 
ipating  in  open  interviews 
for  the  position 

Engaging  with  students 
and  helping  them  grow  up 
to  become  mature,  inde¬ 
pendent  individuals  drives 
Anderson.  Anderson  is  the 
director  of  Registration 
and  Orientation  at  Jackson 
State  Community  College 
in  Tennessee.  With  a  doc¬ 
torate,  a  master’s,  and  a 
bachelor’s  degree,  all  in 
Education,  she  hopes  to 


bring  her  skills  to  the  ta¬ 
ble  to  help  COD  President 
Ann  Rondeau  achieve  her 
vision  for  the  future  here  at 
COD. 

Anderson  has  served  as 
an  adjunct  faculty  member 
alongside  her  role  in  stra¬ 
tegic  enrollment  manage¬ 
ment  and  describes  this  as 
the  basis  for  how  she  un¬ 
derstands  a  student  from 
both  viewpoints.  Working 
with  students  as  the  first 
point  of  contact  after  ad¬ 
mittance  has  allowed  her 
to  delve  into  the  most  per¬ 
tinent  issues  that  face  new 
enrollees.  She  believes  her 


role  is  to  help  students  be 
engaged  with  their  own  ac¬ 
ademic  pathways  by  guid¬ 
ing  them  through  self-re- 
flection,  self-management 
and  the  building  of  self-es¬ 
teem. 

“In  order  to  move  stu¬ 
dents  toward  student  suc¬ 
cess,  yes,  we  have  tremen¬ 
dous  initiatives,  but  really 
we  have  to  help  students 
figure  out  who  they  are,” 
Anderson  said.  “Help 
them  help  themselves  as 
they  go  from  making  deci¬ 
sions  about  their  academ¬ 
ics,  and  into  their  lifelong 
pursuits.” 

Anderson  was  asked 
about  her  experience 
working  with  students  and 
the  challenges  they  face. 

“I  have  tremendous  ex¬ 
perience  amongst  students 
of  diverse  subgroups,”  An¬ 
derson  said.  Anderson’s 
higher  education  career 
began  as  a  recruiter  for 
adult  students.  She  is  pas¬ 
sionate  about  helping  this 
group,  in  particular,  hav¬ 
ing  been  an  adult  student 
herself.  She  described  the 
importance  of  helping 
adult  students  overcome 
obstacles  such  as  parenting 
or  affordable  accommo¬ 
dation,  working  through 
prior  learning  assessments, 
and  finding  ways  to  help 
them  complete  their  pro¬ 
grams  faster.  Anderson 
also  recognizes  the  diffi¬ 
culties  that  some  adult  and 
return  students  have  with 
managing  payment  plans. 
She  described  alternative 
plans  she  worked  on,  in¬ 
volving  smaller  increment 


payment  options. 

Anderson  also  has  expe¬ 
rience  working  with  finan¬ 
cial  aid.  She  referred  to  her 
own  experience  as  a  former 
“at-risk”  student  as  an  ex¬ 
ample  of  her  deep  connec¬ 
tion  to  those  students  who 
require  more  advisement 
and  counselling  as  they 
work  to  achieve  their  high¬ 
er  education  goals.  An¬ 
derson  feels  there  should 
be  a  bridge  between  ori¬ 
entation  and  advisement 
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that  involves  partnering 
with  faculty  so  students  are 
provided  guidance  from 
the  get-go.  She  envisions 
students  working  with 
members  of  the  faculty  in 
their  own  area  of  study, 
who  can  help  them  direct 
a  path  from  enrollment  to 
completion. 

“I  get  that  the  students 
need  an  advocate,  they 
need  a  voice  at  the  table, 
somebody  that’s  going 
to  push  and  talk  up  for 
them,”  Anderson  said, 
“This  is  time  for  me  to 
bring  all  of  my  work  and 
life  experiences  and  bring 
that  to  the  table  here  at 
COD.” 

Part  of  this  is  helping 
students  manage  the  cost 
of  education,  with  expo¬ 
sure  to  financial  literacy 
and  related  advising.  An¬ 


derson  described  the  chal¬ 
lenges  of  helping  grant  or 
loan  recipients  handle  the 
hazards  around  student 
debt.  She  wants  to  help 
students  make  “purposeful 
choices.” 

“How  do  we  invite  stu¬ 
dents  to  come,  tell  them 
the  importance  of  having 
a  college  degree,  and  then 
not  help  them  through  the 
whole  process  of  being 
fiscally  sound  in  moving 
to,  and  through  that  jour¬ 


ney?”  Anderson  said. 

“I  want  to  take  my  ex¬ 
perience  to  the  next  level, 
to  have  a  greater  impact 
on  how  they  navigate  high¬ 
er  education,”  Anderson 
continued.  “It’s  their  hope 
and  dream  to  be  better, 
and  it’s  our  responsibility 
to  help.”

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The  award  of  a  lifetime:  Christopher  Schneberger  wins 
outstanding  adjunct  faculty  award

Christopher 
Schneberger 
is  a  success¬ 
ful  photographer  who  has 
work  displayed  all  over  the 
country  and  beyond.  From 
Los  Angeles  to  Hong  Kong 
to  Chicago,  his  art  speaks 
magnitudes  to  audiences 
near  and  far. 

Schneberger  is  not  just 
talented  in  his  art;  he  now 
has  another  accomplish¬ 
ment  to  add  to  his  impres¬ 
sive  career. 

On  April  2,  College  of 
Dupage  (COD)  award¬ 
ed  Schneberger  the  2018 
Outstanding  Adjunct  Fac¬ 
ulty  Member  of  the  year 
for  the  knowledge  and  pas¬ 
sion  he  brings  to  the  class¬ 
room. 

Schneberger  has  taught 


at  COD  since  2014,  teach¬ 
ing  courses  like  founda¬ 
tions  of  digital  photog¬ 
raphy,  fundamentals  of 
photography,  travel  pho¬ 
tography  and  photoshop. 

He  earned  his  BFA  in 
creative  photography  from 
the  University  of  Florida 
and  his  MFA  in  creative 
photography  from  Indi¬ 
ana  University,  where  he 
taught  his  first  classes  as 
a  teaching  assistant  while 
attending  graduate  school. 

The  idea  of  becoming 
an  educator  came  natural¬ 
ly.  Upon  graduating,  the 
first  jobs  that  Schnerberger 
searched  for  were  teaching 
jobs. 

“I  always  liked  being  in 
school  and  the  daily  act  of 
learning,”  said  Schneberg- 
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er.  “Whether  I  am  learn¬ 
ing  something  or  showing 
something  to  someone 
else,  I  just  enjoy  that  pro¬ 
cess.” 

Schneberger  also  teach¬ 
es  at  Columbia  College, 
Dominican  University  and 
the  Illinois  Institute  of  Art. 

His  teaching  and  pho¬ 
tography  career  go  hand- 
in-hand.  Where  he  gains 
inspiration  from  the  class¬ 
room  in  creating  art,  he 
is  able  to  bring  in  his  own 
passion  to  instill  into  his 
students. 

“With  photography,  if 
it  is  something  that  I  am 
really  excited  about,  I 
am  eager  to  pass  it  on  to 
someone  else  who  I  think 
also  will  enjoy  learning  it” 
said  Schneberger.  “When 


I  teach  photography,  I  am 
also  essentially  taking  the 
class.  We  learn  every  time 
we  teach.” 

Schneberger  has  had 
work  displayed  in  the  An- 
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nenberg  Space  for  Pho¬ 
tography,  The  Los  Ange¬ 
les  Center  for  Digital  Art, 
Geocarto  International 
and  the  Printworks  Gal¬ 
lery'.  He  is  also  a  two-time 
recipient  of  the  Illinois 
Arts  Council  artist  grant 
for  his  individual  work  and 


often  takes  part  in  visiting 
artist  lectures,  where  he 
discusses  his  art  and  differ¬ 
ent  softwares  used  in  digi¬ 
tal  art. 

Winning  the  award  for 


outstanding  adjunct  facul¬ 
ty  member,  though,  is  one 
of  the  awards  that  means 
the  most  to  him. 

“It  is  so  rewarding  to 
have  that  recognition,” 
said  Schneberger.  ‘Just 
to  be  nominated  is  really 
heartwarming.  The  teach¬ 


ing  life  doesn’t  come  with 
a  lot  of  monetary  award. 
It  occasionally  comes  with 
a  lot  of  frustration.  So  it 
is  great  to  get  that  kind  of 
recognition.  It  really  puts 
some  wind  in  my  sails  to 
keep  me  going.” 

Winners  of  the  Out¬ 
standing  Faculty  award  are 
nominated  every  year  by 
students.  Once  students 
nominate  a  faculty  mem¬ 
ber,  the  winners  are  then 
chosen  by  a  college  com¬ 
mittee  composed  of  facul¬ 
ty,  administration,  students 
and  trustees  to  choose  a 
winner.

he  Facebook  user 
privacy  scandal 
culminated  last 
week  as  founder  and  CEO 
Mark  Zuckerberg  was 
called  to  testify  in  front 
of  Congress.  It’s  been  re¬ 
ported  that  up  to  87  mil¬ 
lion  Facebook  users’  data 
was  shared  with  political 
consultancy  firm  Cam¬ 
bridge  Analytica  in  2017. 
While  stricter  regulations 
may  very  well  be  in  order 
to  protect  Facebook  users’ 
privacy,  we  believe  individ¬ 
uals  must  be  responsible 
for  how  they  handle  their 
own  information. 

Members  of  the  U.S 
House  of  Representatives 
Energy  and  Commerce 


Committee  questioned 
Zuckerberg  on  April  1 1 
about  how  much  con¬ 
trol  users  really  have  over 
their  private  information 

((  - 


while  using  the  social  me¬ 
dia  platform.  Throughout, 
Zuckerberg  maintained 
users  ultimately  have  con¬ 
trol  over  their  information, 
as  only  they  are  in  charge 
of  what  they  share  to  the 
website. 

The  reality  is,  once  you 


put  your  information  on¬ 
line,  it  will  be  suscepti¬ 
ble  to  being  shared.  Not 
only  does  Facebook  now 
have  access  to  it,  but  your 


friends  could  share  it  with 
their  friends  and  so  on. 
Keeping  this  in  mind  is  im¬ 
perative.  We  can’t  expect 
Facebook  or  anyone  else  to 
care  more  about  protect¬ 
ing  our  information  than 
we  do  ourselves. 

With  the  convenience 


and  connectivity  of  social 
media,  it  can  be  easy  to  for¬ 
get  Zuckerberg  is  running 
a  business.  Encountering 
marketing  while  using  the 
site  is  inevitable.  This  is 
how  Facebook  makes  their 
money.  Besides,  there  are 
ways  to  opt  out  of  targeted 
advertisements  if  they’re 
too  much  of  an  annoy¬ 
ance. 

Facebook,  and  many 
other  websites  that  run  ads 
(including  the  Courier’s), 
are  always  going  to  look 
out  for  their  own  best  inter¬ 
ests.  We  must  do  the  same. 
If  we’re  going  to  wait  for 
new  regulations  to  be  im¬ 
plemented  to  protect  our 
information,  we  could  be 


waiting  a  very  long  time. 

Emily  Stewart  writes  for 
Vox.com  that,  “Regulating 
Facebook  is  a  complicat¬ 
ed  balancing  act,  multiple 
technology  experts  and 
Capitol  Hill  aides  said  in 
interviews.  The  company 
isn’t  facing  one  scandal  — 
it’s  facing  two:  one  about 
Russian  disinformation 
and  fake  news,  and  one 
about  user  privacy  and 
data  security.  There  are 
no  easy  answers  about 
where  Facebook’s  respon¬ 
sibility  begins  and  ends 
over  what’s  shared  on  its 
platform.  In  the  United 
States,  there’s  also  a  First 
Amendment  issue.  When 
clamping  down  on  what’s 


shared  on  social  media,  the 
government’s  hands  are 
actually  more  tied  than, 
say,  Facebook  or  Twitter 
through  their  terms  of  ser¬ 
vice.” 

If  you  elect  to  join 
the  world  of  social  media, 
the  onus  is  on  you  to  learn 
how  to  best  navigate  its 
ins  and  outs.  Condemning 
Facebook  or  the  internet 
for  using  the  information 
you  provided  them  is  not 
only  short  sighted,  but  it 
takes  the  power  out  of 
users’  hands.  The  risks  of 
using  social  media  aren’t  a 
secret,  and  they  only  have 
as  much  power  as  we  give 
them.

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Dissenting  opinion:  No  likes  for 
Zuckerberg's  testimony

he  privacy  in¬ 
vasion  scandal 
involving  Cam¬ 
bridge  Analytica,  a  Lon- 
don-based  data  firm,  and 
Facebook  showed  both 
companies  inappropriate¬ 
ly  handled  the  personal 
information  of  about  87 
million  people.  Amid  this 
rancor,  Sen.  Richard  Blu- 
menthal  (D-Conn.)  was 
one  of  many  senators  who 
pushed  for  a  congressional 
hearing  and  “immediate 
action”  by  lawmakers. 

When  Facebook  CEO 
Mark  Zuckerberg  ap¬ 
peared  before  the  Sen¬ 
ate  Judiciary  Committee 
and  the  House  Energy 
and  Commerce  Commit¬ 
tee  on  April  1 0  and  1 1 , 

*  Facebook  users  expected 
the  tech  geek  to  give  law¬ 
makers  answers  to  tough 
questions  about  how  Cam¬ 
bridge  Analytica  acquired 
personal  data.  Rather,  it 
was  another  “how  to  use 
Facebook”  lecture.  Zuck¬ 
erberg  didn’t  commit  to 
any  reform,  didn’t  list  any 


regulations  he  is  willing  to 
support  and  got  a  pass  to 
dodge  the  tough  questions. 
This  doesn’t  set  any  pre¬ 
cedence  for  future  privacy 
violations. 

GIF  alert:  “Senator,  we 
run  ads.” 

When  Sen.  Orrin  Hatch 
(R-UT)  pressed  Zucker¬ 
berg  about  the  possibility 
of  Facebook  changing  its 
business  model,  Hatch 
didn’t  understand  how 
Facebook  generates  reve¬ 
nue— by  offering  a  free  si|e 
propped  up  by  targeted 
ads. 

“If  a  version  of  Face- 
book  will  always  be  free, 
how  do  you  sustain  a  busi¬ 
ness  model  in  which  users 
don’t  pay  for  your  ser¬ 
vice?”  asked  the  84-year- 
old  Senator. 

Texas  Sen.  Ted  Cruz 
used  the  hearing  to  grill 
Zuckerberg  about  what  he 
sees  as  a  pervasive  pattern 
of  bias  and  political  cen¬ 
sorship. 

“Does  Facebook  consid¬ 
er  itself  as  a  neutral  public 


forum?”  asked  Cruz. 

“There’s  certain  content 
that  we  don’t  allow,  hate 
speech,  terrorist  content, 
nudity  and  anything  that 
makes  people  feel  unsafe,” 
said  Zuckerberg  in  re¬ 
sponse  to  Cruz’  question. 

Although  Cruz  had  a 
legitimate  case  given  Face- 
book’s  recent  exchanges 
with  Diamond  and  Silk, 
two  social  media  person¬ 
alities  who  support  conser¬ 
vative  causes,  he  diverted 
our  attention  from  Face- 
book’s  data  breach. 

And  this  was  the  trend 
throughout  the  hearings. 

There  were  some  nota¬ 
ble  moments  during  Zuck- 
erberg’s  testimony.  Illinois 
Sen.  Dick  Durbin  must  be 
commended  for  putting  a 
spotlight  on  Facebook  and 
privacy.  This  was  the  rea¬ 
son  why  Zuckerberg  left 
the  technology  hub  of  the 
United  States  for  Washing¬ 
ton  D.C. 

“Would  you  be  com¬ 
fortable  sharing  with  us 
the  name  of  the  hotel 


you  stayed  in  last  night?” 
Durbin  asked  Zuckerberg. 

“Um,  no,”  Zucker¬ 
berg  said  in  response  to 
Durbin’s  question. 

This  is  the  crux  of  the 
problem.  Facebook  users 
have  a  right  to  privacy,  and 
that  right  was  violated.  As 
Durbin  puts  it:  “The  lim¬ 
its  of  your  right  to  privacy 
and  how  much  you  give 
away  in  modern  America 
in  the  name  of  connecting 
people  around  the  world.” 

Nevertheless,  Facebook 
must  be  commended  for 
taking  swift  action  since 
data  was  compromised 
by  Cambridge  Analytica. 
The  company  has  made 
privacy  tools  easier  to  find, 
restricted  Facebook  Login 
data,  created  political  and 
issue  ads  for  authorized 
users  and  launched  a  Data 
Abuse  Bounty  program  to 
reward  people  who  report 
any  misuse  of  data  by  app 
developers.

Vandy's  NBA  awards  forecast

he  2017/2018 
NBA  playoffs 
games  are  in 
full  swing,  and  teams  are 
gearing  up  fot-  the  final 
stretch  of  the  season.  After 
following  the  league  to  this 
point,  here  are  my  takes  on 
players  who  will  win  major 
awards: 

MVP:  James  Harden 
(Houston  Rockets) 

In  the  second  round  of 
the  20 1 7  NBA  playoffs,  the 
San  Antonio  Spurs,  with¬ 
out  Kawlii  Leonard  de¬ 
feated  the  Houston  Rock¬ 
ets,  1 14-75.  James  Harden 
went  down  in  NBA  history 
as  the  greatest  “choker” 
of  all  time.  For  the  2018 
NBA  season,  Houston 
Rockets  General  Man¬ 
ager  Daryl  Morey  gave 
Harden  a  reason  to  choke 
no  more.  A  blockbuster 
trade  landed  Chris  Paul, 
a  leader,  defender  and 
the  best  mid-range  shoot¬ 
er  in  the  league.  Houston 
found  a  key  weapon  of¬ 
fensively  when  the  threes 
aren’t  fading.  Since  then, 
Harden  has  orchestrated 
one  of  the  best  offenses 
in  NBA  history  widi  a  rat¬ 
ing  of  114.7,  according 


to  Basketball-Reference. 
Through  72  games,  Hard¬ 
en  averaged  30.4  points, 
5.4  rebounds  and  8.8  as¬ 
sists.  As  the  leader  of 
Houston’s  three-point-cen¬ 
tric  philosophy,  Harden 
made  3.7  threes  per  game 
this  season.  His  scoring 
ability  isn’t  a  shock.  He  has 
been  able  to  average  a  lit¬ 
tle  more  than  20  points  per 
game  throughout  his  NBA 
career.  Harden  is  having 
a  surreal  year  and  led  the 
Houston  Rockets  to  the 
top  seed  in  the  tough  West¬ 
ern  Conference  with  a  65- 
1 7  record.  Throughout  the 
regular  season,  Harden 
has  been  able  to  get  guys 
involved,  sharing  the  point 
guard  position  with  Paul. 
An  MVP-worthy  season 
for  the  “Bearded  Picasso.” 

Contenders:  LeBron 

James  (Cleveland  Cava¬ 
liers),  Anthony  Davis  (New 
Orleans  Pelicans) 
Defensive  player  of 
the  year:  Rudy  Gobert 
(Utah  Jazz) 

The  tallest  guy  in  the 
Vivint  Smart  Home  Are¬ 
na  was  overlooked  for 
this  award  last  season  de¬ 
spite  having  more  blocks 


and  rebounds  per  game 
than  Draymond  Green. 
Through  56  games,  “The 
Stifle  Tower”  protected 
the  rim  129  times,  secured 
44  steals  and  managed  to 
post  601  rebounds.  De¬ 
spite  missing  26  games,  the 
seven-foot-one  Frenchman 
was  a  key  to  Utah’s  run  to 
secure  a  playoffs  spot  after 
the  departure  of  Gordon 
Hayward  and  other  key 
role  players.  Gobert  has 
earned  a  reputation  as 
one  of  the  best  one-on- 
one  defenders  in  the  NBA. 
In  a  matchup  versus  the 
Karl-Anthony  Towns  and 
the  Timberwolves,  Gobert 
went  for  16  boards,  four 
blocks  and  a  steal.  He  also 
held  one  of  the  best  offen¬ 
sive  bigs,  Andiony  Davis, 
to  just  2  points  in  a  crucial 
matchup  versus  the  Peli¬ 
cans.

Despite  a 
bad  season,  Lou  Williams 
dropped  some  remarkable 
numbers.  The  versatile 
point/shooting  guard  has 
established  himself  as  a 
key  part  of  Coach  Doc 
Rivers’  offensive  system. 
As  the  Clippers’  sixth  man, 
he  is  averaging  22.6  points, 
2.5  rebounds,  and  5.3  as¬ 
sists  through  69  games.

Drafted  as  the  41st  pick 
in  the  2016  NBA  Draft, 
Jokic  led  the  Nuggets  to 
an  amazing  run,  although 
they  missed  the  playoffs 
after  a  win-or-go-home 
game  against  the  Tim¬ 


berwolves.  He  notched  10 
triple-doubles;  the  fourth 
most  for  the  2018  sea¬ 
son.  Offensively,  he  was  a 
spark  for  the  Nuggets  all 
year  long.  He  is  one  of 
the  most  lethal  three-ball 
shooting  bigs  in  the  league 
and  dropped  1.5  threes 
per  game.  If  this  award 
is  based  on  improvements, 
give  “The  Joker”  some  rec¬ 
ognition.

Stan  Mikita  was 
endowed  my 
grandfather’s 
flamboyant  “puke-co- 
loured”  trousers. 

An  avid  golfer,  hockey 
legend  Mikita  was  once 
a  high-profile  member  at 
Medinah  Country  Club 
coinciding  with  my  grand¬ 
father  Gene  Wietecha’s 
tenure  as  the  club’s  regis¬ 
ter.  It  was  Mikita ’s  birth¬ 
day,  and  the  club  was  orga¬ 
nizing  a  celebration.  The 
caddymaster  asked  the 
staff  if  anyone  had  any¬ 
thing  flamboyant  enough 
to  fit  the  idiosyncratic  and 
rather  peculiar  taste  of  the 
hockey  legend’s  fashion. 

Wietecha  explained, 
“I  had  a  flamboyant  pair 
of  golf  slacks  I  called  my 
“puke  pants.”  They  looked 
like  somebody  threw  up  on 
you  and  you  tried  to  wipe 


it  off  with  a  towel.  There 
were  some  browns  and 
yellows  and  a  little  orange 
plaid.  Stan  had  a  pension 
for  striking  attire,  and  I 
had  outgrown  them,  so  I 
knew  they  were  perfect  for 
his  outlandish  style.” 

Mikita,  a  straight-and- 
narrow  humble  man 
would  often  contrastingly 
wear  these  gharrish  cloth¬ 
ing  choices  out  in  public, 
even  riding  his  lawn  mow¬ 
er  on  his  front  lawn  in  Burr 
Ridge  wearing  flamboyant 
patterned  pants  or  shorts. 

Wietecha  described 
Mikita  as  a  delightful  and 
humourous  member,  often 
pranking  him  and  the  club 
members. 

I  asked  if  Mikita  died 
tomorrow,  what  would 
you  most  remember  about 
him.  And  replying  with 
a  sincere  gratitude  in  his 


eye,  “Even  though  he  was 
a  massive  star,  he  always 
treated  me  like  a  normal 
equal  person,”  Wietecha 
said. 

Mikita  seemed  to  al¬ 
ways  provide  memories 
such  as  these  with  every¬ 
one  who  had  the  privilege 
of  living  in  his  presence. 
Whether  personal  mem¬ 
ories  or  those  recollecting 
the  grandeur  of  magnifi¬ 
cent  moments  in  Chicago 
sports  history,  memories 
of  Mikita  burn  on  in  the 
minds  of  everyone  his  light 
touched. 

However,  in  Mikita’s 
own  mind,  the  lights  sud¬ 
denly  began  to  grow  dim, 
one  by  one,  and  now  trag¬ 
ically  have  succumbed  to 
darkness.  Mikita,  77  years 
old,  suffers  from  the  dev¬ 
astating  progressive  neural 
disease  of  dementia  with 
Lewy  bodies  (DLB). 

Lewy  bodies  occur  when 
abnormal  clumps  of  a 
neural  protein  called  al- 
pha-synuclein  clog  and  im¬ 
pair  neurons  in  the  brain. 
This  impaired  function  of 
the  neurons  leads  to  pro¬ 
gressive  dementia  and  cog¬ 
nitive  difficulties.  It  also 
causes  hallucinations,  fur¬ 
ther  impairing  the  mind, 
and  abnormalities  during 
REM  sleep,  exacerbating 
the  conditions  of  the  dis¬ 
ease  and  perhaps  leading 
to  the  formation  of  more 
Lewy  bodies.  Currently, 
there  is  no  cure,  and  med¬ 
ication  will  not  subdue  the 
progression  of  the  disease. 
Current  treatments  only 
aim  to  alleviate  some  of 
the  symptoms,  but  often 
lead  to  a  devastating  wors¬ 


ening  of  the  other  symp¬ 
toms. 

Mikita’s  family  an¬ 
nounced  in  2015  that  he 
was  diagnosed  with  the 
disease,  now  rendering 
him  completely  devoid  of 
all  the  beloved  memories 
of  his  former  life.  Sudden, 
swift  and  brutal,  the  dis¬ 
ease  has  left  him  essentially 
absent  from  the  head  up. 

For  Mikita,  the  tragedy 
began  suddenly.  He  once 
got  lost  driving  home  from 
Medinah  Country  Club,  a 
drive  he  had  taken  count¬ 
less  times  before.  Then, 
the  memories  he  built  his 
spectacular  career  around, 
all  went  out,  one  by  one. 

On  April  6th,  the  Chi¬ 
cago  Blackhawks  hon¬ 
oured  Mikita’s  legacy  as 
part  of  their  “One  More 
Shift”  initiative.  Three 
of  his  grandson’s  donned 
his  famous  No.  21  jersey, 
skating  around  the  Unit¬ 
ed  Center  to  a  thunderous 
standing  ovation  from  the 
most  attended  game  of  the 
season. 

All  stood  in  reverence  of 
what  the  legend  gave  to  us. 

If  you  can  no  longer 
recall,  Stan,  here  are  the 
glorious  memories  you  are 
missing. 

Mikita  moved  to  On¬ 
tario  at  the  age  of  eight 
to  escape  communist-con- 
trolled  Czechoslovakia, 
quickly  falling  in  love  with 
the  sport  that  would  be¬ 
come  his  life. 

During  his  sophomore 
season  with  the  Chicago 
Black  Hawks  (two  words 
at  the  time),  Mikita  helped 
the  Black  Hawks  triumph 
over  their  arch-rival  De¬ 


troit  Red  Wings  to  win  the 
1961  Stanley  Cup,  their 
first  since  1938,  and  their 
last  championship  until 
centre  Jonathan  Toews, 
emulating  Mikita’s  lead¬ 
ership,  helped  the  Hawks 
win  the  2010  Stanley  Cup. 
Mikita’s  league-leading  six 
playoff  goals  signaled  the 
brilliant  career  that  was  to 
come. 

Mikita  matured  to  be¬ 
come  the  greatest  and 
most  feared  centre  of  the 
60’s.  Alongside  the  formi¬ 
dable  Golden  Jet,  Bobby 
Hull,  Mikita  helped  turn 
the  Black  Hawk’s  offense 
into  the  most  dominant 
force  of  the  physical  de¬ 
cade.

Mikita’s  magnificent 
career  culminated  in  him 
currently  being  14th  all- 
time  in  regular  season 
points. 

His  feisty  nature  turned 
him  into  a  cunning  de¬ 
fensive  forward,  howev¬ 
er,  it  was  the  agility  in  his 
stickwork  and  his  skating 
finesse  that  drove  fear  into 
his  opponents. 

As  my  Grandfather  re¬ 
called  of  Mikita  and  Hull’s 
chemistry,  “I  attended  one 
playoff  game  where  the 
Hawks  were  playing  the 
New  York  Rangers.  They 
were  tied  going  into  over¬ 
time.  On  a  face-off,  Mikita 
with  lightning  fast  speed 
finessed  the  opposing  cen¬ 
tre,  throwing  him  off  bal¬ 
ance,  and  slipped  the  puck 
through  his  legs  to  Bobby 
Hull.  Hull  wound  up  and 
sent  a  zipper  past  the  goal¬ 
ie,  and  just  in  a  flash  the 
Hawks  had  won.” 

“Mikita  was  a  fearful 
pugilist  when  he  came 
into  the  league,”  Wiete¬ 
cha  continued.  “He  fought 
everyone,  never  caring  he 
got  beat  most  the  time.  He 
had  some  of  the  most  pen¬ 
alty  minutes  in  the  league, 
and  then  all  of  a  suddeti  he 
went  to  winning  the  Lady 
Byng  Trophy  with  the  few¬ 
est  penalty  minutes  and  for 
exemplifying  great  sports¬ 
manship.” 

Mikita  supposedly 
evolved  his  goonish  be¬ 
haviour  after  his  five  year- 
old  daughter  remarked 
while  watching  a  game, 
“Mommy  why  does  daddy 
spend  so  much  time  sitting 
down?” 

The  always  intrepid 
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innovator,  after  using  a 
broken  stick  blade  that 
got  curved  after  jamming 
into  a  door,  Mikita  saw 
the  dynamic  potential  be¬ 
hind  using  such  an  appa¬ 
ratus.  He  was  soon  using 
a  propane  torch  to  craft 
deliberately  curved  sticks, 
giving  greater  power  and 
lift  to  his  shots  and  more 
skill  to  puck-handling. 
This  helped  turn  him  and 
Hull  into  an  unstoppable 
goal-scoring  machine. 

After  an  errant  slap-shot 
tore  off  a  piece  of  one  of 
his  ears  (it  was  stitched 
back  on),  Mikita  designed 
and  continually  used  a 
hockey  helmet  for  the  rest 


of  his  career. 

Mikita  preached  the  hel¬ 
met  was  a  way  to  protect 
one’s  self  from  the  brutal 
physicality  of  the  game. 
However,  the  damage  had 
already  been  done.  Mikita 
intends  to  donate  his  post¬ 
death  brain  for  scientific 
research  regarding  chronic 
traumatic  encephalopathy 
(CTE)  caused  by  excessive 
concussions  and  brutal  hits 
amassed  during  his  lengthy 
playing  career. 

Correlation  between 
possible  CTE  and  his  de¬ 
mentia  will  have  to  wait  to 
be  proved. 

Mikita  was  always  giv¬ 
ing,  whether  founding  a 


hockey  league  for  hearing 
impaired  athletes,  or  advo¬ 
cating  for  and  volunteering 
in  the  Special  Olympics 
hosted  by  Chicago. 

In  2011,  the  city  re¬ 
sponded  to  a  life  of  giving, 
by  erecting  a  bronze  statue 
of  Mikita  with  a  “C”  for 
captain  forever  standing 
sentinel  in-front  of  the 
United  Center  with  oth¬ 
er  irreplaceable  Chicago 
athletic  luminaries  such 
as  Bulls  superstar  Michael 
Jordan. 

Mikita  still  maintains 
peak  physical  fitness,  but 
from  the  head  up  he  has 
left  us.  It  is  devastating  for 
family  members  and  those 


who  love  him,  seeing  the 
man  stripped  of  his  glori¬ 
ous  life  and  suffering  from 
the  onslaught  of  his  symp¬ 
toms. 

I  remember  the  sheer 
aura  and  gravity  of  his 
presence  as  Mikita  and 
Denis  Savard  presided 
over  one  of  my  Blackhawk 
Youth  Training  Camps  at 
the  Edge  in  Bensenville.  I 
think  of  all  the  memories 
that  in  the  end  will  com¬ 
prise  my  life,  and  I  hope 
the  memory  of  Mikita  is 
one  light  that  will  never  go 
out. 
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Ted  Williams  on  the  state  of  education  across  Illinois: 

'Public  policy  matters'

Education  is  the 
greatest  tool  for 
social  mobility; 
it  is  also  a  way  to  move 
America  towards  equality. 
On  the  contrary,  Illinois 
is  far  below  the  national 
average  when  it  comes  to 
what  the  state  contributes 
to  education  funding. 

And  this  is  the  reason  re¬ 
nowned  public  policy  ex¬ 
pert  Ted  Williams  believes 
adequate  funding  at  public 
schools  should  be  import¬ 
ant  to  the  state  of  Illinois. 

"Because  we  are  behind, 
it  affects  every  aspect  of 
our  education  and  com¬ 
munity,"  Williams  said. 

On  April  19,  the  former 
candidate  for  the  Chicago 


City  Council  had  all  ears 
when  he  spoke  to  a  group 
of  students  on  the  top¬ 
ic:  "Education,  the  Civil 
Rights  Issue  of  this  Gen¬ 
eration." 

The  event  was  hosted 
by  the  Center  for  Stu¬ 
dent  Diversity  and  Inclu¬ 
sion.  During  this  student 
engagement  event,  stu¬ 
dents  participated  in  on¬ 
line  questions  about  race, 
school  segregation  and 
earnings  and  unemploy¬ 
ment  rates  by  educational 
attainment. 

Williams  drew  a  cor¬ 
relation  between  historic 
public  policies  and  the 
chronic  underfunding  of 
public  schools  in  tough 
neighborhoods.  Redlin¬ 


ing,  for  example,  has  had 
a  long-lasting  impact  on 
poor  communities.  The 
policy,  widely  practiced 

rfif  - 


before  the  Civil  Rights 
Act  was  passed  in  1968, 
prevented  people  of  color 
from  buying  homes  in  cer¬ 
tain  neighborhoods. 

"Public  policy  matters," 
Williams  said. 

Williams  also  argued 
there  is  a  strong  relation¬ 
ship  between  school  fund¬ 
ing  and  property  value. 


Illinois’  public  schools  get 
about  one-third  of  their 
total  funding  from  proper¬ 
ty  taxes. 


"The  communities  in 
which  the  properties  are 
valued  the  most  heavi¬ 
ly  in  Illinois  are  the  ones 
who  get  the  most  mon¬ 
ey  for  their  schools,  and 
those  communities  with 
low  property  value  don't 
get  the  money  for  their 
schools,"  Williams  said. 
"The  gap  between  the  rich 


and  the  poor  just  expands 
rather  than  doing  the  op¬ 
posite  that  will  help  us  to 
have  a  different  outcome." 

Williams  ended  his  lec¬ 
ture  by  admonishing  stu¬ 
dents  to  get  involved  and 
fight  against  social  ills  that 
have  affected  education 
within  their  communities 
or  surrounding  communi¬ 
ties. 

"If  milhons  of  people 
grow  up  without  any  re¬ 
sources  and  real  equality, 
what  do  you  think  is  go¬ 
ing  to  happen  to  them?" 
Asked  Williams.  "I  want 
to  challenge  you  to  go  be¬ 
yond  the  rhetoric  you  hear 
in  the  media,  because  most 
of  our  conversations  in 
America  is  not  about  how 


everyone  survives,  but  how 
do  I  get  away  from  those 
elements  that  are  dam¬ 
aging  so  I  can  live  on  the 
right  side." 

Williams  has  taught  po¬ 
litical  science  at  Wright 
College,  Chicago  State 
University  and  currenffy 
serves  as  the  chairman  of 
the  social  science  depart¬ 
ment  at  Kennedy-King 
College.  He  holds  degrees 
in  public  policy  from  the 
University  of  Chicago  and 
Rutgers  University.

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Appellate  Court  rules  in  favor  of  Breuder

ruling  by  the 
7th  U.S.  Circuit 
Court  of  Ap¬ 
peals  has  provided  a  tem¬ 
porary  reprieve  for  College 
of  DuPage's  former  Presi¬ 
dent  Robert  Breuder. 

Three  U.S.  Appellate 
Court  judges  unanimously 
decided  firing  the  embat- 
ded  former  president  for 
excessive  spending  and 
other  reasons  without  an 
opportunity  for  a  hearing 


was  wrong. 

“(Case  law)  holds  that 
even  a  person  who  has  no 
property  interest  in  a  pub¬ 
lic  job  has  a  constitutional 
entidement  to  a  hearing 
before  being  defamed  as 
part  of  a  discharge,  or  at  a 
minimum  to  a  name-clear¬ 
ing  hearing  after  the 
discharge,"  wrote  Judge 
Frank  H.  Easterbrook  in  a 
nine-page  ruling. 

The  judges’  ruling  paves 


the  way  for  a  condnuation 
of  Breuder's  defamation 
lawsuit  against  current 
and  former  members  of 
the  board  of  trustees  who 
voted  to  terminate  his  con¬ 
tract  with  COD. 

Breuder  was  voted  out 
as  president  of  the  state's 
largest  community  college 
in  October  of  2015  after 
a  “clean  slate”  of  trustees, 
headed  by  former  Trustee 
Kathy  Hamilton,  termi¬ 


nated  his  six-figure  con¬ 
tract.  Trustees  also  moved 
to  rescind  a  1763,000 
severance  package  with 
Breuder.  The  deal  prompt¬ 
ed  Illinois  lawmakers  to 
pass  a  law  that  dictates  the 
severance  cap  for  com¬ 
munity  college  presidents. 
Departing  community  col¬ 
leges  presidents  cannot  re¬ 
ceive  more  than  one  year’s 
salary  and  benefits. 

Breuder  then  filed  a 


wrongful  termination  law¬ 
suit  against  the  college  and 
individual  members  of  the 
board  of  trustees.  In  the 
lawsuit,  Breuder  argued  he 
was  "deprived  of  his  civil 
and  constitutional  rights 
when  defendants  wrong¬ 
fully  terminated  his  em¬ 
ployment  in  violation  of 
his  contracts,  without  due 
process,  and  based  on  false 
charges  of  misconduct." 

Breuder's  is  seeking  $2 


million  in  damages  from 
the  college.  Since  the 
start  of  the  trial,  COD 
has  incurred  more  than 
$500,000  in  legal  fees. 

The  case  will  continue 
before  Judge  Andrea  Wood 
at  the  United  States  Dis¬ 
trict  Court  for  the  North¬ 
ern  District  of  Illinois. 
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Trustees  approve  more  money  for  BTE

hen  trust¬ 
ees  moved 
to  reinstate 
Buffalo  Theater  Ensemble 
(BTE)  after  a  two-year  sus¬ 
pension,  they  issued  a  ca¬ 
veat:  Develop  ideas  for  live 
performances  at  College 
of  DuPage  (COD)  that  are 
"financially  sustainable." 

About  a  year  and  a  half 
later,  both  parties  are  in 
good  books. 

On  April  19,  trustees 
voted  unanimously  to 
funnel  S225,000  towards 
BTE's  activities  from  July 
1,  2018,  to  June  30,  2020. 
The  vote  indicates  COD 
is  committed  to  going  be¬ 
yond  standard  expecta¬ 
tions  and  providing  some¬ 
thing  more  to  the  students 


and  the  communities,  ac¬ 
cording  to  college  officials. 

In  2016,  BTE  was  man¬ 
dated  to  be  self-supporting 
as  an  auxiliary  function,  a 
condition  the  college  had 
to  meet  under  criteria 
prescribed  by  the  Higher 
Learning  Commission.  Fi¬ 
nancially  sustainable  ideas 
also  meant  raising  reve¬ 
nues  through  ticket  sales 
and  contributions  and 
registering  as  a  501(C)  (3) 
organization. 

Since  then,  the  ensemble 
has  exceeded  its  project¬ 
ed  revenue  expectations. 
BTE  received  $144,345 
from  ticket  sales  in  2016, 
a  48  percent  increase  from 
the  projected  $97,500. 
Through  fundraising  ac¬ 


tivities,  BTE  received 
$75,645  during  the  same 
period.  This  exceeded  the 
$33,785  projection  made 
in  2016. 

As  a  condition  to  keep 
the  resident  theater  com¬ 
pany  at  the  college,  BTE's 
programs  had  to  be  con¬ 
verted  into  educational 
programs  for  students. 

About  500  students  have 
been  direcdy  engaged  with 
BTE  each  season,  studying 
productions  in  curriculum, 
pre-  and  post-show  discus¬ 
sions,  workshops,  observ¬ 
ing,  rehearsals,  etc.

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Mazzochi  re-elected  chairwoman  of  the  board  of  trustees

Deanne  Mazzochi 
will  serve  the 
board  of  trust¬ 
ees  of  College  of  DuPage 
(COD)  as  chairwoman 
for  the  third  consecutive 
year.  The  Elmhurst  resi¬ 
dent  was  elected  as  chair¬ 
woman  after  a  unanimous 
vote  by  fellow  trustees  at 
the  board's  organizational 
meeting  on  April  19. 

Trustee  Joseph  Wozniak 
was  the  only  trustee  absent 
from  the  board's  organiza¬ 
tional  meeting. 

"Thank  you  very  much 
for  allowing  me  to  serve 
in  this  role  for  the  fore¬ 
seeable  future,"  Mazzochi 
said.  "When  I  came  to  the 
board  in  2015,  it  was  with 
the  approach  of  'every¬ 
body  please  stop  digging 


the  hole.'  We  have  spent 
the  last  couple  of  years 
building  a  foundation. 
Given  all  of  the  new  things 
that  have  been  happening, 
it's  exciting  that  we  are  fi¬ 
nally  in  a  place  where  we 
have  accreditation  and 
we  are  in  the  mindset  of 
building  and  growth." 

Mazzochi,  serving  a 
six-year  term,  was  one  of 
three  "clean  slate"  candi¬ 
dates  who  ran  and  won 
seats  on  the  board  of  trust¬ 
ees  in  April  2015.  After  the 
abrupt  resignation  of  for¬ 
mer  Chairwoman  Kathy 
Hamilton  in  December 
2015,  Mazzochi  became 
the  board's  acting  chair¬ 
woman.  With  the  support 
of  Trustees  Charles  Ber¬ 
nstein,  Frank  Napolitano 


and  former  Trustee  Da¬ 
vid  Olsen,  Mazzochi  was 
elected  to  her  first  full-year 
term  in  April  2016  at  an 
organizational  meeting 
chaired  by  interim  Presi¬ 
dent  Joseph  Collins. 

As  chairwoman,  Mazzo¬ 
chi  has  voted  against  rais¬ 
ing  the  property  tax  levy 
and  balanced  the  college's 
budget  amid  the  state's 
budget  impasse.  Mazzo¬ 
chi  takes  credit  for  a  series 
of  reform  that  led  to  the 
Higher  Learning  Commis¬ 
sion  lifting  of  probation  in 
November  2017. 

Mazzochi  holds  a  J.D. 
from  George  Washington 
University  Law  School 
and  a  bachelor's  degree  in 
political  science  and  chem¬ 
istry  from  Boston  Univer¬ 


sity.  She  is  the  Republican 
Party's  nominee  for  the 
47  th  district  looking  to  re¬ 
place  Illinois  General  As¬ 
sembly  Deputy  Minority 
Leader  Rep.  Patti  Bellock. 
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Trustees  also  voted 
unanimously  for  Trustees 
Napolitano  and  Christine 
Fenne  as  vice  chairman 
and  secretary  respectively. 
Napolitano  is  serving  a  six- 


year  term  and  chairs  the 
board's  budget  committee. 
Fenne,  who  began  her  ten¬ 
ure  on  the  board  as  secre¬ 
tary  in  2017,  will  continue 
in  the  position  for  the  sec¬ 


ond  consecutive  year. 

Sonia  Paul,  elected  as 
student  trustee  by  students 
was  also  inducted  into 
office.  She  replaced  An¬ 
thony  Walker.  Walker  was 


thanked  by  the  board  for 
his  dedicated  service  and 
involvement  with  the  col¬ 
lege's  Living  Leadership 
Program.  He  was  present¬ 
ed  with  a  photograph  and 
plaque.  Isabel  Wilkerson’s 
“The  Warmth  of  Other 
Suns,”  was  donated  to  the 
library  in  his  honor. 

The  board  of  trustees 
is  the  governing  board  of 
COD,  comprised  of  seven 
members  and  a  student 
trustee.  The  student  trust¬ 
ee’s  vote  is  non-binding. 
Elected  board  members 
and  the  student  trustee  will 
serve  their  unique  roles  un¬ 
til  the  next  organizational 
meeting  in  2019.

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Grave  of  the  Fireflies: 

Isao  Takhata's  masterpiece  30  years  later

apan,  1945. 

The  country 
is  facing  devas¬ 
tating  poverty,  death  and 
destruction  at  the  end  of 
the  worst  war  to  plague 
the  world.  Two  children 
are  left  orphaned  during 
the  fire-bombing  of  Kobe, 
Japan,  during  World  War 
II  and  must  deal  with  the 
difficult  task  of  surviving 
in  a  war-torn  country. 

Almost  exacdy  30  years 
ago  on  April  15,  1988,  the 
heartbreaking  and  histori¬ 
cally  accurate  film  “Grave 
of  the  Fireflies”  was  re¬ 
leased  by  Japanese  direc¬ 
tor,  screenwriter  and  pro¬ 
ducer  Isao  Takahata. 

Earlier  this  month  on 
April  5,  Takahata  died  at 
age  82  from  lung  cancer. 
In  light  of  his  death,  it  only 


feels  right  to  highlight  one 
of  his  most  remarkable 
works. 

Takhata  was  the  found¬ 
er  of  the  world-famous 
animation  studio,  Studio 
Ghibli,  which  he  found¬ 
ed  with  fellow  filmmaker 
Hayao  Miyazaki.  Ghibli 
produced  critically-ac¬ 
claimed  and  sophisticated 
animation  such  as  “Spir¬ 
ited  Away”  and  “Howl’s 
Moving  Castle.” 

“Grave  of  the  Fire¬ 
flies”  was  Takhata’s  most 
well-received  work,  and 
for  good  reason.  The  film 
contains  a  devastating 
plot  about  family,  death 
and  the  loss  of  innocence, 
painting  a  grim  picture  of 
civilization  at  its  worst. 

The  plot  contains  two 
main  characters:  Seita 


and  Setsuko  from  the  port 
city  of  Kobe,  which  would 
eventually  be  destroyed 
from  repeated  bombings 
by  American  forces.  Seita, 
a  teenage  boy,  is  left  to  care 
for  his  younger  sister  Set¬ 
suko.  The  two  must  rely  on 
each  other  for  survival  in 
the  harsh  reality  of  World 
War  II  Japan. 

When  their  mother  is 
killed  in  an  air  raid,  the 
two  must  live  with  their 
aunt,  who  lacks  any  sense 
of  empathy.  After  grow¬ 
ing  tired  of  scolding  and 
abuse,  the  children  then 
decide  to  five  on  their  own, 
somewhere  they  can  expe¬ 
rience  peace  in  their  pro¬ 
spective  final  days. 

As  the  story  continues, 
shelter  is  hard  to  find,  food 
grows  scarce  and  air  raids 


occur  more  frequently. 

From  the  beginning  of 
the  film,  it  is  no  surprise 
how  the  story  will  end. 
Instead,  the  audience  is 
to  expect  the  worst  while 
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taking  in  everything  the 
story  has  to  offer,  from  the 
emotional  conflicts  to  the 
painting-like  animation. 

In  just  88  minutes,  the 
audience  is  able  to  witness 
the  two  create  incredibly 
strong  bonds  that  will  ul¬ 


timately  be  shattered  as 
the  war  comes  to  an  end,  a 
true  and  unpleasant  aspect 
of  human  conflict  and  vi¬ 
olence. 

Despite  the  depressing 


nature  of  the  film,  Seita 
and  Setsuko  are  able  to 
enjoy  a  few  moments  of 
peace.  One  of  the  most 
memorable  scenes  takes 
place  in  the  children’s  new 
shelter:  a  man-made  cave 
in  the  side  of  a  hill  onlook- 


ing  a  body  of  water  where 
the  children  live  alone. 

The  children  catch  fire¬ 
flies  to  illuminate  their 
cave  one  night,  filling  the 
cave  by  the  hundreds. 
The  next  morning,  Setsu¬ 
ko  buries  every  firefly  ex¬ 
plaining  that  they  deserve 
a  grave  just  like  the  one 
made  for  dteir  mother. 

This  is  one  of  the  sad¬ 
dest  movies  I  have  ever 
seen.  Nonetheless,  it  is 
an  eye-opening  look  at 
the  harsh  reality  caused 
by  war.  Not  many  movies 
about  war  strive  to  hu¬ 
manize  the  people  behind 
the  conflict,  and  Takhata 
is  able  to  create  a  timeless, 
yet  beautiful  look  at  hu¬ 
man  struggle.

This  is  where  Ca¬ 
mille  Preaker  has  been  sent 
to  investigate  the  murders 
of  two  young  girls,  and  the 
place  where  she  will  forev¬ 
er  be  haunted  by  the  death 
of  her  kid  sister. 

In  2006,  Gillian  Flynn 
released  her  debut  novel 


Sharp  Objects.  Over  the 
summer,  that  story  will  be 
brought  to  life  as  an  HBO 
miniseries. 

The  miniseries  will  con¬ 
sist  of  eight  episodes.  An 
official  premier  date  has 
not  been  announced,  but  a 
first  look  at  the  series  will 
occur  at  the  ATX  Televi¬ 
sion  Festival  on  June  7. 

Flynn  has  authored 
several  best-selling  nov¬ 
els,  including  Gone  Girl, 
which  was  turned  into  a 
Hollywood  movie  in  2014. 
Flynn  has  a  raw  talent  for 
producing  thrilling  and 
suspenseful  mysteries,  ful¬ 
filling  one’s  morbid  desires. 

Amy  Adams  will  play 
Camille,  the  protagonist. 


Other  members  of  the  cast 
include:  Patricia  Clark¬ 
son,  who  will  play  Adora 
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Crellin,  Camille’s  mother; 
Eliza  Scanlen  as  Amma 
Crellin,  and  Matt  Craven 
as  Vickery,  the  police  chief 
of  Wind  Gap. 

The  miniseries  was  cre¬ 
ated  by  Marti  Noxon  and 
directed  by  Jean-Marc 
Vallee,  who  directed  the 


Emmy  Award-winning  se¬ 
ries  Big  Little  Lies. 

Sharp  Objects,  in  my 


opinion,  was  one  of  the 
most  invigorating  books 
I  have  ever  read.  Flynn  is 
able  to  bring  readers  to 
the  small  town  of  Wind 
Gap,  where  Camille  grew 
up  in  a  large  home  in  their 
quaint  town  with  a  heli¬ 
copter  mother  who  lives  a 


questionable  life. 

Hearing  one  of  my  fa¬ 
vorite  books  will  be  turned 
into  a  series  was  incredi¬ 
bly  exciting.  I  remember 
reading  the  story  just  a  fev\ 
weeks  ago  and  day-dream¬ 
ing  about  who  would  be 
the  best  actress  to  portray 
Camille,  a  character  with 
much  depth  and  despair. 

Typically,  when  a  book 
becomes  a  television  show 
or  a  movie,  a  lot  of  key  as¬ 
pects  of  the  story  are  miss¬ 
ing.

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Mindfulness  Meditation  a  great  way  to  relieve  stress

/mandated  with  final 
exams  and  seeming¬ 
ly  never-ending  proj¬ 
ect  due  dates,  the  last  few 
weeks  of  school  is  a  stress¬ 
ful  time  for  many.  Finding 
ways  to  deal  with  this  stress 
isn’t  always  easy,  which  just 
highlights  the  relevance  of 
the  guided  meditation  ses¬ 
sions  offered  here  at  Col¬ 
lege  of  DuPage. 

COD  Mental  health 
counselor  Dennis  Emano 
collaborated  with  Marga¬ 
ret  McKenzie  (who  leads 
the  sessions)  to  introduce 
the  meditation  group. 
McKenzie  also  developed 
COD’s  first  meditation 
class  and  taught  it  for  10 
years. 

The  sessions’  goals  were 
to  aid  the  Counseling  Of¬ 


fice  “meet  the  needs  of  the 
growing  number  of  stu¬ 
dents  experiencing  stress, 
anxiety  and  depression.” 
As  we  reported  late  last 
year,  there  were  only  2 
mental  health  counselors 
for  over  28,000  students 
at  the  college.  The  college 
has  since  added  more. 

The  idea  for  McKen¬ 
zie’s  sessions  also  garnered 
support  from  faculty  and 
staff  who  expressed  inter¬ 
est  in  meditation. 

“What  we  do  is  try  and 
do  some  introduction,  to 
begin  with,  so  just  some 
general  explanation  of 
what  meditation  is,  which 
is  really  pretty  simple,” 
McKenzie  said. 

She  continues  with  guid¬ 
ance  instructions  through¬ 


out  the  meditation.  “If  you 
have  not  ever  meditated 
before  and  somebody  asks 
you  to  just  sit  down  and  be 
quiet  for  15  minutes,  it’s 
pretty  intimidating.” 

Since  the  sessions  start¬ 
ed  about  two  years  ago, 
attendance  has  been  fairly 
consistent  from  students, 
who’ve  noted  an  improve¬ 
ment  in  their  overall  con¬ 
centration  skills. 

Origanus  Ramfate,  a 
regular  attendee  of  the 
sessions,  said  they  “help 
me  calm  down  and  think 
positively  about  my  week.” 
He  tries  to  meditate  as 
much  as  possible,  and  the 
sessions  are  particularly 
helpful.  “It  is  a  great  time 
to  pay  attention  to  what  is 
going  on  with  you  [and] 


how  the  body  and  mind 
[are]  doing.” 

The  sessions  are  well 
supported  by  staff  and  fac¬ 
ulty  as  well.  “There’s  four 
or  five  [staff  members] 
who  come  and  meditate 
really  regularly,”  McKen¬ 
zie  said.  “We  had  a  man 
last  week  who’s  a  professor, 
and  he  said,  ‘You  know, 
this  is  really  nice.  I  think 
I’ll  come  again.’” 

According  to  an  arti¬ 
cle  on  NBCNews.com  by 
Susan  Donaldson  James, 
mindfulness  meditation 
has  been  on  the  rise  at 
colleges  and  universities 
around  the  country.  The 
practice  has  been  touted 
as  a  minimalistic  and  ef¬ 
fective  way  to  relieve  stress 
and  minimize  anxiety. 


Research  shows  in¬ 
creased  mindfulness  can 
offer  several  benefits,  in¬ 
cluding  improved  atten¬ 
tion,  working  memory  and 
increased  cognitive  flexi¬ 
bility.  All  of  those,  Ema¬ 
no  said,  “are  important 
for  students’  functioning 
in  school,  especially  those 
that  complain  about  test 
anxiety.” 

The  Mindfulness  Med¬ 
itation  sessions  are  every 
Wednesday  from  11-12 
p.m.  in  BIC  343 1  and  are 
divided  into  two  sessions. 
If  you’d  like  to  try  mindful¬ 
ness  meditation  but  can’t 
make  it  to  the  sessions, 
Emano  suggests  checking 
out  websites  such  as:  www. 
freemindfulness.org  and 
www.kourmindfulness.org. 


He  also  mentioned 
apps  “Insight  Timer”  and 
“Headspace,”  all  of  which 
can  provide  guided  med¬ 
itations  and  information 
about  the  technique.  This 
time  in  the  semester  can 
be  particularly  difficult 
to  manage,  so  dedicating 
some  time  to  mindfulness 
meditation  might  be  ex¬ 
actly  what  you  need  to  de¬ 
stress. 

Emano  put  it  best, 
“Mindfulness  practice  can 
help  students  see  that  the 
sky  is  not  falling,  but  in¬ 
stead,  notice  that  they  are 
OK  right  here,  right  now, 
in  the  present  moment. 
Students  learn  to  sit  with 
difficulty  and  still  be  ok.”

In  Defense  of  the  'Lecture': 

The  Pros,  the  Cons,  and  the  Personal  Responsibility

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/first  stepped  into 
an  amphitheater 
classroom  almost 
12  years  ago.  If  you  asked 
that  fresh-faced  version  of 
myself  what  I  thought  of 
the  lecture-style  academic 
setting,  I  probably  would 
have  mixed  feelings.  I  cer¬ 
tainly  don’t  think  I  would 
be  jumping  to  defend  it. 
Now,  after  attending  uni¬ 
versity,  participating  in 
an  online  graduate  study 
program,  and  spending 
a  semester  at  College  of 
DuPage  (COD),  the  bene¬ 
fits  and  pitfalls  of  the  col¬ 
lege  ‘lecture’  have  become 
clearer.  More  importandy, 
I’ve  come  to  realize  how 
much  responsibility  I  per¬ 
sonally  have  in  ensuring 
my  learning  experience  is 
as  successful  as  it  can  be. 
On  March  30, 20 18,  Sci¬ 


ence  magazine  published 
a  10-year  study  of  more 
than  550  lecturers  across 
25  universities  in  Canada 
and  the  U.S.  The  30  re¬ 
searchers  involved  were 
looking  into  the  success, 
or  lack  thereof,  of  learning 
strategies  in  STEM  classes 
specifically.  One  conclu¬ 
sion  they  reached,  which 
subsequendy  became  the 
focus  for  many  articles  on 
the  report,  was  that  lec¬ 
tures  just  don’t  work  for 
most  students.  Proceedings 
of  the  National  Academy 
of  Sciences  (PNAS)  pro¬ 
duced  an  analysis  of  the 
study.  Researchers  found, 
“on  average,  students  in 
traditional  lecture  courses 
are  1 .5  times  more  likely  to 
fail  than  students  in  cours¬ 
es  with  active  learning.” 

The  didactic  method  of 


teaching,  where  students 
are  provided  with  the  the¬ 
oretical  knowledge  on  a 
subject,  often  through  lec¬ 
ture,  continues  to  be  a  pop¬ 
ular  method  in  facilities 
of  higher  learning.  The 
study  found  this  style  of 
teaching  did  not  effectively 
engage  students  in  active 
learning,  with  infrequent 
questions  to  students  and 
not  enough  group  work  or 
student-centered  activity. 
I  found  myself  agreeing 
with  this.  I  also  found  this 
was  not  reflective  of  the 
overall  learning  experi¬ 
ence  colleges  try  to  provide 
students.  Although  lectures 
prevail,  many  professors 
and  colleges  are  earnestly 
trying  to  encourage  stu¬ 
dents  to  engage  with  the 
subject  matter  in  so  many 
other  ways.  Unfortunately, 


much  of  this  requires  stu¬ 
dents  actually  choosing  to 
participate. 

I  don’t  think  it  is  fair 
to  completely  dismiss  the 
lecture  experience.  During 
my  online  graduate  study, 

rtf  - 


I  sorely  missed  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  sit  in  a  classroom 
and  hear  the  dry  material 
from  the  textbook  mag¬ 
ically  made  clear  when 
explained  by  a  seasoned 
educator.  With  that  said, 
I  do  recognize  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  attend  lectures 
should  not  negate  the  need 
to  read  the  textbook,  re¬ 


view  the  PowerPoints  and 
re-engage  with  the  ma¬ 
terial  on  your  own  time. 
For  years  I  have  watched 
other  students  around  me 
in  the  classroom  lean  back 
and  simply  absorb  the  ma¬ 


terial  presented.  Perhaps 
this  works  for  some,  but 
without  taking  down  notes 
and  reading  the  related 
chapters  many  of  us  (let’s 
be  honest)  will  struggle  to 
retain  much  of  what  is  be¬ 
ing  taught  in  this  setting.  A 
professor  should  not  be  ex¬ 
pected  to  chisel  their  way 
into  our  brain  and  deposit 


the  necessary  knowledge  in 
a  single  one-to-three-hour 
class,  without  any  involve¬ 
ment  from  the  student 
aside  from  being  physically 
present. 

In  university,  and  at 
COD,  I  have  seen  oppor¬ 
tunities  for  group  work 
occasionally  presented, 
but  it  would  be  naive  for 
a  researcher  to  suggest  the 
opportunity  alone  led  to 
legitimate  student  engage¬ 
ment.  Many  of  us  dread 
group  projects.  There  is 
no  guarantee  everyone  will 
participate.  Similarly,  pro¬ 
fessors  often  provide  ample 
opportunities  for  students 
to  ask  questions,  but  stu¬ 
dents  fail  to  do  so. 

STEM  subjects  require 
more  hands-on  teaching 
and  learning  experiences, 
but  this  will  never  be  the 


The  study  found  that  lectures 
did  not  effectively  engange 
students  in  active  learning," 
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entirety  of  what  is  provid¬ 
ed.  There  is  generally  not 
enough  space,  not  enough 
materials  and  not  enough 
funding.  To  dismiss  the 
value  of  the  lecture,  or  to 
hold  the  school  or  profes¬ 
sor  completely  account¬ 
able  for  student  failures, 
is  unfair.  The  college  ex¬ 
perience  is  not  supposed 
to  be  like  high  school.  It 
is  supposed  to  be  a  place 
of  learning,  without  the 
same  hand-holding,  as  a 
transition  into  the  harsh 
realities  of  the  work  place 
and  adult  life.  Generally, 
in  life  people  will  do  what 
they  can  to  help  when  you 
ask  for  it.  But  you  must  first 
seek  to  help  yourself. 

Many  professors  will 
bend  over  backwards  to 
provide  assistance  or  tell 
students  where  to  go  for 


extra  help.  Ultimately, 
there  is  only  so  far  back¬ 
wards  that  any  one  person 
can  bend,  especially  when 
many  professors  are  ad¬ 
junct  faculty  who  may  also 
have  other  jobs.  Colleges 
and  universities  advertise 
their  tutoring  programs, 
seminars  and  workshops, 
all  created  to  boost  student 
success.  They  cannot  force 
students  to  show  up.  In  my 
semester  here  at  COD, 
I  have  attended  multiple 
weekend  seminars,  peer 
tutoring  sessions  and  a 
Writing,  Reading,  Speech 
Assistance  (WRSA)  Work¬ 
shop.  All  of  these  are  pro¬ 
vided  for  free,  and  some 
have  allowed  me  to  earn 
extra  credit. 

Sandra  Marchetti  is  a 
tutoring  services  coordi¬ 
nator  in  the  COD  learn¬ 


ing  commons.  She  agrees 
self-advocating  and  taking 
ownership  is  vital  to  suc¬ 
cessful  education. 

“It’s  their  education  at 
the  end  of  the  day,”  Mar¬ 
chetti  said. 

Marchetti  said  COD, 
as  a  community  college,  is 
designed  to  provide  more 
support  for  students  than 
a  traditional  4-year  col¬ 
lege.  There  is  more  of  a 
focus  on  bringing  service 
to  the  student.  There  are 
tutoring  services  in  every 
building,  taking  place  60 
hours  a  week,  and  cover¬ 
ing  every  subject  matter. 
There  are  also  embedded 
tutoring  services,  which  lit¬ 
erally  bring  the  assistance 
to  the  classroom.  Marchet¬ 
ti  acknowledged  there  is 
a  difference  between  the 
current  trend  of  “intrusive 


advising,”  where  schools 
are  more  involved  in  try¬ 
ing  to  motivate  students 
to  seek  the  help  they  need, 
and  “intrinsic  motivation,” 
where  students  are  person¬ 
ally  interested  in  seeking 
out  that  help  on  their  own. 

“A  sense  of  curiosity 
and  a  willingness  to  learn 
something  will  take  you  a 
long  way,”  Marchetti  said. 
“We  try  to  help  the  stu¬ 
dent  unlock  the  passion  for 
whatever  they’re  studying. 
In  the  end,  nothing  can 
beat  a  student  actually  car¬ 
ing.” 

No  student  learns  in  the 
same  way  as  any  other.  No 
class  can  accommodate 
the  needs  of  everyone.  It 
is  our  individual  respon¬ 
sibility  to  find  the  method 
of  learning  that  works  best 
for  us  and  to  capitalize  on 


the  resources  available. 

A  once-popular  theory 
said  learning  styles  could 
be  defined  into  one  of  7 
categories:  visual,  aural, 
physical,  logical,  social  or 
solitary.  I  believe  a  mix¬ 
ture  of  some  or  all  of  these 
strategies  makes  sense.  Ex¬ 
perimenting  with  different 
styles  of  learning  would 
benefit  us  all.  I  love  to  use 
color,  to  create  posters  and 
to  aggressively  highlight 
my  materials.  I  love  to  re¬ 
write  and  reread  my  notes, 
especially  when  flashcards 
are  involved.  I  benefit 
greatly  from  in-class  dis¬ 
cussions,  but  I  do  not  enjoy 
practical  in-class  activities. 
I  prefer  to  work  alone  on 
projects,  but,  when  study¬ 
ing  for  exams,  I  love  to 
work  in  groups.  I  also  need 
to  create  a  ‘study  space’ 


away  from  my  bedroom, 
in  a  well-lit  and  quiet  en¬ 
vironment.  It  took  time  to 
hone  in  on  my  own  style 
of  learning  to  create  my 
personal  strategy  for  study. 
Now  I  have  that  knowl¬ 
edge  I  find  I  am  much 
more  productive. 

This  can  be  true  for  ev¬ 
ery  student  and  every  kind 
of  learner.  More  funding, 
more  materials  and  small¬ 
er  classrooms  are  benefi¬ 
cial,  they  are  not  always 
available  or  realistic.  It  is 
our  responsibility  to  mako 
the  most  of  the  education¬ 
al  experience  we  pay  for. 
This  is  not  something  a 
professor  or  a  college  alone 
can  do  for  us.  It  must  be 
something  we  figure  out, 
and  do,  for  ourselves. 
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Unpaid  Internships  can  still  be  beneficial 


/nternships  are  wide¬ 
ly  considered  to  be 
an  invaluable  op¬ 
portunity  for  college  stu¬ 
dents.  They  can  provide 
students  with  a  first-hand 
look  at  the  ins  and  outs  of 
the  career  they’re  pursu¬ 
ing.  A  paid  internship  at 
an  industry  leading  com¬ 
pany  would  be  any  college 
student’s  dream  job.  But 
as  long  as  you  make  sure 
you’re  getting  the  most  out 
of  the  experience,  an  un¬ 
paid  internship  can  be  just 
as  beneficial. 

For  argument’s  sake, 
you  could  work  a  regular 
job  that  has  no  relation  to 
what  you’re  studying.  But 
landing  an  unpaid  intern¬ 
ship  with  a  company  in 
your  desired  field  could  be 


a  much  more  astute  deci¬ 
sion  long  term.  Choosing 
to  advance  your  chosen 
career  by  taking  an  unpaid 
internship  could  open  cru¬ 
cial  doors. 

Many  companies  are 
known  to  give  interns  me¬ 
nial  tasks,  so~especially 
if  you  do  take  an  unpaid 
internship— advocating  for 
yourself  while  on  the  job 
becomes  even  more  im¬ 
portant.  Whenever  you 
can,  ensure  you’re  mar¬ 
keting  yourself.  Let  people 
know  what  you  have  to 
contribute  to  the  company. 
Realize  you  have  the  agen¬ 
cy  to  make  the  internship 
worthwhile. 

It’s  important  to  re¬ 
search  the  company  you’d 
be  interning  for  when 


considering  accepting  an 
unpaid  internship  as  well. 
Try  to  find  out  how  they’ve 
treated  interns  in  the  past 
and  what  interns  have  said 
about  their  time  working 

Cl - 


for  the  company. 

If  not  earning  a  salary  is 
not  an  option  for  you,  find¬ 
ing  a  part-time  internship 
could  be  a  solution  to  your 
problem.  Find  out  if  the 
company  would  be  a  good 
fit  for  you  in  terms  of  the 
hours  you’d  be  working.  A 


part-time  internship  would 
give  you  free  time  you 
could  use  to  work  another 
job  if  necessary. 

The  new  guidelines  for 
unpaid  internships  imple¬ 


mented  by  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Labor  also  make 
unpaid  internships  a  better 
gamble.  The  guidelines, 
ratified  earlier  this  year, 
consist  of  what  is  called  a 
‘Primary  Beneficiary’  test. 

According  to  an  article 
by  Edward  J.  Easterly  on 


the  National  Association 
of  Colleges  and  Employ¬ 
ers’  website,  the  test  “looks 
at  who  was  the  “primary 
beneficiary”  of  the  intern¬ 
ship — the  company  or  the 
student.” 

The  article  goes  on  to 
state,  “If  the  company  is 
the  “primary  beneficia¬ 
ry,”  then  the  internship 
must  be  paid.  If,  on  the 
other  hand,  the  student  is 
the  “primary  beneficiary,” 
then  the  internship  may  be 
unpaid.” 

The  primary  beneficiary 
test  includes  a  list  of  fac¬ 
tors  that  determine  who 
the  beneficiary  of  the  in¬ 
ternship  is.  One  of  these 
factors  states  the  training 
given  during  the  intern¬ 
ship  should  be  similar  to 


training  given  at  an  educa¬ 
tional  institution,  to  assure 
students’  time  is  usefully 
spent. 

Fortunately,  most  in¬ 
ternships  offered  today  are 
paid.  But  if  you  happen 
upon  one  that  looks  in¬ 
teresting,  it  being  unpaid 
shouldn’t  immediately 
deter  you  from  applying. 
Especially  with  the  new 
regulations,  unpaid  intern¬ 
ships  can  prove  their  worth 
by  providing  students  with 
hands-on,  real  world  ex¬ 
perience  and  establishing 
indispensable  connections.

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Humanizing  the  faces  behind  the  Syrian  Civil  War: 

Part  I  of  II

his  time  the 
bombs  looked  dif¬ 
ferent.  A  noxious 
gas  released  into  the  night 
air,  choked,  burned  and 
suffocated  any  poor  soul 
trapped  in  its  pitiless  sting. 

As  light  broke  on  the 
April  7th  attack  in  Eastern 
Ghouta,  Syria,  more  than 
40  people,  mosdy  women 
and  children,  were  found 


dead  by  a  suspected  chlo¬ 
rine  attack  launched  by 
Syrian  government  forces. 

The  world  reacted  to 
a  red-line  being  crossed. 
In  retaliation  for  the  sus¬ 
pected  chemical  weapons 
attack,  President  Trump, 
along  with  the  UK  and 
France,  launched  more 
than  100  missiles  targeting 
Syrian  government-con¬ 


trolled  sites. 

Some  conservatives  have 
celebrated  the  courage  of 
Trump’s  response  to  the 
Assad  regime’s  brutali¬ 
ty.  However,  College  of 
DuPage  student  Anas  Ab- 
dulrazzak  just  sees  more 
devastation  for  his  fellow 
Syrians. 

“The  supposed  red-line 
for  chemical  weapons  is 


made  up  by  outsiders. 
The  civilians  don’t  care 
because  we  are  dying  any¬ 
ways.  Chemical  weapons 
or  being  shot  dead  in  the 
street,  the  brutality  is  still 
the  same,”  he  said. 

While  the  people  of  Syr¬ 
ia  have  to  survive  senseless 
bombing  after  bombing, 
the  American  public  is 
bombarded  by  numbers 
and  daily  acts  of  death 
and  brutality  on  the  news. 
The  reports  of  widespread 
atrocities  often  become 
common-place.  At  first  we 
feel  sympathy  for  fellow 
human  suffering,  but  in¬ 
sidiously  creeps  a  growing 
apathy  and  indifference  to 
the  devastation.  We  shake 
our  heads  in  disgust  and 
perhaps  support  a  tweet  or 
like  a  post  on  social-media, 
but  then  continue  on  with 
our  self-centered  lives. 

It  becomes  far  too  easy 
to  see  the  numbers  and 
gaze  past  the  headlines, 
failing  to  acknowledge  the 
human  presence  behind 
each  bombing.  We  dehu¬ 
manize  their  lives,  failing 
to  see  the  faces  and  the 
stories  of  those  trapped  by 
senseless  violence. 

We  fail  to  see  how  the 
acts  that  appear  a  world 
away,  in-fact  affect  each 
and  every  one  of  us. 

Representing  one  of  the 
stories  and  voices  we  fail  to 
hear,  is  Anas  Abdulrazzak. 
Abdulrazzak  is  a  Syrian 
immigrant  from  the  town 
of  Hama,  and  is  now  an 
American  collegiate  aspir¬ 
ing  for  a  dental  major. 

Abdulrazzak  and  his 
family  escaped  Syria  in 
2011,  seven  months  after 


the  revolution  began.  His 
siblings  came  to  America 
while  he  finished  his  high 
school  education  in  Sau¬ 
di  Arabia.  Some  cousins 
took  shelter  in  Turkey, 
while  others  braved  the 
Mediterranean  migration 
route,  which  killed  more 
than  3,100  people  in  2017 
alone,  to  reach  the  safe-ha¬ 
ven  of  Germany. 

It  took  many  years  after 
an  application  was  filed  to 
hear  back  for  admission 
by  the  U.S.  embassy.  Af¬ 
ter  9/11,  all  Arab  immi¬ 
gration  was  delayed.  His 
grandmother  applied  for 
her  daughter  and  her  fam¬ 
ily’s  admission  in  the  90’s, 
but  didn’t  hear  back  from 
the  U.S.  embassy  until 
2008.  His  family  were  ad¬ 
mitted  as  immigrants  and 
given  green  card  status. 

“And  now,  after  Trump, 
it’s  almost  impossible  to 
come  as  an  immigrant. 
Even  refugees  are  severely 
restricted,”  said  Abdulraz¬ 
zak,  who  questions  what 
was  gained  by  the  Ameri¬ 
can  bombing. 

”1  actually  consider  it 
a  joke  because  it  doesn’t 
really  affect  the  war  or 
change  anything,”  he  said. 
“It’s  all  just  for  show.  I  wish 
Obama  would  have  done 
it  earlier  in  the  conflict.  It 
could  have  changed  a  lot. 
But  now  this  far  into  the 
war,  it  makes  no  differ¬ 
ence.  Trump  announced 
on  Twitter  days  before  the 
attack.  So,  in  Syria,  every¬ 
one  moved  everything  out 
of  the  compounds.” 

As  a  refugee,  Abdulraz¬ 
zak  has  lost  more  than  just 
access  to  his  homeland.  He 


still  has  family  in  Hama, 
and  Syrian  culture  makes 
up  his  identity.  To  shed 
a  light  on  the  society  he 
left  behind,  Abdulrazzak 
explained  how  Syrian  stu¬ 
dents  are  taught  the  same 
classes  as  in  America. 

“However,  math  is  more 
difficult  in  Syria,”  Abdul¬ 
razzak  said.  “Greater  em¬ 
phasis  is  placed  on  it  than 
it  is  in  America.  We  are  re¬ 
quired  to  learn  English  as 
a  second  language,  and  in 
middle  school  we  also  be¬ 
gin  learning  French. 

Contrasting  the  two 
cultures,  Abdulrazzak  ex¬ 
plained,  “In  America  you 
get  to  choose  your  major. 
In  Syria,  the  last  year  of 
high  school  you  have  a  gi¬ 
ant  exam.  Based  on  your 
score  you  are  required  to 
go  into  certain  fields.  You 
can  only  become  some¬ 
thing  like  a  doctor  if  you 
get  a  very  high  score.” 

To  relieve  the  stress, 
students  play  video  games 
and  sports  such  as  basket¬ 
ball,  handball  (similar  to 
basketball  and  soccer  com¬ 
bined)  and  soccer. 

Syria  has  won  three 
medals  in  the  Summer 
Olympics  (1  Gold,  1  Silver, 
1  Bronze).  Ghada  Shouaa 
won  the  gold  for  the  Wom¬ 
en’s  Heptathlon  in  the 
1996  Summer  Olympics 
in  Atlanta. 

’’Soccer  is  by  far  the 
most  popular  sport  in  Syr¬ 
ia  because  it  is  the  easiest 
and  cheapest  to  play,” 
Abdulrazzak  said.  “I  can 
remember  it  being  played 
everywhere  by  children  in 
the  streets.  My  father  says 
I  was  chasing  a  soccer  ball 
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around  even  before  I  knew 
how  to  walk.” 

Professional  soccer 

teams  play  in  the  Syrian 
Premier  League,  including 
his  local  team  from  Homs, 
Al-Karamah  SC  (8  total 
championships,  second 
most  successful  team  in 
league  history).  AL-Kara- 
mah  was  founded  in  1928, 
and  is  considered  one  of 
Asia’s  oldest  spotting  clubs. 

The  champion  of  the 
league  plays  in  the  Asian 
Champions  League.  In 
2006,  Al-Karamah  lost  by 
one  goal  to  a  South  Kore¬ 
an  team  in  the  final. 

The  Syrian  national 
soccer  team  has  qualified 
for  four  Asian  Cup  com¬ 
petitions.  They  have  never 
qualified  for  World  Cup. 
However,  in  2018  they 
reached  the  final  round  of 
qualifying,  losing  to  Aus¬ 
tralia.  Their  biggest  rival  is 
Iraq,  and  political  tensions 
often  spill  over  into  the 
sporting  arena. 

National  sporting  events 


such  as  soccer,  or  the  Olym¬ 
pics,  simultaneously  unite 
the  public  to  cheer  as  one 
and  aggravate  the  political 
divisions  across  society. 

’’Now  with  the  war,  es¬ 
pecially  with  the  success 
of  the  Syrian  National 
Team  in  almost  qualifying 
for  the  World  Cup,  it  cre¬ 
ated  a  massive  conversa¬ 
tion  amongst  the  Syrians,” 
Abdulrazzak  said.  “Should 
we  cheer  for  the  team  or 
not?  “Some  people  say 
we  should  because  sports 
are  separate  from  politics 
and  the  team  represents 
our  united  people  as  a 
whole.  However,  during 
the  national  anthem  the 
players  are  saluting,  giving 
allegiance  to  the  regime, 
praising  the  army  who 
is  destroying  the  whole 
country.  In  interviews  af¬ 
ter  the  game,  the  players 
are  always  quick  to  give 
thanks  to  (Syrian  President 
Bashar)  Assad.  Therefore, 
I  have  trouble  supporting 
the  national  team  right 


now. 

When  the  revolution 
began,  athletes  split,  sup¬ 
porting  different  sides  of 
the  conflict.  The  goalie  of 
a  team  in  Homs  actively 
supported  the  revolution, 
and  a  bounty  was  put  on 
his  head.” 

Syrian  superstar  Omar 
Al-Somah  has  scored  130 
goals  in  1 1 8  games  playing 
in  the  Saudi  Professional 
League.  He  is  the  face  for 
the  brand  ADIDAS,  and 
if  you  go  down  any  Saudi 
street  you  will  see  his  face 
on  advertisements.  He 
did  not  play  for  four  years 
leading  up  to  2017  for  the 
national  team,  sitting  out 
for  political  reasons.  When 
the  revolution  began,  he 
supported  the  rebels  and 
raised  money  for  hospitals 
in  rebel-controlled  land. 
Under  suspicious  circum¬ 
stances,  he  came  back  and 
pledged  allegiance  to  As¬ 
sad  enabling  him  to  play 
for  the  national  team. 

Such  political  divisions 


are  commonplace  since 
the  revolution  began. 
However,  Syria  has  always 
been  a  melting  pot  of  peo¬ 
ple  and  cultural  traditions. 

’’Syrian  is  Muslim  ma¬ 
jority,  but  we  still  recognize 
the  Christian  minority  hol¬ 
idays,”  Abdulrazzak  said. 
“We  constantly  get  days  off 
to  celebrate,  such  as  during 
the  Christian  Christmas  or 
Islamic  Eid  festival.” 

Gathering  for  giant 
family  holidays  is  what  he 
misses  most  about  Syria. 
After  breaking  their  fast 
during  Eid,  they  eat  tradi¬ 
tional  foods  such  as  Kub- 
beh,  a  mixture  of  wheat 
grain  and  minced  lamb. 
It  can  be  grilled,  fried  or 
baked. 

“My  favourite  is  Kubbeh 
over  the  grill;  you  bite  into 
it,  and  it  has  onion  and 
pomegranate.  It’s  a  little 
spicy  but  very  delicious,” 
said  Abdulrazzak, 

He  continued,  “In  Syr¬ 
ia,  the  social  life  is  struc¬ 
tured  differendy.  In  Amer¬ 


ica,  you  go  to  work,  come 
home,  eat  and  sleep,  and 
have  most  of  your  fun 
on  the  weekends.  In  Syr¬ 
ia,  you  come  home  from 
work,  sleep  for  an  hour  or 
so,  and  go  out  and  enjoy  a 
fun  social  night.  Everyday 
is  a  full  social  day.” 

However,  maintaining 
a  social  life  through  social 
media  has  proven  difficult. 

Facebook  was  prohibit¬ 
ed  by  the  regime  to  control 
people’s  communication. 
“When  the  revolution 
started,  citizens  started 
using  a  social  media  plat¬ 
form  called  Proxy,  which 
fakes  the  user’s  location. 
People  were  able  to  access 
Facebook  and  Twitter  us¬ 
ing  Proxy  undetected  by 
authorities,”  said  Abdul¬ 
razzak. 

Social  media  is  import¬ 
ant  because  there  are  only 
three  large  newspapers, 
and  all  are  controlled  by 
the  regime,  spreading  pro¬ 
paganda.  The  channels 
and  television  news  net¬ 


works  are  the  same  way. 

“However,  Arabic  CNN 
and  al  Jazeera  are  often 
slipped  in  via  internet 
streaming.  The  govern¬ 
ment  failed  to  suppress 
them,  and  they  have  given 
the  public  uncompromised 
news,”  said  Abdulrazzak. 

“Damascus  is  the  oldest 
capital  in  the  world,  and 
some  of  Syria’s  cities  are 
among  the  oldest,  most 
cultured  in  the  world.  We 
have  beautiful  castles, 
ancient  architecture  and 
Roman  ruins.  But  nobody 
sees  that.  When  they  hear 
Syria,  they  just  think  of 
the  war,”  said  Abdulraz¬ 
zak.  “We  are  a  generous 
community,  kind  to  each 
other.  We  are  also  a  very 
proud  people  concerned 
with  dignity.”

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Deputy  senior  district  judge  of  England  and  Wales  talks 
about  law,  justice  and  diversity  at  COD

/mmigration  took 
center  stage  in  the 
United  Kingdom’s 
political  discourse  when 
citizens  voted  to  the  leave 
the  European  Union  in 
2016. 

At  a  global  education 
event  hosted  by  College 
of  DuPage  on  April  27, 
United  Kingdom  District 
Judge  Tan  Ikram  spoke 
to  a  packed  crowd  in  the 
Health  Science  Center 
about  the  potential  im¬ 
pact  a  political  change  like 
Brexit  could  have  on  the 
United  Kingdom's  legal 
system.  Ikram  spoke  on 
the  topic:  "Law,  Justice  and 
Diversity  in  the  United 
Kingdom." 

Ikram  was  called  to  the 
Bar  in  1990  and  admit¬ 
ted  as  a  solicitor  in  1993. 
He  specialized  in  crimi¬ 
nal  defense  and  prosecu¬ 


tion  work.  He  was  later 
appointed  as  a  part-time 
deputy  district  judge  in 
2003  and  a  full-time  dis¬ 
trict  judge  in  2009,  as  a 
specialist  in  extradition 
and  terrorism. 

"The  consequences  are 
profound,"  Ikram  said 
about  the  2016  Brexit 
vote.  "It  is  like  California 
saying,  'We  want  to  leave 
the  United  States.'  If  that 
could  happen,  how  do  you 
distance  yourself  when 
much  of  your  laws  are  fed¬ 
eral  laws?  Overnight,  that 
won't  apply  because  you 
won't  be  a  member  of  the 
United  States.  When  laws 
disappear,  there  is  going  to 
be  a  vacuum." 

According  to  Ikram, 
laws  that  were  enacted  at 
the  level  of  the  European 
Union  or  the  current  Eu¬ 
ropean  Union  licensing 


system  could  be  affected. 

"Within  two  years,  we 
have  to  recreate  a  whole 
layer  of  bureaucracy  that 
we  don't  have,"  Ikram  said. 

On  the  issue  of  justice, 
ethnic  and  racial  disparity 
in  prisons  across  the  Unit¬ 
ed  Kingdom  appears  to  be 
a  problem.  Ikram,  citing 
a  report  published  by  La¬ 
bour  MP  David  Lammy, 
said  black  people  in  the 
United  Kingdom  account 
for  just  3  percent  of  the 
population,  but  they  make 
up  1 2  percent  of  people  in 
prison  population.  Twen¬ 
ty-five  percent  of  the  pris¬ 
on  population  comes  from 
an  ethnic  minority  popula¬ 
tion. 

"Why  is  it  that  a  country 
which  prides  itself  on  di¬ 
versity,  equality  and  justice 
has  so  many  people  of  col¬ 
or  languishing  in  prisons?" 


Asked  Ikram. 

The  Lammy  Review 
concluded  that  black  and 
minorities  face  ethnic  bias. 
This  could  be  a  result  of 
"overt  discrimination"  or 
"implicit  bias." 

According  to  Ikram, 
there  has  been  a  decline 
in  the  practice  of  "overt 
discrimination,"  or  people 
going  out  of  their  way  to 
treat  people  differently  be¬ 
cause  of  their  color.  But, 
the  issue  of  "implicit  bias" 
is  becoming  more  appall¬ 
ing. 

Why  did  Ikram,  given 
his  position  as  a  judge,  talk 
about  problems  within  the 
United  Kingdom's  crimi¬ 
nal  justice  system? 

"The  treatment  of  peo¬ 
ple  from  a  different  back¬ 
ground  is  a  real  issue," 
Ikram  said.  "If  you  believe 
injustice,  then  these  things 


really  matter.  Lawyers  who 
become  judges  must  be¬ 
lieve  injustice.” 

But,  whites  are  more 
likely  to  be  found  guilty  in 
criminal  courts  by  juries, 
while  people  of  Asian  de¬ 
scent  are  the  least  likely  to 
be  found  guilty. 

"Is  there  a  racism  far 
more  subtle  that  we  can't 
understand?"  Asked 
Ikram. 

According  to  Ikram, 
these  statistics  aren't  the 
only  factors  that  suggest 
how  just  or  unjust  a  soci¬ 
ety  is. 

"Justice  isn't  just  about 
how  you're  treated  by  the 
police  or  judge;  justice  is 
about  whether  you  have 
an  access  to  the  system," 
Ikram  said. 

The  government  of  the 
United  Kingdom  assists 
citizens  with  the  costs  of 


legal  advice,  family  media¬ 
tion  and  representation  in 
a  court  or  tribunal. 

The  complex  outlook 
of  the  United  Kingdom's 
justice  system  led  Ikram 
into  his  discussion  about 
diversity. 

About  6  percent  of  the 
people  serving  in  the  Unit¬ 
ed  Kingdom's  police  force 
comes  from  black  and  oth¬ 
er  ethnic  minority  back¬ 
grounds.  Blacks  and  other 
ethnic  minorities  make 
up  about  4  percent  of  the 
judges  within  the  judiciary. 

"We  don't  reflect  the 
face  of  the  society  that 
we  serve,"  added  Ikram. 
"Those  people  who  are  ex¬ 
ercising  power  over  us  are 
not  us." 


Q+A: 

Engineering  student  Jessica  Haider 
talks  about  her  time  at  COD 

News  Editor  |  Vandy  Manyeh 


essica  Haider 
is  the  president 
of  the  BioTech 
Club  at  College  of  DuP- 
age.  The  engineering 
major  is  headed  to  the 
University  of  Illinois-Ur- 
bana  Champaign  this  fall 
to  continue  her  studies. 
She  spoke  to  the  Courier 
about  how  her  club  pro¬ 
vides  an  opportunity  for 
students  to  network  with 
colleges  and  other  students 
with  similar  interests: 

Vandy  Manyeh:  What 
inspired  you  to  study  engi¬ 
neering  at  COD? 

Jessica  Haider:  When 
I  came  to  COD,  I  was  in¬ 
terested  in  both  science 
and  engineering,  but  I 


didn’t  know  which  of 
the  two  to  build  a  career 
around.  Talking  to  many 
peers  and  professors  made 
me  realize  that  I  did  not 
have  to  choose  between 
the  two.  I  was  introduced 
to  bioengineering,  which 
is  a  relatively  new,  and  in¬ 
credibly  broad  field  that 
encompasses  nearly  all 
my  interests.  I  could  pick 
between  a  wide  variety  of 
topics  to  specialize  in  that 
incorporates  engineering 
in  the  field  of  science  in 
ways  that  I  hadn’t  imag¬ 
ined.  When  I  went  to 
Bangladesh,  I  became  par¬ 
ticularly  interested  in  the 
idea  of  energy.  I  am  used 
to  taking  it  for  granted  at 


home,  but  parts  of  Ban¬ 
gladesh  barely  has  running 
electricity,  and  the  parts 
that  do  have  it  face  fre- 
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quent  power  outages.  The 
large  disparity  I  saw  made 
me  hyper-aware  of  the 
foundation  of  renewable 
energy,  and,  since  then,  I 
wanted  to  specialize  in  it. 

VM:  What  is  BioTech 
at  COD  all  about? 


JH:  BioTech  stands  for 
Biotechnology.  It  is  a  very 
broad  subject  that  com¬ 
bines  biology,  chemistry 


and  technology.  At  this 
club,  we  strive  to  do  the 
same  by  means  of  experi¬ 
ments.  Our  advisor,  Karen 
Persky,  teaches  both  biolo¬ 
gy  and  microbiology,  and 
is  very  well  prepared  to 
lead  us  through  various  ex¬ 


periments  based  on  what 
we  are  curious  about. 

VM:  Why  should  I  join? 

JH:  You  should  join  be¬ 
cause  not  many  people  are 
informed  of  what  biotech¬ 
nology  is  or  is  capable  of 
right  now.  It  is  a  relatively 
new,  yet  rapidly  growing 
field.  Nearly  all  STEM 
majors  can  find  something 
in  biotech  to  relate  to  or 
some  aspect  that  direcdy 
applies  to  their  own  career 
fields.  Also,  there  are  many 
misconceptions  today 
about  what  Biotechnolo¬ 
gy  can  do.  Various  forms 
of  media  have  proposed 
extremely  unrealistic  and 
exaggerated  theories  about 
how  a  future  with  too  much 
biotechnological  research 
can  go  wrong.  As  a  result, 
people  fail  to  see"  all  the 
ways  humanity  can  benefit 
from  it.  The  medical  field 
has  already  advanced  from 
incorporating  new  forms 
of  biotech  research  and 
can  continue  to  do  so.  Too 
few  people  are  aware  of 
this  and  joining  BioTech 
is  a  great  way  to  gain  bet¬ 
ter  understanding  through 
hands-on  research. 

VM:  What  can  be  done 
to  help  girls  who  may  be 
interested  in  your  career 
path? 

JH:  Science,  technology, 
engineering  and  math  are 
considered  stereotypically 
male  subjects.  As  a  result, 
when  I  was  growing  up, 
girls  seemed  to  have  felt 
discouraged  about  pur¬ 
suing  anything  in  those 
fields.  That  is  a  shame, 
because  careers  in  STEM

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are  not  about  gender;  they 
are  about  ingenuity.  Thus, 
I  think  STEM-related  top¬ 
ics  should  be  introduced 
and  advocated  to  both 
male  and  female  children 
from  a  young  age.  A  future 
in  a  STEM-related  career 
should  be  presented  as 
equally  possible  opportu¬ 
nities  for  everyone,  regard¬ 
less  of  gender.  Science, 
technology,  engineering 
and  math  are  not  subjects 
catered  toward  any  certain 
demographic.  They  are  for 
people  curious  enough  to 
ask  why  the  sky  is  blue  and 
people  motivated  enough 
to  find  the  answer  to  that 
question.  Engineering  in 
particular  seems  to  be  a 
very  male-dominated  ca¬ 
reer  when  there  is  no  rea¬ 
son  for  it  to  be.  At  the  basic 
level,  engineers  solve  prob¬ 
lems.  With  more  women 
in  the  field,  more  perspec¬ 
tives  can  be  incorporated, 
and  a  wider  variety  of 
ideas  could  be  introduced 
on  how  to  solve  problems 
more  efficiendy  and  pro¬ 
ductively. 

VM:  What  opportuni¬ 
ties  are  available  to  stu¬ 
dents  pursuing  a  degree 
in  a  STEM-related  field  at 
COD? 

JH:  The  STEM  pro¬ 
gram  at  COD  is  great. 
There  is  a  lot  offered,  such 
as  the  Engineering  Path¬ 
ways  program,  the  STEM- 
inars,  the  Sustainability 
series  and  much  more.  Stu¬ 
dents  have  many  chances 
to  be  involved  in  STEM 
and  meet  different  people 
in  the  field.  STEM-CON 
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at  the  end  of  the  year  is 
a  very  cool  event,  and  I 
volunteered  for  the  Sci¬ 
ence  Olympiad  at  COD 
in  March.  COD  creates 
a  supportive  environment 
for  women  in  STEM.  Be¬ 
cause  of  my  major,  I  took 
not  only  many  math  and 
engineering  classes,  but 
also  several  levels  of  chem¬ 
istry  and  biology.  As  a  re¬ 
sult,  I  have  seen  very  driv¬ 
en  and  ambitious  women 
in  so  many  different  fields 
of  STEM,  ranging  from 
mechanical  engineering  to 
neuroscience.  I  met  moti¬ 
vated  women  who  already 


have  careers  in  the  STEM 
field  but  have  chosen  to 
take  classes  at  COD  for 
fun,  because  they  are  in¬ 
terested  in  other  topics  in 
STEM.  I  met  hardworking 
women  who  were  about  to 
take  their  PCATs  and  were 
advising  others  on  the 
steps  to  take  prior  to  such  a 
big  exam.  I  have  met  pro¬ 
fessors  who  talk  about  be¬ 
ing  women  in  STEM  and 
have  nothing  but  encour¬ 
agement  for  their  students. 

VM:  What  are  your 
long-term  goals  as  an  as¬ 
piring  engineer? 

JH:  Long-term,  I  plan 


on  getting  a  bachelor’s 
degree  in  biological  engi¬ 
neering  from  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Illinois  at  Urba- 
na-Champaign  and  have 
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an  engineering  career  in 
the  field  of  renewable  en¬ 
ergy.  I  want  to  come  up 


with  more  efficient  meth¬ 
ods  of  producing  energy 
around  the  world  and  find 
ways  to  reduce  the  pollu¬ 
tion  created  by  our  current 


methods  of  obtaining  fuel. 

VM:  How  would  you 
sum  up  your  time  at  COD? 


JH:  I  would  definitely 
recommend  COD  to  oth¬ 
er  women  who  are  looking 
to  enter  a  STEM  field.  It 
helped  me,  personally,  be¬ 
cause  I  knew  I  was  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  STEM  field, 
but  I  was  not  sure  exacdy 
what  path  to  take.  COD 
played  a  large  part  in 
helping  me  decide  what  I 
wanted  to  do  for  a  career. 
Also,  I  was  able  to  interact 
with  several  other  ambi¬ 
tious  and  driven  women 
who  are  interested  in  sim¬ 
ilar  career  paths.  Women 
that  are  passionate  about 
STEM  would  be  able  to 


take  advantage  of  a  wide 
array  of  opportunities  at 
COD  and  join  clubs,  or¬ 
ganizations  and  take  part 
in  leadership  opportuni¬ 
ties  that  would  help  them 
immensely  in  the  future. 
They  would  be  able  to  seek 
advice  from  knowledge¬ 
able  professors  who  are 
women  in  STEM  them¬ 
selves  and  learn  about  how 
to  work  for  their  goals.

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The  Monster  Movie:  What  Does  Your  Favorite  Say  About  You?

f  you  want  to  know 
what  the  world  is 
afraid  of,  you  only 
need  look  to  what  threat¬ 
ens  it  in  the  most  recent 
monster  movie.  Maybe 
it's  science  or  government 
overreach,  or  perhaps  it's 
intrusion  of  privacy,  or 
technology  gone  too  far. 
Maybe  it's  evolution,  or 
space  exploration,  terror¬ 
ism  or  climate  change. 
Perhaps  it  is  the  idea  that 
there  is  something  out 
there  smarter  than  us  or 
bigger  than  us. 

No  matter  what  it  is, 


who  created  it,  where  it 
came  from  or  what  it  de¬ 
stroys,  the  monster  will  al¬ 
ways  be  a  recurrent  char¬ 
acter  we  will  never  tire  of. 
Monsters  in  film  depict 
the  most  pervasive  threat 
of  the  day.  The  threat  of 
nuclear  radiation  shown 
in  the  original  “Godzilla,” 
became  the  threat  of  cli¬ 
mate  change  portrayed  in 
the  2014  remake.  “Clover- 
field”  was  a  response  to  the 
threat  of  terrorism,  just  as 
“District  9”  responded 
to  apartheid.  Coundess 
monster  movies  have  been 


made,  and  remade,  to  re¬ 
flect  the  evolution  of  our 
collective  fear. 

“Monsters  are  about 
manifesting  our  cultural 
anxieties  on  screen.  They 
are  ways  for  us  to  play 
out  the  worst  case  scenar¬ 
ios  that  we  can  envision,” 
said  Brian  Brems,  an  En¬ 
glish  professor  at  College 
of  DuPage  who  primarily 
teaches  film  classes. 

With  “A  Quiet  Place” 
receiving  rave  reviews,  the 
recent  releases  of  “Ram¬ 
page”  and  “Pacific  Rim: 
Uprising,”  and  another 


Godzilla  film  to  look  for¬ 
ward  to  in  2019,  I  decid¬ 
ed  to  review  two  of  my 
favorite  monster  movies. 
In  doing  so,  I  found  what 
I  might  secredy  fear  the 
most. 

The  Host  (2006) 

If  you  can  ignore 
some  choppy  acting  and 
the  awkward  exposition 
during  the  initial  scenes, 
“The  Host”  is  a  must-see. 
Written  and  directed  by 
Bong  Joon-Ho,  who  also 
wrote  and  directed  “Okja” 
and  “Snowpiercer,”  “The 
Host”  tells  the  story  of  a 
South  Korean  family  and 
their  fight  to  rescue  the 
youngest  member  from  a 
monster  attacking  Seoul. 

This  family  was  a  wreck 
prior  to  the  the  attack.  In¬ 
competence,  failure  and 
self-destruction  kept  the 
three  main  siblings  from 
the  lives  they  had  hoped 
for.  The  theme  of  incom¬ 
petence  is  consistent,  as 
the  monster  itself  arose  as 
a  result  of  human  laziness 
and  irresponsibility.  Both 
the  South  Korean  and 
American  government  fail 
to  come  up  with  solutions. 
They  can  neither  capture 
the  monster,  nor  figure 
out  where  it  came  from  or 
what  it  is.  This  reflects  a 
common  trope  we  also  see 
in  films  like  the  recendy 
released  “Rampage”  with 
Dwayne  Johnson. 

“The  military  and  the 
U.S.  government  and  sci¬ 
ence  and  the  corporations 
are  portrayed  as  not  really 
understanding  in  depth 
the  thing  that  they’ve  cre¬ 
ated,  and  Johnson  is  really 
the  only  one  who  does,” 
Brems  explained. 

This  is  a  common  idea 


in  monster  movies.  It  is  a 
reflection  of  our  distrust  in 
a  faceless  authority  or  gov¬ 
ernment,  and  our  desire 
to  instill  value  and  hope 
in  one,  mystically  capable, 
man. 

“A  lot  of  American 
movies  are  built  around 
the  concept  of  a  compe¬ 
tent,  usually  white,  male 
hero  who  is  going  to  save 
the  day,”  Brems  continued. 

That  is  not  what  we 
see  in  the  Host.  There  is 
no  hero.  There  is  no  plan. 
There  is  a  family  of  less 
than  average  individu¬ 
als  who  have  nothing  but 
emotional  willpower  driv¬ 
ing  them  to  sacrifice  what 
litde  they  have  to  save  a 
loved  one.  The  film,  in 
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typical  fashion  for  a  South 
Korean  production,  does 
little  to  aid  the  family  on 
their  quest.  However,  the 
comedic  nature  of  the  film 
more  than  makes  up  for 
the  lack  of  action-packed 
heroic  deeds  as  the  charac¬ 
ters  bungle  and  trip  their 
way  through  their  mission. 

‘The  Host  can  also  be 
compared  to  “A  Quiet 
Place,”  with  the  retd  story 
being  about  a  family  rath¬ 
er  than  about  a  monster.  In 
“A  Quiet  Place,”  grief  and 
loss  bring  a  family  together 
and  reveals  its  strength.  In 
“The  Host”  we  are  shown 
the  capacity  for  grief  and 
loss  to  drive  people  apart. 
The  youngest  member 


of  the  family,  Hyun-Seo, 
is  the  glue  that  holds  the 
family  together.  Her  kid¬ 
napping  by  the  monster  is 
a  reason  for  them  to  unite, 
but  without  her  it  is  clear 
there  is  nothing  else  hold¬ 
ing  them  together.  While 
hope  was  able  to  unify 
them,  grief  and  loss  was  an 
experience  they  couldn’t 
share.  South  Korean  films 
are  known  for  their  brutal 
portrayal  of  authentic  hu¬ 
man  experience.  This  film 
is  no  different.  Hollywood 
films  seem  more  likely  to 
give  you  what  you  want 
to  see,  rather  than  what’s 
real. 

“[Some  films  aren’t]  de¬ 
signed  to  reflect  the  experi¬ 
ences  of  the  audience  but 


instead  to  provide  them 
with  the  ideal,”  Brems 
said.  “American  films  tend 
to  re-inscribe  the  values 
of  the  culture  rather  than 
break  them  down.” 

“The  Host”  is  not  afraid 
to  let  its  characters  disap¬ 
point  you.  With  human 
failure  being  the  source  of 
the  monster’s  creation,  bu¬ 
reaucratic  ineptitude  being 
a  part  of  its  continued  sur¬ 
vival,  and  imperfect  char¬ 
acters  desperately  trying 
to  bring  it  down,  incompe¬ 
tence  is  amplified.  Monster 
movies  are  designed  to  ask 
the  question:  Would  we 
be  able  to  muster  the  col¬ 
lective  action  to  fight  this 
off?  “The  Host”  presents

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an  honest  picture  of  how 
an  ineffective  and  poorly 
planned  human  response 
to  attack  might  be  more  re¬ 
alistic  than  we  might  want 
to  believe. 

“It’s  more  about  break¬ 
down  than  overcoming 
breakdown,... which  is  ul¬ 
timately  a  less  inspirational 
narrative,”  Brems  said. 

Perhaps,  though,  it  is 
more  true  to  life. 

Colossal  (2016) 

The  manipulative  abus¬ 
er,  who  controls  through 
degradation,  versus  the 
self-abuser  who  hurts  oth¬ 
ers  by  hurting  herself.  Both 
are  seemingly  unaware  or 
not  seeming  to  care  about 
the  destruction  their  be¬ 
havior  leaves  in  its  wake. 
Consumed  by  their  own 
pain  and  suffering,  they 
are  blind  to  the  way  their 
actions  affect  others.  Just 
like  the  monster  who  tram¬ 
ples  across  Seoul,  oblivi¬ 
ously  crushing  anything 
and  everything  in  its  path. 

The  metaphor  is  bril¬ 
liant,  as  is  the  movie.  “Co¬ 
lossal”  is  my  favorite  mon¬ 
ster  movie  to  date,  and  I 
love  it  more  with  every 


viewing. 

Jason  Sudeikis  plays 
Oscar,  a  manipulative 
charmer  who  entraps  the 
audience  with  his  apparent 
good  intentions,  just  as  he 
entraps  Gloria,  played  by 
Anne  Hathaway. 

“You’re  sort  of  taken 
in,  like  she  is,  by  his  initial 
charm  and  welcoming.  As 
she  starts  to  move  away 
from  him  and  his  psycho¬ 
logical  trouble  becomes 
more  apparent,  then  it’s 
already  too  late.  You’re  al- 
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ready  invested  in  this  rela¬ 
tionship,  as  she  is,”  Brems 
explained.  “She’s  a  prison¬ 
er  of  it  just  as  you  are.” 

Gloria’s  own  self-abuse 
leaves  her  vulnerable  to 
this  kind  of  relationship, 
although  Gloria  is  not  in¬ 
nocent  either.  Her  own  be¬ 
havior  has  allowed  her  to 


hurt  people  she  supposedly 
cares  about.  The  monster 
inside  her  is  just  as  de¬ 
structive.  The  question  is: 
Will  she  be  able  to  control 
it  quickly  enough  to  save 
herself,  and  Seoul,  South 
Korea  in  the  process. 

What  “Colossal”  does 
so  well  is  present  a  vivid 
picture  of  what  the  mon¬ 
sters  inside  us  really  look 
like,  and  what  they  can 
do  to  others.  Alcoholism, 
addiction,  self-abuse  and 
relationship  abuse.  These 


issues  are  explored  and 
then  manifested  into  gi¬ 
ant  creatures  that  terrorize 
Seoul.  The  South  Korean 
people  are  the  collateral 
damage  as  Gloria  learns 
an  important  lesson  -  her 
behavior  has  consequenc¬ 
es  outside  of  her  own  de¬ 
struction.  This  realization 


helps  her  shake  out  of  her 
downward  spiral,  motivat¬ 
ing  her  to  try  and  fix  the 
damage  she  caused. 

Another  inept  and  un¬ 
prepared  hero,  Gloria  first 
must  tackle  her  own  mon¬ 
strosity.  To  save  others  she 
must  save  herself.  As  she 
learns  to  control  her  mon¬ 
ster,  we  see  her  tackling 
her  alcoholism.  Oscar’s 
monsters  only  strength  is 
his  ability  to  manipulate 
others.  The  more  control 
she  takes  of  her  own  life, 
the  less  power  he  has. 

The  monster  controlled 
by  Gloria  also  represents 
cyber  abuse.  Initially  com¬ 
ical,  Gloria  almost  laughs 
about  this  newfound  abil¬ 
ity  to  manipulate  the  lives 
of  others,  in  a  devastating 
way,  on  the  other  side  of 
the  world.  Online  bullying, 
that  seems  so  innocuous 
from  behind  our  screens, 
is  able  to  hurt  and  control 
others  we  may  not  even 
know  or  see.  Real-world 
monsters,  or  “trolls”,  are 
literally  illustrated  in  “Co¬ 
lossal.’'’ 

“It  speaks  a  lot  to  how 
we  as  human  beings  expe¬ 


rience  the  modern  world, 
which  is  vicarious  rela¬ 
tionship  to  tragedy.  Trag¬ 
edy  happens  all  the  time, 
but  it’s  mediated  through 
our  devices,  the  screens  in 
our  pocket,”  Brems  said. 
“There’s  only  so  much 
that  humans  can  engage 
through  these  devices.  In 
Colossal,  so  much  of  it  is 
about  sitting  and  watch¬ 
ing  it  through  news  of  the 
destruction,  and  feeling 
disconnected  to  it,  while  at 
the  same  time  as  being  the 
cause  of  it.” 

Juxtapose  this  with  the 
documentary  style  view¬ 
point  shown  in  “Clover- 
field,”  a  film  that  showed 
the  horror  New  York  ex¬ 
perienced  on  9/ 1 1 .  It  por¬ 
trayed  the  invasive  reality 
of  terrorism  on  American 
soil.  The  hand-held  cam¬ 
era  visually  thrust  us  into 
that  moment,  which  en¬ 
hanced  tile  horror.  In  “Co¬ 
lossal”  the  threat  is  once 
again  at  a  distance.  Just  like 
the  wars  we  see  through 
our  screens.  In  both  mov¬ 
ies,  a  monster  destroys  a 
city.  In  Colossal,  the  char¬ 
acters  are  able  to  almost 


forget  this  is  happening  to 
real  people,  even  though 
they  are  responsible  and 
could  stop  it. 

“Both  Cloverfield  and 
Colossal  would  pair  as  a 
double  feature.  Taken  to¬ 
gether,  they  reflect  two  of 
the  interconnected  ways 
that  we  respond  to  tragedy 
now,  which  is  either  totally 
immersed  in  it  if  you  are  a 
participant  or  a  victim... 
or  a  distanced  relationship 
to  it,”  Brems  explained. 
“Both  are  about  how  we, 
in  the  modern  era,  would 
respond  to  large-scale  trag¬ 
edy.” 

When  it  comes  to  mon¬ 
ster  movies  we  are  spoiled 
for  choice.  As  long  as  there 
is  something  out  there  to 
be  afraid  of)  film-makers 
will  find  a  way  to  manifest 
that  threat  on  screen.  The 
upcoming  monster  block¬ 
busters,  while  hopefully 
entertaining,  may  also  end 
up  being  eye-opening  -  as 
long  as  we  aren’t  too  busy 
hiding  under  the  covers.

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Books  for  lasting  change: 

student  to  host  book  drive  for  Illinois  inmates

he  recidivism  rate 
for  inmates  is  in¬ 
credibly  high, 
with  almost  75  percent 
of  prisoners  returning  to 
jail  after  release.  It  has 
been  shown,  though,  that 
something  as  simple  as 
providing  books  to  inmates 
can  dramatically  decrease 
their  chances  of  reincar¬ 
ceration.  One  College  of 
DuPage  (COD)  student 
is  hoping  to  give  citizens 
who  have  served  their  time 
the  opportunity  to  become 
productive  members  of  so¬ 
ciety. 

From  May  3  to  17,  COD 
student  Lailah  Williams 
will  lead  an  effort  to  collect 
books  for  people  in  jail.  A 
bin  will  be  placed  in  front 


of  the  Starbucks  where 
books  can  be  dropped  off. 

"Books  are  extremely 
important  for  prisoners  be¬ 
cause  it  gives  them  some- 
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thing  to  do  and  expand 
their  mind,”  said  Williams. 
“It  also  helps  decrease  the 
recidivism  rate,  the  rate  of 
them  going  back  [to  jail], 
by  43  percent.” 

All  books  collected  will 
be  distributed  to  prisons 


throughout  the  midwest 
with  the  help  of  Mid¬ 
west  Books  to  Prisoners, 
a  non-profit  organization 
that  emphasizes  rehabili¬ 


tation  through  reading  for 
inmates. 

Williams  was  inspired  to 
organize  a  book  drive  after 
learning  about  how  pris¬ 
ons  banned  certain  books 
from  jail  property  in  her 
English  class. 


“My  professor  came  up 
with  the  initial  idea,  and 
I  said,  ‘Sure,  why  not?’” 
said  Williams.  “If  I  can 
do  something  as  simple  as 
shipping  them  books,  then 
why  shouldn't  I?” 

Different  states  have  dif¬ 
ferent  restrictions  on  books 
that  can  be  allowed  in 
prisons.  States  like  Texas, 
Arizona  and  Connecticut 
have  all  banned  several 
books  that  prisoners  have 
access  to.  Illinois  currently 
does  not  have  any  banned 
books. 

For  example,  the  state 
of  North  Carolina  has 
banned  591  books  and 
22  publishers  as  of  2015, 
including  The  New  Jim 
Crow  by  Michelle  Alex¬ 


ander,  a  book  about  pris¬ 
oner’s  rights,  as  well  as  all 
dictionaries  and  various 
magazines. 

The  book  drive  is  Wil¬ 
liam's  first  time  organizing 
a  service-based  project, 
but  she  has  received  assis¬ 
tance  from  the  Black  Stu¬ 
dent  Alliance,  which  she  is 
a  member  of. 

“Since  it  is  my  first,  it 
has  been  a  different  ex¬ 
perience,”  said  Williams. 
“Getting  out  of  my  com¬ 
fort  zone  is  hard,  but  I 
know  that  it  is  for  a  cause 
that  I  care  about,  so  I  have 
to  keep  pushing  myself  to¬ 
wards  it.  I  just  keep  think¬ 
ing  about  the  goal.” 

With  this  book  drive, 
Williams  hopes  to  bring 


awareness  to  the  situation 
at  large.  She  hopes  in  the 
end,  people  will  try  to  read 
more  on  the  issue  as  a  way 
to  educate  themselves. 

“This  is  such  a  great 
project,  and  an  example 
of  how  COD  students  can 
use  research  and  schol¬ 
arship  to  create  civic  en¬ 
gagement,”  said  Suzanne 
Wieglos,  English  professor 
who  encouraged  Williams 
to  organize  the  book  drive. 

Williams  will  graduate 
from  COD  at  the  end  of 
the  semester  with  an  As¬ 
sociate  of  Arts  degree  and 
will  transfer  to  Dillard 
University  in  New  Orleans 
to  pursue  a  degree  in  psy¬ 
chology.

In  Part  I,  College  of  DuPage  student  Anas  Abdulrazzak  discussed  the  untold  Syrian  culture  caught  in  the  upheaval  of  the  Syrian  Civil  War. 


//I  did  not  know  my 
father  had  been 
arrested  by  the  re¬ 
gime,  until  the  revolution 
began,  and  my  aunts  and 
cousins  started  to  flee  the 
country.” 

Anas  Abdulrazzak’s 
family  has  seen  first-hand 
the  inhumanity  and  bru¬ 
tality  perpetrated  by  the 
Assad  regime  against  the 
Syrian  people. 

Current  President 

Bashar’s  father,  Hafez  al 
Assad,  attacked  Abdulraz¬ 
zak’s  hometown,  Hama, 
back  in  the  80’s,  crushing 
any  supposed  opposition. 

“Hafez  killed  40,000 
people,  including  my

grandfather  on  my  father’s 
side.  My  grandfather  had 
nothing  to  do  with  poli¬ 
tics;  he  was  just  an  average 
farmer.  During  Hafez’s 
reign  in  the  80’s,  my  father 
and  some  of  my  uncles 
were  tortured  in  prison 
by  the  army.  At  the  time, 
my  father  was  enlisted  in 
the  national  army.  Yet, 
they  were  arrested  and 
tortured.  When  finally  re¬ 
leased,  they  were  forced  to 
publicly  pledge  devotion 
to  the  regime  in  the  mid¬ 
dle  of  Hama.  They  were 
required  to  say  they  were 
willing  to  sacrifice  their 
lives  in  the  name  of  the 
regime.  Any  way  to  debase 


your  dignity  or  humanity 
was  used  as  a  tool  by  the 
regime,”  explained  Abdul¬ 
razzak. 

Seven  years  into  the 
devastating  Syrian  Civil 
War,  Bashar  continues  to 
exemplify  his  father’s  tac¬ 
tics  of  brutality  against  his 
own  people  to  consolidate 
all  power  and  suppress  any 
dissidence. 

Trying  to  maintain  any 
normal  daily  life  for  the 
Syrian  people  has  become 
impossible. 

“In  the  regime-con¬ 
trolled  land,  people  live  in 
constant  fear  and  must  al¬ 
ways  show  absolute  loyalty 
for  Assad,  no  matter  their 
political  beliefs,”  Abdul¬ 
razzak  said. 

“In  the  liberated,  reb¬ 
el-controlled  areas,  Assad 
has  used  the  tactic  of  be¬ 
sieging  and  starving  its 
citizens.  Food,  water  and 
medical  supplies  can’t  get 
in.  People  are  debased  to 
eating  cats  and  chewing 
leaves  from  the  ground  to 
survive.  This  is  what  hap¬ 
pened  in  Eastern  Ghouta. 
They  were  circled,  trapped 
and  hit  from  above.  The 
people  were  given  two 
choices:  either  pledge  al¬ 
legiance  to  Assad,  or  be 
forced  to  leave  the  coun¬ 
try.  This  also  happened  in 
Aleppo  where  the  citizens 
refused  to  support  Assad, 
so  they  were  forced  out  of 
their  homes  to  northern 
places  under  Turkish  con¬ 
trol. 

“From  the  first  day  of 
the  revolution,  people 
knew  there  was  no  going 
back.  The  regime  is  built 


upon  revenging,  and  being 
killed  for  freedom  is  not 
worse  than  being  captured 
and  tortured  in  Assad’s 
prisons.  There  is  no  living 
with  the  constant  fear  of 
persecution  and  imprison¬ 
ment.  It  is  too  dangerous 
for  you  and  your  family  to 
continue  living  that  way. 
They  must  fight  on.” 

Such  determination  and 
perseverance  shown  by  the 
rebels  has  proven  negotiat¬ 
ing  a  peace  deal  with  the 
government  difficult,  espe¬ 
cially  under  the  premise  of 
Assad  maintaining  power. 

“It  doesn’t  seem  a  possi¬ 
ble  situation.  The  regime  is 
built  upon  everyone  blind¬ 
ly  accepting  everything 
Assad  does.  Before  the  rev¬ 
olution  started,  even  I  sup¬ 
ported  Assad.  I  looked  to 
him  as  a  great  leader.  He 
is  a  doctor  and  graduated 
in  England.  We  all  looked 
up  to  him  for  inspiration. 
When  the  revolution  first 
started,  they  weren’t  at¬ 
tacking  against  Assad  or 
the  regime,  they  were 
protesting  against  corrupt 
local  politicians  and  for 
greater  representational 
rights,”  said  Abdulrazzak. 

The  Assad  family  comes 
from  the  Alawite  Shiite  mi¬ 
nority,  consisting  of  farm¬ 
ers  and  hard-labourers 
living  along  the  Mediterra¬ 
nean  coast. 

“Alawites  would  work 
the  hard  labour  jobs  most 
Syrians  didn’t  want  to  do. 
They  were  looked  down  on 
by  most  of  the  population. 
When  Hafez  came  to  pow¬ 
er,  he  fired  all  high-ranking 
members  of  the  military 


who  were  not  Alawite,  in¬ 
cluding  my  mother’s  uncle, 
who  used  to  be  a  colonel 
in  the  national  army,”  said 
Abdulrazzak. 

“From  1958-61,  Egypt’s 
then-President  Gamal 
Abdel  Nasser,  attempted 
to  form  one  unified  Arab 
state.  Syria  signed  on,  but 
was  forced  to  dissolve  all 
political  parties  in  their 
country  before  the  unifi¬ 
cation  could  be  attempted. 
This  created  a  power  vac¬ 
uum.  Top  Syrian  generals 
serving  in  Egypt  were  giv¬ 
en  top  political  positions 
in  Syria.  Hafez  was  given 
the  role  of  defense  minis¬ 
ter.  He  came  to  power  af¬ 
ter  a  coup  in  1970,  called 
the  Corrective  Movement. 
There  was  never  an  actual 
democratic  election  to  vote 
him  into  power,”  said  Ab¬ 
dulrazzak. 

What  elections  have 
been  established,  have  fall¬ 
en  far  beneath  internation¬ 
ally  accepted  standards. 

“They  aren’t  real  elec¬ 
tions  because  nobody 
dares  vote  against  Assad. 
The  ballot’s  would  give 
his  name  with  choices  of 
a  ‘yes’,  or  ‘no’  checkbox 
next  to  it.  There’s  no  real 
opposition  candidates  to 
vote  for.  Citizens  also  vote 
for  parliament,  but  parlia¬ 
ment  is  just  for  show.  They 
have  no  real  authority. 
They  vote  through  intim¬ 
idation.  Whatever  Assad’s 
regime  wants  to  happen, 
parliament  will  do,”  said 
Abdulrazzak. 

Assad  has  stirred  ethnic 
tensions  to  manipulate  re¬ 
lations  between  the  Syrian 
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people  and  form  a  depend¬ 
able  support  base.  “Assad 
convinced  the  Alawites  if 
he  is  removed  from  power, 
they  will  go  back  to  be¬ 
ing  farmers  and  hard  la¬ 
bourers.  They  continue  to 
support  Assad  as  a  means 
of  better  recognition  and 
opportunity  in  society. 
He  convinced  them  they 
will  be  killed  by  the  rebels 
without  him,”  said  Abdul- 
razzak. 

Such  ethnic  tensions  go 
against  Syrian  tradition. 

“Syria  has  historically 
been  a  melting  pot,  with 
people  from  other  nations 
using  Syria  as  a  crossroads 
to  Mecca,  and  staying  to 
live  there,”  said  Abdulraz- 
zak. 

“A  common  saying  be¬ 
fore  the  revolution  was, 
All  Syrian  people  are  one.’ 
The  opposition  wants  a 
unified  Syria.  This  is  where 
we  stand  against  some  of 
the  actions  of  the  (U.S.- 
backed)  Kurds.  Over  the 
years,  Kurds  have  melted 
into  Syrian  society,  a  lot 
living  in  the  cities.  They 
learned  to  speak  Arabic, 
while  also  speaking  their 
cultural  Kurdish.  We  con¬ 
sider  them  Syrian  Kurds, 
they  are  a  part  of  our  uni¬ 
fied  country.  Them  want¬ 
ing  their  own  autonomous 
Kurdistan  (with  pieces  of 
land  from  Syria,  Iraq,  and 
Turkey),  threatens  Syria’s 
unity,”  said  Abdulrazzak. 

However,  he  can  un¬ 
derstand  their  frustrations 
in  wanting  autonomy  be¬ 
cause,  “Since  the  revolu¬ 
tion,  Assad’s  regime  does 
not  treat  the  Kurds  like 
real  citizens.  They  are  pro¬ 
hibited  ID’s,  yet  they  are 
forced  to  serve  in  the  mil¬ 
itary,”  he  said. 

“In  Syria,  service  in  the 
military  is  required  for  at 


least  two  years.  In  places 
of  opposition  against  the 
regime  where  forced  con¬ 
scription  was  enforced, 
the  Free  Syrian  Army 
was  born  of  these  trained 
fighters.  Soldiers  were  kept 
away  from  their  homes 
and  families,  so  diey  de¬ 
serted  the  army  and  began 
to  fight  back.  The  oppo¬ 
sition  depends  on  civilian 
fighters,  while  the  regime 
mainly  depends  on  mili¬ 
tias.” 

Extremism  was  born 
from  this  confrontation 
and  the  war’s  turmoil. 

“Originally,  the  extrem¬ 
ists  came  saying  they  were 
fighting  against  Assad, 
not  that  they  wanted  to 
form  their  own  state.  The 
people  welcomed  them 
because  they  pledged  alle¬ 
giance  to  the  cause  of  the 
Free  Syrian  Army.  Once 
ISIS  formed  their  own 
state,  their  cause  was  less 
for  liberation  from  As¬ 
sad,  and  more  for  warring 
against  the  Shiites  they 
hate.  I  don’t  think  there  is 
a  general  hatred  of  Shiite 
by  most  rebel  Syrians,  only 
a  hatred  of  the  Shiite  who 
support  Iran  or  Hezbol¬ 
lah.”  said  Abdulrazzak. 

Destabilization  and  a 
vacuum  of  power  allows 
the  extremists  to  further 
their  control. 

“We  saw  what  happened 
in  Libya,  where  NATO 
came  to  the  defense  of  the 
opposition  against  Gadda¬ 
fi’s  regime.  We  were  hop¬ 
ing  for  the  same  aid  in  our 
revolution,”  said  Abdul¬ 
razzak. 

However,  this  destabi¬ 
lization  led  to  chaos  and 
greater  conflict  in  Libya. 
Abdulrazzak  explained 
how  currently  there  isn’t 
enough  organization 
amongst  the  revolution¬ 


aries  to  form  a  unified  gov¬ 
ernment. 

“Assad  made  sure  there 
were  no  organizations  or 
individuals  who  could  gain 
power  and  oppose  him.  He 
would  imprison,  torture 
or  kill  anyone  who  was  a 
threat  to  his  regime.  We 
have  military  leaders,  but 
we  lack  any  real  political 
leaders,”  said  Abdulraz¬ 
zak. 

“We  turned  to  NATO 
because  we  can’t  look  to¬ 
wards  the  UN  Security 
Council  for  help,  because 
of  Russia’s  permanent 
veto.” 

“Without  the  aid  of 
Russia,  Assad  would  have 
lost  the  war.  In  2012,  most 
of  the  land  was  in  oppo¬ 
sition  control.  But  then 
Iran  sent  in  massive  forc¬ 
es,  followed  by  Hezbollah, 
and  the  revolutionaries 
couldn’t  hold  them  off.  In¬ 
ternational  action  needed 
to  occur  when  Russia  al¬ 
lied  with  Assad  and  began 
attacking  the  Free  Syrian 
Army  in  2015.  The  oppo¬ 
sition  has  no  heavy  arms  to 
combat  Russian  air  attacks 
and  the  regime’s  air  force. 
Saudi  Arabia  only  sends 
the  opposition  financial 
aid  and  minimal  weapons, 
and  the  U.S.  is  afraid  any 
heavy  arms  supplied  to  the 
opposition  will  someday 
make  its  way  to  Palestine 
and  be  used  to  potential¬ 
ly  destabilize  Israel,”  said 
Abdulrazzak. 

“Most  of  the  weapons 
that  are  supplied  to  the 
Free  Syrian  Army  come 
across  Turkey’s  open  bor¬ 
der.  Turkey  has  hosted 
somewhere  near  3  million 
refugees,  so  while  Presi¬ 
dent  Erdogan  does  some 
things  we  don’t  like,  such 
as  attacking  the  Kurds,  he 
is  still  viewed  as  our  great¬ 


est  ally.  But  his  help  isn’t 
enough.” 

“Because  of  the  lack  of 
international  aid,  Assad 
controls  most  of  the  coun¬ 
try  now.  The  only  parts 
out  of  his  power  are  along 
the  northern,  eastern  and 
southern  border.  There 
are  still  some  rebels  hang¬ 
ing  on  in  Homs.  However, 
since  Russia  intervened, 
it’s  not  the  same  war.  The 
bigger  powers  control  the 
destiny  of  the  Syrian  peo¬ 
ple.  After  the  rebels  are 
pushed  out,  I  don’t  think 
Assad  will  be  able  to  fight 
them  along  the  southern 
border,  because  his  troops 
will  not  be  allowed  to  get 
that  close  to  Israel.  I  could 
see  the  southern  rebels 
forming  their  own  gov¬ 
ernment  and  having  some 
autonomy,  but  ultimately 
being  forced  to  submit  to 
Assad.  Assad  wouldn’t  en¬ 
ter,  but  they  would  still  be 
under  his  control.  If  that 
doesn’t  happen,  I  could 
see  Syria  falling  apart 
and  splitting  into  different 
countries.  Nobody  wants 
to  see  a  divided  Syria,  but 
any  choice  without  Assad, 
is  seen  as  the  only  way.” 

“I  personally  can’t 
imagine  ever  going  back  to 
somewhere  under  Assad’s 
rule.  I  still  have  dreams  of 
being  followed  and  hunted 
by  Syrian  Secret  Services. 
One  of  my  middle  schools 
was  located  near  one  of 
Assad’s  homes.  There 
were  constant  armed  sol¬ 
diers  and  checkpoints, 
and  a  lot  of  the  students 
in  my  class  had  family  that 
were  high-ranking  military 
members,”  said  Abdulraz¬ 
zak. 

He  concluded,  “There  is 
no  such  thing  as  a  healthy 
Syria  anymore.  Just  watch¬ 
ing  pictures  or  videos  of 


the  brutality  and  killings 
is  enough  to  destroy  you. 
Many  people  are  witness¬ 
ing  these  atrocities  every 
day  of  their  lives,  and 


somehow,  must  find  a  way 
to  survive.” 


"In  America,  espe¬ 
cially  at  COD,  many 
are  unaware  about 
the  real  Syria.  They 
often  believe  misguid¬ 
ed  things  about  the 
war.  Many  of  them 
don't  even  know  why 
the  war  began;  all  they  focus  on  is  ISIS. 
However,  social  media  has  brought  great¬ 
er  awareness  such  as  during  the  chemi¬ 
cal  weapons  attack  in  Douma.  It  was  on 
facebook  and  twitter  and  everyone  was 
talking  about  it.  It  helps  bring  my  people's 
voices  to  the  whole  world,  shedding  light 
on  the  suffering  happening  in  Syria,"  said 
Anas  Abdulrazzak.

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pplying  for  their 
first  credit  card 
is  a  decision 
young  college  students  of¬ 
ten  have  to  make.  Many 
argue  the  responsibility  of 
owning  a  credit  card  may 
be  too  much  for  them.

place  for  it.  This  is  where 
you’re  already  engaged  in 
learning  new  things  and 
becoming  independent. 

College  is  also  a  time 
where  many  students  start 
a  new  chapter  of  their 
fives.  New  ventures  such 
as  leasing  an  apartment 
or  car,  getting  insurance 
or  applying  for  a  job  are 
daunting  enough.  You 
don't  want  the  added  pres¬ 
sure  of  not  having  a  credit 
score  to  present  if  or  when 
asked. 

You  need  credit  history 
to  do  many  of  the  afore¬ 
mentioned  undertakings. 
Without  it,  they'll  be  dif¬ 
ficult  or  near  impossible 
to  do  on  your  own.

grief.  Seek  out  the  advice 
of  someone  more  experi¬ 
enced  in  dealing  with  these 
things.  You  don’t  want  too 
many  surprises.

It’s  also  a  good  idea  to 
look  for  a  credit  card  that  is 
student  friendly  when  ap¬ 
plying.  Many  places  offer 
student  cards  with  useful 
benefits  such  as  no  annual 
fees  and  cash  back  bonuses 
for  keeping  your  grades  up. 
It  shouldn’t  be  too  difficult 
to  find  one  that  offers  what 


you’re  looking  for  and  fits 
well  with  your  needs. 

Having  at  least  a  steady 
part-time  job  is  essential  as 
well.  You  will  need  to  pay 


the  credit  card  off  every 
month.  You’ll  need  actu¬ 
al  money  to  do  that.  You 
don’t  want  to  be  relying 
on  your  parents  or  anyone 
else  to  pay  your  bill.  If  that 
were  the  case,  it  wouldn’t 
really  be  your  credit  card. 
Not  matching  your  spend¬ 
ing  to  what  you  can  afford 


will  result  in  poor  credit 
ratings  that  can  stay  with 
you  for  many  years. 

Managing  a  credit  card 
is  something  you’re  going 
to  have  to  learn  eventual¬ 
ly.  Start  now.  Just  keep  in 
mind,  as  Ashton  Kutch- 
er  wisely  imparted  at  the 
20 1 1  Teen  Choice  Awards, 
“Don’t  ever  charge  any¬ 
thing  on  a  credit  card  if 
you  don’t  already  have  the 
money  in  the  bank  to  pay 
for  it.”

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Incarcerated  offenders  perform  'storycatchers'  at  COD

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here  are  no  words 
to  describe  the 
performance  of 
"More  than  a  number"  by 
13  young  offenders  from 
the  Illinois  Youth  Cen- 
ter-Warrenville. 

One  of  the  verses  in  the 
performance  says:  "I’m  17 
with  so  many  goals.  First, 
leave  Warrenville  and  get 
off  parole.  No  more  be¬ 
ing  in  this  cycle,  no  more 
gangbanging.  I  want  to  be 
with  my  daughter,  main¬ 
taining." 

This  verse  is  an  actu¬ 
al  story  of  a  juvenile  who 
made  a  mistake  and  is  also 
willing  to  learn  from  them. 
The  performance  at  the 
college  was  the  result  of 
the  juvenile  offenders  at 
IYC -Warrenville  respond¬ 


ing  to  a  writing  prompt 
with  a  personal  story.  Art¬ 
ists  then  created  mini-mu¬ 
sical  of  them  and  com¬ 
bined  all  the  submission 
into  a  staged  production. 

The  chorus  of  "More 
than  a  number"  says:  "I'm 
more  than  just  a  number. 
I'm  a  person,  too.  I  got 
dreams  and  goals  just  like 
you.  While  I'm  making  my 
way,  could  you  give  me  a 
hand?  You  could  give  me  a 
chance  by  finding  out  who 
I  am." 

College  of  DuPage 
(COD)  criminal  justice 
students  and  the  entire  col¬ 
lege  community  listened  to 
stories  through  songs  that 
detailed  the  hard-hitting 
truths  that  landed  the  ju¬ 
veniles  behind  bars.  The 


performance  occurred 
May  1. 

Organized  by  Story- 
catcher  Theater,  a  Chi¬ 
cago-based  nonprofit 
organization,  a  staged  per¬ 
formance  of  "More  than  a 
number"  sets  out  to  help 
young  people  transform 
their  traumatic  experienc¬ 
es  into  powerful  musical 
theater,  inspiring  them  to 
develnn  t-he  courage  and 

r  it - 


vision  to  become  leaders 
and  mentors. 

"When  I  get  out,  I  want 
to  go  to  a  community  col¬ 


lege;  I  want  to  accomplish 
my  goals,"  said  a  female 
Storycatcher  performer. 
Use  of  the  names  and/or 
photos  of  the  performers 
was  prohibited. 

Another  female  per¬ 
former  said:  "I'll  be  out 
in  27  days.  My  goal  is  to 
join  Storycatcher  Theater 
and  do  something.  The  last 
time,  I  was  just  smoking 
and  drinking." 


"I've  been  locked  up  16 
times  in  my  life.  I  just  want 
to  get  out,  and  get  a  job  on 
a  cruise  ship  and  travel  the 


world,"  said  a  male  Story¬ 
catcher  performer. 

This  creative  youth  de¬ 
velopment  project  is  all 
about  saving  lives,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Meade  Palidofsky, 
director  and  founder  of 
Storycatcher. 

"Our  goal  is  to  help 
change  the  world,  and  to 
help  young  people  make  a 
personal  change,"  said  Pa¬ 
lidofsky. 

Storycatcher  Theater 
and  their  performers  were 
on  campus  at  the  invitation 
of  Stacie  Haen-Darden, 
who  teaches  Criminal 
Justice  2240  as  an  instruc¬ 
tor  at  COD.  Students  in 
this  class  study  the  over¬ 
all  treatment  of  juveniles 
as  offenders  and  victims 
in  addition  to  theoretical 


perspectives  and  preven¬ 
tion  programs. 

"This  type  of  interactive 
educational  blending  not 
only  supports  the  con¬ 
fined  IYC  students  par¬ 
ticipating,  but  it  is  also  an 
impetus  of  opportunities, 
understanding,  and  famil¬ 
iarizing  of  juvenile  justice 
and  restorative  programs 
across  disciplines,  for  the 
college,  and  within  the 
community,"  Darden  said.

six-year  decline 
in  enrollment 
coupled  with 
an  increase  in  operational 
cost  forced  trustees  to  vote 
in  favor  of  a  plan  to  shut 
down  College  of  DuPage's 
Early  Childhood  Center. 

Ever  wonder  what  is  go¬ 
ing  to  happen  to  the  Beem 
Building,  the  building  that 
housed  the  faculty  of  the 
college's  early  childhood 
education  program  and  76 
full-  and  part-time  chil¬ 
dren? 

On  April  27,  COD 
President  Ann  Rondeau 
outlined  a  plan  that  will 
transform  the  state-of- 
the-art  building  into  an 
effective  space  designed  to 
benefit  students  and  the 
entire  college. 


The  early  childhood  ed¬ 
ucation  faculty  with  offices 
in  the  Beem  Building  will 
move  to  the  Berg  Instruc¬ 
tional  Center  (BIC).  The 
college's  purchasing  office; 
public  relations  and  com¬ 
munications  division,  and 
planning  and  institutional 
effectiveness  division  will 
move  from  the  BIC  to  the 
Beem  Building. 

This  major  relocation 
plan  will  convert  admin¬ 
istrative  spaces  into  class¬ 
rooms  to  support  all  stu¬ 
dents. 

"These  moves  will  per¬ 
mit  us  to  make  more  space 
available  in  the  BIC  for  in¬ 
struction  and  related  stu¬ 
dent  and  academic  support 
as  well  as  place  adminis¬ 
trative  activities  in  space 


on  the  west  campus  that 
is  more  remote  from  stu¬ 
dent-focused  activities  and 
not  needed  for  academic 
purposes,"  Rondeau  wrote 
in  a  collegewide  email. 

Completed  in  2007,  the 
Early  Childhood  Center 
was  named  after  Louise 
M.  Beem  who  enjoyed  a 
50-year  career  in  service 
to  the  education  of  young 
children.  The  center  has 
been  a  model  childhood 
facility,  reflecting  and  pro¬ 
moting  the  latest  research 
and  best  teaching  practices 
in  the  field  of  early  child¬ 
hood  development.

/n  the  month  since 
College  of  DuPage 
invited  three  candi¬ 
dates  to  interview  for  the 
position  of  assistant  vice 
president  of  student  affairs 
no  decision  has  been  made 
by  the  administration, 
and  now  the  search  has 
been  suspended.  In  April, 
the  three  candidates,  Mia 
Hardy,  Countance  Ander¬ 
son  and  Scott  Friedman, 
visited  COD  and  each 
participated  in  open  in¬ 
terview  forum,  all  three  of 
which  were  attended  and 


reported  on  by  the  Courier. 

“The  search  for  an  as¬ 
sistant  vice  president  of 
student  affairs  has  been 
suspended  until  the  arrival 
of  the  new  provost  to  en¬ 
sure  his/her  input  in  the 
hiring  of  such  a  critical  po¬ 
sition  at  the  College,”  said 
Wendy  Parks,  the  college’s 
director  of  public  relations 
and  communication. 

Earl  Dowling,  current 
vice  president  of  student 
affairs  and  institutional 
advancement,  will  contin¬ 
ue  in  his  role,  until  both  of 


these  other  positions  have 
been  filled. 

Parks  did  not  elaborate 
on  why  none  of  the  three 
candidates  who  visited  last 
month  was  not  selected  for 
the  assistant  vice  president 
of  student  affairs  position. 
Parks  also  did  not  com¬ 
ment  on  why  the  candi¬ 
dates  were  invited  to  at¬ 
tend  and  interview  for  the 
position  prior  to  the  hiring 
of  a  new  provost,  if  the 
administration  was  con¬ 
cerned  with  the  provost 
being  a  part  of  the  process. 


The  administration  will 
continue  to  update  the 
Courier,  and  the  College, 
on  the  status  of  the  search 
going  forward.

In  return,  the  Office  of 
Student  Life  took  those 
concerns  and  organized 
Relax  Week  to  ensure  that 
students  were  given  the 
tools  needed  to  succeed, 
even  something  as  simple 
as  free  breakfast. 


“Many  of  them  juggle 
many  things  on  their  plate 
already,”  said  Mazza.  “This 
is  our  way  of  providing  a 
service  to  students  so  that 
there  is  one  less  thing  to 
worry  about.” 

Stress  from  exams  has 
been  correlated  to  a  de¬ 
crease  in  positive  mental 
health  and  often  leaves 
students  ignoring  basic 
necessities,  such  as  sleep, 
exercise  and  a  healthy  diet. 
According  to  the  BBC, 
final  exam  stress  has  been 
linked  to  suicidal  thoughts 
amongst  students. 

Aside  from  attending 
the  events  scheduled  for 
Relax  Week,  Mazza  en¬ 
courages  students  to  take 
advantage  of  other  re¬ 
sources  on  campus  to  re¬ 
duce  stress.  The  Learning 
Commons,  fitness  center 


and  the  library  are  a  few 
resources  available  to  help 
students  succeed  during 
exam  week. 

“Another  good  tip  is  to 
never  pull  all-nighters, 
said  Mazza.“Unless  it  is 
necessary,  you  need  to  bal¬ 
ance  your  sleep  with  your 
time  awake  so  that  you  can 
remain  alert  and  attentive 
while  studying  and  so  you 
don't  accidentally  sleep- 
in.”

Week  are  entirely  free  to 
students  on  campus.

Like  many,  Car- 
ly  Huegelmann, 
an  English  pro¬ 
fessor  at  the  College  of 
Dupage  (COD),  noticed 
the  depressing  nature  of 
modern-day  news  chan¬ 
nels.  From  school  shoot¬ 
ings  to  inner-city  violence, 
Huegelmann  was  one  of 
the  many  begging  to  hear 
something  positive  on  the 
daily  news.  What  sets  her 
apart  from  others  was  her 
ability  to  realize  that  she 
had  the  power  to  turn  the 
negativity  into  something 
better. 

For  the  past  three  years, 
she  has  given  her  classes  a 
chance  to  engage  positive¬ 
ly  with  COD  students  in 


an  effort  to  bring  positivity 
to  their  day.  On  May  2,  her 
English  classes  partook  in 
what  she  calls  a  “compas¬ 
sion  project.”  Her  classes 
took  time  to  pass  out  jolly 
ranchers,  positive  messages 
and  friendly  smiles  to  peo¬ 
ple  in  the  hall.  The  project 
was  not  taken  for  a  grade 
but  for  the  good  of  hu¬ 
manity. 

“Living  near  Chicago,  it 
feels  like  we  only  ever  hear 
bad  news,”  said  Teja  John¬ 
son,  COD  student  and  a 
member  of  Huegelmann’s 
class.  “We  wanted  to  make 
people  smile,  so  if  [their] 
day  was  icky,  here  is  some 
good  news.” 

The  students  of  Huegel- 


mann's  class  were  given  the 
task  of  browsing  the  Good 
News  Network,  a  news 
source  that  only  publishes 
“good  news,"  and  choosing 
headlines  that  were  pos¬ 
itive  and  fun.  The  head¬ 
lines  were  printed  out  and 
handed  to  students  in  the 
hall  in  hopes  to  brighten 
their  day. 

The  class  also  set  up  a 
cup-pong  game  where 
students  and  faculty  could 
take  a  few  moments  out  of 
their  day  to  channel  their 
inner  kid.  Winners  were 
awarded  with  lemonade 
and  even  more  candy  and 
positive  messages. 

“It  was  meant  to  be 
something  positive  with 


no  agenda  with  nothing 
behind  it,  but  just  to  re¬ 
member  that  the  world  is 
good,"  said  Huegelmann. 

She  noted  that  the 
change  in  how  the  news  is 
portrayed  plays  a  big  role 
in  the  negativity  seen  in 
today's  society. 
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“The  bad  news  was  not 
in  your  face  all  the  time," 
said  Huegelmann.  “There 
were  wars  and  tragedy,  and 
we  knew  about  it.

access  of  information.” 

To  Huegelmann,  allow¬ 
ing  students  to  take  some 
of  the  negativity  off  of 
their  shoulders  is  some¬ 
thing  she  tries  to  empha¬ 
size.  She  wants  her  stu¬

“[The  goal  was]  an  ad¬ 
justment  of  awareness  of 
perspective.”  said  Huegel¬ 
mann.

upon  the  reformer  -  the 
Pilates  bench  machine  that 
is  all  too  reminiscent  of  a 
torture  device.

The  class  was 
a  great  introductory  look 
at  how  the  machine  works. 
Essentially,  it  is  there  to 
support  the  work  you  do. 
Almost  all  the  movements 
are  done  entirely  with  your 
own  strength  and  body 
weight.

She  loves  that  Pi¬ 
lates  is  a  form  of  exercise 
that  works  for  every  age, 
demographic  and  fitness 
level.  This  was  certainly 
true  when  I  visited.  Men 
and  women  both  can  par¬ 
ticipate.  In  the  class  with 
me  was  both  an  adult 
woman  and  her  mother. 
Castillo  said  Pilates  can  be 
a  part  of  your  regular  fit¬ 


ness  routine,  or  can  com¬ 
plement  other  activities. 

“It  works  in  a  different 
way  to  other  forms  of  ex¬ 
ercise,”  she  explained.  “In 
Pilates,  there  is  a  huge 
emphasis  on  working  deep 
internal  core  muscles.  So 
it’s  not  necessarily  about 
moving  fast  or  with  high 
intensity  but  about  doing 
it  correctly  and  with  con¬ 
trol.” 

Although  1  had  ex¬ 
perience  with  yoga  and 
balance  classes,  I  had  nev¬ 
er  before  experienced  a 
true  Pilates  class.  It  was  a 
great  experience,  and  the 
benefits  would  certainly 
work  for  me  and  my  long¬ 
term  fitness  goals.  As  a 
tall  woman,  with  years  of 
bad  posture  weighing  my 
shoulders  down,  I  walked 
out  of  the  facility  with  my 
shoulders  up  and  my  core 
feeling  stronger  than  it  had 
in  some  time.  That  alone 
makes  it  a  worthwhile  in¬ 
vestment  for  me. 

If  you  are  interested 
in  trying  it  for  yourself, 
or  even  better,  trying  it 
with  your  mother,  the 
club  is  open  now.

Overdosing  seeps 
into  American 
livelihood  today, 
and  it’s  becoming  too  loud 
ignore.  J.  Cole  released 
his  fifth  studio  album  on 
April  20th  tided,  “KOD.”

“KOD”  was  a  repetitive 
chorus  that  created  a  hyp¬ 
notic  state  that  was  strung 
throughout  the  album. 
Outside  of  the  musical 
element  of  the  song,  Cole 
tells  a  nice  story  of  how 
people  lose  themselves  in 
addiction. 

The  lone  song  of  the  al¬ 
bum  I  despised  was  “Pho¬ 
tograph”  It  was  uninspir¬ 
ing  and  not  very  clever. 
Our  modern  reality  has 
become  desensitized,  but 
Cole  struggled  to  bring 
any  sort  of  a  different  spin 
on  it. 

“The  Cut-off”  finally  hit 
hard  on  the  altered  reality 
of  those  consumed  in  ad¬ 
diction,  and  it  brings  in 
the  debut  of  Kill  Edward, 
the  mysterious  feature 
who  Cole  brought  to  this 


album.  The  person  depict¬ 
ed  in  this  song  is  strug¬ 
gling  to  realize  his  sources 
of  enabling  are  starting  to 
shrink,  and  the  addiction 
is  only  beginning  to  grow 
stronger. 

The  second  half  of  the 
album  is  deserves  a  hard 
listen.  “Motiv8”  presents

Personal  enjoyment 
found  in  “Bracketz”  was 
created  by  Cole  question¬ 


Cole’s  own  interpreta¬ 
tion  of  modern  trap,  and 
it  brings  a  nice  jab  at  the 
horrible  mumble  rappers 
who  record  today.  The 
transition  into  more  per¬ 
sonal  anecdotes  was  a  great 
move  on  the  part  of  J.  Cole. 
It  added  more  layering  to 
an  album  that  touched  on 
such  a  prevalent  issue. 

“Kevin’s  Heart”  deviat¬ 
ed  from  the  theme  of  the 
album,  but  it  brilliantly 
touched  on  the  subject  of 
temptation  and  feelings  of 
anguish  that  more  often 
than  not  destroy  a  rela¬ 
tionship  and  quite  hon¬ 
estly  come  to  understand 
those  who  cheat. 

“Once  an  addict,”  the 
first  of  my  two  favorite 
songs  from  the  album, 
brings  the  personal  experi¬ 
ence  and  pain  J.  Cole  with¬ 
stood  during  his  coming  of 
age  when  he  dealt  with  the 
addiction  that  consumed 
his  mother.  I  found  my¬ 
self  emotionally  engulfed 
by  the  chorus  through  the 
experience  of  dealing  with 
a  terminally  ill  parent. 


ing  the  current  tax  system 
in  America.  It  highlights 
the  consistent  theft  perpe¬ 
trated  by  our  bureaucratic 
system. 

The  best  song  on  the 
album  by  far  was  the  out- 
ro,  “Window  Pain.”  Cole 
brings  the  best  instrumen¬ 
tal  to  a  song  that  he  has  in 
his  decorated  career.  Cole 
consoles  a  young  girl  try¬ 
ing  to  rationalize  the  death 
of  her  cousin.  He  brings 
support  through  his  own 
scope  and,  in  doing  so,  cre¬ 
ates  a  masterpiece. 

Overall,  the  album  flows 
unbelievably  well  as  it 
gradually  transitions  into 
emotional  peril.  Cole  has 
made  the  shift  from  up- 
and-coming  artist  to  full 
on  activist.

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Dear  Kanye,  you're  not  helping

e  know  Kanye 
loves  to  show 
off,  but  we 
never  thought  he  would 
take  it  this  far. 

It’s  not  the  first  time 
Kanye  West  has  domi¬ 
nated  headlines  for  some 
questionable  actions.  His 
recent  public  show  of  sup¬ 
port  for  President  Donald 
Trump  has  led  to  media 
backlash  from  many  who 
say  he’s  ignoring  the  presi¬ 
dent’s  history  of  negativity 
towards  minorities.  How¬ 
ever,  his  latest  remarks 
have  garnered  arguably 
the  most  criticism  he’s  ever 
faced  and  rightly  so.  They 
perpetuate  a  very  damag¬ 
ing  false  narrative. 

In  a  recent  TMZ  Live 
interview,  West  spoke 
about  numerous  contro¬ 
versial  topics.  The  most 


contentious  quote  came 
when  he — rather  confi¬ 
dently — proclaimed  “You 
hear  about  slavery  for  400 
years.  For  400  years?  That 
sounds  like  a  choice.” 

Now,  if  you  don’t  have  all 
the  facts  about  the  history 
of  slavery,  this  is  not  too 
difficult  a  conclusion  to 
arrive  at.  Why  slaves  didn’t 
do  anything  to  try  and  stop 
their  oppression  is  a  good 
question.  It’s  also  one  with 
an  even  better  answer. 

The  reasoning  behind 
slaves  staying  slaves  for 
400  years  isn’t  some  kind  of 
philosophical  question  we 
could  ponder  for  decades 
without  finding  a  suitable 
answer.  A  (400  year)  long 
story  short,  slave  owners 
made  a  point  to  catch  any¬ 
body  who  tried  to  escape 
and  make  an  example  of 


them. 

The  term  “Learned 
Helplessness”  explains  why 
slaves  never  attempted 
to  organize  a  widespread 
uprising  either.  Coined 
by  psychologist  Martin 
Seligman,  it  is  defined  as 
“the  tendency  to  fail  to  act 
to  escape  from  a  situation 
because  of  a  history  of  re¬ 
peated  failures  in  the  past.” 

Seligman  likened 

learned  helplessness  to 
some  characteristics  of 
depression  such  as  pow¬ 
erlessness  and  hopeless¬ 
ness — and  there’s  no  ques¬ 
tion  slaves  were  probably 
a  bit  depressed,  to  say  the 
least. 

So  we  have  a  clear  ex¬ 
planation  as  to  why  slaves 
didn’t  revolt.  Which  makes 
Kanye  spreading  the  idea 
that  slaves  chose  to  stay  in 


their  situation  problematic 
for  a  number  of  reasons. 

The  suggestion  that 
slaves  had  a  conscious 
choice  in  the  matter  is 
indubitably  false.  Kanye 
is  essentially  adding  to 
the  extensive  list  of  “fake 
news”  permeating  our  so¬ 
ciety.  And  this  particular 
addition  can  have  seriously 
damaging  consequences 
for  the  black  community 
he  claims  he’s  trying  to  en¬ 
lighten. 

Saying  slaves  could  have 
done  something  to  change 
their  situation  is  a  notion 
many  have  used  to  justify 
negative  stereotypes  about 
African  Americans.  It’s  es¬ 
pecially  ill-informed  when 
one  considers  the  story  of 
Nat  Turner. 

Turner  was  the  only 
American  slave  to  organize 


a  mass  rebellion,  but  his  ef¬ 
forts  backfired.  An  article 
on  History.com  states  “his 
action  set  off  a  new  wave 
of  oppressive  legislation 
prohibiting  the  education, 
movement,  and  assem¬ 
bly  of  slaves  and  stiffened 
pro-slavery,  anti-abolition¬ 
ist  convictions  that  per¬ 
sisted  in  [the  south]  until 
the  American  Civil  War.” 
He  and  16  of  his  follow¬ 
ers  were  also  subsequently 
hanged. 

The  idea  that  slavery  was 
a  choice  does  something 
even  more  insidious  as 
well.  It  absolves  the  people 
who  orchestrated  and  per¬ 
petrated  slavery  of  much 
of  the  responsibility.  If  the 
only  thing  slaves  had  to 
do  was  choose  to  walk  off 
the  “job,”  then  how  much 
can  we  really  blame  slave 


owners  for  their  transgres¬ 
sions? 

It’s  also  not  hard  tor- see 
how  that  line  of  thinking 
doesn’t  exactly  serve  Afri¬ 
can  Americans  well. 

We  understand  what 
Kanye  was  getting  at. 
He’s  trying  to  argue  that 
African  Americans  must 
realize  the  agency  they 
hold  over  their  lives.  The 
problem  is  his  views  are 
grossly  misinformed  and 
short-sighted. 

His  assertions  fail  to 
look  at  the  history  of 
slavery  with  sociological 
imagination.  He’s  trying 
to  help,  but  his  comments, 
in  essence,  do  more  harm 
than  good  to  the  cause  he 
claims  to  be  so  near  to  his 
heart. 
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Nothing  to  die  for: 

Put  my  miracles  on  ice

The  warmth  sizzles  as  it 
hits  the  ice.  Life  seeping 
out,  searching  for  crimson 
puddles  amassing  beneath 
my  trembling  body.  My 
life  paints  the  ice. 

A  crimson  stain  lofts 
into  the  air  and  pervades 
my  sight.  Suddenly  ex¬ 
hausted,  I  skate  to  the 
bench  and  sit  for  a  cool 
drink  of  water. 

Wait,  I  forgot  my  stick 
out  there.  I  hope  Christ¬ 


mas  comes  soon;  what  was 
the  name  of  my  first  dog; 
Dad,  get  the  net  I  caught 
another  one. 

“I  can  see  inside  his 
neck,”  screamed  the  hazy 
shadow  on  my  left. 

“Tape  it,”  I  scowled. 

“Somebody!  9-1-1! 
Now,”  bellowed  the  suit 
above  me. 

It’s  funny  how  people 
say  they  always  favoured 
a  safety  precaution,  when 
they  clearly  always  pushed 
against  it.  Why  change? 
Live  by  the  sword... 

Negligence  becomes  a 
liability. 

Over  muffled  cries,  I’m 
told  how  I  was  tripped, 
and  fell.  A  high,  errant 


skate  blade  lifted  into  me, 
opening  up  my  throat  to 
give  my  jugular  vein  a  kiss. 
Steel  ripping  into  flesh.  No 
neck  protection. 

It’s  amazing  what  the 
eyes  see  when  they  rage 
against  the  dying  of  the 
light. 

Faces  materialize.  Shad¬ 
ows  whirling,  they  lie  me 
on  a  bench  in  the  lobby. 
Bracing  bandages  against 
my  throat  to  prevent  my 
vitality  from  escaping. 
Sounds  echo.  Colours 
burn.  Memories  burn 
brighter.  My  brain  is  starv¬ 
ing. 

I  make  jokes  trying  to 
calm  everyone  around  me. 
I  want  my  parents  last 


memory  of  me  to  be  a  hap¬ 
py  one. 

A  promise.  A  prayer.  A 
whiter  shade  of  pale. 

Lost  somewhere  in  the 
gyre.  Shiloh!  That  was  my 
dog’s  name. 

Neck  guards  were  never 
cool  to  wear.  We  weren’t 
required  to  wear  them. 
Who  could  have  ever 
imagined? 

You  wouldn’t  believe  the 
sound  people  make  when 
they  try  to  act  composed 
and  choke  back  tears.  Six¬ 
teen  minutes  until  the  am¬ 
bulance  arrives.  Conduc¬ 
tor,  cue  the  orchestra.  A 
soundtrack  to  a  miracle  on 
ice.  Stifling  out  my  solemn 
soliloquy. 


Very  cold. 

A  pulsating  warmth 
overtakes  me.  A  vibrating 
easiness.  My  serenity  is 
shattered  as  Ambulance  22 
roars  into  view.  The  doors 
of  Center  Ice,  in  Glen  El¬ 
lyn,  swing  open.  I  hand  my 
life  over  to  the  paramed¬ 
ics,  and  they  ferry  me  to 
Glen  Oaks  Hospital  across 
town. 

There  is  a  general  re¬ 
luctance  against  players, 
coaches  and  parents  to 
evolve  safety  precautions 
to  adequately  protect  our 
children.  There  is  hesita¬ 
tion  amongst  the  ranks. 
Backlash  and  opposition 
against  common-sense 
solutions  to  keep  the  vul¬ 


nerable  safe  from  harm. 

According  to  a  study 
by  Safe  Kids  Worldwide, 
fewer  than  half  of  youth 
coaches  say  they  have  re¬ 
ceived  certification  on  how 
to  prevent  and  recognize 
sport  injuries. 

This  ineptitude  has  fa¬ 
cilitated  a  culture  in  which 
athletes  feel  pressure  to 
play  while  injured  and 
pressure  to  submit  them¬ 
selves  to  dangerous  situa¬ 
tions. 

There  are  current  de¬ 
bates  surrounding  what 
age  to  initiate  youth  foot¬ 
ball  players  into  tackling, 
hockey  players  into  check¬ 
ing  and  soccer  players  into 
heading  balls.

There  have  been  back¬ 
lashes  against  mouth¬ 
guards,  chest  protectors 
for  pitchers,  knee  braces  in 
volleyball,  and  helmets  and 
facemasks  for  baseball  and 
softball  infielders. 

Concussion  protocol 
amongst  coaching  staffs 
and  athletes  has  been  pa¬ 
thetically  abhorrent. 

Youth  athletes  have  been 
socially  conditioned  to  fa¬ 
vour  bravery  and  tough¬ 
ness  over  common-sense 
behaviour.  They  push  the 
limits  of  their  bodies  in¬ 
stead  of  letting  them  prop¬ 
erly  heal.  This  leads  to  a 
culture  where  the  injured 
are  viewed  as  weak. 

Parents  and  coaches 


have  failed  teaching  ath¬ 
letes  the  decisions  they 
make  as  youths  could  have 
devastating  long-term  re¬ 
percussions. 

There  has  been  a  failure 
on  all  parts  responsible. 

A  flash  of  gold  as  the 
paramedics  removed  the 
necklace  tangled  amongst 
my  opened  vein. 

In  the  whirring  cacoph¬ 
ony  of  the  ambulance,  they 
have  my  feet  elevated  to 
maintain  blood  flow  to  my 
brain  and  heart. 

Dr.  Jayanti  Patel,  a  gun¬ 
shot  and  knife-wound 
trauma  expert,  is  rushed  in 
from  Mount  Sinai  Hos¬ 
pital,  in  Chicago,  to  su¬ 
ture  my  four-inch  wide, 


four-inch  deep  laceration 
in  Glen  Oaks’  emergency 
room. 

It  is  then  I  find  out  my 
body’s  extreme  high-toler¬ 
ance  against  the  effects  of 
painkiller  medication. 

You  almost  forget  to  feel 
the  pain.  Almost. 

Clawing  into  the  leath¬ 
er,  trying  to  subdue  my 
writhing,  stitches  the  size 
of  shoe-laces  were  sewn 
into  my  severed  tissue 
and  muscle.  Faces  of  other 
doctors  appear  before  me, 
compounding  my  confu¬ 
sion.  All  come  to  witness 
Dr.  Patel’s  innovative  new 
suturing  technique.  Four¬ 
teen  massive  stitches  both 
on  the  outside  and  inside 


of  my  neck,  hold  my  life 
back  together. 

Drenched  in  sweat, 
tubes  dangling  out  of  me, 
submersed  in  an  emergen¬ 
cy  room  of  utter  exhaus¬ 
tion.  The  doctors  conclude 
and  leave  the  room.  My 
pain  medicine  finally  kicks 
in. 

Ghost  white,  my  first 
thought  is,  “When  can  I 
get  back  on  the  ice.” 

Following  the  accident, 
the  Chiefs  Hockey  Club 
made  neck  guards  manda¬ 
tory  for  all  players.  After 
intense  deliberation,  the 
Amateur  Hockey  Associ¬ 
ation  of  Illinois  (AHAI), 
mandated  all  Illinois 
hockey  players  must  don 


appropriate  neck  guard 
protection.  I  was  playing 
with  three  organizations 
at  the  time,  and  there  was 
reluctance  by  most  players 
who  deemed  neck  guards 
intrusive  and  difficult  to 
breath  and  move  in. 

Players  griped,  parents 
romanticized  a  less  lib¬ 
eral  golden-age,  but  af¬ 
ter  months  of  opposition, 
neck  guard  protection 
became  common  practice 
across  not  only  Illinois 
youth  hockey,  but  all  of 
the  country.  To  the  youths 
who  wore  the  safety  gear, 
fear  of  death  by  blade  be¬ 
came  outdated. 

In  the  end,  it  wouldn’t 
be  a  four-inch  deep  gash 


to  my  neck  that  would  kill 
me.  It  would  be  excessive 
concussions. 

Easily  preventable  giv¬ 
en  responsible  adults  and 
proper  safety  precautions. 

Do  you  believe  in  mira¬ 
cles? 

No.  Neither  do  I.  Just 
blind-luck. 

Is  blind-luck  enough  to 
keep  your  children  safe?

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Architecture  student  creates  a  model  for  an  ' 
open-space'  in  Chicago 


Michael  Rivera 
hopes  to  keep 
his  family's 
rich  history  in  architecture 
intact. 

His  grandfather  worked 
in  the  construction  man¬ 
agement  industry.  His 
mother  creates  aestheti¬ 
cally  pleasing  spaces  as  an 
interior  designer.  Rivera 
will  follow  the  steps  of  his 
father  and  study  architec¬ 
ture. 

"It  was  what  I  was  raised 
on,  and  growing  up,  I  had 
a  passion  for  architecture," 
Rivera  said.  "My  parents 
fostered  that  love  for  ar¬ 
chitecture.  And  when  we 
drove  around  on  the  week¬ 
ends,  my  parents  pointed 
out  buildings  that  they  de¬ 
signed." 


Two  years  into  his  study 
of  architecture,  the  soph¬ 
omore  is  leaving  his  own 
mark  on  the  architecture 
program  at  College  of 
DuPage  (COD).  His  ur¬ 
ban  infill  gallery  studio 
residence  final  model  proj¬ 
ect  proposes  some  solu¬ 
tions  for  an  "odd  triangle" 
in  Chicago's  River  North 
community.  Rivera  was 
one  of  the  many  students 
who  proposed  solutions 
for  an  open  space  at  the 
Architecture  2202  final  re¬ 
view  on  May  11. 

Using  a  sculpture,  paint¬ 
ing  and  cultural  artifacts 
from  the  Art  Institute  of 
Chicago,  Rivera's  idea  uses 
artwork  as  a  tool  to  de¬ 
termine  the  relationship 
between  spaces,  function, 


program  and  spatial  re¬ 
quirements  for  his  urban 
land  rededication. 

His  proposed  design 
takes  advantage  of  the 
site's  location  just  around 


Franklin  Street  and  Chica¬ 
go  Avenue.  Being  a  trans¬ 
portation  hub,  the  model  is 
designed  to  communicate 
perpetual  motion. 

"My  goal  was  to  reflect 
this  feeling  in  my  de¬ 
sign,”  he  said.  “So  just  as 
the  site  had  many  paths 
of  movement  ("L"  tracks, 
bus  schedules  and  Diwy 


bikes),  my  building  design 
also  encouraged  move¬ 
ment,"  Rivera  said.  "Along 
with  this,  it  also  engaged 
with  the  manipulation  of 
fines  of  sight,  allowing  vis¬ 


itors  to  look  into  different 
art  galleries  wherever  they 
stood." 

Overall,  his  model  is 
aesthetically  pleasing.  It 
reflects  River  North's  rich 
artistic  and  creative  histo¬ 
ry.  The  proposed  vertical 
design  is  a  cozy,  contem¬ 
porary  model  with  a  res¬ 
idence  on  the  top  floor 


that  allows  visiting  artists 
to  have  a  view  of  the  city's 
skyline,  a  studio  on  the 
middle  floor  and  an  art 
gallery  on  the  first  floor. 
The  gallery  was  designed 
to  protect  permanent  and 
delicate  art  pieces  from 
harmful  rays  of  the  sun. 

Rivera's  model  reflects 
the  purpose  of  the  Archi¬ 
tecture  2202  class,  from 
identifying  and  analyzing 
contextual  factors  in  de¬ 
sign  problems  to  present¬ 
ing  design  concepts. 

"This  is  the  last  studio 
for  architecture  students  at 
COD,"  said  Architecture 
Professor  Mark  Pearson. 
"This  prepares  them  for 
the  kind  of  classes  archi¬ 
tecture  students  will  take 
once  they  transfer."

College  of  DuP- 
age  (COD)  is  a 
community  col¬ 
lege  that  attracts  students 
from  diverse  backgrounds 
every  year.  To  improve 
the  cultural  environment 
for  all  students,  COD, 
through  Student  Affairs, 
established  the  Center  for 
Student  Diversity  and  In¬ 
clusion  (CSDI)  in  2014. 

The  center  has  been 
around  for  four  years.  Af¬ 
ter  covering  programs 
under  the  auspices  of  the 
center  for  five  semesters, 
I  decided  to  take  a  look  at 
how  far  we've  come  as  a 
college  when  it  comes  to 
diversity  and  inclusion. 

With  a  black  student 
population  of  about  1,800 
students,  that’s  about  7 
percent  of  COD’s  popula¬ 


tion,  CSDI  was  established 
to  "develop,  implement 
and  evaluate  programs  and 
services  that  support  our 
African-American  Stu¬ 
dent  population  in  their 
personal  and  academic 
growth  and  development 
throughout  their  experi¬ 
ences  at  COD." 

"We  began  by  build¬ 
ing  an  African-American 
club,"  said  David  Swope, 
manager  of  the  college's 
diversity  and  inclusion 
office.  "Now  the  Black 
Student  Alliance  (BSA), 
the  club  grew  under  the 
leadership  of  former  Stu¬ 
dent  Trustee  Gloria  Roark. 
Since  then,  the  club  has 
seen  about  50  members  at 
any  given  point  in  time." 

The  BSA  has  been  in¬ 
volved  with  a  cultural 


awareness  series  around 
COD.  Currently,  the  al¬ 
liance  is  running  a  book 
drive  to  give  people  who 
have  been  released  from 
prisons  the  opportunity  to 
become  productive  mem¬ 


bers  of  society.  Led  by 
Lailah  Williams,  the  drive 
has  been  a  success. 

The  college  has  over¬ 
whelmingly  supported  the 
efforts  of  the  BSA,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Swope.  Since 


the  inception  of  BSA,  the 
cultural  and  ethnic  club 
has  led  relevant  conversa¬ 
tions  about  diversity  and 
inclusion  at  COD.  Re¬ 
cently,  BSA  spearheaded 
a  conversation  with  cam¬ 


pus  police  about  the  noise 
complaints  in  the  atrium. 

"The  CSDI  creates  an 
environment  that  fosters 
the  advancement  and  de¬ 
velopment  of  how  we  see 
and  accept  diversity  within 
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THE  CSDI  CREATES  AN 
ENVIRONMENT  THAT  FOSTERS 
THE  ADVANCEMENT  AND 
DEVELOPMENT  OF  HOW  WE  SEE 
AND  ACCEPT  DIVERSITY  WITHIN 
OUR  COMMUNITY," 
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our  community,"  said  BSA 
President  Veronica  Wil¬ 
liams. 

The  CSDI  has  also  sup¬ 
ported  other  groups  on 
campus,  such  as  the  Mus¬ 
lim  Student  Association 
(MSA)  and  the  Feminist 
Alliance. 

In  line  with  one  of  its 
goals,  the  CSDI  has  been 
able  to  organize  events 
that  benefit  students  and 
everyone  at  COD.  For  two 
years,  the  diversity  and 
inclusion  series  brought 
together  multicultural  stu¬ 
dents  and  staff  to  explore 
how  COD  can  better  cel¬ 
ebrate,  learn  and  teach 
about  the  diversity  in  its 
halls  and  classrooms. 

In  2016,  Damon  Wil¬ 
liams,  a  nationally-re¬ 
spected  diversity  expert, 
was  on  campus  and  chal¬ 
lenged  COD  faculty  and 
administrators  to  push  the 
college’s  diversity  plan  be¬ 
yond  enrollment.  In  2017, 
Eddie  Moore  from  The 
Privilege  Institute  (TPI) 
called  on  students  to  have 
the  skills  needed  to  deal 
with  issues  related  to  di¬ 
versity  and  inclusion  in  the 
21st  Century. 

COD's  annual  obser¬ 
vance  of  Black  History 
Month  is  one  of  the  high¬ 
ly  anticipated  celebrations 
of  the  year.  From  great 
musical  performances  by 
Lee  R.  Kesselman  and  the 
music  department,  to  cul¬ 
tural  performances  by  the 
African-American  Dance 
Institute  (AADI),  students 
from  diverse  backgrounds 
come  together  to  cele¬ 
brate  the  impact  of  Afri¬ 
can-Americans  in  history. 


Working  along  with  the 
enrollment  and  outreach 
department  at  COD,  the 
CSDI  has  been  able  to 
participate  in  college  fairs 
within  the  Chicagoland 
area.  CSDI  has  tabled  at 
the  "100  Black  Men  of 
Chicago"  college  fairs  over 
the  years.  The  fair  is  one 
of  the  largest  of  its  kind 
in  Illinois.  Over  the  years, 
COD  has  been  selected 
to  make  presentations  to 
students  about  the  benefits 
of  attending  a  community 
college. 

Finally,  the  CSDI  is 
looking  forward  to  imple¬ 
menting  a  student  success 
profile  initiative.  The  plan 
is  to  liaise  with  the  Latino 
Ethnic  Awareness  Asso¬ 
ciation  (LEAA)  and  help 
students  improve  their 
academic  performance. 
Students  will  be  required 
to  write  out  an  academic 
plan.  CSDI  will  then  use 
services  at  the  college  to 
work  along  with  the  stu¬ 
dents  to  achieve  their  plan. 

The  CSDI  has  received 
tremendous  support  from 
the  administration  at 
COD.  The  future  looks 
bright.  "Diversity"  and 
"inclusion"  aren't  just 
buzzwords  at  this  college. 
Programs  and  initiatives 
will  continue  to  support 
students  from  all  walks  of 
life.

Everyone  looks  at 
the  job  and  thinks 
that  it’s  a  lot  less 
than  it  actually  is,  but  it 
can  eat  you  alive  if  you’re 
not  careful.”  The  recollec¬ 
tions  that  transpired  in  my 
moments  of  vulnerability 
surprised  me  as  I  tried  to 
figure  out  how  to  proper¬ 
ly  say  goodbye.  Over  the 
past  year  and  a  half,  I’ve 
loved  this  publication  and 
this  job,  quite  possibly 
more  than  anything  in  my 
life  outside  of  my  family. 
There  were  a  lot  of  dark 
times  and  growing  up  that 
I  wasn’t  readily  attempting 
to  encourage  for  myself. 

My  start  as  edi¬ 
tor-in-chief  was  guarded 
and  cold.  I  couldn’t  handle 
the  idea  of  my  co-work¬ 
ers  getting  along  with  me. 


It  was  much  easier  to  be 
contentious  and  sarcastic 
in  the  office  environment. 
Deep  down  I  knew  this 
couldn’t  be  sustained.  The 
anxiety  began  to  overcome 
me,  and  the  panic  attacks 
became  more  frequent. 
Despite  the  impending 
self-destruction,  I  fought 
the  urge  to  try  and  befriend 
the  people  who  worked  so 
hard  on  a  week-to-week 
basis  and  told  myself  not 
to  care  what  people  think 
of  me.  It  was  slowly  killing 
me. 

Days  were  filled  with 
feelings  of  anguish  and 
unbridled  nihilism.  I  spent 
more  time  on  Facebook 
and  YouTube  than  help¬ 
ing  my  co-workers  in  their 
moments  of  peril.  My 
nonchalant  and  downright 


disgusting  disdain  for  any 
healthy  interaction  fueled 
the  growing  self-hatred. 
Something  had  to  change. 

Conflict  is  a  great  con¬ 
ductor  of  change.  It  can 
bring  your  staff  closer 
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together  or  completely 
decimate  it.  I  had  found 
my  opening.  We  as  a  staff 
had  our  fair  share  of  cre¬ 
ative  differences  over  the 
course  of  this  semester, 
and  I  found  my  fight  to 
do  my  work  unimpeded 
and  with  my  own  integrity 
was  a  feeling  I  shared  with 
the  entirety  of  the  staff.  1 


reassured  them  that  being 
able  to  do  their  job  would 
be  given  my  greatest  effort. 
For  the  first  time  in  a  long 
time,  I  had  felt  a  whole¬ 
some  illumination,  and  I 
was  moving  in  the  right 


direction. 

I’m  not  perfect.  So  much 
has  changed  for  me  in  the 
past  year.  I  hope  the  one 
thing  that  comes  out  of 
this  experience  is  that  I 
made  a  difference  with  the 
people  I’ve  worked  with. 
I’ll  always  give  everything 
I  have  for  my  work,  but 
early  on  I  foolishly  ne¬ 


glected  the  relationships  of 
those  that  I  worked  with.  I 
made  a  conscious  decision 
to  do  something  that  I 
hadn’t  done  in  that  area  for 
a  long  time,  put  effort  in. 

In  unspectacular  fashion 
things  began  to  change,  my 
coworkers  started  to  say 
bye  to  me  at  the  end  of  the 
day.  Conversations  weren’t 
ending  in  feelings  of  un¬ 
comfortable  resentment. 
I  was  starting  to  feel.... 
OK.  More  so,  I  found  joy 
in  the  simple  things  about 
my  job.  I  became  excited  to 
know  more  about  the  peo¬ 
ple  I  worked  with  and  how 
they  had  made  their  way 
to  this  job.  It  finally  felt 
as  though  my  time  here  at 
the  Courier  was  coming 
together. 

The  final  goodbye  was 


a  tough  day  for  me.  The 
staff  gathered  for  our  final 
pitch  meeting  and  brought 
snacks  and  drink  to  com¬ 
memorate  our  semester.  I 
tried  to  savor  every  mo¬ 
ment,  but  I  knew,  like  all 
things,  it  would  come  to  an 
end.  Sobbing  was  the  only 
thing  done  driving  home 
that  day,  but  I  wouldn't 
change  it.  None  of  it.  My 
time  here  was  the  most 
precious  time  in  my  life.  I 
owe  everything  to  this  job 
and  the  people  I’ve  worked 
with.  They’ve  changed 
my  life  for  the  better  and, 
hopefully,  someday  they'll 
think  the  same.

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My  Favorite  Podcast:  "My  Favorite  Murder" 

Reasons  for  becoming  a  Murderino,  like  me  and  many  others

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/am  not  the  only 
one.  I  certain¬ 
ly  never  thought 
was  weird  or  that  my  hob¬ 
by  should  remain  a  secret, 
but  I  would  never  have 
imagined  I  was  part  of  a 
group  so  large  that  it  con¬ 
sistently  fills  auditoriums 
and  concert  halls  across 
the  world.  I  am  a  Murde¬ 
rino,  and  you  can  be  one, 


too. 

The  term  Murderino 
refers  to  a  person  who  is 
obsessed  with  mysterious 
deaths,  serial  killers  and 
all  things  murder.  It  was 
coined  by  a  fan  of  the  now 
infamous  podcast  “My  Fa¬ 
vorite  Murder,”  created  by 
Karen  Kilgariff  and  Geor¬ 
gia  Hardstark.  The  fans  of 
the  podcast  quickly  adopt¬ 


ed  the  name,  and  soon  it 
was  official. 

“My  Favorite  Murder” 
is  not  my  first  soiree  in 
the  world  of  true-crime 
“entertainment,”  but  it  has 
become  the  most  addictive. 
Not  only  does  it  satisfy  my 
fascination  with  murder 
and  mysteries,  but  it  also 
is  a  daily  therapy  session 
and  a  way  to  guarantee  ev¬ 


eryday  will  both  begin  and 
end  with  a  smile. 

Frequendy  the  top  com¬ 
edy  podcast  on  the  ITunes 
chart,  Karen  and  Geor¬ 
gia  somehow  managed  to 
create  something  magical 
by  combining  their  com¬ 
edy  and  TV  backgrounds 
with  their  own  love  of 
murder  stories.  Certainly 
those  elements  have  drawn 
people  in,  but  the  podcast 
provides  so  much  more  to 
the  listeners.  It  is  a  place 
where  people  go  to  get  ad¬ 
vice,  support  and  a  source 
of  comfort  and  exposure 
therapy.  Here  are  four 
things  about  “My  Favorite 
Murder”  the  podcast,  and 
its  hosts,  you  might  not 
know. 

The  podcast  is  about 
confronting  our  fears 

The  podcast  may  sound 
like  it  is  created  by  and  de¬ 
signed  for  those  who  take 
murder  or  death  lighdy, 
but  in  reality  it  is  about 
exposing  ourselves  to  the 
things  we  fear  the  most. 
In  an  interview  with  the 
Washington  Post,  Ja¬ 
son  Smith,  who  runs  the 
podcasting  network  Feral 
Audio  that  supports  “My 
Favorite  Murder,”  said  the 
audience  is  80-85  percent 
women.  Georgia  Hard- 
stark,  one  of  the  hosts,  said 
her  fascination  with  mur¬ 
der  is  grounded  in  her  own 
fear  of  it  happening  to  her. 

In  an  interview  with  the 
Atlantic,  Hardstark  said, 
“You  have  to  confront  your 
fear  to  prove  that  it  can’t 
actually  hurt  you.” 

There  are  times  the  pod¬ 
cast  gets  incredibly  emo¬ 


tional,  and  there  are  times 
when  it  can  be  empow¬ 
ering.  For  all  the  stories 
about  tragic  death,  there 
are  also  stories  of  surviv¬ 
al.  One  story  in  particular, 
about  a  woman  named 
Mary  Vincent  who  sur¬ 
vived  a  vicious  attack  that 
left  her  a  double  amputee, 
sticks  out  for  many  of  the 
fans,  as  well  as  the  hosts. 
These  stories  remind  us  it 
is  not  just  about  death,  but 
about  the  appreciation  for 
life  and  the  celebration  of 
survival. 

The  podcast  teaches  us 
how  to  be  safe 


While  regaling  its  au¬ 
dience  with  macabre  sto¬ 
ries  about  the  worst  serial 
killers  in  history,  such  as 
Richard  Ramirez  and  Ed¬ 
mund  Kemper,  the  hosts 
also  take  the  time  to  make 
sure  we  learn  how  to  pro¬ 
tect  ourselves.  The  pro¬ 
gram  encourages  listeners 
to  be  the  first  people  to 
call  the  police  when  we  see 
something,  or  to  ask  wom¬ 
en  who  seem  lost,  scared 
or  uncomfortable  if  they 
need  help,  or  to  simply 
say  “F*#k  politeness.”  This 
particular  catch  phrase, 
which  is  now  plastered  all 
over  “My  Favorite  Mur¬ 
der”  merchandise,  is  a  re¬ 
minder  that  nobody  owes 
anyone  their  time  or  their 


courtesy.  Kilgariff  and 
Hardstark  point  out  that 
adults  should  never  ask 
children  to  help  them  find 
their  dog,  and  that  a  grown 
man  should  never  ask  a 
woman  he  doesn’t  know 
for  help.  Advice  like  this 
may  seem  counter  to  the 
sense  many  women  have 
to  be  gracious  and  helpful, 
but  the  hosts  remind  us 
Ted  Bundy  killed  women 
by  first  luring  them  away 
from  a  safe  public  area  by 
asking  for  help. 

As  a  helpful  person,  ad¬ 
vice  like  this  stood  out.  Be¬ 
ing  aware  of  my  surround¬ 
ings,  noticing  strangers 
who  make  me  uncom¬ 


fortable,  noticing  children 
who  may  not  be  with  their 
parents  and  keeping  an  eye 
on  them,  walking  in  well- 
lit  and  populated  areas  and 
putting  my  safety  above 
my  public  image  is  be¬ 
coming  second  nature.  For 
many  listeners  this  is  true. 

The  podcast  focuses  on 
respecting  victims  and  the 
vulnerable 

Kilgariff  and  Hardstark 
admit  they  are  still  learn¬ 
ing  with  us,  and  that  they 
are  neither  investigative 
journalists,  nor  profession¬ 
als  in  this  area.  As  episodes 
progress,  they  focus  on 
connecting  with  their  au¬ 
dience  and  learning  from 
them.  This  is  especially  true 
of  audience  members  who

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work  with  crime,  psychol¬ 
ogy  or  victims  of  violence. 
They  discuss  the  power 
that  inaccurate  language 
has  when  discussing  these 
serious  topics.  No  longer 
using  the  word  prostitute, 
they  prefer  the  term  “sex 
worker”  to  describe  the 
individuals  who  work  in 
this  high-risk  industry.  It 
is  a  reminder  that  all  indi¬ 
viduals,  and  all  victims  of 
crime,  are  equally  deserv¬ 
ing  of  being  remembered 
respectfully.  Rather  than 
simply  sympathizing  with 
those  who  lost  their  lives, 
the  hosts  try  to  celebrate 
their  lives  and  discuss  the 
ways  they  fought  back. 


They  also  have  a  cor¬ 
rections  corner  where 
they  address  any  mistakes 
in  previous  episodes  or 
even  mispronunciation. 
Another  major  correc¬ 
tion  has  been  in  relation 
to  the  overuse  and  misuse 
of  the  terms  “Psychopath” 
and  “Sociopath.”  While 
they  acknowledge  they 
will  never  get  everything 
right,  they  make  sure  they 
are  doing  their  best  to  be 
honest  and  upfront  about 
what  they  don’t  know,  en¬ 
couraging  the  audience  to 
do  the  same. 

The  podcast  encourag¬ 
es  mental  health  care 


One  phenomenal  aspect 
of  the  podcast  for  many  of 
the  listeners  is  the  honesty 
of  the  hosts,  who  are  com¬ 
pletely  open  about  their 
own  struggles  with  ad¬ 
diction,  anxiety  and  their 
mental  health.  KilgarifF 
frequendy  discusses  her 
years-long  struggle  with 
alcoholism,  and  Hardstark 
talks  about  her  visits  to  her 
therapist.  In  one  episode, 
they  opened  by  talking 
about  a  therapy  appoint¬ 
ment  they  had  together, 
in  order  to  work  through 
some  miscommunication 
issues.  Therapy  is  not  pre¬ 
sented  as  a  last  resort  but 


rather  as  a  part  of  how  we 
should  take  care  of  our¬ 
selves. 

Self-love  is  a  large 
theme,  and  topics  in¬ 
cluding  body  shaming, 
eating  disorders,  self  and 
relationship  abuse,  and 
anxiety  are  explored.  To  a 
largely  female  audience, 
who  frequendy  deal  with 
similar  insecurities,  this  is 
therapeutic.  The  Adantic 
reported  about  one  fan, 
Windy  Maitreme,  who 
was  inspired  by  the  pod¬ 
cast  to  make  her  first  ther¬ 
apy  appointment. 

‘“I  couldn’t  believe  how 
much  they  talked  about 
mental  health  issues  and 


how  they  were  very  open 
about  seeking  therapy,’” 
Maitreme  told  the  Adan¬ 
tic. 

In  an  email  to  the  At¬ 
lantic,  Hardstark  com¬ 
mented  on  this  aspect  of 
what  they  do. 

“We’re  both  overshar¬ 
ers.  So  opening  up  hap¬ 
pened  naturally  for  us  .... 
Luckily  people  liked  it, 
because  now  we  don’t  have 
to  pretend  to  be  perfect  or 
experts  or  anything  we're 
not.”

Features  Editor  |  Reanna  Comiso 


Student  Game  Developers  present  work  at 
COD's  3rd  annual  student  showcase 


Photo  Editor  I  Hannah  Davis 


hen  they 

were  still 

students  at 
the  College  of  Dupage, 
Sam  Wohlrab  and  Tucker 
Wolf  never  thought  two 
people  could  work  so  well 
together.  It  was  not  until 
they  teamed  up  as  alum¬ 
ni  to  create  an  immersive 
gaming  experience  that 
they  realized  they  had  the 
ability  to  make  something 
great. 

Wohlrab  and  Wolf  cre¬ 
ated  a  virtual  reality  video 
gaming  experience  under 
the  working  title  “Paths  to 
Power. "The  two  have  been 
creating  this  game  inde¬ 


pendently,  where  Wohlrab 
is  in-charge  of  coding  and 
Wolf  created  the  3D  mod¬ 
els. 

“When  you  find  people 
that  you  genuinely  connect 
with,  you  make  things  that 
are  incredible,”  said  Wolf. 

The  duo,  who  both  par¬ 
took  in  the  Game  Design 
program  at  COD,  focus 
on  taking  traditional  ideas 
from  mythology,  religion 
and  various  other  games 
and  putting  their  own  spin 
on  it. 

“Virtual  reality  is 
enough  of  a  difference  to 
set  the  game  apart  from 
others,”  said  Wolf. 


Virtual  reality  is  a  com¬ 
puter-generated  experi¬ 
ence  that  immerses  users 
using  senses  and  percep- 

rll  - 


tion,  taking  players  to 
imaginary  environments. 
Players  are  able  to  become 
immersed  in  the  games 
through  the  use  of  virtual 
reality  headsets  that  cover 
the  eyes,  allowing  them 


to  see  the  virtual  environ¬ 
ments  first  hand.  They  can 
also  interact  with  and  ex¬ 
plore  the  environment  in  a 


way  that  traditional  video 
games  do  not  allow. 

“Paths  to  Power”  sets 
players  into  a  mythical 
world  where  they  must  in¬ 
teract  with  their  environ¬ 
ment  and  walk  one  of  two 


paths:  good  or  evil.  Players 
are  able  to  train  their  mag¬ 
ic,  fight  the  undead  and 
explore  various  dungeons. 

The  game  takes  on  many 
ideas  from  mythology  and 
religion.  Players  get  the 
chance  to  talk  to  Egyptian 
deities,  explore  pyramids 
and  interact  with  “beings 
in  the  sky.” 

Like  anything,  the  two 
voice  different  challenges 
within  their  development. 
Wohlrab  is  an  employ¬ 
ee  at  COD,  and  Wolf  is 
currendy  a  student  at  El¬ 
mhurst  College,  which 
can  add  hurdles  to  the 
game  development.  They 


have  both  spent  many  late 
nights  working  on  the 
game,  coming  up  with  new 
ideas  and  perfecting  what 
they  have  already  created. 

“It  is  great  because  with 
virtual  reality  develop¬ 
ment,  we  can  get  on  any 
type  of  voice  chat  software, 
and  we  can  collaborate 
anywhere  on  earth,"  said 
Wolf. 

Wohlrab  and  Wolf  have 
only  been  working  on  the 
game  for  about  a  month 
in  their  spare  time,  but  the 
results  are  already  paying 
off. 

“The  most  impressive 
thing  is  putting  the  head-

set  on  and  [the  game] 
works,”  said  Wohlrab. 
“When  it  finally  comes  to¬ 
gether,  it  becomes  a  game 
and  not  a  hundred  individ¬ 
ual  pieces.” 

“Paths  to  Power”  is  only 
the  second  game  the  two 
have  produced  togeth¬ 
er.  Working  with  a  larger 
group,  Wolf  and  Wohlrab 
met  when  they  were  cre¬ 
ating  a  game  called  “Frac¬ 
ture,”  where  players  got  to 
experience  what  it  would 
be  like  to  have  Alzheimer's 
disease. 

The  game  won  a  gold 
medal  in  Interactive  Ap¬ 
plication  and  Video  Game 


Development  (College 
Division)  at  the  2017 
SkillsUSA  National  Lead¬ 
ership  Conference,  where 
more  than  3,000  high 
schools  and  colleges  com¬ 
peted. 

“It  was  fun,  but  I  feel 
like  we  have  improved  im¬ 
mensely  since  then,”  said 
Wohlrab. 

“Paths  to  Power”  is  still 
a  work  in  progress,  but 
Wohlrab  and  Wolf  are  ex¬ 
pecting  to  release  an  alpha, 
an  early  “preview”  of  the 
game,  to  the  public  in  Au¬ 
gust.  Despite  being  show¬ 
cased  as  only  a  demo  up 
to  this  point,  the  game  has 


At  one  point  60  people 
were  lined  up  to  play  the 
game. 

The  demo  allows  players 
to  learn  the  basics  of  the 


turns,  they  get  to  expe¬ 
rience  things  constandy 
happening  in  the  back¬ 
ground,  such  as  butterflies 
in  the  distance.  It  is  im¬ 


portant  that  players  do  not 
get  too  distracted  by  these 
experiences,  as  “skeletons” 
and  other  undead  beings 
can  appear  at  any  time. 

“When  you  first  start 
the  game,  it  is  going  to  be 
a  very  chaotic  experience,” 
said  Wolf.  “It  is  going  to 
throw  people  and  confuse 
people,  but  it  will  also 
entice  people  to  want  to 
know  more  about  the  story 
line.” 

In  the  future,  the  two 
hope  to  create  a  Gofund- 
me  so  they  can  devote 
more  time  toward  game 
development.  They  also 
hope  for  a  full  game  re¬ 


lease  on  Steam  within  the 
year  and  continue  working 
as  independent  game  de¬ 
velopers  under  the  name 
“Samori  Productions.” 

“Once  things  start 
working,  it  is  a  huge  pay¬ 
off,”  said  Wolf.  “You  get  a 
huge  sense  of  accomplish¬ 
ment.”

All  I  knew  was  the 
comfy  couch  in  the  library, 
and  the  best  way  to  get  to 
and  from  the  cafeteria. 

One  day,  I  read  an  opin¬ 
ion  piece  in  the  Courier 
about  raising  the  accept¬ 
able  age  to  buy  cigarettes 
from  18  to  21.  On  the  oth¬ 
er  page  was  an  in-house 
ad  about  vacancies.  Rather 
than  sleeping  on  that  com¬ 


fy  couch  in  the  library,  I 
opened  my  computer  and 
applied  for  multiple  po¬ 
sitions.  I  was  later  offered 
the  reporter's  position, 
which  meant  helping  ed¬ 
itors  with  whatever  they 
needed  to  complete  a  story. 
I  was  basically  a  "toddler" 
in  the  newsroom. 

At  the  Courier,  I  met  my 
first  group  of  friends  in  the 


United  States,  and  I  was  fi¬ 
nally  able  to  integrate  my¬ 
self  into  the  American  cul¬ 
ture.  From  playing  board 
games,  driving  to  Whole 
Foods  to  grab  fried  ripe 
plantains  (the  only  Afri¬ 
can  meal  Jeff  Bezos  knows 
about),  and  doing  things 
like  a  normal  college  kid, 
sleeping  on  that  comfy 
couch  in  the  library  during 
my  leisure  time  on  campus 
came  to  an  end.

At  the  Courier, 
I've  met  friends  who  were 
eager  to  learn  about  my 
culture.  I  also  learned  fas¬ 
cinating  things  about  oth¬ 
er  cultures.  It  has  been  a 
pleasure  working  with  stu¬ 
dents  from  Jamaica,  New 
Zealand,  The  Philippines 
and  other  countries. 

I've  learned  how  to  work 


along  with  other  people 
even  when  I  didn't  agree 
with  their  perspective 
about  editorial  subjects. 
We  butt  heads  at  times, 
and  the  next  day  we  will 
have  lunch  together. 

More  importandy,  I've 
learned  a  lot  from  my  ad¬ 
viser,  James  Fuller.  He 
has  been  an  unpaid  En¬ 
glish  teacher  and  counsel¬ 
or.  As  an  aspiring  writer, 
I've  learned  how  to  write 
ledes,  familiarized  myself 
with  the  AP  Style  and  im¬ 
proved  my  writing  skills.

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"I'm  so  offended!":  The  White  House  Correspondents'  Dinner  and 
the  threat  to  freedom  of  speech

f  was 

en  to 
speak  at  the  White  House 
Correspondents’  Dinner 
(WHCD),  who  she  was 
and  what  brand  of  com¬ 
edy  she  practiced  should 
have  been  well  known,  at 
least  by  those  who  invited 
her.  After  hearing  Wolf 
roast  the  White  House,  its 
occupants,  the  administra¬ 


tion  and  the  news  media, 
the  feigned  outrage  began 
immediately.  For  a  night 
that  was  designed  to  cel¬ 
ebrate  freedom  of  speech, 
it  was  incredibly  frustrat¬ 
ing  to  hear  the  media  echo 
the  sentiments  of  those 
who  have  been  attempt¬ 
ing  to  silence  dissent  for 
some  time.  Why  was  this 
WHCD  any  different? 
Was  Sarah  Huckabee 


Sanders  truly  victimized 
in  a  way  no  member  of  any 
administration  had  been 
victimized  before?  Did 
Wolf  really  go  too  far? 

No.  She  did  not.  In  fact, 
for  years  now  the  WHCD 
has  led  to  reactionary 
backlash  from  members  of 
both  political  parties  and 
the  media.  The  only  dif¬ 
ference  is  this  time  attacks 
on  freedom  of  speech  have 


become  a  frequent  occur¬ 
rence.  Cries  of  offense  at 
every  slight,  any  critique, 
and  political  comedy  in 
general,  have  become  the 
new  norm. 

Some  of  the  most  point¬ 
ed  jokes  made  about  Pres¬ 
ident  Donald  Trump  came 
during  a  past  WHCD, 
by  comedian  and  Late 
Night  host,  Seth  Meyers. 
In  2011,  Meyers  insult¬ 
ed  Trump  by  suggesting 
any  run  for  office  Trump 
would  make  would  be  a 
complete  joke.  Meyers  also 
insulted  Trump's  hair,  as 
well  as  the  birtherism  con¬ 
spiracy  Trump  was  part  of. 

In  2006  Stephen  Col¬ 
bert  spoke  at  the  WHCD, 
and  in  2015  the  Wash¬ 
ington  Post  labeled  it  “the 
most  controversial  Corre¬ 
spondents’  Dinner  speech 
ever.”  Colbert  spoke  as  his 
character  from  The  Col¬ 
bert  Show  and  mocked 
President  George  W.  Bush 
as  anti-intellectual.  He 
critiqued  the  lack  of  scru¬ 
tiny  into  claims  the  Bush 
administration  had  made 
about  weapons  of  mass 
destruction.  He  also  made 
jokes  about  mass  surveil¬ 
lance,  which  were,  again, 
a  critique  of  an  adminis¬ 
tration  plagued  by  issues, 
just  like  Trump’s  adminis¬ 
tration,  and  the  adminis¬ 
tration  of  every  American 
president. 

It  is  not  only  Republi¬ 
can  presidents  who  have 
faced  harsh  jokes  from 
a  WHCD  comedian.  In 
1996  Don  Imus,  a  radio 
morning  “shock-jock,” 
was  invited  to  speak.  The 
New  York  Times  reported, 
at  the  time,  the  Clintons 


were  “skewered  at  a  din¬ 
ner.”  Imus  made  personal 
jokes  about  Bill  Clinton’s 
extramarital  affairs  and  at¬ 
tacked  the  then  first  lady, 
Hillary  Clinton,  for  her 
legal  problems. 

The  New  York  Times 
went  on  to  say,  “the  re¬ 
marks  were  deemed  so  in¬ 
sulting  that  the  association 
sent  a  letter  of  apology  to 
the  Clintons.” 

So  why  the  fuss  this 
time?  Truthfully,  there  is 
often  an  extreme  and  re¬ 
actionary  response.  Wolf 
made  sure  to  remind  the 
audience  before  she  be¬ 
gan  that  she  was  there  to 
make  jokes.  In  the  end, 
it  didn’t  matter.  In  an  era 
when  being  offended  has 
become  not  just  ‘trendy’ 
but  instinctual,  any  speech 
would  have  had  the  same 
effect.  Wolf’s  joke  about 
Sarah  Huckabee  Sand¬ 
ers  was  no  more  offensive 
than  the  joke  she  made 
about  Mitch  McConnell’s 
“neck  circumcision,”  or  A1 
Franken’s  assault  allega¬ 
tions,  or  Megyn  Kelly’s 
cold  personality.  Perhaps 
the  reason  the  media  re¬ 
sponded  the  way  they  did 
to  Wolf’s  performance  was 
because  of  her  comments 
on  their  opportunism  and 
the  way  they  have  profited 
from  the  Trump  adminis¬ 
tration  at  the  same  time 
as  constantly  admonish¬ 
ing  it.  Perhaps  attacking 
Wolf  was  a  convenient  way 
for  the  media  to  present 
themselves  as  unbiased 
by  seemingly  jumping  to 
protect  Sanders’  honor. 
Whatever  the  reason  for 
the  reaction,  it  won’t  be 
the  last  time  the  WHCD 


is  criticized,  and  it  won’t  be 
the  last  time  the  right  to  , 
freedom  of  speech  is  tested 
by  the  sensibilities  of  those 
on  Twitter,  on  the  news 
and  in  The  White  House. 

The  WHCD  would 
have  seemed  a  lot  more 
balanced  and  unbiased  if 
there  had  been  the  tradi¬ 
tional  response  from  the 
president.  For  the  second 
year  running.  Trump  chose 
not  to  attend,  and  the  re¬ 
sponse  from  the  White 
House  was  not  given. 
Maybe  next  year  Trumpv 
will  participate,  and  may¬ 
be  that  will  make  all  the 
difference.  Either  way,  I  do 
not  see  the  event  ending  or , 
changing,  and  I  also  do  not 
see  a  future  where  the  lim¬ 
itations  of  comedy  are  not 
questioned.  Fortunately, 

I  also  do  not  see  a  future 
where  our  right  to  speak 
freely  is  taken  away.  Pres¬ 
idents,  media  personalities 
and  comedians  come  and 
go.  What  America  stands 
for  and  the  rights  that  are 
protected  will  stand  the 
test  of  time. 

At  least  they  have  so  far.

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Why  celebrity  deaths  make  me  cry

/found  myself  cry¬ 
ing  harder  than  I 
had  in  years.  An¬ 
guish  welling  in  my  eyes, 
an  inescapable  depression 
streaming  down  my  face. 

How  could  Bowie  be 
gone? 

Close  people  in  my  life, 
even  family  members,  have 
died.  Yet,  here  I  found  my¬ 
self  in  a  catatonic  stupor  of 
disbelief.  All  over  someone 
I  never  personally  met. 
What  is  it  about  celeb¬ 


rity  deaths  that  evoke  such 
visceral  reactions  of  sor¬ 
row? 

We  don’t  know  them 
personally,  yet  we  feel  like 
we  do.  Memories  of  them 
become  entangled  with 
our  own.  As  we  mature, 
their  influence  becomes 
integral  to  the  self-define- 
ment  of  our  own  identities 
and  subjective  realities. 

College  of  DuPage  Pro¬ 
fessor  of  Psychology  Ken 
Gray  discussed  the  rush 


of  nostalgia  upon  hearing 
a  song  by  a  musician  who 
had  formed  an  intimate  re¬ 
lationship  with  his  life. 

“This  is  one  of  the  fun¬ 
damental  principles  of 
memory:  the  songs  serve 
as  retrieval  cues  for  these 
autobiographical  memo¬ 
ries.  Because  these  events 
were  all  meaningful,  the 
memories  of  those  events 
include  pleasant  emotions, 
which  is  essentially  what 
nostalgia  is,”  said  Gray. 


He  continued,  “When  a 
celebrity  with  all  of  these 
memory  associations  dies, 
we  are  faced  with  the  fact 
that  we  will  never  be  cre¬ 
ating  new  memories  with 
the  celebrity.  We  feel  a 
sense  of  loss,  or  grief.  This 
is  someone  with  whom  we 
feel  as  if  we  have  a  personal 
relationship,  so  the  grief  is 
especially  intense.” 

Our  idols  have  also  been 
there  to  comfort  us  in  our 
times  of  need.  We  share 
them  in  our  intimate  mo¬ 
ments,  especially  moments 
of  weakness.  We  remi¬ 
nisce  upon  the  nostalgia 
of  pivotal  moments  in  our 
life  that  provided  us  with 
strength.  These  moments 
can  define  the  perception 
of  how  we  view  ourselves. 

Losing  a  cherished  ce¬ 
lebrity  becomes  losing  a 
part  of  yourself.  This  loss 
triggers  existential  intro¬ 
spection.  We  are  reminded 
of  our  own  mortality  and 
the  fragility  by  which  our 
lives  abide. 

Sympathy  is  especially 
powerful  when  their  cause 
of  death  resonates  with  our 
personal  lives.  Robin  Wil¬ 
liams’ death  resonated  with 
those  who  battle  dementia 
or  depression,  whereas  the 
death  of  pro-football  play¬ 
er  Dave  Duerson  from  the 
concussion  instigated,  de¬ 
generative  brain  disease, 
CTE,  resonated  with  me 
on  a  more  personal  level. 

Celebrities  connect  us 
to  our  memories  and  our 
memories  serve  as  the  fab¬ 
ric  connecting  us  to  our 
friends  and  family.  When 
a  celebrity  dies,  this  con¬ 
nection  to  those  we  love 
is  hindered.  As  we  become 
further  from  those  we  love, 


these  severed  connections 
isolate  us. 

When  legendary  golfer 
Arnold  Palmer  died,  I  felt 
a  living  connection  with 
my  passed  grandmother, 
who  was  an  avid  golfer, 
was  lost.  This  made  her  feel 
even  further  from  me. 

This  isolation  also  dam¬ 
ages  the  self-image  we 
have  constructed  for  our 
identity. 

We  grow  up  with  ce¬ 
lebrities  representing  the 
pinnacle  of  our  desires.  We 
identify  with  those  who 
possess  similarities  to  how 
we  perceive  our  current  or 
ideal  versions  of  ourselves. 
By  idealizing  them,  we 
immortalize  celebrities  to 
represent  higher-beings, 
living  their  lives  free  of  the 
flaws  we  possess.  When 
they  die,  this  illusion  is 
shattered.  We  are  forced  to 
see  life  in  the  cold  light  of 
reality. 

r  it - 


We  become  upset  when 
our  self-defined,  social¬ 
ly-constructed  worlds  be¬ 
come  disrupted. 

This  becomes  especial¬ 
ly  damaging  when  the 
celebrity  represents  the 
better-half  of  our  external- 
ly-dependent  identity. 

Gray  explained,  “Mass 
media  has  given  us  the 
opportunity  to  feel  as  if 
we  are  getting  to  know 
celebrities  personally,  and 
when  we  discover  these 
similarities,  or  have  these 


pleasant  experiences  asso¬ 
ciated  with  them,  we  can 
feel  as  if  we  are  develop¬ 
ing  a  relationship  with  the 
celebrities.  Psychologists 
refer  to  these  as  ‘parasocial 
relationships’ —  complete¬ 
ly  one-sided  relationships, 
in-which  one  party  does 
not  even  know  the  other 
side  exists.  These  relation¬ 
ships  can  feel  as  real  to 
us  as  those  we  have  with 
people  we  see  everyday. 
Thus,  when  a  celebrity 
with  whom  we  have  a  re¬ 
lationship  dies,  it  is  very 
much  like  a  close  friend 
has  died.” 

When  you  give  most  of 
your  time  and  thought  to 
icons,  emotionally  invest¬ 
ed  parasocial  interactions 
form.  Because  the  celeb¬ 
rities  have  been  idolized, 
they  help  construct  our 
identity,  self-image,  po¬ 
litical  beliefs,  fashion,  at¬ 
titudes  and  behaviours 


around  others.  They  per¬ 
meate  our  choices  influ¬ 
encing  the  very  nature  of 
who  we  become.  The  more 
you  glorify  a  celebrity,  the 
stronger  this  parasocial  re¬ 
lationship  and  the  greater 
their  influence  upon  your 
identity. 

I  find  it  no  coincidence 
my  political  ideologies 
mirror  those  of  my  fa¬ 
vourite  television  charac¬ 
ter,  Alan  Alda’s  Hawkeye 
Pierce,  from  M*A*S*H, 
You  witness  a  more  pro-

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nounced  and  better  ver¬ 
sion  of  yourself,  and  then 
strive  to  become  this  more 
refined  form. 

We  live  from  one  image 
to  the  next.  When  these 
fabrications  are  utilized  for 
indulgence,  we  take  their 
lives  to  fill  us  with  a  high¬ 
er  self-importance.  We 
use  this  grandeur  to  com¬ 
pare  ourselves  with  those 
around  us. 

We  believe  publically 
grieving  makes  us  appear 
more  sympathetic.  In  our 
pop-culture  driven  soci¬ 
ety,  the  fabricated-sym¬ 
pathy  is  inescapable.  This 
behaviour  often  escalates 
into  a  pretentious  form 
of  ‘competitive  grieving’. 
We  overemphasize  our 
connection  to  the  celebri¬ 
ty  in  an  effort  to  improve 


our  social  standing.  This 
embellishment  inflates 
our  level  of  exception  and 
uniqueness.  The  more 

((  - 


the  individual  grieves  the 
death  of  an  idol,  the  more 
special  their  perception 
appears.  This  perception 
defines  their  image  to  both 
others  and  themselves. 

This  embellishment 
both  occurs  when  the  ce¬ 
lebrities  are  with  us,  as  well 
as  when  they  pass  away. 

Psychologists  call  this 


tendency,  ‘basking  in  re¬ 
flected  glory,’  or  “BIRG.” 
BIRGing  occurs  when 
an  individual  associates 


themselves  with  success¬ 
ful,  powerful  and  influen¬ 
tial  people,  sports  teams  or 
social  groups,  so  that  the 
idolized  accomplishments 
become  the  individual’s 
own  glory.  The  individual 
is  then  able  to  share  cred¬ 
it  for  their  successes,  and 
further  their  perception 
they  put  out  into  society. 


This  enhancement  furthers 
the  perception  of  their 
identity,  stimulating  their 
self-esteem. 

When  the  Chicago 
Cubs  won  their  first  World 
Series  in  108  years,  I  cele¬ 
brated  like  I  was  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  team.  However, 
when  my  ego’s  perception 
is  stripped  away,  the  reality 
is,  I  am  just  an  average  fan 
of  the  team.  I  personally 
had  won  nothing. 

When  Prince  died, 
many  proclaimed  to  be 
massive  fans  of  his.  Their 
supposed  association  with 
his  greatness,  correlated  to 
their  greatness.  However, 
in  reality,  most  only  knew 
his  bigger  hits. 

By  attaching  to  celeb¬ 
rities’  imagery,  we  gain  an 
existential  importance  and 


uniqueness  compared  to 
those  around  us.  BIRGing 
is  linked  to  ‘social  identity 
theory,’  which  postulates 
the  individual’s  concep¬ 
tualized  identity  derives 
from  perceived  affiliations 
with  social  groups  of  inter¬ 
action. 

However,  this  perceived 
affiliation  isn’t  always  a 
cognitive  fabrication.  In¬ 
dividuals  strive  against 
isolation  by  pursuing  what 
sociologists  call  ‘social  sol¬ 
idarity.’ When  we  unite  in 
conversation,  it  reminds  us 
of  our  social  oneness.  Ce¬ 
lebrity  deaths  provide  the 
platform  to  congregate  and 
talk  about  a  subject  which 
is  normally  considered  ta¬ 
boo  to  discuss.  Discussing 
something  so  vital  to  our 
existence  helps  us  better 


understand  ourselves. 

The  solidarity  in  sym¬ 
pathy  exemplified  for  the 
16  deaths  and  13  inju¬ 
ries  resulting  from  the 
Humboldt  Broncos  junior 
hockey  bus  crash,  perme¬ 
ated  cultural  divides  and 
united  us  in  grief. 

Whether  through  social 
solidarity  or  as  individuals, 
mourning  the  loss  of  pub¬ 
lic  figures  illuminates  our 
emotional  inner-depths. 
We  seldom  reach  their  full 
capacity,  yet  contemplate 
ing  and  grieving  loss  pro¬ 
vides  us  access  to  a  greater 
self-understanding. 

We  exhibit  phenomenal 
sympathy  and  empathy,  yet 
in  the  end,  we  are  always 
grieving  for  ourselves.

LOLLAPALOOZA 

Chicago  hosts  some  of  the  biggest  music  festi¬ 
vals  in  the  world  every  summer.  With  Lollapaloo- 
za,  Pitchfork  and  so  many  more,  there  is  a  music 
festival  for  everyone. 

The  biggest  music  festival  to  come  of  out  Chi¬ 
cago  is  Lollapalooza.  The  festival  prides  itself  in 
hosting  all  sorts  of  genres,  from  indie  rock  to  elec¬ 


tronic  to  even  the  occasional  metal  act.  This  is  the 
festival  everyone  seems  to  be  talking  about. 

Each  year,  this  four-day  festival  draws  more 
than  400,000  people  by  bringing  some  of  the  big¬ 
gest  names  to  the  stage.  This  year,  headlining  acts 
include:  Bruno  Mars,  The  Arctic  Monkeys,  Jack 
White,  The  Weeknd  and  Travis  Scott.  The  festival 
will  take  place  from  August  2  to  5. 

With  big  names  comes  big  price,  though.  A 
single  day  ticket  at  the  base  price  costs  $120  with 


fees.  Tickets  can  be  expected  to  be  much  more 
cosdy  once  they  sell  out  and  can  only  be  purchased 
through  outside  vendors.  Be  smart  with  your  mon¬ 
ey,  and  buy  sooner  rather  than  later  if  you  are  dying 
to  go. 

The  festival  also  takes  place  in  Grant  Park,  so 
parking  is  ultimately  nonexistent.  Be  sure  to  re¬ 
search  means  of  getting  to  and  from  the  festival, 
and  pray  you  don’t  miss  your  train  home. 


PITCHFORK - 

Another  popular  festival  in  Chicago  is  the  Pitch- 
fork  Music  Festival,  sponsored  by  the  music  publi¬ 
cation  of  the  same  name.  This  festival  is  the  go-to 
for  anyone  interested  in  up-and-coming  bands  and 
underground  artists,  while  also  boasting  some  big 
headlining  names. 

Earlier  this  semester,  I  reviewed  the  lineup  to 


this  year’s  festival.  A  full  review  can  be  found  on 
the  Courier  website. 

This  festival  is  exceptionally  smaller  than  Lol¬ 
lapalooza,  and  the  price  is  more  manageable.  The 
festival  will  take  place  from  July  20  to  22,  and  tick¬ 
ets  can  be  purchased  from  around  $75  per  day  or 
$175  for  all  three  days. 

Pitchfork  takes  place  in  Union  Park,  located  on 
the  Near  Westside  of  Chicago  by  the  Green  and 
Pink  lines  of  the  CTA.  Parking  is  an  option  as  well 


as  traveling  by  train,  so  getting  to  and  from  the  fes¬ 
tival  is  exceptionally  easier,  if  that  is  a  concern. 
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SPRING - 

—  AWAKENING 

Spring  Awakening,  taking  place  from  June  8 
to  10,  is  an  electronic  music  festival  that  draws  in 
fans  from  all  over.  The  festival  in  recent  years  has 
brought  in  more  than  90,000  attendees. 

In  the  past,  Spring  Awakening  has  been  held  in 


Soldier  Field,  right  off  of  Lake  Shore  Drive.  The 
festival  now  takes  place  in  Addams-Medill  Park  in 
Chicago.  It  will  include  several  big  names  in  the 
electronic  music  world,  including  deadmauS,  Kas- 
kade  and  Tiesto. 

Tickets  for  this  festival  currently  range  from  $79 
per  day  or  $209  for  all  three  days.  Prices  are  ex¬ 
pected  to  go  up  once  the  limited  number  at  this 
price  range  sell  out.  Again,  buying  early  would  be 
advised  to  save  more  money. 


COUNTRY - 

—  LAKESHAKE 

Fear  not,  country  music  fans.  There  is  a  festival 
designed  especially  for  the  biggest  country  music 
fans  out  there.  Country  LakeShake  will  return  to 
Chicago  for  its  fourth  year,  being  one  of  the  very 
few  country  music  festivals  in  the  area. 

This  festival  will  take  place  from  June  22  to  24. 


Headliners  will  include  Blake  Shelton,  Dierks 
Bentley  and  Florida  Georgia  Line.  It  is  held  at  the 
Huntington  Bank  Pavilion  at  the  popular  North¬ 
erly  Island. 

Several  types  of  tickets  for  this  festival  will  be 
sold.  General  admission  lawn  tickets  are  on  sale  for 
$99.50  per  day,  where  general  admission  full  access 
tickets  are  $150.50  per  day.  Full  access  tickets  get 
attendees  entry  to  unrestricted  areas  of  the  festival, 
including  the  chance  to  get  up  close  to  the  main 
stage  versus  being  restricted  to  lawn  seats. 


RIOT  FEST - 

My  personal  favorite  festival,  Riot  Fest,  takes 
place  at  the  tail  end  of  summer.  This  year,  the  fes¬ 
tival  will  take  place  from  September  14  to  16.  The 
festival  switched  locations  a  few  years  ago  and  now 
takes  place  in  Douglas  Park,  Chicago. 

This  festival  is  home  to  various  rock,  punk,  in¬ 
dustrial  and  hip-hop  groups,  while  also  priding  it¬ 


self  in  bringing  about  some  of  the  most  anticipated 
reunions.  In  past  years,  the  festival  brought  many 
big  names  to  the  stage,  including  Nine  Inch  Nails, 
an  original  Misfits  reunion,  The  Cure  and  more. 

A  lineup  has  yet  to  be  released,  and  tickets 
have  not  yet  gone  on  sale,  but  anyone  interested 
in  attending  should  be  on  the  lookout.  In  previous 
years,  the  lineup  has  been  released  in  late  May.

am  excited  to 
once  again  create 
a  dessert  that  brings  me 
so  much  joy.  It’s  crunchy, 
chewy,  mallow-y  and  light. 
It  melts  in  your  mouth  and 
wraps  your  tongue  in  the 
perfect  amount  of  sweet¬ 
ness.  Paired  with  fresh 
whipped  cream  or  ice¬ 
cream  and  your  favorite 
summer  fruit,  it  is  the  epit¬ 
ome  of  a  warm  vacation  in 
a  bowl. 

For  me,  this  is  the  per¬ 
fect  dessert  to  follow  any 
greasy  barbequeB.B.Cf 
food,  whether  it  be  a 


ketchup-  covered  hotdog, 
a  burger  fit  to  burst  with 
your  favorite  toppings,  or 
(my  favorite)  marinated, 
barbecued  chicken. 

This  summer,  I  encour¬ 
age  you  to  try  something 
new  and  impress  your 
friends  with  a  dessert  that 
requires  almost  no  ingredi¬ 
ents  but  a  whole  lot  of  love. 
If  you  can  follow  the  reci¬ 
pe,  surrender  to  the  science 
(or  magic)  of  baking,  and 
keep  all  these  tips  in  mind, 
you  will  be  successful  and 
will  wow  everyone  this 
party  season. 


INGREDIENTS 


MERUENGE 

-A  dash  of  white 
vingar 

-4  large  eggs  (you 
will  be  using  just 


the  egg  whites) 

-1  tsp  cream  of  tar¬ 
tar  (can  use  lemon 
juice  but  it  won’t 
work  as  well) 

-250  grams(lcup 


and  5tsp)  of  super¬ 
fine  or  caster  sugar 
(See  tip  below) 

-Vi  tsp  vanilla 
extract 

-A  pinch  of  salt 


SERVING 

-Ice-Cream  (less  for 
decorating  and  more 
for  eating) 

-Heavy  cream 


-Confectioners  sugar 
-Fresh  strawberries, 
raspberries,  and  blue¬ 
berries 
-Mint  leaves 


What  is  superfine  (caster)  sugar?  Basically,  it  is  sugar  made  of  smaller  granules  than  the  regular  kind.  It  is  great  for  use  in  baking,  as  it  dis¬ 
solves  faster,  and  is  readily  used  in  British  recipes.  If  you  have  problems  with  crunchy  granules  of  sugar  in  your  baking,  consider  grinding  up 
regular  sugar  in  a  food  processor  for  30-  60  seconds,  or  buying  superfine  sugar  in  the  store.  Be  careful  not  to  grind  up  the  granules  too  small, 
as  that  creates  confectioners  sugar.  Superfine  is  a  size  somewhere  in  between.

EQUIPTMENT 

-  Measuring  cups  and 
spoons,  or  a  kitchen  scale 
for  measuring  weight 
-A  stand  mixer,  or  an 
electric  mixer  with  whisk 
attachment,  or  a  hand 
whisk  (and  pure  brute 
strength) 


-  A  deep  stainless-steel  or 
glass  mixing  bowl 

-  A  baking  tray 

-  Wax  paper  or  baking 
paper 

-A  food  processor  (if  you 
are  grinding  your  own 
superfine  sugar) 


INSTRUCTIONS 

1.  Preheat  the  oven  to  300  degrees  Fahrenheit. 

2.  Clean  all  the  equipment  that  you  will  use,  bowl  and  whisk  or  whisk  attachments, 
with  white  vinegar  on  a  napkin  or  paper  towel.

To  ensure  whipped  egg  whites  achieve  maximum 
volume  and  remain  stable,  they  must  be  free  from  all 
grease  and  fat.  This  is  why  we  use  vinegar  as  a  last  Step 
to  clean  our  tools. 


3.  Prepare  eggs  whites  with  absolutely  no  yolks.

The  best  way  to  do  this  is  to  break  each  egg  white  into 
a  small  bowl  first,  and  then  add  it  to  your  large  bowl.  This 
means  if  one  egg  yolk  breaks,  you  don't  have  to  throw 
them  all  out  and  start  again.  Fats  from  the  egg  yolk  will 
sabotage  your  recipe  and  prevent  the  egg  whites  from 
properly  whipping  up  into  beautiful  silky  clouds  of  deli¬ 
ciousness. 


For  the  best  results  use  room  temperature  eggs. 

Start  by  separating  the  yolks  from  the  whites  when  cold, 
then  leave  the  whites  to  reach  room  temperature  before 
whipping. 


4.  Add  cream  of  tartar.  Acid  works  as  a  stabilizing  agent  (science  or  magic  or  some¬ 
thing).  Acid  strengthens  the  bubbles  in  whipped  eggs  so  they  don’t  collapse  when  bak¬ 
ing. 

5.  Start  whisking  the  egg  whites  in  the  bowl.  Start  on  a  low  speed,  so  the  egg  whites 
slowly  fluff  up.  You  will  see  bubbles  begin  to  form.  As  you  get  to  the  “soft  peaks”  stage 
you  can  start  to  add  the  sugar 


"No  peak"  stage  is  when  the  eggs  are  getting  foamy 
and  opaque,  but  are  still  liquid-y.  "Soft  peak"  stage  is 
when  you  lift  the  whisk  out  of  the  eggs  and  a  "peak" 
starts  to  hold  for  a  second,  but  quickly  melts  back  down. 
"Firm  peak"  stage  is  when  the  peaks  hold  on  the  whisk, 
but  flop  over.  "Stiff  peak"  stage  is  when  the  peaks  stand 
up  straight  to  attention  and  hold  their  shape. 


6.  Add  the  superfine  sugar  slowly,  tablespoon  by  tablespoon. 

7.  As  you  add  the  sugar,  the  mixture  will  become  “glossy.”.  When  all  of  the  sugar  is 
added,  turn  the  speed  on  the  mixer  to  high.  As  it  expands  and  becomes  glossy,  test  the 
mixture  by  rubbing  some  between  two  fingers.  If  you  still  feel  granules  of  sugar,  the 
mixture  needs  to  mix  more.  Careful  not  to  overbeat,  as  the  mixture  will  collapse  and 


separate.  Keep  testing  until  the  granules  are  dissolved,  and  you  achieve  “stiff  peaks.”. 

8.  Add  a  pinch  of  salt  and  the  vanilla  right  before  the  mixture  has  been  completely 
beaten.  Do  not  add  the  vanilla  too  soon,  as  it  could  limit  the  volume  of  your  meringue. 

9.  Carefully  spoon  the  mixture  onto  the  tray,  creating  12  “plum-sized”  meringues. 

10.  Bake  in  the  oven  for  25  minutes.  Turn  off  the  oven,  leaving  the  door  closed  and  the 
meringues  inside  as  it  cools  for  at  least  one  hour. 

DO  NOT  OPEN  THE  OVEN  DOOR! 

11.  When  the  meringues  are  done,  they  should  be  completely  cool  and  come  off  the 
paper  cleanly.  The  bottom  should  be  hard  and,  if  you  tap  it  gendy,  it  will  sound  hollow. 


DO  NOT  PANIC! 

If  your  meringues  come  out  of  the  oven  with  cracks  on  the  top  or  in  weird  shapes,  you 
are  still  on  the  right  track.  Meringues  are  ideal  desserts  to  make  for  a  number  of  rea¬ 
sons.  Firsdy,  they  are  meant  to  be  a  little  ugly,  and  secondly,  you  cover  up  the  ugly  with 
cream.  In  the  end,  this  is  a  dessert  that  is  all  about  how  it  tastes,  not  how  it  looks.  For 
the  novice  baker  who  doesn’t  own  icing  tips  or  piping  bags,  or  know  what  fondant  is,  or 
struggles  to  get  cookies  all  the  same  size  and  shape,  this  is  the  dessert  for  you. 


STORAGE  c  .  .  . ,  .  ,  ,  .  ,  ,  , 

store  in  airtight  containers  in  a  cool,  dark  place  and  only  decorate 
with  cream  or  ice-cream  right  before  you  are  ready  to  eat  it.  Meringues  don’t  like  mois¬ 
ture,  so  rainy  or  extremely  humid  days  are  not  the  best  for  making  or  eating  these,  but 
usually  they  will  survive  long  enough  to  still  be  delicious. 

SERVING  w  i  f  ,  , .  ,  .  , .  .  , 

Make  tresh  whipped  cream  by  whipping  heavy  cream  using  an  electric 
beater  and  slowly  adding  spoonful’s  of  confectioners  sugar.  Just  like  making  meringues, 
as  the  cream  whips  it  will  expand,  and  as  the  sugar  is  added  it  will  get  thicker  and  sweet¬ 
er.  When  you  have  achieved  the  consistency  and  sweetness  you  desire,  add  a  teaspoon  of 
vanilla  extract.  Whip  for  10  seconds  to  combine,  and  either  spoon  or  pipe  your  whipped 
cream  on  top  of  your  meringues.  Add  fresh  fruit  and  mint  leaves  to  decorate  and  serve 
with  vanilla  ice-cream.

TO  CHICAGO

Chicago  will  host 
the  second  edi¬ 
tion  of  the  ten¬ 
nis  exhibition  event  Laver 
Cup  this  September.  The 
tournament  will  see  some 
of  tennis’  biggest  male 
stars  vie  for  the  trophy  at 
the  world  famous  United 
Center. 

The  inaugural  Laver 
Cup  tournament  that  was 
held  in  Prague  saw  some  of 
tennis’ biggest  names  com¬ 
pete  for  the  trophy  in  two 
teams  of  six.  Tennis  super- 
stars  Roger  Federer  and 
Rafael  Nadal  were  part 
of  “Team  Europe,”  while 
John  Isner  joined  fellow 
Americans  Jack  Sock  and 
Sam  Querrey  as  part  of 
“Team  World.”  The  latter 
was  captained  by  Amer¬ 
ican  tennis  great  John 
McEnroe.  The  former  was 
headed  by  the  equally  great 
Bjorn  Borg. 

The  2017  edition  had 
tennis  fans  all  over  the 
world  enthralled  from 
start  to  finish.  As  qualifi¬ 
cation  for  the  tournament 
is  based  on  the  Association 
of  Tennis  Professionals 
(ATP)  World  Tour  rank¬ 
ings,  this  year  promises 
to  also  bring  together  the 
sport’s  top  players. 

We  may  even  be  treated 
to  the  dream  doubles  pair¬ 
ing  of  Nadal  and  Federer 
once  again.  The  two  had 
the  tennis  world  collec¬ 
tively  brimming  with  ex¬ 
citement  when  they  took 
to  the  court  to  play  as  a 
team  for  the  first  time  last 
year. 

Laver  Cup  was  created 


to  pay  homage  to  tennis 
great  Rod  Laver.  The  Aus¬ 
tralian  has  won  11  Grand 
Slam  titles  and  is  consid¬ 
ered  to  be  among  the  most 
successful  tennis  players  of 
all  time. 

Federer  and  last  year’s 
Team  World  member  Nick 
Kyrgios  were  in  Chicago 
earlier  in  the  year  to  pro¬ 
mote  the  event.  They  were 
joined  by  McEnroe,  Chi¬ 
cago  Mayor  Rahm  Eman¬ 
uel  and  Rod  Laver  himself 
in  Millennium  park. 

Of  playing  in  Chicago 
for  the  first  time,  20-time 
grand  slam  champion 
Federer  said,  “...Chicago’s 
definitely  one  of  the  plac¬ 
es  I've  wanted  to  come  to, 
and  then  let  alone  play  as 
well,  and  so  now  this  year 
I'll  get  both,  which  I’m 
very  excited,”  as  reported 
by  Phil  Thompson  for  the 
Chicago  Tribune. 

The  U.S  is  already 
home  to  some  of  the  most 
prestigious  tournaments  in 
the  sport.  Flushing  Mead¬ 
ows,  N.Y.  hosts  the  U.S 
Open,  the  fourth  and  last 
Grand  Slam  tournament 
of  the  year.  Miami,  Fla. 
and  Indian  Wells,  Ca¬ 
lif.  also  boasts  two  of  the 
sport’s  most  top-tier  and 
popular  events  annually. 

Laver  Cup  runs  from 
Sept.  21-23.  Tickets  for 
the  tournament  are  on  sale 
now  via  their  website:  la- 
vercup.com.
